The  Forty-fourth  Auuual  Convention  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  as- 
sembled in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  at  5  p.  m 
Tuesday,  June  7,  A.  D.  1881. 

Evening  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Wake- 
field, D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  and 
the  Rev.  Edward  Bradley,  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Madison. 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  7  P.  M.,  when  the 
I26th  hymn  was  sung,  the  Nicene  Creed  recited,  and  the 
Rev.  E.  A.  Bradley,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Indianap- 
olis, ottered  prayers. 

The  Convention  was  then  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  as  President  of  the  Convention. 

Under  the  Bishop's  direction  the  Secretary  called 
the  roll  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  of  whom  sixteen 
answered  to  their  names. 

The  roll  ol  Lay  Delegates  was  then  called,  and  a 
quorum  was  declared  to  be  present. 

On  motion,  the  question  of  the  eligibility  of  Rev.  Mr. 
TenRroeck  to  a  sent  in  the  Convention,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  CredeTit'uils.

Brethren  Beloved  in  the  Lord: 

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Convention: 

In  the  good  providence  of  God,  we  gather  once  more 
in  our  Annual  Convention.  We  come  to  take  counsel  to- 
gether for  the  things  of  His  Kingdom  on  the  Earth.  I 
greet  you,  in  His  name. 

It  is  my  first  duty  to  announce  to  you  the  departure 
out  of  this  world  of  one  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Church,  and 
of  several  of  our  brethren  known  and  honored  in  this  Dio- 
cese and  in  this  Convention. 

BISHOP      ATKINSON. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Atkinson,  D.  D.  LL.  D., 
Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  entered  into  rest  on  the  4th  of 
Januar)'  last.  The  w^hole  Church  in  these  United  States, 
as  well  as  his  own  Diocese,  has  reason  to  mourn  his  loss  ;  for 
he  was  one  of  its  most  honored,  and  best  loved  Bishops,  a 
noble  christian  gentleman,  a  wise  and  faithful  ruler  m  the 
highest  order  of  the  Church's  ministr\%  a  profound  and  ele- 
gant scholar,  a  model  Christian  Bishop,  he  has  lefl  behind 
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parted  at  a  ripe  old  age,  to  *'  be  at  home  with  God."  Mr. 
Cox  was  one  of  the  vestr}-  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis, 
who  called  me  to  that  parish,  and  he  met  me  on  my  am- 
val  there  to  be  its  Rector,  a  little  over  twenty-eight  years 
ago— March,  1853.  He  continued  a  member  of  that  body 
through  my  whole  Rectorship  of  severf  years,  to  my  con- 
secration to  the  Episcopate :  was  a  dear  personal  friend, 
and  a  constant  and  cheerful  worker  for  the  Church  to  the 
end  of  his  years  of  activity  and  strength.  He  was  also  at 
different  times,  a  representative  of  the  parish  to  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention.  I  commend  the  families  of  these  our 
departed  father,  brethren  and  friends  to  your  prayers,  and 
to  the  consolations  of  God's  holy  word. 

I  proceed,  according  to  canonical  requirement,  to 
give  you  some  account  of  my  Episcopal  work  for  the  past 
year,  and  of  the  state  of  the  Church.     The  following  is  a

During  nearly  the  whole  of  the^month  of  October  and 
November  last,  I  was  in  attendance  upon  the  General 
Convention,  and  engaged  in  New  York  in  work  for  the 
interests  of  the  Diocese.  I  resumed  my  labors  in  it,  No- 
vember 21.  Since  that  time  I  have  visited  every  parish 
and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  (  save  two  of  the  latter, 
which  I  have  not  been  able  to  reach,)  and  some  new 
places  where  I  had  not  been  before.  It  has  been  to  me  a 
year  of  continued  and  exhausting  labor,  which  has,  how- 
ever, been  cheered  by  evidences  of  God's  blessing  on  my 
work. 

THE    DIOCESE, 

is  in  a  more  hopeful  condition  than  at  the  time  of  the  last 
Annual  Convention.  While  three  Churches  and  Missions 
have  become  vacant  during  the  year,  seven  have  been 
supplied  by  the  acceptance  of  good  and  faithful  clerg)'- 
men ;  all  of  whom  are  now  encouraged  and  hopeful  in 
their  work.  The  number  of  confirmations,  notwithstand- 
ing the  long  vacancies  of  several  of  these  parishes,  has 
not  fallen  below  those  of  last  year,  though  still  considera- 
bly fewer  than  in  more  prosperous  times  in  the  Diocese. 

Since  the  last  convention,  St.  James',  Goshen,  after 
a  vacancy  of  two  years,  has  been  supplied  by  the  settle- 
ment of  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond,  and  is  now  prosper- 
ing as  it  has  never  done  before — prospering  because 
united  and  harmonious.  I  look  confidently  for  God's  bless- 
ing upon  the  new  rector's  earnest  work.  The  people  are 
now  engaged  in  extensive  and  needed  improvements  on 
the  Church,  the  money  being  in  hand  to  pay  for  them 
when  completed.  Mishawaka  has  also  been  supplied  af- 
ter a  long  period  of  inactivity.     The  Rev.  S.  Rosevelt, 
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Deacon  in  charge,  is  making  himself  felt,  for  good,  and 
is  cordially  received  by  the  people.     I  am  intending,  if 
possible,  to  unite  the  services  at  Mishavvaka  and  Bristol 
under  one  clergyman,  giving  alternate  services  to  each. 

Neither  is  able  ^t  present  to  secure  and  maintain  a 
rector  for  itself. 

St.  James',  South  Bend,  is  also  open  again.  The 
Rev.  F.  B.  Dunham  having  resigned  St.  Paul's,  New  Al- 
bany, has  become  the  new  rector,  and  I  believe  under 
God's  blessing  will  accomplish  a  good  work  for  the 
Church  in  that  community.  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany,  has 
called,  upon  my  nomination,  the  Rev.  Walter  Scott,  form- 
erly of  this  Diocese,  whom  I  expect  to  enter  upon  his  work 
immediately.  St.  John's,  LaFayette,  has  secured  as  its 
rector  the  Rev.  Jos.  E.  Martin,  and  is  sti"engthened  by  his. 
able  ministry.  Grace  Church,  LaFayette,  is  also  taking 
steps  to  secure  a  rector,  and  I  suppose  will  soon  be  sup- 
plied.  The  Rev.  Ci  J.  Clausen,  its  late  rector,  removed 
to  Connersville,  but  Has  since  been  compelled  by  ill  health 
to  leave  his  work.  The  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Milnes,  late  assist- 
ant at  the  Cathedral,  is  now  at  Connersville.  This  parish, 
so  long  apparently  extinct,  seemes  to  be  reviving,  and  I 
am  hopeful  of  its  future.  It  has  by  far  the  best  village 
church  in  the  Diocese,  which  I  have  felt  sad  to  see  so 
long  unused.  For  over  two  years  now,  under  the  minis- 
tration of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bicknell,  of  Muncie,  and  in  con- 
nection with  that  Mission,  and  for  the  last  year  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Clausen,  it  has  gone  on  steadily  with  its  services,  and 
gained  in  numbers  and  in  strength.  For  this  good  work 
I  am  indebted,  under  God,  to  the  active  and  earnest  la- 
bors of  a  few  devoted  churchwomen— there  being  at  that  time 
not  a  male  communicant  in  the  place.  I  am  always  met 
by  large  congregations  there,  and  find  encouragement  for 
my  faith  in  the  future  of  the  parish.  The  Rev.  J.  R.  Bick- 
nell, of  Muncie,  has  removed  to  Florida  for  health,  and 
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his  place  is  filled  by  my  appointment  of  the  Rev.  F.  Dun- 
can Jaudon,  He  is  already  strong  in  the  confidence  and 
affection  of  the  people,  and  is  working  zealously  and  ef- 
fectively. They  have  just  purchased  and  paid  for  a  lot  in 
a  fine  location,  and  have  removed  the  temporary  Church 
upon  the  back  part  of  it,  while  they  build  one  more  worthy 
of  the  place  and  of  God's  honor.  The  Rev.  John  Keble 
Karcher,  late  of  Philadelphia,  has  become  the  rector  of 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Evansville,  made  va- 
cant by  the  death  of  Dr.  Stanley.  Emmanuel  Mission, 
Garrett,  is  at  work  again,  by  the  acceptance  of  the  Rev. 
Richard  H.  Dennis,  Deacon,  of  my  appointment  to  that 
place.  This  is  an  important  point,  and  affords  a 
hopeful  field  for  earnest  work,  there  being  no  other 
service  except  the  Roman,  in  the  town.  A  large  number 
of  the  employees  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad, 
(whose  two  vice-presidents,  my  friends,  Messrs.  King  and 
Keyser,  built  the  Church,  as  you  know,  at  their  own  ex- 
pense,) are  resident  here.  Mr.  Dennis,  late  of  the  Diocese 
of  Michigan,  is  reported  to  me  to  be  *'the  right  man  in 
the  right  place." 

St.  Thomas'  Church,  Plymouth,  is  rapidly  becoming 
strong,  under  the  care  of  its  faithful  and  earnest  rector. 
Its  prosperity  as  a  parish,  and  its  love  for  its  pastor,  are 
both  attested  by  the  work  in  which  it  is  now  heartily 
enlisted — that  of  the  erection  of  a  commodious  and  com- 
fortable rectory  for  his  use.  I  repeat  what  I  said  in  a 
recent  address  to  the  people,  that,  as  a  mere  investment, 
the  erection  of  parsonage  houses,  is  the  best  which 
parishes  can  make.  They  lengthen  rectorships.  They 
attract,  when  the  parish,  unfortunately,  is  vacant.  They 
minister  to  the  support  and  to  the  comfort  and  happi- 
ness of  rectors.  But  to  do  all  this,  they  must  be 
built  and  paid  for,  as  this  will  be  by  the  people  them- 
selves, and  not  out  of  the  Rector's  income.  They  should 
always  add  just  the  value  of  his  rental  to  the  salary. 
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Trinity  Church,  Peru,  on  Ascension  Day,  paid  its 
entire  indebtedness  for  the  Church  lot,  and  the  parish  is 
free.     The  vestry  are  now  ready  to  call  a  Rector. 

St.  Luke's,  Cannelton,  long  in  a  state  of  dilapidation, 
is  now  undergoing  thorough  repair,  and  will,  when  fin- 
ished, be  a  very  attractive,  as  it  has  long  been  a  forbid- 
ding Church  edifice. 

Thus,  amid  many  discouraging  circumstances,  I  have 
reason  to  thank  God  for  His  help,  and  to  hope  for  His 
blessing  in  the  time  to  come. 

The  condition  of  the  Diocese,  as  a  whole,  compared 
with  what  I  found  it,  sixteen  years  ago,  is  hopeful.  Com- 
pared with  what  it  ought  to  be,  and  might  be,  if  all  of 
God's  professed  children  were  true  to  Him  and  to  His 
Church,  it  is  the  very  contrary  of  hopeful.  Why?  I  an- 
swer— first:  Because  of  the  spirit  of  worldliness,  which 
has  crept  into  the  Church,  and  is  destructive  of  its  life, 
and  of  its  power  over  men.  I  do  not  say,  and  I  do  not 
believe,  that  we  are  worse  off  in  this  respect  than  the  re- 
ligious bodies  around  us.  It  is  an  evil  of  the  day;  and 
affects  all  religious  enterprizes.  But  I  speak  of  our  duty 
and  our  danger;  as  we  stand  alone ;  as  we,  for  ourselves, 
and  not  for  others,  are  responsible  to  God.  We  can  not 
hope  to  affect  the  world  favorably  to  the  Church  and  re- 
ligion of  Christ,  while  we  walk  in  the  world's  ways,  and 
live  by  no  higher  lule  or  standard  than  that  which  the 
world  establishes. 

Brethren,  beloved,  the  joys  and  hopes  of  Christ- 
ianity, are  the  earnest  Christians'  joys  and  hopes,  and 
his  alone.  They  belong  to  no  man  who  does  not  own 
Christ  as  his  Lord  and  King.  Nor  can  any  professed  but 
faithless  servant  and  subject  of  that  Lord  and  King  give 
a  reason  why  he  should  rejoice  that  "  Christ  died  for  our 
sins  and  rose  again  for  our  justification."  It  is  not  the 
remedy  supplied  by  God,  but  the  remedy  applied  aud

used  by  ourselves  that  we  need  to  save  ourselves. 
I  speak  to  you,  therefore,  what  the  Baptist  preached 
in  the  wilderness  more  than  1,800  years  ago; 
"Repent,  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand." 
Have  we  preached  this  certain  truth  and  urged 
this  repentance,  brethren  of  the  clergy,  as  men  responsi- 
ble to  God,  in  large  measure  for  the  salvation  of  our 
people?  And  have  not  you,  brethren  of  the  laity,  de- 
manded of  your  pastors  that  they  should  preach  "  unto 
you  smooth  things  and  prophecy  deceits?"  Yes,  breth- 
ren, we  must  own  it,  in  too  many  cases,  a  worldly  spirit 
has  crept  into  the  very  worship  of  the  Church,  involving 
Priests  and  people  alike  in  its  guilt  and  danger.  Bril- 
liant sermons — more  brilliant  than  Christian — elaborate 
and  expensive  music ;  the  one  with  no  suggestions  of  the 
danger  of  unbelieving  souls;  no  warnings  of  the  wrath 
to  come;  no  message  froni  the  loving,  pitying  Christ, 
which  sent  men  home  inquiring  "did  not  our  hearts 
burn  within  us?" — the  other  with  no  thought  of  Di- 
vine worship  ;  no  spirit  of  praise  ;  a  mere  performance, 
by  alien  Christians,  and  non-Christians,  people  who  do 
not  worship,  and  do  not  intend  to  worship,  but  trifle 
during  worship — performance  which  shuts  the  mouths  of 
Bishops,  Priests  and  people,  and  makes  a  mockery  alike 
of  the  Church's  exhortation  to  the  people,  "  Praise  ye 
the  Lord,"  and  of  the  people's  response,  "  The  Lord's 
name  be  praised."  I  am  well  aware  that  this  is  strong 
language.  I  put  it  to  your  own  consciences,  and  con- 
sciousness, whether  it  be  not  also,  largely  true.  I  do  not 
fear  that  I  shall  be  so  far  misunderstood  as  to  be  sup- 
posed to  advocate  mere  exhortation  from  the  pulpit,  or 
to  transfer  the  leading  of  the  people  in  the  Church's 
songs  of  praise  from  a  trained  body  of  devout  Christians 
and  churchmen  in  their  places  in  the  choir,  to  the  untu- 
tored nasal  performers  in  the  pews.     But  what  I  say  is, 
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that  with  whatever  of  worthy  motive,  we  have  proceeded 
too  often  upon  the  principles  of  the  world,  rather  than 
of  the  Church  and  religion  of  Christ.  Attraction  rather 
than  spiritual  edification  and  growth ;  the  filling  up  of 
empty  pews  by  sensuous  listeners,  rather  than  earnest, 
praying,  patient  laboring  in  the  Church's  way,  and  the 
Church's  spirit,  to  save  men's  souls  from  ruin.  I  ques- 
tion not  the  motives.  I  will  not  dispute  the  intention — 
God  forbid — but  most  solemnly  do  I  arraign  the  wisdom 
and  the  Christianity  of  the  methods,  by  which  parishes 
of  which  such  things  may  be  said  are  administered,  and 
the  principles  which,  as  I  believe,  have  produced  and 
fostered  them.  A  second  reason  for  the  failure  of  the 
Church  to  be  what  it  ought  to  be  in  the  Diocese,  I  find 
in  the  insecurity  of  clerical  tenure,  and  the  consequent 
and  increasing  changes  among  the  clergy.  I  have  ex- 
pressed myself  before  upon  the  evils  of  a  virtual  itiner- 
acy of  our  clergy,  instead  of  the  settled  pastorate,  which 
theoretically  is  part  of  our  Church  system.  I  have  felt, 
and  said  that  the  fault  was  to  be  charged  against  both 
clergy  and  laity,  and  I  think  so  still ;  but  there  is  one 
side  of  the  question  which  I  have  never  touched,  and 
which  current  events  have  convinced  me  demands  men- 
tion in  this  address. 

I  refer  to  the  want  of  knowledge  whether  of  clergy 
or  laity  respecting  the  canon  law  of  the  Church ;  and 
to  the  absence  of  mercantile  honor  and  honesty,  in  ves- 
tries. I  do  not  say  in  vestrymen,  nor  in  all  vestries. 
But  I  am  sure  that  of  some  of  the  latter,  as  corporations, 
it  is  simple  truth  to  say  that  they  are  not  governed  in 
their  actions  by  the  laws  of  honor,  which,  as  individual 
men,  the  members  believe  to  be  binding  upon  them  in 
all  their  private  business,  and  that,  largely 
because  they  do  not  know  what  their  true 
position      is,    under      Church      law,      and      feel      no 
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individual    responsibility    for   their     corporate     prom- 
ises.    Let  us  take  the  question  of  law.     What  are  the 
canonical  forms  and  requirements  relating  to  the  call  and 
settlement  of  clergymen  in  parishes?     In  the  first  place 
it  may  be  well  to  note  that  the  canon  law,  both  General 
and  Diocesan,  recognizes  the  Bishop  as  the  governing  au- 
thority in  the  Church.     An  Episcopal  Church  is  simply 
a  Church  governed  by  an  Episcopos — a  Bishop — just  as 
a  Presbyterian  Church  is  one  governed  by  Presbyters,  and 
a  Congregational  Church  is  a  single  congregation  gov- 
erned by  itself;  i.  e.,  by  laymen.     There  is  not  a  canon 
whether  General  or  Diocesan,  which  recognizes  any  other 
ultimate  authority  in  government  and  discipline,  than 
the  Bishop.     He  and  he  alone  can  settle  a  clergyman  in 
his  jurisdiction.     No  clergyman  is  legally  chosen  to  a 
parish  until  the  certificate  of  election  required  from  the 
Church   Wardens  is  transmitted    by  the  vestry  to   the 
Bishop.     Nor  can  any  clergyman  elected,  "  officiate  as 
Rector  or  stated  Minister"  of  any  parish  or  congrega- 
tion until  he  has  presented  the  Bishop's  certificate  of  li- 
cense— or,  as  it  is  called  in  England,  the  Bishop's  li- 
cense.    If  a  clergyman  neglect  to  perform  regular  ser- 
vices, and  refuse  consent  to  any  other  Minister's  officiat- 
ing, the  Church  Wardens  and  vestry  may,  but  only  by 
consent  of  the  Diocesan  authority,  open  the  doors  of  the 
Church   to  any  other  regular  Minister  of  the  Church. 
The  vestry  may  bring  charges  against  their  Minister,  but 
the  Bishop  may  quash  their  indictment.     His  peers  may 
find  him  guilty.     The  Bishop  may  set  aside  the  verdict. 
Should  a  controversy  arise  between  Rector  and  vestry, 
the  Bishop,  with  his  Board  of  Chosen  Presbyters  must  be 
appealed  to,  and  he  pronounces  the  final  judgment  for 
and  against  the  parties.  The  vestry  has  an  unquestioned 
right  to  choose  its  own  pastor,  but  it  must  act  under  these 
limitations  of  law,  as  the  Bishop  can  not,  and  it  he  could, 
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should  not  so  much  as  desire  to  force  his  friend  or  the 
man  of  his  own  choice  upon  an  unwilling  vestry  and 
people,  so  the  vestry  and  people  can  not  force  upon  him, 
a  man  whom  he  judges  to  be  unworthy  or  uniit.  What, 
then,  is  the  best  way  to  secure  the  avoidance  of  a  conflict 
of  powers,  and  the  "right  man  for  the  right  place  ?'^ 
Plainly,  by  mutual  confidence  and  respect,  and  by  full 
and  frank  conference  between  the  Bishop  and  the  vestry. 
Both  are  interested  parties — he  more  than  they.  His  is 
a  life  relationship  with  the  Rector — their's  but  temporary, 
if  they  choose  to  have  it  so.  It  is  severed  at  a  stroke  by 
their  possible  withdrawal  to  another  place,  or  even  to 
another  parish.  He  must  remain.  If  the  vestry  have 
not  respect  enough  for  the  Bishop's  office  to  consult  with 
him  on  a  matter  so  vital  to  both,  he  is  certainly  released 
from  any  such  obligation  to  them  as  shall  prevent  him 
from  holding  them  to  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  of  set- 
tlement. Let  the  vestry  always  consult  beforehand  with 
the  Bishop,  that  they  may  agree  together  concerning  the 
important  matter  of  selection,  and  so,  one  cause  of  dis- 
appointment or  failure  will  be  largely  diminished,  if  not 
altogether  disappear. 

The  other  point,  that  of  want  of  ordinary  commer- 
cial honor  and  honesty  in  the  dealings  be- 
tween Rectors  and  Vestries — a  very  common 
thing — IS  also  a  most  unaccountable  one.  I 
frankly  confess  my  want  of  ability  to  comprehend  it. 
Not  one  of  the  corporation  would  repudiate  his  personal 
or  commercial  obligations.  Every  one  of 
them  would  feel  bound  in  these  cases, 
until  relieved  by  the  mutual  cancelling  of 
the  contract ;  or,  if  that  could  not  be  secured,  until  de- 
livered in  due  course  of  law.  The  contract  of  a  vestry 
with  its  Rector  is  inviolable,  except  by  such  mutual  con- 
sent, or  through  the  operation  of  the  Church's  law.  It  is 
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not  a  contract  renewable  year  by  year  at  the  pleasure  of 
either  party,  but  an  engagement  without  limitation  of 
time,  except  such  limitation  have  been  mutually  agreed 
upon  and  is  set  forth  in  the  Bond.  While  it  legally  en- 
dures therefore,  both  parties  are  bound — the  clergyman, 
to  render  the  services  which  his  office  and  his  engage- 
ment require — the  vestry  to  pay  honestly  and  honorably, 
every  dollar  of  the  stipulated  salary;  and  yet  I  have 
known  this  plain  duty  of  honor  and  honesty  to  be  utterly 
ignored  by  men,  as  vestrymen,  who  would  blush  with 
shame  to  be  found  guilty  of  such  conduct  in  their  pri- 
vate transactions  with  their  fellowrmen.  Often,  from 
this  cause,  clergymen  are  subjected  to  the  most  heartless 
and  cruel  injustice  and  injury;  injury  from  which  every 
member  of  the  vestry  which  perpetrates  it,  would  de- 
mand relief  by  law,  were  the  case  his  own.  I  pray  you, 
dear  brethren,  the  laity  of  this  Diocese,  to  see  to  it  that 
your  several'parishes  be  not  guilty  of  such  wrong  and 
such  dishonor.  If  mistake  has  been  made — if  the  par- 
ties are  not  mutually  satisfied — it  wrong  has  been  done, 
on  either  side — on  that  of  the  clergyman  by  the  non -per- 
formance of  his  obligations,  or  by  the  perfunctory  and 
unspiritual  performance  of  the  latter — on  that  ot  the  ves- 
try by  such  acts  as  I  have  described — if  there  be  no  way 
by  friendly  conference  together,  to  settle  such  troubles, 
let  the  appeal  to  the  Bishop  which  the  canon  law  pro- 
vides be  made,  and  thus  a  fair,  disinterested  and  impar- 
tial judgment  secured,  according  to  both  law  and  justice. 
Surely  it  would  tend  to  peace  and  order.  It  would  pro- 
tect both  parties  in  their  respective  rights,  and  thus  help 
to  cure  those  crying  evils  in  the  Church,  long  vacancies 
of  parishes,  and  an  ever-changing,  and,  in  that  degree, 
useless  ministry. 

A  third  and  last  discouragement  to  Church  growth, 
Ifindinoneof  the  prominent  and  most  popular  of  the  or- 
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gauizatioris  of  the  Church  itself.  I  would  not  speak 
lightly  or  hastily  of  Sunday  Schools,  and  their  possible  ad- 
vantage in  Church  work.  But  I  have  long  been  per- 
suaded, and  have  at  various  tiraes  publicly  so  expressed 
myself,  that  as  too  often  organized  and  conducted,  they 
are  a  hindrance,  and  not  a  help.  What  is  a  Sunday  School? 
What  is  its  object?  What  does  it  propose  to  do?  A 
Sunday  School  of  the  modern  pattern,  may  notinaptlybe 
defined  to  be  an  institution  to  save  unfaithful  parents  and 
sponsors  trouble,  to  take  away  from  the  one  the  duty 
and  care  of  training  their  own  children  in  religion,  as 
God  has  ordained  that  they  shall  do,  and  from  the  other 
the  responsibilities  they  assumed  in  behalf  of  such  chil- 
dren, when  they  brought  them  to  Holy  Baptism.  It  was 
not  in  its  first  days  a  religious  institution  at  all,  unless  in 
the  most  incidental  %vay.  It  was  started  by  its  founder 
to  secure  to  poor  children  the  rudiments  of  education  for 
which  no  other  opportunity  was  within  their  reach.  In 
its  present  religious  aspect,  it  usurps  the  functions  both 
of  the  family  and  of  the  Church.  It  is  indeed  necessary. 
But  it  is  necessary  only  because  it  is  better  than  nothing, 
and  the  children  of  the  Church  practically  have  nothing 
if  they  have  not  that.  In  the  Mother  Church,  when  Sun- 
day Schools  were  begun,  there  was  no  room  for  them, 
and  no  need  for  them  as  religious  organizations. 

Every  parent,  himself  religious,  took  care  to  instruct 
his  children  in  religion.  Every  pastor  elaimed  them  as 
part  of  his  flock,  whom  he  was  to  feed 
according  to  Christ's  command.  They  were  cate- 
chised by  him,  "openly  in  the  Church,"  and  trained  in 
all  Church  doctrine  and  practice,  as  well  as  in  Bible  truth. 
Now  all  this  is  changed,  and  he  is  counted  almost  a  he- 
retic who  will  dare  to  question  the  "divine  origin"  of 
the  Sunday  School,  or  to  dispute  the  authority  of  a  super- 
intendent  and  teachers  often  self-elected  and  self-per-

petuated,  and  acting,  not  as  aids  of  the  pastor  in  bis  ardu- 
ous work ;  appointed  by  bim  and  responsible  to  bim,  as 
God's  ordained  teacber  of  His  sbeep  and  of  His  lambs, 
but  in  direct  antagonism  to  bim,  as  religious  teacbers, 
and  in  open  rebellion  against  bis  claim  as  Priest  and 
Rector  of  tbe  parisb.  But  tbe  one  point  I  wisb  to  em- 
pbasize  is  not  tbis,  but  anotber,  and,  a  very  practical 
one  indeed,  it  is — namely,  tbe  eftect  of  modern  Sunday 
Scbools  upon  tbe  Cburcb  attendance  of  cbildren.  Tbey 
are  not  in  tbe  Cburcb  at  stated  public  worsbip.  Wbere, 
then,  are  tbey  ?  Wbo  knows?  Do  tbe  parents,  even, 
know?  I  am  not  going  to  argue  tbe  question  at  lengtb. 
I  intend  only  to  excite  to  inquiry,  to  tbrow  out  sugges- 
tions, to  awaken  from  parental  and  sponsorial  indiffer- 
ence. But  I  ask  in  all  seriousness,  are  tbe  cbildren  of 
tbe  Cburcb,  baptized  unto  Cbrist,  betternnstructed  in  re- 
ligion and  more  faitbful  to  religious  duty,  under  our  sys- 
tem of  Sunday  Scbool  instruction,  tban  tbey  were  wben 
parents  and  sponsors  carefully  instructed  tbem  at  bome, 
wben  all  tbe  religious  instruction  tbey  received  was  not 
confined  to  an  bour  once  a  week,  and  was  in  better  bands 
tban  tbose  of  young,  inexperienced,  and  sometimes  in- 
competent teacbers  in  the  Sunday  Scbool  ? 

And  then  there. is  this  other  question.  Does  a  larger 
proportion  of  them  attend  upon  the  services  of  the 
Church,  and  grow  up  to  be  regular  and  devout  worship- 
ers in  Qod's  House  of  Prayer  ?  Are  more  of  tbem  brought 
to  tbe  Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by  him,  as  the  direction 
to  parents  and  sponsors  in  tbe  Oflice  tor  Infant  Baptism 
requires?  Do  fewer  of  them  stray  from  tbe  Church,  un- 
der tbe  influence  of  other  Sunday  Schools,  which  they 
are  strangely  permitted  to  attend,  because  they  like  tbem 
better  tban  their  own,  and  where  tbey  learn,  sometimes, 
not  only  that  they  were  not,  in  baptism,  made  "  mem- 
bers of  Cbrist,  tbe  children  of  God,  and  the  inheritors  of 
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the  kiDgdom  of  heaven,"  but  that  they  ought  not  to 
have  been  baptised  at  all?  As  I  have  said,  I  wish  only 
to  bring  these  things  to  the  careful  consideration  of  thobe 
whom  Qod  has  made  the  natural  religious  teachers  of 
their  children,  and  the  best;  and  to  that  of  such  as  He 
has  sent  to  be  teachers  and  pastors  in  His  Church,  and 
whom  He  has  charged  as  pastors,  as  He  charged  St.  Pe- 
ter, "Feed  my  lambs."  I  only  add  that  if  Church  and 
Sunday  School  both,  can  not  have  the  attendance  of  our 
children,  their  attendance,  with  their  parents,  upon  the 
services  of  God's  House,  is  by  far  the  more  important 
and  necessary,  and  ought  to  be  enjoined.  The  new  way 
may  be  good,  but  the  **  old  is  better." 

TENURE   OP    CHURCH    PROPERTY. 

For  many  ytears  past  I  have  endeavored  to  secure, 
through  committees  of  this  body,  greater  security  in  the 
titles  to  Church  property  in  the  Diocese.  They  have  al- 
ways reported  that  under  our  State  Constitution  nothing 
could  be  done.  I  still  hold  a  large  amount  of  property  in 
trust.  At  the  late  session  of  the  Legislature,  with  the 
kind  assistance  of  Hon.  John  H.  Stotsenburg,  a  church- 
man well  known  to  this  Convention,  and  a  member  of 
the  Revision  Committee,  and  of  Senator  Bell,  of  Allen 
county,  and  Mr.  Carter,  of  Marion,  in  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives— to  all  of  whom  I  here  acknowledge  my  ob- 
ligations— I  have  secured  the  passage  of  an  amendment 
to  the  act  incorporating  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  ap- 
proved January,  1844,  which  I  hope  will  cover  the  case, 
and  under  which  I  propose  to  act,  as  soon  as  it  shall 
have  been  accepted  by  you,  and  is  in  operation  under  the 
Constitution.  An  organization  for  the  same  object  has 
just  been  effected  and  incorporated  in  the  Diocese  of 
Michigan,  under  the  lead  of  its  Jiishop,  himself  an  able 
lawyer,  which  I  commend  to  your  notice.     I  suppose  it 
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will  be  competent  for  this  Convention  to  elect  to  secure 
titles  under  either  of  these  two  plans,  and  should  it  pre- 
fer the  latter,  to  take  order  for  its  adoption  and  incor- 
poration in  Indiana. 

ST.  anna's  school. 

A  change  takes  place,  at  the  opening  of  the  next 
school  year,  jn  the  literary  headship  of  our  Girls'  School 
at  Indianapolis,  which  I  think  will  greatly  increase  its 
efficiency  and  promote  its  success,  as  a  school  for  the 
training  of  its  pupils  in  all  good  learning,  and  in  the 
principles  and  practices  of  the  Church.  Its  circulars 
will  soon  announce  it  to  the  Diocese,  and  I  trust  that 
every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese  will  help  to  make  the 
school  all  it  ought  to  be  and  longs  to  be,  for  ^'Christ  and 
the  Church." 

THB    GENERAL  CONVENTION, 

at  its  last  session,  among  many  other  actions  for  the 
advancement  of  the  Church's  interests,  inaugurated  a 
new  system  for  securing  means  to  carry  on  its  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  work,  which  1  desira  to  bring 
before  you  and  to  commend  to  your  hearty  and  loving  co- 
operation. In  itself  I  believe  it  to  be  the  best  that  can 
be  devised.  It  is  that,  precisely,  which  sixteen  years  ago 
I  set  in  operation  in  this  Diocese  for  the  benefit  of  our 
Diocesan  Missions,  and  which  as  long  as  it  teas  faithfully 
worked  increased  more  than  ten  fold  our  contributions  to  that 
cau^e.  Its  obvious  advantage  over  other  plans  is  that 
it  is  methodical.  It  substitutes  system  and  persistency 
for  merely  spasmodic  effort  after  strong  and  special  ap- 
peal, or  arising  out  of  the  variable  and  uncertain  moods 
of  the  members  of  Christ  who  are  charged  with  the  duty 
both  of  supporting  and  extending  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
I  anticipate  one  argument  against  its  introduction  into 
this  Diocese — namely,  that  we  have  all  and  more  than 
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we  can  do,  to  support  our  own  Diocesan  Missionary 
work;  that  which  properly  belongs  to  ourselves,  and  for 
which  we  ought  not  ask  the  aid  of  others.  If  this  were 
true,  I  am  willing  to  concede  that  it  would  be  conclu- 
sive. But  it  is  not  true.  The  Church  in  this  Diocese  is 
doubtless  poor  in  this  world's  goods.  But  it  is  poorer  in 
faith  in  the  promises  of  God^  or  it  would  never  put  forth 
such  a  plea  in  defense  of  its  neglect  of  duty  and  of 
Christian  privilege  and  Christian  love.  At  the  last  An- 
nual Convention  there  were  reported  3,692  communicants 
in  Indiana.  We  are  bound,  in  charity,  to  consider  them 
actually  such,  for  such  they  are,  or  else  they  are  persons 
who  are  forsworn  before  God  and  man.  This,  I  dare  not 
charge.  They  are  therefore  communicants,  who  are  sol- 
emnly pledged  to  Christ  to  be  faithful  tollim  and  to  His 
Church.  Look,  then  !  Three  thousand  six  hundred  and 
ninety -two  such  pledged  servants,  giving  one  cent  per  week^ 
each,  would  give  to  the  Domestic  and' Foreign  Missions 
of  the  Church  over  nineteen  hundred  dollars  in  one  year. 
At  two  cents  per  week,  nearly  four  thousand  dollars — leav- 
ing, at  the  rate  of ^i;e cents  per  week  each  for  all  mission- 
ary purposes,  about  six  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for 
our  own  missions  within  the  Diocese — a  sum  over  six 
times  as  large  as  we  now  raise  for  that  purpose.  Or,  it 
would  give  us,  in  round  numbers:  Two  thousand  dol- 
lars for  General  Missions ;  two  thousand  dollars  for  Dio- 
cesan Missions  ;  two  thousand  dollars  for  Church  Build- 
ing Society ;  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  Fund  for  old 
or  disabled  clergymen  and  their  families,  and  two  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  Sa- 
cred Ministry.  "  But,"  it  will  be  replied,  **you  forget 
all  our  contributions  for  the  support  of  our  own  paro- 
chial clergy;  the  building  of  our  own  parish  churches, 
and  the  like."  I  do  not  forget  them.  They  do  not  come 
within  the  range  of  this  discussion.     They  are  not  gifts 
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of  charity.  They  are  expenditures  as  wholly  personal  to 
ourselves  and  to  our  families,  as  the  bread  we  eat  or  the 
dothing  we  wear.  We  must  have  these  things,  for  our 
own  individual  corafort,  and  religious  enjoyment  and 
growth,  and  we  must  provide  them  for  ourselves  and  tor 
our  children.  Till  we  have  done  this,  we  have  no  right  to 
talk  about  what  we  "  give  "  to  God  and  His  Church.  If 
the  love  of  Christ  constrain  us  we  will  not  be  content 
until  we  have  done  all  in  our  power  to  spread  abroad 
the  knowledge  of  His  law,  and  to  build  up  His  Kingdom, 
in  all  parts  of  the  field  entrusted  to  His  servants  to  oc- 
cupy till  He  come.  All  that  I  have  indicated  may  be 
done,  if,  in  addition  to  diocesan  and  parochial  support, 
we  give  out  of  our  abundance,  or  of  our  poverty,  five 
cents  eachy  per  week,  per  annum.  Will  any  one  venture  the 
assertion  that  among  these  thirty-seven  hundred  com- 
municants in  Indiana,  there  is  one  who  could  not  do  this, 
even  without  approaching  the  point  of  self-sacrifice  ?  Add 
to  these  as  many  more  non-communicants  in  regular  at- 
tendance on  our  worship,  who,  if  properly  applied  to, 
would  give  at  least  as  much,  and  you  have  nearly  twenty 
thousand  dollars  per  year  for  the  work  of  Church  ex- 
tension outside  of  your  own  parochial  borders,  i,  e.,  in 
the  Diocese,  and  in  the  Church  at  large.  What  a  tre- 
mendous indictment  it  presents  against  a  professed  be- 
liever in  Jesus  Christ,  a  vowed  servant  of  his  crucified 
and  risen  Redeemer,  to  say  of  him  that  he  has  given  more 
tor  one  attendance  upon  an  opera  whose  immoral  plot  he 
would  not  allow  his  pure  daughter  to  read  in  her  native 
tongue,  (but  which  he  and  she  both  know  to  be  immor- 
ality though  veiled  in  an  unknown  language,)  than  he 
has  contributed  in  a  whole  year  to  the  work  of  evangel- 
izing the  world,  by  sending  the  gospel  and  the  Church 
throughout  its  length  and  breadth  !  or,  who  has  given 
more,  by  twice  or  thrice  to  witness  the  dramatic  repre- 
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seDtatioDS  of  a  brazen  and  shameless  woman,  and  to  min- 
ister to  her  shamelessness  and  sin,  than  to  tell  to  men  the 
story  of  the  pure  and  holy  One,  who  came  into  the  world 
to  save  sinners  from  eternal  ruin  ?  You  will  pardon, 
brethren,  the  strong  language  of  your  Bishop,  if  he  deem 
it  necessary  to  his  purpose.  That  purpose  is  to  show  the 
fallacy  of  the  plea  that  we  are  not  able  to  do  the  work 
which  God  calls  us  to  do  for  Ilim  ;  and,  at  the  same 
time  to  awaken  the  consciences  of  such  as  are,  I  trust,  un- 
consciously, "  crucifying  the  Son  of  God  afresh,"  and 
"wounding  him  in  the  house  of  His  friends." 

I  lay  before  you  for  examination,  papers  explaining 
the  details  of  the  plan  adopted  for  the  support  of  our  Gen- 
eral Missions,  and  of  the  "American  Church  Building 
Fund  Commission" — another  organization  resulting  from 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Missions  at  the  time  of  the  last 
General  Convention,  and  shall  request  that  copies  of 
them  be  sent  to  every  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese ;  trust- 
ing that  the  plans  proposed  may  be  honestly  and  faith- 
fully tried  in  every  one  of  our  parishes  and  missions. 
If  they  are,  I  am  sure  that  the  result  will  be  an  awaken- 
ed spiritual  life  throughout  our  borders,  and  that  as  a 
Diocese  of  the  Church,  we  shall  be  blessed  of  God  with 
prosperity  and  success.  I  also  lay  before  you  one  other 
paper,  arising  out  of  the  action  of  the  last  General  Con- 
vention which  will  be  printed  in  an  appendix  to  this  ad- 
dress, being  a  proposed  amendment  of  the  ratification  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  providing  for  shortened 
services,  and  sent  down  to  the  Dioceses,  not  necessarily 
for  action,  but  as  a  notification  according  to  the  consti- 
tution. If  the  Convention  so  desire,  it  can  instruct  its  dep- 
uties to  the  next  General  Convention. 

And  now  what  of  our  own  diocesan  missionary  work," 
you  may  ask,  "when  all  this  is  demanded  tor  the  general 
work  of  the  Church  at  home  and  abroad?"     The  answer 
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has  been  alreadjgiven  in  the  estimatelbave  made  above. 
Diocesan  Missions  will  be  better  supported  than  ever 
before.  God's  blessing  is  promised — "he  that  soweth 
plenteously  shall  reap  plenteously." 

.  CHURCH  TEMPERANOB  SOCIETY. 

As  I  was  about  to  present  this  organization  to  your 
attention,  I  received  from  the  excellent  Bishop  of 
Western  Michigan,  a  copy  of  his  late  Annual  Address. 
I  am  sure  that  he  will  not  object  to  my  adoption  of  his 
passage  on  temperance,  as  well  expressing  my  own  views 
and  feelings  on  the  subject — He  says : 

I  have  long  fell  that  considering  the  great  evils  of 
the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  found  in  all  our  com- 
munities, and  even  churches,  and  often  in  our  closest 
relations  of  social  and  domestic  life;  we  are  not  as  a 
church  exerting  the  counter  influence  for  which  we  are 
responsible,  though  many  of  our  clergy  and  laity  have 
not  been  wanting  in  interest  and  activity.  My  relation 
to  penal  and  pauper  institucious,  in  almost  all  of  which 
the  evil  of  the  intoxicating  cup  is  so  manifest,  has  made 
me  the  more  thoughtful  on  this  subject.  I  know  of  no 
principle  that  would  prevent  our  participation  in  public 
measures  that  may  promise  suppression  of  the  traffic 
and  the  recovery  of  its  victims.  Unhappily,  however, 
in  our  own  State,  the  warfare  is  carried  on  in  a  way  that 
has  made  general  co-operation  impracticable.  The 
demand  is,  pledged  advocacy  of  so  amending  the  Con- 
stitution as  to  "prohibit  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
spirituous,  malt,  and  vinous  liquors,  and  the  rights  of 
property  therein,  except  for  mechanical,  medicinal,  and 
sacramental  purposes;"  while  grave  doubts  may  be  en- 
tertained as  to  the  results  of  this  position.  The  use  of 
fermented  wine  at  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  mat- 
ter of  protest.     And  our  clergy  have  been  expected  to 
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give  up  the  second  service  on  the  Lord's  Day,  to  have 
the  substitute  of  a  so  called  temperance  meeting,  so  con- 
ducted as  to  impair  the  hallowed  character  and  influence 
of  the  day. 

"The  Church  Temperance  Society,"  recently  formed 
in  New  York  City,  may  enable  us  to  discharge  our  duty 
in  accordance  with  our  conscientious  convictions.  It  is 
after  the  plan  of  the  "Church  of  England  Temperance 
Society,"  which  "has  a  membership  that  extends  from 
the  throne  down  to  the  humblest  cottager,  taking  in  on 
the  way  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  Tork,  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  nobility  and  gentry,  together 
with  liberal  representations  of  all  those  classes  whose 
co-operation  brings  moral  support  to  a  great  cause."  I 
commend  the  plan  to  the  consideration  of  our. clergy 
and  people. 

There  are  other  moral  evils  that  should  have  our 
solicitude  and  the  influence  of  our  office.  The  State 
deals  profanely  with  Holy  Matrimony  in  the  facility  it 
gives  for  breaking  its  solemn  bond,  till  in  all  grades  of 
society,  the  shame  of  the  guilty  party,  and  the  sorrow 
that  belongs  to  the  innocent,  are  scarcely  recognized. 
The  Lord's  Day  is  profaned  by  the  excursion  and 
carousal  ot  one  class — the  more  guilty  Sunday  ride  or 
feast  of  another.  A  vice  of  even  darker  name  degrades 
women  to  the  depths  of  social  position,  and  though  it 
may  suffer  man  in  the  place  whence  she  is  spurned, 
virtue  and  heaven  put  on  him  the  mark  of  deeper  wrong 
and  greater  woe.  The  destruction  of  pre-natal  life — the 
woman  refusing  her  holy  office  ot  mother,  and  not  the 
woman  of  daily  toil  and  care,  but  the  woman  who  wants 
her  freedom  for  fashion  and  frivolity — is  attracting,  as 
well  it  may,  the  attention  of  the  physician  and  political 
economist.  Be  it  ours  to  be  "valiant  for  the  truth"  of 
morals  as  of  faith;  in  our  day  and  generation  to  witness 
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and  work  for  regenerated  society  through  the  Gospel  of 
Christ. 

EBNTON  COLLEGE. 

The  Bishops  of  Indiana,  Michigan,  Pittsburgh, 
West  Virginia  and  Kentucky,  are  desired  by  the  author- 
ities of  Kenyon  College,  to  request  of  their  respective 
CoDventions,  the  election  of  two  Trustees  of  that  insti- 
tution, to  be  added  to  the  present  Board,  believing  that 
the  grand  foundation  laid  by  Bishop  Chase,  niay,  and 
ought  to  be  made  raore  useful  to  the  Church,  and  that, 
to  that  end,  both  the  institution  itself  and  its  policy, 
may  be  under  the  care  of  a  larger  portion  of  the  Church 
than  the  Dioceses  of  Ohio  alone.  I  shall  be  glad  to 
have  this  action  taken.  I  am  in  entire  sympathy  with 
the  effbrts  now  being  made,  to  render  its  policy  and 
teaching  more  broad  and  catholic.  I  shall  become 
practically,  as  I  am  by  its  charter  legally  a  visitor  of 
Kenyon  and  Qambier.  I  shall  not  of  course  sever  my 
connection  with  Racine  and  Nashotah,  which  has  con- 
tinued many  years,  nor  abate  my  interest  in  those 
schools,  but  as  at  present  administered  and  officered,  I 
shall  be  happy  to  take  part  in  the  work  of  Kenyon,  and 
do  what  I  may  to  make  it  and  keep  it,  what  I  think 
formerly  it  was  not — a  school  entitled  to  the  confidence  of 
the  whole  Church. 

THE  REVISED  VERSION  OP  THE  NEW  TESTAMENT. 

This  work,  which  had  its  origin  in  action  taken  by 
the  Convocation  of  Canterbury  in  1870,  is  now  before 
the  Church  for  adoption  or  rejection.  Its  use  is  not  of 
authority  till  it  shall  have  been  formally  adopted  as  the 
"Authorized  Version."  It  is  too  soon  to  pronounce  a 
judgment  upon  it  now  and  here.  While,  however^  the 
labors  of  such  a  body  of  eminent  scholars,  for  so  long  a 
time,   are   not  to  be  hastily  rejected,  the  careful   and 
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critical  examination  which  the  book  is  sure  to  receive 
must  be  had  before  it  can  be  permitted  to  supercede  the 
old.  That  is  so  enshrined  in  our  hearts ;  is  a  well  oi 
English  so  pure  and  undefiled ;  and  is  also  so  generally 
conceded  to  be,  except  in  minor  instances,  faithful  tc 
the  Greek  Text,  that  the  present  revision  of  it  must,  hy 
actual  test,  powerfully  commend  itself  to  the  English 
speaking  people  of  the  world,  as  on  the  whole  « 
great  improvement,  before  the  old  can  be  displaced 
For  myself,  I  need  only  now  say,  that  I  think  there  u 
reason  for  the  storm  of  hostile  criticism  with  which  it 
has  been  met  in  England  itself,  and  that  so  far  as  I  have 
been  yet  able  to  examine  it,  it  appears  to  me  to  demand 
for  a  few  manifest  improvements,  the  surrender  of  toe 
much  that  is  dear  to  every  devout  reader  of  the  English 
Bible,  in  its  present  authorized  versioa.  .More  that 
this,  I  think  it  would  be  premature  to  say. 

I  commend  you,  dear  brethren,  to  the  guidance  o\ 
God  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  the  work  before  you,  a( 
laborers  together  with  Him,  for  the  advancement  o: 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  upon  earth.

Tlie  General  Oonve&tion  of  the  Protestant  SpUoopal  Ohuroh. 


To  the  EccUsiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana : 

Right  Reverend  Sir, — 

In  compliance  with  tbe  requirements  of  Title  III.,  Canon  1,  \  iii.  o 
the  Digest,  I  hereby  give  notice  that  the  following  changes  of  the  Bool 
of  Common  Prayer  are  proposed  ;  to-wit,  those  comprised  in  the  resolutioi 
subjoined,  said  resolution  having  been  constitutionally  adopted  by  a  Gen 
eral  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  held  in  the  city  o 
New  York  in  October,  A.  D.  1880:— 
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Resobigd^  That  the  Ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  and  that  such  proposed  amendment  be 
made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  order  that  it  mav  be 
adopted  in  the  next  General  Convention,  according  to  Article  8  of  the 
Constitution : — 

The    Ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer^ 

By  the  Bishops,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  General  Convention  as- 
sembled. 

The  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  having  heretofore — to-wit, 
on  the  sixteenth  day  of  Octobar,  A.  D.  1789 — set  forth  and  established  a 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and 
other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  and  thereby  established  the 
said  book  and  declared  it  to  be  the  Liturgy  of  this  Church,  and  required 
that  it  be  received  as  such  by  all  the  members  of  the  same,  and  be  in  use 
on  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1790;  the  same  book  is  hereby 
ratified  and  confirmed,  and  ordered  to  be  the  use  of  this  Church  from  this 
time  forth. 

But  note,  however,  that  on  days  other  than  Sunday,  Christmas  Day, 
the  Epiphany,  Ash  Wednesday,  Good  Friday  and  Ascension  Day,  it  shall 
suffice  if  the  Minister  begin  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  at  the  General 
Confession,  or  the  Lord's  Prayer,  preceeded  by  one  or  more  of  the  sen- 
tences appointed  at  the  begining  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  and 
end  after  the  Collect  for  Grace,  or  the  Collect  for  Aid  against  Perils, 
with  2  Cor.  xiii.  14,  using  so  much  of  the  Lessons  appointed  for  the  day, 
and  so  much  of  the  Psalter,  as  he  shall  judge  to  be  for  edification. 

And  note,  also,  that  on  any  day  when  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer 
shall  have  been  duly  said,  or  are  to  be  said,  and  upon  days  other  than 
those  first  afore-mentioned,  it  shall  sufiice,  when  need  may  require,  if  a 
Sermon  or  Lecture  be  preceded  by  at  least  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  one 
or  more  Collects  found  in  this  book.  Provided,  that  no  prayers  not  set  forth 
in  said  book,  or  otherwise  authorized  by  this  Church,  shall  be  used  before 
or  after  such  Sermon  or  Lecture. 

And  note  further,  also,  that  on  any  day  the  Morning  Prayer,  the  Lit- 
an}-,  or  the  Order  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  may  be 
used  as  a  separate  and  independent  service,  provided  that  no  one  of  these 
services  shall  be  disused  habitually.

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  have  under  their  charge  the  General 
Missions  of  the  Church — Domestic  and  Foreign. 

Domestic  Missions  are  those  within  the  boundaries  of 
our  own  country,  embracing  the  twelve  Missionary  Juris- 
dictions of  Nebraska  and  Dakota  ;  Utah  and  Idaho  ;  Ore- 
gon ;  Nevada ;  Arkansas  and  Indian  Territory ;  Colo- 
rado and  Wyoming ;  Northern  Texas ;  Western  Texas  ; 
Northern  California  ;  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  ;  Montana  ; 
and  Washington  Territory ; — the  partial  support  of  Mis- 
sionaries in  twent}'^-eight  organized  Dioceses  ; — Work 
among  Colored  People  in  ten  Southern  Dioceses ; — and 
Missions  of  the  Indians  in  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of 
Niobrara  and  in  the  Dioceses  of  Minnesota  and  Fond  du 
Lac. 

Foreign  Missions  are  those  without  the  boundaries  of 
our  ow^n  country,  embracing  the  three  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tions of  Western  Africa,  China  and  Japan  ; — and  work  in 
Greece,  Haiti  and  Mexico. 

To  carry  on  the  work  now  established  in  these  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  fietd,  the  sum  of  $350,000,  at  least,  is 
needed  annually ;  and  the  almost  unlimited  opportunities 
of  extending  it,   at  home  and  abroad,  call,  as  with  the 
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voice  of  God,  upon  all  the  members  of  His  Church  to  do 
more  and  better  in  the  future  than  they  have  done  in  the 
past. 

In  order  to  obtain  regular  contributions  to  meet  the 
appropriations  made  to  our  Missionary  Bishops  and  other 
Missionaries,  the  Board  of  Missions  have  ordered  the  dis- 
tribution of  Subscription- Books ^  in  which  may  be  entered 
the  names  of  persons  ready  to  aid  in  the  support  of  the 
General  Missions  of  the  Church,  and  the  amount  to  be 
paid  quarterly  by  each. 

These  books  are  to  be  sent  to  Clergymen  in  charge  of 
Parishes  or  Missions,  or  to  responsible  persons,  named  by 
them,  willing  to  act  as  Collectors. 

In  small  Parishes,  and  in  Missions,  one  Collector  and 
one  Subscription-Book  will  probably  be  sufficient ;  but  a 
larger  number  of  books  will  be  furnished  whenever  more 
than  one  Collector  is  appointed. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  amounts  named  should  not  be 
designated  for  any  particular  portion  of  the  field,  as  the 
Board  must  provide  for  the  work  in  all  its  branches,  and 
therefore  needs  offerings  for  all.  Should  any  persons,  how- 
ever, specially  desire  tlieir  individual  contributions  to  go  to 
any  particular  point — as  China,  Utah,  Niobrara,  Africa, 
Minnesota  or  Oregon — a  note  to  that  effect  can  be  made 
in  the  column  marked  for  Memoranda,  and  their  wishes 
will  be  complied  with. 

No  **  Specials"  can  be  entered  in  these  books,  as 
such  gifts  do  not  aid  the  Board  at  all  in  meeting  their  ap- 
propriations. Any  persons  who  wish  to  do  so  can,  how- 
ever, name  some  particular  Missionary  or  Missionarj- 
Bishop,  whose  stipend  or  salary  their  contribution  may  be 
used  to  pay. 

At  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  afler  the  quarterly  col- 
lections are  made,  the  full  amount  from  each  Parish  should 
be  sent  by  the  Rector,  or  some  person  named  by  him,  to 
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either  of  the  four  Officers,  whose  addresses  are  given  on 

the  cover  of  the  Subscription-Books. 

Each  remittance  should  be  accompanied  by  a  letter, 

stating  the  amount  of  money  sent,  and  giving  the  name  of 

the  Parish,  city  or  town,  and  Diocese,  and  the  number  of 
contributors. 

The  remittance  for  the  quarter  beginning  with  June 
should,  in  addition  to  this,  be  accompanied  by  careful 
copies  of  the  original  Subscription- Books,  in  order  that  a

1.  This  sytem  is  put  forth  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  which 
Board  is  composed  of  all  the  Bishops  of  the  Church,  the  Cleri- 
cal and  Lay  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  the 
Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  with  the  Secretaries  and 
Treasurers  of  the' Domestic  and  Foreign  Committees.

The  Commission  was  established  October  26, 1880,  by  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, comprising  in  its  membership  both  houses  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. It  consists  of  all  the  Bishops,  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  and  of  twenty  members 
at  large  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  Its  object  is  to  create  a  fund 
of  One  Million  Dollars,  the  income  of  which  shall  aid  the  building  of  new 
Churches.  The  Commission  wish  to  complete  the  fund  by  October,  1883, 
that  the  General  Convention  may  then  present  it  as  an  ofiering  to  God,  a 
memorial  of  His  care  in  the  past;  for  the  extension  ot  His  Kingdom  in 
the  future;  and  that  it  may  commemorate  the  Centennial  of  the  Ameri- 
can Church  as  a  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic.  These  facts  appeal  to  all 
to  whom  these  presents  come.

V'eRY  E.STEEMED  AND  DrAR  SiR  : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Comtnittee  of  the 
American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  held  this 
day,  it  was  resolved  to  send  an  appeal  to  the  clerical  and 
lay  members  of  the  Commission,  asking  their  immediate 
and  earnest  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Commission. 

This  work  is  so  distinctlv  understood  by  the  members  ad- 
dressed  that  it  need  not  here  be  recited  Yet,  several 
points  may  be  stated. 

First:  Bishop  Doane,  President  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  some  time  ago  addressed.a  letter  to  the  Bishop 
of  each  diocese  and  Missionary  jursidiction  upon  the  sub- 
ject, and  received  encouraging  answers.  Your  Bishop, 
however,  will  no  doubt  aflbrd  vou  his  assistance  in  this 
work;  and,  of  course,  you  will  proceed  only  with  his  ap- 
probation. 

Seeond:  One  part  of  the  plan,  suggested  bv  the. 
Board  of  Missions  at  the  time  the  Commission  was  brout'^hl 
into  existence,  is  that  every  congregation  throughout  the 
Church  shall  make  an  offering  once  a  year,  for  three  years, 
for  the  work  of  the  Commission.  The  Hrst  year  expires 
next  October,  and  it   is  important  that   all   the  congrega-

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lions  should  make  this  collection  promptly.  Will  you. 
therefore,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  arrange  your 
plans  so  that  every  congregation  in  the  (lioci\se  shall  make 
its  contributions,  as  desired  bv  the  Board  of  Missions,  and 
have  the  first  annual  offering  sent  in  as  soon  as  practicable? 

Thii'd:  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  in  addition  to  the 
Church  collections  single  or  annual  specific  contributions 
be  respectfully  solicited  from  individual  churchmen. 

Fourth:  The  Board  of  Missions  directed  that  an 
Auxiliary  Committee,  or  some  other  local  organization, 
shall  be  formed  in  each  diocese  and  missionary  jurisdic- 
ticm,  to  co-ojx^rate  with  the  commission,  and  to  cany  on 
the  work  under  the  Bishop.  Such  a  Committee  has  al- 
ready been  formed  in  some  of  the  dioceses,  l^he  Bishop, 
and  the  clerical  and  the  lav  members  of  the  Commission, 
are  ex-ojfficio  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Committee.  This 
Committee  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  as  was  done 
in  the  diocese  of  New  York  ;  or,  mav  be  nominated  bv 
the  13ish<^p  and  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Ctmvention,  as  in 
Albanv.  Will  vou,  after  consultaticm  with  vour  Bishop, 
kindlv  <^ive  this  vour  immediate  attention  :  and  secure  the 
appointment  of  such  a  Committee  in  your  diocese? 

Fifth:  When  the  matter  comes  up  for  consideratit)n 
in  your  Convention,  will  you  offer  an  appropriate  resolu- 
tion, and  make  a  statement  setting  forth  the  object  and  im- 
portance of  the  Commission?

-sentatiVes  bvt  failed  to  pass  the  Senate — that  subsequenl  to  the  introduce 
tion  of  this  Bill,  Mr.  Stotsenberg  prepared  another  Bill,  a  copy  of  which 
is  herewith  reported,  which  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  is  a  better 
one  than  they  prepared,  and  is  less  complicated,  and  for  the  present  will 
Accomplish  all  that  the  Convention  desired ;  they  further  report  that  as 
there  is  no  emergency  clause  attached  to  the  Bill  passed,  it  will  not  take 
effect  until  the  publication  of  the  General  Laws;  and  having  partially  dis> 
charged  their  duty,  they  ask  to  be  di.scharged. 

Copy  of  Act  passed  and  approved  April  2,  1881. 

An  Act  supplemental  to  an  Act  entitled  an  act  to  authorise  the  Prot^ 

^'stant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  support  of  a 

Bishop,  and  to  aid  Itinerant  and  Superannuated  Ministers,  their  widows 

nnd  children,  approved  January  16,  1844,  and  to  enlarge  the  corporate 

powers  of  the  Trustees  therein  name<l. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  t)f 
Indiana,  that  in  addition  to  the  corporate  powers  conferred  on  the  Trus- 
u^e^  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  by  the 
act  creating  tht^in  as  a  Corporation,  said  Corporation  shall  liave  authority 
to  receive  by  conveyance  from  the  Bishop  of  said  Diocoso  of  Indiana, 
or  any  other  person  or  persons  now  or  hereafter  holding  the  same 
un^-  real  or  personal  property  in  trust  for  any  Parish  or  Parishes 
within  said  Diocese,  and  to  hold  such  property  upon  the  same  trust  as  thf 
?iame  may  have  been  held  by  such  Bishop  or  other  person  or  persons,  im- 
mediately before  any  such  conveyance. 

Se<\  2.  The  said  Corporation,  viz.,  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  are  hereby  empowered  to 
take  and  hold  in  trust  for  any  such  Parish  or  Parishes,  or  for  Diocesan 
purposes  and  uses,  any  property  real  or  personal  which  may,  by  gift,  de- 
vis**  or  donation,  be  conveyed  to  it,  and  to  execute  the  tnist  concerning 
the  same  which  may  be  expressed  in  the  conveyance  thereof  or  implied 
bv  Law.

expenses  incurred  by  the  clerical  members  in  attending^ 
its  sessions. 

This  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Expenses. 
Their  reports  will  be  found  on  the  104th  and  127th 
pages,  in  which  they  mentioned  that  they  have  ascer- 
tained the  travelling  expenses  of  the  members  of  this 
Convention  to  be  thirty  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty- 
two  dollars,  and  to  provide  for  the  traveling  expenses  of 
the  Bishops  and  Deputies  of  the  next  Convention,  an  as- 
sessment of  ten  cents  on  each  communicant  must  be  laid, 
or  of  ten  dollars  on  each  clergyman. 

At  the  same  meeting  it  was  voted — That  the  Ccm 
niittee  on   Expenses  be  empowered  to  sit  during  the  re- 
cess, and  to  take  full  and  final  action  touching  the  trav- 
eling ex}>ense8  of  members  of  the  next  General  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Committee  ask  for  information  if  atiy  provision 
is  now  made  in  your  Diocese  for  the  travelling  expenses 
of  the  Bishop  and  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 
They  also  invite  an  expression  of  opinion  from  each  Dio- 
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cenaii  Coiiventioti  whether  it  ib  best  that  the  General* 
CoiiveDtion  should  undertake  to  provide  these  expenses 
bv  an  assessment  on  each  Diocese.  The  sum  of  ten  cents 
upon  each  communicant  would  be  the  smallest  assess- 
ment providing  enough  to  meet  these  expenses.  You 
can  easily  calculate  the  assessment  on  your  C/on  vent  ion. 

There  is  a  very  great  ditterence  in  the  travelling  ex- 
penses ot  the  Bishops  and  Deputies  ot  ditterent  Dioceses. 
A  sum  of  nearly  three  thousand  dollars  must  be  provided 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  from  California  and  Ore- 
gon to  Phihulelphia  ;  of  thirteen  hundred  and  tifty  dol- 
lars from  Texas  to  Philadelphia ;  from  Arkansas,  nine 
hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars.  From  New  York  or  Mary- 
land the  amount  would  be  oiilv  fiftv  dollars. 

A  prompt  answer  to  this  communication  is  ver}'  de- 
sirable, so  that  tfie  (N)mmittee  can  take  early  action  if 
this  course  is  recommended  by  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions.

The  Kev.  Mr.  Milnes,  Assistant  Librarian,  presenteii 
the  following  Re[>ort  of  the  Librarian  of  the  Diocese : 

The  l)i<»iv<an  Liibrary  of  Indiana  wa^^  f.»unded  by  tbe  Rt  Rev.  J.  C 
Talbot.  I).  D  LL.  D..  th«'  Bishop  of  tbe  Dimese.  A.  D.  1872,  in  wbici 
year,  he  induced  the  Ut  Rov.  George  Upfobi,  D  D.,  then  tbe  Diocesan  t« 
ijivo  his  valuable  library  to  the  Chureb  in  this  State. 

That  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  present  collection,  and  comprised  up 
wards  of  six  bundnirl  lK)und  volumes  of  books,  and  several  hundred  un 
bound  volumes  of  .sermons,  pamphlets,  magazines,  reviews  and  tracts 
many  of  which  are  very  rare  and  valuable.  A  short  time  after,  the  Rev 
Humphrey  Hollis  bequeathed  two  hundred  bound  volumes,  and  the  Rev 
Is»uu*  \.  Hagar  also  made  a  bequest  i»f  five  hundred  choice  theologica 
works,  admirably  selected,  and  later  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Chapman,  D.  D.  o 
Hamilton,  C)hio,  made  a  donation  of  about  one  hundred  volume^  of  stand- 
ard works  in  Systematic  Divinity,  Exegesis,  Polemics,  etc.,  and  .«<mal 
ujifts  have  been  made  by  other  people. 

A  Library  having  thus  been  formed,  it  became  desirable  to  put  tht 
bonks  into  a  shape  in  which  they  would  be  most  available  for  service  i* 
the  churchmen,  clerical  and  lay,  in  the  State;  and  at  the  Conventioi 
held  in  Fort  Wayne,  A.  I).  1879,  Mr.  James  M.  Winters,  attorney  a 
law  of  Intlianapolis,  was  appoint»»d  Librarian,  and  requested   to  put  th 
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books  in  order.  In  the  spring  of  1880,  Mr.  Winters  called  in  the  Rev.  W. 
H.  Mihies  to  his  u&sistance,  and  the  books  were  entered,  labelled  and  num- 
bered, the  name  of  the  donor  being  indicated  in  each  volume,  a  rough 
Catalogue  was  drawn  up,  and  the  books  were  removed  f^om  the  Cathedral 
where  they  had  been  stored,  to  a  room  set  apart  for  the  purpos^e  in  the 
Episcopal  residence,  and  properly  arranged  and  classified.  At  the  Con- 
vention held  at  Evansville  in  June  1880,  a  report  was  made  of  what  had 
been  done,  and  the  rough  MS.  Catalogue  submitted  for  inspection.  The 
Rev.  W.  H.  Mi1ne.s  wai^  appointed  Assistant  Librarian  and  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Librarian,  authority  for  the  printing  of  a  catalogue  wat^ 
given — the  Revs.  J.  S  Reed,  E.  A.  Bradley  and  Wm.  H.  Milnes  were  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  advise  upon  its  character,  and  at  the  Bishop's  re- 
quest, a  salary  was  voted  for  the  labor  involvKl 

TheCommittoe  having  decided  upon  an  Alphabetical  Catalogue — such 
an  one  has  been  prepared.  It  comprises  only  the  bound  volumes — the 
pamphlets,  etc.,  not  being  allowed  to  be  taken  from  the  Library. 

The  labor  of  labelling  and  arranging  the  books  being  over,  and  the 
duties  of  the  Librarian  promising  to  he  light  hereafter,  it  is  proposed  to 
relinquish  the  salary  paid  the  Assistant  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
every  year  for  the  purpose  of  binding  valuable  periodicals,  rebinding  old 
books,  and  purchasing  a  few  volumes  of  useful  manuals  and  text  books, 
which  latter  will  be  distributed  to  the  clergy  netnling  theni,  for  their  use 
in  parochial  work. 

The  founder  and  one  of  his  wann  friends  have  promised  to  add  their 
books  to  the  Library,  and  it  is  hoped  that  others  of  the  clergy  will  con- 
tribute to  its  success  by  doing  the  same.  A  Clergyman's  library  is  worth 
little  except  to  a  Clergyman,  and  brings  but  a  uK-re  song  uiulcr  the  ham- 
mer; left  to  the  church  its  value  is  maintained. 

All  Clergymen  ministering  in  the  State  are  invited  to  avail  them- 
>€lves  of  the  benefits  of  the  Librarv.

No  book  may  be  taken  from  the  Library,  except  it  be  duly  entered 
by  one  of  the  Librarians  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose. 

Borrowers  must  pay  all  expense  of  forwarding  and  returning.

Section  5.  All  persons,  so  elected  and  recorded,  shall  subscribe  the 
following  declaration  in  the  Paribh  Regis^ter. 

"I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  to 
be  the  Word  of  Grod,and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation;  and 
I  do  yield  my  hearty  assent  to  the  Doctrines,  Worship  and  Discipline  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States;  and  I.  promise 

that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  office  of  Vestryman  of  Parish 

or  Church,  in county,  according  to  my  best  knowledge  and 

skin  " 

The  Committee  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  this  addition  to  the 
Canon  Law  of  the  Diocese.  They  believe,  however,  that  on  principle, 
only  fuithful  Communicants  of  the  Church  should  be  elected  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen.  This  Diocese  has  refused  to  express  this  principle  in  our 
Canon  Law.  This  proposed  addition  covers  this  principle,  but  is  not 
open  to  the  practical  objection  always  made  to  any  proposition  to  in- 
troduce it  into  the  Canon  Law,  that  it  keeps  out  of  our  vestries  valua- 
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hits  men,  non-com raunicants.     The  Committee  on  Canons  begs  leave  sim- 
ply to  submit  the  proposition  to  the  judgment  of  the  Convention.

A^  the  public  services  of  the  parish,  or  regular  contributors  to  its  support 

for  six  mofUhs  mxt  pnceeding.

^'ornmittee  on  Canons. 

The  Kev.  Mr.  Faude  presented  the  following  Report 
^roin  the  Committee  on  Snndiiy  Schools: 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
«ire*s  as  relates  to  Sunday  Schools,  feci  deeply  their  possibilities  both  of 
J^reat  good  and  great  evil. 

The  Sunday  School  has  become  a  recognized  institution  of  American 
^  hristen^om,  and  under  existing  circumstances,  could  not  be  dispensed 
^'ith.  Nor  is  it  merely  a  necessary  evil,  but  may  be,  and  should  be,  the 
.  Church's  greatest  and  most  powerful  auxiliary,  affording  opportunities 
for  religious  teaching  which  the  vast  majority  of  American  children — es- 
l^^ially  those  of  unchristian  parents — would  not  otherwise  receive  at  all, 
*n<l  aUo  of  supplementing  the  teaching  of  parents  and  sponsors,  its  possibili- 
tif^  for  good  are  almost  incalculable. 

But  when  looked  upon  as  a  substitute  for  Public  Worship,  us  neces- 
**fy  to  and  imperative  upon  the  intelligent  child  as  the  adult,  or,  as  a 
place  where  vague  pietisms  are  taught  instead  of  at  least  the  rudiments  of 
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the  Church's  Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship,  the  Sunday  School  is  no 
help  to  the  Church's  work,  but  a  hindrance  and  an  injury. 

That  every  Sunday  School  must  be  under  the  final  control  of  the  Rec- 
tor of  the  parish,  and  his  only ;  that  the  only  legitimate  aim  can  be  to 
bring  every  scholar  into  the  Church  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  to  giTe 
him  the  necessary  instruction  to  this  end;  that  all  teaching,  whether  by 
word  or  example,  or  symbol,  must  be  in  view  of  this  aim  ;  that  Commu- 
nicants of  the  Church  only  can,  as  teachers,  consistently  lead  the  children : 
that  whatever  worship  there  may  be  in  the  Sunday  School  should  be  Lit- 
urgical, and  the  musical  portions  such  as  are  sanctioned  by  the  Church ; 
that  the  Church  Catechism  should  be  the  basis  and  model  of  all  iustruc- 
tion.  Those  seem  self-evident  and  self-commendatory  propositions,  and 
your  Committee  need  only  speak  of  these  things  to  endure  their  recogni- 
tion as  elements  of  the  truest  and  most  desirable  success  in  Sunday  School 
work.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Bishop  has  divided  the  entire  Diocese  into 
Missionary  Districts  or  Deaneries,  thus  making  three, 
instead  of  one  as  heretofore.  In  order  that  all  may  un- 
derstand the  system,  and  thus  lend  intelligent  and  ef- 
fective co-operation,  the  Canon,  "of  Convocations,"  the 
Boundaries  of  the  Deaneries,  and  the  Commission  of 
the  Dean  are  here  given. 

CANON  XVII.  OF  CONVOCATIONS. 

The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  three  or  more 
Missionary  Districts.  These  districts  shall  be  represen- 
ted by  Convocations,  each  to  be  composed  of  the  cler- 
gymen residing  within  its  limits,  ayid  of  three  laymen 
chosen  in  each  parish  or  missionary  statwn  by  the  vestry  or 
congregation.  These  Convocations  shall  be  organized 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  preside  in 
them  when  present;  but  each  shall  have  its  own  Presi- 
dent with  the  title  of  Dean,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Convocation,  and 
whose  duties  shall  be  f)re8cribed  by  him.  Each  Con- 
vocation shall  meet  at  least  twice  during  the  year,  and 
shall  act  as  auxiliary  to  the  Board  ot  Missions.

Middle  deanery — All  that  part  south  of  said  south 
line,  and  north  of  the  south  line  of  the  counties  of  Vigo, 
Clay,  Owen,  Morgan,  Johnson,  Shelby,  Rush  and  Frank- 
lin, containing  the  parishes  ot  Terre  Haute,  Attica,  La- 
Payette,  Crawfordsville,  Indianapolis  and  Richmond; 
and  the  missions  of  Ilillsboro,  Cambridge  City,  Muncie, 
Frankfort,  Connersville,  St.  George's  and  St.  James*, 
Indianapolis.  Dean,  the  Kev.  K.  A.  Bradley,  Indiana- 
polis.    Secretary,  Mr.  W.  D.  Engle,  Indianapolis. 

Southern  Deanery — All  that  part  ot  the  Diocese  south 
of  the  last  named  south  line,  containing  the  parishes  of 
Worthington,  Vincennes,  Evansville,  New  Harmony, 
Vanderburg  Co.,  Cannelton,  New  Albany,  Jefferson ville, 
Lawrenceburg  and  Madison  ;  and  the  missions  of  Blooni- 
ington,  Columbus,  Aurora,  and  Rockport.  Dean^  the 
Rev.  E.  Bradley,  Madison.  Secretary^  the  Rev.  C.  A. 
Carey,  Jefferson  ville. 

THE  DEANS'  COMMISSION. 

"  Whereas^  it  has  been  thought  fit  after  deliberation 
bv  the  Annual  Convention,  to  establish  in  this  Diocese 
the  ancient  use  of  Rural  Dean,  with  a  Missionary  Dis- 
trict assigned  to  said  officer,  within  which  he  may  exer- 
cise such  administration  and  superintendence  for  the 
maintenance  and  furthering  of  clerical  communion,  and 
for  the  local  advance  of  the  Church  as  may  be  consis- 
tent with  the  established  polity  of  the  Diocesan  Church, 
the  vested  rights  of  its  clergy  and  parishes,  and  in  due 
obedience  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority;  and, 

''  Whereas^  in  accordance  with  Canon  XVII  of  the 
said  Diocese  you  have  been  duly  nominated  by  the  Con- 
vocation of  your  district,  now, 
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Therefore^  We,  your  Bishop  having  confidence  in 
your  piety,  diligence  and  prudence,  do  liereby  appoint 
you,  our  well  beloved  Presbyter,  aa  Rural   Dean   of  the 

Deanery.     And  we  do  atiectionate- 

ly  exhort  you  to  use  all  right  endeavors  in  full  co-oper- 
ation with  the  faithlul  clergy  and  laity,  within  your 
Deanery,  to  promote  the  extensiiui  of  the  Church,  the 
fellowship  of  the  Ministry,  the  love  and  activity  of  the 
lay  members,  systematic  and  liberal  gifts  and  oblations, 
the  building  and  improving  of  places  of  public  worsliip, 
the  securing  and  improving  of  parsonages  and  glebes, 
the  organization  of  new  parishes  and  missionary  circuits, 
the  employment  of  Lay  Readers  under  our  License,  in 
places  destitute  ot  the  Ministry,  and  as  helj^ers  to  the 
clergy,  the  provision  of  itinerant  duty  by  the  settled 
Ministry  or  others,  the  larger  circulation  of  a  wholesome 
Church  literature,  and  all  like  godly  etforts  which  the 
clergy  and  laity  within  your  Deanery  may  from  time  to 
time  contrive  and  su>tain. 

"This  office  is  to  be  held  l)y  you  during  the  good 
pleasure  i)f  the  Bishop  and  the  Convocation  and  so  long 
as  you,  the  Rural  Dean,  shall  remain  a  settled  Minister 
in  good  standing  within  the  district  for  which  you  are 
appointed.  It  shall  be  your  duty  to  keep  us,  your  Or- 
dinary, duly  advised  of  the  nuitters  affecting  the  well- 
V^einir  of  the  Church  within  vour  Deanerv,  and  of  the 
plans  and  operations  for  the  advance  of  the  several  ob- 
jects above  indicated.

Title  1,  Canon  17,  §  i. 

X 

Of  the  mode  of  Securing  an  Accurate  View  of  the  State  of  the 

Church. 
§  i.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  usetul  aud  ueces- 
sary,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this 
Church,  or,  if  the  parish  be  vacaut,  tne  Wardens,  shall 
present  J  or  cause  to  be  delivered^  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
every  Annual  Convention^  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese^  or 
where  there  is  no  Bishop  to  the  President  of  the  Con- 
vention, a  statement  of  the  number  of  Baptisms,  Confir- 
mations, Marriages,  and  Funerals,  and  of  the  number  of 
Communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church;  also  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish  ;  also 
of  the  amount  of  the  Communion  alms,  the  contributions 
for  Missions,  Diocesan,  Domestic,  and  Foreign,  for  Par- 
ochial Schools,  for  Church  purposes  in  general,  and  of 
all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of 
the  same.  And  every  Clergyman,  not  regularly  settled 
in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional 
services  he  may  have  performed;  aud,  if  he  have  per- 
formed no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which 
have  prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such 
parts  ot  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read 
in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on  tlie  journals 
thereof. 


Note. — The  above  Canon  has  not  been  complied  with  for  the  past 
conventional  year,  by  the  Minister  or  Wardens  of  every  Parish. 

Presuming  that  the  omission  is  inadvertent,   I  call  attention   to  the 
requirements  of  the  law.

To  the  Right  Rev.  J.  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  LL.  Dr. 

During  the  oonverrlional  year  just  closed,  1  have  held  services  for 
Deaf  Mutes  at  Indianapolis  Richmond,  Michigan  City,  Plymouth,  Furt 
Wayne  and  Waterfird,  five  miles  from  Micliigan  City,  with  a  good  at- 
tendance upon  the  whole.  I  shall  visit  other  places  when  the  way  opens 
and  in  the  near  future.  Several  of  the  services  at  Indianap(»lis  were  held 
at  the  Institution  for  the  education  of  Deaf  Mutes  on  invitation  of  the 
Superintendant  and  other  officers.  The  services  at  Christ  Church  have 
been  largely  attended  by  pupils  and  graduates.  A  Bible  Class  of  the 
latter  has  been  in  existence fi*r  sometime,  with  Mr.  Vail,  a  teacher  at  the 
Institution,  as  SuperintendaMt. 

The  service  at  Fort  >Vayne  was  what  is  called  "Combined,"  the 
rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Webbe,  reading  the  service  orally  for  the  regular  congre* 
gation,  and  I  interpreting  for  the  mutes.  Three  of  the  latter  came  all  of 
the  way  from  Whitley  County  to  enjoy  the  blessed  privilege  of  worship 
and  religious  instruction  in  a  familiar  language.  The  service  at  Water- 
ford  was  held  in  a  School  House,  situated  in  the  midst  of  a  communitj 
in  which  there  are  several  deaf-mute  families.

Besides  the  work  in  Indiana,  I  have  officiated  in  a  number  of  the 
principal  cities  of  other  Dioceses ;  and  reached  more  or  less  directly  about 
2000  of  the  8000  Deaf  Mutes  living  within  my  missionary  field. 

I  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  go  wherever  it  is  possible  to  get  to- 
gether even  but  two  or  three  for  divine  worship.  1  shall  be  glad  for  the 
clergy  who  know  of  Deaf  Mutes  within  their  respective  cures,  to  write  to 
me  when  they  desire  to  reach  them.

Indianapolis,  6  June,  1882. 

The  Forth-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  assembled  in 
St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Indianapolis,  at  5  P.  M.,  on  Tuesday, 
6  June,  1882. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Sherwood  Rose- 
velt.  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Bristol;  the  Rev.  Joseph 
E.  Martin,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette,  and  the 
Rev.  Francis  M.  S.  Taylor,  Dean  of  the  Cathedral. 

The  Convention  reassembled  at  7:30  P.  M.,  when  Di- 
vine service  was  said  by  the  Rev.  F.  Duncan  Jaudon,  of 
Grace  Mission,  Muncie,  and  the  Rev.  S.  C.  M.  Orpen,  Rec- 
tor of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Lima. 

The  Convention  was  then  called  to  order  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  President  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

Under  the  President's  direction,  the  Secretary  called 
the  roll  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  of  whom  twenty- 
three  answered  to  their  names. 

The  roll  of  Lay  Delegates  was  then  called,  and  a  quo- 
rum was  declared  to  be  present,  in  both  orders.

BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Beloved  Brethren^  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Convention: 

It  is  with  emotions  of  gratitude  and  praise  to  God  that 
I  am  here  to  welcome  you  at  the  opening  session  of  this 
Convention. 

Though  I  am  not  yet  able  to  preside  over  all  its  delib- 
erations, I  come,  at  its  assembling,  to  greet  you  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  and  to  bid  you  welcome  to  this  Cathe- 
dral Church  and  city. 

I  proceed  to  give  you  an  account  "f  my  limited  amount 
of  work  since  the  last  Convention.  Within  a  month  of  its 
close,  as  you  are  aware,  I  was  suddenly  smitten  with  ill- 
ness which,  after  several  weeks  of  total  inability  for  any 
occupation,  left  me  so  prostrated  as  to  render  the  further 
active  discharge  of  my  duties  impossible,  still  the  burden 
of  my  correspondence  was  upon  me.  As  early  as  October 
last,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  kindly  offered 
to  relieve  me  of  my  Executive  labors ;  but  it  was  not  until 
December  that  I  ceased  the  hopeless  and  dangerous  strug- 
gle, and  constituted  them  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese,  leaving  it  to  seek  the  restoration  of  my  health. 
Since  then  I  have  done  nothing  else.  The  account  I  shall 
render,  therefore,  is  very  brief.

Since  the  last  Convention  the  beloved  Bishop  of  Pitts- 
burgh has  been  taken  to  his  rest  in  Paradise.     On  the  10th 
of  July  last  he  passed  from  his  work  on  earth,  beloved  and 
lamented  by  his  Diocese,  and  by  the  whole  church,  one  of 
whose  most  successful  and  devoted  Prelates  he  was.     His 
successor  in  the  Diocese  tells  us  of  the  order — the  quietness 
and  peace  which  he  found  everywhere  in  his  late  jurisdic- 
tion— of  the  solid  foundations  which  he  had  reared  in  his 
Diocese — of  its  uniformly   churchly  tone — and  of  its  high 
religious  life.     All  this  might  have  been  expected,  for  the 
Diocese  simply  bore  the  impress  of  the  man,  and  Bishop 
Xerfort  was  no  common  man.     Wise,  prudent,  holy,  untir- 
ing; full  of  zeal  without  impetuosity,  of  learning  without

I  desire  thus  publicly  to  tender  to  these  beloved  breth- 
ren in  the  Episcopate  my  heartfelt  acknowledgement  of 
their  great  and  generous  kindness  in  thus  coming  to  my 
aid  in  a  period  of  inability  and  danger;  and  I  am  sure  I 
speak  the  sentiments  of  this  Convention,  and  of  the  parish- 
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es  which  they  have  visited,  when  I  add  your  cordial  thanks 
to  my  own.  I  trust  that  some  recognition  and  record  to 
to  that  effect  will  be  made  before  you  adjourn. 

I  also  desire  to  put  on  record  my  obligations  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  for  their  earnest  and 
satisfactory  attention  to  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  Ec- 
clesiastical administration.  They  have  borne  the  added  la- 
tor  cheerfully  and  kindly ;  and  I  feel  that  under  Go4  I  owe 
much  of  my  present  measure  of  health  and  strength  to  the 
relief  from  care  and  correspondence  which  their  willing 
performance  of  this  part  of  my  onerous  duties  has  afforded 
me.  Their  authority  and  duties  under  the  law,  cease  upon 
ni}"  return  to  the  Diocese :  but  I  have  no  doubt  that  they 
vrill  gladly  resume  them  should  my  necessities  require  it. 
I  trust  with  such  assistance  as  may  be  needed  to  be  able  to 
attend  to  these  duties  hereafter,  partially  at  least,  and  to 
return  to  my  work  more  fully,  after  the  summer  vacation. 
In  an  Episcopate  of  over  twenty  two  years,  (what  thanks  to 
liod's  goodness  do  I  not  o>ve  for  it?)  this  is  the  first  occa- 
sion on  which  I  have  been  compelled  to  abandon  my  work 
to  seek  relief  from  labor  ! 

I  have  every  reason  to  hope  that  the  end  of  this  pros- 
trated time  of  inability  to  work  is  near,  though  not  yet 
reached. 

I  cannot,  dear  brethren,  enter  into  any  account  of  the 
condition  of  the  Diocese,  much  less  ask  your  attention  ro 
any  of  the  subjects  of  interest  which  usually  occupy  it  on 
the  occasion  of  our  assembling  to  take  counsel  for  the 
things  pertaining  to  the  growth  and  developement  of  the 
Church.  I  only  commend  you  and  it  to  the  power  and 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  can  make  you  to  be  of 
one  heart  and  mind  in  your  deliberations,  and  give  you  at 
last  the  reward  of  good  and  faithful  servants  I

REPORT  OF  THE  STAXDING  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Convention  of  tfu  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  In- 
diana: 

The  Standing  Committee  elected  at  the  last  Annual  Convention  was 
duly  organized  on  the  8th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1881.  Rev.  John  B.  Wakelield, 
D.  1).,  was  elected  President,  and  Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  Secretary. 

A  full  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  held  Oct.  18th,  A.  D. 
1881,  to  t&ke  some  action  in  reference  to  the  Bishop's  health.  After  care- 
ful consideration  the  following  minute  was  unanimously  adopted: 

*<The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  assembled  at  the 
call  of  the  President,  in  view  of  the  serious  illness  of  our  Rt.  Rev.  Father 
In  God,  Jos.  C.  Tiilbot,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  desire  to  place  on  record  our  full- 
est appreciation  of  his  great  zeal,  unwearied  labor,  constant  hospitality 
and  generosity,  only  bounded  by  his  means,  in  his  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  this  Diocese  during  the  eighteen  years  of  his  Episcopate.  Our 
prayer  is  that  this  illness  may  not  be  unto  death,  and  that  our  Diocesan 
may  be  spared  by  the  Merciful  Chief  Shepherd,  for  many  years  of  holy  la- 
bor as  our  beloved  father  in  God.  To  this  end,  in  our  judgment,  and  in  the 
judgment  of  his  physician,  entire  cessation  of  labor  is  an  absolute  neces- 
sity.  We  beg,  therefore,  as  the  Bishop's  Council  of  Advice,  to  urge  upon 
him  affectionately  that  he  commit  to  us  the  respon^bility  of  the  care  of 
the  Diocese;  that  he  seek  at  once  the  restoration  of  his  healtA,  as  he  shall 
deem  best  and  that  he  extend  his  absenc^e  until  our  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion. 

We  submit  this  resolution  to  our  beloved  Bishop  unanimously  and  in 
the  prayerful  hope  that  he  will  be  returned  to  his  work,  restored  to  his 
former  vigorous  health.

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  November  29,  A.  D.  1881,  call- 
ed at  the  Bishop's  request  for  a  personal  conference.  The  Bishop  said 
he  gratefully  desired  to  acknowledge  the  loving  and  loyal  action  of  the 
.  Committee  so  touchingly  expressed  in  their  resolution  of  advice  of  Octo- 
ber 18th.  He  had  prepared  an  answer  of  acceptance,  dated  November  3d, 
but  feeling  much  better  at  that  time  he  deferred  its  transmission,  hoping 
that  he  might  be  able  to  remain  at  home,  but  acting  upon  the  hdvice  of 
several  eminent  physicians  and  of  his  own  family  physician,  he  had  final- 
ly concluded  to  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority of  the  Diocese  during  his  absence,  and  to  seek  absolute  mental, 
as  well  as  physical  rest,  away  from  home .    He  would  re- write  and  re-date 
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the  letter  prepared  and  transmit  it  to  the.  Secretary,  after  which  the 
Standing  Committee  would  have  official  charge  of  the  Diocese  until  he 
should  be  able  to  re^assume  its  duties. 


THE  BISHOP'S  REPLY. 

Indianapolis,  November  30,  1881. 

To  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana: 

Bbloved  Brethrbn: 

Your  coniraunication  of  October  19th,  informing  me  of  your  action  as 
my  "Council  of  Advice,"  taken  without  my  knowledge,  touched  me 
deeply,  and  has  been  the  subject  of  long  and  serious  consideration.  I 
have  found  it  difficult  to  convince  myself  I  must  abandon  my  post  to  take 
such  a  rest  as  you  propose.  But  my  own  experience  and  the  strong  ad- 
vice of  my  physician  assures  me  that  your  judgment  is  correct.  I  there- 
fore accept  with  gratitude  your  kindly  expressed  and  loving  advice  and 
announce  my  intention  to  follow  it.  I  am  not  able  tomake  my  usual  vis- 
itations or  to  conduct  the  correspondence  necessary  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
administration.  Possibly  a  visitation  for  confirmation  is  not  necessary. 
May  I  suggest  that  such  parishes  as  need  one,  make  special  application 
to  you,  so  that  arrangements  may  be  made  with  the  Bishops  who  have  so 
kindly  offered  to  relieve  me;  or  others  at  your  discri>tion.  I  am  sure  that 
any  of  my  dear  Brethren  of  the  Episcopate,  who  are  near  enough,  will 
gladly  do  for  me  what  thoy  can  at  your  request. 

I  hope  and  believe,  under  God's  blessing,  I  shall  recover  my  ability  to 
do  my  work,  (which  seems  just  now  so  much  to  need  me)  but  the  issues 
of  life  and  death  are  in  His  handn,  and  while  I  heartily  thank  Him  for  all 
the  past  of  health  and  strength,  for  the  future  heartily  and  sincerely 
say — '*Thy  will,  not  mine,  O  Lord."  Desiring,  dear  brethren,  your  pray- 
ers and  those  of  my  flock  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  earnestly  com- 
mending you  and  them  and  your  mutual  work  to  God's  blessing.  I  am 
brethren.

On  motion  of  Rev.  Richard  Totten,  by  general  consent, 
the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr.  David  E.  Snyder 
was  unanimously  re-elected  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  Duncan  Jaudon,  by  general  con- 
sent, the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Winters 
was  unanimously  re  elected  Librarian  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  S.  0.  M.  Orpen,  by  general  consent, 
the  ballot  was  dispensed  with  and  Rev.  J.  B.  Wakefield, 

D.  D.,  Rev.  Edward  A.  Bradley,  Rev.  Francis  S.  Dunham, 
Mr.  Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  Hon.  George  C  Duy,  Mr.  Joseph 
A.  Moore,  were  unanimously  re-elected  as  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  H.  B.  Payne,  the  ballot  was,  by 
consent,  dispensed  with,  and  Hon. 'John  B.  Howe,  Hon. 
George  0  Duy,  John  S.  Irwin,  M.  D.,  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Moore, 
Mr.  Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  were  re  elected  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  F.  B.  Dunham,  the  ballot  was,  by- 
consent,  dispensed  with,  and  Rev.  E.  A.  Bradley,  Rev.  J. 

E.  Martin,  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond,  Mr. 
Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  Mr.  Willis  D.  Engle,  Mr.  James  M.  Winters 
and  Mr.  George  W.  Cobb  were  re-elected  as  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

The  President  pro  tcm.  called  the  attention  of  the  Con- 
vention to  the  following  facts  concerning  the  Fund  for 
Itinerant  and  Superannuated  Ministers,  with  the  accom- 
panying preamble  and  resolutions:

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For  seven  of  these  years  no  Parish  contributed . 

The  Diocese  has  39  Parishes  and  6  organized  Missions. 

If  40  of  these  45  had  contributed  one  dollar  a  year,  the  sum  would 
have  reached  (without  interest)  $800;  with  interest  each  year  at  6  per 
cent.,  added  to  the  $07.32  reported  in  1861,  the  sum  would  have  reached 
$1,678.65;  and  6  per  cent,  interest  on  this  amount  is  $100.38. 

Based  on  the  supposed  minimum  gift  of  one  dollar  per  each  Parish, 
our  twenty  years  neglect  has  cost  the  fund  the  sum  of  $1,197.54* 
By  looking  into  the  details  more  closely  we  see  that

REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  NORTHERN  DEANERY. 

To  the  Rt.  Jiev.  J.  Q.  Talbot,  D.  />.,  LL.  />.,  Bishop  of  Indiana: 

The  Northern  Deanery  presents  a  field  not  exceeded  by  any  other  in 
Missionary  possibilities.  Huntington,  a  town  of  4,500  inhabitants,  where 
I  held  the  first  service  in  February,  and  where,  with  one  oV  two  inter- 
ruptionti,  weekly  services  have  been  held  ever  since  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Hutchins,  Webbe  and  Dennis,  has  some  twenty-five  earnest  communi- 
cants who  are  making  strenuous  exertions  to  secure  the  immediate  es- 
tablishment of  the  Church.  They  have  subscribed  the  sum  of  $400  to  go 
towards  the  support  of  the  clergyman,  besides  providing  a  hall  in  which 
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to  hold  »ervice8.  Plans  have  also  been  drawn  for  a  modest  chapel,  which 
will  be  built  afi  soon  as  the  prospet-ts  of  the  Church  there  warrant  an v 
permanent  investments.  Such  Christian  zeal  as  these  people  have  mani- 
fested should  be  heartily  encouraged. 

Marion,  a  town  of  some  3,500  inhabitants,  and  where  I  held  the  first 
service  last  year,  has  about  twelve  communicants,  several  of  whom  have 
been  loyal  and  true  to  the  Church  for  years,  thouf^h  they  feel  that  the 
Church  has  neglected  them.  They  will  do  all  in  their  power — and  nearly 
all  are  in  comfortable,  not  to  say  independent,  circumstances — to  estab- 
lish the  Church  there.  The  distance  from  my  own  Parish  and,  indeed, 
from  any  other  clergyman,  has  made  regular  services  impossible,  and 
only  two  or  three  have  been  held  since. 

Kokomo.  a  town  of  nearly  5,000  inhabitants,  is  remarkable  for  the 
number  of  communicants  who  have  united  with  the  denominations,  some 
of  them  after  waiting  for  years  for  the  Church  to  show  herself.  There 
■are  five  communicants  still  loyal,  and  several  would  return  to  the  Church 
whenever  regular  services  were  held  there.  I  have  held  four  services 
and  officiated  at  a  marriage. 

Rochester,  a  town  of  about  2,000  inhabitants,  has  eight  communicants, 
who  are  somewhat  depressed  by  the  failure  in  former  years,  after  services 
had  been  regularly  held  for  a  time  and  a  hall  fitted  up  in  churchly  man- 
ner. They  do  not  discourage  any  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Church,  but  very 
naturally  have  not  the  enthusiasm  which  they  had  at  first.  I  have  held 
two  service*  and  presented  one  for  confirmation,  and  baptized  one  adult. 

Angola,  in  the  northeastern  part,  has  two  Church  families,  and, 
as  one  communicant  writes  me,  a  number  of  people  who  would  identify 
themselves  with  the  Church  if  given  the  opportunity.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Webbe  has  held  two  services  there,  and  administered  the  Sacrapient  of 
baptism.  The  people  are  hopeful  and  eager,  and  with  some  assistance, 
think  they  would  soon  be  self-supporting. 

Auburn,  a  town  of  considerable  importance,  has  four  communicants, 
one  of  whom  writes  that  while  they  would  be  glad  to  have  occasional  ser- 
vices, they  do  not  believe  any  efforts  to  establish  the  Cburdh  would  be 
desirable !  It  should  be  said  that  this  is  the  only  instance  of  the  kind  I  have 
met  with  in  answer  to  published  inquiries  after  communicants;  in  every 
other  case  co-operation  was  promised,  and  the  Church  longingly  asked  for. 

North  Liberty,  a  village  of  about  400  people  has  a  beautiful  little 
church-building,  and  some  fourteen  communicants.  I  bold  a  monthly 
service  on  a  week-day,  and  whenever  possible,  spend  a  few  days  in  pas- 
toral work.  The  fiuctuuting  character  of  the  population  makes  it  an  ex- 
cellent nursery  for  the  Church,  as  within  two  years  ten  persons  who, 
while  here,  were  brought  into  the  Church,  have  removed  to  larger  places. 
Five  are  now  ready  for  confirmation.  An  excellent  Sunday  School  is 
maintained. 

Garrett  is  a  town  of  some  1,500  inhabitants,  where  a  beautlAil  church- 
building  was  erected  by  ofilcers  of  the  Baltimore  A  Ohio  Railroad,  but  la 
now  without  regular  services  since  the  resignation  of  Rev.  R.  H.  Dennis. 
The  people  are  anxious  to  have  a  clergyman  among  there,  and  will  give  of 
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their  ability,  as  they  have  always  done  in  the  past,  but  they  will  for  some 
time  to  come  need  Missionary  aid. 

Columbia  City,  a  town  of  some  8,000  people,  has  been  'heretofore 
united  with  "Warsaw  for  services.  There  are  a  number  of  communicants 
who  have  always  done  their  best,  tinancially.  Six  have  been  confirmed, 
and  a  number  baptized.    A  good  work  can  be  done  here. 

Besides  these,  there  are  the  following  places  which  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  reach  for  services,  but  where  they  are  anxious  to  welcome  the 
Church:  [The  number  of  communicants  given  embraces  those  who  have 
sent  their  names.  As  in  the  other  places,  so  here  undoubtedly,  more 
would  be  fsund  upon  visitation.] 

Knox 3 A  village. 

Wabash    1  4,000  inhabitants. 

English  Lake 4 A  village. 

Monticello'   1 2,500  inhabitants. 

Milford    3  A  village. 

Bunker  Hill 1 1,000  inhabitants. 

Mier   1 A  village. 

Rensselaer. 1  Population  unknown. 

In  performance  of  the  additional  duties  laid  upon  the  Deans  during 
the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  I  have  visited  Michigan  City  three  times.  La* 
porte  twice,  Peru  three  times,  Elkhart  twice,  Warsaw  twice,  besides  cor- 
responding with  Vestries  and  clergymen  relative  to  filling  vacancies. 
Every  Parish  would  to-day  be  filled  were  there  not  a  great  discrepancy 
between  the  abilities  of  clergymen  desired  and  the  salaries  offered.  True 
as  it  is,  it.is  a  mere  commoni)lace  to  say  that  men  of  the  rarest  tact,  abil- 
ity  and  spirituality  are  needed  for  the  weakest  places,  for  while  the  strong 
parishes  have  a  momentum  of  their  own,  and  are  thus  more  independent 
of  the  external  requisites  of  the  clergyman,  this  is  not  true,  indeed,  the 
reverse  is  true  in  the  weaker  parishes.  The  problem,  then,  is  how  to  get 
freat  men  on  small  salai'ies. 

Three  Convocations  have  )).'en  held,  at  Lima,  Goshen  and  Ft.  Wayne. 
Sermons,  essays,  discussions  on  Missionary  and  Piroohial  interests,  and 
Missionary  addresses  were  had  at  each  place.  Unfavorable  weather  at 
■each  place  prevented  that  full  attendance  of  the  parishioners  which  is 
necessary  in  order  that  both  Priests  and  i^eople  may  reap  the  benefits 
possible. 

It  must  be  apparcMt  to  any  one  that  no  one  who  has  a  parish  can  fUl- 
till  the  duties  of  a  dean.  Indeed,  the  little  outside  work  I  have  been 
doing  has  made  serious  inroads  upon  the  time  which  ought  to  be  given  to 
my  parish.  And,  yet,  what  I  have  done  constitutes  but  a  small  fraction 
of  the  missionary  work  which  ought  to  be  done  immediately.  There  is 
more  than  enough  work  for  one  man  in  the  Mission  Held  of  this  Northern 
Deanery,  and  1  trust  it  may  not  be  long  ere  the  North  will  raise  the  en- 
dowment which  you,  Reverend  Father  in  God,  in  Convention  stated  ns 
the  conditioo  of  your  consent  to  a  division  of  the  Diocese,  and  thus  put 
into  this  field,  ready  for  harvest,  a  Bishop  of  the  Church— the  best— be- 
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cause  Apostolic — Missionary.    Until  that  time,  and  forever  after,  may 
this  whole  Deanery  be  all  aglow  with  the  spirit  of  Missions.

REPORT  OF  MIDDLE  DEANERY. 

To  the  Jiev.  J.  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  LL.  /)., 

Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana: 

On  nomination  of  the  clergy  of  the  Middle  Deanery,  at  a  meeting  held 
in  the  city  of  Terre  Haute,  during  the  sessions  of  the  Annual  Convention 
of  1881, 1  was  appointed  Rural  Dean.  The  organization  was  completed 
by  the  election,  at  the  same  meeting,  of  Mr.  Willis  D.  Engle,  of  Indian- 
apolis, as  Secretary.  It  was  determined  that  the  times  for  holding  Con- 
vocations of  the  Deanery  should  correspond  with  the  Canonical  times  for 
Missionary  offerings.  Accordingly  the  first  Convocation  was  held  in 
Grace  Church,  Muncie,  Rev.  F.  Duncan  Jaudon,  Rector,  the  first  week  in 
September.  A  series  of  four  services  was  held.  The  "Priesthood  of  the 
Laity,"  '*the  Lord's  Day,"  and  our  *»Missionary  work"  were  the  subjects 
discussed  by  the  clergy  present.  After  an  informal  discussion  of  Ways 
and  Means,  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  the  Mission  detei  mined  to  adopt  the 
five-cents-a-week  plan  for  giving  to  Missionary  work;  the  Rector  prom- 
ising to  canvass  the  congregation  for  the  pledges  and  appoint  collectors 
to  gather  the  money . 

With  a  view  to  increasing  the  interest  at  a  weaker  point,  the  second 
Convocation  was  held  at  Connersville;  and  a  similar  series  of  services 
was  held,  with  a  like  practical  result— the  establishment  in  that  Mission 
of  the  Convention's  plan. 

The  last  Convocation  was  held  in  St.  John's,  Lafayette.  This  proved 
specially  helpful  to  the  Rector  and  Parish.  The  Convention's  plan  again 
received  endorsement.  During  the  Convocation  I  met  the  Vestry  of 
Grace  Church,  Lafayette,  with  a  view  to  the  revival  of  Church  work  in 
that  Paritih.  After  a  full  review  of  the  situation  it  was  resolved  to  sell 
the  Church-building  and  lot;  pay  some  small  debts;  build  a  Cchapel  of  a 
size  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  congregation  and  designed  for  enlarge- 
ment, and  then  call  a  Rector.  The  plan  to  sell  has  failed;  and  upon  my 
nomination  several  gentlemen  have  been  elected,  and  declined,  to  serve 
in  the  present  structure.  The  eff^ort  is  now  being  made  to  secure  a  Priest, 
who  will  be  a  great  addition  to  the  Diocese,  if  he  comes. 

During  the  same  week  I  sought  to  secure  Missionary  stipends  ft*om 
Crawfordsville,  Attica  and  Franklin,  holding  two  services  in  Crawfords- 
ville.  Crawfordsville  and  Attica  were  united,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Bicknell  ap- 
pointed Missionary.  He  accepted  the  work,  and  we  hoped  for  a  revival 
of  Church  work.  He  has  since  withdrawn  his  acceptance,  having  other 
work  oflered  him  in  Florida. 
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With  these  two  vacancies  filled,  there  will  be  no  points' without  ser- 
vices, where  services  have  been  established  in  the  Deanery,  except  those 
that  can  be  reached  by  Rectors  and  Missionaries  already  at  work. 

For  the  extension  of  the  Church,  I  have  employed  two  Lay  Readers, 
besides  those  already  licensed,  in  places  destitute  of  the  ministry— Mr. 
De  Lou  Burke,  at  Ladoga,  and»Mr.  Joseph  Shaw,  at  Raysville.  These 
men  will  hold  services  in  court  houses  and  school  houses,  and  as  cate- 
cbists,  instruct  the  people  in  Church  principles— in  the  way  of  God.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  DEANERY. 

To  the  RU  Bev,  Jos.  C.  Talbot,  JJ.  /).,  Bishop  of  Indiana: 

Rev.  Father  in  God: 

In  the  commission  issued  to  the  Deans  of  the  Missionary  Convoca- 
tions of  the  Diocese,  these  officers  are  affectionately  exhorted  to  use  all 
right  endeavors  to  promote  the  extension  of  the  church,  the  organization 
of  new  Parishes  and  missionary  circuits,  &c.,  &c.,  and  the  commission 
thus  concludes:  "It  shall  be  your  duty  to  keep  us,  your  ordinary,  duly 
** advised  of  the  matters  affecting  the  well-being  of  the  Church  within 
**your  Deanery,  and  of  the  plans  and  operations  for  the  advance  of  the 
"several  objects  indicated." 

On  a  single  occasion,  during  the  year  just  closed,  I  have  found  opportu- 
nity for  a  brief  verbal  statement  of  work  attempted.  I  would  now. make 
a  more  complete  report  of  the  efforts  made,  although  they  are  but  feeble 
and  imperfect. 

The  Southern  Missionary  District  consists  of  thirty-two  counties- 
more  than  one-third  of  the  State.  Population,  over  600,<K)0.  Area,  12,161 
square  miles.  A  total  often  Parishes,  of  which  four  are  vacant,  and  live 
Missions,  of  which  four  are  vacant.  Total  number  of  communicants,  1,058; 
total  number  of  clergy,  seven. 

One  Convocation  at  St.  Matthews,  Worthington,  held  on  the  20th  and 
2l8t  September.  There  were  present  Rev.  Dr.  Reeves,  Rector;  Rev.  W. 
Scott,  of  New  Albany,  and  the  Dean.  Four  services  held,  with  large  con- 
gregations. Holy  Communion,  sermon,  addresses  and  organization  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society  in  aid  of  Diocesan  Missions. 

No  '^ther  Convocations  held,  owing  to  the  remoteness  of  the  clergy 
from  each  ether  and  the  inevitable  cost  of  travel. 

The  Canon  calls  for  at  least  two  meetings  each  year,  but  the  Canon 
does  not  pay  railroad  fares. 

The  Dean  has  undertaken  to  do  something  to  compensate  for  this  lack 
of  gatherings,  by  visiting  such  of  the  vacant  Parishes  and  Missions  as  his 
duties  to  bis  own  Parish  permitted. 
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To  this  end  I  have  made  five  visitB  for  services  at  Columbus,  two  at 
Aurora;  four  at  Lawreuceburg,  and  one  at  Cannelton.  The  five  visits  at 
Columbus  were  held  as  follows: 

Sunday,  16  October.— Two  services  and  sermons. 

All  Saints  Day.— One  service  and  sermon,  with  Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  11  December.— Service  and  Sermon,  and  at  8  p.  m.  burial  of 
the  late  Richard  Thomas. 

Sunday,  12  February.— Two  services  and  sermons,  with  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Friday,  17  March. — Accompanying  Bishop  Seymour,  who  preached. 

All  these  services  were  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  a  very  beautiful 
gothic  structure,  which  is  well  furnished  and  has  no  debt,  but  which 
remains  unused  three-fourths  of  the  Sundays  in  the  year,  because  of  the 
needed  funds  to  support  a  minister.  The  number  of  communicants  was 
last  reported  to  be  tifteeu. 

Other  services  at  Columbus  by  Kev.  C.  A.  Cary,  on  the  second  Sundays 
of  November,  January,  March  and  May,  and  by  Rev.  Dr.  Reeves,  on 
Sunday,  16  April.  All  together  giving  Columbus  regular  services  on  the 
second  Sunday  of  each  month,  beginning  with  last  October — eight  months 
thus  far  in  regular  order,  with  additional  services  on  All  Saints  Day 
and  on  the  occasion  of  Bishop  Seymour's  visitation.  On  these  occasions 
the  actual  travelling  expenses  of  the  clergy  have  always  been  met  by  the 
Mission,  and  entertainment  has  been  always  provided. 

As  yet,  the  Sunday  School  remains  unprovided  for,  as  no  person  has 
been  found  willing  to  do  the  work  of  Superintendent. 

There  is  no  Lay  Reading,  for  a  similar  reason,  and  no  local  Mission- 
ary Society  organization. 

1  have  made  two  visits  to  Aurora,  St.  Murk's  Mission  (vacant).  The 
first  on  Monday,  17th  October.  After  evening  prayer,  addressed  the  con- 
gregation on  Diocesan  Missions;  organized  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society — 
Local  Manager,  Mrs.  Lula  Conway  Langtree. 

Second,  on  Wednesday,  16th  March,  accompanying  Bishop  Seymour, 
read  evening  prayer,  baptized  an  adult  and  presented  three  persons  for 
confirmation. 

In  this  place  Sunday  services  and  the  Sunday  School  are  maintained 
under  the  lay  reading  and  superintendency  of  Mr.  Francis  M.  Munson, 
and  the  Mission  is  progressing  with  the  payment  of  its  debt  on  the 
Chapel  by  dime  collections,  weekly,  under  the  diligent  management  of 
Mrs.  Fred  6.  Appleton. 

Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburg,  vacant.  I  have  made  four  visits  to 
this  Parish,  the  first  on  Tuesday,  18th  October.  After  evening  service, 
addressed  the  congregation  on  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  and 
organized  a  Missionary  Society,  with  Mrs.  Harriett  E.  Ferris,  Manager. 

On  Sifnday,  13th  November,  had  two  services  and  sermons;  met  with 
the  Sunday  School  in  the  afternoon  and  addressed  those  present. 

On  Monday,  13th  February,  held  a  service  preparatory  to  conflrma- 
iion. 
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On  Thursday,  16th  March,  accompanying  Bishop  Seymour— at  even- 
JDg  prayer,  baptized  two  children  and  presented  three  persons  for  con- 
firmation. 

Dr.  Wm.  H.  Murdoch  has  been  licensed  Lay  Reader  for  the  Parish, 
and  has  accepted  the  Superintendency  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Lawrenceburg  offers  a  good  field  for  a  clergyman,  as  the  city  seems 
to  have  put  on  new  life  lately.  New  families  are  moving  in .  There  is  a 
substantial  brick  Church.  There  is  not  a  dollar  of  debt.  There  are 
thirty  communicants.  The  city  is  well  paved  and  lighted,  and  the  Church 
is  well  located.  Night  services,  on  week  days,  are  well  attended,  and  on 
Sundays  there  is  no  lack  of  worshipers. 

For  a  time  after  the  last  Rector  resigned,  there  was  despondency,  but 
recent  services  have  dissipated  that  feeling,  and  a  good  spirit  prevails. 
The  Church  services  are  well  received,  and  if  they  could  be  constantly 
held,  good  results  would  be  pretty  certain 

A  clergyman  without  a  family  to  support  could  soon  bring  the  Parish 
to  the  front  in  all  good  works,  and  could  be  sustained  from  the  beginning, 
as  the  Board  of  Missions  has  promised  help. 

One  visit  to  Cannelton,  St.  Luke's  Church,  Tuesday,  29th  November* 
After  evening  service  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Richard  Totten,  the  Dean  ad- 
dressed the  congregation  in  favor  of  Diocesan  Missions  and  united  in  the 
organization  of  a  Ladies*  Auxiliary  Society  in  aid  of  the  cause  of  Mis- 
sions. The  attendance  was  large,  although  it  was  the  evening  of  a  week 
day  in  November,  and  although  a  good  -number  of  those  present  (a  hun- 
dred or  more)  came  from  a  day  of  constant  toil  in  the  great  cotton  mills. 
The  singing  was  hearty  and  the  responses  earnest. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Totten  has  held  services  occasionally  at  Rockport, 
Spencer  county,  in  addition  to  his  parochial  work  at  Cannelton. 

The  Dean  would  gladly  have  extended  his  visits  in  the  western  part 
of  the  Convocation,  had  duties  in  his  own  Parish  permitted. 

I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  Rev.  Wro.  MorralU  of  Albion, 
Illinois,  has  commenced  monthly  services,  on  week  days,  in  the  Parish 
of  St.  Stephens,  New  Harmony,  where  he  reports  fourteen  communicants 
remaining,  after  years  of  vacancy  in  the  rectorship,  and  with  very  in- 
frequent services.  The  Parish  defrays  the  expenses  of  the  visits  of  the 
Missionary. 

Trinity  Church,  Ingletiold  P.  O.,  Vanderburg  county,  vacant.  The 
Rev.  Jno.  A.  Dooris,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Evans- 
Tille.  reports  under  date  of  loth  May,  that  he  has  made  two  visits  to  this 
Parish  and  held  services,  which  were  remarkably  well  attended.  He  also 
baptized  two  children.  He  proposes  to  continue  the  visits,  as  there  is  an 
earnest  desire  for  the  services  of  the  Church.  For  years  the  Parish  had 
no  service  other  than  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual  visitation  of  the  Bish- 
op. There  is  no  other  place  of  worship  nearer  than  four  miles,  and 
some  of  the  present  worshipers  come  six  or  seven  miles,  while  one  old 
gentleman  walked  five  miles  to  be  at  church  on  a  pleasant  Sunday  after- 
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noon.    This  Parish  has  both  Church  and  Rectory  and  has  no  debts,    num- 
ber of  communicants,  twelve. 

At  Board  of  Missions,  Tuesday,  31st  January,  Indianapolis.  By  in- 
vitation of  the  Board,  the  Dean  of  Southern  Convocation  attended  this 
meeting  and  was  granted  the  opportunity  to  notice  the  interest  of  the  in- 
dividual members  in  the  important  work  under  their  direction.  Sickness 
prevented  thcvattendance  of  the  Bishop,  but  all  present  felt  sure  of  his 
cordial  approval  of  every  step  taken. 

The  one  great  want  of  tne  Board  is  money,  mbney.  Places  for  work 
are  open,  and  clergy  to  be  had.  But  how  can  they  be  paid?  As  for  years 
past,  all  the  funds  under  the  control  of  this  Board  are  consumed  in  eking 
out  the  scanty  stipends  of  some  of  the  parochial  clergy,and  some  of  these 
amounts  go  to  I^irishes  that  have  been  dependant  ever  since  their  exist- 
ence began.  And  the  question  forces  itnelf  :  Would  it  not  be  preferable 
to  have  any  two  such  feeble  Parishes,  or  even  three,  if  necessary,  share 
the  services  of  a  single  clergyman,  each  Parish  receiving  services  in  ex- 
act proportion  to  its  own  provision  of  stipend  ?  If  practicable,  this  would 
enable  the  Board  to  make  use  of  its  means  in  the  salaries  of  men  who 
would  be  real  Missionaries — ministers  sent  to  the  people,  and  who,  by 
opening  new  points  where  the  services  are  valued,  would  soon  be  enabled 
by  God's  merciful  help,  to  add  new  Parishes  to  the  roll  of  a  long-waiting 
Diocese. 

One  step  taken  by  the  Board  leads  in  the  direction  intimated,  for  it  is 
now  required  that  all  Rectors  of  Parishes  in  receipt  of  Missionary  sti- 
pends shall  do  regular  Missionary  work  elsewhere  than  in  their  Parish, 
and  make  quarterly  reports  in  duplicate  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  and 
to  the  Dean  of  the  Convocation. 

This  will  be  helpful,  but  it  still  leaves  us  without  an  agency  of  the 
highest  importance  in  the  iield.  I  mean  a  clergyman  itinerant,  without 
any  one  settled  charge,  to  which  he  must  devote  his  time,  butfk*ee  to  visit 
numerous  points  under  direction  of  the  Board,  or  of  the  Dean,  at  frequent 
stated  intervals,  and  to  stay  long  enouarh  at  each  place  to  hold  repeated 
services  continually,  until  the  interest  of  the  people  can  be  awakened 
and  the  fact  of  the  Church's  true  purpose  developed. 

I  regard  this  as  the  essential  step.  I  look  upon  such  an  itinerancy 
as  the  very  best  means  of  advance.  It  is  no  experiment  at  all.  The 
rural  districts  are  dotted  with  rude  places  of  worship,  built  as  the  out- 
come of  such  efforts  by  a  communion  early  in  the  field  and  famous  for  mis- 
sionary success.  A  similar  thing  we  must  do  if  we  would  occupy  the 
land.  But  we  must  do  more<  We  must  not  only  evangelize,  by  awaken- 
ing men  to  their  souls'  need,  but  we  must  continue  with  them  for  their 
spiritual  growth.  Eight  days  of  continuous  services  at  a  single  point, 
repeated  every  second  month  during  a  year  by  a  minister  whose  beart  is 
full  of  desire  to  save  souls,  cannot  but  be  blessed  of  God.  Add  to  the 
public  services  the  prayers  at  the  firesides  of  the  people  and  the  earnest 
conversation  with  the  old  and  the  young  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
kiMgdom  of  God— and  see  what  opportunities  are  given.  How  faist  bap- 
tisms would  multiply ;  of  infants,  early  presented  to  Jesus,  and  to  be  in- 
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structed  in  His  name;  of  adults,  hearing  now,  perhaps,  for  the  first  time 
in  their  lives,  of  a  Church  having  such  broad  foundations  of  loving  char- 
ity; having  such  Apostolic  order;  holding  such  Evangelic  truth,  and  wor- 
shiping, and  inviting  all  to  worship  with  her  after  forms  so  ancient  and 
so  inspiring  as  the  Liturgy  we  carry  with  us. 

What  better  way  to  add  numbers  to  our  communion  list?  In  the  last 
decade  we  have  added  a  thousand  names  to  it.  It  was  a  growth  of  38  per 
cent.  If  40  per  cent,,  it  wereonly  4per  cent,  a  year.  Is  that  enough  to  sat- 
isfy? Speaking  for  myself  alone,  I  say  it  is  not  enough.  It  is  not  up  to 
half  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  at  large,  for  that 
equals  0  per  cent,  per  annum.  And  this  is  far  in  advance  of  the  in- 
crease of  population;  while  in  the  last  twenty  years  the  communicants  of 
the  Church  have  trippled  in  numbers. 

If  we  search  for  the  source  of  this  increase  of  comuuinicuuts,  we 
find  it  to  rest  almost  wholly  in  the  well-established  Parishes  of  the  larger 
cities.  Indianapolis,  Evansville,  Fort  Wayne  and  the  other  growing 
cities  have  furnished  the  increase,  and  not  the  smaller  towns,  or  the  rural 
districts.    Of  course,  there  are  instances  of  growth  in  these. 

Once  again,  the  money  question.     Last  year,  by  the  Treasurer's  re- 
port, ten  clergymen  shared  the  entire  fund  at  the.  disposal  of  the  Board, 
and  between  them  |716.H7  was  divided.     Had  the  distribution  been  equal, 
each  would  have  received  $71.67.    Not  money  enough  to  i)uy  much  rail- 
road fare  for  twelve  months.    Not  enough  to  give  an  incentive  for  earn" 
est  work.    Not  enough  to  give  any  strength  for  work.    It  is  a  starvation 
allowanc<i.    And  my  notion  is  it  should  stop,  and  let  the  Board  give  its 
money  (if  it  ever  should  have  money  again)  to  one  itinerant,  and  he  a 
man  selected,  competent,  furnished  and  endowed  mentally  and  bodily 
i/vith  such  resources  as   are  indispensable  to  this  work;  and  us  he  goes 
on  with  work,  is  seen  and  heard  by  the  people,  more   funds  will  come; 
and  very  soon,  unless  I  am  widely  at  fault,  the  Board  will  have  an  itin- 
erant in  each  Deanery,  and  be  able  to  pay  not  the  |71t).67  merely,  but 
^1,000,  so  that  he  can  buy  a  book  occasionally,  as  well  as  his  clothes  and 
bread  and  cheese. 

As  for  the  clergy,  this  will  leave  minus  the  $71.67  or  $100  a  year,  let 
them  take  two  or  three  Parishes  at  once,  if  the  one  they  have  cannot  sup- 
port them.  This  is  no  experiment  either,  it  has  been  going  on  elsewhere 
and  has  succeeded. 

Let  me  tell  how  the  Old  North  State  of  the  Carolinas  manages  this 
thin?: 

NORTH  CAROLINA  IN  1881. 

By  the  Convention  Journal  we  see  that  tifty-one  ministers  till  one 
hundred  and  fourteen  stations: 

21  Ministers  have  one  char;;e  each   21 

11  Ministers  have  two  charges  each 22 

9  Ministers  have  three  charges  each       27 

7  Ministers  have  four  charges  each 28 

2  Ministers  have  five  charges  each 10 

1  Minister  has  six  charges G 
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Are  not  the  last  mentioned  nineteen  clergymen  itinerants,  with  their 
three,  four,  five  and  six  charges  each?  The  money  raised  for  Missions  in 
the  same  state  at  same  period  was  |1,925,  and  was  paid  to  these  very 'men. 
The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  one-third  larger  than  Indiana  in  area, 
and  has  one-third  less  population.  The  State  is  called  a  poor  State,  but 
the  Church  progresses,  and  had,  last  year,  5,706  communicants,  and  that 
was  2,019  ahead  of  us.  But  the  Church  has  had  possession  of  North  Car- 
olina twenty  years  longer  than  she  has  been  known  in  this  state.  Our 
footings,  twenty  years  hence,  ought  to  go  far  beyond  her  present  showing, 
good  as  it  is. 

That  is  last  year's  report.  I  call  it  a  noble  record.  But  the  Conven- 
tion of  1882  has  just  been  held,  and  tells  of  further  progress. 

There  were  four  churches  consecrated;  there  were  ordained  seven 
Deacons  and  three  Priests,  and  there  are  still  thirteen  candidates  for 
Priesthood  nnd  nine  for  Diaconate,  besides  six  postulants.  The  Diocese 
has  now  seventy-three  clergy,  and  the  Bishop  says  these  are  quite  insuf- 
ficient for  the  work,  and  that  greater  Missionary  power  is  needed. 

Just  so  this  power  is  extending  in  South  Carolina,  where  growth  has 
been  painfully  slow,  and  in  the  92d  Convention,  just  held,  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church  offered  resolutions,  which  passed  without 
opposition,  declaring  that  there  ought  to  be  at  least  four  itinerant  clergy- 
men appointed,  with  a  salary  of  |1,500  each. 

This  indicates  the  sort  of  men  wanted — men  capable  of  commanding 
fair  salaries,  because  they  are  capable  of  commanding  the  attention  of 
congregations. 

Commending  the  whole  matter  to  the  prayerful  thought  of  the  Bishop, 
the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  Convention,  I  ask  pardon  for  the  length 
of  this,  my  first  official  report  as  a  Rural  Dean  in  Indiana.

In  making  this  report.  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of 
le  Convention  to  several  facts  connected  therewith. 

iHt.  The  utter  forgetfulness  of  the  majority  of  the  parishes  to  the 
eeds  of  the  Diocese  during  the  year,  shown  by  the  payments  of  interest 
1  bonds  and  assessments.  These  payments  are  due  quarterly,  and 
oney  is  constantly  needed  to  meet  the  current  expenses;  yet  it  is  the 
lie,  not  the  exception,  to  settle  at  the  end  of  the  year,  or  at  the  time  of 
te  Convention,  when  settlement  is  made  at  all.  Each  Parish  Treas- 
rer  most  certainly  knows  when  his  remittances  should  be  made,  and  I 
!innot  undertake  to  forward  coupons  before  payment,  for  the  simple  rea- 
jn  that  this  course  is  attended  with  possible  danger  of  loss  of  the  ecu* 
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pon  because  of  non-payment  on  presentation;  and,  also,  because  of  the 
collection  expense  attending  this  course.  My  experience  in  pursuing 
this  method  this  year  does  not  warrant  its  continuance^  as  the  result  is 
the  return  of  the  greater  number,  which  have  been  thus  sent  out,  unpaid. 
The  coupons  are  in  ray  hands,  and  the  fundn  should  be  sent  to  me  on  the 
first  of  the  following  months:  SeptBmber,  December,  March  and  June;  the 
payments  in  cases  where  parishes  have  been  assessed,  being  due  at  the 
same  time. 

The  payments  on  account  of  Missions  in  the  Diocesi^  have  been 
made  by  seventeen  of  the  forty-live  parishes  and  Missions,  and  of  these 
three  contributed  o»ie-A(i// of  the  total  sum  raised;  yet  the  question  is 
continually  asked:  ''What  is  the  matter  with  the  Diocese  of  Indiana?** 
the  answer  being  a  very  simple  one,  in  my  judgment,  which  is,  that  no 
regular  system  is  followed  for  the  collection  of  funds  with  which  to  sup- 
port itinerants,  there  being  an  insuffi'^ient  amount  provided  to  cover  the 
necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  several  Deans,  it  being  with  the 
greatest  difficulty  that  the  missionaries,  to  whom  allowances  are  made, 
can  have  their  stipends  with  any  regularity.  Some  of  the  largest  par- 
ishes, and  those  from  which  a  very  respectable  sum  should  be  received, 
have  contributed  almost  nothing,  and  others  of  the  same  class  absolutely 
not  a  dollar  during  the  past  year.  I  find  that  the  largest  receipts  come 
from  such  parishes  as  have  adopted  and  persistently  followed  the  mite 
system,  and  a  vigorous  prosecution  of  this  plan  would,  in  my  jud|[r>Bent, 
furnish  the  means  for  supporting  at  least  three  men,  whose  entire  time 
might  be  devoted  to  looking  after  the  interest  of  the  Church  in  the  smaller 
places,  where  services  are  seldom  held  This,  with  the  active  work  of  a 
Bishop,  would  soon  do  away  with  the  question  as  to  *'What  is  the  matter 
with  the  Diocese  of  Indiana T*  for  the  reasons  which  now  cull  it  up;  and 
it  would  be  asked  because  of  the  fact  that  others  would  wish  to  know 
what  we  had  done  to  infuse  so  much  life  into  it.  Five  thousand  dollars 
would  cover  this  expense,  and  the  collection  of  |1.25  for  each  com- 
municant would  furnish  this  sum.  The  past  year  the  average  collection 
on  the  basis  named,  for  this  purpose,  has  been  about  14  cents  each,  and 
this  has  been  paid  by  the  small  proportion  named  above,  being  less  than 
one-half  the  number  in  the  State. 

The  Itinerant  and  Superannuated  Fund  has  been  increased  only 
174.25  the  past  year,  contributions  being  received  from  six  parishes  only, 
one  sending  40  per  cent,  of  this  amount.  The  average  for  the  communi- 
cants of  the  Diocese  is  1^  cents  each.  This  fund  should  be  kept  at  in- 
terest, and  never  drawn  upon  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  yet  the 
finances  of  the  Church  have  been  in  such  a  dilapidated  condition,  owing' 
to  the  fact  of  the  indifference  of  the  various  parishes  to  the  necessity  for 
prompt  payment  of  the  interest  and  assessments,  that  nothing  could  have 
been  paid  at  sundry  times  during  the  year,  no  matter  how  important  the 
demand,  had  it  not  been  for  the  benefit  of  this  fund.  One  of  two  things 
had  to  be  done.  Either  allow  this  to  go  without  interest  to  assist  the 
general  fund,  or  go  into  bank  to  borrow  money  with  which  to  meet  the 
demands  upon  the  Treasury.  The  latter  I  will  not  do,  and,  hereafter, 
•hall  keep  this  fund  invested  in  satisfactory  securities,  whether  (Unds 
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are  provided  for  current  expenses,  missionary  stipends  or  the  salary  due 
tbe  Bishop.  Perhaps  this  course  will  make  some  impression  upon  the 
parishes,  as  to  the  importance  of  prompt  quarterly  remittances. 

The  payments  for  the  Episcopal  Fund  are  1216.91  less  than  for  the 
year  ending  June  Ist,  1881.  The  Fund  has  been  reduced  $2,000  by  the  pay- 
ment of  the  remaining  sum  due  on  the  personal  bond  of  Judge  Howe. 

The  bond  of  St.  John*s  Parish,  Lafayette,  Is  still  unsettled,  although 
effort  has  been  made  to  adjust  it  by  keeping  the  principal  intact,  but  re- 
ducing the  interest  to  4  per  cent.  This  does  not  meet  the  approval  of  the 
vestry  of  the  Parish,  although  it  accomplishes  the  payment  of  the  same 
sum  of  money  during.the  year  to  the  support  of  the  Diocese  as  their  prop- 
osition. It  seems  to  me  to  be  of  vital  importance  thst  the  principal  of 
our  endowment  should  not  be  lessened  in  any  way,  and  where  parishes 
have  voluntarily  assumed  such  indebtedness,  and  the  necessity  exists  for 
the  continuation  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  that  there  should  be  no  change 
in  this  direction. 

Although  the  cash  on  hand  shows  the  sum  of  $2,019. 95,  three-fourths  of 
this  sum  has  been  paid  within* the  last  forty  days,  showing  that  there  is 
great  need  of  more  punctual  payments  on  the  part  of  the  parishes.  It 
will  use  up  all  of  the  present  balance  to  provide  for  the  investment  of  the 
Itinerant  Fund,  the  quarter's  allowance  to  the  Missionaries,  and  the 
Bishop*8  salary.

The  Rev.  Wm.  Morrall,  of  Albion,  Ills.,  (Diocese  of 
Springfield)  holding  services  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  New 
Harmony,  Ind.,  appeared  in  Convention  and  took  a  seat 
under  the  invitation  extended  by  resolution  to  visiting 
clergy. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Webbe,  the  Convention 
then  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  state  of  the 
Church. 
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At  noon,  the  committee  rose  and  the  Chairman  re- 
ported the  following  resolution,  offered  by  E.  V.  Long« 
Esq.,  of  Warsaw,  and  recommended  its  adoption  by  the 
Convention : 

Besolved,  That  in  aid  of  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Chnroh  in  this 
Diocese,  this  Convention  hereby  adopt  the  following  system,  to-wit: 

I^irst.  Every  communicant  is  to  be  asked,  during?  the  current  year, 
to  contribute  from  one  to  Hve  cents  each  week  to  such  flind. 

Second,  There  aball  be  established  in  each  Parish,  by  its  Rector,  a 
Church  Missionary  Society,  organized  and  constituted  as  the  Rector  and 
communicants  thereof  may  determine,  auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  this  Diocese.  For  the  purpose  of  instituting  means  by  which  to  secure 
the  contribution  aforesaid,  such  Society  shall  be  organized  in  each  Parish 
during  the  ^r«t  teeek  in  July  next  after  the  adjournment  of  this  Conyen- 
tion,  and  the  fact  of  organization  and  mode  of  operation  adopted  reported 
promptly  by  the  minister  in  charge  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions- Each  Rector  shall  maintain  the  organization  and  use  his  best  ef- 
forts to  make  it  successful  during  the  year.  He  shall  make  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Missions,  at  the  close  of  each  quarter  for  the  current 
year,  a  quarterly  report  of  the  proceedings  of  such  Society,  and  remit  to 
him  the  contributions  received. 

Third,  On  the  second  day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  the  roU  of 
parishes  shall  be  called,  and  the  minister  in  charge  shall  report  the 
amount  collected  under  this  resolution,  with  such  suggestions  as  to  the 
practical  working  of  the  system  as  he  may  deem  proper- 

Fourth.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  furnish  within  two 
weeks  to  each  minister  in  charge  of  a  Parish,  printed  copies  of  this  reso- 
lution, suflScient  to  supply  each  communicant  of  his  Parish. 

Fifth.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Rector,  nt  Sunday  service,  at  least 
three  times  during  the  year,  to  read  this  resolution  to  his  congregation 
and  impress  upon  his  communicants  the  importance  of  this  Missionary 
Fund  to  the  Church. 

Sixth,  All  written  reports  and  addresses  before  such  auxiliary  Mis- 
sionary Societies  ^should  be  exchanged  between  the  various  societies  of 
the  several  Convocations  of  the  Diocese. 

Seventh,  The  Mite  Missionary  Society  of  St.  PauTs  Church,  New  Al- 
bany, is  hereby  requested  to  communicate  to  the  several  parishes  of  the 
State  its  history,  constitution  and  plan  of  operation. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  was  adopted.

TITLE  1,  CANON  17,  SECTION  1, 


Of  the  Mode  of  Securing  an  Accurate   Vieiv  of  the  State  of 

the  Church. 

Section  l.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church, 
from  time  to  time,  is  hijjhly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  or- 
dered that  every  Minister  of  the  Church,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
the  "Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered^  on  or  before  the  first 
day  af  every  Annual  Convention^  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese^  or  where 
there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  Baptisms,  Contirmations,  Marriajjes,  and  Funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  Communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church;  also,  the  state  and 
condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish;  also,  the  amount  of  the 
Communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missions,  Diocesan,  Domestic 
and  Foreij^n,  for  Parochial  Schools,  for  Church  purposes  in  general,  and 
of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And 
every  Clergyman,  not  regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall 
also  report  the  occasional  services  he  may  have  performed;  and,  if  he 
have  performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  pre- 
vented the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  thereof.

Total  indebtedness  of  the  Parish  very  small. 

Remarks.— The  past  year  has  been  a  prosperous  cue  for  this  Parish, 
and  in  some  respects  full  of  encoura>rement.  The  chnrch  building,  sub- 
stantially erected  of  brick,  twenty  years  ago,  but  not  thoroughly  finished, 
has  been  interiorly  overhauled,  improved  and  repaired;  transformed  to 
become  one  of  tbe  most  ciieerful,  attractive  and  edifying  houses  of  its  size 
to  be  found.  New  ceiling  bas  been  added,  thirty-live  feet  above  the  floor; 
a  chancel  has  been  erected;  a  chimney  and  ventilator  have  been  built; 
the  whole  interior  has  been  neatly  frescoed;  the  floor  has  been  new  car- 
peted; and  elegant  reflectors  have  been  hung  for  lighting.  From  the  fur- 
nace in  the  basement  to  the  bell  in  the  tower,  everything  has  received 
atteption.  A  handsome  marble  font  has  been  presented  by  Mrs.  James 
M.  Latta,  memorial  of  an  infant  sou,  ''Walter  Roy  Latta,''  in  Paradise, 
1881.

The  Rector  has  officia^d  three  Sundays,  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  twice,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Warsaw;  at  one  Mis- 
i^\on  Service  in  Marion;  at  a  marriage  and  a  burial  in  Elkhart;  has  attend- 
ed Convocations  of  Northern  Deanery  at  Lima,  Goshen  and  Ft.  Wayne; 
also  at  Hillsdale,  Mich.,  and  Coldwater,  W.  Mich.;  at  the  Lent  Confer- 
ence in  the  Cathedral,  Chicago;  and  assisted  at  Bristol  in  tbe  examina- 
tion of  Rev.  Sherwood  Roscvelt,  Deacon,  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders: 
and  so  with  continued  good  health  and  strength  has  been  actively  em- 
ployed. With  most  of  tbe  outward  things  in  good  order  in  our  Parish, 
we  may  hope  that,  with  God's  help,  advancement  and  improvement  of 
tbe  ^^spiritual  bouse''  will  be  witnessed  in  due  season.  Tbe  visitation  of 
the  Rt.  Rev.  William  E.  McLaren,  Bishop  of  lUintis,  on  Quinquagesima 
Sunday,  19  February,  1882,  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  tbe  Parish;  large  con- 
gregations being  present  at  morning  and  evening  service.

MISSIONARY  TO  DEAF  MUTES. 

•     i'LEVELANi),  O.,  June  5th,  1882. 
To  THE  Rt.  Rev.  Jos.  <-.  Talbot.  D.  I)., 

Bishop  of  Indiana: 

During  the  year  just  closed  1  have  conducted  services  for  deaf  mutes 
at  Indianapolis,  Fort  Wayne,  Lafayette  and  Muncie,  with  good  atten- 
dance at  all  the  services.  The  services  at  Indianapolis  have  been  divided 
between  Christ  Church  and  the  State  School  for  deaf  mutes,  whose  super- 
intendent and  teachers  have  Icindly  extended  invitations  to  officiate.  I 
expect  during  the  coming  year  to  visit  Logansport  and  two  or  three  new 
points. 

Besides  the  work  in  In'diana,  1  have  officiated  in  the  principal  cities 
of  several  other  Dioceses.  I  reach,  more  or  less  directly,  2000  of  those 
who  are  directly  concerned.  Many  show  their  appreciation  of  the  oppor- 
tunities for  religious  instruction  coming  so  rarely  and  at  long  intervals, 
by  coming  long  distances  to  attend.  One  came  all  of  the  way  from  Wells 
County  to  attend  the  service  at  Fort  Wayne;  another  came  from  another 
county  nearly  as  distant.  I  could  go  on  instancing  in  this  way  almost  in- 
definitely as  to  my  entire  field. 

As  in  the  past,  so  during  this  year,  the  railroads  have  greatly  facilita- 
ted my  getting  around  by  the  granting  of  special  favors,  for  which  I  am 
thankful.

Indianapolis,  March  6,  1883. 
A  Special  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Indiana  assembled  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Indianapolis, 
at  10:30  A.  M.,  on  Tuesday,  6th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1883. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Francis  M.  S.  Taylor,  Dean 
of  the  Cathedral,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Walter  Scott,  Rector  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  New  Albany,  and  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City  ;  the  lessons  being  read  by  the  Rev. 
E.  J.  H.  Van  Deerlin,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Elkhart,  and 
the  Rev.  F.  Duncan  Jaudon,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Craw- 
fordsville. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Rev.  John  B. 
Wakefield,  D.D.,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  assisted 
by  Dean  Taylor,  and  the  Rev.  W'.  W.  Raymond,  Rector  of  St.  James' 
Church,  Goshen. 

In   accordance  with  section    i,  of  Constitution   VII.,  the  Rev. 
Edward  Bradley,  Secretary  of  Convention,  called  the  roll  of  the 
clergy  entitled  to  seats — the  said  roll  being  furnished  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  twenty-one  of  the  clergy  an- 
swered to  their  names. 

The  roll  of  Lay  Delegates  was  then  called,  of  whom  seventy 
answered  to  their  names,  rei)resenting  twenty-six  Parishes. 

The  Sncretary  then  announced  that  a  quorum  of  both  orders  was 
present. 
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On  motion  of  the  Hon.  George  C.  Diiy,  the  Rev.  John  B.  Wake- 
field, D.  D.,  was  unanimously  chosen  President  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  was 
appointed  to  examine  and  rei)ort  upon  the  certificates  of  I-ay  Dele- 
gates. The  President  aj)pointed  as  such  committee  the  Rev.  F.  B. 
Dunham,  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  Rev.  Walter  Scott.

KKrORT   OF   THK  .STANI>IN<i    COMMITTKK. 

To  the  Clerical  ami  Lay  Delej^^afes  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  in  Special  Con- 
vention Asseml'leJ : 

Dear  Brethren: — The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  beg  leave  to 
report  the  following  summary  of  their  official  acts  in  relation  to  this  Con- 
vention : 

The  death  of  our  late  lamented  Diocesan,  which  occurred  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three, 
devolved  upon  the  committee  the  duty  enjoined  by  Constitution  XVIII  of 
calling,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  vacancy  in  the  Bishopric,  a  Special  Con- 
vention for  the  election  of  another  Bishop,  giving  at  least  thirty  days  notice 
before  the  time  of  the  meeting  thereof. 

The  protractetl  illness  of  Bishop  Talbot,  with  the  conseiiucnt  loss  of  efficient 
Episcopal  supervision  of  the  Diocese  for  a  period  of  nearly  two  years, 
impressed  the  connnittee  with  the  duty  of  calling  a  S|>ecial  Convention  without 
unnecessary  delay  in  order  that  a  Bisht>p  might  be  elected  and  consecrated,  if 
possible,  before  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Therefore,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  lield  on  the  1 6th  of  January, 
convened  primarily  for  the  |)urpose  of  taking  proper  steps  for  the  obsequies  of 
the  deceased  Bishop,  it  was  deemed  advisable,  also,  to  officially  authorize  such 
call  within  the  time  limited,  which  was  done  i>y  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions  : 

"AVWtW,  That  a  Special  Convention  of  the  Diocese  be  called  to  assemble 
at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  Cliurch,  on  Wednesday,  March  14,  1883,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  Bishop  to  supi)lv  the  vacancv  occasioned  by  the  death  of 
the  Right  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  LL.D/'  ' 

**AVW7r</,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  be,  and  is  hereby,  instructed 
to  issue  to  every  clergj-man  and  every  vestry  in  the  Diocese  a  notice  of  such 
Special  Convention,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed  therefor, 
which  notice  shall  state  the  object  for  which  s.iid  Convention  is  Called  as  pro- 
vided in  Constitution  IV." 
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Subsequently,  on  the  19th  day  of  January,  the  committee  met,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  a  number  of  the  Clergy,  and  adopted  a  motion  to  re-consider  the 
resolution  of  the  Imst  meeting  fixing  the  time  of  holding  the  Si^cial  Convention, 
whereupon,  on  motion,  said  resolution  was  amended  so  as  to  read  **March  6" 
instead  of  "March  14."  The  resolution,  as  thus  amended,  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

On  the  23d  day  of  January  the  Secretary  of  the  committee  issued  the  follow- 
ing notice,  which  was  mailed  on  the  following  day,  to  every  Clergyman  known 
to  be  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  every  Vestrj', 
through  its  Clerk,  Secretary,  or  Wardens,  so  far  as  the  names  could  be  ascer- 
tained from  ofHcial  records : 

Indianapolis,  January  23,  1883. 

Whereas,  The  Bishopric  of  this  Diocese  has  become  vacant  by  reason  of 
the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  which  occurred  on 
the  15th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1883;   and. 

Whereas,  By  Constitution  XVIII  (the  said  vacancy  having  occurred 'more 
than  four  months  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  Annual  Convention)  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee,  within  /f/Z^-c-w  tiays  after  such  vacancy, 
to  call  a  Special  Convention  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop;  and. 

Whereas,  By  Constitution  IV,  notice  of  a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention 
is  required  to  be  sent  to  every  Clergyman,  and  every  Vestry  in  the  Diocese,  at 
least  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting : 

Now,  therefor^,  by  order  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Indi- 
ana, you  are  hereby  notified  that  a  S|)ei:iai  Convention  t)f  the  Diocese  will  be 
held  on  the  6th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1883,  at  St.  PauPs  Cathedral  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  at  10:30  A.  M.  (beginning  with  the  Morning  Service  and  Holy 
Communion)  for  the  sole  purpose  of  electing  a  Bishop,  ancl  providing  for  the 
expenses  of  his  Consecration  and  subsequent  support.

May  God  grant  that  no  worldly  methods  may  be  resorted  to  in 
holding  the  election,  thereby  involving  great  danger  of  our  making  a  fatal  mis- 
take, but  that,  instead  thereof,  after  nominations  are  made,  the  devout  prayer 
of  each  heart  may  be  that  used  when  the  first  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate  was 
lilled : 

**Thou,  rx>rd,  which  knowest  the  hearts  of  all  men,  show  of  these  the  one 
whom  thou  hast  chosen,  to  take  the  place  in  this  Ministry  and  Apostleship." — 
CRevised  Version.) 

And  when  we  have  given  forth  our  lots,  the  Lord  grant  that  our  choice  may 
also  be  His.

The  amendment  passed  by  ayes  54,  nays  23,  and  the  Convention 
took  recess. 


TUESDAY.  March  6,  1883—3  p.  m. 
The  President  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Faude  presented  a  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Credentials  of  I^y  Delegates,  which,  after  modification,  certified  to 
the  roll  drawn  uj)  and  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention, 
and  which  ai)pears  on  pages  3  and  4  of  this  Journal. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Faude.  amended  by  Hon.  John  H. 
Stotsenberg,  the  Convention  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  on  the  supi)ort  of  the  Episcopate  of  Indiana. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Jiradlev  was  called  to  the  chair. 

Subsecjuently  the  committee  arose  and.  through  its  Chairman, 
reported  the  following  rt* solutions : 

Resolved^  That  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  about  to  be  elected  is  hereby  fixed  at 
three  thousand  dollars  jier  annum,  with  a  residence  in  Indianapolis;  and

Indianapolis,  June  5,  1883. 
The  forty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  assembled  in  St.  Paul's  Cathe- 
dral, Indianapolis,  at  7:30  p.  m.,  on  Tuesday,  June  5,  1883. 

Evening  prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  John  B.  Wakefield,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  and  the  Rev.  VV.  VV.  Ray- 
mond, Rector  of  St.  James*  Church,  Goshen,  the  lessons  being  read 
by  the  Rev.  S.  C.  M.  Orpen,  Rector  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Lima. 

The  Convention  was  then  called  to  order  by  the  Rev.  Edward 
Bradley,  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  in  accordance  with  the 
provision  of  Constitution  VII,  Sec.  i. 

The  Secretary  then  called  the  roll  of  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in 
this  Convention  as  furnished  him  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  of  whom  twenty-six  answered  to  their  names. 

The  roll  of  I^y  Delegates  was  then  called,  fifteen  Parishes  were 
found  to  be  represented,  and  a  quorum  was  declared  in  both  Orders. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wakefield,  the  Convention  proceeded 
to  the  election  of  a  President. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Wakefield  nominated  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Dunham. 

Hon.  George  C.  Duy  nominated  the  Rev.  Edward  Bradley. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Morrall  nominated  the  Rev.  John  B.  Wakefield, 
D.  D. 

The  Secretary  appointed  Rev.  S.  C.  M.  Orpen,  and  the  Rev.  J. 
A.  Dooris  as  tellers. 

The  election  resulted  in  the  choice  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Bradley, 
who  took  the  chair  and  briefly  acknowledged  the  honor  conferred 
upon  him. 
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On  motion  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secre- 
tary. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Dooris  nominated  Rev.  W.  D.  Engle. 

Rev.  S.  C.  M.  Orpen  nominated  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Dunham. 

The  ballot  resulted  in  the  election  of  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Bradley  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bodine  was 
invited  to  address  the  Convention  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Exiu- 
cation  in  connection  with  Kenyon  College. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bodine  then  addressed  the  Convention  in  an  enter- 
taining and  instructive  manner. 
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Mr.  Joseph  A.  Moore,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  submitted  the 
following  report :

This,  however,  would  not  be  the  sum  upon  which  we  might  rely,  for  the 
following  reasons: 

First, — St.  John's,  Lafayette,  is  unwilling  to  pay  on  the  basis  of  its  bond  for 
82,500,  but  will  consent  to  an  assessment  of  $100  per  annum,  which  would 
reduce  the  income  $100. 

SeconiL — The  general  ex|»enses  amount  to  more  than  the  amount  which  is 
provided  by  the  25  per  cent,  of  the  interest  on  Parish  bonds  and  assessments, 
or  in  round  numbers,  $200;  total  reduction,  $300;  and  this  makes  no  allow- 
ance for  payments  which  may  not  be  made. 

This  must  be  met  in  some  manner,  and,  unless  the  excess  is  soon  provided, 
we  shall  be  still  deeper  in  debt  each  year,  as  this  account  now  shows  nearly  one 
year's  income  as  a  debit.  If  it  must  come  out  of  the  general  income  of  interest 
and  assessments  we  should  have  but  $2,478  17  with  which  to  support  the 
Episco|)ate 
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Grace  Church  property  will  yield,  in  alt  probability,  $1,000  per  annum,  out 
of  which  there  must  be  paid  $523  88  interest,  and  it  is  only  reasonable  to  esti- 
mate that  repairs,  etc.,  will  swell  this  sum  to  $700,  leaving  only  $500  surplus^ 
which  should  go  toward  a  reduction  of  the  principal. 

The  Episcopal  residence  on  Circle  street  is  rented  for  another  year,  at  #900, 
and  some  repairs  will  be  necessary.  I  estimate,  deducting  taxes,  repairs,  etc., 
the  net  suq^lus  from  these  two  properties  will  not  exceed  $800  during  the  next 
convention  year,  and  this  should  be  used  entirely  for  the  liquidation  of  the 
indebtedness  on  Grace  Church  property.  Something,  then,  must  be  done  to 
provide  for  the  deficiency  in  the  general  expense  account,  or,  to  make  up  the 
difference  between  $2,498  17  and  $3,000,  which  would  probably  be  the  salary 
of  our  Bishop  for  the  first  year,  as  the  income  from  one  or  the  other  properties 
would  entirely  cease,  were  the  office  filled,  and  this  would  leave  us  in  still 
greater  trouble.  I  recommend  that  a  determined  effort  be  made  to  collect  all 
that  is  due  to  this  date,  on  account  of  interest  and  assessments.  If  this  were 
done,  and  all  who  have  agreed  were  to  pay,  we  should  have  a  sufficient  sum, 
with  the  collections  from  the  same  sources  during  the  coming  year,  to  enable 
the  items  chargeable  to  this  account  to  be  met.  There  is  a  delinquency  at  this 
date  of  $2,742  20  due  from  the  following  sources:

Were  this  paid,  a  sufficient  sum  would  be  on  hand  to  cdver  the  salary.of  a 
Bishop  for  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  to  come,  and  then,  by  keeping  up  the  pay- 
ments due  by  the  parishes,  our  Bishop  need  never  go  begging  for  the  salary 
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due  him,  as  has  been  the  case  heretofore.  But  of  that  delinquency  I  do  not 
think  it  possible  to  collect  more  than  9i)6oo,  which  would  reduce  us  to  having 
about  one  year's  salary  provided  in  advance.  Something,  then,  must  be  done 
in  a  permanent  way  to  give  a  sufficient  income ;  and  this  brings  me  to  a  point 
which  I  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Convention,  viz. :  Whether  in  the 
present  and  prospective  condition  of  the  Diocese,  we  can  afford  to  furnish  our 
Bishop  with  a  residence  which  represents  a  value  of  $40,000  and  a  rental  of 
$900  per  annum.  Would  it  not  be  far  better  for  us  to  endeavor  to  convert  the 
Circle  street  property  and  the  North  Meridian  street  lots  into  cash,  and  use  the 
proceeds,  first  to  pay  the  mortgages  on  Grace  Church  property,  and  then  the 
income  from  this  fund  toward  the  support  of  the  Episcopate?  Could  this  be 
donei  my  judgment  is  that  we  should  realize  fully  ^2,000  per  annum  from  this 
source,  and  use  the  dwelling  on  the  Grace  Church  property  as  the  Episcopal 
residence ;  or,  if  it  were  not  satisfactory,  the  income  from  that  source  would 
cover  the  rental  of  a  house  which  was  more  desirable.  The  whole  question  is 
reduced  to  the  simple  one — whether  we  can  afford  to  hold  such  valuable  prop-' 
erty  for  the  purposes  named.  It  looks  like  a  great  loss  for  so  little  pleasure. 
If  all  will  pay  what  is  now  due,  and  such  sums  as  they  owe  for  the  coming  year, 
we  can  manage  to  live  more  comfortably  the  next  year  or  so.  But  this  does 
not  dispose  of  the  question  which  must  inentably  present  itself,  and  the  sooner 
we  look  the  matter  **  straight  in  the  face  "  the  better  it  will  be  for  all  concerned. 

The  endowment  funds  should  be  increased  in  another  way  besides  that  sug- 
gested by. the  sale  of  the  property,  and  I  would  submit  that  it  be  done  by  one 
or  both  of  the  following  methods : 

First. — By  obtaining  personal  bonds  to  the  amount  of  835,500,  bearing  6 
per  cent  interest,  in  such  sums  and  on  such  time  as  may  suit  the  wishes  of  those 
who  are  willing  to  contribute  towards  this  object.    I  believe  this  can  be  done. 

Second. — By  a  re-adjustment  of  the  Parish  bonds,  we  might  increase  our 
endowment  fund  and  realize  a  gross  income  of  $4,500.  Hut  this  would 
necessitate  bonds  for  larger  amounts,  in  some  instances,  though  the  rate  of 
interest  would  be  reduced  to  6  per  cent.  A  plan  of  this  nature  will  be  given  in 
detail  by  the  Committee  on  Assessments,  in  all  probability,  but  it  woiihi  involve 
great  labor,  and,  possibly,  not  accomplish  the  object. 

• 

This  fund  of  $35,500  would  increase  the  endowment  to  $75,000,  and  our 
income  would  then  be  about  $5,300  per  annum,  as  the  parish  and  some  indi- 
vidual bonds  are  bearing  8  per  cent.,  and  the  new  6  per  cent.;  or,  if  all  were 
on  a  6  per  cent,  basis,  $4,500  a  year.  When  the  real  estate  to  which  I  have 
referred  is  disposed  of,  we  should  then  have  an  accumulation  of  fully  $100,000, 
and  be  forever  in  a  position  to  pay  a  respectable  salary  to  our  Bishop,  and  meet 
all  other  expenses.  As  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Trustees,  about  $4,500  of 
the  |>ersonal  bond  of  Judge  Howe  was  used  to  remove  incumbrance  on  the 
Episcopal  residence  on  Circle  street,  pay  bonds  due  Bishop  Talbot,  and  other 
debts  of  the  Diocese.     While  it  was  good  policy  to  settle  the  debts  of   the 
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Diocese  in  this  manner,  and  did  not  affe(^  the  actual  financial  condition  of  the 
Diocese,  it  must  technically  be  looked  upon  only  as  a  loan  by  the  endowment 
fund  to  the  diocesan  obligations,  and  should  be  returned,  otherwise  the  endow- 
ment fund  is  reduced  ^^4,500.  Our  income  is  not  sufficient  to  admit  raising  this 
sum  from  that  (juartcr,  therefore,  if  a  movement  can  be  inaugurated  and  carried 
to  a  successful  termination  for  the  obtaining  of  personal  bonds  to  the  amount 
named,  $35,500,  we  shall  re-instate  the  endowment  fund  to  the  original  anoiount 
of  $  1 2,00a  of  personal  bonds,  and  accomplish  the  other  desirable  object,  of  an 
increase  in  our  income,  which  will  provide  for  all  expenditures;  or,  in  other 
words,  we  should  have ; 

In  personal  bonds $  43,000 

In  Parish  bonds 32,000 

And  when  the  real  estate  is  sold,  at  least  from  that  source 25,000 

Total $100,000 

as  the  basis  of  income. 

.  The  following,  offered  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  income  of  this  Diocese  is  insufHcieiit  for  its  present  needs; 
and. 

Whereas,  The  Diocese  is  indebted,  in  the  sum  of  $4,500,  to  the  Endow- 
ment Fund,  which  must,  unless  other  provision  is  made,  be  paid  out  of  the 
present  rate  of  income ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  parish  bonds  and  Assessments  are  represented  as  being 
une(]ually  distributed,  and  imposing  upon  some  a  heavier,  and  upon  others  a 
lighter  burden  than  they  seem  able  to  bear;  and. 

Whereas,  There  are  certain  properties  in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  which 
might  be  made  sources  of  revenue,  but  a  part  of  which  is  a  source  of  taxation ; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  Clergymen  and  six  Laymen  be  appointed 
to  consider  and  report  to  this  Convention  whether  any,  and  if  so  what,  measures 
could  be  set  in  operation  by  way  of  placing  the  Diocese  on  a  sound  financial 
basis. 

Resolved^  That  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  this  committee  be  made  the 
order  of  the  day  to-morrow  morning  immediately  after  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  committee  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude, 
Rev.  F.  S.  Dunham,  Rev.  Charles  Morris,  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Moore, 
Mr.  Fred.  Harper,  Mr.  W.  L.  Carnahan,  Elijah  Newland,  M.  D., 
Mr.  B.  F.  Tuttle.  and  Mr.  Reuben  Myrick. 

The  Convention  then,  on  motion,  adjourned  until  9  o'clock 
to-morrow  morning.

SECOND  DAY. 

Wednesday,  June  6,  1883. 

The  Convention  re- assembled  at  9  a.  m.  Morning  prayer  was 
said  by  the  Rev.  Abraham  Reeves,  M.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  Worthington ;  the  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle,  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Innocents,  Indianapolis,  and  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Birch  more, 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Muncie,  the  Litany  being  said  by  the  Rev. 
William  N.  Webbe,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Rev.  F.  M.  S. 
Taylor,  Dean  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Indianapolis,  assisted  by 
several  of  the  Clergy. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

The  roll  was  then  called,  and  several  members  not  present  yes- 
terday answered  to  their  names. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  submitted  the 
following*  report :

The  order  of  the  day  was  then  taken  up. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Morris  submitted  the  following  majority  report: 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  whether  any,  and  if  so,  what  measures 
could  be  adopted  to  place  the  Diocese  in  a  sound  financial  condition,  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  recommendations : 

First, — ^That  the  Trustees  be  directed  to  sell  the  four  lots  on  North  Meridian 
street  at  the  most  advantageous  price  and  terms  obtainable. 
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Second. — That  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  solicit  in  their  re- 
spective Parishes  for  personal  bonds  to  the  sum  of  $35)000  for  the  endowment 
of  the  Episcopate  and  of  the  Diocese.

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  submitted  a  minority  report,  as  follows: 

First, — That  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  remit  out  of  amounts  in  treasury  of 
Episcopal  Fund  and  General  Expense  Account,  to  the  Episcopal  Endowment 
Fund,  the  sum  of  $4,500,  taken  therefrom  for  the  payment  of  the  Bishop's  sal- 
ary and  other  exj^enses  of  the  Diocese. 

Second. — That  this  Convention  take  steps  to  increase  the  parish  bonds  to  an 
aggregate  of  $50,000,  and  the  personal  Bonds  to  at  least  $25,000,  all  new 
bonds  to  be  made  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest  per  annum. 

Third. — That,  if  practicable,  all  bonds  now  held  by  the  Trustees  be  re- 
adjusted upon  a  six  per  cent,  rate,  but  that  no  diminution  of  the  aggregate 
income  from  present  bonds  be  permitted. 

Fourth. — That  the  North  Meridian  street  lots  be  sold  by  an  agent  to  be 
elected  by  this  Convention,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the  increase  of 
the  Episcopal  Endowment  Fund,  and  made  inalienable  and  incohtrovertable 
forever.  John  J.  Faude. 

Hon.  J.  H.  Stotsenberg  moved  that  the  matter  be  re-committed, 
and  that  Hon.  (xcorge  C.  Duy  be  added  to  the  Committee,  and 
that  the  Committee  report  to-morrow  morning,  which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Isaac  H.  Kiersted  then  read  the  report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, follows: 

KKPOKT  OF  THK  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

Dear  Brethren: 

The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  which  our  lamented  Bishop  con- 
ferred upon  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  3rd  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1 881, 
was  virtually  revoked  by  him  when  he  appeared  in  person  at  the  last  Annual 
Convention  and  took  his  seat  as  its  presiding  officer.  His  presence  filled  all 
hearts  with  an  inspiration  of  gladness  and  hope,  notwithstanding  the  conviction 
that  the  mental  and  physical  vigor  of  former  days  was  absent.  Perhaps  the 
most  hopeful  of  all  was  the  dear  Bishop  himself.  He  clung  to  life  and  to  his 
lifers  work  with  a  strong  and  tenacious  wilt  power,  in  strange  contrast  vn\h  his 
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bodily  weakness.  In  the  last  words  of  his  short  address  to  the  Convention,  he 
expressed  himself  as  **  hopeful  that,  after  the  summer  vacation,  he  would  be 
able  to  return  more  fully  to  his  work.*'  That  hope,  in  the  providence  of  God,  was 
not  to  be  realized. 

Immediately  after  Convention  the  Bishop  went  to  Delafield,  Wisconsin,  for 
rest  and  recreation.  There  in  that  region  of  lovely  lakes,  with  its  bracing  air, 
its  healing  waters,  its  pleasant  drives,  its  boating  and  fishing,  and  the  compan- 
ionship of  old  and  dear  friends,  he  seemed  to  improve  in  health.  But  on  the 
24th  of  July  he  was  summoned  by  telegraph  to  the  bedside  of  his  sick  and 
dying  wife,  whose  poor,  frail  body,  after  years  of  patient  struggling,  gave  up  its 
life  on  the  7th  day  of  August.  The  death  of  Mrs.  Talbot  was  a  sad  and  heavy 
blow  to  the  Bishop.  In  his  diary  he  thus  speaks  of  her:  **  My  beloved  wife 
of  forty-four  years  (22  February,  1838),  entered  into  eternal  life  this  day  at 
noon.  So  he  giveth  His  beloved  sleep.  God^s  name  be  praised  for  His  good- 
ness to  her  even  unto  death.*' 

On  the  1 8th  of  August  the  Bishop  started  on  a  visit  to  Alexandria,  Virginia, 
the  place  of  his  birth  and  his  boyhood.  There  he  spent  a  few  days  delight- 
fully among  old  frienc^  and  amidst  old  associations.  From  thence  he  went  to 
New  York  City,  from  which  point  he  made  a  number  of  pleasant  excursions 
vvithin  and  without  the  State  visiting  among  his  relatives  and  friends,  and  avail- 
ing himself  frequently  of  the  exhilerating  surf  bathing  at  Monmouth  Beach. 
The  relief  afforded  by  this  healthful  recreation  was  suddenly  broken  by  a  severe 
attack  of  vertigo  on  the  9th  day  of  September,  which  kept  him  indoors  for  nearly 
a  week.  On  the  23rd  of  the  month  he  went  to  Greenwich,  New  York,  to  visit 
a  friend.  This  visit  was  marred  by  a  distortion  of  the  facial  muscles,  seriously 
affecting  his  vision,  and,  being  greatly  discouraged  he  returned  to  Indianapolis 
on  the  29th  of  September. 

A  few  extracts  from  the  Bishop's  diary  after  his  return,  may  be  of  interest  to 
the  Convention,  affording,  as  they  do,  glimpses  of  some  of  his  last  days  on  earth. 

September  JO. — Dull  and  rainy  morning.  Still  very  unwell;  unable  to  read 
or  write  letters  on  account  of  disordered  vision. 

October  /. — Beautiful,  bright  morning. 

October  3, — Mild  and  pleasant.  Drove  down  town  a.  m.,  antl  out  with  Lina 
the  afternoon;  somewhat  better  to-day.

— At  home  sick;  attack  of  extreme  numbness,  which  caused  alarm 
and  brought  the  doctor. 

October  6, — Confined  to  the  house ;  doctor  wishes  me  to  stay  in,  though  I  am 
much  better  to-day  than  yesterday. 

October  7. — Brought  pictures,  etc.,  from  Episcopal  residence  for  my  rooms  at 
Richard's;  rode  out  with  sister. 

October  8, — Attended  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  and  sat  in  a  pew;  i*.  m.  drove 
with  Lou.  to  cemetery. 
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October  g, — Drove  down  town ;  hardly  any  sleep  last  night  and  feeling  badly 
in  consequence. 

October  lo. — Better  this  A.  M.;  slept  well  to  5  o'clock;  dined  with  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Jaudon  at  Rev.  E.  A   Bradley's. 

October  if. — At  Richard's,  sick. 

October  12. — Still  too  ill  to  go  out. 

October  /j. — Too  ill  to  go  to  Crawfordsville. 

October  14, — Still  confined  to  the  house  by  illness. 

October  ij. — Too  ill  to  go  to  church;   Lou.  spent  the  day  with  me. 

October  22, — Not  at  church, 

November  J . — Not  at  church.     Delightful  day. 

December  2g, — Received  of  Joseph  A,  Moore,  Treasurer,  check  for  $300  for 
salary  last  year — salary  1883,  part. 

Entries  in  the  diary  ceased  from  the  last  date.  The  money  received  from  the 
Treasurer  was  to  enable  the  Bishop  to  go  to  the  Kenosha  Water-Curc.  He  was 
very  restless,  and  thought  the  change  might  do  him  good.  He  made  all  arrange- 
ments for  the  trip,  but  the  night  before  he  was  to  leave  a  snow-storm  providen- 
tially set  in.  When  the  Bishop  saw  the  white  flakes  beating  upon  the  window 
panes,  he  said:  **That  settles  it.  I  will  not  go;"  and  it  was  well  he  did  not. 
He  had  but  two  more  weeks  to  live.  During  that  time  he  suffered  much  pain 
from  a  bruised  limb,  caused  by  a  fall  in  December,  which  probably  hastened 
his  death. 

During  the  last  three  or  four  months  of  the  Bishop's  life  it  was  sad  to  witness 
the  gradual  breaking  up  of  his  brain.  His  frequent  spells  of  vertigo  were 
caused  by  the  bursting  of  some  of  the  brain  cells,  from  the  effects  of  which  6rst 
came  a  loss  of  memory  of  the  names  of  persons  and  things,  even  of  his  most 
intimate  friends  and  of  familiar  objects  about  him.  Then  inability  to  read  a  letter. 
Words  appeared  as  if  spelled  backward.  At  the  same  time,  strange  to  say,  he 
could  write  a  letter  with  his  accustomed  felicity  of  expression  and  fine  penman- 
ship. By  and  by  writing  became  a  slow  and  irksome  task,  and  finally  had  to  be 
given  up.  Ability  to  read  print  ceased  with  his  inability  to  read  writing.  Thus 
in  the  last  lonely  days  of  the  poor  Bishop  all  mental  resources  seemed  to  have  been 
cut  off  from  him.  Even  memory  refused  its  hidden  treasures.  He  said  to  the 
writer  of  this  report,  with  a  sorrowful  look:  **  I  can't  read  even  my  Bible;"  but 
quickly  added  as  a  consoling  thought:  "All  I  know  is  that  God  is  good."  In 
conversation  the  Bishop  was  often  confused  and  incoherent,  but  when  the  blood 
mounted  to  his  brain  from  any  exciting  cause,  he  could  talk  as  fluently  and  log- 
ically, almost,  as  in  his  palmy  days.  It  was  sad,  indeed,  to  witness,  day  by 
day,  the  gradual  breaking  up  of  the  strong  brain  and  the  steady  decline  of  the 
vital  forces  of  the  once  vigorous  man.  How  true  it  is  that  all  that  is  mortal  of 
us  must  be  at  last  sown  in  dishonor,  but  thanks  be  to  God  for  the  assurance 
that  it  will  finally  be  raised  in  glory.  God  took  the  good  Bishop  to  Paradise  at 
six  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  January  15th,  1883.

On  the  30th  of  October  the  Bishop  called  the  Standing  Committee  together  at 
his  residence.  He  stated  very  fully  and  freely  his  views  regarding  the  condi- 
tion of  his  health,  it  being  such  that  he  felt  it  incumbent  upon  him  to  resign  the 
work  of  the  Diocese,  believing  he  will  never  again  be  able  to  assume  it.  He 
had  waited  and  hoped  for  improvement,  but  the  result  had  been  merely  disa)>- 
pointment  and  discouragement,  until  he  had  but  one  opinion  as  to  the  future, 
which  was,  that  he  owed  it  as  a  solemn  duty  to  the  Diocese  and  himself  to 
resign.  This  conclusion  ha<l  been  reached  after  mature  deliberation,  and  it 
w.is  with  the  greatest  reluctance  that  he  had  deci(le«l  that  this  was  the  only 
course  left  open  to  him.  The  Dit)cese  needed  active  work  and  he  needed  relief 
from  responsibility  and  care,  an<l  he  would  therefore  tender  his  resignation  to 
the  House  of  Bishops. 

He  requested  a  candid  expression  of  the  views  of  the  members  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  and  that  these  views  might  be  clearly  stated  in  his  presence, 
believing  that  each  member  would  do  this  with  the  most  sincere  friendship  for 
him,  an<l  with  a  view  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Diocese. 

This  was  done,  and  after  due  deliberation  the  following  preamble  an<l  reso- 
lutions were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas,  In  the  orderings  of  Divine  IVovidence  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese- 
finds  himself  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  his  Episcopal  functions,  and 
after  many  months  of  hope  deferred  and  fullest  effort  for  recovery,  he  has  for- 
mally made  known  the  painful  fact  to  us,  his  *' Council  of  .\dvice,"  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Diocese ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  IMshop  has  suggested  to  us  that  the  only  course  open  for  his 
relief  and  that  of  the  Diocese,  is,  in  his  opinion,  his  resignation  to  the  House 
of  Bishops;  therefore,  be  it 

Rt'solved^  That  we  accept  the  fact  with  the  greatest  pain  and  in  <lecp  sympa- 
thy with  his  affliction,  we  reluctantly  consent  that  our  Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  Go<l 
shall  forward  his  proposed  resignation  to  the  Presiding  Bishop. 

Kesolved^  That  for  the  present  and  entire  relief  of  our  beloved  Diocesan  we 
re«|uest  him  to  put  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  again  and  at  once  into  our  hands. 
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Immediately  after  the  adoption  of  the  above  resolution  the  Bishop  verbally 
placed  the  Diocese  in  the  hands  of  the  Standing  Committee . 

On  the  20th  day  of  November  the  Bishop  again  called  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee together.  He  said  that  he  desired  in  a  formal  manner  to  reduce  to  writing 
under  his  signature,  the  verbal  authority  given  to  the  Standing  Committee  at  the 
last  meeting.  He  stated  that  he  hatl  finally  concluded  not  to  resign  the  Diocese. 
The  following  letter  of  authority  was  then  prepared  by  his  dictation,  to  which, 
with  some  difficulty,  he  attached  his  signature.     It  was  his  last  official  act.

Upon  my  retuni  from  the  East  I  fully  expected  to  be  able  to  perform  the 
duties  of  my  office ;  but,  contrary  to  expectations,  my  health  has  become  so 
much  more  infirm  an<i  unsettled  that  I  am  wholly  unable  to  do  so.  I  therefore 
feel  myself  compelled  to  place  the  Diocese  in  your  hands,  for  the  present,  in 
accordance  with  the  Canons  of  the  Church.

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Inasmuch  as  we  are  without  the  customary  **  Annual  Address,^  it  may  not  he 
amiss  for  us  to  notice  in  our  report  the  great  loss  which  the  Diocese  has  siBered 
since  our  last  meeting,  in  the  death  of  the  Hon.  John  B.  Howe,  of  Lima,  who 
entered  into  rest  January  22,  1883.  Mr.  Howe  was  bom  in  Boston,  March  3, 
1813.  As  a  student  he  early  showed  great  intellectual  capacity.  At  the  age  of 
sixteen  he  entered  the  Sophomore  Class  of  Trinity  College,  and  graduated  at 
the  early  age  of  nineteen,  standing  high  in  his  class.  In  1834,  two  years  later, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  practiced  for  some  years  with  unusual  success. 
In  1854  he  engaged  in  banking,  and  continued  in  that  business  until  his  death. 
Much  of  his  time  during  the  later  years  ot  his  life  were  devoted  to  scientific  and 
literary  pursuits,  and  several  published  works  attest  his  scholarly  ability  and 
remarkable  force.  In  political  and  social  life  he  exercised  a  wide-spread  influ- 
ence, and  always  for  good.  His  religious  convictions  were  strong,  his  life  pure 
and^simple.  His  devotion  to  the  Church  was  unwavering,  his  charity  large.  As 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention, 
his  advice  was  sought  for  and  his  opinions  commanded  the  respect  of  all.  We 
shall  miss  his  kindly  smile,  the  warm  clasp  of  his  hand,  and  the  words  of  wis- 
dom which  fell  from  his  lips ;  and  we  pay  this  passing  tribute  of  love  to  his 
memory,  giving  God  hearty  thanks  for  the  good  example  of  this.  His  servant, 
who,  having  finished  his  course  in  faith,  does  now  rest  from  his  labors. 

The  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  on  Application  of  the  Bishop  appropriated 
one  thousand  dollars  to  the  Diocese  for  the  year  ending  September  I,  1 883. 
Missionaries  are  appointed  by  the  Board  in  New  York  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  and  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  home  office 
prior  to  receiving  their  stipends.  There  are  two  classes  of  missionaries — those 
doing  extra  work  outside  of  their  parishes,  and  those  occupying  feeble  parishes 
which  in  themselves  are  missionary  stations,  and  need  outside  help  to  sustain 
them.

The  amounts  in  detail  will  be  found  in  the  Treasurer's 
statement  below,  which,  taken  in  connection  with  the  magnificent  bequests  made 
by  the  late  Hon.  John  B.  Howe,  will  clearly  show  that  the  Diocese,  if  not  rich 
in  actual  income  at  present,  is  rich  in  expectations.

MR.    HOWE'S   BE<^UEST. 

To  the  schedule  of  property  belonging  to  the  Trust,  we  must  add  the  magnifi- 
cent legacy  by  the  late  Hon.  John  B.  Howe,  so  long  an  honored  member  of 
our  Boanl.  That  the  Convention  may  fully  understand  this  bequest  we  quote  the 
language  of  the  testator,  as  follows:  "I  also  revoke  and  set  aside  the  devise 
to  my  said  wife  of  all  my  real  estate,  so  far  as  represents  blocks  21,  22,  27, 
and  28,  in  the  village  of  Lima,  LaGrange  County,  In<liana,  and  the  dwelling 
house  thereon,  in  which  I  now  reside  and  improvements,  and  hereby  give,  de- 
vise and  bequeath  the  said  blocks,  dwelling  house  and  improvements,  to  her, 
my  said  wife,  for  the  term  of  her  natural  life ;  remainder  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  in  fee.  This  property 
may  perhaps  be  advantageously  used  as  a  residence  during  part  of  the  season 
at  least,  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  I  advise  that  it  be  used  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  that  if  sold,  it  be  sold  if  possible  for  the  use  of  a  Church-school,  (»r 
for  some  purpose  which  will  benefit  the  Church." 

This  property,  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  homes  in  the  State,  is  estimated  to 
be  worth  some  $25,000. 

In  addition  to  this  be<iuest  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Howe  left  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  his  successors  in  office,  the  sum  of  810,000,  to  be 
invested  until  by  means  of  interest  or  other  donations,  or  both,  the  fund 
amounts  to  $50,000,  then  to  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the  Convention, 
to  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  training  school  for  educating  young 
men  for  the  ministry  of  our  Church. 

With  this  fund  of  course  the  Trustees  have  nothing  to  do,  but  we  have  thought 
proper  to  mention  it  as  a  matter  of  great  interest  to  the  Church,  and  we  beg  to 
express  the  hope  that  others  who  are  blessed  with  this  world's  goods,  will  be 
incited  by  the  noble  example  of  our  late  associate,  to  provi<le  for  the  speedy 
accumulation  of  a  fund  sufficient  to  secure  the  desired  result. 

The  vacahcy  in  the  Board  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Howe  was  filled  on  the  1st 
day  of  May,  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Isaac  L.  Beach,  of  Lafayette.

the  Bish  op-elect,  declining  the  office : 

PiiiLADKLFHiA,  March  29,  1883. 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brother: — If  I  have  made  a  seemingly  unusual  delay 
in  sending  you  this  formal  notice  of  my  final  decision  in  regard  to  the  recent 
election  to  the  Episcopal  office,  ten<lered  me  by  the  late  (convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Indiana,  I  am  sure  you  will  considerately  allow  the  more  than  grave 
importance  of  the  matter — both  to  me  and  my  work  here,  antl  also  the  Church 
in  that  Diocese — to  serve  as  my  apology.  I  would  not  dare  to  enter  upon  the 
consideration  of  so  weighty  a  matter  without  amj)le  time,  and  the  most  complete 
and  searching  deliberation.  I  have  this  week  at  last  reached  the  definite  con- 
clusion that  it  is  not  my  duty  and  is  not  my  privilege  to  accept  this  position  so 
generously  tendered  me,  and  I  hereby  do  formally  signify  this  detennination  to 
the  Convention  through  its  Secretary.  The  two  and  only  considerations  which 
urge  me  to  this  conclusion  are  (i)  a  strong  conviction  that  I  am  not  fitted,  men- 
tally or  physically,  for  so  large  a  responsibility  as  is  that  of  a  Bishop  in  the 
Church;  and  (2)  I  can  not  see  that  the  peculiar  and  pressing  duty  of  St.  Mark's 
Parish  is,  at  this  special  juncture,  one  which  /  can  lay  down.     I  have  weighed 
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this  (luestion,  in  its  every  shade  and  asf)ect,  now  for  three  weeks,  and  my  sol- 
emn and  tirni  conviction  is  stated  above.  I  think,  in  looking  at  it,  I  have 
attached  weight  to  no  other  considerations  than  these.  I  need  hardly  add  how 
deep  is  my  gratitude  to  the  Churchmen  of  Indiana  for  the  honor  they  have  asked 
me  to  assume.  Nor  need  1  say  how  keenly  I  realize  the  disappointment  and 
trouble  this  action  ot  mine  is  likely  to  bring  upon  them.  1  can  only  say  that  1 
have  waite«l  from  the  sole  desire  of  not  being  too  rash  an*!  hasty  in  my  judg- 
ment. That  careful  judgment  is  here  written.  If  I  have  erred,  lean  only  pray — 
may  Cio<l  have  mercy  on  me  in  that  Day  I

The  Rev.  Willis  I).  Engle  seconded  the  nomination  of  Rev.  E.  A. 
Bradley. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  nominated  the  Rev.  Prof.  Theodore  M. 
Riley,  of  Nashotah  Theological  Seminary,  Wisconsin. 

On  motion,  the  nominations  were  then  closed. 

Hon.  J.  H.  Stotsenberg  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Kesohed^  That  the  Clergy  and  Laity  do  now  separate  to  vote  for  Bishop,  and 
that  all  communications  from  one  Order  to  the  other  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
read  openly  by  the  Secretary,  or  some  other  authorized  person,  to  the  Order  to 
which  the  communication  is  sent. 

Mr.  William  F.  Niblack  moved  that  the  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle  and 
the  Rev.  Francis  M.  Munson,  not  having  had  canonical  residence 
as  required,  be  declared  not  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Convention, 
which  was  adopted. 

The  Orders  then  separated,  and,  after  balloting,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Knickerbacker  having  been  concurrently  elected,  the  Orders  re- 
assembled, and  the  Rev.  David  Buell  Knickerbacker,  D.  D.,  Rector 
of  Gethsemane  Church,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  was  declared  Bishop- 
elect  of  the  Diocese.

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock  this  evening.

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond  it  was 

Kcsoh'edy  That  a  committee  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen  be  appointed 
to  inform  the  Rev.  Dr.  Knickerbacker  of  his  election,  and  to  ascertain  the  mind 
of  the  Bishop-elect  concerning  his  acceptance  of  the  ofhce. 

The  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond,  Rev.  ?2.  A.  Bradley,  Rev.  Charles 
Morris,  Hon.  John  H.  Stotsenberg  and  Hon.  T.  A.  Hendricks,  were 
appointed  such  committee.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  prepare  a  memorial  to  be 
presented  to  the  next  General  Convention,  praying  that  boc^y  to  take  such  action 
as  will  restore  to  the  Church  the  office  of  Evangelists,  report  that  they  have 
performed  the  duty  assigned  to  them,  and  they  present  the  following  memorial i 
which  they  submit  to  the  Convention  for  its  approval,  with  the  annexed  resolu- 
tion to  be  adopted  in  case  of  such  approval. 

MKMORIAL — THE    WORK    OF    EVANGELISTS. 

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  pray  the  General  Convention 
to  revive  the  work  of  Evangelists,  and  to  authorize  their  employment  for  the 
Church  in  America.  This  petition  rests  upon  most  certain  warrants  of  Holy 
Scripture,  and  the  testimony  of  the  Primitive  Church.  From  the  beginning 
the  work  of  Evangelists  has  been  an  efficient  instrumentality  of  the  Churches 
progress.  This  work  has  been  an  im|X)rtant  aggressive  force  in  her  missionary 
enterprises. 

Christ's  thought  is  that  His  Apostles  and  every  succeeding  Bishop  should  **do 
the  work  of  an  Evangelist."  The  tirst  Eucharist  in  America  was  celebrated 
A.  D.  1607.  Bishop  Seabury  was  consecrated  in  1787.  Almost  no  aggressive 
work  was  done  even  after  that  till  1835.  Since  then  our  Bishops,  and  especially 
our  Missionary  Bishops,  in  proportion  as  they  have  done  this  work,  have  coun- 
teracted the  blighting  effect  of  England's  almost  fatal  delay  in  giving  us  the 
Episcopate,  yet  their  time  has  been  largely  taken  up  in  visitations  to  the  handfuls 
of  Church  people  scattered  over  their  vast  territories.  They  can  not  stay  in  new 
places  and  capture  them  for  the  Church  like  St.  Paul.  There  has  been,  and 
there  is  now,  a  special  nee<l  of  this  special  work  in  this  new  country.  It  may 
be  done  by  either  Order  of  the  ministry.  Our  Bishops  and  our  Priests  have 
their  hearts  and  hands  already  too  full  to  do  this  work.  Practically  we  have  no 
Deacons.  Certainly  wc  have  none  like  **  Philip,  the  Evangelist."  We  have 
l>een  trying  to  do  the  work  of  the  Church  in  .\merica  without  all  the  Apostolic 
workmen  onlered  by  Christ;  for  '*  lie  gave  some  Evangelists  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ."  We  have  not  won  this  field 
because  we  have  not  used  all  the  arms  the  Cireat  Captain  ordered  for  His  amiy. 
A  few  zealous  men  have  undertaken  this  work  ;  but  the  Church  has  never  recog- 
nizeil  the  work,  nor  authorized  the  men.  Personalities  and  individualisms  have 
marred  the  work,  and  Bishops  and  Rectors  have  discouraged  it  as  ephemeral 
and  sectarian.  It  has  been,  notwithstanding,  an  earnest  effort  to  stimulate. 
The  Church,  too,  needed  aggressive  work  and  restoration  of  a  neglected  prim- 
itive and  apostolic  agency.  As  early  as  1856  the  facts  upon  which  this  memo- 
rial rests  were  admitted  by  the  Bishops  of  this  Church.  They  then  declared: 
**  Evangelists  arc  almost  indispensal)le  to  the  complete  (apostolic)  organization 
of  the  Church,  and  uncjuestionably  necessary  to  its  extension."  In  1859  a  res- 
olution was  introduced  on  the  subject  of  lay  work,  pressing  forward  the  same 
thoughts.  The  report  upon  this  resolution  was  made  in  1862.  In  1865  the 
House  of  Bishops  refused  to  concur  in  a  memorial  then  presented  on  the  Evan- 
gelist system,  for  the  reason  that  they  did  not  **  consider  it  expedient  to  entertain 
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the  subject "  at  that  time.  The  memorial  presented  by  Dr.  Randall  (afterwanls 
Bishop)  was  referred  to  a  joint  committee  to  report  at  the  next  Convention. 

In  1868  the  Bishops  reported.  They  expressed  earnest  sympathy  with  efforts 
to  seek  and  to  save,  and  re-afhrmed  their  language  of  1856.  They  added  that 
such  efforts  required  **no  express  sanction,"  an<l  that  they  **  were  not  ready  to 
recommend  any  specific  measures."  The  memorial  was  signed  by  some  of  the 
foremost  men  in  the  Church,  and  the  Bishops  commended  the  memorial. 

In  1 87 1  the  House  of  Clerical  anil  Lay  Deputies  reported  upon  the  memorial 
from  Iowa  praying  for  definite  action.  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  having  charge  of  the  matter,  said  that  the  memorial  expressed  the  want 
and  feeling  of  a  large  part  of  the  Church.  Evangelists,  itinerants,  pioneers — 
some  men  to  reach  the  masses — must  be  found.  The  committee  urged  the 
Bishops  to  send  out  such  men.  The  Board  of  Missions  was  asked  to  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  employing  Evangelists.  A  report  in  the  House  of  Bishops 
expressed  their  approval  of  these  recommendations.  They  were  convinced  that 
such  men  ought  to  be  trained  and  employed.  They  suggested  that  the  Board  of 
Missions  should  employ  a  special  agent  to  test  the  work.  The  report  was  laid 
on  the  table  to  come  up  in  1874.  In  that  Convention  the  subject  was  not  men- 
tioned by  either  House.  Individualism  again  prevailed,  and  the  **  Evangelization 
Society"  was  organized.  Not  having  the  indorsement  of  the  Church,  this 
society  only  lived  through  its  first  anniversary.  In  1877,  when  the  Convention 
assembled  in  Boston,  a  resolution  was  introduced,  instructing  the  Board  of 
Missions  to  employ  Evangelists.  The  subject  ha»l  then  been  before  the  Church 
for  twenty-one  years.  Both  Houses  of  the  Cieneral  Convention  had  reported 
favorably.  Church  Congresses  in  England  and  America  had  discussed  the  su])ject 
with  enthusiasm.  Books,  pamphlets,  and  Church  newspapers  had  spread  the 
facts  before  all  men.  The  Mother  Church,  with  all  her  conservatism,  had  led 
in  the  practical  working  out  of  the  question.  The  great  London  Missions  were 
held,  and  three  strong  societies  were  organized  for  the  training  and  employment 
of  Evangelists.  The  resolution  offered  in  Boston  was  referred  to  a  standing 
committee  of  the  lower  House,  and  never  heard  of  agam.  The  Convention  of 
1880  passed  without  action  upon  the  matter.  Now,  in  1883,  the  Church  in 
Indiana  prays  the  Church,  through  the  General  Convention,  to  revive  the  work 
of  Evangelists,  and  authorize  their  employment.    We  beg  leave  to  submit  that — 

First, — The  Board  of  Managers  of  our  missionary  work  be  instructe<i  to 
employ  at  once  one  or  two  well-<iualitied  men  to  do  the  work  of  Evangelists,  these 
men  to  hold  parochial  missions,  where  they  may  be  desire<l,  or  series  of  aggres- 
sive services  in  new  places,  under  the  directions  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 
They  should  be  amply  supplied  with  prayer-books  and  the  best  Church  tracts. 
They  should  be  paid  well,  from  the  general  funds,  and  the  offerings  received  at 
their  services  sent  to  the  general  treasury. 

Second, — The  Trustees  of  the  (jcneral  Seminary  l)e  instructed  to  provi<lc  a 
course  of  special  instruction,  and  particularly  in  the  art  of  elocution,  to  be  given 
at  the  Seminary,  to  those  students  or  clergymen,  who,  by  the  advice  and  recom- 
mendation of  the  Bishops,  purpose  doing  the  work  of  Evangelists.

We  pray  the  time  may  soon  come  when  our  Bishops  shall  have  their  Deacons 
and  their  Evangelists  in  every  Diocese.  This  will  help  to  solve  the  question  of 
how  we  shall  reach  the  masses — by  employing  the  divinely-appointed  agency, 
and  going  out  to  them.  So  shall  the  Church  be  true  to  her  apostolic  organiza- 
tion, and  go  forth  mightily  to  win  this  land  and  nation  for  Christ  and  His 

Church.

of  trained  Evangelists,  Deacons,  Priests  and  Bishops  of  their  own  race.

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Thursday.  June  7. 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  two  o'clock,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  the  roll  of  Parishes  was 
called  as  required  by  the  third  section  of  the  resolution  found  on 
|)age  46  of  the  Journal  of  last  year,  and  several  of  the  clergy  gave 
reports  as  provided  for  therein. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Bradley  submitted  the  following: 

KKPOKT  OF  THK  DEAN  OF  THK  SOl'THKUN    OKANKIIV. 

To  Ihf  Convention  of  the  Diocese  : 

During  the  past  conventional  year  but  one  Convocation  has  been  held  in  this 
Deanery.  This  meeting  was  at  V'incennes  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  the  9th 
and  loth  of  January  last.  Of  the  clergy  there  were  present  the  Rev.  Wni.  Mor- 
rall,  Rector  of  the  Parish,  Rev.  Abraham  Reeves,  M.  I).,  Rev.  C.  Morris,  Rev. 
Jno.  A.  Dooris  and  the  Dean.  Four  services  were  held  ;  Holy  Communion  was 
administered,  and  one  sermon  preached.  Earnest  addresses  were  made  on 
**Sunday  Schools,"  and  on  "Diocesan  Missions,'*  by  Dr.  Brouillette,  of 
Worthington,  and  the  clergy.  The  great  severity  of  the  weather  ])revented  as 
large  an  attendance  as  would  have  gladly  been  present. 

The  Parishes  and  Missions  now  vacant  in  this  Deanery  are  the  following: 

1.  St.  Paul's  Mission,  Columbus. 

2.  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburg. 

3.  St.  Stephens'  Church,  New  Harmony. 

4.  Trinity  Church,  Ingletield. 

5.  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cannelton. 

In  addition  to  these,  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonville,  is  tem])orarily  vacant, 
as  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cary  has  resigned  the  charge,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bicknell,  Rec- 
tor-elect, has  not  yet  assumed  his  duties. 
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St.  Mark's  Mission,  Aurora,  which  had  been  faithfully  ser\'ecl  by  Francis  M. 
Munson  as  a  Lay  Reader,  now  enjoys  his  ministrations  as  Deacon  in  charge  of 
the  Mission.  So  soon  as  this  little  flock  of  earnest  people  shall  have  accomp- 
lished the  final  payments  on  the  cost  of  their  Church  building,  the  Mission  will 
be  in  an  excellent  condition  for  its  work,  and  will  be  able  to  furnish  a  fair  sti- 
pend to  its  minister. 

On  Wednesday,  December  13,  last,  the  Dean  accompanied  Bishop  Seymour 
in  his  visitation  of  this  Mission.  The  Dean  said  evening  prayer  and  the  Bish6p 
preached.     The  congregation  was  large  an<l  seemed  deeply  interested. 

St.  PaulN  Mission,  Columbus,  has  been  given  full  services  on  the  second 
Sunday  of  each  month,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reeves  and  Rev.  Mr.  Gary,  with  the 
additional  assistance  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Jenckes,  jr.,  who  has  accepted  work 
in  this  Deanery  in  the  interim  of  other  engagements.  In  December,  Rev.  Dr. 
Reeves  extended  his  visit  from  Sunday,  through  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday ;  made  many  visits  among  the  people,  and  preached  every  night 
until  Thursday,  when  Bishop  Seymour  visited  the  Mission  and  preached. 

The  Dean  held  services  at  this  Mission  in  July  last,  and  is  ready  to  say  that 
the  one  thing  needful  here  is  a  minister  to  hold  frequent  services  and  to  do  all 
pastoral  work  among  the  people.  The  Church  is  new  and  handsome,  completely 
furnished  and  not  encumbered  with  one  dollar  of  debt. 

Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburg,  has  the  services  of  Dr.  Sanmel  Herbert  Col- 
lins as  Lay  Reader  and  Superintendent  of  Sunday  School. 

The  Dean  visited  this  Parish  on  Monday,  December  ii,  and  held  ser\'ices  on 
that  evening  and  the  following  day  in  view  of  the  coming  confirmation,  and 
baptized  an  adult.  On  Tuesday,  December  12,  Bishop  Seymour  made  a  visita- 
tion of  the  Parish,  antl  preached.  The  Dean  said  evening  prayer  and  pre- 
sented three  candidates  for  confirmation. 

This  Parish  suffered  greatly  from  the  recent  floods  in  the  Ohio  river.  The 
church  building  was  much  damaged — the  organ  was  ruined,  as  well  as  other 
articles  of  furniture,  and  a  complete  halt  took  place  until  the  kindness  of 
friends  near  by  and  far  away  furnished  money  for  restoration  of  the  building 
and  properties.  Two  ladies  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  sent  a  new  organ  for 
the  church,  and  |)aid  the  freight  in  advance. 

The  Warden  of  the  Parish,  and  the  Dean,  have  both  sent  an  expression  of 
their  gratitude  tt)  the  kind  friends  whi»  have  so  bountifully  assisted  this  suffering 
Church. 

St.  StephciiVs  Church,  New  Harmony,  has  stood  vacant  for  a  term  of  years, 
but  has  now  for  some  two  years  had  occasional  services  kindly  rendered  by  the 
Rev.  William  Mt>rrall,  Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Vincennes. 
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Trinity  Church,  Inglefield,  Vanderburg  county,  has  been  long  vacant,  but 
has,  for  the  past  year,  been  favored  with  services  at  stated  periods  every  other 
Sunday,  by  the  Rev.  John  A.  Dooris,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Inno- 
cents, at  Evansville,  who  reports  several  baptisms,  and  also  a  class  for  con- 
firmation which  would  be  largely  increased  if  a  settled  pastor  were  provided. 

St.  Luke's  Church,  Cannelton,  has  become  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the 
Rev.  Richard  Totten,  and  affords  an  excellent  field  for  the  ministrations  of  a 
clergyman  whose  needs  of  money  are  not  very  large.  There  is  a  nice  Church 
building  in  perfect  order,  and  a  glebe  property  producing  an  annual  income 
of  #120. 

A  considerable  number  of  important  towns  in  this  Deanery,  as  well  as  in  the 
whole  Diocese,  have  no  services  offered  them.  F^ven  where  there  are  a  few 
communicants  residing  they  seem  to  be  waiting  for  the  services  of  a  missionary 
to  be  sent  them  by  the  Church.  The  Dean  would  gladly  be  sent  to  all  such 
places,  but  the  Rural  Deans  are  required  to  be  in  charge  of  Parishes  of  their 
own,  which  they  must  serve  constantly  and  diligently. 

How  shall  this  pressing  need  be  met?  Last  year  the  Board  of  Missions  ap- 
propriated $925  to  fourteen  parishes  and  Missions,  in  sums  varying  from  $50 
to  9150  each  per  annum.  These  trifling  sums  were  to  go  to  almost  as  many 
ministers.  This  method  has  proved  itself  a  failure.  From  its  continuance  little 
may  be  expected. 

The  Southern  Deanery  calls  for  the  appointment  of  one  missionary  Clergyman 
whd  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  work,  holding  continuous  services  in  the 
vacant  places  at  frequent  intervals,  spending  his  days  in  a  round  of  calls  among 
the  people  of  all  stations  in  society,  and  his  evenings  in  preaching  to  those  who 
shall  accept  his  constant  invitations  to  attend  his  ministration,  and  remaining  in 
this  duty  at  each  place  visited  just  as  long  as  interest  is  manifested,  or  until 
steps  are  taken  to  secure  a  minister  who  shall  be  their  own  minister,  either  ex- 
clusively or  in  connection  with  some  one  or  two  other  convenient  stations. 

These  words  are  but  a  brief  reiteration  of  what  was  said  in  this  Convention 

last  year.     If  less  is  said  now  it  is  not  because  of  less  earnestness,  or  from  any 

weakening  of  conviction ;  but  rather  because  it  is  fit  that  one  who  seems  to  stand 

tjuite  alone  in  his  judgment,  on  the  Board  of  Missions,  should  at  least  be  willing 

to  press  his  singular  views  with  modesty.

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REPORT   OF  THK   I>KA>'    OF  THK   NOKTHKRK   DKANKRY.. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that,  during  the  past  year,  all  the  vacant  Parishes 
and  Missions  of  the  Deanery  have  been  supplied  with  regular  pastoral  ministra- 
tions except  St.  Thomas%  Plymouth,  made  vacant  by  my  resignation  of  its  Rec- 
torship last  August;  St.  Paulas,  Mishawaka;  St.  Mary's,  Delphi;  and  Emman- 
uel, Garrett.  Of  these,  only  Plymouth  is  capable  of  supporting  a  clergyman, 
and  it  will  soon  call  one. 

Owing  to  the  prolonged  illness  of  four  members  uf  my  family,  I  have  been 
unable  to  perform  the  missionary  work  which  has  been  my  custom  during  the 
years  I  have  held  the  office  uf  Dean,  and  I  can  only  report  occasional  services, 
held  at  Maxinkuckee  Lake,  Laporte,  Plymouth  and  North  Liberty. 

Convocations  of  the  Deanery  have  been  held  at  South  Bend  and  Michigan 
City,  and  I  feel  it  not  only  my  pleasure  but  my  duty  to  commend  both  Clergy 
and  Laity  for  their  increased  interest  in  the  work  of  Convocations,  as  shown  by 
the  faithful  attendance  and  careful  preparations  of  the  sermons,  papers,  and 
general  convocation  work  of  the  Clergy,  and  the  large  congregations  which 
greeted  us  in  both  places.  Out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  our  late  Bishop, 
who  passed  to  his  death  on  the  day  preceding  the  meeting,  the  Convocation  at 
South  Bend  adjourned  after  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  At  Mich- 
igan City  we  were  very  greatly  aided  by  the  presence  and  work  of  the  indefati- 
gable Arch-Deacon  Kirkby,  and  also  of  our  former  co-laborer  in  Indiana,  the 
Rev.  C.  C.  Tate,  of  Western  Michigan. 

Many  suggestions  crowd  upon  my  mind,  but  as  these  have  no  place  in  a  report 

of  uwrk  tiom,  I  must  close  with  saying  that  the   Northern    Deanery  is  well 

equipped  for  strong  and  earnest  work,  and  will  no  doubt  do  it.

The  Rev.  J.  E.  Martin  offered  the  following: 

A*eso/veiiy  That  this  Convention  order  assessment  of  half  a  dollar  a  communi- 
cant for  Diocesan  Missions  for  this  conventional  year,  and  that  each  Rector 
adopt  any  plan  to  secure  said  amount. 

Mr.  Isaac  H.  Kiersted  moved  to  amend  by  making  the  resolu- 
tion read : 

Kesolvedy  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Convention,  every  communicant  should 
contribute  at  least  fifty  cents  per  annum  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

Which  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  the  motion  as  amended  was  laid 
upon  the  table. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  R.  Parker  the  Dean  of  the  Middle  Con- 
vocation was  requested  to  read  his  report,  which  he  proceeded  to 
do  as  follows : 

KKPORT  OF  THK  DKAN   OF  THE  MI1>I>LE  1>KANKRY. 

To  the  Com*enlion  of  the  Diocest  of  Indiana  : 

We  have  had  but  two  Convocations  in  this  Deanery  during  the  year.  The 
S|)ecial  Convention  was  held  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  third  and  last  meeting 
l>efore  the  General  Convocation,  at  this  Convention.  Our  rule  is  to  hold  Con- 
vocations at  the  time  fixed  by  Canon  for  missionary  offerings,  early  in  Septem- 
l>er,  December  and  March. 

Before  the  September  Convocation,  I  was  called  to  Crawfordsville  for  a  mar- 
riage on  the  20th  of  June.  There  being  no  Rector  in  the  Parish  at  that  time,  I 
appointed  a  general  service  for  the  same  evening.  I  then  urged  the  claims  of 
the  Church  upon  the  people,  and  endeavoreil  to  secure  a  practical  and  efficient 
reorganization  of  the  missionary  work.  The  Convocation  was  appointed  to 
meet  at  the  same  place  in  Septeml>er,  w^ith  a  view  to  concentrated  effort  and  in- 
fluence. The  Rector  now  in  charge  can  report  what  Crawfords\nlle  has  done 
for  Missions.  In  August,  as  Dean,  I  was  placed  by  Bishop  Talbo(  upon  a 
Commission  of  Inquiry.  The  Commission  hail  l>een  raised  at  the  request  of  the 
Rev.  J.  E.  Martin.  I  presided  at  the  sessions  of  the  Commission  held  in  the 
city  of  Lafayette.  The  investigation  was  made  as  thorough  as  possible,  but  no 
evidence  was  discovered  to  justify  us  in  presenting  charges  of  any  sort. 

About  September  I  I  made  a  missionary  trip  along  the  Pan-Handle  Road, 
and  hehl  services  at  Knightstown,  Raysville,  and  Connersville.  The  problem 
ot  establishing  the  Church  in  such  towns,  and  maintaining  her  services,  is  be- 
coming more  and  more  serious.  Why  should  not  Laymen  be  sought  for,  and 
licensed  for  this  work?  The  Bishop  of  Rochester  has  licensed  over  three  hun- 
dred of  these  lay  preachers,  and  without  them  he  says  he  could  not  sustain  the 
work  even  in  his  compact  English  Diocese.  We  have  not  the  money  to  pay 
more  missionary  clergymen,  why  not  use  this  effective  agency?  Acting  upon 
this  thought,  I  asked  that  a  zealous  Churchman  of  Raysville  be  licensed;  and 
extracts  from  his  reports  show  how  the  work  can  be  <lone.  He  was  appointed 
for  Raysville  and  Knightstown.  He  is  a  laboring  man,  and  his  opportunities 
have  been  very  much  curtailed  by  other  circumstances.  It  was  the  best  that 
could  l>e  done ;  and  it  is  something  that  the  Church  has  had  in  those  places  a 
witness  whose  life  is  a  constant  sermon.  Prayer-books  and  Church  tracts  have 
been  distributed,  and  services  have  been  held,  in  school-houses,  and  various 
]ilaces  of  worship.  In  June,  this  worker,  Mr.  Joseph  Shaw,  held  ser\'ices  in 
the  great  school  at  Knightstown,  after  which  the  Superintendent  said :  **  It  is 
just  the  kind  of  service  for  the  children ;  it  makes  them  attentive,  and  gives 
them  something  to  do."  Mr.  Shaw  adds:  *' I  have  held  five  ser\'ices  in  the 
month,  and  I  have  been  teaching  the  people  from  the  Gospel  for  the  day.*'  He 
uses  the  Mission  service-book.    To  illustrate  his  lines  of  thought,  he  writes  in

the  third  report,  of  a  service  held  in  a  Methodist  place  of  worship:  ''  I  took  part 
of  the  Second  Lesson  (Heb.  x.)  for  study — showing  that  the  Levitical  priest- 
hood and  ceremonies  were  but  a  shadow  of  good  things  to  come,  and  could  not 
make  the  doers  thereof  i)erfcct,  nor  could  the  sacrifices  atone  for  sin.  All  these 
sacrifices  pointed  down  the  avenue  of  futurity  to  our  Ixjrd  Jesus  Christ,  who 
came  to  take  away  sin  by  offering  Himself  once  for  all.  We  must  believe  the 
Gospel,  and  accept  Christ  as  our  Saviour.  We  must  live  a  life  of  self-denial." 
This  was  at  Elizabethtown,  where,  he  adds,  "  hardly  one  of  the  citizens  had  e%'er 
heard  of  the  Episcopal  Church  before.  *  *  I  was  invited  to  visit  their  town 
again."  These  are  samples  from  reports  that  run  on  monthly  through  the  fall 
and  winter.  Mr.  Shaw  has  recently  removed  to  this  city  to  get  work  at  liWng 
wages.  Other  men,  earning  their  own  living,  have  been  doing  this  work  on 
Sundays,  and  spending  in  it  such  hours  as  they  could  reclaim  from  daily  toil. 
One  has  been  laboring  at  Ladoga,  another,  Mr.  Willis  D.  Engle,  has  been  keep- 
ing up  Holy  Innocents'  Church  in  this  city,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  Rectorship. 
He  has  been  visiting  the  sick,  as  well,  and  looking  after  the  i>oor  of  the  Parish. 
The  Sunday-School  has  been  his  special  charge.  He  has  been  studying,  also, 
under  my  guidance,  and,  on  the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  he  was  ordained 
Deacon  by  Bishop  Burgess,  acting  by  reijuest  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
MeanwhiW,  he  has  been  earning  his  own  living  and  supporting  his  family, 
every  dollar  given  by  the  Parish,  beyond  its  necessary  expenses,  going  into  a 
fund  for  the  Rectorv. 

The  following  is  the  form  of  license  issued  by  the  Bishoj)  of  Rochester  to  his 
Lay  Preachers: 

**  We,  Anthony  Wilson,  by  divine  permission  Bishop  of  Rochester,  do  hereby 
license to  the  office  of  a  Lay  Preacher  in  the  Diocese  of  Roches- 
ter, and  particularly  for  the   Parish  of ,  upon  the  recommendation  of 

the   Rev. ,  incumbent  thereof,   who  has  satisfied  himself  of  his 

good  life  and  conversation,  sound  doctrine,  and  of  his  fitness  generally  for  ihc 
office,  and  we  appoint  him  to  discharge  such  duties  in  our  Diocese,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  office  of  Lay  Preacher,  as  a  Layman  may  lawfully  perform,  under 
the  direction,  at  the  instance,  and  during  the  pleasure  of  the  incumbent  of  the 
said  Parish,  reserving  to  ourselves  the  power  to  withdraw  this  license  by  a  noti- 
fication under  our  own  hand.'' 

On  the  back  of  the  license  is  printed  the  following  pithy  and  pointed  instruc- 
tion: 

**  Get  a  clear  purpose,  a  steady  judgment,  the  heart  to  see  opportunities,  and 
the  will  to  use  them.  Make  friends,  for  they  will  always  be  useful,  respect  and 
consult  the  civil  authority  if  you  would  prevent  bruscjue  interference  when  it 
would  do  most  harm.  Earnestness  cannot  dispense  with  good  sense,  nor  zeal 
with  good  temper.  A  bright  address  makes  sunshine,  and  a  knack  of  pleas- 
antry blunts  darts  that  might  wound.  If  the  crowd  is  rough,  to  be  vexed  with 
them  will  only  make  them  rougher.  If  some  gainsay  others  will  listen,  and 
God  speaks  as  well  as  you.  Preach  with  pith  and  point,  and  courage,  and  in- 
telligence, but  avoid  controversy.  Aim  at  the  conscience,  and  let  your  weapon 
be  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Be  simple  without  condescension,  and  solemn  with- 
out pretentiousness.     These  souls  are  dear  to  God,  let  them  be  dear  to  you. 
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Steep  your  heart  in  prayer.  Plead,  claim,  and  expect  the  gift  of  the  Spirit. 
You  may  not  see  success,  but  if  your  work  be  true  you  must  assuredly  wm  it, 
for  this  is  God*s  cause,  not  your  own.  Let  Christ's  word  be  your  message,  His 
life  your  example,  His  flesh  your  food,  His  presence  your  support.  His  love 
your  motive.  His  glory  your  object,  then  His  coming  shall  be  your  exceeding 
reward." 

1  held  services  at  Connersville  and  found  the  people  vei7  desirous  of  contin- 
uing the  services  of  Rev.  Dr.  Test ;  but  the  Board  of  Missions  could  not 
command  the  money  to  sustain  him  there. 

In  September  the  Convocation  met  at  Crawfordsville ;  and,  after  profitable 
services  and  discussions,  the  Mite  Society  was  fully  organized. 

On  the  25th  of  October  I  was  a  third  time  at  Crawfordsville  for  marriage, 
burial  and  service.  At  this  time  1  made  the  preliminary  arrangements,  at  the 
Bishop's  suggestion,  to  unite  Crawfordsville  and  Attica,  or  Frankfort.  The 
latter  combination  was  finally  effected,  Attica  being  unwilling  to  unite  in  the 
effort.  In  November  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jaudon  was  placed  in  charge  of  Crawfords- 
ville and  Frankfort,  and  is  still  doing  vigorous  and  acceptable  work  at  lM)th 
|>oints.     He  has  also  officiated  at  Waveland. 

During  the  previous  month  it  was  my  pleasure  to  assist  in  detemiining  the 
points  in  a  last  will  and  testament  by  which,  ultimately,  a  considerable  property 
will  be  deeded  to  the  Church  at  Connersville. 

December  5  and  6  the  Convocation  met  at  Richmond.  The  weather  was 
very  unfavorable,  but  the  kindness  of  the  Rector  and  the  Church  people  made 
the  services  and  visit  extremely  pleasant.  The  March  meeting  was  omitted,  as 
I  have  said,  on  account  of  the  Special  Convention. 

During  ihe  year  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Birchmore  has  been  secured  to  to  fill  the 
vacancy  at  Muncie,  and  the  work  seems  to  be  specially  blessed  through  his 
acceptable  ministrations.  St.  James*  in  this  city  has  had  some  clerical  service 
from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Engle.  I  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  do  anything  at  Cam- 
bridge City  or  Hillsborough.  Lafayette,  too,  is  still  vacant,  much  to  the  regret. 
1  am  sure,  of  the  Church  people  as  well  as  myself.  I  have  suggested  several 
names  to  the  vestry,  since  last  Conventiop,  and  they  have  elected  more  than 
one  good  man.  Those  elected  so  far  have  declined,  and  this  is  specially  to  be 
regretted,  because  either  of  them  would  have  proved  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
Diocese.     It  can  not  be  long  now  before  a  good  man  will  be  elected. 

As  a  contribution  to  a  full  conception  of  the  work  to  be  done  in  this  Deanery 
and  the  State  at  large,  I  append  to  this  report  a  set  of  tables,  prepared  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Birchmore,  showing  the  population  of  the  thirty-two  towns  in  which 
the  Church  is  not  known  to  be  93,150,  showing  that  there  is  a  rural  population 
of  i,500,cx>o  not  in  contact  with  the  Church,  and  showing  that  in  the  thirty-seven 
towns  in  which  the  Church  is  established,  there  are  326,311  inhabitants,  and 
only  3,850  communicants. 
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The  communicants  in  Indiana  are  as  i  to  lOO  population. 
The  communicants  in  New  York  arc  as  i  to  47  population. 
The  conuniinicants  in  Connecticut  are  as  i  to  30  population. 

As  1  was  Hnishing  this  report  the  word  reached  me  that  the  town  of  Millers- 
viile,  eight  miles  northwest  of  Indiana]K>Iis,  was  desirous  of  religious  ser\'ices. 
I  waited  upon  the  gentleman,  Mr.  Albert  Fletcher,  of  this  city,  a  Presbyterian, 
most  interested  in  the  matter.  He  placed  the  proposed  mission  in  my  hands^ 
and  one  week  from  next  Sunday  I  am  to  begin  the  work  in  the  name  of  the 
(Church.

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The  total  indebtedness  of  the  Parfsh  is  the  small  balance  owing  on  St.  George's 
Mission  lots,  not  yet  due.  The  young  people  have  raisetl  the  money  for  a  bell 
for  Washington  Territory,  and  they  are  now  busy  getting  the  funds  for  the  choir 
vestments.  The  Industrial  School  has  lieen  blessed  in  its  work  during  the  year, 
and  the  money  for  its  exj>enses  has  been  earned  by  the  workers  in  charge  of  it — 
#30.  There  were  one  hundred  and  seventy  scholars  on  the  roll.  The  Mothers' 
Meeting  in  St.  George's  Mission  has  been  larger  than  ever,  averaging  forty-five 
in  attendance,  with  nearly  ninety  names  on  the  roll.  Ex[>enses  about  #150. 
All  the  work  at  the  Mission  has  been  carried  through  the  year  with  vigor  and 
cheerfulness.  The  effort  to  obtain  an  enlargement  of  the  ('hapel  is  being  pushed 
earnestly.  Seven  have  been  confirmed  from  the  Mission — four  women  from  the 
Mothers'  Meeting.  The  Guild  has,  as  usual,  tlone  good  work  during  the  year, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Abby  Cady.  The  ladies  have  refurnished  the 
vestry-room  and  added  very  much  to  its  appearance  and  comfort.  They  made 
a  voluntary  contribution  to  the  bell  fund.  The  Altar  (^luild,  with  Miss  I^ura 
McDonough  at  its  head,  has  made  the  most  holy  place  meet  for  the  most  holy 
service,  and  adorned  it  with  flowers.  The  Decoration  Committee,  Mrs.  Kier- 
sted  and  Mrs.  Cathie,  have  done  work  at  Easter  and  Christmas  that  the  whole 
Parish  have  praised.

The  losses  from  the  flood  were  so 
general  in  this  place  that  almost  every  one  feels  his  inability  to  do  more  than 
repair  his  own  loss  and  damage,  and  our  Church  can  hope  for  but  little,  if  any, 
help  from  our  own  citizens  in  their  deplorable  condition.  And  still  in  the  face 
of  all  this  our  good  people  are  laboring  and  exerting  themselves  to  the  very 
utmost  to  make  the  building  dedicated  to  the  service  of  God  comfortable  and 
tenable,  and,  indeed,  we  will  soon  resume  services  in  it,  and  depend  upon  a 
kind  future  to  make  it  as  desirable  a  place  of  worship  as  it  was  prior  to  the  visita- 
tion of  the  devastating  flood.

The  Rector  takes  great  pleasure  in  reporting  the  Parish  out  of  debt,  probably 
so  for  the  first  time  since  the  building  of  the  Church  in  1848.  Imus  Deo.  The 
liquidation  has  been  slow  and  painful,  and  could  not  well  have  been  accom- 
plished  but  for  the  laborious  pains-taking  of  the  ladies  of  the  Parish,  whose 
work  is  worthy  of  all  praise.  One  year  ago  the  debt  amounted  to  9 1,260.  Two 
years  ago  the  sum  reached  9 1,800.  Seven  and  a  half  years  ago,  when  the  pres- 
ent Rectorship  began,  the  debt  reached  nearly  $5,000,  and  was  drawing  ten 
per  cent,  interest  ])er  annum.  This  burden  was  much  enhanced  in  weight  by 
the  constant  removals  from  the  Parish  and  from  the  city,  which,  with  the  deaths, 
have  caused  the  loss  of  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  parishioners,  and  many 
of  those  who  have  left  us  were  better  able  to  give  pecuniary  help  than  are  most 
of  those  still  belonging  to  the  Parish.  These  facts  also  account  for  the  dimin- 
ished number  of  the  communicants  reported,  as  the  confirmations,  though  grati- 
fying, have  not  made  good  the  numbers  lost  by  removal  and  by  death  in  the 
past  two  years.

Since  my  resignation  of  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's  Church,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  the  1st  of  January,  i<S83,  I  have  ufficiate<l  at  different  times  and  places 
in  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  Kentucky,  twenty-five  of  these  services  having  been  held 
within  this  Uioccsc.  I  have  officiated  in  the  general  missionary  work,  by 
appointment  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Rev.  Kdward  Bradley,  Dean  of  the  Southern  Convocation.  On  the  3rd 
of  April,  ult.,  I  assisted  in  the  examination  of  Mr.  F.  M.  Munson,  a  candidate 
for  Deacon Vs  Orders,  in  this  Diocese,  and  on  April  15,  at  Newport,  Kentucky, 
I  preached  Mr.  Munson's  Ordination  Sermon,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Dudley, 
who  ordained  him.  Respectfully  submitted,

During  the  year  just  closed  I  held  services  at  Christ  Church,  an<l  at  the  State 
School  for  the  Deaf,  located  in  Indianapolis;  Trinity  Church,  Logansport: 
Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette;  St.  Thomas' 
Church,  Plymouth.     Three  were  "combined  services,"  the  Rectors  reading  the 
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sen'ice  and  my  address  for  the  regular  congregation,  and  I  interpreting  simul- 
taneously for  my  people  present,  who  were  thus  enabled  to  take  part  in  the 
worship. 

There  are  three  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  at  the  School  referred  to,  and  they 
take  a  great  interest  in  the  services.  About  fifty  graduates  have  their  homes  in 
and  near  Indianapolis.  Nearly  all  attend  the  services  held  in  Christ  Church. 
For  some  time  past  they  have  had  a  Bible  Class  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Church, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  W.  R  Corwin,  who  formerly  held  the  position  of 
teacher  in  that  school.  He  is  assisted  by  his  wife.  Thirteen  deaf-mute  com- 
municants are  connected  with  this  Parish.  Several  candidates  are  awaiting 
confirmation  there,  as  well  as  elsewhere. 

As  an  attestation  of  interest  in  this,  the  Churches  special  undertaking,  I  may 
mention  the  fact  of  attendance  of  services  from  distant  points.  Services  at 
Fort  Wayne  have  been  attended  by  persons  from  Wells,  Whitley  and  other 
counties  adjoining.  I  have  been  recpiested  to  come  to  Hartford  City  during  the 
coming  summer,  and  hold  a  sernce,  and  am  assured  that  an  unusually  large 
number  can  be  brought  together  for  the  purpose.  Three  have  been  baptized — 
two  at  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  and  one  at  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany.  Two 
were  confirmed  by  Bishop  Seymour  in  the  latter  Parish. 

My  work  is  not  limited  to  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  but  embraces  twelve  other 
Dioceses.  From  the  beginning  of  the  work  to  the  j>resent,  a  period  of  ten 
years,  there  have  been  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  baptisms  of  deaf  mutes 
and  their  children.  My  list  of  conmnmicants  shows  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  names.  W'ithin  this  large  Held,  (much  too  large  for  one  missionary) 
there  is  a  deaf-mute  population  of  9,000.     I  reach,  more  or  less  directly,  2,500. 

I  have  distributed  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts.  In  their  influence,  they  do  not 
reach  the  deaf  alone,  but  their  hearing  and  speaking  kindred  and  friends  as 
well,  some  of  whom  have  been  thus  led  into  the  communion  of  the  Church. 
For  the  Prayer  Books  I  have  been  indebted  alternately  to  the  generosity  of  the 
New  Vork  and  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Societies. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  jjenerosity  of  the  railway  lines  in  j)rovi(ling  special 
facilities  for  travel,  without  which  it  seems  (juitc  impossible  that  the  work  could 
be  pursued  to  its  present  extent  and  usefulness. 

.  I  am  also  indebted  to  my  brethren  of  the  clergy  for  many  courtesies  received 
at  their  hands.  I  shall  be  happy  for  them  to  command  my  services  whenever 
they  desire  to  reach  the  deaf  mutes  residing  within  their  parochial  limits  with 
services  in  their  own  language.

Indianapolis,  June  3,  1884. 

The  Forty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  assembled  in  St.  Paul's 
Cathedral,  Indianapolis,  at  7:30  o'clock,  p.  m.,  on  Tuesday,  June  3, 
1884. 

Evening  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Abraham  Reeves,  M.  D., 
Rector  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Worthington  ;  Rev.  Rush  S.  East- 
man, Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Laporte ;  Rev.  John  A.  Dooris, 
Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Evansville;  Rev. 
Walter  Scott,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany ;  and  the 
Rev.  John  J.  Faude,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City. 

The  Convention  was  then  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  Willis  D. 
Engle,  then  called  the  roll  of  clergy,  twenty-four  of  whom  an- 
swered to  their  names. 

The  roll  of  Lay  Delegates  was  then  called,  and  thirteen  par- 
ishes were  found  to  be  represented,  and  a  quorum  was  declared  in 
both  Orders. 

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  first  annual  address,  as  follows : 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity:  I  am  glad  to  meet  with 
you  in  Convention  to  confer  concerning  the  interests  of  Christ's  kingdom, 
which  He  has  confided  to  our  care,  and  I  invoke  the  guidance  and  blessing  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  upon  our  work,  and  pray  that  He  may  direct  us  in  all  our 
ways. 

One  year  ago,  about  9  o'clock  in  the  evening,  when  returning  from  a 
pastoral  visit,  one  met  me  at  my  door  with  a  telegram,  from  your  Secretary, 
announcing  my  election  as  your  Bishop,  and  a  few  days  thereafter,  I  received 
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the  following  official  communication  from  the  Committee  appointed  by  your 

Convention :

Reverend  and  Dear  Sir  :  The  Forty-sixth  annual  Convention  of  tlM 
Diocese  of  Indiana,  holding  session  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  Chorchy  Indian- 
apolis, on  Wednesday,  June,  6,  1883,  elected  you  to  be  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese.  The  undersigned  clergymen  and  laymen  of  the  Diocese  were 
appointed  a  Committee  to  inform  you  of  this  election  and  to  learn  your  mind 
as  Bishop-elect  concerning  your  acceptance  of  the  office. 

We  are  glad  to  assure  you  that  your  election  was  accomplished  very  read- 
ily,  with  much  unanimity,  and  with  great  good  feeling. 

The  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  is  three  thousand  dollars,  with 
the  use  of  an  Episcopal  residence  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 

It  is  our  earnest  hope  and  desire,  and  partly  our  expectation—represent- 
ing the  mind  of  the  Convention — that  no  circumstances  nor  obstacles  will  pre- 
vent your  acceptance  of  this  office,  which  acceptance  we  shall  be  pleased  to 
have  you  communicate  to  us  at  your  convenience.  In  the  name  of  the  whole 
Diocese  receive  assurances  of  highest  esteem  and  love.  Fraying  that  God 
may  abundantly  bless  both  yourself  and  our  Diocese.

Having  given  the  subject  careful  and  prayerful  consideration — realising 
all  that  the  step  involved — the  severing  of  the  dear  pastoral  ties  of  twenty- 
seven  years  to  take  up,  among  strangers,  a  new  work,  burdened  with  fearfiil 
responsibilities;  and  mindful  also  of  the  Providential  nature  of  the  call, com- 
ing as  it  did  unsought  and  unexpected,  I  determined  to  accept  the  trust  and, 
accordingly,  sent  the  following  reply  to  the  Committee :

Dear  Hrkthren — Vour  official  notification  of  my  election  to  the  Episco- 
pate of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  by  the  Forty-sixth  Convention  thereof,  on 
June  6th,  was  received  on  June  9th.  I  have  given  the  subject  prayerful  con- 
sideration, and  I  have  determined,  Ciod  helping  me,  to  accept  the  sacred 
office,  should  the  General  Convention  confirm  your  choice.  I  do  this  with  a 
full  appreciation  of  the  great  responsibility  God  has  called  "me  to  therein,  and 
looking  to  Ilim  for  grace  and  strength  to  discharge  its  duties.  Asking  your 
j)rayers,  and  those  of  the  Church  in  Indiana,  I  remain,  dear  brethren, 

Vour  Brother  in  Christ,  David  Buel  Knickerbacker. 

On  September  1st,  1883,  I  resigned  the  Parish  of  Gethsemane,  where  I 
began  my  work  in  August,  185<),  and  also  the  parishes  of  Grace  and  St. 
Andrew's,  Minneapolis,  and  commenced  preparation  for  my  consecration  in 
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Philadelphia,  in  case  it  should  be  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Convention  to 
confirm  your  choice. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  Session  of  the  Convention  (October  4,  1883,) 
the  Rev.  John  B.  Wakefield,  D.  D.,  in  behalf  of  the  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese  of  Indiana,  presented  the  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  David  B.  Knicker- 
backer,  D.  D.,  Bishop«elect  of  the  said  Diocese,  which  testimonials  were,  on 
motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Consecration  of  Bishops. 

On  Monday,  October  8th  (fifth  day  of  the  Convention),  the  Committee 

reported  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Consecration  of  Bishops,  to  whom  was  referred 
<(he  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  David  Buel  Knickerbacker,  D.  D.,  Bishop-elect 
of  tbe  Diocese  of  Indiana,  beg  leave  to  report:  That  proper  evidence  of 
election  of  the  said  Rev.  David  Buel  Knickerbacker,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Indiana  has  been  laid  before  them;  that  the  testimonials  were 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  and  that 
the  same  are  in  due  form,  as  prescribed  by  canon. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resotved — That  the  House  of  Deputies  approve  of  the  testimonials  of  the 
Rev.  David  Buel  Knickerbacker,  D.  D.,  and  give  their  consent  to  his  conse- 
cration as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana. 

Resotued — That  the  House  proceed  to  sign  the  pro{>er  certificate  to  be 
presented  to  the  House  of  Bishops.  J.  J.  Scott, 

Chairman  of  Committee. 

In  the  Record  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Bishops  (ninth  day) 

appears  the  following  resolution : 

Resohed — That  the  House  of  Bishops  consents  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  David  Buel  Knickerbacker,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Gethsemane  Church, 
Minneapolis,  in  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  Bishop-elect  of  Indiana,  and 
requests  the  Presiding  Bishop  to  take  the  necessary  orders  for  such  conse- 
cration. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

On  the  day  following  (the  13th  of  October)  the  Bishop  issued  the  order 
for  consecration,  which  was  duly  solemnized  on  Sunday,  October  14th,  in  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Philadelphia.  The  Church  was  kindly  tendered  by  the 
Rector,  the  Rev.  I.  L.  Nicholson,  D.  D.,  who  made  all  arrangements  for  the 
ceremony  without  cost  to  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  donated  the  offertory, 
$200,  to  the  Mission  Fund  of  the  Diocese.

the  canons  thereof,  ordain  and  consecrate  our  beloved  in  Christ,  the  Rev. 
David  Buel  Knickerbacker,  Presbyter,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  of  whose  suf- 
ficiency in  good  learning,  soundness  in  the  faith,  and  purity  of  manners,  we 
were  fully  ascertained,  into  the  sacred  office  of  a  Bishop  in  the  one  Holy 
Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  of  God,  he  having  been  duly  elected  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana. 

Given  under  our  hands  and  seals,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  on  the  Fourteenth  day  of  October  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three.  »

The  consecration  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  Henry  Benja- 
min Whipple,  I).  D.,  Bishop  of  Minnesota.  The  Right  Rev.  William  W.  Niles, 

D.  D.,  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  Right  Rev.  George  DeN.  Gillespie, 
LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  W^estern  Michigan,  were  present  in  the  chancel. 

The  accompanying  Presbyters  to  the  Bishop-elect  were  the  Rev.  John  B. 
Wakefield,  D.  D.,.the  Rev.  Wm.  W'irt   Raymond,  of  Indiana,  and  the  Rev. 

E.  S.  Thomas,  of  Minnesota. 

The  clerical  members  of  the  delegation  from  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  took 
part  in  the  service. 

Copies  of  the  sermon  of  Bishop  Whipple  were,  at  the  request  of  the  dele- 
gation from  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  published  and  distributed. 

I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  inserting  these  details  of  my  election  and 
consecration  in  this  address  to  show  how  the  action  of  the  Convention  was 
confirmed  and  completed,  and  in  order  that  the  record  might  go  upon  the 
journal  and  form  part  of  the  Diocesan  history. 
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On  Monday,  October  15th,  I  was  introduced  to  the  House  of  Bishops, 
took  my  seat,  and  continued  in  attendance  until  the  close  of  the  session, 
October  26th.    •

Was  characterized  by  loving  devotion  to  duty  and  an  earnest  desire  to  adapt 
the  practical  workings  of  the  Church,  so  as  best  to  promote  the  extension  of 
the  Kingdom  in  our  land,  and  the  moving  spirit  throughout  was  that  of 
brotherly  concord. 

Four  Bishops  were  added  to  the  Episcopate ;  the  use  of  the  Revised  Lee- 
tionary  was  authorized,  and  the  privileges  and  duties  of  lay  readers  were  en- 
laiged  and  regulated.  A  considerable  portion  of  time  was  devoted  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
looking  to  its  enrichment  and  adaptation  to  the  needs  of  the  Church.  This 
report  will,  in  due  time,  come  before  you  for  consideration  and  ratification. 
The  missionary  work  of  the  Church  also  received  careful  attention  during  the 
deliberations. 

BISHOP   CLARKSON. 

Since  the  adjournment,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Harper  Clarkson,  D.  D. 
LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Nebraska,  with  whom,  during  the  session,  I  passed  many 
pleasant  and  profitable  hours  as  a  guest  in  the  same  house,  has  been  called  to 
his  reward.  He  was  one  of  the  most  loving  and  gentle,  as  he  was  one  of  the 
wisest  and  most  energetic,  of  our  Bishops.  He  had  laid  noble  foundations  in 
two  of  our  great  and  growing  western  jurisdictions — Nebraska  and  Dakota 
— and  was  in  the  midst  of  important  missionary  labors  when  the  hour  of  his 
departure  came,  and  he  passed  away  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him  and 
lamented  by  the  whole  Church. 

HISHOr    SMITH. 

Whilst  writing  this  address,  the  sad  news  came  to  us  of  the  decease  of  the 
venerable  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  American  Church,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Benjamin 
Bosworth  Smith,  I).  D.,  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety  years.  Consecrated 
in  1832,  by  Bishops  White,  Brownell  and  H.  U.  Onderdonk,  for  more  than 
fifty  years  he  had  been  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  and  was  a  link  that 
united  the  present  with  the  past. 

I  shall  never  forget  his  Apostolical  blessing  as  I  received  from  him  the 
order  for  my  consecration.  His  life  was  a  long  and  useful  one,  and  he  saw 
great  changes  and  great  progress  and  growth  in  the  Church. 

His  successor  as  Presiding  Bishop  is  the  venerable  Bishop  of  Delaware, 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D. 

PRELIMINARY  WORK. 

On  the  evening  after  my  consecration,  I  preached  in  the  Church  of  the 
Annunciation,  Philadelphia,  Rev.  H.  G.  Batterson,  rector,  made  an  appeal 
for  missions  in  Indiana,  and  received  through  the  offertory  $65.    On  the  Sun- 
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day  after  my  consecration,  I  preached  in  St.  Mary's  and  Holy  Trinity 
Churches,  West  Philadelphia. 

Sunday,  October  28th,  I  preached  at  St.  Paul's  and  St.  John's  Churches, 
Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  received  for  Diocesan  Missions  at  St.  Paul's  $75,  and  at 
St.  John's  $60  26. 

On  November  1st,  All  Saints'  Day,  I  entered  upon  my 

DUTIES   IN   THE   DIOCESE. 

Having  arrived  at  Richmond  the  day  before,  I  preached  and  celebrated 
Holy  Communion  in  St.  Paul's  Church  in  the  morning,  and  received  my  first 
offering  in  the  Diocese  for  our  Mission  work.  During  the  evening,  I  attended 
a  reception  tendered  me  by  the  members  of  the  parish  and  citizens  of  Rich- 
mond. 

On  the  day  following  I  came  to  Indianapolis — the  See  city — and  on  Sun- 
day, November  4th,  preached  in  the  morning  at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  and  in 
the  evening  at  Christ  Church,  receiving  from  both  congregations  offerixigs  for 
Diocesan  Missions. 

On  Monday  evening,  I  was  the  guest  of  the  clergy,  laity,  and  citizens  of 
Indianapolis  at  a  reception  given  at  the  New  Denison  Hotel,  and  was  wel- 
comed in  addresses  on  behalf  of  the  clergy  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Wakefield, 
D.  D.,  on  the  part  of  the  laity  by  Hon.  John  H.  Stotsenburg,  and  on  behalf 
of  the  State  authorities  and  citizens  by  Gov.  A.  G.  Porter.  To  these  warm 
welcomes  I  responded  as  best  I  could. 

The  cordiality  of  my  reception  in  Richmond  and  Indianapolis  was  but  an 
earnest  of  the  welcome  which  has  greeted  me  in  every  city,  town,  and  village 
whither  I  have  gone,  which  welcome,  coming  as  it  has,  more  as  a  tribute  to 
the  high  and  holy  office  I  hold  than  to  the  humble  individual,  I  was  glad  and 
thankful  to  receive.  Such  kindly,  loving  welcome  to  the  hearts  and  to  the 
homes  of  the  churchmen  and  people  of  Indiana  has  made  me  ftel  at  home 
from  the  start,  has  assured  me  of  cordial  co-operation  and  supporti  and  given 
me  confidence  in  the  success  of  the  great  work  before  us. 

On  the  morning  after  the  reception  in  Indianapolis,  I  proceeded  to  Mad- 
ison, where  I  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  a  joint  convocation  of  the 
Middle  and  Southern  Deaneries,  and  from  that  time  up  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention  I  have  been  constantly  engaged  in  visitations  o/  the  churches, 
arranging  the  affairs  and  discharging  the  other  duties  of  the  Diocese. 

THE   CONDITION    OF   THE   DIOCESE 

When  I  began  my  labors  was  not  encouraging,  I  found  tWenty-threc  clergy, 
two  of  whom  were  disabled  by  sickness  and  the  infinttities  of  age.  I  found 
forty  organized  parishes,  five  organized  and  two  unorganized  missions,  all 
having  church  buildings.  Of  these>  twenty  were  without  ministers  or  serv- 
ices.   These  churches  were  located  in  thirty-three  of  the  ninety-two  counties 
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in  the  Diocese,  leaving  fifty-nine  counties  without  the  services  of  the  Church. 
There  were  eighteen  rectories  in  the  Diocese,  and  three  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-four  communicants  reported ;  these  only  in  a  population 
of  more  than  two  millions  of  souls.  Most  of  these  vacancies  had,  it  must  in 
justice  be  said,  occurred  during  the  disability  of  my  venerable  predecessor, 
and  during  the  time  the  Diocese  was  deprived  of  the  wise,  careful  and 
practical  oversight  which  the  good  Bishop  was  accustomed  to  give  to  his 
work  when  blessed  with  health  and  strength.     It  was  a  dreary  outlook. 

I  commenced  at  once  a  visitation  of  all  the  parishes  and  missions  having 
church  buildings,  simply  with  a  view  of  making  the  acquaintance  of  the 
clergy  and  churchmen  of  the  Diocese.  This  occupied  about  four  months,  and 
gave  me  a  good  idea  of  the  clergy  and  people  who  were  to  be  my  co-workers. 
I  found  them  everything  a  Bishop  could  ask  for — the  clergy  devoted  to  their 
calling  and  willing  cheerfully  to  engage  in  mission  work  at  out-lying  stations, 
the  laity  intelligent,  earnest  and  willing  to  do  anything  that  could  be  reason- 
ably expected  of  them,  the  church  buildings  in  good  condition  and  the 
services  churchly.  The  first  thing  was  to  ask  for  liberal  offerings  in  behalf  of 
our  Diocesan  Mission  Board,  that  we  might  open  the  closed  Mission  Churches 
as  soon  as  the  men  could  be  found  to  come  to  us.  The  next  work  pressing 
upon  us  was  the  securing  of  rectors  for  important  parishes — the  Cathedral ; 
St.  John's,  Lafayette ;  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute ;  Trinity,  Logansport  ;  St. 
John's,  Elkhart,  and  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  found  vacant. 

St.  John's,  Lafayette,  secured  the  Rev.  William  M.  Pettis,  under  whose 
ministry  the  Church  has  entered  upon  an  era  of  prosperity  and  growth  full  of 
promise  for  the  future.  The  Rev.  Walter  Delafield,  D.  D.,  accepted  the  call 
from  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute,  and  in  his  brief  rectorate  has  infused  new 
life  and  energy  into  the  work  of  the  Church  there,  and  has  gathered  the  fruit 
of  his  own  and  his  predecessor's  labors  in  a  class  of  fifty-one  persons  con- 
firmed, a  new  bell,  altar  brasses,  and  a  new  rectory  and  guild  house  under 
way. 

The  Cathedral  secured  the  services  of  a  rector  in  the  person  of  the  Rev. 
Jos.  S.  Jenckes,  Jr.,  a  native  Indianian,  whose  ministry  will,  with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  people,  we  trust,  relieve  this  important  parish  of  all  its  embarrass- 
ments, and  enable  it  to  do  the  great  work  before  it  in  this  city. 

The  Rev.  Harry  Thompson,  formerly  canon  of  the  Cathedral,  Davenport, 
Iowa,  has  taken  charge  of  Trinity,  Logansport,  and  his  ministry  of  only 
two  months  has  been  fruitful  in  relieving  the  parish  of  a  portion  of  its  indebt- 
edness and  enkindling  an  earnestness  and  enthusiasm  which  gives  good  promise 
of  parochial  advancement. 

By  the  union  of  St.  John's,  Elkhart,  and  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Augustine  Prentiss,  late  of  South  Carolina,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  relieve  the  Diocesan  Mis$ionary  Board  of  their  care,  and  the  out- 
look in  both  places  is  full  of  hopefulness  for  futftre  growth. 
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The  Rev.  H.  L.  C.  Braddon,  from  Iowa,  has  just  entered  upon  his  labors 
as  Missionary  at  Delphi,  Attica,  and  Covington.  'These  places,  so  long  with- 
out services,  will,  we  trust,  be  revived  and  strengthened  by  his  zealous  minis- 
trations. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  F.  C.  James,  M.  D.,  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese 
of  Missouri  and  has  entered  upon  work  at  Connersville.  We  hope  that  under 
his  ministrations  the  dormant  life  of  the  Church  there  may  revive. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  G.  Hunter  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Missionary  at 
Cannelton  March  1st  and  under  his  faithful  ministrations  the  promise  for  the 
prosperity  of  the  Church  there  is  very  fair.  He  will  also  have  charge  of  the 
Mission  at  Rockport. 

The  Rev.  S.  T.  Brewster,  late  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  was  received  in 
October  and  took  charge  as  Rector  of  St.  Thomases,   Plymouth. 

The  services  of  the  Rev.  Alban  Greaves  have  been  secured  for  Holy 
Innocents  Parish,  Indianapolis,  and  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Engle  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  St.  Paul's,  Columbus. 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Farrar  has  recently  been  transferred  from  Warsaw  to 
Angola  and  Garrett,  and  the  Rev.  A.  De  R.  Meares  will  take  his  place  at 
Warsaw  and  Columbia  City. 

After  his  ordination  January  18th,  the  Rev.  Ben.  P.  Runkle  was  appointed 
a  Missionary  of  the  Diocesan  Board  to  work  up  new  points  where  no  services 
had  been  held.  He  was  especially  to  look  after  Greencastle,  Huntington, 
Frankfort,  and  Marion,  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jenckes  to  celebrate  Holy  Commu- 
nion. He  was  also  to  visit  such  other  places  as  time  and  opportunity  might 
■enable  him  to  reach.  As  a  result,  a  parish  with  thirty-five  communicants  has 
been  organized  at  Greencastle ;  a  mission  with  twenty-five  communicants  at 
Huntington,  one  with  twenty-iwo  at  Frankfort,  and  one  with  fifteen  at 
Marion. 

We  welcome  all  these  breihren  most  heartily  to  the  Diocese,  and  pray 
that  their  labors  may  be  blessed  to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  our 
<lear  Lord  therein. 

It  still  remains  to  secure  missionaries  for  Lawrenceburg  and  Aurora,  New 
Harmony  and  Mount  Vernon,  and  Cireencastle  and  Bloomington. 

INSPECTION    OV    VACANT    PLACES. 

After  having  visited  all  the  parishe^♦  and  missions,  my  next  care  was  to  visit 
as  many  as  possible  of  the  towns  where  the  services  of  the  Church  had  never 
been  established,  or  even  held.  This  was  done  while  engaged  in  my  second 
visitation  to  the  parishes,  Sundays  being  devoted  to  them  and  week  days  to 
visiting  and  holding  service  in  all  county-seats  and  such  other  places  as  I  found 
accessible,  ever  keeping  in  view  the  looking  up  of  the  members  of  the 
Church,  giving   the  i)ublic   an  opportunity   to  witness  and  take  part  in  the 
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services,  endeavoring  to  disarm  any  prejudices  that  might  exist,  and  to  dis- 
cover places  favorable  to  founding  new  missions. 

I  have  been  able  thus  far  to  visit  thirty-six  places,  but  hope  by  the  next 
Convention  to  have  held  service  in  every  place  having  a  population  of  one 
thousand  souls.  In  all  places  I  was  cordially  received,  and  in  nearly  all  found 
churchmen,  and  in  several  discovered  favorable  openings  for  planting  the 
Church. 

I  have  been  indebted  for  places  in  which  to  hold  services  to  the  kindness 
of  other  religious  bodies;  their  ministers  and  people  have  treated  us  with 
great  cordiality,  the  ministers  being  present  with  their  people  at  the  services, 
and  often  taking  part ;  our  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  kindness.  By 
having  the  evening  service  with  hymns  printed  on  cards,  all  have  been  en- 
abled to  join  in  the  services  with  ease. 

Where  there  seemed  to  be  promising  openings  for  the  Church  I  have 
been  enabled  to  arrange  with  ministers  of  the  adjacent  parishes  for  regular  or 
occasional  services.  By  this  arrangement  (cheerfully  concurred  in  by  the 
clergy)  services  have  been  established  in  many  localities  where  they  have 
been  hitherto  unknown.  I  do  not  see  any  insuperable  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
the  Church  occupying  every  County  in  the  State.  It  will  take  time  and  hard 
and  persistent  work.  When  we  go  we  must  go  to  stay,  and  especially  must 
we  occupy  every  town  where  the  Church  has  been  started  and  abandoned 
heretofore.  It  is  true  that  we  must  be  gleaners  now  where  we  should  have 
been  reapers  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago.  Indiana  was  settled  and  its  towns 
developed  before  the  missionary  life  of  the  Church  was  awakened,  and  when 
this  was  aroused  it  passed  by  us,  with  its  benefactions,  to  the  new  empires 
beyond  the  Mississippi,  to  the  great  West  and  Northwest.  But  it  is  useless 
to  lament  over  lost  opportunities.  Our  duty  as  members  of  Christ's  Body  is 
plain.  We  are  to  set  up  the  standard  of  the  Church  wherever  we  can  secure 
a  foothold,  to  introduce  her  holy  services  wherever  we  can  find  an  open  door. 
We  are  here  to  occupy  this  noble  State  for  Christ  and  the  Church.  We  find 
here  a  great,  rich,  and  prosperous  commonwealth,  and  churchmen  in  propor- 
tion to  their  number  have  their  full  share  of  this  wealth.  By  contributing 
liberally,  as  God  has  blessed  us,  to  the  missionary  fund  of  the  Diocese,  we 
shall,  in  God's  good  time,  make  an  impression  on  the  spiritual  field  of  Indi- 
ana. Work  for  Christ  here,  as  elsewhere,  will  tell,  and  through  His  gracious 
blessing  we  will  be  enabled  to  make  progress. 

Our  great  work,  then,  during  the  next  few  years  will  be  to  uphold  with 
all  our  strength,  energy,  and  liberality  the  Missionary  Board,  that  the  means 
may  be  at  hand  to  sustain  the  missionaries  in  these  beautiful  and  growing  In- 
diana towns  and  villages.  The  Kvangelists  and  General  Missionaries  can  be 
employed  to  great  advantage  in  preparing  the  way  for  the  settled  ministry, 
and  your  Bishop  will  count  it  a  privilege  to  be  Chief  Evangelist  and  Chief 
Missionary  in  doing  this  great  work.     As   1   said  before,  we  have  found  in 
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every  town  a  few  church  people.  In  some  places  they  have  been  so  long 
neglected  by  the  Church  that  they  have  almost  lost  their  love  for  her,  and 
have  connected  themselves  with  other  religious  bodies,  but  in  most  cases  they 
will  be  glad  to  return  and  become  a  nucleus  for  establishing  the  Church. 
There  will  be  found,  moreover,  a  large  number  of  people  unconnected  with 
any  religious  body,  and  indifferent,  who  will  constitute  material  for  an  earnest 
winner  of  souls  to  work  upon  and  gather  to  Christ's  Bride.  Not  a  few  will 
be  found  in  each  place  who  have  been  waiting  for  the  advent  of  the  Church. 
It  may  also  be  remarked  that  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  to  find  in  Indiana 
towns  having  half  a  dozen  places  of  public  worship  with  at  least  half  of  the 
number  without  ministers,  and  closed.  Good  openings  for  the  Church  have 
been  found  at  Angola,  Bluffton,  Bedford,  Greencastle,  Covington,  Rockville, 
Huntington,  Marion,  Valparaiso,  Columbia  City,  Newcastle,  Shelbyville,  and 
Sullivan,  some  of  which  have  been  occupied,  and  all  must  be  as  soon  as  we 
have  the  necessary  means  and  men.  In  most  of  these  places  church  build- 
ings will  be  needed  almost  as  soon  as  regular  services  are  established.  How 
we  are  to  secure  these  buildings  is  a  problem  we  shall  have,  if  possible,  to 
solve.  Experience  has  taught  us  that  we  can  not  depend  upon  any  large 
measure  of  aid  from  without  the  Diocese.  We  shall  have  to  depend  chiefly 
upon  our  own  resources.  It  seems  to  me,  that  it  would  be  profitable  to  have 
an  annual  collection  from  each  parish  and  mission  for  a  Diocesan  Church 
Building  Fund,  to  which  might  be  added  donations  from  our  liberal  laity. 
If  we  only  succeeded  in  securing  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  this 
fund  it  would  be  the  means  of  erecting  every  year  a  church  building  worth 
two  thousand  dollars,  through  the  stimulus  it  would  give  in  aiding  the 
missions  to  do  for  themselves.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Convention  can 
see  its  way  clear  to  the  authorization  of  such  a  fund.  Five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  for  the  term  of  ten  years  means  ten  church  buildings  in  as  many 
thriving  towns.  Many  of  the  misNions  so  aided  will  soon  become  self-sup- 
porting, when  all  the  aid  bestowed  will  be  returned  in  their  generous  offer- 
ings for  others.  Indeed,  I  have  found  these  missions  disposed  cheerfully  to 
do  according  to  their  ability  to  help  themselves  and  the  grand  work  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese. 

CHRISTIAN    KDUCATION. 

I  found  no  Church  School  in  Indiana,  and  parents  desiring  the  advan- 
tages of  such  schools  are  compelled  to  send  their  children  elsewhere.  I  believe 
that  many  of  the  daughters  of  the  Church  are,  because  of  this  lack,  now 
in  Romish  schools.  I  know  well  the  sad  experience  the  Diocese  has  had 
in  the  failure  of  efforts  hitherto  made  ;  I  know  how  earnestly  good  Bishop 
Talbot  labored  to  this  end,  and  feel  how  bitter  must  have  been  his  disap- 
pointment at  the  want  of  success  in  his  efforts  to  provide  for  this  important 
interest  of  the  Church.  But,  undaunted  by  this  experience,  we  shall  use 
every   effort   to   provide  schools  where  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Church 
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in  Indiana  may  receive  the  blessings  which  come  from  education  under  the 
care  of  the  Church. 

The  providence  of  God  is  opening,  much  sooner  than  I  expected,  the  way 
for  establishing  both  boys'  and  girls'  schools.  It  has  pleased  Him  to  put  it 
into  the  heart  of  Mrs.  John  B.  Howe  to  set  apart  her  old  homestead,  which 
^he  and  her  husband,  of  honored  memory,  had  occupied  for  thirty  years, 
together  with  four  acres  of  ground,  for  a  boys'  school.  With  a  view  of  estab- 
lishing the  school,  we  have  secured  the  services  of  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Spalding, 
of  Lancaster,  Penn.,  who  has  had  an  experience  as  teacher  and  professor  at 
Concord  and  Racine,  and  as  founder  of  a  boys'  school  in  San  Francisco.  It 
is  expected  he  will  begin  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  September  in  a  humble 
way  the  Howe  Grammar  School^  at  Lima,  a  boarding  school  for  boys,  having 
accommodations  for  twelve  pupils.  The  accommodations  will  be  enlarged  as 
the  number  of  pupils  is  increased.  We  bespeak  for  this  school  the  patronage 
of  churchmen,  assuring  them  that  every  effort  will  be  used  to  make  it  in 
«very  way  worthy  of  their  support.  The  school  is  located  in  one  of  the  most 
quiet  and  beautiful  villages  in  the  State ;  high  and  healthy,  surrounded  by 
line  farms,  with  clear,  sparkling  lakes  near  at  hand.  Mrs.  Howe  deserves 
the  gratitude  of  our  Diocese  for  her  benefactions  in  thus  enabling  us  to  begin 
this  good  work. 

The  daughters  of  the  Church  are  likely  to  be  provided  for  by  girls' 
boarding  schools,  soon  to  be  opened  in  Terre  Haute  and  Lafayette ;  in  the 
latter  city  by  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Pettis  and  his  accomplished  wife,  than  whom 
Jio  one  could  be  better  qualified  for  such  an  undertaking;  in  Terre  Haute, 
by  a  lady  having  had  large  experience  in  a  girls'  school.  It  is  a  subject  for 
thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  that  this  pressing  need  of  our  Diocese  bids 
fair  to  be  so  soon  provided  for,  and  I  trust  that  an  appreciation  of  churchmen 
for  the  blessing  may  be  made  manifest  through  their  patronage.  Further 
than  this,  no  responsibility  for  these  schools  will  rest  upon  the  Diocese. 

BENEVOLENT   INSTITUTIONS. 

Our  Diocese  has  undertaken  hitherto  no  work  of  a  benevolent  character 
<lirectly  under  the  care  of  the  Church.  She  has  had  no  orphanage,  hospital, 
reformatory,  or  home  for  the  aged. 

In  no  way  can  Christians  show  their  likeness  to  Christ  and  commend  His 
divine  religion  to  the  world  better  than  by  caring  for  the  homeless  orphan, 
providing  hospitals  for  the  sick,  homes  for  the  aged,  and  seeking  to  reclaim 
the  lost.  There  are  indications  that  these  good  works,  evidences  of  our  Chris- 
tian faith  and  love  for  the  Master,  will  soon  come.  Within  the  past  week, 
Mrs.  Howe,  of  Lima,  has  offered  a  comfortable  house  in  which  to  begin  an 
•orphanage  as  soon  as  needed,  and  on  my  visiti^tion  to  St.  Paul's  parish,  Rich- 
mond, last  Sunday,  I  was  pleaded  to  receive  from  the  children  of  the  Sunday 
.school  an  offering  of  fourteen  dollars  toward  a  Diocesan  orphanage  whenever 
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it  shall  be  deemed  advisable  to  undertake  it.  It  will  be  the  beginning  of  a. 
fund  to  which  I  trust  there  will  be  rapid  additions. 

I  am  also  encouraged  to  believe  that  an  effort  is  on  foot  that  promises 
success  for  the  founding  of  St.  Stephen's  Hospital,  Richmond.  Alremdy  a  con- 
siderable fund  has  been  contributed  toward  it,  and  responsible  gentlemen  are 
moving  in  the  matter.  The  whole  Diocese  will  rejoice  with  their  Bishop  at 
this  important  unc^rtaking,  and  will  wish  it  God  speed,  and  give,  when 
needed,  substantial  aid. 

Thank  God,  dear  brethren,  for  these  tokens  of  His  goodness  and  mercy 
toward  us,  and  for  all  that  He  is  putting  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  servants  to 
do  for  His  honor  and  glory. 

woman's  work 

In  the  Church  is  beginning  to  have  a  well-recognized  place,  and  to  receive 
that  appreciation  which  it  richly  deserves.  The  organization  of  Sisterhoods 
for  the  care  of  orphans,  for  ministering  in  hospitals,  and  the  reclamation  of 
the  fallen,  is  steadily  on  the  increase,  and  may,  I  hope,  in  God*s  own  time* 
have  a  recognized  position  in  our  own  Diocese. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions  has  already,  in  the  few 
years  of  its  existence,  done  much  to  stimulate  missionary  zeal  and  to  provide 
for  the  comfort  of  the  poorly  paid  missionaries.  I  have  called  representatives 
of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  and  Guilds  in  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the 
Diocese  to  meet  during  this  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a 
Diocesan  Auxiliary  which  shall  bring  the  different  bands  of  women  workers 
closer  together,  stimulate  their  zeal,  wisely  direct  their  labors,  and  gather 
statistics  of  what  the  women  of  our  own  Diocese  are  doing  for  General, 
Diocesan  and  Parochial  work. 

LAY  WORKERS. 

I  have  licensed  twenty-four  lay  readers.  It  is  encouraging  to  have  had 
the  names  of  so  many  recommended  to  me  for  appointment  to  this  office  of 
the  church,  which  is  one  that  we  will  have  need  to  make  much  and  constant 
use  of  if  we  shall  do  the  vast  work  which  is  before  us  in  Indiana.  The 
clergy  will  act  wisely  if  they  shall  seek  to  train  devout  laymen  for  this  work, 
drawing  out  their  gifts  for  the  Master's  service  in  the  winning  of  souls  and 
the  extension  of  His  kingdom.  Belonging,  as  they  do  by  baptism  and  con- 
firmation, to  the  Royal  Priesthood  of  our  dear  Lord,  they  can  do  much  to 
hold  uj)  the  hands  of  their  pastors  as  well  as  in  aiding  them  in  carrying  the 
Church  to  outlying  stations.  As  an  example  of  what  may  be  accomplished 
in  this  way,  I  point  with  thankfulness  to  Christ  Church  in  this  city,  with  four 
lay  readers  and  preachers  sustaining  two  Missions  and  ministering  to  the 
public  institutions  located  here. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  me  by  an  honored  layman  of  the  Diocese  that 
it  be  recommended  to  the  Convention  to  institute  a  Standing  Committee  to 
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aid  in  the  development  of  lay  work.  The  suggestion  is  a  good  one,  and  I 
submit  it  to  the  Convention  in  order  that  if  it  meets  with  approval  such  Com- 
mittee may  be  authorized. 

SALARIES   OF   THE  CLERGY. 

In  many  of  our  parishes  the  salaries  of  our  clergy  are  scarcely  sufficient 
to  meet  the  bare  necessities  of  life.  We  must  raise  the  standard  in  this  regard ; 
the  servants  of  Christ  must  be  free  to  do  their  great  work  untrammeled  by 
poverty  and  want.  A  part  of  the  self-denial  necessary  in  doing  Christ's 
blessed  work  must  be  borne  by  the  laity,  and  not  the  whole  burden  laid 
upon  the  shoulders  of  the  clergy.  We  ought  to  strive  for  a  standard  which 
-will  give  to  every  clergyman  of  family  a  minimum  of  $1,000  and  a  Rectory, 
and  to  every  single  clergyman  a  minimum  of  $800.  We  urge  upon  the 
iw^ardens  and  vestrymen  to  consider  this  matter.  The  outlay  will  return  to 
them  in  the  increased  earnestness  and  usefulness  of  their  pastors. 

AGED   AND    INFIRM    CLERGY    FUND. 

Sometime  since,  the  Diocese  provided,  by  resolution,  for  cheating  a  fund 
Ibr  the  relief  of  "Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy,  their  Widows  and  Orphans."  The 
almost  entire  neglect  of  this  fund,  and  the  failure  to  make  offertories  for  it,  I 
can  not  understand.  It  would  seem  that  the  clergy  should  appreciate  the 
possibilities  which  the  future  may  make  realities  for  themselves  or  their  loved 
ones  and  care  for  this  fund,  but  they  have  not.  I  recommend  the  contin- 
uance of  the  resolution  which  requires  that  Christmas  offerings  be  appro- 
priated to  this  fund. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

During  the  year,  the  list  of  our  Diocesan  clergy  has  been  diminished  by 
the  falling  asleep  of  one  of  our  number,  the  Rev.  Thos.  R.  Austin,  LL.  D., 
who  died  at  V^incennes,  February  lUh,  aged  seventy-three  years,  seven  months 
and  twenty  days.  This  venerable  brother  served  as  rector  of  the  parishes  in 
Jeflersonville,  Terre  Haute  and  Vincennes,  and  the  Diocesan  Board  as  Gen- 
eral Missionary,  with  fidelity.  His  is  the  record  of  a  good  work  well  and 
faithfully  done.  It  was  my  privilege  to  meet  him  on  my  first  visit  to  Vin- 
cennes. I  found  him  very  feeble,  but  waiting  patiently  and  peacefully  in 
hopefulness  for  the  Master's  summons.  The  long  and  loving  labors  of  this 
dear  brother  deserve  some  recognition  from  this  Convention. 

NEW  CHURCHES. 

St.  Paul's  parish,  Evansville,  is  engaged  in  erecting  a  substantial  parish 
church,  of  stone,  one  that  will  be  worthy  of  the  congregation  and  a  credit  to 
the  city.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Velie  have  added  to  the  j)ermanent  value  of 
the  church  property  by  the  purchase  of  adjoining  house  and  lot  to  furnish  a 
future  rectory  and  room  for  chapel  and  guild  house. 
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it  shall  be  deemed  advisable  to  undertake  it.  It  will  be  the  beginning  of  a 
fund  to  which  I  trust  there  will  be  rapid  additions. 

I  am  also  encouraged  to  believe  that  an  effort  is  on  foot  that  promises 
success  for  the  founding  of  St.  Stephen's  Hospital,  Richmond.  Already  a  con- 
siderable fund  has  been  contributed  toward  it,  and  responsible  gentlemen  are 
moving  in  the  matter.

Belonging,  as  they  do  by  baptism  and  con- 
firmation, to  the  Royal  Priesthood  of  our  dear  Lord,  they  can  do  much  to 
hold  up  the  hands  of  their  pastors  as  well  as  in  aiding  them  in  carrying  the 
Church  to  outlying  stations.

SALARIES   OF   THE   CLERGY. 

In  many  of  our  parishes  the  salaries  of  our  clergy  are  scarcely  sufficient 
to  meet  the  bare  necessities  of  life.

NKW  cnrRCHP:s. 

St.  Paul's  parish,  Evansville,  is  engaged  in  erecting  a  substantial  parish 
church,  of  stone,  one  that  will  be  worthy  of  the  congregation  and  a  credit  to 
the  city.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Velie  have  added  to  the  permanent  value  of 
the  church  property  by  the  purchase  of  adjoining  house  and  lot  to  furnish  a 
future  rectory  and  room  for  chapel  and  guild  house. 
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St.  Mark's  parish,  Lima,  is  preparing  to  build  a  substantial  brick  church 
as  a  memorial  to  the  honored  memory  of  the  Hon.  John  B.  Howe,  so  long  a 
leading  layman  in  the  Diocese,  and  one  of  its  most  generous  benefactors. 

St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  have  the  plans  for  the  erection,  this  summer,  of  a 
beautiful  stone  chapel  adjoining  their  church,  as  a  memorial  to  their  first 
Rector. 

St.  Luke's  Mission,  Frankfort,  is  also  preparing  to  build,  and  the  new 
parish  of  St.  John's,  Greencastle,  is  canvassing  the  subject  of  building. 

St.  George's  Chapel,  in  this  city,  has  just  been  enlarged,  and  it  is  in  con- 
templation to  build  a  Mission  Chapel.     We  think  the  land  has  been  secured. 

GENERAL   BOARD    OF   MISSIONS. 

This  Diocese  continues  to  receive  aid  from  the  General  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions  to  the  extent  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  For  forty-six  years 
this  aid  has  been  generously  given,  and  we  are  likely  to  need  it  in  increasing 
measure  for  some  time  to  come.  As  a  token  of  appreciation  for  this  forty-six 
years  of  aid  there  should  be  an  annual  offering  in  each  parish  and  mission  in 
the  Diocese  for  the  benefit  of  the  General  Board,  and  I  hope  there  will  be. 
The  wants  of  the  Board  are  at  this  time  especially  urgent,  and  as  its  financial 
year  extends  to  the  Lst  of  September,  we  should  all  remember  the  work  before 
that  time. 

PLAN  OF   MISSIONARY   ENROLLMENT   FOR  1886. 

In  this  connection  I  would  say  that  I  have  received  from  a  committee  of 
gentlemen  constituting  a  Central  Committee  of  Organization,  viz.:  Isaac 
Welsh,  Alexander  Brown,  Lemuel  Coffin,  George  C.  Thomas,  Orlando  Creese, 
Edward  S.  Brockly,  W.  A.  M.  Faller,  all  the  names  of  distinguished  laymen 
of  Philadelphia,  a  plan  for  a  missionary  enrollment  for  1886.  Their  plan 
contemplates  to  get  from  each  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  number  of  our 
members  and  nominal  members  the  sum  of  five  dollars  at  any  time  before 
September,  188<3.  That  is,  nearly  three  years  are  given  for  gathering 
into  the  Lord's  Treasuary,  not  a  half-shekel,  but  a  half-eagle  from  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Church,  thus  by  suitable  instrumentalities  ctlttaimng  not  more  than 
five  dollars  from  any  one  person  there  loi/i  come  from  all  more  than  one  million  of 
dollars.  By  engaging  one  or  two  of  the  laity  to  present  and  apply  the  plan  in 
each  parish,  without  interfering  with  regular  offerings,  a  million  of  dollars 
may  be  presented  to  the  Lord  at  our  next  (ieneral  Convention.  The  whole 
amount  received,  without  any  deduction  whatever,  will  go  into  the  Mission- 
ary Fund.  The  work  to  be  carried  on  and  the  money  raised  as  a  labor  of 
love  by  the  Christian  laymen  who  will  take  it  up.  Papers  with  explanatory 
particulars  will  l)e  supplied  by  a  layman,  who,  under  the  approbation  of  the 
Bishops,  and  at  his  own  expense,  will  bring  the  scheme  before  active  laymen 
in  all  our  dioceses. 
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That  it  will  require  great  and  persistent  labor  is  evident,  but  the  great- 
ness of  the  end  will  sustain  this.  Each  Diocese  will  keep  its  own  portion  of 
the  fund  until  the  General  Convention  meets,  when  the  whole  will  be  distrib- 
uted by  the  Board  of  Missions.  The  proposal  is  to  apply  the  whole  fund  to 
present  needs,  it  being  to  fcach  member  of  the  Church  but  an  offering  of  five 
dollars,  while  in  regard  to  our  blessed  Lord  it  is  an  offering  of  one  million  of 
dollars  from  the  **one  body."  It  would  be  a  grand  centennial  offering,  and 
I  deem  the  scheme  of  sufficient  importance  to  present  it  for  your  considera- 
tion, fully  assured  that  if  it  is  carried  out  our  Diocese  of  Indiana  will  desire 
to  do  its  full  share  toward  its  accomplishment. 

ENDOWMENT    OF   THE   EPISCOPATE. 

The  subject  of  an  adequate  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate 
should  receive  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Convention.  I  believe  the 
present  is  a  fitting  time  to  inaugurate  the  permanent  endowment  of  the 
Diocese  by  raising  a  fund  of  from  $50,000  to  $75,000  by  personal  bonds  of  the 
lay  members  of  the  Diocese,  to  bear  rate  of  interest  not  less  than  six  per  cent., 
payable  quarterly,  and  the  bonds  to  mature  at  whatever  time  the  givers  may 
desire.  Or,  if  the  parties  prefer  paying  the  cash,  that  the  money  be  securely 
invested  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  When  this  is  done,  the  present  parish 
bonds  to  be  surrendered.  If  it  is  decided  to  adhere  to  the  present  system  of 
parochial  bonds  there  should  be  a  readjustment  of  the  same,  by  which  they 
shall  be  increased  to  at  least  $50,000,  and  the  rate  of  interest  reduced  to  six 
or  seven  per  cent. 

I  recommend  that  the  Diocesan  or  Convention  Fund  be  separated  from 
the  Episcopate  Fund,  and  that  a  small  assessment  be  laid  upon  the  parishes 
by  the  Assessment  Committee  to  meet  the  expenses,  which  include  printing 
of  Journal,  salary  of  Secretary,  gratuity  to  Sexton,  and  General  Convention 
dues.     It  is  probable  that  $500  will  cover  ihe  claims  of  this  fund. 

I  call  attention,  also,  to  the  exaggerated  value  given  to  Diocesan  prop- 
erty in  the  last  Convention  Journal,  making  the  diocese  to  appear  richer  than 
she  really  is.  The  Episcopal  property  on  the  Circle  is  valued  at  $40,000; 
good  judges  tell  me  that  $30,000  is  a  high  valuation.  It  barely  pays  an 
interest  on  $15,000. 

The  Grace  Church  property,  valued  at  ^0,000,  I  have  estimated  at  not 
higher  than  $17,000,  and  the  North  Meridian  Street  lots,  valued  at  $10,000, 
at  not  more  than  $8,000.  The  Howe  homestead  at  Lima,  reported  as  worth 
$25,000,  should  not  be  rated  at  more  than  half  that  sum. 

I  recommend  that  this  subject  of  Episcopal  support  be  referred  to  a 
special  committee  to  report  to  this  Convention. 

CONVOCATIONS. 

I  have  attended  Convocations  in  the  several  deaneries  and  found 'them 
full  of  interest.     The  Deans  have  given  me  valuable  assistance  by  furnishing 
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information  concerning  the  Church  in  their  several  deaneries,  by  visiting 
vacant  parishes  and  missions,  ^nd  by  accompanying  me  in  my  visitations. 
I  feel  grateful  to  them  for  their  aid. 

I  propose  availing  myself  of  the  privilege  granted  by  the  Canon  of 
detailing  Rectors  to  visit  vacant  parishes  quarterly,  and  trust  the  parishes  will 
cheerfully  acquiesce  in  this  use  of  the  power  granted  by  the  Canon. 

DIOCESAN    SEAL. 

Mr.  Samuel  S.  Early,  of  Terre  Haute,  with  his  usual  good  taste,  pre- 
pared, as  requested  by  the  Convention,  a  Diocesan  Seal,  which  I  was  happy 
to  approve  of  and  which  I  have  in  my  possession  to  append  to  all  Diocesan  and 
official  documents.  This,  a  few  friends  in  Terre  Haute  have  kindly  presented 
to  the  Diocese.  He  has  also  prepared,  as  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
designs  for  fitting  memorials  to  the  departed  Bishops  of  the  Diocese  which 
await  the  order  of  the  Convention. 

BIBLE   AND    PRAYER    BOOK    SOCIETIES. 

I  have  received  from  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  New  York 
(Jas.  Pott,  agent)  a  donation  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  prayer  books  and 
hymnals,  and  a  like  number  from  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society,  of 
Philadelphia,  for  distribution. 

Our  gratitude  is  due  to  these  societies  for  their  aid,  and  it  will  be  an 
earnest  of  grateful  appreciation  of  their  generosity  if  our  parishes  will  make 
an  annual  offering,  say,  on  Ash  Wednesday,  the  proceeds  to  be  divided 
between  the  two  societies. 

AMERICAN    CHURCH    TEMPERANCE   SOCIETY. 

The  organization,  a  few  years  ago,  of  the  American  Church  Temperance 
Society,  after  the  model  of  the  great  Church  of  England  Temperance  Society, 
with  its  five  hundred  thousand  members,  has  supplied  a  long  felt  want. 
This  society  furnishes  a  way  in  which  churchmen,  free  from  fanaticism  and 
dictation  and  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  liberty,  can  show  their  interest  in 
temperance  reform  and  cast  the  weight  of  their  influence  against  this  great 
sin,  which  is  striking  down  so  many,  causing  misery  and  destitution  and 
promoting  pauperism  and  crime. 

I  have  invited  the  Secretary  of  this  organization,  Robert  Graham,  to  be 
with  us  during  the  session  of  the  Convention  to  inform  us  concerning  the 
workings  of  the  Society  and  to  aid  in  the  organization  of  a  Diocesan  Branch 
Society.  Such  action  is  eminently  desirable,  to  the  end  that  we  may  do  our 
share  toward  stemming  the  evil  tide  of  intemperance  that  is  sweeping  over 
our  land  and  destroying  many  of  its  noblest  sons. 

-SUFFKRKRS    FROM    THE    OHK^    FLOODS. 

The  terrible  destruction  wrought  by  the  overflow  of  the  Ohio  river 
brought  great  loss  to  several  of  our  parishes  and  destitution  to  many  of  our 
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people.  In  order  to  be  able  to  relieve  suffering  and  restore  Church  property, 
we  appealed  to  benevolent  churchmen  throughout  the  land.  The  noble  and 
speedy  response  made  to  this  appeal  has  filled  our  hearts  with  gratitude.  To 
our  right  reverend  brethren  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  Bishops  Potter 
and  Stevens,  we  are  especially  indebted,  to  the  former  for  $1,000,  to  the  latter 
for  $500.  We  received  in  all  $1,879.80.  This  we  distributed  to  Aurora, 
Lawrenceburg,  Madison,  Vevay,  Jeffersonville,  New  Albany  and  Cannelton, 
being  enabled  to  meet  all  calls  and  leaving  a  surplus  of  $809.80,  which  we 
puipose  using  in  a  way  to  afford  permanent  relief  for  the  future  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  small  clergy  house  at  Aurora,  adjoining  the  Church  and  above  the 
extreme  limits  of  the  flood.  In  this  response  for  the  relief  of  our  suffering 
brethren  we  recognize  the  brotherhood  of  Christ  and  the  divine  blessing  of 
Christian  charity.

It  was 
thoroughly  convinced  by  an  experience  of  over  two  years  that  the  Divine 
plan  of  government  is  the  best.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

Mr.  Isaac  H.  Kiersted  offered  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  June  3,  1884. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  begs  leave  to  make  the  following 
report : 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  held  several  meetings  at  the  call  of  the 
Bishop.  At  the  first  meeting  the  executor  of  Bishop  Talbot's  estate  called 
the  trustees'  attention  to  a  balance  apparently  due  to  said  estate  lor  arrearages 
of  salary  named  in  the  treasurer's  statement  at  the  last  Convention,  amount- 
ing to  one  thousand  and  forty  dollars.  Some  doubts  were  entertained  as  to 
the  intention  of  the  late  Bishop  with  reference  to  this  arrearage.  In  his  will, 
executed  November  12,  1882,  he  provided  for  an  even  exchange  of  the  bonds 
due  from  him  to  the  Diocese  for  bonds  which  he  then  held  against  the 
Diocese  and  all  other  bonds  which  might  thereafter  be  given  to  him  for 
arrearages  of  salary. 

There  was  a  large  arrearage  due  the  Bishop  on  the  1st  of  June,  1882,  for 
which  a  bond  would  have  been  given,  but  he  desired  the  treasurer  to  keep  it 
as  an  open  account  upon  which  he  might   draw  from  time  to  time,  as  his 
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needs  might  require,  supposing  it  to  be  ample  for  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
At  the  time  of  his  death  the  amount  above  named  was  the  balance  due  on 
said  account.  Not  being  in  the  shape  of  a  bond,  it  was  thought  that,  what- 
ever might  have  been  the  intentions  of  the  Bishop  respecting  it,  the  executor 
had  an  undoubted  Ugal  right  to  the  amount  named.  And  accordingly  it  was 
ordered  that  the  treasurer  should  settle  the  claim  unless  the  residuary  legatee 
waived  her  right  to  it.  Acting  upon  this  authority,  the  treasurer  was  only 
able  to  settle  the  claim  by  executing  a  bond  for  the  full  amount,  and  credit- 
ing on  the  back  thereof  the  house  rents  due  to  the  Board  up  to  June  1,  18^. 

After  consultation  with  the  Bishop,  the  Board  agreed  to  recommend  to 
the  Convention  that  his  salary  should  commence  from  September  1,  1888,  that 
being  the  date  of  his  resignation  of  Gethsemane  Parish,  Minneapolis. 

It  was  also  agreed  to  recommend  that  until  the  Bishop  should  be  ready 
to  occupy  the  Episcopal  residence  on  the  Circle,  now  under  temporary  lease, 
he  should  be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per  month  for  the  same  from 
and  after  November  1,  1888. 

There  being  a  mortgage  indebtedness  of  nearly  seventy-five  hundred  dol- 
lars on  the  school  property  on  the  corner  of  Pennsylvania  and  St.  Joseph 
streets,  the  payment  of  the  greater  part  of  which  was  demanded,  the  Board 
authorized  the  treasurer  to  borrow  said  amount  upon  mortgage  on  the  Circle 
street  property  and  pay  the  same. 

It  was  also  ordered  that  the  five  lots  on  North  Meridian  street  should  be 
appraised  and  sold  at  not  less  than  the  appraised  value,  to  be  applied  ultimately 
to  the  same  purpose. 

The  treasurer's  report,  hereto  appended,  will  show  the  present  condition 
of  the  Trust  Funds  of  the  Diocese. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  the  Hon.  Geo.  C.  Duy,  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese,  prepared  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to 
the  Diocese,  which  is  also  hereto  appended.  This  statement  will  be  spread 
in  lull  upon  the  trustees'  record  book,  as  well  as  printed  in  full  in  the  Con- 
vention Journal.  Its  value  can  not  be  overestimated,  as  it  is  the  first  thor- 
ough statement  which  has  yet  been  made  upon  this  important  subject. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  submit  for  adoption  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved — That  the  several  actions  of  the  trustees,  as  above  reported,  be 
and  the  same  are,  in  all  things,  hereby  approved  and  confirmed.

STATEMENT  OF  PROPERTY. 

Hon.  G.  C.  Duy  submitted  the  following  Statement  of  Property  : 
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The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  by  an  act  approved 
January  16,  1844,  created  the  corporation  of  the  "Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,"  with  power  **to  raise  and  hold 
in  trust  a  fund  for  the  support  of  a  Bishop,  and  to  aid  itinerant  and  superan- 
nuated ministers,  their  widows  and  children." 

April  2,  1881,  an  act  supplemental  to  the  foregoing  was  approved, 
which  enlarged  the  powers  of  the  Trustees,  and  is  as  follows :  (See  Acts  2, 
1881,  pp  898,  894.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  that,  in  addition  to  the  corporate  powers  conferred  on  the  Trustees 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  by  the  act 
creating  them  as  a  corporation,  said  corporation  shall  have  authority  to 
receive  by  conveyance  from  the  Bishop  of  said  Diocese  of  Indiana,  or  any 
other  person  or  persons  now  or  hereafter  holding  the  same,  any  real  or  per- 
sonal property  in  trust  for  any  parish  or  parishes  within  said  Diocese,  and  to 
hold  such  property  upon  the  same  trust  as  the  same  may  have  been  held  by 
such  Bishop,  or  other  person  or  persons,  immediately  before  any  such  con- 
veyance. 

Section  2.  The  said  corporation,  viz :  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  is  also  hereby  empowered  to 
take  and  hold  in  trust  for  any  such  parish  or  parishes,  or  for  Diocesan  pur- 
poses and  uses,  any  property,  real  or  personal,  which  may  by  gift,  devise,  or 
donation,  be  conveyed  to  it,  and  to  execute  the  trust  concerning  the  same 
which  may  be  expressed  in  the  conveyance  thereof  or  implied  by  law. 

Section  3.  This  act  is  subject  to  repeal  or  amendment,  and  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  power  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
repeal,  alter,  or  amend  the  act  incorporating  the  said  Trustees,  approved 
January  16,  1844,  as  reserved  in  the  fourth  section  of  said  act. 

The  foregoing  act  of  incorporation  and  the  act  supplemental  thereto  are 
referred  to  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  authority  and  power  of  the 
** Trustees"  to  take  and  hold  in  trust  the  property  hereinafter  described,  and 
all  other  property  which  may  hereafter  be  conveyed  to  them  under  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law. 

SCHEDULE    OF    REAL    ESTATE    HELD    BY    THE   TRUSTEES   JUNE   8,    1884. 

Episcopal  Residence. — Lot  No.  13,  square  45,  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
ap>olis,  except  that  part  conveyed  to  Douglass  and  Conner. 

This  property,  being  at  the  time  a  vacant  lot  on  the  "Circle,"  was  con- 
veyed to  the  Trustees  by  \Vm.  H.  Morrison  and  wife,  by  their  deed  of  May 
31,  1870,  recorded  in  book  45,  page  95.  In  the  deed  they  use  these  words; 
**To  be  used  for  an  Episcopal  residence."  The  Trustees  built  the  house  now 
standing  on  this  lot.  Subsequently,  a  small  strip  was  sold  off  the  south  side 
to  the  Journal  Company,   and   they  gave  a  bond,   which   is,  with  the  title 
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papers,  conditioned  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  partition  fence  and 
wall  on  the  line,  and  for  the  performance  of  certain  stipulations  as  to  the 
use  of  the  property  in  connection  with  their  business. 

llie  stipulation  in  the  conveyance  to  the  Trustees  as  to  the  use  of  the 
lot  clouds  the  title.  On  March  15,  1881,  \Vm.  H.  Morrison  died  intestate, 
leaving  a  widow  and  three  heirs-at-law,  to-wit:  Wm.  H.,  Mary  A.  L.,  and 
Ernest  J.  W.  Morrison,  the  last  two  at  that  time  minors.  It  was  considered 
desirable  to  get  a  quitclaim  from  them,  if  possible,  to  quiet  the  title,  and 
Wm.  H.  Morrison,  in  consideration  of  $300,  paid  to  him  by  the  Trustees, 
quitclaimed  to  them  by  deed  of recorded  in  book  .    .    .  page  .    . 

The  widow  and  daughter,  now  of  age,  declined,  for  the  present,  to  join 
in  such  conveyance,  disclaiming,  however,  any  intention  of  ever  claiming  any 
interest  in  the  property,  but  desiring  to  control  the  occupation  and  use  of  the 
property  as  long  as  they  lived  in  their  home  on  the  adjoining  lot. 

This  property  is  free  from  lien  or  incumbrance,  and  is  of  the  probable 
value  of  $30,000. 

Grace  Chirch  Property. — Lots  Nos.  3  and  4  in  Mcllvain  &  Latham's 
sub-division  of  out-lot  No.  173,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

This  property  is  located  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Pennsylvania  and  St. 
Joseph  streets,  being  100  feet  front  on  Pennsylvania  by  196  feet  on  St. 
Joseph,  to  an  alley. 

Lot  No.  3  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  by  Joseph  V.  M*Ilvain  and  wife 
by  deed  of  May  19,  1857,  and  lot  No.  4  by  deed  of  August  16,  1858.  Bishop 
Upfold,  with  means  of  his  own  and  funds  furnished  for  the  purpose  by  his 
friends,  and  proceeds  of  lands  in  Cook  County,  Ills.,  formerly  given  to  the 
Diocese  by  Dr.  Rosevelt  Johnson,  of  Lafayette,  built  the  dwelling-house  now 
standing  on  lot  No.  3,  and  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  any  claim  ever  being 
made  by  his  heirs,  he  and  his  wife  made  their  quitclaim  deed  for  the  lots 
to  the  Trustees  September  28,  1868.  Bishop  Upfold  occupied  the  property 
up  to  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  by  a  rather  singular  coincidence 
Bishop  Talbot,  his  successor,  died  in  the  same  house,  it  being  then  occupied 
by  his  brother,  the  Episcopal  residence  being  temporarily  rented. 

In  April,  1874,  the  Trustees  sold  lot  No.  4  to  the  "Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men of  Grace  Church,"  they  having  before  that  time  held  the  property  un- 
der lease  and  having  erected  a  Church  on  it.  For  full  particulars  see  Grace 
Church  Record,  page  79.  The  price  of  the  lot  was  $7,500,  payable,  $2,500 
July  1,  1875,  and  $5,000  in  ten  years,  with  eight  per  cent,  interest,  payable 
semi-annually. 

In  the  spring  of  1876,  Grace  Church  Vestry  having  been  unable  to  make 
any  payment  on  the  lot  reconveyed  it  to  the  Trustees  by  deed  of  March  20th, 
under  a  resolution  of  the  Vestry  of  March  9th,  and  at  the  same  time  arranged 
to  buy  back  110  feet  off  the  west  end  of  the  lot  for  $3,500,  on  ten  years  time, 
and  authorized  Wm.  B.  Thurston  to  execute  bond  and  mortgage  for  the  pur- 
chase  money,   with   eight   per  cent,    interest,    payable   semi-annually.       See 
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Vestry  Record,  page  116.  This  arrangement  was  perfected  April  8, 1876,  the 
Trustees  by  deed  of  that  date  conveying  the  110  feet  to  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen  of  Grace  Church  and  taking  their  bond  and  mortgage,  as  agreed. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Trustees  sold  and  conveyed  to  Harry  B.  Palmer  80 
feet  off  the  east  end  of  the  same  lot  for  $4,000,  and  took  his  bond  and 
mortgage  for  the  purchase  money  upon  the  same  terms. 

Neither  Grace  Church  nor  Palmer  were  able  to  pay  for  the  property,  and 
Palmer  by  deed  of  January  16,  1878,  and  the  Vestry  of  Grace  Church  by 
deed  of  March  18,  1878  (under  resolution  of  January  22d.  See  Vestry 
Record,  page  185,),  reconveyed  their  respective  portions  of  said  lot  4  to  the 
Trustees  in  full  settlement  of  the  purchase  money  and  accrued  interest. 

By  deed  from  Wm.  H.  Morrison  and  wife,  hereinafter  referred  to.  Bishop 
Talbot  held  title  to  five  lots  on  North  Meridian  street,  Indianapolis,  in  trust 
**for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,"  and,  with  the  consent  and 
approval  of  Morrison  and  wife,  who  executed  another  deed  to  the  Bishop  for 
said  lots  without  conditions,  an  exchange  of  property  was  effected  between 
the  Bishop  and  the  Trustees,  the  Bishop  conveying  four  of  said  lots  to  the 
Trustees  in  consideration  of  the  conveyance  to  him,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
and  to  his  successor  in  said  office  in  trust,  lots  3  and  4,  subject  to  a  mortgage 
on  lot  8,  which  he  assumed  and  agreed  to  pay  as  part  of  the  purchase  money. 
At  the  time  the  five  lots  were  given  to  the  Diocese  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morrison 
it  was  proposed  and  intended  to  establish  a  school  for  girls,  and  this  exchange 
of  property  was  made  with  a  view  of  utilizing  the  Grace  Church  property  for 
that  purpose.  Bishop  Talbot  mortgaged  the  east  end  of  lot  3  for  money  to 
build  a  school-house,  and  under  his  control  a  girls'  school  was  opened  and 
conducted  there  for  two  or  three  years,  but  finally  failed  for  want  of  support. 
Bishop  Talbot  held  title  to  the  property  until  shortly  before  his  death,  and 
by  deed  of  October  24,  1882,  conveyed  the  whole  of  lots  3  and  4  to  the 
Trustees  in  trust  "for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,"  in  which  condition  it  now  stands.  This 
property  is  worth  about  $18,000,  and  is  incumbered  to  the  amount  of  some 
$7,000. 

North  Meridian  Street  Lots.— Lots  54,  56,  56,  57  and  58,  Wm.  H. 
Morrison's  second  sub-division  in  Indianapolis. 

These  lots  are  located  on  North  Meridian  street,  at  the  corner  of  Tenth 
street.  They  front  east,  and  are  each  40  by  195  feet.  They  were  conveyed 
by  Wm.  H.  and  Mary  Morrison,  by  deed  of  May  31,  1870,  to  '^Rt.  Rev.  Jos. 
C.  Talbot,  assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  to  his  successors 
in  the  office  of  Bishop  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  thereof,  in  trust 
for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana." 

Subsequently,  by  ^eed  of  March  9,  1878,  Morrison  and  wife  quitclaimed 
these  lots  to  Jos.  C.  Talbot,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  in  trust  "for 
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the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Indiana,"  for 
the  declared  purpose  of  vesting  the  title  in  him  absolutely,  free  and  dis- 
charged of  any  conditions  under  the  former  deed. 

By  deed  of  March  9,  1878,  Bishop  Talbot,  as  trustee,  in  exchange  for 
Grace  Church  property,  conveyed  lots  64,  65,  66  and  57  to  the  trustees  "for 
the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,"  and  by  deed  of  October  24» 
1882,  he  conveyed  lot  58  to  the  trustees  in  trust  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana.  These  lots  are 
clear  of  lien  and  probably  worth  $8,000. 

MUNCIE. — Commencing  at  the  northwest  corner  of  out-lot  No.  2  in 
Brown's  donation  to  Muncietown,  now  the  City  of  Muncie,  and  running 
south  to  the  southwest  corner  of  said  lot,  thence  east  with  the  south  line  of 
said  lot  62J  feet,  thence  north  to  the  north  line  of  said  lot,  and  thence  west 
62}  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  in  the  County  of  Delaware  and  State  of 
Indiana. 

The  property  is  located  on  the  corner  of  Adams  and  Mulberry  streets  in 
the  city  of  Muncie,  being  62}  feet  north  front  on  Adams  street  and  186  feet 
west  front  on  Mulberry.  It  was  conveyed  by  John  W.  Trueworthy  and  wife 
for  the  sum  of  $1,860,  by  deed  of  May  21,  1881,  to  John  M.  Kirby,  Trustee^ 
in  trust  **for  the  members  and  communicants  of  Grace  Mission  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  of  the  City  of  Muncie,  Indiana,  and  for  the  members 
and  communicants  of  such  parish  of  said  church  as  shall  be  formed  out  of 
said  mission,  and  to  his  successor  or  successors  in  said  trust  hereafter 
appointed  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  said  mission  or  of  said  parish^ 
and  to  be  by  said  Trustee  conveyed  on  demand  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men ot  said  mission  or  of  said  parish  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  said 
mission  or  of  said  parish,  or  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  or  to 
such  other  person  or  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  said  Wardens  and  Ves- 
trymen." 

An  abstract,  furnished  recently,  by  William  H.  M.  Cooper,  who  kindly 
donated  his  services,  shows  the  title  to  have  been  perfect  in  Trueworthy. 
By  deed  of  February  28,  1884,  John  M.  Kirby,  the  Trustee,  in  pursuance 
of  a  resolution  of  the  Vestry  of  Grace  Church  asking  a  conveyance  and  desig 
naling  the  grantee,  conveyed  the  property  to  the  Trustees,  in  trust  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  Grace  Church  parish,  and  of  the  members  and  communi- 
cants thereof. 

There  is  at  this  time  on  the  south  part  of  the  lot  a  small  frame  chapel 
which  cost  $700,  and  on  the  front  or  north  end  a  small  brick  cottage  of  small 
value,  worth  perhaps  $300.  The  abstract,  dated  February  28,  1884,  shows 
the  title  in  the  Trustees  clear  of  incumbrance  and  perfect  of  record. 

Bloomington. — In  lot  No.  208,  in  the  town  (now  city)  of  Bloomington, 
Monroe  county,  Indiana, 

This  property  was  purchased  by  the  Rev.  John  L.  Gay,  formerly  Mis- 
sionary in  charge,  and  upon  his  removal  from  the  Diocese  was  conveyed  by 
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him  and  his  wife  by  deed  of  December  5,  1878,  recorded  in  Record  4,  page 
486,  to  Bishop  Talbot  **and  to  his  successor  in  office  as  said  Bishop  forever,*' 
in  trust  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  within 
the  Diocese  of  Indiana. 

This  conveyance  was  made  subject  to  a  mortgage  for  $426.24,  made  by 
Mr.  F.  Browning  and  wife  to  the  State  of  Indiana  for  use  of  the  School 
Fund,  recorded  in  School  Fund  Record  2,  page  227,  and  another  mortgage 
made  by  Gay  and  wife  to  Browning,  recorded  in  Record  E,  page  329,  upon 
which  was  then  due  about  $275.  These  mortgages  have  all  been  paid,  and 
are  entered  satisfied  of  record — the  first,  March  29,  1875,  and  the  second,  May 
18,  1874,  leaving  the  property  clear  of  incumbrance. 

The  lot  is  a  very  desirable  one,  located  on  College  avenue  at  the  comer 
of  Seventh  street,  just  one  square  north  of  the  Court  House,  and  fronts  west 
on  the  avenue  66  feet  by  132  feet  deep.  The  church  building  is  about 
20x40  feet,  of  very  little  value,  and  there  is  an  old  dwelling  house  on  the  lot. 
The  whole  property  is  worth  about  $1,500. 

Bishop  Talbot  conveyed  this  property  to  the  Trustees  by  deed  of  October 
24,  1882,  in  trust  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese. 

Bristol. — This  property  is  described  as  follows,  to-wit :  Lots  65,  66, 
67,  68,  70,  71  and  72  in  Alverson  &  Doolittle*s  plat  of  the  village  (now 
town)  of  Bristol.  Also,  commencing  at  the  northeast  corner  of  lot  No.  68 
aforesaid,  and  running  thence  east  6  rods,  thence  south  16  rods,  thence  west 
5  rods,  thence  north  8  rods,  thence  west  one  rod,  and  thence  north  8  rods  to 
the  place  of  beginning  in  Elkhart  county,  Indiana. 

The  grounds  front  north  about  360  feet  on  Vistula  street,  running  back 
about  264  feet  to  Elkhart  street,  and  having  also  a  west  frontage  on  Chap- 
toula  street. 

The  church  building  is  of  frame  about  25x50  feet  and  located  on  lots  66 
and  66,  and  in  the  rear  on  lots  71  and  72  is  the  grave  yard.  The  rectory  and 
grounds  are  at  the  east  end  of  the  premises,  embracing  about  one-half  acre. 

The  real  estate,  which  has  been  held  by  the  Parish  of  "St.  John's 
Church,  Bristol,'*  for  many  years,  was  conveyed,  together  with  all  furniture, 
fixtures  and  personal  property  belonging  thereto,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry, 
under  resolution  of  the  Vestry  of  April  14,  1884,  authorizing  him  thereto,  by 
deed  of  May  12,  1884,  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  in  trust  to  be  taken  and  held  by  them  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Bristol ;  and  in  case  said  parish  should  ever 
become  extinct,  then  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  which  deed  is  recorded  May  20,  1884,  in 
Book  No.  65,  page  499,  in  the  recorder's  office  of  Elkhart  county.  The 
whole  property  is  worth  about  $6,000. 

Lawrenceburg. — Part  of  in-lot  No.  172,  in  the  town  (now  city)  of  Law- 
renceburg,  Dearborn  County,  Indiana,  to-wit :  Beginning  at  the  west  corner 
of  said  lot  (172)  and  running  thence  southeasterly  with  the  edge  of  Walnut 
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street,  twenty-nine  (29)  feet,  thence  at  right  angle  with  Walnut  street,  and 
parallel  with  High  street,  forty-four  (44)  feet,  thence  at  right  angles  with 
High  street  and  parallel  with  Walnut  street,  twenty-nine  (29)  feet,  to  the 
alley,  and  thence  with  said  alley  forty-four  (44)  feet,  to  the  place  of  ban- 
ning, together  with  the  fumit\ire,  fixtures,  and  personal  property  therein  con- 
tained, and  thereto  in  anywise  appertaining  and  belonging. 

Title  to  the  northeast  half  of  the  above  described  real  estate  was  vested 
in  the  Wardens  and  "Vestrymen  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburg,"  by  deed 
of  Theodore  Gaslay,  Commissioner  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  of  Dear- 
born County,  Indiana,  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  decree  of  said  Court,  in  a 
proceeding  to  quiet  title  brought  by  the  trustees  against  the  heirs  at  law  of 
W^m.  E.  Craft,  deceased,  which  decree  was  entered  of  record  March  10,  18&4. 
The  deed  bears  date  March  13,  1854,  and  is  recorded  in  Deed  Record  10,  pp. 
101  and  102.  The  southwest  half  of  the  property  was  conveyed  to  the 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  aforesaid  by  Richard  M.  Pell,  by  Isaac  M.  S.  Craft, 
his  attorney  in  fact,  by  deed  of  January  9,  1864,  recorded  in  Deed  Record  8, 
page  561. 

The  lot  fronts  southwest  29  feet  on  Walnut  street,  running  back  north- 
eastwardly 44  feet,  with  an  alley  on  the  northwest  side.  In  pursuance  of  a 
resolution  of  the  Vestry,  entered  of  record  in  the  Parish  Record,  volume  1, 
page  20,  the  Wardens  and  Vestrj-men  by  their  deed  of  May  81,  1884,  con- 
veyed the  whole  lot,  together  with  all  personal  property  belonging  to  the 
parish,  to  the  *»trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of 
Indiana"  in  trust,  **to  be  taken  and  held  by  them  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Lawrenceburg,  and  in  case  said  parish  should 
ever  become  extinct,  then  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana."  This  deed  is  recorded  in  Deed  Record 
41,  pages  405  and  406. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  Trustees  hold  title  to  the  following 
properties,  a  particular  description  and  valuation  of  which  we  have  not  been 
able  to  obtain  in  time  for  this  report. 

Warsaw — *»Loi  No.  197,  in  the  town  of  Warsaw,  with  the  Church 
building  thereon  situated,"  conveyed  by  the  *•  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  Warsaw,"  to  Right  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  LL.  D., 
Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  and 
his  successors  in  office  forever,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  said  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church,  by  deed  of  June  18,  1873,  recorded  in  Book  89,  page  887,  in  the 
Recorder's  office  in  Koscuisko  County,  Indiana,  and  by  Bishop  Talbot  con- 
veyed to  the  **  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese 
of  Indiana,*'  in  trust  **for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  said  Church,  in  said 
Diocese,"  by  his  deed  of  October  24.  1882. 

Attica. — **Lot  No.  six  (♦>),  in  the  northeast  addition  to  the  city  of 
Attica,  together  with  all  the  privileges  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging.*' 

Conveyed   by  the  *' Wardens  and   Vestr>-men  of  Grace  Church,  Attica, 
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by  deed  of  May  18,  1876,  recorded  in  Book  38,  page  180,  in  the  Recorder's 
office  in  Fountain  County,  Indiana,  to  Joseph  C.  Talbot  (Bishop  of  Indiana), 
in  trust  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Indiana,"  and  by  Bishop  Talbot  by  deed  October  24,  1882,  con- 
veyed to  the  "Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of 
Indiana,  in  trust  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  said  Church  in  said  Diocese." 

North  Liberty. — Lots  26  and  86,  in  the  village  of  North  Liberty. 

This  property  was  conveyed  by  "Sylvester  Laning,  M.  D.,  Trustee  of  St. 
Philip's  Church  property  at  the  village  of  North  Liberty,"  by  deed  of 
October  26,  1877,  recorded  in  Book  69,  page  849,  in  the  Recorder's  office  of 
St.  Joseph  County,  Indiana,  and  his  successors,  in  trust  for  the  sole  use,  ben- 
efit, and  behoof  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Indiana, 
and  by  Bishop  Talbot,  by  deed  of  October  24,  1882,  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  in  trust  for  the  sole 
use,  benefit,  and  behoof  of  said  Church  in  said  State. 

Garrett. — Lots  one  (1),  two  (2),  three  (3),  four  (4)  and  five  (6)  in  block 
forty-one  (41),  in  the  Town  of  Garrett. 

These  lots  were  conveyed  by  "Washington  Co  wen,  trustee  of  the  Balti- 
more Land  and  Improvement  Company,"  by  deed  July  14,  1877,  recorded  in 
book  C.  C.  page  827,  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  DeKalb  County, 
Indiana,  to  "Right  Reverend  Joseph  C.  Talbot,  Bishop  of  Indiana,  and  to 
his  successors  in  that  office,  in  trust  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  and  Diocese  of  Indiana,"  and  by  Bishop 
Talbot,  by  deed  of  October  24, 1882,  to  the  "Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  in  trust  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of 
said  Church  in  said  Diocese."

COMMUNICATION  FROM  QENERAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Rev.  Willis  I).  F^ngie  read  the  following  communication, 
which  was,  on  motion  of  the  Res.  J.  J.  Faiide,  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons:

Sik:---In  compliance  with  the  recpiirements  of  Article  IX.  of  the  Con>ti- 
uiiion,  r  would  hereby  ofhcially  make  knt)\vn,  throujjh  you,  to  the  Convention

of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  that  the  following  alterations  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Church  are  proposed,  to-wit:  those  comprised  in  the  two  resolutions 
subjoined,  said  resolutions  having  been  constitutionally  adopted  by  a  General 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  held  in  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.,  in  October,  A.  D.,  1888,  to-wit: 

I.  It  was,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Convention 
{vide  Journal  of  Convention,  pp.  240,  263,  279,  280). 

Resohed — That  Articles  2  and  3  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
substituting  the  words  "House  of  Deputies"  for  the  word  ''Convention  " 
in  the  fourteenth  line  of  Article  2  of  the  Constitution  as  printed  in  the 
Digest  of  1880,  and  that  the  words  "House  of  Deputies"  be,  in  like  man- 
ner, substituted  for  the  word  "Convention"  in  the  twelfth  line  of  Article  3, 
as  printed  above : 

So  that  the  Articles  shall  read  as  follows : 

Article  2. 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  of  both 
the  Clergy  and  the  Laity.  Such  representation  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  communicants  in  this  Church,  residents  in 
the  Diocese,  and  chosen  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Convention  thereof; 
and  in  all  questions  when  required  by  the  Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from 
any  Diocese,  each  Order  shall  have  one  vote ;  and  the  majority  of  suffrages 
by  Dioceses  shall  be  conclusive  in  each  Order,  provided  such  majority  com- 
prehend a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  Order.  The  concur- 
rence of  both  Orders  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  House  of 
Deputies.  If  the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  should  neglect  or  decline  to 
appoint  Clerical  Deputies,  or  if  they  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  Lay 
Deputies,  or  if  any  of  those  of  either  Order  appointed  should  neglect  to  attend, 
or  be  prevented  by  sickness  or  any  other  accident,  such  Diocese  shall  never- 
theless be  considered  as  duly  represented  by  such  Deputy  or  Deputies  as  may 
attend,  whether  Lay  or  Clerical.  And  if,  through  the  neglect  of  the  Con- 
vention of  any  of  the  Churches  which  shall  have  adopted  or  may  hereafter 
adopt  this  Constitution  no  Deputies,  either  Lay  or  Clerical,  should  attend  at 
any  General  Convention,  the  Church  in  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be 
hound  by  the  acts  of  such  Convention. 

Article  3. 

The  Bishops  of  this  Church,  when  there  shall  be  three  or  more,  shall, 
whenever  General  Conventions  are  held,  form  a  separate  House,  with  a  right 
to  originate  and  propose  acts  for  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies, 
composed  of  Clergy  and  Laity ;  and  when  any  proposed  act  shall  have  passed 
the  House  of  Deputies,  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops, 
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who  shall  have  a  negative  thereupon ;  and  all  acts  of  the  Convention  shall  be 
authenticated  by  both  Houses.  And  In  all  cases  the  House  of  Bisho]>s  shall 
signify  to  the  House  of  Deputies  their  approbation  or  disapprobation  (the 
latter  with  their  reasons  in  writing)  within  three  days  after  the  proposed  act 
shall  have  been  reported  to  them  for  concurrence ;  and,  in  failure  thereof,  it 
shall  have  the  operation  of  a  law.  But  until  there  shall  be  three  or  more 
Bishops,  as  aforesaid,  any  Bishop  attending  a  General  Convention  shall  be  a 
member  ex  officio^  and  shall  vote  with  the  Clerical  Deputies  of  the  Diocese  to 
which  he  belongs;  and  a  Bishop  shall  then  preside. 

II.  It  was,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  Convention  {inde 
Journal  of  Convention,  pp.  130,  273,  274,  800,  303) 

Resolved — That  Article  4  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  word  "and"  in  the  third  line  of  said  Article,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  following : 

^''Prmided — That,  when  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall  be  organized  as  a 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the  Bishop  of  the  new- 
Diocese;  and, 

^^  Provided  ^further — That,  when  a  part  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall  be 
organized  as  a  new  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become 
the  Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese,  or,  at  his  election,  remain  the  Bishop  of  that 
part  of  such  Jurisdiction  not  included  in  the  new  Diocese;"  and  leaving  the 
residue  of  the  said  Article  to  stand  as  an  independent  paragraph ; 

So  that  the  Article  shall  read  as  follows  : 

Article  4. 

The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  agreeably  to 
such  rules  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese;  Provided- — 
That,  when  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall  be  organized  as  a  Diocese,  the 
Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the  Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese;  and. 
Provided,  further — That,  when  a  part  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall  be 
organized  as  a  new  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the 
Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese,  or,  at  his  election,  remain  the  Bishop  of  that  part 
of  such  Jurisdiction  not  included  in  the  new  Diocese. 

Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  Episcopal 
Office  to  his  proper  Diocese,  unless  requested  to  ordain,  or  confirm,  or  perform 
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any  other  act  of  the  Episcopal  Office  in  another  Diocese  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  thereof.

The  following  communication  was  read  : 

Terre  Haute,  Ind.,  June  2,  1884. 
Right  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir: 

I  append  a  description  of  the  seal  designed  by  me  for  the  Diocese,  and 
approved  by  you,  so  that,  under  the  action  of  the  late  Convention,  it  is  now 
the  Official  Seal  of  the  Diocese.  The  description  is  in  heraldic  language,  but 
I  give  its  meaning  in  common  speech.  Samuel  S.  Early. 

SEAL   OF   THE   DIOCESE   OF    INDIANA. 

Argent,  a  cross  gules ;  on  a  chief  azure  a  Holy  Lamb  proper.  Behind 
the  escutcheon  a  key  and  a  pastoral  staff  in   saltire,  and,  surmounting  it,  a 
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The  above  description,  rendered  in  or- 
dinary English,  signifies  that  on  a  while 
(argeni)  Nhield  a  red  (gules)  cross  is  im- 
posed ;  that  on  a  chief  (the  upper  third  of 
the  shield)  of  blue  (aiure)  a  Holy  Laihb  >:- 
represented  in  nalural  colors  (proper] ;  thil 
behind  ihe  shield  a  key  and  a  pastoral  staff 
of  gold  (or)  crossed  diagonally  (in  saltirel, 
and  thai  above  it  is  placed  a  BUhop's  miire 
in  its  true  colors  (proper).  The  legend^ 
is  composed  of  abbreviations  of  the  words 
Sigillum  Eielesiie  PrntalatUu  Efascepalis 
Diectit.  hidiaaa;  signifying  Seal  of  the 
Proteslanl  Episcopal  Church  in  ibe  Dio- 
cese of  Indiana. 

The  Symbolism  of  the  design  is  as  fol' 
lows :  The  red  cross  upon  a  white 
ground  is  the  old  banner  of  St.  George,  Ihe  patron  Saint  of  England,  which 
served  for  centuries  as  ihe  standard  of  ihe  nation,  from  whose  Bishops  our 
right  reverend  fathers  derived  their  succession.  The  blue  chief  is  the  type 
of  heavenly  purity  and  innocence,  and  the  Holy  l.amb  a  universally  recog- 
niied  emblem  of  our  Lord.  The  key,  pastoral  staff,  and  mitre,  are  the  insig' 
nia  of  the  Episcopal  office,  and  indicative  of  ihe  right  of  our  Bishops  to  assert 
the  validity  of  their  orders  and  the  position  of  ibe  American  Church  as  a 
true  branch  of  the  Church  Calhoiic.     The  legend  explains  itself.

Mr.  Robert  Graham,  General  Secretary  of  the  American 
Temperance  Society,  by  invitation  addressed  the  Convention 
regard  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

On  motion  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  7:30  o'ch 
this  evening  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  in  regard  to  the  missi(Mc::^" 
work  in  the  Diocese.

The  Convention  re-assembled,  and,  after  devotions,  the  follow-" 
ing  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  A— 
Bradley. 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MI88I0M8. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  Convention  the  Board  organized  by  the  electio 
of  the  Dean  of  the  Southern  Convocation  as  President,  and  the  Rev.  W.  D.  — 
Engle  as  Secretary. 

There  was  $190.34  in  bank.  Five  rectors  of  the  weaker  parishes  were  "^ 
receiving  the  little  missionary  money  raised  in  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Mann  was  also  receiving  $1(K)  per  annum.  At  that  first  meeting  we  voted 
$2.5  to  Rev.  Mr.  Rosevelt,  and  placed  his  name  on  the  list  at  the  rate  of  $100 
per  annum.  The  Church  had  been  giving  about  $H00  a  year  for  five  years 
for  its  aggressive  work  over  the  whole  State,  and  it  had^been  distributed  to 
enable  weak  parishes  to  keep  their  rectors. 

There  were  five  organized  and  two  unorganized  missions  in  the  Diocese. 
These   were    supplied,  in  most  instances,  with  only  occasional  services,    St. 
George's,  Indianapolis,  connected  with  Christ  Church,  being  the  only  unorgan- 
ized mission  that  has  constantly  had  regular  services.     The  Deans,  with  the 
help  of  a  few  of  the  other  clergy,  were  holding  extra  services  in  a  few  of  the 
vacant   parishes   and    missions.     The   Board,  at   its  next  meeting,   in  July, 
resolved  to  face  the  facts;    we  had,  also,  tables  before  us  showing  that  there 
were  sixty-four  towns  in  the  State  of  over  one  thousand  people,  with  a  total 
population  of  over  ninety-three  thousand,   touching  a  rural  population  of 
one  million  five  hundred  thousand,  in  which  the  Church  was  unknown.     In 
the  thirty-seven  towns  where  the  Church  is  represented  there  are  only  three 
hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand  people.     We  were  barely  reaching  one  in 
each  one  hundred. 

We  felt  that  the  opp>ortunity  here  is  vast,  and  that  for  ten  years  the 
Church  has  not  met  her  responsibility,  nor  done  her  full  work.     We  consid- 
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ered  the  plan  of  employing  three  General  Missionaries,  one  for  each  Convo- 
cation, to  do  the  true  aggressive  work,  instead  of  scattering  our  missionary 
money  among  old  and  feeble  parishes.      We  felt  that  we  must  have  some 
tried  and  good  men  for  our  vacant  parishes  and  missions;    that  we  must  use 
lay  preaching  more  than  we  had  in  the  past ;    that  the  Diocese  must  be  stim- 
ulated to  give  more  money ;    and  that,  above  all,  ^^'e  needed  a  Bishop  with 
large,  practical  knowledge  of  missionary  work,  and  the  zeal  to  push  it  vigor- 
ously, to  stimulate  us  all,  and  lead  us  on  to  better  things.     Just  such  a  Bishop 
God,  in  His  goodness,  has  given  us. 

We  were  convinced  that,  as  aggressive  work  to  seek  and  save  is  the  vital 
business  of  the  Church  of  God  everywhere,  so  it  is  our  first  and  highest 
responsibility  here  in  Indiana.  We  resolved  to  meet  our  new  Bishop  in  a 
general  missionary  meeting,  to  be  held  at  Goshen,  immediately  after  his 
arrival,  and  pledge  him  our  labor,  gifts,  and  prayers. 

Bishop  Knickerbacker  reached  Indiana  October  31,  1888.  After  services 
in  Richmond  and  Indianapolis,  he  went  to  Madison  to  preside  over  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Southern  and  Middle  Convocation  that  had  been  planned  as 
a  part  of  his  welcome.  The  Bishop  at  once  expressed  his  wish  that  his  clergy 
would  help  him  in  the  vast  work  to  be  done  outside  of  their  parishes;  and  he 
began  to  push  them  out  into  vacant  stations  and  new  work.  His  wish  was 
also  made  known  at  this  meeting  to  have  a  Diocesan  paper  as  a  help  in 
mission  work.  He  wanted  it  to  carry  to  every  Church  family,  and  to  as 
many  others  as  possible,  accounts  of  all  work  done  in  the  Diocese.  He 
wanted  it  as  a  constant  means  of  communication  between  himself  and  the 
Diocese.  He  placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond,  of 
Goshen,  and  issued  the  first  number  in  March.  Four  numbers  have  been 
issued  and  freely  distributed  through  the  Churches.  The  Board  takes  this 
opportunity  of  urging  upon  the  clerg)t.  and  laity  the  necessity  of  increasing 
the  number  of  subscribers  to  **The  Church  Worker,"  and  earnestly  asks  that 
notices  of  parish  work,  especially  that  every  item  of  missionary  work,  be  sent 
to  the  editor  for  publication. 

At  Madison,  the  Bishop  was  welcomed  to  the  Convocation  by  the  Dean 
of  the  Southern  Convocation,  and  responded  by  giving  us  an  account  of  the 
missionary  spirit  and  work  of  the  General  Convention.  The  Bishop  preached 
his  first  Convocation  sermon  the  next  morning,  on  the  history  of  the  growth 
of  the  Church  in  America,  applying  inferences  from  the  facts  to  our  mission- 
ary work  in  Indiana. 

The  Board  has  printed  the  sermon,  and  it  is  ready  for  distribution  in  our 
parishes.  It  is  a  valuable  compendium  of  the  historic  facts,  and  they  go  far 
to  explain  the  apparent  feebleness  of  the  Church  in  this  Middle  West.  A  can- 
didate for  Holy  Orders  from  among  the  Presbyterians  was  presented  at  this 
meeting  and  confirmed.  The  Sunday  School,  the  Liturgy  and  the  Lay  Work 
were  the  subjects  discussed  during  the  pleasant  hours  of  our  first  Convocation 
with  the  new  Bishop. 
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There  was  an  effort  to  have  a  formal  meeting  of  the  Board  with  the 
Bishop  at  Goshen,  but  it  failed  for  want  of  a  quorum.  We  discussed,  inform- 
ally, ways  and  means.  « 

The  Session  of  the  General  Missionary  Meeting  opened  Tuesday  evening, 
November  13,  1888,  with  a  missionary  sermon  by  the  Dean  of  the  Southern 
Convocation,  reviewing  the  past.  The  Holy  Catholic  Church,  the  General 
Convention,  the  Sunday  School,  Divine  Worship,  Itineracy,  Associate  Missions, 
and  the  Condition,  Needs,  and  Special  Work  of  the  Church  in  Indiana  were 
the  subjects  treated  during  the  meeting.  Fourteen  of  the  clergy  took  part  in 
this  very  interesting  series  of  services;  and  a  hearty  welcome  was  extended 
to  the  Bishop  at  the  residence  of  Dr.  Latta. 

The  Northern  Convocation  has  held  two  meetings  since,  one  at  Warsaw 
and  one  at  Plymouth.  The  Bishop  was  present,  and  preached  at  both 
meetings. 

December  28,   1888,    after  the  Bishop  had  been  long  enough  in  the 
Diocese  to  know  something  of  its   condition,   the  Board  met  with  him,  in 
Indianapolis.     The   Bishop  reported  that   he  found  forty-eight  church  build- 
ings and  fifteen  rectories  in   the   Diocese;  twenty-three  effective  clergymen, 
who  were  caring  for  thirty  parishes  and  seven  stations ;    and  he  fell,  with 
what  he  had  seen  of  his  clergy  and  his  fi^ld,   that  no  Bishop  could  ask  for  a 
Hnei   opportunity  for  pressing  forw^ard   the  Church   than  he  found  here  in 
Indiana.     The   Treasurer   reported    that  the  Diocese  had  given   in  the  six 
months  then  just    past   more  money   for  Missions   than   in   the  whole  year 
before  that.     The  Bishop  asked  that  appropriation  be  made  for  eight  placer. 
and  that  the  Board  appoint  Mr.  Runkle  \\it  first  one  of  the  General  Mission- 
aries needed.     Mr.    Runkle  went  into  the  field  at  once,  and   has  prosecuted 
his  work  with  the  j;reatest  vigor. 

In  the  Kaster  week,  the  Board  again  met  with  the  Bishop,  in  Indianapo- 
lis, and  was  cheered  and  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  the  offerings  of  the 
Diocese  for  missionary  work  had  already  reached  $2,000.  The  principal 
vacancies  among  the  parishes  had  all  been  filled.  Indeed,  Crawfordsvdle. 
ju«»t  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Jaudon,  and  Peru,  and  Aurora,  and 
Lawrenceburg  are  the  only  vacancies  in  the  Diocese.  These  are  soon  to  be 
filled.  Twelve  new  workers  have  been  added  to  our  forces,  and  we  have  lost 
but  four  clergymen. 

The  Bishop  has  visited  all  the  points  and  stations,  and,  with  the  help  of 
the  clergy,  fifty-four  towns  where  we  have  had  no  services  established  or 
where  services  have  been  given  up  :  Albiim,  Angola,  Anderson,  Auburn,  Bed- 
ford, Bluffton,  Blooniington,  Booneville,  Brazil,  Cambridge  City,  Charlestown. 
<.'()luml)ia  City,  Corydon,  Covington,  Crown  Point,  Decatur,  Edinburg,  Fowler. 
Franklin,  Greencastle,  Greensburg,  Hartford  City,  Hillsboro,  Knightstown. 
Knox,  Kokomo,  Lebanon,  Liberty,  Ligonier,  Marion,  Martinsville,  Milford 
Junction,  Millersburg,  Miltonville,  Mt.  Vernon,  Newcastle,  Xoble.sville. 
Pendleton,    Petersburg,    Portland,    Princeton,  Raysville,  Rensselaer,    Rising

Church  people  have  been  found  in  almost  all  of  them,  thankful  to  God 
to  have  the  Church  service  once  more.  Acting  under  Canon  15,  which  pro- 
vides that  the  Bishop  may  detail  the  rectors  to  officiate  outside  their  parishes, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  present  that  the  clergy  shall  have 
charge  of  several  stations.

It  cannot  but  be  highly  inspiriting  to  the  Diocese  to  know  these  stirring 
facts.  Attica,  so  long  closed  and  its  fine  church  neglected,  is  opened,  and 
joined  to  Delphi,  another  long-closed  parish.  Under  Rev.  Mr.  Braddon, 
these  places  now  give  unwonted  promise  of  life  and  work.  Services  are 
resumed  in  Hillsboro,  and  Inglefield.  Aurora  and  Lawrenceburg  have  prom- 
ised to  raise  over  five  hundred  dollars,  and  will  have  a  rector.  New  Har- 
mony and  Mt.  Vernon  are  taking  up  their  church  work  earnestly,  under 
Rev.  Morris.  Columbus  is  enjoying  constant  Sunday  services,  under  the 
charge  of  Rev.  Willis  D.   Engle. 

Garrett  will  have  the  services  of  Rev.  Mr.  Farrar,  who  has  done  excellent 
work  at  Warsaw  and  Columbia  City.  Garrett  has  promised  twenty-five  dollars 
a  month.  This  point  will  be  joined  to  Angola,  a  new  mission.  Rev.  Mr.  Webl^e 
went  to  Angola  only  a  few  months  ago,  and  so  earnestly  has  the  work  been 
pushed  that  Trinity  mission  was  fully  organized  there  on  Easter  Mondav. 
Ju^t  as  promising  a  work  is  opening  at  Bluffton,  also  under  Mr.  Webbe,  who 
began  there  with  the  Bishop  May  5th.  Back  of  Vincennes  there  is  a  group  of 
four  towns  that  have  been  visited,  and  will  soon  make  an  interesting  mission. 

Huntington,  organized  mission,  twenty-five  communicants,  and  Frank- 
fort, organized  mission,  with  twenty-two  communicants,  where  a  lot  has  been 
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purchased  and  a  chapel  promised,  will  claim  the  largest  share  of  the  General 
Missionary's  time.  Millersville,  seven  miles  north  of  Indianapolis,  when  we 
began  just  after  the  last  Convention,  was  without  a  Church  family,  has  now  an 
attendance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  on  Sunday  nights.  A  noble  lot  of  land 
has  been  given  on  the  main  street  and  the  money  and  material  are  being  rap- 
idly gathered  for  a  beautiful  chapel.  A  flourishing  Sunday  School  is  also 
established.  This  is  the  result  of  a  devoted,  consecrated  lay  preacher's  work, 
Mr.  George  W.  Cobb.  At  Greencastle,  re-opened  by  the  general  missionary ; 
the  mission  was  organized  as  St.  John's  Parish  on  Easter  Monday  with  thirty- 
five  communicants.  On  the  same  day  a  mission  was  organized  at  Newcastle, 
under  Rev.  Mr.  Birchmore,  with  twelve  communicants.  During  the  year 
Rev.  Mr.  Mann,  the  faithful  missionary  to  Deaf  Mutes,  has  continued  his 
^ood  work.     His  report  is  herewith  submitted  : 

To  the  Rt,  Rev,  David  Btiel  Knickerbocker^  D.  D. ,  Bishop  of  Indiana  : 

Pursuant  to  the  custom  of  past  years  I  make  to  you  my  annual  report  of 
>¥ork  done  among  deaf-mutes  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana. 

Services  have  been  held  at  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  and  the 
State  School  for  Deaf-Mutes,  at  Indianapolis;  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Rich- 
mond; St.  Paul's  Church,  Jeffersonville ;  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Plymouth; 
St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette;  Presbyterian  house  of  worship  and  fair 
grounds,  Hartford  City;  and  Fair  Grounds,  Marion.  The  two  last  services 
were  on  the  occasion  oi  re-unions  and  picnics  of  deaf-mutes  and  their  hearing 
and  speaking  relatives  and  friends.  I  had  no  interpreter  at  these  services, 
greatly  to  my  regret,  as  between  six  thousand  and  seven  thousand  persons 
from  all  parts  of  the  county  and  outside,  even  from  Fort  Wayne  and  Muncie, 
were  present,  special  trains  being  run  on  the  railroads.  About  three  thous- 
and were  at  Marion. 

Deaf-mutes  and  their  children  have  been  baptized  at  Christ  Church, 
Indianapolis,  where  there  has  been  for  several  years  a  Bible  Class  of  adult 
deaf-mutes.  Two  deaf-mutes  walked  together  twenty-six  miles  to  attend  the 
service  at  Plymouth.  Most  of  those  present  at  the  service  at  Jeffersonville 
were  from  Louisville. 

The  deaf-mutes  have  another  reunion  at  Cambridge  in  the  latter  part  of 
June  next,  and  will  remain  over  Sunday  to  religious  services,  on  which  occa- 
sion I  expect  to  have  an  interpreter  who  will  read  the  services  and  my  address 
for  the  many  hearers  who  will  be  present. 

During  the  coming  year,  I  expect  to  visit  some  new  points  and  give  the 
deaf-mutes  as  many  services  as  I  can.  About  fifteen  hundred  have  their 
homes  in  Indiana.     The  Church  alone  provides  for  them  spiritually. 

I  shall  be  happy  to  hear  from  the  clergy  who  have  deaf-mutes  living 
within  their  parochial  limits,  and  desire  to  give  them  services  in  their  language. 
I  hold  myself  in  readiness  to  go  wherever  called,  and  as  often  as  possible. 
I  very  greatly  appreciate  the  help  of  the  clergy  in  making  inquiries  with  the 
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view  of  finding  deaf-mutes,  as,  on  account  of  the  great  size  of  my  field,  I 
can  not  do  it  myself  entirely. 

I  desire  to  repeat  my  thanks  to  the  officers  of  the  railway  lines  for  the 
kind  courtesy  of  special  traveling  facilities,  without  which  the  work  could 
not  be  successfully  prosecuted.  The  Church  greatly  appreciates  this  gener- 
osity. 

The  Bishop  White  and  the  New  York  Prayer  Book  Societies  have  again 
favored  the  Mission  with  supplies  of  Prayer  Books  and  Hymnals,  which  have 
been  judiciously  distributed.  Those  books  reach  others  than  deaf-mutes,  and 
have  been  the  means  of  leading  their  hearing  and  speaking  friends  to  the 
communion  of  the  Church. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  mention  the  fact  of  many  courtesies  received  at  the 
hands  of  the  clergy,  and  to  express  my  thanks  therefor.

St.  George's,  one  of  Christ  Church's  Missions,  Indianapolis,  has  outgrown 
its  building,  and  is  enlarging  and  doubling  its  capacity. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  our  great  effort  must  be  to  sustain  and  push 
on  this  missionary  work,  so  brilliantly  reopened.  If  the  Clergy  will  work  on 
as  they  have  begun,  and  the  people  give  liberally,  we  will  be  able  to  occupy 
the  State.  The  scattered  members  of  the  Church  will  surely  iet\  that  as  they 
are  being  brought  out  and  cared  for  by  the  Church,  they  are  bound  to  make 
every  exertion  to  reach  the  points  in  their  neighborhood  where  services  may 
be  held,  and  report  themselves  as  Church  people,  and  to  do  everything  in 
their  power  to  help  to  sustain  the  services  of  the  Church.  They  should  not 
forget  that  having  no  Rector  to  support  nor  parish  expenses  to  meet  their 
offerings  to  mission  work  should  l)e  doubly  liberal. 

At  the  Bishop's  suggestion,  the  children  of  many  of  our  Sunday  Schools, 
led  by  Fort  Wayne,  gave  their  Lenten  offerings  to  this  great  cause.  The  chil- 
dren gave  over  $:UH).  The  total  of  offerings  for  this  year  for  missions  i> 
$*2,:i')8.82.  The  prr)mise  is  that  this  is  the  beginning  of  liberal  things  and  perma- 
nent prosperity.  What  the  Board  wants  to  see  is  the  plan  discus.sed  at  the 
l)eginning  of  the  year  carried  out,  and  two  more  general  missionaries  sent 
into  the  field.  This  nuisi  be  done  as  soon  as  the  income  of  the  treasury  will 
admit  of  the  expense.  Only  so,  can  we  really  begin  to  occupy  this  va.'st 
field.  It  really  seems  as  though  the  few  thousand  dollars  needed  for  this 
work,  that  would  bring  so  much  honor  on  our  great  Master,  and  peace  an<l 
salvation  to  so  many  dying  souls,  ought  to  be  given  willingly  by  the  men  uf 
Indiana  to  whom  (iod  has  given  the  al)ility  to  give.  It  is  thrice  blessed  to 
give.  We  ask  for  individual  gifts  over  and  above  your  offerings  through  your 
l^arish  plans  and  offertories.  We  ought  not  to  V)egin  to  be  content  till  we 
raise  at  least  $4,<MX)  a  year  for  missions.  This  is  only  the  salary  of  one  good 
salesman,  or  general  agent,  in  the  worlrl's  business;  and  it  seems,  after  all,   a 
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nail  .sum  for  a  whole  Diocese  to  give  for  all  its  mis>ionary  service.  Let  us 
low  by  our  gifts  and  work  something  like  the  faith  in  the  Church  we  profess.

Is  there  no  flood 
Aeeping  out  of  our  reach  y)recious  and  eternal  things,  opportunities,  the  very 
mds  of  Indiana,  and  the  souls  for  whom  jesus  gave  His  blood  and  life?

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has  sustained,  and  the  Diocese  of  Nebraska  in  particular,  and  to  state  our 
sympathy  with  the  bereaved  Diocese. 

Whereas — In  the.  providence  of  God  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  has  lost 
by  death  the  faithful  priest,  the  loving  friend,  the  earnest  pastor,  Thomas  R. 
Austin,  therefore, 

Resohed — That  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  in  convention  assembled,  hereby 
records  its  sense  of  the  great  loss  the  Church  and  Diocese  has  sustained,  and 
their  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  for  the  many  years  he  was  spared  to  us, 
and  for  the  good  example  of  his  devoted  ministry.

SUPPORT  OF  EPISCOPATE. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  submitted  the  following : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address 
relating  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  report  as  follows : 

The  subjects  naturally  presenting  themselves  to  this  Committee  were  the 
present  provision  for  the  Bishop's  salary  and  Convention  and  general  expenses, 
and  the  prosp>ective  endowment  of  the  Episcopate. 

It  was  evident  to  the  Committee  at  the  outset  that  the  endowment  of  the 
Episcopate  must  be  a  secondary  matter,  at  least  in  point  of  time,  and  that 
the  Bishop's  salary  for  the  year  immediately  ensuing,  together  with  the  debt 
now  against  the  Diocese,  on  account  of  general  expenses,  must  be  considered 
first. 

No  plan  could  be  presented  by  the  Committee  that  would  be  absolutely 
free  from  objections,  or  that  would  not  require  an  increased  demand  for 
money  upon  some  of  the  parishes.  Our  present  income  is  at  least  one 
thousand  dollars  less  than  the  amount  needed,  even  when  the  assessments 
and  interest  on  bonds  are  wholly  paid  in.  There  will  be  an  annual  deficit 
until  the  Convention  makes,  and  the  parishes  and  organized  Missions  accept, 
increased  assessments.  If  the  parishes  which  have  given  bonds  insist  upon 
an  exemption  from  further  assessments,  then  the  parishes  which  have  not 
^iven  bonds  are  the  only  ones  to  which  we  can  look  for  increased  revenue 
necessary,  and  these  parishes  must  be  assessed  as  follows:  Attica,  $135 ; 
Cannelton,  $35;  Goshen,  $05;  Grace,  Lafayette,  $1245;  Mishawaka,  $70; 
New  Albany,  $350;  Plymouth,  $175;  Trinity,  Vanderburg  County,  $35; 
Muncie,  $65 ;  Lawrenceburg,  $^35 ;  Aurora,  $35 ;  Columbus,  $^35 ;  Laporte, 
^10.     This  would  be  manifestly  unjust. 

It  is  further  to  be  remembered  that,  in  the  changed  circumstances  of  a 
number  of  the  parishes,  the  burden  of  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  is  no 
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longer  di>tributed  according  to  ability  to  bear  it.  Two  such  instances  are 
testified  to  by  members  of  the  Committee.  St.  John's,  Lafayette,  declares 
itself  unable  to  pay  such  an  assessment  as  it  formerly  assumed  under  the 
form  of  a  bond,  and  another  parish  is  willing  to  assume  more.  By  the  terms 
of  the  bonds  the  overburdened  parish  cannot  be  relieved,  nor  can  the 
Diocese  impose  a  larger  assessment  upon  the  other  parish. 

It  has  seemed  to  your  Committee  that,  inasmuch  as  the  present  system  of 
parish  bonds  is  a  failure  in  providing  the  necessary  funds,  and  experience  has 
shown  that  they  only  serve  to  prevent  a  })arish  giving  beyond  a  certain  amount, 
while  they  do  not  insure  the  payment  of  either  interest  or  principal ;  there- 
fore, it  would  be  by  far  the  best  course  to  surrender  the  parish  bonds  and 
return  to  the  system  of  assessments,  whereby  the  burden  can  be  regulated 
annually  according  to  the  ability  of  the  parishes  and  the  needs  of  the  Diocese. 

The  endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee, 
should  be  effected  as  soon  as  possible,  but  whether  the  present  is  the  most 
suitable  lime  for  soliciting  funds  or  bonds  for  that  purpose  your  Committee 
would  leave  to  the  judgment  of  the  Convention.  The  Committee  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following : 

First.  AVWr-fv/— That  the  parish  bonds  now  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  be  surrendered  by  the  consent  of  the  vestries,  and,  in  Heu  thereof,  an 
assessment  be  made  against  each  parish,  by  the  Committee  on  Assessments, 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  for  the  general  expense  account. 

Second.  Rcsohed — That  for  the  ensuing  year  the  total  amount  of  assess- 
ments be  $4,(MH>,  of  which  $:J,(MM)  shall  be  for  the  salary  of  the  Bishop,  the 
remainder  to  cover  items  of  general  expense. 

Third,  Resolvt'ii — That  such  assessments  be  paid  quarterly,  in  advance, 
and  be  remitted  by  the  Treasurer  of  each  parish  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese. 

Fourth.  Rcsoht'd — That  each  parish  now  delinquent  shall  pay  such 
delincpiency,  or  a  sum  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  on  Assessments-,  as  a 
full  settlement. 

Fifth.  Rtsoh'cd — That  a  committee  be  elected  to  serve  during  the  recess 
of  Convention  in  soliciting  money  and  six  per  cent,  interest-bearing  personal 
bonds  to  the  extent  of  $7o,(MM),  for  the  (endowment  of  the  Episcopate. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.      (Signed.)

The  Hon.  Wm.  Mack  moved  that  the  resolutions  be  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Wakefield  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute 
for  the  resolutions  offered  by  the  Committee  : 

Whereas — It  is  evident  to  all  thai  in  accepting  the  bonds  of  the  diflfer- 
ent  parishes  the  Convention  has  become  a  party  to  a  contract  which  is  now 
hampering  and  injuring  the  Diocese  ;  and,  whereas,  we  believe  that  all  the 
parishes  should  and  are  willing  to  bear  their  respective  proportions  of  the 
Bishop's  salary  and  other  expenses  of  the  Diocese;  therefore,  be  it 

Resotiied — That  the  deficiency  of  $l,2iH)  for  the  current  year  be  met  by  a 
request  to  the  parishes  to  forward  contributions  in  such  amount  as  may  be 
named  by  the  Committee  to  the  'I'reasurer  of  Diocese. 

Resoh'cd — That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to  correspond 
with  the  vestries  of  the  parishes,  whose  bonds  they  hold,  showing  the  situa- 
tion of  our  finances,  and  requesting  that  they  ask  for  the  surrender  of  their 
bonds,  and  that  the  Rectors  be  requested  to  bring  the  matter  promptly  before 
their  vestries. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  John  H.  Stotsenburg,  the  substitute  was 
laid  upon  the  table. 

Dr.  Hoover  offered  the  following  substitute  for  the  resolutions 
reported  by  the  Committee,  which  were  not  adoi)ted : 

Whereas — The  present  plan  of  raising  the  Diocesan  funds  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  has  not  produced  the  recjuired  sum  necessary,  and  has 
been  found  onerous  in  many  instances,  and  detrimental  and  injurious  to  the 
prosperity  and  good  feeling  of  the  parishes;  therefore, 

Rcsohed — That  this  Convention  take  immediate  action  to  terminate  the 
endowment  plan,  by  notes,  to  raise  the  money  for  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate for  the  coming  convention  year. 

Rcsohed — That  the  interest  on  the  notes  given  by  the  difterenl  vestries 
for  the  endowment  plan  be  collected  for  the  coming  convention  year. 

Resohed — That  the  interest  due  on  the  endowment  notes  from  those  par- 
ishes that  are  and  have  been  unable  to  pay  be  ailjusted  upon  the  best  terms 
to  the  parishes  and  this  Convention. 

Rcsohed — That  this  Convention  adopt  a  plan  of  raising  the  money  t«> 
meet  the  Diocesan  expenses  by  a  pn;  rata  as>essment  upon  each  and  every 
parish. 

Resoh'ed — That  the  property  of  the  Diocese  now  held  as  a  basis  for  an 
endowment  fund  be  separated  entirely  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
and  placed  under  the  control  of  Trustee^  appointed  by  this  Convention,  with 
instructions  that  it  be  invested  in  such  safe  and  profitable  way  that  it  may  in- 
crease and  eventually  become  a  sum  sufficient  that  the  interest,  or  jjrofits,  or 
both,  may  produce  an  income  sufficient  to  support  the  Episcopate  of  the  Di- 
ocese of  Indiana. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Mack  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  INDIANAPOLIS  OONYOCATION. 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Bradley  then  submitted  the  following : 

I  have  appointed  but  one  Convocation  during  the  year,  and  that  a  joint 
meeting  with  the  Southern  Convocation,  as  a  part  of  the  welcome  of  the 
Bishop  to  the  working  organization  of  his  Diocese. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  embodies  the  two  practical  results  of 
that  meeting : 

1.  The  Diocesan  paper,  the  admirable  and  useful  Church  Work^, 

2.  The  pressing  of  the  settled  clergy  out  for  missionary  work. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  urge  upon  the  Church  the  future  use  of 
lay  preachers.  In  last  year's  report,  I  gave  the  Bishop  of  Rochester's 
account  of  this  agency,  with  his  forms  and  experience.  I  added  tables  of 
important  towns  we  must  reach,  if  the  Church  is  to  do  her  true  work  in 
Indiana. 

Our  clergy  are  multiplying,  and  new  missionaries  are  coming  in  ;  but  still, 
what  are  we  clergy  among  so  many  ?  We  are  officers.  The  need  is  for  more 
fighting  laymen.  The  State  is  never  going  to  be  won  if  the  aggressive  work 
is  all  left  for  the  clergy.  One  general  missionary  is  multiplying  services  in 
these  newly-opened  places ;  but  three  or  four  places  are  wanting  him  the 
same  week — the  same  night.  We,  of  the  clergy,  should  be  looking  out  faith- 
ful men  among  the  laymen,  who  may  be  appointed  over  this  business.  We 
are  not  able  to  bear  all  this  people  alone — God  is  certainly  saying  to  us  as  He 
said  to  Moses,  "Gather  unto  Me  men,  elders  of  the  people,  that  they  may 
stand  with  us.  I  will  take  of  the  spirit  which  is  upon  thee,  and  will  put  it 
upon  them  ;  and  they  shall  bear  the  burden  of  the  people  with  thee,  that 
thou  bear  it  not  thyself  alone.  "  When  the  spirit  rested  upon  the  men  so 
chosen  they  prophesied.  The  objection  to  laymen  preaching  is  met  by 
Moses's  answer  to  Joshua's  complaint  against  Eldad  and  Medad  who  were 
speaking  for  God  to  the  people  :  '*  Enviesi  thou  for  my  sake  ?  Would  God 
that  all  the  Lord's  people  were  prophets,  and  that  the  Lord  would  put  his 
spirit  upon  them.  "  Let  us  pray  that  prayer  for  laymen  consecrated  by  the 
Pentecostal  baptism  and  bid  them  go  forth  to  speak  to  their  fellows  for  Christ 
and  His  Church.  The  mind  of  the  Church  has  accepted  this  thought,  that 
cross-signed  laymen  have  a  responsibility  thus  to  go  down  to  the  battle,  for  the 
General  Convention,  that  reflects  and  focuses  the  conclusions  already  reached 
by  the  Church,  has  made  lay  preachers  of  our  lay  readers.  Almost  all  the 
aggressive  work  done  in  this  Deanery  in  the  year  past  has  been  done  by  the 
lay  preachers  under  my  charge. 

Rev.  Mr.  Engle,  as  lay  preacher,  kept  Holy  Innocents  Church  open  and 
its  work  going.  He  was,  at  the  same  time,  making  his  own  living,  and  gen- 
erously turned  the  entire  income  of  the  parish,  except  the  little  spent  for 
necessary  expenses,  toward  a  rectory  fund.  The  rectory  is  built.  Since  his 
ordination,  continuing  his  secular  work,  he  is  enabled  to  open  the  Church  at 
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Columbus,  and  give  regular  services  there  every  Sunday    while  they  are  too 
feeble  to  support  a  rector. 

The  second  lay  preacher  is  Mr.  Joseph  Shaw,  who  lives  at  Raysville, 
but  is  a  communicant  of  Christ  Church.  He  holds  services  in  Raysville, 
Knightstown,  and  the  school-houses  near  by.  He  distributes  Church  litera- 
ture.    He  has  now  become  a  cancHdate  for  Holy  Orders. 

Raysville,  Ind.,  June  2,  1884. 

Reverend  and  Dear  Sir: — The  following  is  the  report  of  work  for  the 
month  of  May  : 

May  4th — Assisted  at  funeral  services  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  ;  at  night,  held 
service  in  the  M.  E.  Church,  at  Raysville,  and  made  some  remarks  on  the 
text :  **  Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  entered  into  the 
heart  of  man  the  things  which  God  hath  prepared  for  them  that  love  Him.  " 
1st  Corinthians,  chap,  ii.,  v.  9. 

I  spoke  of  the  blessing  of  living  in  a  Christian  land,  of  our  religious 
liberty,  of  the  people  who,  under  God,  established  the  protestant  religion  and 
encouraged  the  circulation  of  the  Bible ;  of  the  advantages  of  early  religious 
training.  We  should  have  right  and  firm  convictions  of  the  truths  of  our  holy 
religion,  'twill  be  a  safeguard  to  us  in  temptation,  and  in  old  age  it  will  be  a 
satisfaction  to  know  our  life  has  been  spent  in  God's  service. 

May  Ilth — Went  to  Ogden,  and  arranged  for  service  in  the  M.  E. 
Church. 

May  loth — Held  service  in  Ogden  at  8  o'clock  v.  M.  I  read  Evening 
Prayer,  the  people  reading  their  part  in  the  Selection  of  Psalms.  I  read 
Buxton's  sermon  on  "The  Wanderer,  or  Prodigal.  " 

The  sermon  was  received  with  good  attention  ;  all  the  people  seemed  to 
realize  it  to  be  a  very  profitable  service.  I  have  not  been  able  to  arrange  for 
service  with  the  colored  congregation  as  yet. 

There  will  be  opportunities  for  service  in  the  towns  of  Spiceland  and 
Dunreith.  The  trustees  of  churches  in  those  towns  have  given  their  consent 
for  me  to  hold  a  service  there.  During  the  past  month  I  have  read  1st  and 
2d  Kings,  1st  and  2d  Chronicles,  Esther,  Ezra,  Nehemiah,  and  three  of 
Ellicott's  I^eciures  on  Life  of  Christ. 

•       I  have  got  work  again  in  the  Knightstown  Marble  W^orks,  for  a  lime,  at 
least. 

Please  send  me  a  copy  of  the  Bishop's  address  before  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese;  also,  some  outlines  of  Church  History.  I  have  distributed 
three  prayer  books  last  month.

The  third  is  Mr.  Eaton,  who  came  to  Christ  Church  from  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  and  since  Mr.  Engle  took  Columbus,  he,  as  lay  preacher, 
has  kept  up  Holy   Innocents.      He  is  also  a  candidate   for   Holy  Orders,  and 
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since  Holy  lniioceni>   has  elected  a   Rector  he  ha^  been  giving  services  at 
I'eru. 

The  fourth  i>  Mr.  John  Kidd,  who  ha>  taken  his  share  of  the  work  at 
St.  George's  Mission.  1  sent  Mr.  Kidd  to  the  Insane  Asylum,  where  there 
are  over  twelve  hundred  souls,  antl  so  admirably  has  he  done  his  work  that 
he  has  been  made  Chaplain  of  the  institution,  and  preaches  to  from  four 
hundred  to  six  hundre<l  persons  every  Sunday,  the  responses  in  the  services 
being  remarkably  hearty.  Mr.  Kidd  also  officiates  at  the  burial  of  all  the 
dead  there.     The  Superintendent,  in  his  report  to  the  Governor,  says: 

Special,  and  most  honorable  mention  should  be  made  of  the  Chaplain, 
Mr.  John  Kid<l.  His  efforts  in  the  direction  of  this  peculiar  and  very  inijx)r- 
tant  work  have  l>een  constant  and  untiring,  commanding  the  respect  and  ad- 
miration of  all  who  have  true  concern  for  the  best  welfare  of  these  people, 
and  endearing  him  to  the  hearts  of  our  multitude  of  poor  and  afflicted  ones, 
who  now,  truly,  "have  the  (iospel  preached  to  them.''  For  the  efficacy  of 
pure,  sympathetic,  religious  teaching  and  influence  over  the  **mind  diseased'' 
we  have  authority  old  as  the  Bible:  *'And  they  brought  unto  Him  those 
which  were  lunatic,  and  He  healed  them." 

Mr.  Kidd  goes  once  a  month,  also,  to  Churchman's  farm,  where  the  serv- 
ices of  the  Church  are  being  gradually  introduced. 

The  fifth  lay-preacher  is  Mr.  R.  R.  }*arker,  who,  besides  being  superin- 
tendent of  St.  ( Jeorge's  Mission  Sunday  School,  takes  a  large  share  of  the 
Sunday  night  services  in  that  Mission.  He  has  also  held  services  in  the 
County  Jail,  and  has  done  other  lay-preacher's  work.  To  him  is  largely  due 
the  enlargement  of  the  Mission  building. 

The  sixth  is  Mr.  I.  H.  Kiersted,  who  reports  his  share  of  work  in  .St. 
George's  Mission.  He  is  also  superintendent  of  the  home  Sunday  School,  an<l 
takes  dulv  wherever  most  needed. 

The  seventh  is  Mr.  George  W.  Cobb,  whom  I  placed  in  charge  of  the 
work  at  Millersville,  eight  miles  north  of  this  city,  which  was  just  opening 
at  the  time  of  our  lii^t  Convention.  He  has  had  the  constant  faithful  help, 
in  transportation  and  music,  of  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Moore  and  wife,  and  Mr. 
Albert  K.  Fletcher  and   wife. 

Eight  miles  northeast  of  Indianapolis  is  the  little  village  of  Millersville, 
of  about  twenty-five  families,  with  a  thickly  settled  farming  country  around 
it.  There  is  no  Church  building  in  the  village.  The  only  place  where  re- 
ligious services  can  be  held  is  an  unattractive  room,  which  is  used  for  every 
public  gathering  or  entertainment.  The  Methodist  services  were  discon- 
tinued some  years  ago,  and  the  coninuinity  abandoned  to  spiritual  starvation 
and  death.  (!)ne  of  our  citizens,  Mr.  A.  E.  Fletcher,  who  has  a  summer  res- 
idence in  the  vicinity,  became  deeply  impressed  with  the  need  of  religious 
services  and  education  for  these  neglected  ones.  At  his  earnest  request  our 
Mission  work  was  inaugurateii.  I  held  the  first  service  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
lulv  1st,  188:3.     For  six   months  service^   were  held  on  alternate  Sundays. 
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Since  January.  1st,  1884,  they  have  l)een  held  on  every  Sunday  evening.  Up 
to  May  18th,  thirty-four  services  had  been  held,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five.  The  interest  in  these  services  is  very  marked; 
the  people,  especially  the  young,  joining  heartily  in  the  responses — Lord's 
Prayer  and  Creed.  This  is  very  significant,  considering  the  fact  that  the  en- 
tire community  was  absolutely  ignorant  of  the  service,  most  of  them  having 
never  attended  an  **  Episcopal  Church."  (iod  has  been  very  gracious,  and  from 
the  inception  of  the  work  has  blessed  it.  At  the  end  of  ten  months  of  pleas- 
ant, happy  work,  we  have  a  fine  large  lot  given  to  us  for  a  Church.  This  is 
to  be  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  The  people  have  already  sub. 
scribed  money  and  material  for  the  building.  A  Sunday  School  was  organ- 
ized in  connection  with  the  serviceN  on  Sunday  morning.  May  11th,  with  an 
attendance  of  thirty-seven.  The  next  Sunday  there  were  fifty-five  present. 
Such  results,  when  we  had  not  one  communicant  to  begin  with,  shows  what 
can  be  done  when  Churchmen  have  a  "mind  to  work." 

Other  laymen  have  held  services  in  the  County  Poor  House,  and  other 
places,  and  will  come  forward  in  this  work  more  and  more.  Now,  that  the 
important  parishes  at  Terre  Haute  and  Lafayette  are  filled  by  able  and 
willing  Rectors,  and  Attica,  Hillsboro,  Cambridge  City,  Frankfort  and  Con- 
nersville  re-opened,  we  have  the  forces  for  our  regular  Convocations.  The 
first  one  will  be  held  in  September,  when  this  matter  of  Church  extensions 
by  lay  work  in  its  various  forms  will  be  further  discusse<l.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  DEANERY. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Bradley  submitted  the  following : 

To  the  Bishop : 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Mid<lle  and  Southern  Convocations  was  held  in 
Christ X'hurch,  Madison,  on  the  ♦>lh  and  Tih  of  November,  last. 

This  meeting  was  well  attended  })y  the  clergy  and  by  representative  lay- 
men. The  occasion  was  marked  by  the  advent  of  Bishop  Knickerbacker  to 
this  Deanery,  and  a  hearty  welcome  was  given  him.  Earnest  discussion  of 
important  subjects  was  engaged  in,  and  increasing  congregations  testified  to 
the  interest  elicited. 

The  Dean  has  attended  all  the  nieeiing>  of  the  Board  of  Missions  held 
during  the  year. 

At  Lawrenceburg,  4lh  of  August,  last,  he  otificiated  at  the  burial  of  the 
late  Wm.  T.  Ferris,  who  had  served  as  a  vestryman  of  Trinity  Parish  long 
and  faithfully. 

At  the  same  Church,  on  the  7th  of  December,  the  Dean  assisted  the 
Bishop  in  the  services  held  in  this  parish  on  his  primary  visitation. 
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The  Dean  visited  Lnwrencehurg  on  the  24th  of  March,  and  again  on  the 
21st  of  April,  in  the  interest  of  the  repairs  of  the  Church,  which  the  floods 
of  the  Ohio  river  had  damaged  very  seriously. 

On  the  4th  of  December,  the  Dean  assisted  the  Bishop  in  a  service  held 
at  Edinburg. 

On  the  oth  of  December,  the  same  was  done  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Colam- 
bus,  where,  also,  on  the  17th  of  January,  he  assisted  Rev.  Mr.  Engle  in  his 
first  service  in  this  Mission. 

On  the  6th  of  December,  the  Dean  assisted  the  Bishop  in  the  services 
held  on  the  occasion  of  his  first  visit  to  St.  Mark's  Mission,  Aurora. 

On  the  2oth  of  March,  and  again  on  the  20th  of  April  (the  first  Sunday 
after  Easter),  the  Dean  held  services  and  preached  at  Aurora,  and  assisted  in 
the  reorganization  of  the  Sunday  School. 

On  the  13th  of  May,  he  spent  most  of  the  day  at  Aurora,  in  the  interest 
of  the  proposed  new  rectory,  the  money  for  this  outlay  being  already  pro- 
vided, at  least  in  good  part. 

On  the  18th  of  March,  the  Dean  accompanied  the  Bishop  to  Vevay,  and 
assisted  in  divine  service. 

On  the  12th  of  May,  he  was  engaged  in  the  same  manner  at  Rising  Sun. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  divine  service  at  North  Vernon  whenever 
the  Bishop  shall  find  convenient  opportunity. 

Other  efforts  have  been  made  by  the  clergy  resident  in  this  Deanery  for 
the  extension  of  the  Church  in  this  Convocation  in  connection  with  the 
Bi.shop,  and  under  his  immediate  direction. 

The  prospect  i>  increasingly  hopeful.

The  I)i«)ce^an  Library  having  been  removed  by  the  Librarian  from  the 
Episcopal  residence  to  the  Bishop's  room  in  St.  PauTs  Cathedral,  1  took 
charge  of  it,  at  his  rc(iuesi,  and,  in  February,  began  the  work  of  dusting  and 
arranging  the  b«>oks. 

The  legacy  (»f  our  late  Bishop,  Rt.  Rev.  J.  C.  Talbot,  D.  D.,  was 
received  from  Mr.  R,  L.  Talbot.  It  consists  of  four  hundred  and  eighty 
bound  volumes  an«l  many  magazines  and  pamphlets.  The  bound  vo]ume:» 
have  been  labeled  with  the  donor's  name  and  arranged  upon  the  shelves,  the 
magazines  and  pamphlets  carefully  sorted  and  put  away  in  the  closets  to 
await  binding. 

Only  one  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  bound  volumes  are  duplicates  of 
books  already  in  the  Library,  the  remainder  will  add  about  twelve  pages  to 
the  present  catalogue. 
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The  Library  has  received  a  gift  of  thirteen  volumes  from  Bishop  Knick- 
erbacker.     These  have  also  been  labeled  and  shelved. 

The  room  has  been  cleaned  and  the  floor  painted,  and  a  carpet  has  been 
given  by  Mrs.  C.  C.  Hines,  of  Christ  Church,  so  that  the  Library  is  now  ia 
good  order.

Skciio.n  W  —  Dochi ration — I  recognize  my  duty  to  be  always  temperate 
myself,  and  to  «lo  \Nhat  1  can.  by  the  help  of  Ciod,  to  keep  others  from  intem- 
perance. Without  biiitling  myself  to  total  abstinence,  I  engage,  as  a  memljer 
of  this  Society,  to  be  watchful  of  the  influence  of  my  example  over  others, 
and  to  discourage,  in  all  ways  that  commend  themselves  to  my  judgment  and 
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fiy  conscience,  such  drinking  usages  as  are  plainly  at  variance  with  the 
nterest  of  good  morals.  This  engagement  is  to  hind  only  so  long  as  I  retain  my 
ird  of  membership  in  this  Soeiety. 

TITHES. 

Mr.  R.  R.  Parker  offered  the  following :

Whereas — By  the  general  use  of  these  formularies  can  be  promoted 
hristian  unity  through  the  action  of  a  Council  or  General  Assembly,  includ- 
ig  representatives  of  all  these  bodies;  l)e  it,  therefore, 

Resohed — That  a  Committee  of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman  be 
lected,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  next  Convention, 
)r  its  approval,  a  memorial  to  the  General  Convention  setting  out  therein  the 
;asons  for  and  the  plan  of  such  a  restoration  of  unity,  so  that  the  plan,  or 
)me  better  one  in  the  same  direction,  may  be  matured,  perfected,  and 
dopted  by  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  may  confer  and  correspond 
ith  all  Christian  bodies  for  the  inauguration  and  perfection  of  such  a  Union. 

THANKS. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wakefield,  the  thanks  of  the  Con- 
ention  were  extended  to  the  Church  people  of  Indianapolis  for  the 
Christian  hospitality  which  they  have  extended  to  the  members  of 
le  Convention,  and  to  the  railroad  companies  for  reduced  rates.

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REPORT  ON  VARIOUS  RBOOMMBNDATIONS  IN  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  Petris  submitted  the  following,  and  the  resolu- 
tions contained  therein  were  concurred  in. 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  various  recommendations  of 
the  Bishop  respectfully  reports  on  them  as  follows : 

TEMPERANCE. 

Whilst  the  Church  teaches  her  children  the  evils  of  intemperance  from 
the  minute  they  are  able  to  lisp  the  words  of  the  catechism  **  Keep  my  body 
in  temperance  and  soberness,*'  still,  there  may  be  times  when,  as  in  the  ques- 
tion of  divorce,  she  is  called  upon  to  stay  the  spread  of  special  vices.  There 
has,  However,  been  no  available  manner  in  which  she  could  speak  with 
wisdom  on  this  vexed  question.  But  now  that  all  other  religious  bodies  have 
spoken  in  some  way,  wise  or  unwise,  the  time  has  undoubtedly  arrived  in 
which  her  voice  should  be  heard.  It  is  left  for  the  Mother  Church  to  sound 
the  note.  The  wise  plans  of  the  American  Church  Temperance  Society  have 
attracted  the  favorable  attention  of  the  Dioceses  east  of  us,  and  an  over- 
whelming majority  of  the  House  of  Bishops  has  given  it  their  approval.  Where 
they  lead  we  should  not  fear  to  follow. 

It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  this  Convention  by  resolution  indorse 
this  Society,  and  extend  to  Mr.  Graham,  its  worthy  representiitive,  now  with 
us,  a  hearty  support  in  working  up  the  details  of  organization. 

women's  work. 

Your  Committee  record  with  joy  the  fact  that  women's  work  is  to  have 
Diocesan  recognition  and  organization.  There  are  few  of  the  living  parishes 
in  Indiana  but  that  owe  their  continued  existence  to  the  faithful  labors  of 
women,  and  many  of  the  dead  ones  would  long  since  have  been  buried 
beyond  hope  of  resurrection  had  it  not  been  for  woman's  work.  A  Sister- 
hood, as,  perhaps,  the  perfection  of  organization,  is  to  be  ardently  longed  for ; 
but  there  is  no  need  to  wait  for  such  formations,  we  have  already  those  who 
are  more  than  sisters  in  their  perfect  consecration  to  the  work  of  Christ, 
and  need  only  to  be  joined  together  into  a  Universal  Sisterhood  of  United 
Work  for  God  and  goodness  in  our  great  Diocese.  Your  Committee  recom- 
mend that  the  Women's  Associations  of  five  or  more  adjacent  parishes  be 
united  in  a  District  Association,  with  proper  officers  and  organization, 
district  meetings  of  delegates  to  be  held  quarterly  or  semi-annually.  We 
commend  to  the  ladies  a  careful  study  of  the  methods  of  the  Women's  Pres- 
byterial  Association  as  a  valuable  guide  to  them  in  their  deliberations. 

We  deem  no  further  recommendations  necessary  at  this  time,  as  the 
whole  subject  of  women's  work  is  to  have  special  consideration. 
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SALARIES   OF   THE  CLERGY, 

On  that  part  of  the  address  having  reference  to  the  salaries  of  the  clergy 
your  Committee  would  respectfully  say  : 

The  subject  is  a  very  important  one,  and  any  action  in  respect  thereto 
demands  careful  consideration,  and  such  careful  and  earnest  consideration 
seems  to  be  more  and  more  pressing  upon  the  attention  of  the  authoriti«  of 
every  Diocese  in  the  country.  But  little,  thus  far,  has  been  done  in  a  prac- 
tical way,  nor  can  much  be  done  by  Diocesan  legislation,  yet  the  official  and 
public  recognition  of  the  pressing  need  of  action  in  this  regard,  and  the  sug- 
gestion of  possible  remedies,  will  materially  aid  in  its  solution,  wherefore* 
your  Committee  would  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following: 

First.  Resolved — That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention  the  minimum 
salary  which  shall  be  paid  by  any  parish  having  a  settled  pastor  shall  be 
eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  an  unmarried  man,  and  one  thousand 
dollars  per  annum  for  a  married  man,  and  in  every  case  when  this  amount 
is  not  reached  the  treasurer  of  the  parish  be  required  to  credit  the  deficit  to 
the  Rector  as  his  personal  contribution  to  the  support  of  the  parish. 

Second.  Resohcd — That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  Senior  Warden  of  each  parish  the  terms  of  this  resolution. 

MISSIONARY    ENROLLMENT. 

Your  Committee  has  carefully  considered  this  subject,  referred  to  in  the 
Hishop's  address.  They  believe  the  plan  laid  before  them  by  the  gentlemen 
named  in  the  address  to  be  a  most  excellent  one,  and  earnestly  recommend 
its  adoption  in  this  Diocese,  and  would  offer  the  following  resolution: 

AVj/'/7<v/— That  the  Bishop  appoint  a  Diocesan  treasurer,  and  that  the 
carrying  out  of  the  plan  be  committed  to  the  Rectors  of  parishes  and  missions; 
thai  they  be  urged  to  secure  a  band  of  laymen  to  attend  to  the  detail  work 
in  their  parishes  and  stations,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  whole  plan,  with  the 
form  of  individual  ])ledj;e,  be  printed  a;*  a  supplement  to  our  Diocesan  paper 
and  distributed  through  the  Diocese. 

CHRISTIAN   p:r)i:cATioN. 

On  the  subject  of  Christian  education  your  Committee  arc  of  opinion 
that  it  i.«>  not  advisable  for  the  Diocese  to  undertake  just  now  any  financial 
obligation>  for  the  establishment  of  Church  Schools,  but  would  recommend 
ihat  the  earnest  attention  and  consideration  of  the  Church  people  of  the 
Diocese  be  given  to  the  Churchly  Christian  training  and  education  of  their 
children  in  such  schools  where  Christian  truth  and  positive  Church  principles 
are  taught. 

HKNEVOLENT    WORK. 

In  regard  to  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  that  refers  to  benevo- 
lent work,  the  Committee   would   call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the 
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fact  that  we  really  have  not  a  single  institution  in  operation  in  the  Diocese 
which  could  be  called  by  that  name.  We  have  the  nucleus  of  two  such 
organizations,  whi(?h,  in  time,  will  do  much  good  in  their  way.  That  which 
has  the  largest  resources  is  the  orphanage,  but  it  will  need  considerable  more 
assistance  before  it  can  be  opened. 

The  Hospital  at  Richmond,  which  is  being  organized,  being  a  Church 
enterprise,  has  a  claim  upon  the  whole  Diocese,  and  during  its  infancy  ought 
to  receive  such  assistance  as  would  come  under  woman's  work,  (viz :  bedding, 
pillows,  sheets,  etc.,)  and  its  necessary  contributions  of  money.  The  greater 
amount  of  money  which  is  placed  at  the  disposal  of  its  officers,  the  greater 
opportunities  it  will  have  and  the  more  good  it  will  do.  On  one  Sunday  in 
the  year  a  collection  should  be  taken  up  morning  and  evening  for  a  hospital, 
the  whole  of  which  should  be  given  to  this  one,  until  some  other  is  organized 
and  needs  the  help. 

These  institutions  should  receive  our  indorsement  and  help  for  two 
reasons : 

First — Because  of  the  divine  test  to  be  applied  to  all  people,  churches, 
and  works.  "By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."  If  our  Church  in  this 
Diocese  has  not  the  fruits  of  Christ's  true  Church,  how  can  she  claim  the 
title  ? 

Second — Strength  comes  from  work — either  individual,  spiritual,  or  col- 
lective. If  our  Church  is  to  grow  strong  and  healthy,  she  must  work  ;  that 
is,  each  member  must  work  and  endeavor  to  do  something  to  extend  her 
usefulness  and  to  bring  others  within  her  borders.  The  benevolent  work 
alluded  to,  and  all  other  kinds,  gives  an  opportunity  for  persons  of  differing 
gifts  and  abilities  to  use  them  for  God  and  His  Church. 

Resotutd — That  the  Rectors  and  all  members  of  this  Convention  will  try 
to  secure  gifts  to  increase  the  Orphan  Asylum  Fund,  and  all  Sunday  Schools 
are  requested  to  make  a  collection  on  one  or  more  Sundays  in  each  year  for 
the  object. 

Rnotved — That  the  first  Sunday  after  Trinity,  the  Collect,  Epistle  and 
Gospel  being  appropriate,  be  called  Hospital  Sunday,  and  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  each  Rector  to  make  an  appeal  on  that  day,  and  take  a  collection  morning 
and  evening  for  the  Hospital  Fund,  to  be  sent  to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  and 
applied  by  him  until  further  orders  to  the  Hospital  at  Richmond,  Ind. 

This  resolution  to  have  effect  from  date. 

DIOCESAN    CHURCH    BUILDINt;    FUND. 

We  recommend  that  the  subject  of  a  Diocesan  church  building  fund  be 
committed  to  the  charge  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Board  for  their  work, 
and  that  each  parish  and  mission  station  be  requested  to  take  up  an  annual 
offertory  for  this  purpose;  and  that  voluntary  contributions  be  asked  for 
this  fund. 
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Resoh'td — That  this  Convention  returns  its  deepest  thanks  to  the  kind 
Christian  friends  outside  the  Diocese  for  their  ready  and  valuable  help  for  the 
flood  sufferers  of  our  Diocese ;  also,  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  New  York 
Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  Society,  and  to  the  Bishop  White  Bible  and 
Common  Prayer  Book  Society,  of  Philadelphia,  for  contributions  of  Bibles 
and  Prayer  Books  for  mission  work  in  the  Diocese.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address 
relating  to  the  death  of  Bishop   Smith  would  submit  the  following  report  : 

Whereas — In  the  Providence  of  God,  Right  Rev.  Benjamin  Bosworih 
Smith,  D.  D.  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  and  our  Presiding  Bishop,  has 
been  removed  from  his  earthly  labors  to  his  rich  reward,  at  the  advanced  age 
of  ninety  years,  after  a  term  of  sixty-seven  years  in  the  service  of  the  three- 
fold ministry,  and  almost  fifty-two  years  in  the  Episcopal  office,  thus  consti- 
tuting, in  his  own  person,  a  remarkable  historical  link  of  the  present  with 
the  past. 
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Whereas — From  the  nearness  of  his  Diocese  to  ours,  we  have  in  former 
years  shared  his  Episcopal  favors  and  services,  enjoyed  his  personal  friend- 
ship and  genial,  social  qualities,  and  profited  by  his  ** Godly  admonitions;'" 
therefore, 

Resok'ed — That  in  the  death  of  Bishop  Smith,  our  sister  Diocese  of  Ken- 
tucky has  lost  a  learned,  accomplished  and  devoted  Chief  Pastor,  the  Church 
at  large  a  Prelate  who  brought  to  the  discharge  of  the  responsible  and  oner- 
ous duty  of  the  Episcopate  strong  natural  abilities,  thorough  classical  culture, 
and  a  refined  and  cultivated  taste,  together  with  untiring  zeal  and  persever- 
ance in  the  fulfillment  of  the  demands  of  his  high  office  for  so  long  as  his 
physical  faculties  were  in  full  force  and  vigor ;  and  his  numerous  friends 
have  realized  in  his  death  a  lively  sense  of  personal  bereavement. 

Resohed — That  we  hereby  tender  to  the  family  of  the  deceased  this  ex- 
pression of  our  earnest  sympathies,  in  view  of  their  bereavement,  and  to  our 
brethren  of  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky  our  heartfelt  condolence. 

Resohed — That  these  resolutions  be  published  in  the  Journal,  as  a  perma- 
nent testimonial  of  our  respect  for  the  memory  of  Bishop  Smith.

the  state  and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish ;  also,  the  amount  of  the  Com- 
munion  almik  the  contributions  for  Missions,  Diocesan,  Domestic  and  Foreign,  for  Paroch- 
ial Schools,  for  Church  purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light 
on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  Clerj^yman,  not  regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or 
Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional  services  he  may  have  performed:  and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And 
these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journals  thereof.

The  present  Rector  of  this  parish  has  been  in  charge  since  March  last. 
For  various  causes  the  report  is  not  as  complete  as  could  be  desired.  The 
records  of  the  parish  call  for  a  larger  list  of  communicants  than  reported,  but 
even  the  number  herein  given  is  rather  in  excess  of  the  number  who  may  be 
regarded  as  active.  The  number  communicating  since  the  beginning  of  my 
incumbency  is  about  sixty,  whereas,  the  full  number  confirmed,  and  hence 
having  the  rights  and  privileges  of  communion  but  who  seem  to  have  grown 
lukewarm,  or  have  been  led  away,  or  formed  other  associations  and  con- 
nections, is  found  to  be  about  one  hundred  and  ten  or  one  hundred  and 
twenty.  This  is  sad  to  have  to  report,  but  we  hope  and  pray  for  a  return  to 
the  household,  and  that  renewed  zeal  and  earnestness  may  characterize  the 
future  work  of  the  parish.  During  the  vacancy  of  some  sixteen  months  the 
faithful  Senior  Warden  and  a  number  of  earnest  teachers  continued  the 
Sunday  School,  and  that  with  more  than  ordinary  success.  To  the  faithful 
f^nior  Warden  is  likewise  due  the  good  condition  of  Church  and  grounds, 
and  the  many  needed  improvements  made  during  the  year.  A  Ladies*  Aid 
Society  has  been  opened  at  Rockport,  where  a  monthly  service  will  be  held, 
and,  from  the  interest  manifested,  we  hope  for  great  results.  Full  number  of 
services  held  and  reported  in  order  are  for  the  eleven  weeks  of  my  charge ; 
hence,  not  including  any  held  by  others  during  the  year.

The  Rectory  has  been  undergoing  extensive  repairs  by  the  unremitting 
care  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Viele.  They  purpose  soon  to  extend  the  work  to  the 
Church  building. 

Trinity,  Vanderburg.  During  the  summer  and  fall  have  held  services  in 
this  old  parish,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  There  are  a  few  who  are 
anxious  to  have  the  privileges  of  the  Church  services  continued,  if  possible. 
Services  are  still  being  kept  up. 

St.  Stephen's,  New  Harmony.  Bishop  Seymour  being  hindered  in  mak- 
ing his  winter  visitations  on  account  of  high  water,  very  cordially  made  a 
later  appointment.  Preparatory  to  this,  I  visited  the  parish,  made  arrange- 
ments for  services;  baptized  one  adult,  eight  children,  and  at  the  visitation 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield  presented  seven  candidates  for 
confirmation. 

I  also  visited  Mt.  Vernon,  but  the  few  Church  people  there  preferred  to 
let  the  matter  of  Church  work  rest  until  Dr.  Knickerbacker,  our  Bishop-elect, 
should  come  among  us. 

St.  Luke's,  Cannelton.  I  visited  this  parish,  made  arrangements  for  the 
visitation  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Seymour,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield, 
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held  service,  and  baptized  Ave  infants.  Accompanying  Bishop  Seymour,  I 
presented  three  candidates  for  the  Apostolic  Rite  of  Laying  on  of  Hands. 

On  our  return  we  stopped  at  Rockport,  Spencer  County,  held  service, 
and  Bishop  Seymour  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship. 

Petersburg.  By  the  appointment  of  our  Right  Reverend  Diocesan,  I 
visited  this  new  Mission  and  found  the  few  Church  people  wide  awake  and 
working  earnestly  to  establish  the  Church  in  this  important  field,  greatly 
encouraged  by  the  visit  of  the  Bishop. 

I  have  also  held  service  in  Princeton  and  Erskine,  Vanderburg  County, 
Here  I  have  began  services.  There  are  a  number  of  English  families. 
Several  years  ago,  an  effort  was  made  to  build  a  Church,  a  lot  of  two  acres 
was  deeded  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  donor  and  others  still  hope  to 
have  it  occupied  by  the  erection  of  a  chapel,  and  services  held  regularly.

A  Ladies*  Guild,  a  Choral  Aid,  a  Missionary 
Circle,  and  a  Boys*  Guild  are  at  work  in  the  Parish,  and  each  Society  has 
money  in  its  Treasury.  This  report  is  from  August  1,  1888,  when  the  pres- 
ent Rector  took  charge.  He  has  also  held  one  Sunday  and  two  w«ek-day 
services  at  Charlestown,  and  three  Sunday  services  at  Lower  Clarksville.

OF   THE 


PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL     CHURCH    IN    THE 

DIOCESE    OF   INDIANA, 

As  Amended  in  1880. 


CONSTITUTION  I. 

OF   THE   TITLE   AND    BOUNDS    OF   THE    DIOCESE. 

This  Church  shall  be  known  as  the  Protestant   Episcopal  Church  in  the 

Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  its  bounds  are  hereby  declared  to  be  those  of  the 

State  of  Indiana. 

CONSTITUTION  II. 

OF   ADHESION    TO   THE    PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL   CHl'RCH    IN    THE 

I'NITED    STATES. 

The  Protestant  EpiscojiJiJ  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  recognizing 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  Stales  of  America  as  a  branch 
of  the  One  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  of  Christ  having  rightful 
spiritual  jurisdiction  in  this  country,  hereby  declares  her  adhesion  to  the 
same,  and  submits  to  the  constitutional  authority  of  the  Cieneral  Convention. 

CONSTITUTION  III 

OF    THE   ANNUAL    CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
to  assemble  annually  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  at  St.  Paul's 
Cathedral,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  unless  some  other  place  shall  have 
been  appointed  at  the  preceding  Annual  Convention;  but,  in  case  of  the 
prevalence  of  infectious  or  epidemic  disease  at  the  appointed  time  and  place 
of  meeting  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power  to 
change  the  time  or  place,  or  both,  as  the  emergency  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  obligatory  so  far  as  the  time 
and  place  are  concerned  in  any  new   Diecese  which  may  hereafter  be  formed 
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within  the  limits  of  the  State,   except  that  in   which  Indianapolis  may  be 
situated. 

CONSTITUTION  IV. 

OF   SPECIAL   MEETINGS   OF   THE   CONVENTION. 

The  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Convention  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  shall  determine.  The  notice  of 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  issued  to  every  clergyman  and 
to  every  vestry  in  the  Diocese  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed 
for  the  meeting,  and  shall  state  the  business  for  which  the  Convention  is 
called,  and  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting  of  the 
Convention  beyond  that  which  has  been  stated  in  the  notice. 

CONSTITUTION  V. 

OF  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and 
laymen. 

Sec.  2.  Every  clergyman,  in  regular  standing,  who  shall  have  been  for 
two  months  actually  and  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention :  Proi'ided — He  shall  have  been 
admitted  and,  at  the  time  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  actually  settled  as 
Rector,  Assistant  Rector,  or  Assistant  Minister,  of  some  parish  in  union  with 
the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  or  shall  be  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of 
the  Convention,  or  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  or  shall  have  been  for  six 
months  last  past  engaged  as  an  instructor  of  youth  in  some  incorporated 
seminary  of  learning  or  parochial  school  within  the  Diocese.  Proz'idfiiy  also — 
That  he  shall  not  have  held  letters  dimissory  to  another  Diocese  within  six 
months  l)efore  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  even  if  such  letters  shall  have 
been  returned  by  him  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Sec.  %.  A  clergyman  otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Con- 
vention shall  n(M  be  deprived  of  these  privileges  when  disabled  from  the 
functions  of  hi>  office  by  age  or  infirmity. 

Sec.  4.  Every  pari>h  or  canonically  organized  mission  in  union  with 
the  Convention  of  this  Dioce>e.  and  not  excluded  by  the  operation  of  some 
Constitution  or  Canon  enacted  at  a  previous  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to 
be  represented  by  one  lay  delegate,  unless  the  number  of  its  actual  communi- 
cants shall  exceed  twenty-five.  If  it  has  more  than  twenty-five,  but  not  more 
than  fifty  communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  two  lay  delegates.  If  it  has 
more  than  fifty,  but  not  more  than  one  hundred  communicants,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  more  than  one  hundred,  but  not 
more  than  two  hundred  and  tilty  communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  four 
lay  delegates.  If  it  has  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  communicants,  it  shall 
be  entitled  to  five  lay  delegates.  Every  lay  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention. 
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Sec.  6.  Lay  delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  vestry  of  each  parish  or 
canonically  organized  mission.  They  shall  be  communicants  in  good  standing 
in  the  parishes  or  missions  which  they  severally  represent,  and  entitled  to 
vote  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  the  same.  The  credentials  of  lay  dele- 
gates shall,  in  all  cases,  certify  that  the  delegates  therein  accredited  are 
qualified  as  in  this  Section  is  provided,  and  shall  also  certify  the  number  of 
communicants  in  the  parish  which  the  said  delegates  have  been  chosen  to 
represent. 

Sec.  6.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention to  attend  the  meetings  thereof;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every. parish  to 
make  special  provision  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  its  minister  when  attend- 
ing Convention ;  and,  furthermore,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  parish  to  send  the 
full  number  of  lay  delegates  to  which  it  is  entitled,  or  one,  at  least,  to  repre- 
sent it  in  Convention. 

CONSTITUTION  VI. 

OF   DIVINE   SERVICE   AT   MEETINGS   OF   THE   CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  Every  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened 
with  the  Evening  Prayer  and  a  sermon,  and  the  preacher  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop,  unless  the  Bishop  himself  shall  preach  or  deliver  a  charge  or 
address.  On  the  second  day,  the  session  shall  begin  with  the  Morning  Prayer, 
the  Litany,  and  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  2.  The  first  morning  session  of  every  special  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  begin  with  the  Morning  Prayer,  the  Litany  (if  it  be  on  a  Litany 
day),  and  the  Holy  Communion. 

Sec.  3.  The  direction  of  divine  service  during  the  sessions  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  rest  with  the  Bishop  alone.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop, 
services  in  the  Cathedral  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Dean,  and  else- 
where under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CONSTITUTION  VII. 

r)F    THE    PRESIDENT    OF    THE   CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of 
the  Convention,  but  in  case  of  his  absence  at  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  any  session  of  the  Convention  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  Convention  to 
order,  and,  if  a  quorum  be  present,  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen  ad 
inttrim  from  among  the  presbyters  in  attendance;  and  if  the  Bishop  shall,  at 
any  time,  leave  the  chair,  he  may  appoint  a  presbyter  to  preside  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  2.  The  presiding  officer  shall  observe  the  customary  rules  of  parlia- 
mentary usage,  and  all  such  special  rules  of  order  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  shall  cause  them  to  be  observed  in  all 
proceedings  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  presiding  officer  shall  not  join  in  debate,  and  the  Bishop 
»hall  not  leave  the  chair  for  that  purpose  ;  but,  after  the  debate,  on  any  motion 
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•or  resolution  that  shall  have  been  closed  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  right, 
before  putting  the  question,  to  express  his  opinion  of  the  whole  subject 
under  consideration. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  an  equal  division  of  votes  on  any  question,  the 
Bishop  shall  have  a  casting  vote,  but  he  shall  not  vote  in  the  election  of 
officers,  committees,  deputies,  or  other  representatives  of  the  Convention. 

CONSTITUTION  VIII. 

OF   THE   SECRETARY   OF    THE   CONVENTION. 

The  Annual  Convention  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been 
appointed.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  and,  when 
approved,  to  record  them  in  a  proper  book,  to  preserve  the  journals  and 
records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Convention,  and  faithfully  to  deliver 
to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  which  may  be  in  his  official  possession. 
He  shall  give  due  notice  to  every  minister  and  vestry  in  the  Diocese  of  the 
time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  succeeding  Convention.  An 
Assistant  Secretary  may  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Convention,  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  the 
duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  or 
otherwise  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Secretary, 
when  not  a  member  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  ^x  officio  to  all  the 
privileges  of  membership  except  that  of  voting. 

CONSTITUTION  IX. 

OF    THK    TRKASIRKR    OF    THE    CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  The  .\nnual  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until  his  successor  shall  have 
been  appointed.  It  shall  l)e  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  unless  such  collections  or 
disbursements  shall  have  been  otherwise  regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be 
rendered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and  shall  be  audited  by  a  committee 
acting  under  its  authority.  The  Treasurer,  when  not  a  member  of  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  entitled  ex  officio  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  member- 
ship except  that  of  voting. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  the  Treasurer  shall  resign  or  remove  from  the  Diocese, 
or  become  incapable  of  acting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  Treasurer  to  act  until  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  the 
Treasurer  so  appointed  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  all  moneys,  bonds, 
mortgages,  notes,  or  other  property  and  papers  which  may  be  in  the  treasur)' 
at  the  time  of  such  resignation,  removal,  or  incapacity. 
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CONSTITUTION  X. 

OF   THE   CHANCELLOR    OF   THE    DIOCESE. 

The  Annual  Convention,  on  nomination  of  two  or  more  persons  by  the 
Bishop,  shall  elect  one  of  them  to  be  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall 
be  the  legal  adviser  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  be 
entitled  ex  officio  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  with  all  the  privileges  of  lay 
membership  except  that  of  voting.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  elected,  and  if  a  vacancy 
shall  occur,  the  Annual  Convention  next  ensuing  shall  elect  a  Chancellor  for 
the  full  term  of  three  years. 

CONSTITUTION  XI. 

OF   STANDING   COMMITTEE. 

Section  I.  The  Convention  shall  annually  electa  Standing  Committee, 
to  consist  of  three  presbyters  and  three  laymen,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  must  be 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  lay  members  must 
be  communicants  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  choose  a  President 
from  among  the  clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary,  either  clerical  or  lay. 
The  Secretary  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  book  provided  for  this 
purpose,  which  book  and  all  papers  in  their  official  possession  shall  be  subject 
to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  A  full  report  of 
their  acts  shall  be  made  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention.  Any 
four  of  the  members  (the  whole  having  been  summoned)  shall  be  a  quorum^ 
except  for  such  purposes  as  agreeably  to  their  own  rules  may  require  a  larger 
number.  They  may  make  rules  of  meeting  and  business,  and  may  alter  and 
repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time.  Vacancies  in  the  Standing  Committee 
occurring  by  death,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  a  council  of  advice  to  the 
Bishop.  They  shall  be  summoned  by  the  Bishop  whenever  he  shall  desire 
their  advice,  and  they  may,  of  their  own  accord,  advise  the  Bishop  when 
they  shall  think  it  needful  so  to  do.  All  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee when  acting  as  a  council  of  advice  to  the  BishopJ  shall  be  strictly 
private,  unless  the  Convention  shall  require  them  to  be  reported. 

Sec.  o.  During  any  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  shall  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  canonical  administration  and  discipline  which  are  ordinarily  exer- 
cised by  the  Bishop,  but  which  may  lawfully  be  delegated  to  any  other  than 
a  Bishop ;  provided,  however,  that  in  all  cases  in  which  such  powers  are  by 
Canon   delegated  to  the  clerical    members  of   the  Standing  Committee  the 
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duty  or  duties  involved  shall  be  performed  by  the  clerical  members  alone ; 
provided,  also,  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  no  sentence  shall  be  pro- 
nounced in  any  case  upon  a  clergyman  by  any  other  than  a  Bishop,  whom  the 
Standing  Committee  may  call  in  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  when  he  is 
about  to  leave,  or  has  left,  the  Diocese  with  the  intention  of  going  out  of  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  or  of  remaining  out  of  the  Diocese  for  the  space 
of  three  calendar  months,  although  without  leaving  the  United  States^  to 
authorize  the  Standing  Committee  to  act  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  The 
Standing  Committee  so  authorized  shall  thereupon  become  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  until  luch  authority 
shall  be*revoked  or  the  Bishop  shall  have  returned  within  the  Diocese; 
provided,  that  nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent the  Bishop  after  having  given  such  authority  from  exercising  his  juns. 
diction  himself,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  practicable,  during  his  absence 
from  the  Diocese,  or  from  authorizing  any  other  Bishop  to  perform  Episcopal 
offices  for  him. 

CONSTITUTION  XII. 

OK    DEPUTIES   TO   THE   GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Section  1.  At  the  Annual  Convention  next  before  each  and  every  tri- 
ennial meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  four  presbyters,  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Convention,  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  always  be  communcants  of  this 
Diocese,  shall  be  elected  as  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  for  the  next 
three  years.  The  same  number  of  Supplementary  Deputies,  similarly  quali- 
fied, shall  also  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  he  the  duly  of  every  Deputy  or  Supplementary  Deputy 
who  may  decline  or  who  can  not  fulfill  the  duties  of  his  appointment  to  give 
timely  notice  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  have  power  to  designate 
one  or  more  of  the  Supplementary  Deputies  to  supply  any  vacancies  which 
may  occur  among  the  Deputies  elect  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention ;  and  if  any  vacancies  shall  occur  during  a  session  of  the  General 
Convention,  the  remaining  Deputies  then  and  there  present  shall  have 
power  to  fill  such  vacancy  in  like  manner. 

CONSTITUTION  XIII. 

OF  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  I.  One-third  of  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  Convention,  and 
Lay  Delegates  from  one-fourth  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  representation, 
when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  2.  The  clergy  and  laity  >hall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Every  mem- 
ber shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  de- 
termine any  question  submitted  to  the  Convention. 
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Sec.  8.  If  any  member  shall  call  for  a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays  the  Sec- 
retary shall  call  the  roll  of  the  Convention,  and  the  members  shall  thereupon 
announce  their  votes  as  their  names  are  called  by  the  Secretary.  The  votes 
so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal,  and  no  member  shall  be  excused 
from  voting  unless  by  general  consent. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  three  clerical  members,  or  the  lay  deputations  from  any 
three  parishes,  shall  demand  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
called,  as  in  the  previous  Section  is  directed,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
each  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  an  affirmative  decision. 

Sec.  5.  The  Convention  has  power  to  ordain  and  enact  Canons  of 
Discipline  for  the  ecclesiastical  government  of  all  the  Churches,  Clergy,  and 
Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  within  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop 
alone  excepted  ;  but  any  Constitution  or  Canon  of  the  Convention  which 
shall  be,  or  become,  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  6.  Canons  proposed  for  adoption  by  the  Convention  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  passed  upon  section  by  section,  and  a  final  vote  by  Orders  shall 
then  be  taken  on  the  Canon  as  a  whole. 

Sec.  7.  No  Constitution,  Canon,  or  Resolution,  touching  the  rights, 
privileges,  dignities,  or  obligations  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
effectual,  unless  it  shall  have  received  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  at  the  time  of  its  adoption ;  and  no  such  Constitution,  Canon,  or 
Resolution,  shall  be  adopted  during  any  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate. 

CONSTITUTION  XIV. 

OF  election  of  officers. 

The  election  of  all  officers  provided  for  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  by 
ballot,  unless  the  same  be  unanimously  dispensed  with  by  the  Convention  ; 
and,  in  the  event  of  a  failure  or  neglect  to  elect  at  any  Convention  the  exist- 
ing officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
regularly  appointed. 

CONSTITUTION  XV. 

OF  assessments. 

The  Convention  shall  have  power  to  assess  the  Churches  in  union  with 
it  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  Assessments  may  be  made 
either  by  Canon  or  by  special  resolution. 

CONSTITUTION  XVI. 

OF    ADMISSION    OF   NEW    PARISHES. 

The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  into  union  with  it,  provided  they 
shall   have   presented   to  the  Convention,  at   its  first   business  session,  the 
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following  documents,  that  is  to  say:  First,  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop, 
approving  of  the  organization  of  such  parish;  Second,  a  Constitution,  sub- 
scribed by  the  wardens  and  vestrymen,  in  which  they  expressly  accede  to  the 
doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  this 
Diocese  ;  and.  Third,  satisfactory  written  evidence  that  they  are  duly  organ- 
ized, by  the  election  of  two  wardens  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
the  number  of  vestrymen  allowed  by  law ;  that  they  have  been  legally  incor- 
porated, and  that  their  parish  has  at  least  twelve  actual  communicants. 

CONSTITUTION   XVII. 

OF    FORFEirrRE   OF    PAROCHIAL    PRIVILEGES. 

Whenever  any  Parish  shall  have  become  essentially  defunct  by  long  con- 
tinued failure  to  elect  wardens  and  vestr>'men,  or  if  it  shall  have  1^  than 
twelve  communicants,  or  if  it  shall  fail  to  pay  the  assessments  laid  upon  it  by 
the  Convention,  or  to  take  up  the  canonical  collections,  or  if  the  vestry  shall 
for  two  consecutive  years  wilfully  refuse  to  elect  a  rector,  or  i!  it  shall  in  any 
way  knowingly  transgress  the  Constitutions  or  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  or  of  this  Diocese,  it  may 
be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation,  or  its  connection  with  the 
Diocese  may  be  wholly  dissolved  by  the  Convention ;  provided,  however, 
that  no  such  suspension  nor  dissolution  shall  be  lawful  but  by  the  concurrent 
vote  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  be  present,  and  of  two-thirds  of  each  of  the  Orders 
of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity  voting  Neparately, 

CONSTITUTION  XVIII. 

<>K    THE    ELECTION    OF    A    KISIIOF. 

Seciion  1.  Whenever  the  Bishopric  of  this  Diocese  shall  become  vacant 
within  the  space  of  four  calendar  months  before  the  time  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention,  the  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  made 
by  that  Convention  in  the  manner  directed  in  Section  third  of  this  Consti- 
tution. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  vacancy  shall  occur  more  than  four  months  before  the 
time  appointed  for  the  Annual  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the  vacancy,  shall  call  a  Special  Conven- 
tion, as  in  the  fourth  of  these  Constitutions  is  provided,  and  the  Special 
Convention  so  called  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  mode  of  election  shall  be  as  follows :  The  Clergy  and 
Laity  shall  separate.  The  members  of  each  Order  shall  vote  by  ballot  for 
some  presbyter  of  the  Church  whom  they  think  worthy  and  well  qualified  for 
the  office  and  work  of  a  Bishop,  and  the  majority  of  a  whole  number  of  votes 
cast  by  either  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election  by  that  Order.     W^bcn 
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both  Orders  shall  have  elected,  each  shall  communicate  its  choice  to  the  other, 
and  if  it  shall  be  found  that  the  choice  of  both  has  fallen  upon  the  same 
person,  the  Orders  shall  re-assemble,  and  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare 
such  person  to  have  been  canonically  elected  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 
But  if  it  shall  be  found  that  the  Orders  have  not  concurred  in  electing  the 
same  Presbyter,  a  second  ballot  shall  be  had  in  like  manner  as  the  first,  and 
so  on  until  a  Bishop  shall  have  been  concurrently  elected  at  the  same  ballot 
by  both  Orders. 

Sec.  4.  A  special  Convention  called  to  elect  a  Bishop  may  transact  such 
business  as  may  be  necessary  in  providing  for  the  expenses  of  his  consecration 
and  for  his  subsequent  support,  but  no  other. 

CONSTITUTION  XIX. 

OK   DIVISION    OF   THE   DIOCESE. 

Section  I.  No  division  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  into  two  or  more 
Dioceses  shall  ever  be  lawful  but  with  the  distinct  provision  that  the  Church 
in  Indiana  shall,  nevertheless,  remain  one  in  all  respects  which  the  Dioceses 
shall  find  to  be  compatible  with  Diocesan  efficiency  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  After  the  division  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  been  accomplished, 
a  Council  or  Synod  of  the  Dioceses  of  the  State  shall  be  called  by  the  Senior 
Bishop,  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  shall  see  fit  to  designate,  and  shall  be 
composed  of  all  the  Bishops  having  canonical  jurisdiction  within  the  State, 
together  with  ten  clergymen  and  ten  laymen  from  each  Diocese  within  the 
State,  chosen  by  the  several  Conventions  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
same  qualifications  as  are  prescribed  in  the  eleventh  of  these  Constitutions  for 
the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishops,  together  with  a  majority  of  the  clerical  and  lay 
members  of  the  Council  or  Synod,  shall  proceed  under  their  own  rules  to  pre- 
pare a  Constitution  for  rhe  united  Dioceses  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  State  of  Indiana;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  such  Constitution  shall 
not  be  of  force  until  it  shall  have  been  ratified  by  all  the  Dioceses  in  their 
several  Conventions  assembled;  and  if  the  proposed  Constitution  shall  not  be 
so  ratified,  the  Council  or  Synod  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  or  may  be 
re-assembled  at  the  call  of  the  Senior  Bishop,  and  may  alter  or  amend  the 
Constitution  first  presented  until  a  Constitution  shall  have  been  adopted  by 
the  Council  and  Synod  and  ratified  by  all  the  Dioceses. 

CONSTITUTION  XX. 

OF   THE   CONSTRICTION   OF   THESE  CONSTITUTIONS. 

Every  section  and  clause  of  these  Constitutions  shall  be  interpreted 
strictly  according  to  its  grammatical  construction. 
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CONSTITUTION  XXI. 


OF    DEFECTS    IN    THE   CANONS. 


All  necessarj'  proceedings  connected  with  matters  of  government  and 
discipline,  and  not  expressly  provided  for  in  the  Canons,  are  within  the 
authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop,  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
■consent  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CONSTITUTION  XXII. 

OF    AMENDMENTS   TO   THESE   CONSTITUTIONS. 

These  Constitutions  shall  not  be  amended,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  a  Con- 
vention unless  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  a  previous  Convention,  nor  unless  at  its  final  adoption  it  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  receive  three-fourths  of  the  votes  of  both 
Orders,  voting  separately.

OF  THE 


PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL    CHURCH  IN   THE 

DIOCESE    OF  INDIANA, 

As  Amended  in  1883. 


CANON  I. 

OF  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  Upon  the  oj>ening  of  the  Convention  at  the  first  session, 
the  Bishop,  or  other  presiding  officer,  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing 
Committees,  consisting  of  three  persons  each,  one  of  whom,  at  lea.st,  shall  be 
a  clergyman : 

1.  A  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  who  shall  report  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  session. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Accounts. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

6.     A  Committee  on  Canons. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Assessments,  of  whom  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  one,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  the  assessment  for  the  current 
Ecclesiastical  Year,  based  upon  the  number  of  the  communicants  and  the 
financial  ability  of  each  parish  liable  to  assessment,  and  such  Committee 
shall  consider  and  settle  all  questions  relative  thereto. 

Sec.  2.     The  business  shall  then  proceed  as  follows: 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant. 

2.  The  Annual  Address  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  shall  prefer  another 
time  for  its  delivery. 

3.  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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CANON  II. 

OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  NEW  PARISHES. 

Sec.  1.  Any  asi>ociation  of  ten  or  more  male  adults,  who,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  previously  obtained, 
shall  consent  to  adopt  and  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  and  shall  assume  some  name  by  which  the  parish 
may  be  designated,  and  appoint  a  vestry  to  manage  its  temporal  affairs,  shall 
be  recognized  as  a  duly  organized  parish  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  Except,  as  hereafter  provided,  no  parish  shall  be  organized 
within  the  boundaries  of  an  existing  parish  without  the  consent  of  the 
Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry  of  such  existing  parish.  If  any  of  them  refuse 
consent,  they  shall  give  notice  to  the  Bishop  of  such  refusal,  and  the  reasons 
thereof.  The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
judge  of  the  reasonableness  of  such  refusal,  and  decide  accordingly;  and  the 
decision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committe,  shall  be 
final. 

CANON   III. 

OF  THE  election  OF  CHl'RCH  WARDENS  AND  VESTRYMEN. 

Section  1.  On  Easter  Monday,  in  each  and  every  year,  the  qualified 
voters  of  each  parish  shall  assemble  and  elect  Church  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men of  the  same — who  shall  in  every  case  be  baptized  persons — the  whole 
number  to  be  elected  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the 
number  allowed  Ijy  law,  and  the  Rector  of  the  parish  shall  be  ex  officio  a  mem- 
ber of  the  vestry.  Such  vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their 
own  body,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 
Of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given 
by  the  Rector,  or  minister  in  charge,  on  an  occasion  of  public  worship;  or» 
in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship,  the 
vestry  shall  cause  notice  to  be  given,  in  writing,  conspicuously  posted  at  the 
door  of  the  ordinary  place  of  public  worship,  or  by  publication  in  some  news- 
paper of  the  place;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  notice  be  not  given,  the 
parishioners  may,  nevertheless,  assemble  at  the  usual  place,  between  the 
hours  of  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  12  o'clock  M.,  and  elect  Church  W^ardens  and 
Vestrymen. 

Sfc.  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  description  of  persons  shall 
have  the  right  to  vote,  to-wit : 

All  communicants,  members  of  the  parish,  in  regular  standing,  and  not 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age;  and  all  other  male  persons,  not  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  been  habitual  worshippers  at  the  public  ser- 
vices of  the  parish,  or  regular  contributors  to  its  support  for  six  months  next 
preceding. 
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Sec.  3.  The  meeting,  when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  annual  election,  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence, by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  two  qualified  voters  present  to  act  as 
judges  of  the  election,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  decide  all  questions  which  may 
arise  as  to  the  qualification  of  voters.  He  shall  also  appoint  a  clerk  and  teller, 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  collect,  count,  and  make  a  full  list  of  the  ballots  cast, 
and  report  to  the  presiding  officer  the  names  of  the  persons  receiving  a  ma- 
jority thereof,  and  such  persons  shall  be  declared,  by  the  presiding  officer, 
duly  elected. 

Sec.  4.  The  clerk  and  teller  shall,  within  ten  days  after  such  election, 
file  with  the  County  Recorder  the  certificate  of  such  election  required  by  law. 

CANON  IV. 

<»F    LAY    DELEGATES. 

Section  1.  The  Lay  Delegates  from  every  parish  entitled  to  represen- 
tation in  the  Convention  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a  certificate  signed 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  in 
substance  as  follows,  viz:

Sec.  2.  The  Rector  of  each  parish,  or,  where  there  is  no  Rector,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Vestrj'  shall,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  any  annual 
or  other  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
■Convention  and  to  the  Rector  of  the  parish  in  which  the  Convention  is  to  be 
held  of  the  names  of  the  persons  chosen  to  represent  the  parish  at  such  Con- 
vention. If  there  be  no  election,  or  if  the  persons  elected  can  not  attend,  the 
Rector  and  Wardens,  or  if  there  be  no  Rector,  then  the  Wardens  shall  have 
power  to  fill  the  vacancies;  and  in  such  case  the  certificate  shall  set  forth  the 
fact. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  make 
out  a  list  of  the  delegates  reported  to  him,  which  list  shall  be  received  as  evi- 
dence of  the  right  of  such  persons  to  seats,  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

CANON  V. 

OF    OKFKERS    AND    COMMITTEES   TO    ACT    DURING    THE    RECESS. 

The  election  of  all  officers  and  committees  to  continue  in  office  during 
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the  recess  of  the  Convention  shall  be  by  ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  dis- 
pensed with  by  a  unanimous  vote),  and  any  committee  so  elected  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  recess. 

CANON  VI. 

OF   THE   TRUSTEES    OF   THE   DIOCESE. 

Section  1.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  a  Board  of  five 
Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected,  and  the  Bishop  shall  be  a  member  and  ex  officio  chair^ 
man  thereof;  said  Board  shall  take  charge  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  the 
fund  raised  for  the  benefit  of  itinerant  and  superannuated  ministers,  and  their 
widows  and  children,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Indiana,  approved  January  15,  1844,  and  in  accordance  with  such 
directions  as  may  be  established  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  the  moneys 
belonging  to  said  funds  in  safe  securities  yielding  an  income;  and  they  may 
dispose  of  such  securities  and  re-invest  the  proceeds  at  their  discretion,  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  increase  of  the  fund  for  the  benefit  of  itinerant  and 
superannuated  ministers,  and  their  widows  and  children,  a  collection  shall  be 
made  annually,  on  Christmas  day,  in  every  parish  and  mission  in  the  diocese. 

Sec.  4.  All  collections  and  donations  specially  made  for  either  of  the 
above  funds,  together  with  the  increase  thereof,  shall  be  faithfully  appropri- 
ated to  the  designated  object.  All  collections  and  donations  not  so  specially 
made  may  be  appropriated  to  both  or  either  of  them,  as  the  Convention  may 
determine. 

Sec.  o.     Said  Hoard  of  Trustees  shall  report  to  the  Convention  at  each 
annual  session    a    detailed  statement  of  the  amount  and    condition  of  said 

funds. 

CANON  VII. 

OK    THK    TRIAL    OF    A    CLKkCYMAN    NOT    KEING    A    BISHOP. 

Sk.ction  1.  Whenever  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop 
thereof,  shall  become  "liable  to  presentment  and  trial''  under  the  provisions  of 
any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese,  the  trial  shall  be  on 
a  presentment  in  writing  addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying 
the  offense  of  which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty as  to  lime,  place  and  circumstance.  The  presentment  may  be  made  by 
the  major  part  in  number  of  the  memliers  of  the  vestry  of  which  the  accused 
is  a  minister,  (^r  by  any  three  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall 
have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  the  imputation  of  having 
committed  such  offense  against  the  godly  discipline  of  the  Church  as  to  re- 
quire investigation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of   the  Bishop  to  appoint  three  per- 
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sons,  of  whom  two,  at  least,  shall  be  presbyters,  as  a  commission  to  examine 
the  case,  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  commission  so  appointed, 
there  shall  appear  to  be  sufficient  ground  for  a  presentment  they  shall  pre- 
sent the  clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  right  of  any  clergyman  who  shall  have  reason 
to  believe  that  he  is  under  the  imputation  of  conduct  for  which  he  would  be 
liable  to  presentment  and  trial,  to  demand  a  Commission  of  Investigation, 
and  on  the  receipt  of  such  demand,  in  writing,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  appoint  such  Commission,  which  shall  be  constituted  and  shall  pro- 
ceed as  in  the  previous  Section  is  directed. 

Sec.  4.  A  presentment  having  been  made,  it  may  be  dismissed  by  the 
Bishop  if  the  facts  alleged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  to  constitute 
an  offense.  If  it  alleges  facts,  one  or  more  of  which  do,  and  the  rest  do  not, 
constitute  an  offense,  the  Bishop  may  allow  it  in  part,  and  dismiss  the  residue, 
or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended.  In  all  cases  he  shall  take  care  that  the 
presentment  shall  set  forth  a  substantial  offense  upon  which  a  verdict  and  final 
judgment  can  be  pronounced,  as  hereinafter  provided.  When  it  shall  be 
allowed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served 
on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  presbyters  of  this  Diocese, 
entitled  to  seats  in  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment,  and 
shall  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall,  within 
thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  three  of  them,  and  notify  their  names  in 
writing  to  the  Bishop.  And,  if  the  accused  fail  to  do  so,  then  the  Bishop^ 
shall  select  three,  and  the  presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  court  for  the 
trial  of  the  accused.  They  shall  meet  at  such  lime  and  place  as  the  Bishop 
may  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from 
place  to  place  (within  the  Diocese),  as  they  shall  think  necessary;  provided, 
that  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be  the  party  against  whom  the  offense  is  charged 
to  have  been  committed,  or  shall  be  a  necessary  and  material  witness  in  the 
case,  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Bishop,  perform  the  duty  above  prescribed  for  the  Bishop;  provided, 
further,  that  the  Bishop  may,  in  case  of  necessity,  change  the  time  and  place 
of  the  assembling  of  the  court,  he  giving  thirty  days'  notice  of  such  change 
to  the  accused. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  clergyman  >hall,  at  any  time  before  the  commencement  of 
the  trial,  confess  the  facts  charged  in  ihe  presentment,  the  Bishop  shall,  with 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
proceed  tp  pass  sentence,  otherwise  the  accused  shall  be  considered  as  deny- 
ing the  charge. 

Sec.  G.  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Court  shall  be  served  on  the  accysed  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meet- 
ing, or  at  an  earlier  day  by  consent  of  both  parties,  and,  if  practicable,  a  like 
notice  shall  be  served  oif  one  or  more  of  those  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.   7.     If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court,  the 
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whole  number  of  three  do  not  attend,  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
time;  and  if,  at  that  time,  or  later,  it  shall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole 
number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then,  such  as  may  be  present 
shall  nominate  six  presbyters,  from  whom  the  accused,  or,  if  he  shall  fail  or 
neglect,  then  the  Hishop  shall  select  one  or  more,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  fill 
up  the  Court,  and  the  trial  shall  proceed.  A  majority  of  the  Court  shall 
decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  8.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  the  presentment,  and  shall  not  demur  thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Court  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  which 
should  be  pronounced,  and  if  the  accused  do  not  confess,  he  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  denying  the  accusation.  The  Court  shall,  during  the  progress  of  the 
trial,  and,  without  delay,  permit  the  presentment  to  be  amended  in  matters  of 
form  and  as  to  facts  not  materially  changing  the  charges.  Amendments  in 
matters  of  substance  may  also  be  allowed,  if  justice  to  the  accused  or  the 
interests  of  the  Church  so  require,  but  upon  such  conditions  as  will  prevent 
surprise,  and  will  secure  a  full  and  fair  investigation  and  trial. 

.Skc.  \^.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall  not 
appear  before  the  Court  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court  may,  nevertheless, 
proceed  as  if  he  were  pre«ent,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to 
adjourn  till  another  day. 

Sec.  10.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial  they  shall  hear  such  rele- 
vant and  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  and  all  the  evidence  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed  by  the  witnesses  respectively.  At  the 
reijuest  of  either  party  the  witnesses  shall  be  sworn  by  a  competent  officer  of 
the  law,  that  they  will  tesiify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the 
truth,  as  to  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment.  If  on  or  during  the  trial 
the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment, 
the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at 
once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  which  ought  to 
be  pronounced. 

Sec.  11.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  or  to  the 
Court,  after  its  organization,  if  it  shall  be  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  that 
any  material  witness  can  not  be  procured  on  the  trial  the  Bishop  or  the  Court 
may  appoint  a  commissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness,  and  shall 
prescribe  the  notice  which  shall  be  given  to  the  other  party  of  the  time  and 
place  of  taking  such  testimony.  Both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the 
witness.  The  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed 
by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  commissioner  and  enclosed  under 
his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as 
evidence.     The  witness  so  examined  shall  l>e  sworn  according  to  law. 

Skc.  12.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence,  shall 
declare  in  a  writing,  to  be  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  deci- 
sion on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
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the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges,  respectively,  and  also  stat- 
ing the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounced.  A  copy  of 
such  decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused,  and  the 
original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop, 
who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  he 
proper;  provided,  however,  that  such  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity 
the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court.  The  sentence  of  the  Bishop  shall 
be  final.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may 
grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  appointed, 
the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  hereinbefore  directed. 
Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and 
any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may,  in  his 
opinion,  be  most  convenient,  and  in  some  church  to  be  designated  by  him, 
which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend, 
and  the  sentence  shall  be  then  and  there  pronounced  by  the  Bishop;  provided, 
however,  that  if  the  accused  have  been  convicted  of  no  other  offense  than 
error  in  doctrine  or  non-conformity  to  the  rubrics  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer;  and,  if  at  such  public  assembly  at  such  church  he  shall  then  and 
there,  in  writing,  renounce  the  error  of  which  he  has  been  convicted,  or  avow 
his  purpose  of  future  conformity  to  the  rubrics,  as  the  case  may  require,  and 
shall  submit  himself  to  the  judgment  of  the  Church,  then,  for  a  first  offense, 
the  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  that  of  admonition. 

Skc.  13.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may  be 
served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  or  the 
Court,  and  the  certificate  of  such  summoner  or  summoners  shall  be  evidence 
of  service.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person  it  shall  be  proved  by  his 
affidavit.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party  or  left  at  his  resi- 
dence shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  thereof. 

Skc  14.  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  on  either  side,  proviiled  they  are 
communicants  of  the  Church. 

Skc.  lo.  If  any  communicant  of  the  church  shall  be  summoned  as  a 
witness  before  the  Commission  of  Investigation  or  the  Court  for  the  trial  of 
the  accused,  and  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend, 
or  shall  refuse  to  testify  or  to  be  sworn  or  affirmed,  such  j>erson  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  godly  discipline. 

Skc.  10.  The  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  any  investigation  or  trial 
under  this  Canon,  including  those  of  the  accused,  when  found  innocent,  shall 
be  audited  and  settled  under  the  direction  of  the  Court,  and  shall  be  reported 
])y  them  to  the  next  Convention  for  jiayment.  as  the  Convention  may  direct. 

CANON   VIII. 

(>!■    rnK  kk-ai)Missio\  ok  f'akfshks. 

Any  parish  which  may  have  heen  sus]>ende«l  from  the  right  of  represen- 
tation in  the  Convention,  or  whose  connection   with   the  Diocese  may  have 
11 
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been  wholly  dissolved,  as  provided  in  Constitution  XVII.,  may  be  re-admitted, 
upon  the  recommendation  uf  the  Bishop,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention; 
such  re-admission  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention 
which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same. 

CANON  IX. 

OF    THE   MISSIONARY    FIND   OF   THE   DIOCESE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  minister,  or  where  there  is  no  minister  in 
charge,  of  the  Wardens,  of  every  Parish  and  Mission  of  the  Diocese  to  cause 
a  collection  in  aid  af  the  Missionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese  to  be  made  quarterly, 
on  the  second  Sunday  in  March,  June,  September,  and  December  of  each 
year,  and  to  transmit  the  amount  so  collected  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  X. 

OF    ALTERATIONS    IN    THE   CANONS. 

No  proposed  alteration  of  or  addition  to  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  shall 
be  considered  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one 
day's  notice  thereof,  given  in  open  Convention;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous 
consent)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two 
clergymen  and  three  laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be 
adopted  during  the  same  Convention  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
shall  not  concur  therein ;  but,  in  such  case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a 
majority  of  votes)  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  at  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion. Prai'idcd — however,  that  any  alteration  of  or  addition  to  the  Canons  of 
the  Diocese  prop()^>ed  at  any  linic  by  ihc  Committee  on  Canons  may,  by 
unanimous  consent,  be  adopted  l)y  the  Convention  without  the  giving  of  one 
day's  previous  notice,  olheiwisc  the  same  shall  lie  over  as  aforesaid. 

CAXON   XI. 

OK    DIFFKRKM.KS    iUlIWKKN    MIMSTKKS    AND     IHEIR    CONCRKGATIONS. 

Skction  1.  In  case  of  controversy  l^etween  any  Rector  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  a  parish  ami  the  \  esiry  of  the  same,  the  parties,  or  either  of 
thcni,  may  api)ly  \o  the  liishop,  who  shall  nominate  seven  presbyters  of  this 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names 
to  be  served  on  the  Rector  or  Assistant  ^finister  and  Vestry,  who  shall, 
within  fourteen  days  after  such  service,  return  their  respective  lists,  each  parly 
having  the  right  of  striking  off  two  names:  and  should  this  right  not  l>e 
exercised,  or  both  parties  strike  off  the  same  names,  then  the  Bishop  shall 
reduce  the  number  of  j^reshyters  to  three,  two  6{  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  may  designate, 
of  which  time  and  place  at  least  ten  days'  notice,  in  writing,  shall  be  given  to 
the  parties  concerned,  in  order  that  the  grounds  of  the  controversy  may  be 
fully  stated. 

Skc.  2.  If  it  appear  to  a  majority  of  the  Board  that  there  is  no  hope  of 
favorable   termination   of    the   controversy,    they   shall    recommend    to    such 
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Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  to  relinquish  his  connection  with  such  parish   on 
.such  conditions  as  shall  appear  to  them  proper  and  reasonable. 

Skc.  3.  Should  the  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  refuse  to  comply,  within 
ten  days  after  the  decision  shall  have  been  made  known  to  him,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  suspenison  from  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  functions  until  he  sub- 
mit to  said  decision. 

Sec.  4.  And  if  the  Vestry  of  the  parish  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply,  on 
their  part,  with  the  decision  aforesaid,  the  said  parish  shall  be  prohibited 
from  a  representation  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  until  they  shall  have 
performed  their  duty  in  accordance  with  the  same. 

CANON  XII. 

OF    APPOINTING    A   TREASURER    DURING    RECESS   OF   CONVENTION. 

In  case  the  Treasurer  die,  remove  from  the  Diocese,  or  resign,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer  to  serve  until  the  next  succeeding 
Convention,  whose  duly  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  take  possession  of  all 
money  and  evidences  of  indebte<lness,  books,  papers,  and  property  of  which 
his   predecessor,  as    Treasurer,  had  charge  of  at  the  time  of  such   decease, 

removal,  or  resignation. 

CANON  -XIII. 

OF    THE    REGISTRAR. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a  Registrar  of  th«  Diocese 
shall  be  elected,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  chosen.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  collect,  in  a  detailed  form,  and  as  fully  as  j)racticable, 
and  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  ])rovidetl  for  that  purpose,  an  account  of  the 
origin  and  progress  of  each  parish  and  mission  organized  in  the  Diocese.  He 
shall  collect  and  j)rcserve  copies  of  all  the  published  journals.  Convention 
sermons,  and  other  printed  documents  connected  with  the  history  and  work 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

CANON  XIV. 

OK    THE    SAI.AKV    OF    THE    lUSHOP. 

The  salary  of  the  Hishop  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars  j>er  annum. 

(ANON   XV. 

OK    WW.    F)KrAIF.IN(;    oK    KE(   I'OKS. 

For  the  purpose  of  erecting  new  ])arishes  and  strengthening  feeble  ones, 
the  Hishop  shall  have  power  to  detail  the  Kector  of  any  j)arish  within  the 
Diocese  four  Sundays  in  each  year,  at  e<|ual  intervals,  to  officiate  at  any 
station  within  the  Diocese  specified  by  him  :  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
appointee  to  devote  such  time,  not  exceeding  a  week,  as  the  Bishop  may 
designate,  to  parochial  work  at  such  station  ;  the  necessary  expense  of  each 
visit  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Funil. 
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(ANON  XVI. 

OF     IIIK    HOARD    OK    MISSIONS. 

Section  1.  Tiie'Hoanl  of  Missions  of  thi.s  Diocese,  of  which  the  Bishop 
.shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  and,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  its  meetings, 
shall  consist  of  eight  mem])ers,  four  of  each  Order,  to  !)e  elected  by  ballot, 
at  the  Annual  Convention.     Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Skc.  2.  The  IJishop  shall  nominate  all  missionaries  for  election  by  the 
Board,  and  select  the  missionary  stations.  The  Board  shall  regulate  the 
amount  of  salary,  and  such  stipend  shall  be  paid  (juarterly  in  advance. 

Skc.  '•\.  An  offertory  shall  invariably  be  taken  up  at  any  missionary 
station  by  the  itinerant  missionaries  employed  by  this  Board  once  every  Sun- 
day, or  other  day  on  which  there  is  divine  service,  which  offertory  shall,  from 
time  to  lime,  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  The  Treasurer  t)f 
the  Diocese  shall  be  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  «'.r  officio  a  member 
of  the  Board. 

Skc.  4.  'The  B«>ard  shall  htdil  a  meeting  on  some  evening  during  the 
meeting  of  the  Annual  (-'«)nvention,  to  be  designated  by  the  Bishop  at  the 
opening  session,  at  which  meeting  the  .Secretary  and  'Treasurer  of  the  Board 
shall  read  their  reports,  antl  addresses  be  delivered  on  the  subject  of  mis- 
sionary work,  and  an  offertory  be  received  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  be  elected. 
The  Board  shall  meet  at  least  three  times  each  year,,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  Bishop,  who  also  shall  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Board.  'Ten  days'  uijticc  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  every 
member. 

Skc.  t».     No  missionary  shall  be  appt>inte«l  for  a  longer  term  than  one  year. 

Skc.  7.  Kiftv  dollars  shall  constitute  a  person  an  honorarv  member  of 
this  Board,  and  one  hundred  dollars,  a  patron. 

Ski",  h  'The  lioard  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and  regulation>  for 
the  carrying  out  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  provided  they  are 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Canons  and  Constitutions  of  the  Diocese. 

Skc.  0.      'The   Deans    of  Convocations  shall    be    members   of    this    l^oard

The  Diocese  shall  be  dividetl  into  three  or  more  Missionary  Districts. 
'1  liese  districts  shall  be  represented  by  ( 'nnxocations,  each  to  be  c(»mposcd  of 
the  clergymen  residing  w  iihin  its  limits,  and  of  three  laymen  chosen  in  each 
parish  or  missionnry  station  by  the  vestry  or  congregation.  'These  Convoca- 
tions shall  be  or<;anized  under  the  direction  of  the  Hishop,  who  shall  preside 
in  them  when  present  ;  but  each  shall  ha\c  its  own  President,  with  the  title 
of  Dean,  who  shall  be  apiioinled  by  the  Bishop,  on  the  nomination  of  the 
C«>nvocation,  and    whose  duties  shall   l)e  prescribed  by  him.      Each  Convoca- 
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tion  shall  meet  at  least  twice  during  the  year,  and  shall  act  as  auxiliary  to  the 

Board  of  Missions. 

CANON  XVIII. 

OF   THK   0R(;ANIZATI0N    ok    MISSIOiNS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than 
ten,  of  whom  at  least  six  shall  be  male  adults,  and  at  least  five  shall  be  actual 
communicants  of  this  Church,  to  organize  a  mission  for  the  purpose  of  sus- 
taining the  services  of  this  Church  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.     The  mode  of  the  organization  of  a  mission  shall  be  as  follows-' 

1.  The  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  the  proposed  organi- 
zation shall  first  be  obtained. 

2.  All  who  may  desire  to  unite  in  such  organization  shall  sign  a  declar- 
ation, as  follows: 

We,  the  undersigned,  inhabitants  of  the of ,  in  ihe  County  of 

,  in  the  State  and   Diocese  of   Indiana,  being  deeply  sensible  of  the 

truth  of  the  Christian  religion,  attached  to  the  doctrine,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  desirous  of  securing  the 
services  of  the  same  in  this  place,  hereby  unite  in  the  organization  of  a  Mis- 
sion  of  the  said  Church,  under  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  thereof,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Indiana.  We  hereby  promise  corporate  obedience  to  said  Consti- 
tutions and  Canons,  and  to  those  of  the  General  Convention,  and  conformity 
to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  liturgy,  rites  and  usages  of  said  Church.  We 
place  ourselves  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  ?]cclesiastical  Authority  of  this 

Diocese,  and  ask  to  be  received  as  a  Mission  under  the  name  of .     W^e, 

furthermore,  promise,  individually  and  corporately,  to  do  as  much  as  in  us 
lies  to  sustain  the  regular  worship  of  the  said  Church  in  this  place,  and  to 
promote  its  influence  and  authority  in  our  neighborhood. 

8.  A  copy  of  such  declaration  shall  then  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  who, 
if  he  approve  of  the  organization  of  the  Mission,  shall  appoint  some  male 
adult,  who  shall  have  signed  the  declaration,  as  Warden  thereof. 

4.  The  Warden  shall,  thereupon,  call  a  meeting  of  all  male  adults  who 
shall  have  signed,  or  shall  be  willing  to  sign,  the  said  declaration,  which 
meeting  shall  elect  two  Vestrymen,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  of  the  Mission,  which  shall  thereupon  be  declared  duly 
organized. 

Skc.  H.  The  Warden  shall  hold  his  oftice  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop, 
and  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 

Skc".  4.  Vestrymen  shall  be  elected  annually  on  Easier  Monday,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  Canon  III.,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one 
vear,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected. 

Skc.  r>.  The  Warden  and  Vestrymen  shall  constitute  the  Vestry  of  the 
Mission,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the  same;  provided 
that  the  Missionary  in  charge  shall,  with  the  title  of  Minister,  be  t'.r  officio  a 
member  and  President  of  the  Vestry. 
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Sr«\  <5.  The  vestry,  together  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the 
rresidenl  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  to  he  <iuly  incorporated  according  to  law,  in  which  shall  be  vested 
the  title  to  all  of  the  property  of  the  Mission,  to  be  held  by  such  Board  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  within  the  Diocese  of 
In<iiana.  Such  property  shall  not  be  alienated,  incumbered,  or  transferred  to 
any  other  person,  persons,  or  corporation,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Trustees. 

Sec.  7.  The  Bishop,  after  consultation  with  the  vestry,  may  appoint 
some  clergyman  of  this  Church  as  minister,  who  shall  have  charge  and  con- 
trol of  the  spiritualities  of  the  Mission.  The  minister  shall  hold  his  office 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  himself,  the  Bishop  and  the 
Vestry. 

Skc.  8.  If  at  any  time  a  Mission  shall  be  converted  into  a  Parish,  all  the 
functions  of  the  vestry  of  the  Mission  shall  devolve  upon  that  of  the  Parish,

Fort  Wayne,  June  2,  1885. 

The  Forty-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Indiana  assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  at  7:30 
p.  M.,  on  Tuesday,  June  2,  1885. 

OPBNINO  8BBVICE8. 

Evening  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Rush  S.  Eastman,  Rector 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Laporte,  Rev.  William  B.  Burk,  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Peru,  Rev.  Montgomery  H.  Throop,  Jr.,  Rector 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville,  and  the  Rev.  B.  R.  Phelps, 
Missionary  at  Garrett. 

The  Convention  was  then  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

BOLL  CALL. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  the  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle, 
then  called  the  roll  of  clergy,  twenty-seven  of  whom  answered  to 
their  names. 

The  roll  of  Lay  Delegates  was  then  called,  and  ten  parishes 
were  found  to  be  represented,  and  a  quorum  was  declared  in  both 
Orders. 

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDBBSS. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  second  annual  address,  as  follows : 

• 

Beloved  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity — In  the  good  provi- 
dence of  God  we  are  met  in  the  Forty-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  our 
Diocese  to  consider  the  interests  of  that  portion  of  God's  Kingdom  committed 
to  our  care.  We  have  invoked  God's  blessing  on  our  undertakings,  and  the 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  I  trust  we  may  give  all  diligence  and  our 
best  thought  to  the  work  we  have  in  hand. 

It  is  a  wise  provision  of  our  American  Church  that  thus  brings  together

annually  the  clergy  and  laity  to  consult  and  plan  for  the  welfare  of  Zion. 
We  should  count  it  a  privilege  thus  to  confer  together  for  the  best  interest  of 
our  Holy  C'hurch  in  this  great  commonwealth  of  Indiana.  In  promoting  its 
welfare,  in  extending  its  principles  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  its 
borders,  we  are  laboring  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  and  promoting 
that  righteousness  that  exalteth  a  nation. 

It  is  made  my  duty  to  lay  before  you  all  matters  of  interest  pertaining  to 
the  work  and  progress  of  the  Church  the  past  year,  and  my  official  acts  in 
connection  with  it,  as  also  to  make  such  suggestions  as  shall  seem  best  to  pro- 
mote the  work  we  have  in  hand,  which  is  none  other  than  to  occupy  this 
whole  State  as  fast  as  possible  for  the  Church  of  the  Living  God. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  a  busy  one,  demanding  my  entire  time 
and  strength.  I  have  deemed  it  important  that  besides  having  a  care  of  all 
the  Parishes  1  should  be  an  Evangelist  and  Itinerant  Missionary,  carrying  the 
Church  and  her  services  to  many  towns  and  villages  where  hitherto  she  has 
not  gone.  It  is  with  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  that  I  acknowledge  His 
goodness  i it  preserving  me  in  good  health  and  strength  for  this  work,  and 
guarding  me  from  the  danger  incident  to  constant  travel  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year.  I  return  my  thanks  also  to  all  who  have  so  kindly  contributed  to  make 
these  visits  instrumental  in  reaching  souls.  As  in  the  previous  year  I  have 
been  indebted  to  Christians  of  various  religious  bodies  for  generous  hospitality 
in  placing  their  churches  at  my  disposal  and  advertising  the  services.  Their 
kindness  has  been  gratefully  appreciated. 

I  rejoice  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  have  not  been  called  upon  to  part 
with  any  of  our  faithful  brethren  of  the  clergy  through  death,  and  that  all 
have  been  i)ermitted  to  work  diligently  in  good  health  through  the  year. 
We  have,  however,  been  called  to  part  from  several  brethren  by  removal  to 
other  parts  of  the  vineyard,  whose  long  and  diligent  labors  had  endeared 
them  to  their  flocks  and  the  whole  Diocese.  Among  these  is  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Wakefield,  for  thirty  years  the  devoted  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Rich- 
mond ;  Dean  Edward  Bradley,  of  Madison,  whose  eight  years  of  unwearied 
labor  in  thai  parish  is  memorable  as  having  relieved  it  from  an  indebtedness, 
of  $'),000;  F.  H.  Dunham,  of  St.  James's  Church,  South  Bend;  John  A. 
Dooris,  of  Holy  Innocenis's,  Evansville,  and  Jesse  R.  Bicknell,  of  St.  Paul's, 
Jeflfersonville,  who  had  for  years  been  faithful  Priests  of  the  Diocese.  In  all 
these  cases,  failure  of  health  of  themselves  or  their  families,  compelled 
the  change,  and  all  carried  away  with  them  love  for  Indiana  and  its. 
p&ople.  We  parted  from  them  all  with  great  regret.  They  carry  with  the. a 
our  good  wishes  and  prayers  for  God's  blessings  on  their  labors  in  the  new 
fields  whither  they  have  gone.  Their  places  have  been  filled  with  other 
fiilhful  Priests  whom  we  have  ])een  glad  to  welcome  as  co-workers  in  this 
great  missionary  field,  and  upon  whose  ministry  among  us  we  invoke  the 
blessing  of  Almighty  (lod. 

(iod  has  given  to  our  Diocese  a  noble  band  of  self-denying  clergymen 
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of  whom  any  Bishop  may  feel  proud.  They  are  devoting  themselves  to  the 
great  work  before  us  with  diligence  and  earnestness.  If  their  hands  shall  be 
upheld  by  the  faithful  co-operation  of  the  flocks  committed  to  them,  the 
Church  must  make  good  progress.  The  lack  of  permanency  in  the  same  pas- 
toral charge  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  hindrances  hitherto  in  the  good  pro- 
gress  of  the  Church  in  Indiana.  It  can  only  be  prevented  by  a  more  generous 
and  liberal  support  of  the  clergy,  by  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  means  of 
grace  administered  by  their  hands,  and  by  not  letting  all  the  self-denial  and 
self-sacrifice  fall  upon  them.  Our  people  are  not  doing  their  best  in  this  re- 
spect. For  those  who  are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  beloved  of  the  laity,  I  ask  from 
you  a  more  liberal  support  financially,  and  that  you  will  in  every  way  co-ope- 
rate with  them  in  advancing  the  best  interests  of  your  parishes  and  missions. 

I  must  thank  the  clergy  for  the  readiness  with  which  they  have  responded 
to  every  call  of  their  Bishop  for  extra  mission  work  in  towns  and  stations 
adjacent  to  them.  These  labors  are  beginning  to  bring  forth  fruit  in  reclaim- 
ing the  children  of  the  Church  long  uncared  for,  in  commending  the  Church 
of  our  love  to  those  who  were  strangers  to  it,  and  creating  a  desire  for 
increased  privileges  in  connection  with  it.  I  must  beg  my  brethren  not  to 
weary  of  this  work.  By  faithful,  perjjevering  continuance  in  it  we  shall  grad- 
ually enlarge  our  borders,  each  parish  will  be  a  center  of  light,  and  we  shall 
be  sought  after,  and  invited  to  occupy  many  towns  where  we  are  now 
unknown,  and  be  fulfilling  our  mission  to  carry  the  Gospel  and  the  Church  to 
all  within  our  State. 

Though  none  of  our  clergy  have  fallen  at  their  posts  the  past  year,  yet 
have  some  of  our  parishes  lost  by  death,  faithful  laymen  and  women,  whom, 
to  our  short-sighted  vision,  could  be  illy  spared  from  the  Church  militant. 
Among  these,  I  call  to  mind  Samuel  S.  Early,  of  St.  Stephen*s  Church,  Terre 
Haute,  often  a  member  of  this  body,  and  also  a  representative  from  it  in 
General  Convention,  a  courteous,  cultivated  gentleman,  who  received  me  al- 
ways cordially  when  I  visited  his  parish,  whose  last  work  almost  was  to  pre- 
pare our  Diocesan  seal  and  sketches  for  memorial  tablets  to  our  former 
bishops.  Suddenly,  and  without  a  note  of  warning,  he  was  summoned  to 
his  account.  President  Thompson,  of  the  Rose  Polytechnic  School,  Terre 
Haute,  had  only  recently  allied  himself  with  the  Church,  but  promised  to  be 
of  great  service  to  his  parish  and  the  Diocese.  He  was  a  rare  man,  noble, 
generous,  and  pure,  who,  by  his  loving  nature,  drew  men  to  him.  He,  too, 
was  cut  down  in  the  midst  of  a  most  useful  life,  and  we  can  only  bow  to  the 
will  of  God,  *'who  doeth  all  things  well."  Christ  Church,  Madison,  has 
been  called  to  give  up  its  faithful  treasurer  and  vestryman,  William  P.  (ira- 
ham.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  parish,  and  his  time 
and  money  were  cheerfully  given  for  its  benefit. 

There  was  buried  in  February,  in  the  Church  yard  beside  St.  John's 
Church,  Bristol,  an  aged  servant  of  Christ,  Mrs.  Anne  J.  Judsoa,  at  the  ripe 
age  of  seventy-seven  years.     She  had  been  absent  from  the  parish  for  a  num- 
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ber  of  years,  but  was  one  of  its  early  founders,  and  did  more  than  any  other 
person  to  secure  the  means  to  build  the  Parish  Church  forty  years  ago,  mak- 
ing two  trips  East  for  the  purpose.  She  sleeps  in  the  blessed  hope  of  the 
resurrection,  in  the  shadow  of  the  house  of  God  she  loved  and  had  worked 
so  hard  to  secure. 

A  chief  source  of  the  Church's  strength  and  growth  must  ever  be  in  a 
body  of  intelligent  and  God-fearing  and  God-loving  laity,  who  understand 
thoroughly  her  principles,  who  know  what  they  believe,  and  why  they  be- 
lieve it.  I  thank  God  that  he  has  given  to  Indiana  a  goodly  number  of  such, 
and  my  hope  is  that,  as  years  go  on,  there  may  be  a  constantly  increasing 
number  of  them,  and  that  our  young  men  will  be  in  training  to  take  the 
place  of  the  fathers  as  they  shall  go  to  their  rest. 

The  Church  at  large  has  been  strengthened  in  her  Episcopate  in  the  ad- 
ditions to  its  ranks  by  consecration  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Nelson  S.  Rulison,  D.  D., 
as  Assistant  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  and  Rt.  Rev.  George  Worth- 
ington,  D.  D.,  to  take  the  place  of  the  lamented  Clarkson,  in  Nebraska;  the 
Rt.  Rev.  William  Jones  Hoone,  D.  D.,  as  Missionary  Bishop  in  China,  and 
Rt.  Rev.  William  Paret,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  Maryland. 

Whilst  none  have  been  called  from  the  Episcopate  during  the  year,  sev- 
eral of  the  ablest  of  the  clergy  and  laity  have  been  called  to  their  reward. 
Especially  has  the  Board  of  Missions  been  afflicted,  having  been  called  to 
mourn  two  such  clergymen  as  Drs.  Schenck  and  Leeds,  who,  by  their  deep 
interest  in  mission  work,  had  endeared  themselves  to  the  whole  Church,  and 
of  the  same  character  were  the  venerable  laymen,  Winston,  Lloyd  Wells, 
Robert  Emmott,  Sherman,  and  others  who  might  be  mentioned. 

In  September  last  I  represented  to  the  managers  of  the  General  Board  of 
Missions  the  inadequacy  of  the  appropriation  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
$1,000  per  annum  for  the  great  mission  work  before  us  in  the  Diocese.  I  am 
glad  to  say  the  appeal  was  listened  to,  and  the  appropriation  doubled  for  the 
present  year.  For  earnest  advocacy  of  this,  I  am  indebted  to  my  lifelong 
friend.  Bishop  Scarborough,  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  lamented  I.,eeds.  As  a 
Diocese,  we  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions 
for  the  fostering  care  extended  to  us  for  nearly  half  a  century — a  care  which 
we  should  show  our  appreciation  of  by  increasing  offerings.  I  am  sure  the 
least  we  can  do  for  them  is  to  give  an  annual  offering  in  all  our  parishes  and 
missions.  This,  I  think,  we  are  bound  to  do,  even  though  we  were  receiv- 
ing nothing  at  their  hands.  Ten  of  our  missionaries  receive  aid  from  the 
appropriation  of  the  General  Board,  who  minister  at  thirty  stations. 

RECTORIES. 

The  purchase  has  been  completed  of  a  Rectory  property  for  St.  Paul's, 
Evansville,  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  V^iele,  at  a  cost  of  $7,500.  It  is  adjoin- 
ing the  elegant  new  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  makes  it  one  of  the  most  desira- 
ble church  properties  in  the  Diocese. 
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St.  Stephen's  parish,  Terre  Haute,  has  erected  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  commodious  Rectories  in  the  Diocese,  adjoining  the  church,  at  a  cost 
of  $7,300;  though  not  entirely  paid  for,  it  will  not  be  long  before  this  gen- 
erous people  will  have  accomplished  it. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Frances  M.  Howe,  a  comfortable  Rectory 
has  been  presented  to  St.  Mark's  Church,  Lima,  worth  at  least  $1,500.  Thus 
does  this  good  woman  continue  the  loving  interest  and  good  works  of  her 
honored  husband. 

St.  Mark's,  Aurora,  has  also  erected  a  comfortable  Rectory  adjoining 
the  church,  at  a  cost  of  $1,800,  being  stimulated  thereto  by  a  donation  of 
$800  that  remained  of  the  flood  fund  of  last  year. 

Holy  Innocents's  parish,  Indianapolis,  has  also  erected  a  comfortable 
Rectory  adjoining  the  church  building,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000,  upon  which 
there  remains  a  debt  of  $1,500. 

It  is  expected  at  no  distant  day  a  generous  benefactor  of  St.  James's 
Church,  Goshen,  will  erect  a  Rectory  beside  the  Church  on  a  lot  already  pur- 
chased, making  it  a  most  desirable  Church  property. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  report  these  additions  to  our  Rectories. 
I  do  hope  the  good  work  will  go  on  until  every  parish  and  mission  shall  have 
provided  a  home  for  the  clergyman.  Nothing  will  contribute  more  surely  to 
the  comfort  and  permanence  of  the  parochial  relation.  Thus  has  $20,600 
been  added  to  the  permanent  property  of  the  Diocese  the  past  year  in  the 
item  of  Rectories  alone. 

NEW   CHURCHES. 

The  elegant  stone  Church  St.  Paul's,  Evansville,  is  erecting,  is  ap- 
proaching completion.  It  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  autumn,  and 
will  be  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  churches  in  the  Diocese,  a  credit  to  the 
parish,  and  worthy  the  grand  object  to  which  it  is  to  be  consecrated ;  $16,000 
has  been  spent  upon  it  the  past  year.  The  old  Rectory  has  been  moved  back 
and  fitted  up  for  a  parish  house  at  a  cost  of  $1,200,  adding  greatly  to  the 
convenience  of  parish  work. 

On  May  21st  I  had  the  pleasure  ot  consecrating  the  new  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Lima,  the  sermon  being  preached  by  Bishop  Howe,  of  South  Caro- 
lina. It  is  of  brick,  and  one  of  the  prettiest  churches  in  its  interior  finish 
and  fitness  in  the  Diocese.  It  is  a  memorial  of  that  noble  layman,  John  B. 
Howe,  of  blessed  memory,  a  proper  tribute  to  his  sterling  worth  and  Christian 
character,  erected  to  his  memory  by  loving  relatives,  friends,  parishioners 
and  neighbors.     It  cost,  with  furniture,  $7,000. 

A  tasteful  and  commodious  wooden  Church  has  been  erected  in  St. 
Luke's  Mission,  Frankfort,  at  a  cost  of  $4,000,  through  the  zealous  efforts  of 
Rev.  B.  P.  Runkle,  Deacon.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  was  contribu- 
ted from  our  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  $750  borrowed  from  General 
Church  Building  Fund  ;  $2,900  was  secured  in  the  Mission.     The  stone  font 
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and  chancel  chairs  of  the  defunct  CJrace  Church,  Lafayette,  were  given  to 
this  Church.  It  is  a  cause  of  deep  sorrow  that  just  as  the  work  on  this 
Church  was  about  completed  1  felt  compelled,  for  good  cause,  to  withdraw 
the  license  and  appointment  of  the  Missionary.  My  hope  and  prayer  is  that 
after  a  time  of  probation  and  retirement  his  able  services  may  be  made  avail- 
able for  the  Church. 

In  New  Castle,  also,  a  neat  wooden  Church  is  nearly  completed  for  St. 
James's  Mission.  With  lot  and  furniture  it  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$1,800,  and  contain  125  sittings.  The  corner-stone  was  laid  by  Dean  Brad- 
ley, April  26th.  It  will  be  ready  for  consecration  in  June.  The  prayer 
desk  and  stall  are  from  Grace  Church,  Lafayette.  The  sum  of  $500  was  ap- 
propriated to  this  Mission  from  our  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  and  was 
•the  stimulus  that  secured  the  property  to  the  Diocese.  The  title  of  all 
three  of  these  new  Churches  is  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

St.  John's,  Greencastle,  has  purchased  a  lot  and  paid  for  it  $730,  in  a 
most  eligible  locality,  and  we  hope,  ere  long,  will  begin  the  erection  of  a 
Church.  One  hundred  dollars  was  contributed  by  the  Diocesan  Church  Build- 
ing Fund  toward  the  purchase  of  the  lot. 

Thus  $29,530  has  been  added  to  the  property  ol  the  Diocese  in  Church 
buildings.  Considering  the  financial  depression  that  has  prevailed  this  is  to 
me,  as  I  trust  it  is  to  you,  full  of  encouragement. 

Besides  this  amount  expended  in  Rectories  and  Churches,  a  large  amount 
has  been  expended  in  the  improvement  and  repair  of  Churches  and*^ Rector- 
ies, for  Church  furniture,  and  in  payment  of  debts,  amounting  in  all  to 
$18,  Toll. 

Christ    Church,  Indianapolis,  has  been  greatly  improved  by  removal  ol 
gallery,  and  inside  decoration,   at    a   cost   of  $550,  and   a   generous   parish- 
ioner has  presented  a  new  silver  communion  service  at  a  cost  of  $300,  making 
a  total  of  $850. 

The  enlarj^ement  of  St.  George's  Mission  Chapel,  alluded  to  in  my  last 
address  as  in  progress,  was  comj)leted  at  a  cost  of  $800. 

St.  Paul's  Cathedral  has  expended  in  improvements  and  furniture, 
$1,043.22,  and  in  payment  of  floating  debts,  $1,000. 

Cirace  Church  has  been  repaired,  re-painted,  re-decorated  and  re-fitted  at 
a  cost  of  $500,  and  was  re-opened  for  Divine  service  the  first  Sunday  in  Oc- 
tober last. 

Trinity,  Logansport,  has  paid  a  long-standing  debt  of  $600,  and  in  re- 
pairs, $200. 

St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  in  repairs,  debts,  church  furniture  and  decoration, 
$1,000. 

St.  John's,  Lafayette,  for  debt,  guild  room  and  furniture,  $1,500. 

St.  Paul's,  New  Albany,  repairs,  $675. 

St.  Mary's,  Deli)hi,  $100. 

Holy  Innocents's,  Kvansville,  new  slate  roof  and  repairs,  $1,000. 
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Emmanuel  Mission,  Garrett,  $216. 

St.  Luke's,  Cannelton,  for  vestry  room  and  new  carpets,  $300. 

Christ  Church,  Madison,   carpets,   upholstering  seats  and  repairs,  $600. 

St.  John's,  Bristol,  re-shingling  and  interior  decoration,  $200. 

St.  John's,  Elkhart,  re-painting  and  carpets,  $350. 

St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  $150. 

Trinity,  Michigan  City,  new  furniture  and  repairs  and  debt,  $1,125. 

Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  repairs  and  furniture,  $400. 

St.  John's,  Crawfordsville,  re-shingling,  painting  and  repairs,  $300. 

St.  James's,  South  Bend,  $200  in  improvements ;  indebtedness,  $400. 

Organs  have  been  procured  by  the  Missions  at  Rockville  and  Marion. 

In  Gethsemane  Mission,  Marion,  Mr.  Raymond  holds  monthly  services. 
A  room  has  been  secured  and  neatly  fitted  up  as  a  chapel. 

In  the  Mission  at  Rockville,  now  under  the  care  of  Dr.  DelaBeld,  1  hope 
to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  a  church  on  St.  John's  day,  June  24th. 

At  Huntington  a  chapel  fund  has  been  started. 

At  Garrett,  a  fund  for  a  Rectory. 

At  Muncie  and  South  Bend  they  are  thinking  and  talking  ot  building 
new  churches;  at  several  places,  of  renting  rooms  and  fitting  them  up  for 
chapels.  Mr.  Macfarlane  is  in  hopes  of  having  such  rooms  at  an  early  day 
in  Washington  and  Petersburgh. 

The  only  Missions  that  we  have  been  unable  to  occupy,  as  yet,  are  New 
Harmony  and  Mount  Vernon.  We  will  have  a  Missionary  located  there  and 
at  Valparaiso  and  at  Huntington  just  as  soon  as  our  means  will  allow. 

DIOCESAN    CHURCH    BCILDING    FUND. 

If  this  fund  shall  receive  the  generous  support  from  Churchmen  in  the 
Diocese  that  its  importance  deserves,  we  shall  be  able  to  build  at  least  two 
Mission  Churches  a  year  in  towns  where  the  Church  is  greatly  desired,  and 
where  in  a  comparatively  short  time  we  hope  it  will  become  self-supporting 
and  a  help  in  our  Diocesan  work.  Are  there  not  laymen  or  women  in  the 
Diocese  whom  God  has  blessed  with  ihe  means,  who  will  count  it  a  privilege 
by  the  gift  of  $500  to  some  promising  Mission,  to  thereby  become  an  instru- 
mentality of  securing  a  church  building  that  shall  be  a  center  of  Christian 
usefulness.  The  time  has  come  when  Indiana  Churchmen  of  wealth  should 
not  be  a  whit  behind  their  brethren  elsewhere  in  devoting  their  substance  for 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  advancement  of  His  Church.  And  indeed  when  I 
look  back  over  the  past  eighteen  months  and  see  what  has  been  accomplished, 
how  greatly  the  work  of  the  Church  has  revived,  how  nobly  and  liberally  our 
congregations  have  responded  for  Diocesan  Missions,  Diocesan  Assessments 
and  Church   Building  Fund,   I  think  we   may  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

When  I  look  abroad  over  the  Diocese  and  see  fields  white  for  the  harvest 
I  am,  perhaps,  too  impatient  to  go  in  and  occupy  ihem.  I  feel  thai  God  has 
given  us  here  a  glorious  heritage  to  cultivate  and  possess  for  His  Church.     1 
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do  believe  if  we  work  together,  if  Bishop,  Clergy  and  Laity  are  of  one  mind, 
standing  shoulder  to  shoulder,  putting  forth  every  effort  in  our  power,  we 
shall  build  up  here  a  work,  with  God^s  blessing,  that  shall  make  our  beloved 
Church  known  and  respected  and  loved  by  the  people  of  the  whole  State. 

DIOCESAN    MISSIONS. 

The  most  important  interest  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  one  which  demands 
the  personal  interest  and  liberality  of  every  member  of  the  Church,  is  our 
Diocesan  Mission  work.  It  is  through  this  that  the  services  of  the 
Church  are  maintained  in  feeble  parishes,  and  extended  to  unoccupied  towns. 
The  Board  of  Missions  will  render  an  account  of  their  stewardship  to-morrow 
evening.  They  have  endeavored  faithfully  to  administer  the  funds  committed 
to  them  and  have  commissioned  a  brave  band  of  missionaries,  who  are  doing 
the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Church's  way.  We  have  been  able  to  enlist 
the  children  in  behalf  of  this  fund,  and  their  liberal  offerings  during  Lent 
and  at  Easter  materially  swelled  the  fund.  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City, 
leads  all  other  parishes  of  the  Diocese  in  the  amount  of  its  offering,  whilst 
others  have  done  nobly.  The  Board  have  employed  twelve  missionaries  who 
have  worked  thirty-three  stations.  As  time  goes  on  and  new  work  requires 
it,  we  shall  have  to  group  our  Mission  parishes,  combining  from  two  to  four 
in  the  entire  support  of  a  clergyman.  There  is  danger  of  continuing  mission- 
ary aid  too  long,  and  cultivating  dependence  rather  than  independence.  It 
should  be  the  aim  and  ambition  of  our  Missions  to  relieve  the  Board  of  their 
care  as  soon  as  i>ossible.  A  higher  appreciation  of  the  Church  and  her 
blessed  means  of  grace  would  call  forth  the  sacrifice  and  self-denial  that 
would  secure  this.  In  my  judgment,  the  plan  adopted  at  the  last  Convention, 
of  signifying  the  average  offering  expected  from  each  parish  by  a  sum  in  dollars 
e<iual  to  the  number  of  communicants  in  parish  or  mission,  leaving  each  to 
take  its  own  method  to  secure  the  result,  is  best  suited  to  our  present  condi- 
tion. The  quarterly  offering  will  not  accomplish  it,  but  supplemented  by 
special  offerings  at  the  Bishop's  visit  and  by  special  offerings  of  children  dur- 
ing Lent  and  at  Easter,  and  if  need  be,  by  special  offerings  of  Woman's 
Guilds  and  Auxiliary,  or,  what  is  perhaps  better  than  all,  a  systematic  mis- 
.sionary  subscription  from  every  member  of  the  parish  will  accomplish  it.  I 
recognize  more  and  more,  every  day,  that  Indiana  is  essentially  a  Missionary 
Diocese  in  every  sense  of  the  term,  and  that  the  Bishop  must  be  the  chiel 
missionary,  devoting  very  much  of  his  time  to  missionary  work,  looking  up 
and  ministering  to  the  sheep  and  lambs  of  the  flock  scattered  abroad  without 
a  shepherd.  I  have  taken  the  greatest  pleasure  in  this  part  of  my  work,  and 
have  striven  to  visit  as  many  places  as  possible  during  the  year.  I  have  not 
yet  reached  nearly  all  the  places  I  desire  to,  but  if  health  and  strength  are 
continued,  will  continue  to  enlarge  the  number  of  places  each  year.  I  la- 
ment the  coldness  and  indifference  that  prevals  in  too  many  cases  among  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  the  Church  living  outside  of  the  Church's  privileges 
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and  the  ease  with  which  they  acquiesce  in  this  condition  of  things,  and  are 
willing  to  go  on  from  year  to  year,  without  earnestly  seeking  to  secure  them. 
If  they  half  appreciated  their  birthright  in  the  Church  of  God,  and  would 
show  true  love  for  Zion  by  manifesting  anxiety  to  secure  the  services  of  our 
Church,  they  would  not  be  left,  in  most  cases,  so  uncared  for.  How  much  a 
few  earnest  souls  can  accomplish  when  their  hearts  are  full  of  it,  has  been 
demonstrated  in  our  Western  Missions,  where  many  a  flourishing  parish  is  the 
result  of  the  faithful  efforts  of  perhaps  a  single  devoted  family,  or  two  or  three 
uniting  their  efforts.  If  our  scattered  Churchmen  in  towns  where  we  have  no 
established  services,  instead  of  abandoning  the  Faith  of  their  fathers, 
would  erect  an  altar  in  their  own  homes  and  gather  their  friends  and  neighbors, 
and  appoint  one  of  their  number  a  reader,  and  each  Lord's  day  read  the  dear 
old  service  of  the  Church,  and  write  to  the  Bishop  or  the  nearest  Clergyman 
for  an  occasional  visitation,  there  would  not  be  so  many  towns  unblest  with 
the  services  of  the  Chur«h.  What  is  needed  above  all.  Christian  brethren,  is 
the  more  faithful  teaching  of  our  people  in  the  doctrines  and  principles  of 
our  Holy  Faith  ;  to  cultivate  among  them  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  Church 
of  the  Living  God,  and  to  teach  them  to  understand  what  they  mean  when 
they  say  *'  I  believe  in  the  Holy  Catholic  Church,"  and  that  to  be  a  Churchman 
is  to  be  a  worker  for  God.  Then  we  would  not  find  persons  calling  themselves 
Churchmen,  as  I  have  found  them  all  over  this  Diocese,  settling  down  content- 
edly, denying  their  souls  the  means  of  grace  in  their  own  Church  and  not 
raising  a  little  finger  or  putting  forth  an  effort  to  secure  them ;  nay,  more, 
sometimes  discouraging  efforts  made  to  supply  them.  See  to  it,  brethren  of 
the  clergy,  that  your  catechumens  and  candidates  for  confirmation  are  prop- 
erly instructed  in  these  respects. 

si:ni)AV   schools. 

The  hope  of  the  Church  in  Indiana,  and  1  may  say  in  our  land,  is  in  the 
faithful  training  of  the  children  committed  to  our  care  in  our  Sunday  .Schools. 
If  a  generation  be  properly  trained  in  this  respect  the  position  of  the  Church 
is  assured.  In  this  connection  let  me  say  a  word  in  regard  to  the  study  of 
the  Church  Catechism.  The  Church  puts  this  in  the  hands  of  parents,  spon- 
5iors  and  pastors,  enjoining  them  to  teach  it  to  their  children.  Let  us  regard 
the  voice  of  the  Church,  it  is  the  voice  of  wisdom  and  experience.  At  my 
first  visit  to  our  parishes,  I  was  surprised  to  find  how  few  in  our  Sunday 
Schools  could  recite  the  Church  Catechism.  To  encourajje  its  study  1  insti- 
tuted the  Roll  of  Honor  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  supplying  each  clergy- 
man or  superintendant  a  neat  card  to  be  given  to  every  child  who  should  re- 
cite perfectly  the  Church  Catechism  to  teacher  and  pastor,  and  providing  a 
larger  parish  card  on  which  should  be  enrolled  the  names  of  all  those  in 
the  school  or  parish  who  had  received  the  smaller  card.  It  has  served  as  a 
great  stimulus  in  the  study  of  the  catechism,  and  at  each  visitation  of  a 
parish  I  have  been  privileged  to  have  presented  to  me  such  children  and  to 
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speak  words  of  encouragement  to  them.  The  Roll  of  Honor  list  will  famish 
our  candidates  for  confirmation.  Let  us,  beloved,  strive  in  every  way  to 
advance  the  spiritual  welfare  and  christian  training  of  the  young  in  our  care. 

HOWE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

The  Boys  Boarding  School,  alluded  to  in  my  address  to  the  last  Conven- 
tion, was  opened  in  September,  at  Lima,  with  four  pupils,  two  of  whom 
were  candidates  for  the  ministry.  It  has  enrolled  nine  pupils  during  the 
year.  The  Principal  is  well  qualified  for  the  work,  and  has  given  entire  sat- 
isfaction to  the  patrons  of  the  school.  All  the  parents  have  been  delighted 
with  the  improvement  of  their  sons.  As  it  becomes  more  thoroughly  estab- 
lished, and  its  advantages  better  understood,  we  shall  have  more  pupils.  We 
ask  the  patronage  of  Indiana  Churchmen,  and  the  warm  interest  of  clergy- 
men and  laymen  in  its  behalf.  If  we  shall  have  this,  the  success  of  the 
school  is  assured.  We  have  secured  through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Frances 
M.  Howe,  a  house  and  four  acres  of  ground  for  the  school,  the  title  of  which 
is  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  I  have  also  advanced  $2,600  to  purchase 
a  house  and  six  acres  of  ground  opposite  this  for  the  use  of  the  school.  This 
I  hope  in  due  time  may  become  the  property  of  the  Diocese  also.  The  dona- 
tion of  Mrs.  Howe  is  worth  about  the  same  amount.  The  citizens  of  Lima 
contributed  $750  toward  the  furnishing  of  the  school.  A  like  amount  was 
secured  by  myself  from  friends  for  the  same  object,  making  $4,000  invested 
in  the  school  at  this  time.  Besides,  I  have  advanced  $750,  also  received 
from  friends,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  school  through  its  first  year.  All  the 
expenses  of  the  school  for  the  first  year  have  been  met,  and  all  its  bills  paid. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  heirs  of  Hon.  John  B.  Howe,  the  $10,000 
left  by  him  to  accumulate  to  $^50,000  for  the  founding  of  a  training  school 
for  the  ministry,  the  conditions  have  l)een  released  and  the  money  paid  over 
to  me,  and  invested  by  my  agent,  Mr.  James  Howe,  so  as  to  yield  seven  per 
cent,  per  annum.  The  interest  to  be  used  in  the  education  of  postulants  and 
candidates  for  the  ministry. 

This  fund  will  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  Diocese  in  giving  to  the  Bishop 
what  already  he  had  found  great  need  of,  the  means  to  assist  worthy  young 
men  in  their  efforts  to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  In  aid  of  such,  I  have  been 
called  upon  to  advance  the  present  Conventional  year  $115.  And  here  let 
me  ask  the  reverend  clergy  to  be  diligent  in  looking  up  proper  young  men  in 
their  cures  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  We  have  but  one  candidate  for  the 
ministry  at  this  time.      W^e  should  have  more. 

The  Diocese  owes  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Frances  M.  Howe 
and  Mr.  James  Howe  for  the  deep  interest  they  have  taken  in  founding  our 
Boys  School  and  securing  to  the  Diocese  this  generous  legacy  for  immediate 
use  in  the  work  of  the  Church. 

As  a  Trustee,  I  was  present  last  July  at  a  meeting  of  the  respective 
Boardb  of  Trustees,  at   Racine  College  and  Nashotah  House.     I  found  the 
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college  at  Racine,  under  its  present  warden,  doing  most  excellent  work,  and 
worthy  of  the  patronage  of  Churchmen  of  our  Diocese  who  wish  to  give 
their  sons  a  Christian  education  under  the  watchful  care  of  the  Church. 
Nashotah  Seminary,  though  having  a  small  number  of  students,  continues  to 
do  the  work  of  its  founders  with  its  accustomed  thoroughness.  At  the  pres- 
ent time,  I  regret  to  say,  we  have  no  students  from  our  Diocese  there. 

ST.  STEPHEN'S   HOSPITAL,  RICHMOND. 

This  institution,  referred  to  last  year  as  about  to  be  established,  was  duly 
organized  and  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  August  last,  a  com- 
modious dwelling  in  the  heart  of  the  city  having  been  rented  for  the  pur- 
pose. It  has  been  doing  a  good  work,  and  has  received,  as  it  deserved,  the 
.sympathy  and  encouragement  of  the  Diocese,  guilds  and  societies  in  many 
parishes  assisting  in  providing  the  means  for  its  proper  furniture  and  main- 
tenance ;  a  guild  of  the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  Philadelphia,  through  the 
kindness  of  the  Rector's  wife,  Mrs.  Dr.  Batterson,  have  sent  a  liberal 
donation  of  supplies.  The  hospital  is  under  the  presidency  of  the  Rector 
of  St.  PauFs  Church,  Richmond,  its  vestry  being  trustees,  and  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  visitor.  It  is  slowly  and  steadily  winning  its  way  to  the  favor 
of  the  community  in  which  it  is  located,  and  will,  in  due  time,  become  an 
important  institution,  having  its  own  home  and  furnishing  a  refuge  and  excel- 
lent care  for  the  sick.  It  has  furnished  care  for  ninety-two  days  to  charity 
patients  and  eighty-three  days  to  pay-patients.  It  was  furnished  at  a  cost  of 
$500,  and  its  maintenance  and  furniture  to  this  date  has  cost  $1,075.  AIL 
of  its  expenses  have  been  met,  and  it  has  a  small  surplus  in  the  treasury.  It 
has  all  needed  supplies  and  furniture  for  six  beds.  Its  present  need  is  the 
means  to  meet  the  monthly  rent  of  $36.  If  the  hospital  Sunday  offerings,  the 
second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  next  Sunday,  shall  furnish  this,  we  feel  quite 
certain  our  friends  in  Richmond,  with  what  they  receive  for  the  board  of 
patients,  will  be  able  to  maintain  it.  It  gives  me  a  feeling  of  thankfulness- 
that  here  in  Indiana  we  have  such  a  blessed  home  for  the  care  of  the  sick 
under  the  care  of  our  Church. 

Already  a  small  fund  has  been  contributed  to  serve  as  the  nucleus  for  the 
endowment  of  a  child's  cot.  It  was  begun  by  an  offering  of  one  of  our 
clergy  as  a  memorial  of  a  dear  child  in  Paradise ;  we  hope  it  will  grow.  This 
fund,  now  deposited  in  the  Savings  Bank  in  Terre  Haute,  amounts  to  $29, 
and  is  drawing  o  per  cent,  interest.  Offerings  for  it  may  be  sent  to  the  Bishop 
or  to  Mr.  L.  B.  Martin,  of  Terre  Haute,  Trustee  of  the  Fund. 

DiocKSAN  ()RPHanac;e  and  home. 

1  had  the  pleasure  of  reporting,  last  year,  a  donation  from  St.  Paul's 
Sunday  School,  Richmond,  of  $14  for  the  nucleus  of  a  fund  for  a  Diocesan 
Orphanage  and  Home.  It  has  grown  a  little,  $11  has  been  added  the  past 
year.     By  and  by  we  hope  to  interest  the  dear  children  of  the  Diocese  and 
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their  parents  in  this  glorious  work,  and  so  the  fund  be  steadily  increased  un- 
til we  shall  have  a  home  for  orphan  children  under  the  care  of  the  Church  of 
God.  Towards  this  end  we  ask  voluntary  offerings  of  all  interested  in  seeing 
the  good  work  established. 

A    HOME    FOR   THE   AGED. 

An  aged  communicant  of  the  Church  in  one  of  our  beautiful  rural  towns, 
has  conferred  with  me  the  past  year  in  regard  to  founding  a  Home  for  the 
Aged  whom  misfortune  or  poverty  may  have  deprived  of  home  care,  indicat- 
ing her  intention  of  leaving  her  beautiful  homestead  and  property  by  will  for 
its  endowment.  Another  aged  communicant,  a  mother  in  Israel,  has  sig- 
nified to  me  her  intention  to  leave  to  this  Diocese  a  valuable  property  to  be 
employed  in  the  education  of  the  daughters  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese. 

I  thank  (lod  for  all  this,  and  look  forward  with  hopefulness  to  the  fu- 
ture. I  mention  them  here  that  I  may  call  your  attention  to  a  subject  1 
deem  of  importance,  the  duty  of  Christian  people  to  whom  God  has  entrusted 
means,  large  or  small,  to  make  their  wills  disposing  of  the  same,  and  in  do- 
ing so  to  remember  the  work  of  the  Lord — the  work  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese  where  they  live.  I  see  no  reason  why,  in  God's  good  time,  if  Church- 
men realize  their  obligations  to  the  (iiver  of  all  good,  we  should  not  have  in 
the  Diocese  of  Indiana  educational  and  benevolent  institutions  worthy  of  the 
Church.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  incorporated  by  the  L^s- 
lature  of  the  State  and  authorized  by  the  Diocese,  is  a  corporation  capable  of 
holding  and  administering  all  trusts  of  this  character  committed  to  its  keep- 
ing.     Let  Churchmen  bear  this  in  mind  in  making  their  wills. 

T  have  endeavored  to  have  as  many  of  our  churches  and  missions  as  pos- 
sible make  over  their  church  property  to  this  lioard.  Several  have  done  this, 
and  I  h()i)e  more  will.  It  is  a  protection  to  them  and  a  guarantee  that  their 
property  shall  not  be  mortgaged  or  lost  to  the  Church. 

woman's     AIXII.IARY. 

The  result  of  orj;ani/ing  our  Diocesan  Auxiliary  at  the  last  Convention, 
has  liad  a  healthful  effect  in  stimulating  and  directing  the  labors  of  the  wo- 
men of  the  Church.  The  Hiocesan  Secretary  has  rendered  efficient  ser\'ice, 
and  the  visile  of  Mrs.  Tw  ing.  Miss  Smiley  and  Miss  Sybil  Carter,  have  all 
had  a  beneficial  eficcl  in  encouraging  and  educating  the  workers. 

or(;am/a HON  ok  the  children. 

In  some  parishes  industrial  schools  and  schools  for  utilizing  the  children 
of  the  Church,  more  especially  the  girls,  have  been  conducted  with  excellent 
.success.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  large  Industrial  School  of  Christ 
Church,  Indianapolis,  numbering  one  hundred  or  more  poor  girls,  taught  plain 
sewing.  Mrs.  I'ettis,  at  Lafayette,  has  a  remarkably  fine  Guild,  meeting 
weekly,  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  young  girls,  who  work  very  efficiently  for 
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the  Church.     Mrs.   Parker,  in  St.  George's  Mission,    Indianapolis,  has  a  re- 
markably well  conducted  Mother's  meeting. 

DIOCESAN   CHURCH  TEMPERANCE  SOCIETY. 

The  Executive  Committee  held  a  full  meeting  in  Indianapolis  for  organ- 
ization, and  provided  the  means  for  disseminating  information  about  the  ob- 
jects of  the  society,  and  recommended  through  the  Bishop  that  the  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese  preach  on  the  subject  of  Temperance  the  second  Sunday  in 
Lent.  This  was  generally  done,  and  it  is  hoped  with  good  results.  The 
Committee  declared  themselves  ready  also  to  assist  in  temperance  meetings 
in  the  parishes  when  desired.  The  subject  was  also  presented  in  each  of  the 
Convocations. 

CONVOCATIONS. 

I  have  been  present  at  three  meetings  of  the  Northern  Convocations, 
two  of  the  Central,  (Indianapolis),  and  one  of  the  Southern.  They  were  all 
well  attended,  and  the  subjects  considered  practical,  and  helpful  to  both 
clergy  and  laity. 

MISSIONARY   ENROLLMENT  OF  1880. 

I  call  attention  again  to  the  proposed  missionary  enrollment  of  200,000 
members  of  the  Church,  before  the  next  (ieneral  Convention,  by  the  payment 
of  $5  each,  for  securing  the  grand  sum  of  one  million  dollars  as  a  special 
Centennial  missionary  fund.  I  trust  the  laymen  of  the  Diocese  will  appre- 
ciate this  matter,  and  that  the  clergy  will  assist  in  it,  that  our  Diocese  may 
be  well  represented  in  this  fund.  One  Mission  of  the  Diocese,  Grace,  Muncie, 
has  secured  twenty  subscribers.  If  the  same  interest  shall  be  manifested  in 
all  our  parishes  and  missions  we  shall  realize  a  goodly  sum.  Mr.  L.  B.  Mar- 
tin, ol  Terre  Haute,  is  Diocesan  Treasurer  of  this  fund,  and  will  be  happy 
to  supply  subscription  books  and  information  in  regard  to  it. 

ENDOWMENT   OK   THE   DIOCESE. 

I  have  had  no  opportunity  of  conferring  with  the^ommittee  appointed  at 
the  last  Convention  to  consider  the  question  of  the  permanent  endowment  of 
the  Diocese.  I  know  not  what  they  intend  to  report  to  this  Convention.  The 
conviction  is  growing  with  me,  that  this  is  a  work  the  Diocese  must  soon  take 
earnestly  in  hand.  One  burdened  with  the  responsibility  and  care  of  this 
great  mission  field,  should  not  be  left  in  uncertainty  as  to  his  support.  Rec- 
tors and  vestries  give  little  attention  to  resolutions  and  assessments  of  Con- 
vention, further  than  it  may  suit  their  convenience.  The  experience  of  the 
past  year  has  shown  the  great  uncertainty  of  these.  The  Diocese  has  the 
ability ;  I  hope  it  will  have  the  willing  mind  to  provide  an  endowment.  It 
needs  but  the  determination  that  it  shall  be  done,  on  the  part  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  to  be  followed  up  by  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  whole  Diocese  to 
insure  success.     Two  years  from  now  the  Diocese  will  celebrate  the  semi- 
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centennial  of  its  organization.  Would  it  not  be  a  glorious  thing  to  have  le- 
cured  by  that  time  the  sum  of  $60,000  for  the  permanent  endowment  of  the 
Episcopate?  That  amount,  with  the  property  now  owned  by  the  Diocese 
and  belonging  to  this  fund,  would  be  ample  for  the  purpose,  and  give  oppo^ 
tunity  for  pressing  more  earnestly  the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese.  I  have 
been  greatly  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  many  friends,  known  and  unknown, 
outside  the  Diocese,  for  generous  aid.  It  has  cheered  and  encouraged  me 
greatly.     In  the  Master's  name,  I  thank  them. 

To  the  New  York  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  the  Bishop  White 
Prayer  Book  Society,  Female  Prayer  Book  Society,  of  Philadelphia,  and  the 
Boston  Society,  we  are  indebted  for  liberal  donations  of  Prayer  Books  and 
Hymnals.  They  have  been  distributed  freely  in  the  Diocese.  I  trust  our 
parishes  will  remember  with  offerings  these  societies. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL   INSTITUTE. 

A  Sunday  School  Institute  has  recently  been  organized  in  Indianapolis, 
including  all  our  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools,  for  the  promotion  of  Sunday 
School  work.  A  general  gathering  of  all  the  schools  of  the  city  was  held  in 
the  Cathedral  on  Whitsun-day  afternoon.  It  numbered  1,000  children  and 
teachers,  and  was  a  glorious  sight.  A  conference  was  held  on  Whitsun  Mon- 
day and  Tuesday  evenings  of  Sunday  School  workers,  and  instructive  papers 
read.  It  is  intended  to  have  frequent  meetings.  It  must  result  in  good.  I 
trust  it  may  prepare  the  way  for  occasional  Diocesan  conferences  to  consider 
and  promote  the  interests  of  Sunday  Schools. 

CHURCH    WORKER. 

Three  thousand  copies  of  the  Church  Worker  have  been  sent  out  every 
month  to  every  Church  family  in  the  Diocese,  and  have  done  much  to  awaken 
interest  in  Diocesan  work.  Sufficient  has  been  received  from  subscription 
and  advertising  to  meet  the  expenses  within  $75.  This,  we  hope,  will  come 
in  the  present  year. 

SOUTHERN    OHIO. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  Southern  Ohio  I  spent 
eight  days  in  a  visitation  of  that  afflicted  Diocese  ;  its  Bishop  having  broken 
down  and  been  advised  by  his  physician  to  take  six  months  of  entire  relief 
from  duty.  I  held  thirteen  services,  preaching  thirteen  times,  and  confirming 
114  persons.  I  also,  in  June  last,  ordained  a  Deacon  for  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese  in  Glendale,  O.,  Mr.  Charles  Pise,  son  of  my  old  friend,  a  former 
clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  Dr.  David  Pise.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of 
Missouri  I  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute, 
Rev.  Asa  A.  Abbott,  pastor  of  the  Cathedral  congregation,  Faribault. 

BOOK    ANNEXED. 

The  notification   to  the  Diocese  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Prayer 
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Book  has  been  given.  I  recommend  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  a  Com- 
mittee of  this  Convention  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen  to  report  at 
next  Convention  what  action  may  be  desirable  in  the  way  of  instructing  our 
delegates  to  the  next  General  Convention. 

This  closes  the  record  of  the  work  for  the  second  year  of  our  Episcopate.

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  elected  at  the  last  Annual  Con- 
vention, was  duly  organized  on  the  sixth  of  June,  A.  D.  1884,  by  the  election 
of  Rev.  John  B.  Wakefield,  I).  D.,  as  President,  and  Isaac  H.  Kiersted, 
Secretary. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  its  official  acts: 

June  6th — Passed  upon  the  testimonials  of  Arthur  Wentworth  Eaton» 
candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,  and  signed  testimonials  for  his  ordination. 

July  28d — Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Nelson  S.  Rulison, 
D.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania. 

October  7th — Passed  upon  the  testimonials  of  Rev.  Armand  DeRosset 
Meares,  Deacon,  and  signed  testimonials  for  his  ordination  to  the  Priesthood' 

November  19th — Gave  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Wm.  Paret, 
D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland. 

Accepted  the  resignation  of  Rev.  John  B.  Wakefield,  D.  D.,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Standing  Committee.  Elected  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Jenckcs,  Jr.,  LL.

November  20th — Passed  upon  the  testimonials  of  J.  P.  Derwent  Llwyd, 
candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,  and  signed  testimonials  in  accordance  with 
the  following  request  of  the  Bishop : 

To  the  Standing  Committer  of  the  Diocese : 

Mr.  J.  P.  Derwent  Llwyd,  a  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders,  recently 
transferred  to  my  Episcopal  Jurisdiction  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  de- 
sires to  be  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  at  once,  although  he  has  been  only 
about  eighteen  months  a  candidate.  I  think  there  exists  sufficient  and  satis- 
factory reasons  for  granting  his  request,  and  I  ask  the  Standing  Committee  to 
give  their  consent  to  his  admission  at  this  time  to  the  Order  of  Deacons  by 
the  three-fourths  vote  required  by  Title  I,  Canon  vi.

Secretary, 
REPORT  OF  8ECRBTAR7. 

The  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle  submitted  the  following : 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  respectfully  reports  that  immediately 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention  he  had  printed  five  hundred 
copies  of  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Diocese,  and  distributed  the  same  as  usual. 

That  he  prepared  and  sent  to  the  family  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Austin  an 
attested  copy  of  the  resolutions  in  relation  to  his  death,  adopted  at  the  last 
Convention. 

That  he  caused  to  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  Diocese,  a  cut  of  the  Dio- 
cesan Seal,  impressions  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Journal. 

TTiat  on  May  2d,  last,  he  issued  the  usual  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  and  sent  out  blanks  for  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  and  Paro- 
chial reports. 

That  he  made  application  to  all  the  railroads  over  which  delegates  would 
be  likely  to  travel  in  attending  the  Convention,  and  was  generally  successful 
in  securing  a  material  reduction  from  the  regular  fare,  although,  in  some  few 
instances  no  satisfactory  arrangement  could  be  made. 

That  he  has  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the 
General  Convention  official  notification  of  ^he  proposed  alterations  and  addi- 
tions to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  an  official  copy  of  the  Book  An- 
nexed, as  modified  by  the  action  of  the  General  Convention  of  1883,  which 
are  herewith  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Mr.  Isaac  H.  Kiersted  submitted  the  following : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  elected  at  the  last  Convention  of  the  Diocese  was 
organized  on  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  I).  1884,  by  the  re-election  of  Isaac  H. 
Kiersted,  as  Secretary. 

The  memorial  of  J.  O.  1).  Lilly  and  others  praying  for  relief  from  the 
burdens  of  certain  indebtedness  incurred  as  a  vestry  of  Grace  Church, 
Indianapolis,  which  was  presented  to  the  last  Convention,  and  by  the  Con- 
vention referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  such  action  as  they  might  deem 
best,  was  fully  considered.  Mr.  J.  ().  D.  Lilly  was  present  at  the  meeting. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  investigation  the  following  resolutions  were  unani- 
mously adopted. 

Resolved^  That  the  claim  in  said  memorial  set  forth  is  not  sustained  by 
the  testimony  adduced,  and  as  the  Trustees  have  no  power  to  use  the  funds 
in  their  hands  for  any  other  purpose  than  those  prcsciibed  by  the  statutes 
they  must  decline  to  render  to  the  memorialists  the  assistance  prayed. 

Resokedy  That  the  facts  in  the  case  presented  by  the  memorial,  the 
records  of  Cirace  Church,  and  statements  made  orally,  upon  which  this  action 
of  the  Trustees  is  based,  be  collected  and  spread  upon  the  Trustee's  record. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  lion.  Geo.  C.  Duy,  was  appointed  to 
prepare  a  full  statement  for  record  of  the  facts,  written  and  oral,  which  were 
presented  at  the  meeting,  all  of  which  are  fully  recorded,  occupying  a  space 
of  over  ten  pages. 

October  »>,  18H4. — Authorized  the  Warden  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Luke's 
Mis-sion  Church,  of  Frankfort,  Indiana,  to  negotiate  a  loan  not  to  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars  to  aid  in  the  completion  of  a  church  building  on  lot  No.  97. 
in  John  l^ence's  third  addition  to  the  town  of  Frankfort,  Indiana,  and  author- 
izing Isaac  IL  Kiersted,  Secretary,  to  execute  a  mortgage  on  said  lot  to 
secure  the  payment  thereof. 

Authorized  Jo>eph  A.  Moore,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
to  make  a  loan  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
six  months,  to  j)ay  balance  due  the  lUshop  to  January  1st,  and  also  the  stipends 
falling  due  to  Missionaries  at  that  time. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  the  lion.  Geo.  C.  Duy,  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese,  prepared  a  statement,  hereto  appended,  of  the  properties  of  the 
Diocese  which  have  been  added  to  the  list  reported  at  last  Convention,  which 
will  be  duly  placed  upon  the  Records  of  the  Board.  The  Diocese  is  greatly 
indebted  to  Mr.  rj)uy  for  his  valuable  labors  in  this  important  matter. 

The  rej^ort  of  Joseph  A.  Moore,  Treasurer,  will  show  in  detail  the  con- 
dition of  the  finances  of  the  Diocese.

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ADDITIONAL  SCHEDULE  OK  PROPERTY  HELD  BY    THE  TRUSTEES. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  the  following  have  been 
added  to  the  list  of  properties  held  by  the  Trustees : 

Lagrange — By  deed  of  December  29,  1882,  recorded  in  Book  32,  page 
130,  in  the  Recorder's  office  of  Lagrange  county,  Indiana,  Samuel  K.  Ruick 
and  Lucy  A.  Ruick,  his  wife,  conveyed  to  Elizabeth  Denton,  in  considera- 
tion of*  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  the  following  described  property, 
to-wit :  Commencing  at  a  point  66  feet  east  of  the  north-east  corner  of  lot 
one,  in  block  twenty-five,  town  of  Lagrange,  and  running  thence  east  four 
rods,  thence  south  eight  rods,  thence  west  four  rods,  and  thence  north  eight 
rods  to  the  place  of  beginning,  being  out  of  the  east  part  of  the  south-west 
quarter  of  the  south-east  quarter  of  section  19,  town  37,  north  range  10  east, 
**  to  have  and  to  hold  in  trust  for  the  establishment,  building  and  erection  of 
a  church  building  for  the  use,  benefit  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  of  the  United  States  of  America." 

The  funds  used  for  the  purchase  of  this  lot  were  raised  by  the  members 
of  St.  John's  Parish,  largely  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Denton, 
the  Trustee,  and  the  Church  building,  formerly  located  on  a  leased  lot,  was 
removed  to  this  lot,  repaired  and  comfortably  furnished.  Mrs.  Denton  has 
gone  to  her  reward,  after  a  life  of  devotion  to  the  service  of  the  Master,  but 
not  until  she  was  permitted  to  see  the  result  of  her  labors  in  securing  this 
property  to  the  Church. 

The  lot  was  conveyed  by  Mrs.  Denton  and  her  husband  to  the  Trustees 
by  deed  of  January  3,  1883,  recorded  in  Deed  Record  32,  page  169,  *»for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Lagrange,"  and  with  the  building  on  it 
is  valued  at  $2,000. 

Frankfort — Lot  97,  in  John  I*ence's  Third  Addition  to  the  town  (now 
city)  of  Frankfort,   in  Clinton  county,  Ind. 

This  property  was  conveyed  by  William  W.  Garrett  and  wife,  by  deed  of 
May  15,  1883,  to  John  A.  Kramer  and  Robert  Bracken  in  trust  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  and 
by  the  said  Kramer  and  Bracken,  by  their  deed  of  November  30,  1883,  to  the 
Trustees,  in  trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit,  and  purposes  declared  and  express- 
ed in  the  former  conveyance,  which  last  deed  is  recorded  December  3,  1883, 
in  Record  Book  No.  6,  page  299. 

This  is  a  very  desirable  and  valuable  lot,  upon  which  a  handsome 
Church  has  been  erected,  at  a  cost  of  $4,000,  which  is  all  paid  for.  In  order, 
however,  to  complete  and  furnish  the  Church,  the  Trustees  in  October, 
1884,  executed  a  mortgage  on  the  property  to  the  General  Church  Building 
Fund  Society,  to  secure  a  note  made  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  Luke's 
Mission  for  the  sum  of  $750,  which  is  still  unpaid. 

New  Castle. — By  deed  of  April  7,  1885,  recorded  in  Vol.  42,  page  420, 
in  Henry  county,  Indiana,  Angelia  M.  Boor  and  Walter  A.  'Boor,  her  hus- 
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band,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  $300,  conveyed  to  the  ^'Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,"  a  lot  described  as 
follows,  to-wit :  **  Beginning  at  the  north-west  corner  of  lot  eight,  in  Taylor's 
addition  to  the  town  of  New  Castle,  and  running  thence  east  one  hundred 
feet,  thence  south  to  the  middle  line  dividing  lots  eight  and  nine  of  said  ad- 
dition into  north  and  south  halves,  thence  west  one  hundred  feet,  and  thence 
north  to  the  place  of  beginning,"  subject  to  the  taxes  of  1886. 

There  is  no  special  trust  expressed  in  this  deed.  The  property  was  paid 
for  in  part  by  the  members  of  St.  James*s  Mission,  and  the  balance  by  contri- 
bution from  the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund.  There  is  now  being  erect- 
ed a  neat  frame  church  on  the  lot,  which,  with  necessary  furniture,  will  cost 
about  $2,000. 

Lima. — By  her  deed  of  May  8,  1885,  recorded  in  Deed  Record  83,  page 
345,  Francis  M.  Howe  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  lots  one  and  two  in  block 
twelve  in  Williams'  addition  to  the  village  of  Lima,  Lagrange  county,  Ind- 
iana, i>f /tmj/  "for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mark's  Church, 
Lima,  and  in  case  said  parish  shall  ever  in  the  future  become  extinct,  then 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Indiana." 

These  lots  are  centrally  located,  size  175x100  feet,  and  worth  some  $500. 
Upon  one  of  them  is  a  small  dwelling  house,  30x35  feet,  worth  $500,  and  on 
the  other  stands  a  beautiful  church,  built  by  the  parishioners  and  friends  of 
the  parish  within  and  without  the  State,  at  a  cost  of  some  $6,000,  as  a  me- 
morial of  the  late  Hon.  John  B.  Howe. 

HuwE  Grammar  School  Property,  Lima — On  the  ninth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1885,  Mrs.  Francis  M.  Howe  conveyed  by  warranty  deed  to  the  Trustees 
the  property  occupied  by  the  Howe  Grammar  School  which  was  established 
last  fall.  The  property  comprises  some  four  acres,  and  is  described  as  **  lots 
three,  four,  five,  six,  seven  and  eight  in  block  fourteen,  in  Williams'  addition 
to  the  village  of  Lima,  Lagrange  county,  Indiana,  to  be  held  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  school  for  boys  and  young  men  occupying  said  property, 
and  known  as  the  Howe  Grammar  School,  and  for  such  school  or  schools  as 
the  same  may  hereafter  grow  or  develop  into,  the  same  to  be  conducted 
under  the  control,  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana.  Said 
trust  to  continue  and  remain  in  force  so  long  as  such  school  or  schools  shall 
be  maintained  and  kept  in  operation.  But  in  case  said  school  shall  be  un- 
successful and  the  proposed  undertaking  prove  to  be  a  failure,  and  be  aban- 
doned by  said  Bishop  and  Convention,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  properly 
shall  revert  to  the  grantor,  her  heirs  and  assigns." 

REPORT  ON  RULES  OF  ORDER. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pettis,  from  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last 
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Convention,  submitted  a  set  of  Rules  of  Order,  which,  after  some 
little  discussion,  was,  by  unanimous  consent,  recommitted  to  the 
Committee. 

RBPOBT  OF  DI0GE8AN  LIBRARIAN. 

Hon.  George  C.  Duy  read  the  following  in  the  absence  of  the 
Librarian : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  the  Library  has 
been  used  by  quite  a  number  of  the  clergy  and  some  of  the  laity.  Forty 
books  have  been  loaned,  of  these  six  were  sent  to  the  Howe  (rrammar  School 
for  the  use  of  theological  students  there. 

A  supplement  of  ten  pages  has  been  added  to  the  Catalogue,  containing 
a  list  of  the  books  bequeathed  by  Bishop  Talbot,  and  some  donated  by  Bishop 
Knickerbacker  and  others. 

It  would  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Library  if  some  new  books 
could  be  bought  each  year,  selected  by  a  committee  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose. So  many  books  have  been  published  since  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  Library,  which  would  be  helpful  to  our  Missionaries,  and  which  they 
can  not  afford  to  buy  for  themselves. 

Many  of  our  books  of  Church  History,  sermons,  devotional  works,  and 
those  explanatory  of  the  Church  and  its  principles  might  become  real  mis- 
sionaries to  our  laity  living  where  there  are  yet  no  Church  privileges  and  no 
clergymen  to  visit,  and  to  any  who  desire  them  the  Librarian  is  permitted  to 
loan  three  books  at  one  time,  returnable  within  three  months,  on  authority  of 
the  Bishop — borrowers  to  pay  all  expense  of  forwarding  and  returning. 

Until  the  first  of  December  the  Library  was  open  every  Saturday  morn- 
ing for  three  hours.  After  that  time,  owing  to  the  extremely  cold  weather, 
and  the  fact  that  the  books  were  principally  borrowed  and  returned  by  mail 
or  express,  by  advice  of  the  Bishop  the  Library  was  closed.

KEMORIAL  ON  CHRISTIAN  UNITY. 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Bradley  submitted  the  following : 

To  the  Genera!  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  : 

Whereas,   The   Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  in   1884,  elected 
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a  committee  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  next  Convention  a  memorial  to  this 
General  Convention  setting  forth  the  reasons  for  and  the  plan  of  the  restora- 
tion of  Christian  unity ;  and, 

Whereas,  In  the  history  of  efforts  in  the  past,  looking  to  this  same 
end,  both  before  and  after  the  Reformation,  the  Apostolic  Church  alone  has 
presented  the  divinely  sanctioned  basis  of  unity :  and, 

Whereas,  The  suggestions  of  Calvin,  and  even  of  Cranmer,  looking  to- 
-wards  a  League  formed  by  Evangelical  Protestants,  were  unavailing  because 
they  did  not  embrace  the  inspired  principles  of  the  Church's  oneness;  and, 

Whereas,  The  efforts  in  our  own  land  of  Zinzendorf,  at  Germantown, 
in  1742,  and  the  more  recent  organization  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance,  from 
their  purposed  ignoring  of  radical  differences,  and  their  devotion  to  the  sub- 
jective rather  than  the  objective  phases  of  the  current  religious  thought, 
proved  utterly  nugatory;  and. 

Whereas,  The  memorial  of  our  own  Dr.  Muhlenberg  to  the  General 
Convention,  has  proved  the  seed,  though  sown  thirty  years  ago,  of  the  pres- 
ent movement  towards  the  restoration  of  lost  unity  among  Christians,  focus- 
ing itself  in  the  recent  Congress  of  Churches,  in  the  city  of  Hartford ;  and. 

Whereas,  The  Apostles's  creed,  the  Apostolic  ministry,  the  Apostolic 
sacraments,  and  the  Apostolic  worship  are  the  elements  of  the  Biblical  and 
Divine  basis  of  organic  unity  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  that  unity  of  the  Spirit 
realized  in  ihe  primitive  Church,  and  preserved  in  this  historic  Church  to- 
day in  its  original  completeness  and  simplicity,  by  an  unbroken  continuity  ; 
therefore,  be  it 

Nesoh'ed,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Church  to  voice,  through  its  (Jen- 
eral  Convention,  an  open  admission  of  this,  its  double  responsibility: 

Resolved^  That  in  meeting  its  resj)onsibility,  this  Church  must  frankly 
admit  the  application  of  the  proverb,  "Physician,  heal  thyself,"  and  move 
for  the  restoration,  first  of  unity  among  the  severed  branches  of  historic  Chris- 
tianity by  an  adjustment  of  the  Filioijuc  difficulty,  and  the  promotion  of  the 
reformation  of  the  Latin  Church  on  the  lines  of  the  old  Catholic  movement  in 
<iermany  and  Italy ; 

Kesohed^  That  this  Church  will  heartily  co-operate  in  any  and  every 
movement  having  for  its  aim  the  answer  to  our  Saviour's  prayer,  '*That  they 
all  may  be  one,  that  the  world  may  believe,"  by  the  union  on  the  Biblical 
and  Apostolic  basis  of  all  Christian  denominations ; 

Resolved^  That  this  Church  hails  as  harbingers  of  the  final  restoration  of 
unity  the  rehabitation  of  the  Apostles's  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the 
Ten  Commandments  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Christian  bodies  about  us, 
and  the  proposed  Congress  of  Churches  at  St.  Louis ; 

Resoh'ed^  That  this  Church  has  contributed  by  her  best  scholarship  to 
the  production  of  the  best  English  version  of  the  Scriptures  for  the  whole 
world's  use,  so  she  pledges  her  learning  and  her  prayers  to  hasten  the  day 
when  all  Christians  shall  be  of  one  heart  and  one  mind   in  the  unity  of  the 
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Spirit,  continuing  steadfastly  in  the  Apostles's  doctrine  and  fellowship,-  and 
in  the  breaking  of  bread  and  in  the  prayers  until  the  Mystical  Body  of  Christ, 
His  one  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  shall  have  come  to  the  fullness 
of  His  stature ; 

Resolved^  That  the  churches  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  pray  the  Church, 
in  this  General  Convention  assembled,  to  issue  to  the  Christian  world  an  open 
letter  embodying  her  principles,  and  her  suggestions,  and  prayers  for  Chris- 
tian unity.

Rile  I.  After  Hivine  Service  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair  and 
call  the  Convention  to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as 
follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  of  ihe  preceding  Convention,  if  present,  if 
not,  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  to  enter  on  the  Minutes  the  names 
of  those  present. 

Sec  I  ION  2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  of 
the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him. 

Rii.K  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  con- 
sisting of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  to  receive,  examine  and  report 
upon  the  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates. 

Kii.K  III.  The  .Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  Lay  Delegates  as 
shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  adopted  by 
the  Convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  Minutes. 
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Rule  IV.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  found  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

Rule  V.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  VI.  The  President  shall  appoint,  in  accordance  with  Canon  I, 
the  following  Standing  Committees  :  ( 1 )  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Busi- 
ness. (2)  A  Committee  on  Accounts.  (8)  A  Committee  on  the  Admission 
of  New  Parishes.  (4)  A  Committee  on  Canons.  (6)  A  Committee  on 
Assessments.  And  in  addition  the  following  Committees:  (6  )  On  the  State 
of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Address  of  the  Bishop,  Paro- 
chial and  Mission  Reports.  ( 7 )  A  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopal 
Fund,  and  other  funds  of  the  Diocese.  (8)  A  Committee  on  Sunday  School 
Work,  consisting  of  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  who  shall  report 
from  time  to  time  such  matters  as,  in  their  judgement,  may  require  the  action 
of  the  Council. 

Rule  \^II.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stan^,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rile  VIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IX.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice,  to  the  President,  confining  him- 
self strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  X.  Xo  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  XI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention ;  and  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the  name  of  the 
presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  post- 
pone it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ;  and 
motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein 
named. 

Rule  XIV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XV.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if  un- 
qualified, shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XVI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  unless 
it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 
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Rule  XVII.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  duriiig  the 
same  session ;  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by 
one  of  the  majority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XVIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIX.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending 
or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XX.  The  daily  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  up  and 
acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote  of  the  Conven- 
tion: (1)  Communications  from  the  President.  (2)  Reports  from  Standing 
Committees.  (8)  Reports  from  Special  Committees — in  order  of  appoint- 
ment.    (4)  Petitions  and  Memorials.     (5)  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

Rule  XXI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
in  the  first  instance;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and 
on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the 
Convention. 

Rule  XXII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcoi>al  Church  not  en- 
titled to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the 
Journal,  on  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  of 
taking  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

KiLK  XXIII.  Refore  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necessary, 
and  approved. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  Rules  of  Order  may  he  suspended  on  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  XXV.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Con- 
ventions, unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal 
of  each  Convention. 

ENDOWMENT  OF  EPISCOPATE. 

Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted : 

The  Committee  elected  by  the  last  Convention  to  serve  during  the  recess 
in  soliciting  money  and  six  per  cent,  interest  bearing  bonds  to  the  extent  of 
$76,000,  for  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  beg  leave  to  report  that,  in 
their  judgment,  the  financial  condition  of  Indiana  during  the  past  year  has 
been  such  as  to  make  impossible  the  work  entrusted  to  them,  and  they  ask  to 
be  discharged.

On  motion  the  Convention  adjourned  until  7  o'clock  this 
evening. 


Wednesday,  7  p.  m. 

The  Convention  re-assembled,  and  after  devotions  and  singing 
of  hymns,  the  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Bradley  : 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MXBBIOmi. 

The  Board  elected  at  the  last  Convention,  held  its  first  meeting  at  Indi- 
anapolis, June  5,  1884. 

It  was  found  that  there  was  a  balance  on  hand  of  $1,258.97.  Eleven 
( "lergynien  were  appointed  missionaries  for  six  months,  upon  the  nomination 
of  the  Bishop;  $i)26  was  the  amount  voted  for  their  stipends. 

In  the  fall,  October  ♦>,  '84,  the  Board  again  met.  There  was  again  a 
balance  in  the  treasury,  and  the  missionaries  had  all  been  paid.  One  stipend 
was  then  increased  and  six  additional  appropriations  were  made,  adding  four 
missiona*rie>  to  our  list. 

At  our  Spring  meeting,  April  7,  '8'),  the  Treasurer's  report  showed  a  bal- 
ance on  hand  of  $1,280.07  and  the  missionaries  all  paid.  Eleven  missionar- 
ies were  nominated  for  the  last  six  months  of  the  Convention  year,  and 
$l,2o()  voted  for  their  stipends. 

It  was  at  this  meeting  that  Dean  Kaude's  telegram  was  received,  bringing 
us  the  glorious  news  that  Michigan  C'ity  had  given  an  Easter  offering  of  $o(H> 
for  our  work.  This  munificent  gift,  and  the  responses  to  their  earnest  appeal 
sent  out  from  the  same  meeting,  relieved  the  Board  of  all  anxiety  as  to  the 
last  quarter,  and  we  are  able  to  report  all  the  missionaries  paid  in  full,  and 
$1,470  t)l  balance  on  hand. 

The  Bishop,  at  this  meeting  reported  that  he  was  paying  out  the  $2,000 
voted  to  Indiana  from  the  General  Board,  in  New  ^'ork,  to  eleven  mission- 
aries, four  of  whom  also  receive  stipends  from  this  Diocesan  Board. 
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During  the  year  we  have  had  twenty-two  Clergymen  at  work  in  this 
field,  sustained,  in  part  at  least,  by  missionary  money.  From  detailed  re- 
ports, as  far  as  received,  seven  Rectors  of  parishes,  not  receiving  missionary 
money,  have  been  doing  missionary  work  outside  of  their  parishes.  Besides 
these  twenty-nine  men,  we  have  had  the  Bishop,  always  the  chief  missionary 
of  his  Diocese,  always  the  most  active  and  the  most  effective,  going  to  new 
points,  searching  for  the  Church  people  lost  in  our  wilderness,  caring  for 
them,  putting  them  under  some  pastoral  oversight,  if  possible,  and  untiring- 
ly revisiting  parishes  and  missionary  stations  already  opened.  By  all  this 
and  by  Knights  Templar  services  and  services  in  public  institutions,  schools 
and  colleges,  the  Bishop  has  been  enabled  to  carry  the  Church  to  many  who 
are  **  without,"  and  has  greatly  stimulated  and  enlarged  the  work  committed 
to  the  oversight  of  this  Board. 

The  suggestion  of  a  Diocesan  Building  Fund  has  proved  a  wise  and  help- 
ful thought.  At  our  April  meeting  the  Bishop  reported  that  $300  had  then 
been  contributed  toward  the  fund.  As  building  new  churches,  especially  in 
new  places,  is  missionary  work,  this  Board  was  entrusted  with  the  present 
management  of  the  Building  Fund.  $350  has  been  furnished  to  Frankfort, 
$100  to  (ireencastle,  and  $600  to  New  Castle.  The  offerings  of  all  our  parish- 
es were  asked  for  this  object  on  Whitsunday,  and  $44.43  was  added  to  the 
$300  reported  by  the  Bishop.  It  would  be  well  for  the  Convention  to  add 
this  to  the  list  of  Canonical  offerings  and  fix  the  day  for  the  collection. 

The  following  table  will  exhibit  the  places  reached  by  the  twenty-nine 
men  in  the  work,  and  give  a  general  summary  of  the  field,  outside  of  what 
the  Bishop  has  done  :

New  Castle — The  Rev.  Mr.  Birchmore  followed  the  Bishop  here,  and 
started  the  effort  for  a  new  church,  some  staunch  English  Churchmen 
heljiing,  at  the  Bishop's  request.  Dean  Bradley  laid  the  corner  stone 
of  the  church  on  the  25th  of  April.  It  is  expected  that  the  building 
will  be  ready  for  use  in  June,  and  that  it  will  be  fully  paid  for.  A  small 
male  choir  is  in  preparation  for  the  services;  the  chancel  and  altar  will 
be  properly  furnished.  The  Missionary  has  every  reason  to  be  en- 
couraged. 
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Columbus — Has  had  regular  services  from  Mr.  Engle,  and  lay  preachers 
from  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  who  have  done  good  senrice  in  his 
absence. 

Cadiz — One  service,  to  be  followed  up. 

Seymour — Is  under  the  same  charge. 

Three  services  have  been  held  at  the  Poor  Farm,  near  Indianapolis. 

Missionary — Rev.  H.  L.  C.  Braddon,  of  Delphi. 
Money  Received — ^$300  from  Diocesan  Missions. 

Attica — The  parochial  mission  held  here  added  some  strength  to  the 

Church  and  created  new  interest  in  the  services.    The  work,  however, 

is  constantly  hindered  by  the  indifference  of  the  men  who  ought  to 

help  it  most. 
Covington — Services  discouraged. 
Delphi — A  mission  here  would  be  of  great  help  to  this  already  revived 

parish. 
Monticello — Mr.  Braddon  has  given  one  Sunday  and  occasionally  a  week 

day  to  this  new  point.     So  much   interest  has  been  created   that  the 

little  band  of  Church  people  are  considering  the  (question  of  buying  the 

Roman  Catholic  building,  that  is  seldom  used.

prospects  are  bright ;  two  services  a  month. 
Bluffton — One  service  held,  without  much  interest  being  manifested. 
Glenwood  Chapel — Occasional  services. 

Missionary — Rev.  Frank  Hallam,  of  Richmond. 
Whitewater — One  service  held  here. 
Cambridge  City  and  Middleville — No  report. 

Missionary — Rev.  Walter  Scott,  of  New  Albany,  Dean  of  Southern  Convoca- 
tion. 
Corydon — Four  communicants ;  has  had  occasional  services,  but  there  is 

no  prospect  there. 
Salem — Three  communicants ;  there  is  no  prospect  of  a  church. 
Mitchell — Has  had  occasional  visits. 

Missionary — Rev.  Harry  Thompson,  of  Logansport. 
Crown  Point — Two  services;  opening  favorable. 
English  Lake  and  Winamac — No  report. 

Missionary — Rev.  C.  N.  Spalding,  Howe  Grammar  School,  Lima. 
Kendallville — No  report. 

Missionary — Rev.  J.  P.  D.  Llwyd,  of  South  Bend. 

Mishawaka — Has  had  seven  services,  and  Elkhart  four,  and  are  now  in 
regular  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Myers. 

Missionary — Rev.  A.  Prentiss,  of  Grace  Church,  Indianapolis. 
Danville,  Martinsville  and  Noblesville — No  report. 

Total — Domestic  Missions,  $2,000. 

Diocesan    Missions — By     Treasurer's    report,     and     including     Mr.   Mann's 
stipend,  $2,062.65. 

There  are  now  only  six  towns  with  more  than  1,000  inhabitants — Butler, 
Edinburg,  Greenfield,  Jasper,  Thorntown  and  Tipton — into  which  the  Church 
has  not  gone  during  the  year.  From  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  ninety-six  mis- 
sion parishes  and  stations  are  under  the  care  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  ;  that 
two  new  churches  have  been  added  at  Frankfort  and  New  Castle ;  that  new 
churches  are  expected  at  Greencastle  and   Monticello,   by   purchase.  Rock- 
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ville  and  Brightwood ;  that  one  mission  has  a  new  rectory,  and  Garrett  has 
money  in  hand  toward  one,  and  that  several  chapels  have  been  refitted  and 
newly  furnished.  Thus,  more  than  the  good  prospects  anticipated  in  our  last 
report,  has  been  realized.  The  one  little  exception  is  Millersville,  near  Indi- 
anapolis,  where  the  promising  work  was  suspended  because  of  the  loss  of 
about  $80,000  in  the  hamlet  by  the  Fletcher  &  Sharpe  bank  failure.  The 
work  may  be  resumed  later.  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Cobb  has  continued  his  work  as 
one  of  the  Lay  Preachers  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  at  St.  George's 
Mission.  Mr.  R.  R.  Parker  and  Mr.  I.  H.  Kiersted  have  been  most  laborious 
and  efficient  in  the  same  parochial  mission  work.  Mr.  John  Kidd,  from  the 
same  parish,  has  had  great  success  as  the  Lay  Preacher  at  the  Insane  Hospit- 
al. He  has  also  officiated  there  at  twenty-seven  burials.  Mr.  Joseph  Shaw, 
from  the  same  parish,  has  resided  at  Raysville,  and  during  the  year  has  held 
five  services  in  Raysville,  one  at  Ogden,  two  at  Grant  City,  and  two  at  Wood- 
ville,  besides  visiting  the  sick  and  the  bereaved.  On  Wednesday,  May  27, 
he  buried  Mrs.  Estelle,  admitted  to  the  Communion  of  the  Church  by  Dean 
Bradley  at  his  last  visit  to  Raysville.  Mr.  James  A.  Duthie  has  held  service 
three  times  at  Columbus. 

By  the  help  of  such  Lay  Preachers,  if  the  Rectors  of  all  the  parishes 
would  only  press  the  right  men  out  into  the  work,  services  could  be  sustained 
more  frequently  in  all  our  principal  towns,  they  could  be  multiplied  in  new 
places,  and  the  witness  for  the  Church  would  be  borne  to  increasing  multi- 
tudes throughout  our  State. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann  reports  that  he  has  held  serviscs  for  the  deaf 
mutes  of  Indiana  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  and  the  State  school  for 
deaf  mutes;  St.  John's,  Lafayette;  in  a  grove  near  Milton;  in  Cambridge* 
Fair  Grounds  ;  and  Trinity  Church,  Peru;  St.  Paul's  Church,  J  effersonville  ; 
and  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City.  Seven  were  presented  for  confirmation. 
Mr.  Mann  works  in  twelve  Dioceses  and  reaches  over  2,000  deaf  mutes.  He 
distributes  Prayer  Books,  and  by  all  his  ministrations  is  doing  a  most  effective 
work,  at  great  personal  sacrifice. 

The  Board  desires  in  this  report  to  recognize  the  great  help  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  has  already  been  to  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  in  the 
first  year  of  its  existence.  Besides  adding  to  the  treasury  of  the  Board,  and 
sending  boxes  of  supplies  to  the  missionaries,  its  organization  has  given  the 
/Church  women  of  Indiana  the  cheer  and  experience  of  such  noble  leaders  in 
the  work  as  Mrs.  Rochester  of  Cincinnati,  Mrs.  Twing  of  New  ^'ork,  and 
Miss  Sybil  Carter.  Miss  Carter  has  spoken,  with  her  peculiar  zeal  and  wis- 
dom, in  Delphi,  Logansport,  Lafayette,  Peru,  and  to-day  in  Fort  Wayne. 
The  Board  also  feels  that  Miss  Smiley's  Bible  Readings  should  have  recogni- 
tion as  mightily  helping  in  laying  true  foundations  for  Church  life  and  Chris- 
tian growth.  It  was  a  Bible  study  of  baptism  by  water,  that  first  stirred  Miss 
Smiley  herself,  and  opened  her  eyes,  as  a  Quakeress  exhorter,  to  see  that 
Church  teaching  is  Bible  truth.     Her  experience  shows  that  ignorance  of  the 
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Bible  among  those  whose  religious  systems  rest  upon  the  motto,  **The  Bible, 
and  the  Bible  alone,  the  religion  of  Protestants,"  is  one  of  the  strongest  hin- 
drances to  Church  growth.  Besides  this,  it  remains  a  fact  that  even  among 
those  who  read  the  Bible,  there  is  a  disinclination  to  learn  what  they  call  a 
new  religion,  and  to  listen  to  the  claims  of  a  tuw  sect.  When  to  this  is  add- 
ed the  fact  that  the  year  past  has  been  a  hard  time  to  get  money  for  anything 
and  that  the  mass  of  the  people  are  terribly  indifferent  to  religion,  even  when 
brought  to  their  very  doors,  the  present  exhibit  of  our  missionary  affairs  is 
immensely  encouraging. 

A  few  general  principles  need  to  be  emphasized  as  we  push  on,  opening 
new  places. 

1.  We  ought  not  to  organize  a  mission  without  good  reason  to  expect  a 
permanent  foundation. 

2.  We  must  hold  our  ground,  once  taken,  if  possible,  by  any  means, 
until  the  mission  is  able  to  go  alone. 

3.  Aged  stations,  if  they  have  become  parishes,  unable  to  support 
themselves,  must  become  missionary  stations  and  expect  but  a  part  of  the 
Clergyman's  time  if.  they  receive  missionary  money. 

4.  Rectors  of  self-supporting  parishes  must  give  time  to  outside  work, 
and  train  their  people  to  be  glad  they  do.  There  are  only  six  of  the  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese  who  have  not  reported  missionary  work  done  beyond  their 
own  cures. 

6.  It  will  not  do  to  turn  away  from  flourishing  towns  and  say  "it  is  no 
use  going  there,  there  are  no  Church  people  there."  Missionary  work  is 
aggressive  work.  It  is  not  simply  to  find  out  and  minister  to  Church  people, 
it  is  to  go  and  make  disciples — Church  people. 

6.  We  must  all  magnify  the  importance  of  the  work,  and  do  our  ut- 
most to  increase  our  offerings  until  they  amount  to  $1  a  year  from  every  com- 
municant, for  missionary  work  in  Indiana. 

7.  Our  Sunday  Schools  should,  more  and  more,  give  money  for  mis- 
sions, help  in  filling  boxes  for  missionaries,  and  thus  be  trained  to  become 
the  militant  force  of  the  Church. 

8.  More  direct.  Evangelistic  work  ought  to  be  done,  in  new  places  and 
places  where  the  Church  is  feeble  and  indifferent,  by  means  of  parochial 
missions,  series  of  services  and  sermons  given  with  all  possible  earnestness, 
for  which  the  Clergy  might  combine  with  the  Bishop. 

Our  Convocations,  that  have  been  very  successfully  and  generally  held 
during  the  year  in  all  three  divisions  of  the  Diocese,  by  their  earnest  spirit 
and  the  practical  subjects  discussed,  have  approached  the  idea  of  a  parochial 
mission.  The  suggestion  is  made  that  the  week  of  Convocation  might  be 
made  most  profitable  by  still  further  emphasizing  that  idea,  and  virtually  giv- 
ing the  place  where  Convocation  is  held,  and  one  or  more  places  in  the  vicin- 
ity, a  mission  of  five  nights'  duration,  devoting  the  mornings  and  afternoons 
to  technical  and  business  matters. 
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When  the  older  stations  are  quickened  by  such  means  to  a  full  recogni- 
tion of  their  obligations  and  responsibilities,  and,  instead  of  saying  they  are 
"doing  all  they  can,'' actually  r/o  all  they  can,  the  missionary  money  that 
now  goes  to  sustain  them  can  be  used  for  Church  extension.  Our  ap(>eals 
lose  much  of  their  force  because  they  are  loaded  with  these  old  weights. 
Wo  touch  here  the  final  reason  why  we  lack  churches  and  workers  still  in 
Indiana.  Our  own  Church  people  are  not  earnest,  and  anxicBis,  and  zealou.s 
enough.  There  is  enough  Western  vigor  and  energy  here  in  other  matters. 
Inspire  the  Church  with  the  same  amount  of  push,  and  the  needed  men  will 
be  found  and  paid,  and  the  churches  built  till  the  State  is  occupied.  Our 
fundamental  work  is,  by  our  preaching  with  apostolic  power,  by  our  teaching 
with  apostolic  objective  directness,  by  our  example  of  apostolic  devotion  and 
self-denying  consistency  to  make  the  people  ready  and  anxious  for  their  own 
salvation,  and  the  salvation  of  their  brothers  in  the  Church  of  (iod.  Is  it 
not  true  that  what  our  missionary  work  needs  is  a  type  of  Church  work  that 
is  self-respecting  and  at  the  same  time  urgently  self-propagating;  downright 
common  honesty  in  meeting  our  obligations,  and  strong  common  sense — in  a 
word,  straightout,  heartfelt,  spiritual  loyalty  to  Christ  and  His  Church? 

Addresses  were  then  made  by  Hon.  Wm.  Mack,  Rev.  Frank 
Hallam,  Rev.W.  M.  Pettis,  D.D.,  Rev.  J.J.  Faude,  Rev.  Walter  Scott 
and  Miss  Sybil  Carter,  after  which  the  offerings  of  the  congregation 
were  received  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and  the  Convention  took  a 
recess  until  10  oclock  to-morrow  morning.

past  four  years. 

STATEMENT  FROM  THE  TRUSTEES. 

Hon.  George  C.  Duy  then  read  the  following  statement : 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  in  1888,  the 
Trustees  submitted  a  report  in  which  it  is  stated  (see  Convention  Journal,  p. 
40)  that  certain  bonds  of  J.  B.  Howe  and  Charles  Veile  had  been  paid  in 
full,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $7,000,  and  that  the  proceeds  had  been  dis- 
posed of  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Paying  incumbrance  on  Episcopal  residence  on  Circle  street    .    .    .  $2,000  00 

Faying  loan  to  Bishop  Talbot 1,000  00 

Paying  a  bond  of  the  Diocese  to  Bishop  Talbot  for  over-due  salary  .    1,432  98 
Payingjpart  of  a  bond  for  $G00,  held  by  Bishop  Talbot,  over-due 

salary 85  97 

Making  a  total  expenditure  of $4,618  95 

And  leaving  on  hand  for  investment 2,481  05 

These  personal  bonds  of  Judge  Howe  and  Mr.  Veile  had  been  given  to 
the  Trustees  about  the  time  of  the  execution  of  what  hare  been  known  as 
**  Parish  Bonds"  and  together  with  some  Parish  Bonds  and  other  personal 
bonds  constituted  a  pai-t  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese.  They  were  all 
executed  at  a  time  when  an  effort  was  made  to  raise  by  this  means  and  out- 
side contributions  a  fund  sufficiently  large  to  produce  income  enough  to  pay 
the  Bishop's  salary,  and  by  common  consent  they  were  spoken  of  as  endoiv- 
nicnt  hoiuis.  The  plan  proposed  was  not  successfully  carried  out  and  the  in- 
come arising  from  these  bonds  and  from  parish  assessments  and  from  rents  of 
property  all  went  together  toward  payment  of  interest  on  incumbrances  up- 
on the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  payment  ol  the 
Bishop's  salary,  and  was  quite  insufficient  to  pay  the  same  in  full.  After  the 
tiling  of  the  Trustees's  report,  objection  was  made  on  the  floor  of  the  Conven- 
tion to  the  use  made  by  the  Trustees  of  part  of  the  cash  derived  from  the 
j)ayment  of  Judge  Howe's  bond,  in  paying  off  the  mortgage  on  the  Episco- 
pal residence  and  in  paying  Bishop  Talbot  part  of  what  the  Diocese  owed 
him,  for  which  he  held  Diocesan  obligations  in  the  shape  of  notes  executed 
liy  the  Trustees,  and  it  was  urged  by  the  objectors  that  the  Trustees  had  no 
right  to  use  any  part  of  what  the  objectors  called  the  Endowment  Fund  for 
any  other  j)urpose  whatever  than  to  reinvest  it  for  income. 
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To  this  objection  it  was  answered  then,  and  is  answered  now,  that  there 
never  was,  legally,  any  such  thing  as  an  Endmumcnt  Fund,  That  the  person- 
al and  three-fourths  of  the  parish  bonds  were  a  part  of  the  **  Fund  for  the 
support  of  the  Bishop,"  as  it  is  designated  in  the  act  of  incorporation;  that 
it  was  wise  and  business-like  to  use  a  part  of  the  money  on  hand  belonging 
to  the  Episcopal  Fund  to  pay  off  existing  interest-bearing  debts  against  the 
same  fund,  especially  when  such  debts  were  in  part  secured  by  mortgage, 
over-due  and  liable  to  be  foreclosed  if  not  paid.  And  further,  that  Judge 
Howe,  whose  money  was  so  used,  at  his  own  suggestion,  paid  the  money  for 
that  very  purpose,  and  with  the  understanding  that  in  should  be  so  appropri- 
ated; and  further,  that  the  Trustees  not  only  had  the  legal  right,  but  it  was 
their  duty,^in  the  proper  discharge  of  their  trust,  to  use  not  onlv  the  income, 
but  if  necessarj'  and  demanded,  part  of  the  principal  of  the  fund  to  pay  the 
debt  of  the  Dioqese  to  the  Bishop  for  over-due  salary. 

It  may  now  be  further  urged,  in  answer  to  the  objection,  that  by  the  ac- 
tion of  the  last  Annual  Convention,  in  permitting  the  cancellation  of  the 
**  Parish  Bonds,"  the  so-called  Endrnvment  Fund  \%  almost  entirely  swept  out 
of  existence. 

This  statement  and  explanation  is  made  at  the  suggestion  of  our  present 
Bishop  and  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  matter  clearly  on  the  records  of  the 
Convention  for  the  information  of  all  interested.

REPOBT  OF  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes  it  was  ordered  that  the  re- 
port read  before  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Womans'  Auxiliary 
be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  this  Convention,  which  is  as  follows : 

Rt,  Rci).  President^  and  Members  of  the  Auxiliary : 

In  presenting  to  you  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
of  Indiana,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  record  real  progress.  To  the  five  parish 
branches  reported  last  year,  eight  have  been  added,  making  the  number 
now  thirteen ;  and  in  nearly  all  efficient  work  has  been  done. 

The  parishes  in  which  branches  have  been  organized  this  year  are: 

Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  June  16,  1884. 

St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Indianapolis,  June  28,  1884. 

Christ  Church,  Madison,  June  80,  1884. 

St.  James's,  Goshen,  July  2,  1884. 

St.  Paul's,  Jeffersonville,  November  13,  1884. 

St.  Mary's,  Delphi,  January  28, 1886. 

Mission  of  the  Nativity,  Rockville,  May  27,  1885. 

Several  parishes  have  done  missionary  work  in  their  Ladies'  Aid  Socie- 
ties, not  deeming  it  expedient  to  multiply  organizations. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  meetings  of  the 
Auxiliary  have  been  held  in  connection  with  all  the  Convocations  except  the 
last,  as  follows:  Thursday,  October  16th,  in  St.  Paul's,  Laporte,  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Northern  Deanery,  ladies  were  present  from  a  number  of  par- 
ishes. Addresses  were  made  by  the  Bishop  and  some  of  the  Clergy.  A  let- 
ter of  greeting  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Indiana,  from  Miss  Emery,  the 
(ieneral  Secretary,  was  read.  Also  letters  from  Missionaries  in  Dakota,  Mis- 
sissippi and  Japan,  and  an  interesting  paper  on  Children's  Ciuilds,  by  Miss 
Clara  Edgerton,  of  Fort  Wayne. 

The  next  meeting  was  in  St.  John's,  Lafayette,  during  the  Convocation 
of  the  Middle  Deanery,  October  28th.  Delegates  were  present  frpm  Christ 
Church  and  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Indianapolis;  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute; 
St.  John's,  Crawfordsville ;  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort;  St.  John's,  (ireencastle, 
and  St.  John's,  Lafayette.  The  Bishop  presided  and  made  a  short  address, 
the  Diocesan  Secretary  read  a  report  of  work  done  since  the  organization  of 
the  Diocesan  Branch  in  June,  and  Miss  Emery's  letter  and  letters  from  Mis- 
sionaries were  read  by  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Bradley,  Dean  of  the  Convocation. 
After  the  service  the  ladies  present  held  a  pleasant  informal  conference. 

The  third  meeting  was  held  in  connection  with  the  Convocation  of  the 
Southern  Deanery,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany,  November  12th,  at 
8:i^0  p.  M.  After  an  address  by  the  Bishop,  the  \'ice-President  of  the  Dis- 
trict, Mrs.  Mahan,  read  the  report  of  the  Diocesan  Secretary  and  Miss  Edger- 
ton's  paper  on  Children's  Guilds.  Miss  Alice  Stolsenhurg  and  Miss.  Scott 
read   letters  from   Missionaries,  and   Mrs.   E.  A.  Maginnis,   Secretary  of  the 
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Parish   Branch,   read  a  report   of  their  work  and   Miss  Emery's   letter   of 
greeting. 

The  next  afternoon  a  meeting  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jcffcrson- 
ville,  which  was  largely  attended. 

At  the  Convocation  of  the  Middle  Deanery,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church. 
Terre  Haute,  January  7th,  a  morning  service  was  held.  R<cv.  Mr.  Throop, 
of  Crawfordsville,  preached  a  sermon  before  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  the 
Bishop  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  And  at  a  meeting  at  the  Rectory  in 
the  afternoon,  the  Bishop  made  an  address.  No  delegates  were  present  from 
other  parishes. 

The  last  meeting  was  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Delphi,  January  28th.  This, 
like  the  preceding,  was  entirely  a  local  gathering,  bitter  cold  and  heavy 
snow  preventing  the  attendance  of  other  delegates.  The  papers  and  letters 
read,  however,  awakened  so  much  interest  that  a  parish  branch  was  or- 
ganized. 

The  great  difficulty  of  securing  an  attendance  of  delegates  at  these  meet- 
ings is  owing  to  the  fact  that  our  parishes  are  so  far  apart,  and  the  expense 
of  travel  more  than  many  can  afford.  Still,  they  are  of  too  much  value  to  be 
given  up,  and  we  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  they  may  be  better 
attended. 

Early  in  March  the  Church  women  of  Indianapolis  were  favored  with  a 
visit  from  Mrs.  A.  T.  Twing,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary, and  its  founder  and  first  General  Secretary.  A  service  was  held  in  the 
chapel  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Friday,  March  6th,  at  10  A.  M.  After  cele- 
bration of  Holy  Communion  by  the  Bishop,  and  an  address  by  Rev.  E.  A. 
Bradley  on  Woman's  Work  in  the  Church,  Mrs.  Twing  spoke  to  the  ladies 
j)resent,  giving  a  short  history  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  an  account  of 
her  travels  laj»t  year  in  the  far  West,  especially  her  visit  to  several  Indian 
missions.  In  the  afternoon  at  Christ  Church,  Mrs.  Twing  addressed  a  greater 
number  of  ladies,  and  was  listened  to  with  unflagging  interest  for  more  than 
two  hours. 

Tuesday,  December  5th,  by  special  invitation  from  the  Rector  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  I  visited  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  that 
parish.  A  pleasant  gathering  assembled  in  the  parlors  of  the  Rectory,  and 
after  reading  some  letters  from  Missionaries  and  a  short  account  of  the  work 
and  its  progress  up  to  that  time,  we  talked  together  about  the  best  way  of 
j>roseculing  the  work.

Thus  by  united  and  systematic  effort,  from  only  13  out  of  41  parishes 
nnd  missions,  we  have  nearly  quadrupled  our  offerings.  Having  made  so 
good  a  beginning,  shall  wc  not  do  much  more  during  the  coming  year? 
Would  it  not  be  a  grand  thing  if  we  could  report  the  number  of  organized 
parish  branches  as  doubled  next  year,  and  our  contributions  doubled  also? 
To  accomplish  this,  we  must  each  one  for  herself  determine  to  be  interested 
and  interest  others ;  and,  to  be  interested,  we  must  know  what  the  work  is, 
and  to  know  this  we  must  read.  The  Church  papers  and  "Spirit  of  Mis- 
sions" are  full  of  accounts  of  mission  work.  Time  and  thought  are  needed 
in  this  as  in  everything  else  worth  doing. 

The  Christian  women  of  the  denominations  around  us  are  examples  to 
us  in  this  respect.  They  have  their  Missionary  Circles  and  socials,  for  which 
papers  are  prepared  and  read,  and  accounts  of  mission  work  also  read,  and 
plans  discussed  for  aiding  in  the  work. 

When  war  desolated  our  land,  how  eagerly  the  newspapers  were  scanned 
to  see  what  buttles  had  been  fought,  what  advance  our  armies  had  made. 
How  we  rejoiced  over  victories  and  mourned  defeats.  How  we  sympathized 
with  the  privations  and  hardships  of  our  soldiers  and  worked  to  till  boxes 
with  comforts  for  them.  And  in  this  contest  of  the  Church  militant  against 
the  armies  of  evil,  shall  we  not  interest  ourselves  to  know  what  Christ's  faith- 
ful soldiers  are  doing,  and  supply,  as  far  as  possible,  their  needs  ? 

Our  own  Diocese  will  need  in  the  coming  year,  as  in  the  past,  our  best 
help,  the  utmost  we  can  do  in  aid  of  its  struggling  missions  and  faithful  mis- 
sionaries. Only  one-half  the  amount,  fifty  dollars,  asked  for  the  hospital  in 
japan  has  been  raised.     Can  we  not  send  the  full  amount  before  September? 

The  Secretary  of  St.  Stephen's  Hospital  has  written  to  me  to  say  that 
sufficient  bedding  and  furniture  has  been  sent  to  supply  their  present  needs, 
hut  money  is  needed  for  rent  and  running  expenses.  Then,  there  is  the  fund 
for  a  Diocesan  Church  Home  and  Orphanage.  For  general  missions  there  is 
much  to  be  done;  help  for  Indian  and  freedman;  schools  and  hospitals. 
For  the  schools  we  can  send  Christmas  boxes,  this  seems  work  especially  for 
children  to  do.  And  money  for  salaries  of  teachers,  for  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary is  now  paying  the  salaries  of  all  women  workers  in  the  field.  Now,  a 
word  as  to  the  ways  in  which  we  may  accomplish  the  best  work.  Of  these, 
first  of  all,  in  point  of  efficiency,   is  the  gathering  of  systematic  offerings. 

The  work  of  preparing  boxes  is  an  occasional  work,  by  many  societies 
undertaken  during  Lent,  But  the  real  dependence  for  raising  money  is  upon 
the  faithful  gathering  of  the  mites,  weekly,  monthly,  or  quarterly,  as  best 
suits  the  subscribers.     Those  parishes  who  prefer  to  work  through  their  par- 
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ish  guilds,  and  do  not  feel  that  they  can  ask  for  mites,  might  tithe  their  earn- 
ings and  give  a  tenth  to  missions,  or  they  might  make  one  meeting  ever>' 
month  a  missionary  meeting,  and  either  work  for  a  box  on  that  day,  or  de- 
vote the  earnings  from  their  regular  work  to  that  purpose  and  appoint  one  of 
their  number  to  look  up  and  read  something  of  interest  about  the  mission 
work  of  the  Church.  Then,  let  us  interest  and  set  the  children  to  work.  No 
one,  who  has  not  worked  with  them,  can  appreciate  the  earnestness  and  zeal 
with  which  they  take  up  any  good  work  set  before  them,  and  we  must  edu- 
cate them  to  take  our  places  some  day,  when  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  shall 
call  us  to  rest  from  our  labors.  May  He  then  say  of  each  one  of  us,  **  Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant."  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Bishop  announced  that  Mrs.  Mary  S.  Helm  desired  lo  pie- 
sent  to  the  clergy  of  the  l)io(  esc  one  hundred  copies  of  her  book, 
entitled  "  Scraps  from  Texas  History,"  to  be  distributed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bishop  and  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes  the  thanks  of  the  Convention 
were  tendered  to  Mrs.  Helm  therefor. 

REPORT  OF  DEAN  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  CONVOCATION. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  : 

I  have  appointefl  l»iu  two  meetings  of  Convocation  during  the  year:   One 
at  St.   John's  Church,    Lafayette,   and    one   at  St.  Stephen's  Church,   Terre 
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Haute.  The  third  I  expected  to  appoint  before  this  Convention,  at  the  time 
the  corner-stone  was  laid  for  the  new  Church  at  New  Castle ;  but  it  was 
postponed  until  the  opening  of  the  Church,  which  it  is  hoped  may  then  be 
•consecrated.  The  Bisl^op  was  present  at  both  Convocations,  and  preached 
and  presided  at  the  meetings  for  discussion  and  business. 

At  Lafayette  the^onvocation  was  most  courteously  entertained  by  Dr. 
Pettis  and  his  good  people.  There  was  a  full  attendance,  and  the  interest 
was  kept  up  throughout  the  session.  On  Tuesday  evening  Dr.  Delafield 
preached  on  "Encouragements  in  Missionary  Work,"  and  Dr.  Jenckes  pre- 
sented a  paper  on  the  **  History  of  Sunday  Schools."  Rev.  Mr.  Birchmore 
read  a  very  suggestive  paper  on  **The  Two  Witnesses."  The  next  day  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Bevington  followed  with  an  admirable  essay  on  Church  music,  and 
these,  with  a  successful  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  occupied  the 
afternoon.     On  Wednesday  evening  we  had  a  scries  of  Missionary  addresses. 

On  Thursday  evening  a  supplementary  Convocation  was  held  at  Delphi, 
with  Missionary  addresses  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  Dr.  Pettis,  the  Bishop 
and  myself. 

Just  before  the  Convocation  at  Terre  Haute,  1  was  taken  ill  and  was  un- 
able to  be  present.  Mr.  George  W.  Cobb  opened  the  Convocation  on  Sunday 
night  with  an  address  to  **  Workingmen."  On  Monday  evening  the  Bishop 
preached.  On  Tuesday  morning  the  Convocation  sermon  was  preached  by 
Dean  Faudfe.  In  the  evening  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Engle  presented  the  Missionary 
enrollment  scheme,  and  three  addresses  on  the  three  departments  of  Mission- 
ary work — Domestic,  ?'oreign  and  Colored — were  made  by  Revs.  Mr.  Pren- 
tiss, Mr.  Birchmore  and  Dr.  Jenckes.  In  the  afternoon  Celebacy,  Brother- 
hoods, Sisterhoods,  and  the  **Two  Witnesses"  were  discussed.  All  prepara- 
tions for  the  Choir  Festival  were  made,  but  no  transportation  for  the  singers 
was  obtained.  At  the  invitation  of  the  Greencastle  Commandery  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  generous  Sir  Knights,  I  took  the  choir  of  Christ  Church  to 
Greencastle,  and  rendered  the  music  for  their  celebration  of  Ascension  Day. 
This  is  Missionary  work.  I  have  held  but  one  service  in  Raysville.  On  that 
occasion  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  dying  woman,  whom  the 
Lay  Preacher,  Mr.  Shaw,  has  since  buried. 

The  political  changes  and  trouble  at  the  Knightstown  Institution  have 
prevented  services  being  held  there  of  late.  Mr.  Shaw's  work  in  this  neigh- 
borhood is  reported  through  the  Board  of  Missions;  but  the  Dean's  commis- 
sion makes  it  my  duty  to  promote  the  employment  of  Lay  Readers  in  places 
destitute  of  the  ministry,  and  as  helpers  to  the  clergy;  and  I  therefore  beg 
leave  to  press  this  matter  again  upon  the  attention  of  the  Convention.  The 
Dean's  commission  is  framed  in  the  language  of  Bishop  Whiiehouse.  Since 
his  day  the  Church  has  accepted  the  fuller  idea  of  Lay  Work,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  the  most  conservative  of  all  bodies,  has  sanctioned  the  em- 
ployment of  Lay  Preachers,  under  the  Bishop's  license.  In  my  report  for 
1883,  I  gave  an  account  of  tlie  Lay  Preachers'  work  in  England.     The  Bishop 
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of  Rochester  <tays  that,  without  his  800  Lay  Preachers,  he  could  not  sustain 
the  work,  even  in  his  compact  Diocese.  In  the  Journal  of  our  Convention 
for  1883  you  will  lind  the  English  form  of  license  and  the  Bishop's  instruc- 
tions to  the  Lay  Preachers.  (In  passing,  I  call  attention  to  a  very  gratifying 
fact:  There  were  thirty-two  towns  named  in  a  set  of  tables  appended  to  my 
report,  in  which  the  Church  was  not  known.  Since  tl^  the  Bishop  has  held 
full  service  in  every  one  of  them,  and  most  of  them  now  have  stated  services, 
at  least  once  a  month.)  Last  year,  at  Convention,  I  reported  in  detail  the 
work  of  the  seven  Lay  Preachers  then  under  my  direction,  and  the  Conven- 
tion, by  resolution,  earnestly  urged  the  Clergy  to  pick  out  and  present  to  the 
Bishop  godly  laymen  to  be  authorized  as  preachers,  for  supplementing  the 
clerical  work,  in  occupying  vacant  stations,  and  pressing  on  the  aggressive 
work  of  the  Church.  Two  of  my  seven  have  been  ordained,  one  new  man 
has  come  forward  and  held  services  in  Columbus,  and  another  is  coming 
soon.  I  will  not  again  give  in  detail  the  work  of  the  five  older  workers. 
They  are  as  faithful  and  efficient  as  ever.  I  do  ask,  however,  how  it  is  that 
in  all  the  reports  that  have  been  presented  of  Missionary  work  done  during 
the  year  passed,  I  do  find  so  little  work  by  lay  preachers  ?  If  they  have  done 
work  let  us  know  about  it.  The  Bishop  has  licensed  80.  In  the  Diocese  of 
Long  Island  there  are  now  sixteen  such  helpers,  who  report  through  a  special 
Committee,  and  the  Convention  last  week  unanimously  endorsed  this  effective 
agency.  It  seems  as  though  nothing  remains  for  us  all  but  to  press  out  the 
men  and  do  the  work.  If  any  Rector  says  he  has  no  such  men,  I  reply, 
*'  Make  them." 

At  Brightwood,  four  miles  from  Indianapolis,  I  dedicated  a  house  for 
general  religious  purposes,  at  the  re(|uest  of  the  donors.  The  Roman  Catho- 
lics since  have  gone  in,  and  displaced  the  Methodists,  buying  their  place  of 
worship,  which  they  could  not  sustain.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  awhile  con- 
ducted services  in  the  Ceneral  Chapel,  but  they  lost  their  hold.  Then  the 
Protestants  opened  the  building  to  the  Church.  I  began  in  Lent,  and  de- 
voted every  Monday  night  to  the  Mission.  The  matter  has  finally  resulted 
in  the  Methodists  drawing  off  to  a  separate  room,  and  the  rest  of  the  people 
petitioning  me  to  help  them  put  up  a  Chapel,  to  be  used  half  the  time  by  the 
Presbyterians  and  half  the  lime  by  The  Church.  The  (ieneral  Chapel,  mean- 
time, has  been  so  secularized  by  minstrelsy  and  town  meetings  that  it  is  to  be 
given  up  to  the  purposes  of  a  hall.      I  have  not  yet  decided  to  assist. 

At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  I  laid  the  corner-stone  for  the  new  church 
at  New  Castle,  being  kindly  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes  and  Mr.  Engle, 
the  Missionary  in  charge.  On  the  same  day  I  held  evening  service  in  the 
Lutheran  Church.  During  the  visit  I  had  the  opportunity  of  presenting  the 
historic  claims  of  the  Church  very  fully. 

The  Pre-Advent  Mission  at  Attica  was  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the 
Bishop  and  the  Missionary  in  charge.  The  attendance  was  even  larger  than 
could  have  been  expected,  and  the  interest  deepening  to  the   close.     Those 
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from  without  pressed  in  and  inquired  concerning  <<this  way.''  This  gave  me 
the  openings  for  very  full  instructions  upon  controverted  matters  and  expla- 
nations of  Bible  truth  contained  in  the  Church's  teachings.  There  were  bap- 
tisms and  confirmations  resulting  from  the  mission.  The  testimony  of  the 
Missionary  to  the  blessed  results  of  the  mission,  in  his  own  experience  and 
that  of  his  people,  could  not  be  stronger.

REMARKS   ACCOMPANYING   REPORTS. 


ALBION— MISSION— Rkv.  8.  C.  M.  Orpkn. 

I  have  held  two  services,  and  found  nine  communicants,  four  of  them  having  removed 
from  Lima.  A  good  prospect  oi>eiiH  here  for  the  Church,  as  great  interest  was  maoifested 
by  the  people  of  the  place.    I  am  intending  to  visit  the  place  monthly. 

AUBUBH-MISSION— Rev.  B.  R.  Phklps. 

The  report  covers  a  i^erlod  of  seven  months.  The  German  Methodist  Church  i»  rented 
for  the  semi-monthly  service?. 

COLUMBUB-^T.  PAUL'S  CHURCH— Rev.  Willis  D.  Enolk. 

Services  were  held  twice  every  Sunday  until  January  last,  since  when  they  have  been 
held  on  alternate  Sundays.  The  Sunday  School  meets  every  Sunday,  and  is  maintained  by 
the  iseal  of  the  faithful  women.  The  Woman's  (ruild  is  still  doing  good  work.  Owing  ti) 
the  oft-repeated  failure  to  maintain  regular  services  here,  and  also  to  some  dimgreeable 
exi)eriencc  in  the  past,  the  Church's  growth  is  much  retarded. 

CRAWFORDBVILLE-ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH-Rkv.  M.  H.  Throop,  Jr. 

The  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Counnunion  are  included  in  the  numljer  of  Sunday  and 
week  day  services,  :is  it  Is  always  u  distinct  and  s<>i»erale  service  in  this  Parish.  I  have  nv 
iwrted  only  those  Conimuuicants  who  have  come  to  Communion  during  my  Rectorship.  It 
seems  worse  than  useless  to  credit  the  Parish  with  people  who  have  lost  all  interest  in  tin- 
Church.  Some  of  iheiii  have  not  J)een  inside  of  it  for  years.  We  have  to  contend  against 
indifference  without  and  within.  Short  Kectotships  and  long  vacancies  have  depleted  the 
Church's  strength  in  Crawfonlsville,  and  a  never-sleeping  and  unscrupulous  opposition 
has  done  the  rest.    Since  (>etol»or  1  have  lost  eight  families  by  removals  from  the  place. 

ELKHART-ST.  JOHN'S  CIIURCH-Rev.  S    F.  Mykrs. 

My  nj|H)rt  must  necessarily  be  imperfect,  as  I  have  been  here  so  short  a  time— one 
month.  What  I  hnvc  rejMirted  is  basetl  n|K>n  rei>ort  Kiven  by  my  predecessor.  Rev.  Aug. 
Prentiss. 

GOSHEN— ST.  JAMES'S  CUURCH-Ukv.  S.  Kosevklt. 

My  Rectorship  dates  from  the  lifteenth  of  last  Ai>ril.  The  personal  i)art  of  this  report 
is  made  to  cover  that  |>eriml. 

OARRETT-EMMANUEL  CHL'RCH-Kkv.  B.  R.  Pheli's. 

Minister's  salary,  promised  $25  a  month.  Amount  remaining  unpaid,  $50,  but  those  who 
promised  the  salary  have  worked  diligently  to  make  it  up;  and  a»  they  have  no  control 
over  other  people's  i>ui-ses,  and,  it  would  seem,  are  not  under  obligations  to  iwiy  for  oth- 
ers, I  would  judge  the  mission  to  have  no  debt. 

The  alx)ve  report  covers  eight  months.  Some  object  to  the  distance  of  the  church  from 
the  center,  and  it  would  l)e  well  to  move  it  nearer,  if  we  could. 
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niDIANAPOLIB— CHRIST  CHURCH-Rkv.  E.  A.  Bradley. 

ChriRt  Church  Guild  has  been  In  regular  work  and  aided  in  the  interior  decoration  of 
the  church.  The  Young  Ladies'  Guild  has  assisted  in  the  same  work  and  added  a  Stole  to 
tlie  Priestly  vestments. 

The  St.  George'8  Guild  has  provided  the  Biission  with  Surplice,  Stole  and  Font-Cover. 

The  Gleaners  have  raised  $40  for  interest  on  the  debt  on  the  Mission  lota. 

The  Mothers'  meeting  has  continued  its  good  work. 

The  industrial  School  has  had  188  scholars  and  done  a  good  work  In  charities  beyond 
itself.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  i^pw  numbering  nearly  MO  members,  has  raised  f244.90  in 
money  and  boxes,  for  Mission  work. 

The  Lay  Preachers  have  l)een  faithful  through  the  year. 

The  choir  is  more  ef^tive  than  ever. 

The  decoration  of  the  interior  of  Christ  Church  and  the  gifts  of  solid  Communion  ser- 
vice by  Mr.  Joseph  Mansur  and  an  alms-receiver  by  Miss  Florence  Gurley  and  members  of 
the  choir,  are  the  special  features  of  the  parochial  history  for  the  year  passed. 

INDIANAFOLIS-CHURCH  OF  THE  HOLY  INNCXJENTS— Rkv.  W.  W.  Raymond. 

The  foregoing  report  is  as  accurate  as  could  be  made,  after  the  several  late  changes  in 
parish  aflairs.  The  present  rectorship  dates  from  the  beginning  of  Lent,  1885.  Holy  Inno* 
cents's  Church,  situMed  about  a  mile  south-east  from  the  city  center,  occupies  a  field  quite 
favorable  for  prospective]  parish  growth.  The  Rector,  the  Wardens,  and  five  Vestrymen, 
all  communicants  of  the  Church,  are  in  perfect  accord;  an  active  impulse  characterizes  the 
congregation,  and  an  excellent  spirit  of  harmony  prevails. 

INDIAHAFOUB— GRACE  CHURCH— Rev.  A.  Prentiss. 
The  report  is  for  the  half  year  only,  beginning  at  Advent. 

JBFFEBBONVILLE— ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH-E.  W.  Fitch,  Warden. 

The  report  of  service  to  January  6th,  last,  is  that  of  Rev.  J.  R.  Bicknell,  late  Rector. 
Morning  prayer  has  been  said  every  Sunday  since  his  departure.  Lenten  service  were 
maintained  also.    This  with  the  assistance  of  neighboring  clergy  and  lay  preachers. 

LAPAYBTTE-ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH— Rev.  W.  M.  Pettw,  D.  D. 

Last  year  I  reported  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  communieants  a.s  belonging  to  St. 
John's  Parish,  and  forty-four  communicants  as  l)elonging  once  to  the  Grace  Parish,  but 
who  were  then  worshipping  with  us  in  St.  John's.  Among  these  were  some  people  who 
have  been  contirmed  and  were  entitled  to  l>e  considered  as  communicants,  but  who  have 
never  communed  since  my  Rectorship.  In  this  report  I  have  dropped  their  names.  I  have 
given  only  the  iwna  fide,  communicants  who  attend  the  services,  and  who  have  communed 
in  the  past  year.  Am  will  l>e  seen  by  the  tinancial  report  the  people  have  been  liberal. 
This  is  encouraging  and  leads  us  to  hope  for  better  things.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  offi- 
ciating by  invitation  in  the  ('hai>el  of  Purdue  University  which  is  located  here. 

LIMA— ST.  MARK'S  CHURCH-Rev.  8.  C.  M.  Orpen. 

I  also  have  to  report  the  collection  of  $7.')0.00  for  the  Howe  Gmmmar  School,  which  was 
raised  mainly  by  the  exertions  of  the  memljersof  the  parish,  this,  too,  while  the  burden  of 
building  the  new  church  was  on  our  hands.  A  memorial  to  the  late  Bishop,  a  bruM.H 
cross  has  been  placed  by  Mrs.  F.  M.  Howe  and  Mr.  James  B.  Howe  ui)on  the  altar. 

LOOANBPORT-TRINITY  church— Rev.  Harry  Thompson. 

Our  work  this  year  has  been  one  of  reconstruction,  and  the  parbtli  has  done  its  utmost 
in  financial  matters,  and  has  l)een  unfortunate  in  losing  some  of  its  l>est  8upi>orters  by  re- 
moval.   The  $300  debt  is  provided  for  by  pledges  to  be  imid  the  first  iSunday  in  June. 

HADISON-CHRIST  CHURCH-Rev.  John  Moncure. 

The  report  of  service  dates  only  from  February  8,  1885,  when  I  t<x)k  charge  of  the 
parish. 
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MABIOH-CiETHSEMANE  CHURCH-Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond. 

The  items  in  the  report  are  cloae  approximation8.  The  intenCioo  is  to  fit  up  a  room  for 
yer^'iceti  and  put  all  afiairs  in  order  very  soon. 

laCHiaAN  CITY— TRINITY  CHURCH— Rkv.  J.  J.  Favdk. 

The  serviceM  include  those  at  the  Northern  Prison,  of  which  the  Rector  is  Chi4>laiD. 

MONTICBLLO-MISSION-Rev.  H.  L.  C.  Braddon. 

I  have  held  services  in  Monti  cello,  using  the  Preshyterian  and  Baptist  Churches  for 
them.  The  pr08}>ect  for  a  monthly  service  at  Montioello,  is,  I  think  very  good.  A  room 
(H)uld  be  procured  and  fitted  up  as  a  Chapel.  I  have  thoroughly  cunvaased  the  matter 
amongst  the  business  men,  and  they  give  me  some  encouragement.  It  woald  be  possible  to 
take  Monticello  in  connection  with  Delphi  and  Attica,  giving  Delphi  two  Sundays  a  month 
and  Attica  and  Monticello  one  each.  In  my  opinion  a  mission  might  b«  established  at 
Monticello,  as  there  are  about  five  families  living  there.  The  Romish  Church  might  be 
got  as  it  is  unused  now. 

MUNCIB— (iRACC  CHURCH-Rkv.  J.  W.  BimiiMORE. 

An  mi.ssionary  at  New  Cas.tle,  twenty  miles  Houth  of  Muncie,  I  visited  that  place  seven- 
teen times  during  nine  months  of  the  Conventional  year.  Tea  were  confirmed  October  J8, 
1884.  Through  local  aid  a  Hubscriptiou  of  alwut  ^1,000  has  Iteen  obtained  for  a  lot  and  a 
church.    To  this  the  KiNliop  has  added  S500  from  the  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund. 

Ten  services  have  Iteen  held  in  Hartford  City,  ten  miles  north,  population  1,500.  The 
Presbyterian  Society  have  given  the  use  of  their  church  building.  The  congregations  have 
Iteen  good  and  a  large  choir  has  made  the  worship  very  much  like  that  of  a  settled  congre- 
gation. Tlie  cards  distributed  by  the  Bishop  have  been  a  sensible  aid  in  producing  re- 
sponses.   As  yet  there  are  only  two  c<miniunicant«  in  Hartford  City. 

In  Anderson,  eighteen  miles  west,  population  of  4,000,  there  are  only  two  communlcantii. 
It  is  a  county  seat.  Services  have  l»een  commenced  recently.  A  laige  and  oonrenient  8un- 
<lay  School  nx>ni  in  the  basement  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  has  been  otTered  for  our  use. 
The  outlook  is  ho|K>ful. 

At  Marion,  I  held  services  Sunday,  March  29,  in  the  Court  room,  twice.  In  the  morn- 
ing five  re<'cived  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening,  al)out  one  hundred  and  fifty  were 
presort      There  wa.s  a  good  choir.

This  report  includes  the  present  Rector's  work  since  January  1st,  when  he  took  charge. 
He  has  no  record  of  services  previous  to  January.  The  Rector  has  been  enabled  to  estab- 
lish a  Mission,  including  a  sewing  school,  Sunday  School,  and  week  day  service,  at  North 
Vinoennes.  He  has  also  monthly  services  at  Washington  and  Petersburg,  and  occasional 
services  at  several  other  points.

There  is  but  one  communicant  here ;  but  three  families  are  interested,  I  have  held 
eight  services  on  four  Sundays  a  month  apart.

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  D.  B.  Knic.kfrbackcr,  D.  /).,  Bishop,  Diocese  of  Indinna  : 

During  the  Conventional  year  just  closed,  I  have  held  services  for  deaf-mutes  at  Christ 
Church  and  the  State  School  for  Deaf-Mutes,  Indianapolis ;  St.  .John's  Church,  Lafayette  ; 
St.  Stephen's  Church, Terre  Haute ;  in  a  grove,  near  Milton;  at  the  Mission,  Cambridge; 
Fair  Grounds  and  Trinity  Chunrh,  Peru,  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jeflersonvllle.  The  con- 
gregations have  been  large,  that  at  Milton  numbering  at  least  5,000.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bicknell, 
of  JefTersonville  was  with  me  and  prcaclied  orally  to  the  hearers  while  I  preached  to  the 
deaf-mut^.    He  also  read  my  manuscript  sermon  for  me  at  another  service. 

At  the  service  in  the  Methodist  house  of  worship,  in  Cambridge,  1  baptized  two  adult 
deaf-mutes,  and  presented  three  for  confirmation. 

At  the  re-union  and  services  at  Peru,  I  had  with  me  the  Rev.  John  Chamberlain,  assist- 
ant minister  of  St.  Ann's  Church,  New  York.  Tlie  service  at  Trinity  Church  was  very 
largely  attended.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Burk  read  orally  and  we  interpreted  by  turns.  Going 
from  Peru  to  Michigan  City  we  held  a  combined  service  at  Trinity  Church,  witli  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Faude.  During  our  stay  in  this  pleasant  place  we  were  the  guests  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barker. 

The  services  at  JefTersonville  (one  of  them  combined)  were  largely  attended  by  the 
deaf-mutes  of  Jefferson ville  and  New  Albany. 

AlH)ut  35()  pupils  attend  the  services  at  the  State  School,  Indianai)olis.  Those  coming 
to  service  at  Christ  Church  are  mostly  the  graduates  residing  in  the  city.  Three  were  con- 
firmed on  last  Easter. 

Besides  this  Diocese,  I  Iwve  ofHciated  in  twelve  others,  reaching,  more  or  less  directly, 
2,5()0  deaf-mutes. 

In  the  ten  years  of  my  work,  280  deaf-mutes  and  their  children  have  lieen  baptiKe<l ; 
2S4  deaf-mutes  are  communicants ;  services  have  been  held  in  180  parishes,  all  the  way  from 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Baltimore,  to  Sioux  Falls,  Dakota. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  brethren  of  the  clergy  who  have  kindly  advertised  the  services 
and  read  my  written  addrciwes  for  me  at  combined  services.  They  have  also  sought  to  cn- 
i-oiiragc  deaf-mutes  to  attend  the  regular  services  by  asking  their  parishioners  to  show  them 
the  places  in  the  Prayer  Book  till  they  can  find  them  alone. 

The  New  York  and  Bishop  White  Prayer  B<M>k  Sotrieties  have  supplied  me  with  I*rayer 
Brtoks,  which  I  have  endeavored  to  distribute  where  they  would  do  the  most  good. 

As  in  the  past,  so  during  this  year,  the  railway  oompanieM  have  generously  provided  me 
with  special  privileges  relating  to  travel,  without  which  it  would  be  wholly  impossible  to 
pursue  the  work  to  its  present  extent  and  usefelness.  Deaf-mutes  are  few  and  widely  scat- 
tered, necessitating  a  large  amount  of  travel  in  order  to  reach  them,  religiously.  Moreover 
by  reason  of  their  deprivation  of  a  most  useful  sense  they  are  excluded  from  mercantile  and 
other  pursuits,  which  produce  wealth.  They  are  restricted  to  the  working  classes.  HavinK 
then  moderate  means,  they  are  unable  to  pay  my  traveling  expenses.  Hence  the  great  val- 
ue of  this  courtesy  of  the  railway  companies.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  third* annual  address  as  folio  ivs: 

Beloved  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : — I  rejoice  to  again 
meet  you  in  our  Annual  Convention,  to  review  the  work  of  the  year,  and  to 
confer  how  best  we  can  promote  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord 
within  the  bounds  of  the  great  State  of  Indiana. 

The  year  has  quickly  sped  and  borne  the  record  of  its  work  for  the  ap- 
proval or  condemnation  of  The  Master.  It  has  been  a  year  of  hard  work  on 
the  part  of  the  faithful  Clergy,  and  of  cordial  co-operation  on  the  part 
of  the  earnest  Laity,  and  has  brought  its  own  blessed  reward  in  a  larger  har- 
vest of  precious  souls  than  ever  before  gathered  in  one  year,  some  advance 
in  the  occupancy  of  new  territory,  the  erection  of  new  temples  for  the 
worship  of  our  God,  and  in  the  consecration   of  our  substance  for  Mission 

work. 

death  of  vice-president  hendxicks,  et  al. 

Our  Diocese  has  sustained  a  serious  loss  the  past  year  in  the  death  of  its 
distinguished  and  honored  citizen  and  Churchman,  the  Vice-President  of 
the  United  States,  Thomas  A.  Hendricks,  the  Senior  Warden  of  this  parish, 
for  a  long  time  an  active  member  of  this  Convention  and  its  honored  repre- 
sentative at  the  General  Convention.  The  homage  and  reverence  paid  to 
his  memory  on  the  occasion  of  his  burial  was  prompted  quite  as  much  by

the  respect  for  the  purity  and  integrity  of  his  character  as  a  man,  as  by  his 
high  office,  and  was  a  beautiful  and  deserved  tribute  to  the  Christian  virtues 
that  adorned  his  life.  We  shall  miss  his  dignified  presence  in  our  counsels, 
and  the  devotion  that  placed  his  time,  experience  and  good  judgment  at  the 
service  of  the  Church  he  loved. 

A  venerable  and  devoted  member  of  the  Church,  and  founder  of  the 
mission  at  Connersville,  who  was  with  us  at  our  last  convention  at  Fort 
Wayne,  Mrs,  Mary  S.  Helm,  has  recently  passed  to  her  rest,  as  also  Mrs. 
Robt.  E.  Fleming,  of  Fort  Wayne,  a  devoted  worker  for  a  life  time  in 
Trinity  parish. 

The  Church  at  large  has  suffered  severely  in  the  death  of  three  of  her 
most  distinguished  Bishops:  Lay,  of  Easton,  Young,  of  Florida,  and  Rob- 
ertson,  of  Missouri.  Each  was  distinguished  for  particular  gifts  and  graces 
that  rendered  him  a  wise  and  efficient  administrator  of  his  Diocese,  and 
a  safe  and  careful  counselor  in  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church.  Each 
was  entirely  consecrated  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  and  the  advancement  of 
His  Kingdom  upon  earth.  Each  had  brought  forward  his  Diocese  from 
great  weakness  to  comparative  strength.  They  have  passed  to  Paradise 
/rom  the  midst  of  great  usefulness,  beloved  and  honored  and  lamented  by 
the  whole  Church.  Their  Dioceses  have  our  heartfelt  sympathy,  and  we 
pray  that  their  mantles  may  fall  upon  as  able  and  wise  and  prudent  suc- 
cessors. 

In  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Mrs.  Mary  S.  Helm  is  this  proviso : 
Item  2.  I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  B.  Knicker- 
backer,  of  Indianapolis,  a  Hishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  and 
for  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  ten  sections  of  land  situated  and  being  in  the 
County  of  Presidio,  and  state  of  Texas,  and  known  as  surveys  9-11-13,  in 
block  9-17,  all  which  are  properly  described  in  the  maps  and  field  notes  ot 
the  surveys  of  said  county,  in  trust,  for  the  following  purposes,  viz :  When 
said  lands  are  sold  or  leased,  to  constitute  a  fund,  the  annual  interest  ot 
which  I  direct  shall  be  used  in  the  education  of  the  minor  female  children 
of  such  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  as  may  be  engaged  in 
duty  in  said  Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  the  salaries  of  which  clergymen  do  not 
exceed,  in  any  one  year,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  from  all  sources, 
and  have  no  private  incomes  of  their  own.  But  I  give  a  large  discretion  to 
the  Bishop  and  his  successors  in  of^ce  in  the  use  and  application  of  this  fund. 
To  make  this  fund  still  more  secure  and  certain  of  execution,  I  have  caused 
a  deed  of  tiust  to  be  made  out  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  my  agent  with  in- 
structions to  have  said  conveyance  in  trust  finally  executed  at  the  proper 
time,  if  necessary,  or  as  I  may  direct  on  the  occasion  of  my  death.  I  give 
to  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  B.  Knickerbacker,  four  large  engravings  and  the 
pictures  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  now  in  my  hall,  to  be  placed  by  him 
in  some  Church  school  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Master's  call  has  come  also  to  some  of  the  wisest,  best,  and  most 
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generous  of  our  laity — men  like  Horatio  Seymour,  and  John  Welch,  and  W. 
H.  Vanderbilt,  and  Lloyd  Wells,  and  others,  who  in  their  day  and  genera- 
tion have  delighted  to  serve  the  Church  in  her  councils,  and  have  formed  a 
part  of  that  glorious  army  of  laity  who  have  done  so  nobly  in  giving  their 
means  and  personal  effort  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church  of  our  love  in 
these  United  States.  They  are  a  rich  heritage,  well  worthy  to  be  held  in 
loving  remembrance,  and  their  virtues  imitated  by  those  coming  forward  to 
take  their  places.

Indicating  that  poisibly  some  have  entered  the  sacred  ministry  without 
counting  the  cost ;  without  that  thorough  and  necessary  discipline  to  fit  men 
for  the  great  work  of  winning  souls  to  Christ. 

CANDIDATES    FOR    MINISTRY. 

We  have  at  present  but  one  candidate  for  the  Ministry  and  one  Postulant, 
but  there  are  not  wanting  indications  that  our  Diocese  in  the  near  future, 
will  have  sons  willing  to  consecrate  their  lives  to  th's  grand  work.  Already 
several  youths  of  promise  have  indicated  to  me  their  desire  to  prepare  for 
the  ministry  if  the  way  shall  open  to  enable  them  to  obtain  the  proper  edu- 
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cation.  We  shall  be  able  to  assist  some  of  them  in  their  preparatory  work 
in  the  Howe  Grammar  School  from  the  income  of  the  John  B.  Howe  fund 
of  $10,000.  But  to  assist  them  in  their  later  studies  in  college  and  theological 
seminary,  there  is  need  of  aid.  An  annual  collection  should  be  made  in  all 
our  parishes  and  missions  for  a  Theological  Education  Fund.  It  would  be 
well  for  the  Convention  to  recommend  this,  naming  a  Sunday  on  which  the 
collection  should  be  made. 

AGED    AND    INFIRM   CLERGY   FUND. 

The  Christmas  offering  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  was  more 
generally  made  the  past  Christmas  than  in  many  years,  and  the  fund  is  steadily 
growing  in  amount,  and  promises,  at  no  distant  day,  to  afford  substantial  re' 
lief  to  any  of  our  clergy  whom  misfortune,  infirmity  or  old  age  may  place  in 
condition  to  require  its  aid.  It  is  hard  to  understand  how  any  Clergyman  of 
the  Diocese  can  omit  the  request  of  a  canon  which  appeals  to  the  tenderest 
sympathies  of  our  common  humanity.  I  urge  that  this  fund  be  given  the  pre- 
cedence over  everything  else  on  the  Festival  of  the  Nativity.  At  present 
it  amounts  to  $1,330. 

DIOCESAN    ORPHANAGE. 

The  Sunday  Schools  and  children  of  the  Diocese  have  contributed  during 
the  past  two  years  the  sum  of  $178  toward  this  fund.  It  is  steadily  increasing 
under  the  generous  sympathy  of  the  children,  and  we  may  hope  in  good  time 
to  see  a  work  of  benevolence  inaugurated  that  will  reflect  the  Divine  spirit 
of  charity  manifested  by  our  Saviour  and  take  away  a  living  reproach  from 
His  followers  in  Indiana.  It  may  be  God  will  put  it  into  the  heart  of 
some  one  to  whom  He  has  given  the  means  to  give  a  habitation  for  it  and  so 
hasten  its  development.  I  know  of  no  object  that  has  a  greater  claim  upon 
our  humanity  than  to  provide  for  homeless  orphans  a  proper  training  to  fit 
them  for  the  work  of  life. 

ENDOWMENT   OF   CHILD'S  COT. 

The  children  have  also  contributed  the  sum  of  $126  as  the  beginning  of 
a  fund  for  the  endowment  of  a  child's  cot  in  St.  Stephen's  Hospital.  We 
hope  to  see  their  good  work  accomplished  in  time.  For  both  of  these  funds 
their  elders  might  send  in  special  offerings  from  time  to  time,  mementoes  of 
dear  childien  taken  to  Paradise,  or  thank  offerings  for  mercies  so  freely 
bestowed  upon  us  by  our  Heavenly  Father.  Mr.  L.  B.  Martin,  of  Terre 
Haute,  is  Treasurer  of  these  funds,  and  they  are  deposited  upon  interest  in 
the  Savings'  bank  of  which  he  is  Secretary. 

ST.  STEPHEN'S  HOSPITAL. 

St.  Stephen's  Hospital,  Richmond,  has  continued  its  good  work  through 
another  year  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  its  Secretary  presented  to  this 
Convention.      The    alms    bestowed    upon   this   benevolent   work  from  our 
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parishes  have  been  worthily  bestowed,  and  I  commend  it  to  the  continued 
remembrance  of  the  Diocese. 

DIOCESAN    MISSION    WORK. 

This  has  been  carried  on  to  the  full  extent  of  the  means  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Board.  The  report  of  the  Board  will  be  presented  at  the 
missionary  meeting  this  evening,  and  will  give  full  details  of  what  has  been 
done,  and  the  Lord's  blessing  upon  it.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  it 
was  determined  to  ask  at  this  Convention  annual  pledges  from  the  parishes 
and  missions,  and  that  it  might  be  done  intelligently,  notice  was  sent  to  all 
the  clergy,  asking  them  to  confer  with  their  vestries  and  congregations  as  to 
the  amount  of  pledge  to  be  made.  These  pledges  if  made  after  careful  con- 
sideration and  appreciation  of  the  work  to  be  done  by  our  Church  in  Indiana 
will  be  liberal  far  beyond  what  has  yet  been  attained.  Trinity  parish, 
Michigan  City,  with  its  liberal  offering  of  $5()0  in  '85,  and  $600  in  *86,  basset 
a  noble  example  of  the  spirit  with  which,  as  Churchmen,  we  should  meet  our 
obligations  to  extend  the  Church  of  the  living  God  in  Indiana. 

GENERAL  BOARD  OF    MISSIONS. 

The  General  Board  has  kindly  continued  through  the  present  year  the  ap- 
propriation of  $2,000  per  annum  for  mission  work  in  Indiana.  As  a  token  of 
appreciation  we  are  glad  that  the  offerings  of  the  Diocese  for  the  Board  are  in 
decided  advance  of  the  previous  two  years.  "We  ask  that  every  parish  and 
mission  make  at  least  an  annual  offering  for  the  Board.  The  visits  of  Miss 
Carter  and  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  has  stimulated  the 
missionary  interest  in  the  Diocese  which  we  trust  may  be  an  increasing  one. 
The  holding  of  a  missionary  meeting  in  every  parish  at  least  monthly  would 
be  a  great  stimulus  in  cultivating  a  right  appreciation  of  the  importance  of 
missionary  work.  The  spirit  with  which  the  new  General  Secretary  has 
taken  hold  of  his  work,  and  which  he  has  infused  into  the  missionary  puh- 
lic.itions  of  the  Hoard,  indicate  that  he  is  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 
The  consolidation  of  the  Boards  seems  to  be  working  well.

KNROLI.MENT  FL'.ND    OF   $1,000,000. 

As  yet  little  interest  has  been  awakened  in  the  Diocese  in  behalf  of  this 
great  Centennial  Kund.  I  can  not  believe  that  Churchmen  of  Indiana  will 
refuse  to  take  their  part  in  this  important  enterprise  for  God  and  His  Church. 
There  is  time  enough  yet  for  our  Diocese  to  do  its  whole  duty.  I  recom- 
mend the  formation  of  a  special  committee  of  Clergy  and  Laity  to  take  this 
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matter  in  hand  and  hold  special  missionary  meetings  in  its  behalf,  and  to 
canvass  every  parish  and  mission  for  five  dollar  subscriptions  to  this  fund. 
The  Diocesan  Treasurer  of  this  fund,  Mr.  L.  B.  Martin,  reports  the  re- 
ceipt thus  far  of  only  ten  five-dollar  subscriptions.  What  a  glorious  thing 
it  will  be  for  our  American  Church  if  at  the  approaching  session  of  its  Cen- 
tennial Convention  there  can  be  laid  upon  God's  altar  the  munificent  sum  of 
a  million  dollars  for  the  mission  and  educational  work  of  the  Church  of  God 
in  this  land.  The  wealth  is  with  the  Church,  and  we  pray  that  it  may  be 
counted  a  privilege  to  consecrate  it  to  God's  service. 

DIOCESAN   CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

The  needs  of  this  fund  have  been  kept  before  the  Diocese  by  the  Bishop 
in  his  visitations,  but  the  contributions  have  been  in  no  measure  commensu* 
rate  with  the  demands  upon  it.  The  amount  contributed  in  the  Diocese  is 
$561.67. 

The  Bishop,  through  the  kindness  of  friends,  has  been  able  largely  to 
add  to  this  fund,  and  thus  to  meet  all  claims  upon  it.  The  demand  for  as- 
sistance in  erecting  new  churches  at  new  points  will  be  a  steady  one,  and 
our  hope  is  that  every  Churchman  in  the  Diocese  will  contribute  something 
annually  to  aid  in  this  important  department  of  Church  work.  We  have 
been  able  to  make  appropriations  towards  the  erection  of  five  churches  the 
past  Conventional  year,  as  follows:  To  St.  James's,  New  Castle,  $600;  St. 
John's,  Rockville,  $600 ;  St.  John's,  Greencastle,  $300 ;  St.  Philip's,  Kennard, 
$260;  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort,  $100;  St.  Andrew's,  Warsaw,  $26;  St.  Luke's 
Chapel,  Terre  Haute,  $26 ;  towards  organ  at  Grace  Church,  Attica,  $26.  Total 
$1,726. 

CHURCHES   CONSECRATED. 

I  have  been  called  upon  to  consecrate  three  mission  churches  this  year, 
and  to  use  the  office  of  benediction  for  one  other,  St.  Philip's,  North  Liberty, 
erected  during  the  administration  of  my  predecessor,  through  the  zealous 
efforts  of  a  good  physician,  Dr.  Fanning,  now  living  in  Iowa.  The  church 
is  a  beautiful  wooden  structure  that  cost  $2,600,  and  had  been  newly  painted 
and  repaired  in  preparation  for  consecration.  It  was  consecrated  July  7, 
1886,  Dean  Faude  preaching  the  sermon.  The  mission  has  been  in  charge  of 
Rev.  R.  S.  Eastman,  of  Laporte,  who  has  given  two  week-day  services 
monthly,  and  quarterly,  a  Sunday. 

St.  James's,  New  Castle,  was  consecrated  October  4,  1886.  Its  property 
is  deeded  lo  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  is  valued  at  $1,800.  It  is  al- 
ready filled  with  a  devout  congregation,  its  services  led  by  a  vested  choir  of 
men  and  boys,  and  has  a  Sunday  School  of  seventy- five  children  and  seven 
teachers  enrolled.  When  we  remember  that  the  first  service  of  the  Church 
was  celebrated  here  by  the  Bishop,  in  February,  1884,  we  have  reason  to 
thank  God  for  the  good  progress  the  Church  has  made  in  this  brief  time. 
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Twenty-three  persons  have  been  confirmed,  showing  faithful  labor  on  the 
part  of  the  missionary,  Rev.  W.  D.  Engle. 

At  Muncie,  one  of  our  flourishing  Mission  Stations,  a  beautiful  wooden 
church  has  been  erected,  and  was  consecrated  Tuesday  in  Easterweek,  April 
27,  Dr.  Bradley  preaching  the  consecration  sermon.  Its  cost  complete  was 
$1,600.  It  is  also  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  hoped  this 
station  will  soon  be  self-supporiing. 

St.  Luke's  Chapel,  Terre  Haute,  was  erected  through  the  indefatigable 
efforts  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Delafield,  near  the  nail  works,  and  in  the  midst  of  a 
working  population.  A  solemn  Office  of  Benediction  was  used  on  the  eve  of 
St.  Luke's  day,  October  17,  and  I  have  since  been  called  to  confirm  a  class  of 
twenty-nine  persons  in  it.  This  chapel  cost  about  $1,800,  and  is  deeded  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

St.  Paul's,  Evansville. — On  the  2d  of  March  it  was  my  happy  privilege, 
aided  by  my  Right  Rev.  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  who  kindly 
preached  the  sermon  on  the  occasion,  and  several  of  the  clergy  of  this  diocese 
and  the  Diocese  of  Springfield,  to  solemnly  consecrate  to  the  service  of  Al- 
mighty God  the  magnificent  stone  church  erected  by  this  parish  during  the 
preceding  two  years.  It  is  the  most  elegant  church  in  the  Diocese,  built  at 
a  cost  of  $50,000,  and  is  in  every  way  worthy  of  the  grand  object  for  which 
it  was  erected,  by  one  of  the  oldest  and  strongest  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  a 
credit  to  the  city  which  it  ornaments  and  an  honor  to  the  Diocese.  The 
church  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  zealous  efforts  of  its  rector  and  the  generous 
liberality  of  its  parishioners,  and  especially  to  those  devoted  Churchmen,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Charles  Viele,  for  its  accomplishment.  Long  may  they  be  spared  to 
enjoy  its  blessed  privileges.  In  the  Master's  name  1  ihank  them  for  all  they 
have  (lone  and  are  doing  for  the  Church  in  this  important  city.  At  the  clo.^e 
of  the  consecration  services  I  confirmed  a  class  of  thirty  persons  presented 
by  the  rector. 

St.  John's,  Rockville. — A  church  building  has  recently  been  completed 
in  Rockville,  Parke  county,  the  corner  stone  of  which  1  laid  on  the  24ih  of 
June  last.  It  has  cost,  complete,  $2,500,  and  is  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese.  There  remainsabout  $400to  be  secured  before  it  can  be  consecrated. 
The  small  but  zealous  band  of  Church  people  in  this  mission  have  done  nobly. 
They  deserve  and  should  receive  thr  assistanceof  their  brethren  in  meeting  this 
indebtedness.  I  held  the  first  service  of  the  Church  in  Rockville,  December 
26,  1883.  Services  have  been  given  by  the  missionary  at  Worthington  and 
Frankfort,  but  much  is  due  to  the  voluntary  labors  of  the  rector  of  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Terre  Haute,  who  gave  the  impulse  to  the  erection  of  the 
church. 

St.  John's,  (ireencastle. — In  this  city,  in  a  parish  organized  two  year> 
ago,  the  congregation  is  engaged  in  erecting  a  beautiful  stone  church,  at  a 
cost  of  $8,000.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  on  Monday,  June  2d.  It  is 
hoped   to  have  it  ready    for  occupancy  in  the  autumn.      It  is  a  great  thing  to 
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have  the  Church  possess  a  home  of  its  own  in  this  strong  educational  centre, 
where  700  young  people  are  gathered  in  the  De  Pauw  University. 

At  Kennard,  a  station  connected  with  New  Castle,  we  are  erecting  a 
neat  chapel  that  will  be  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  It  will  cost, 
complete,  about  $1,000.  The  corner  stone  was  laid  by  Dr.  Jenckes,  at 
my  request,  June  1. 

At  Wilkinson,  another  station  of  Mr.  Engle*s,  a  lot  has  been  procured, 
and  it  is  hoped  to  erect  a  chapel  the  coming  year. 

Gethsemane  Mission,  Marion,  we  hope  will  soon  be  in  possession  of  a 
valuable  property,  negotiations  for  which  are  now  in  progress,  and  for  which 
liberal  subscriptions  have  been  made. 

RECTORIES. 

It  is  expected  that  through  the  generosity  of  a  former  resident  of  Goshen, 
now  residing  in  Boston,  a  comfortable  rectory  will  be  erected  the  present 
year  beside  the  church.  It  will  be  a  most  desirable  addition  to  its  property, 
and  should  enable  this  parish  to  dispense  with  missionary  aid.  The  import- 
ance of  securing  rectories  in  all  our  parishes  can  not  be  over  estimated.  It  is 
quite  essential  to  the  comfort  and  permanence  of  the  ministry.  We  hope  at 
no  distant  day  to  see  rectories  provided  at  Crawfordsville,  Elkhart,  Frankfort, 
Peru,  South  Bend  and  Warsaw. 

DKKTS   PROVIDED    FOR. 

Several  parishes  have  accomplished  a  good  work  in  paying  off  or  pro- 
viding for  long  standing  indebtedness.  Trinity  parish,  Logansport,  has  paid 
an  old  debt  of  $700  on  the  rectory  ;  the  mistsion  at  Frankfort,  a  floating 
debtof  $H00,  incurred  in  erecting  their  beautiful  church.  This  parish  of  St. 
Paul's,  by  a  noble  effort,  creditable  to  their  rector,  vestry  and  parishioners, 
has  provided  for  a  very  heavy  indebtedness  which  must  give  a  new  impulse 
forward  to  its  parochial  life.  Debts  are  greatly  to  be  avoided,  especially 
in  new  missions.  .  The  mission  of  St.  Andrew's,   Warsaw,  is  much   impeded 

by  a  long  standing  indebtedness  of  $600,  which  we  hope  may  soon  be  paid. 

• 

CHANGES  OF  THE  CLERGY. 

These  have  been  by  far  too  frequent.  We  scarcely  know  how  they  can  be 
avoided,  unless  our  people  realize  the  importance  of  greater  sacrifice  in  pro- 
viding a  more  liberal  support. 

The  Rev.  S.  C.  M.  Orpen,  for  nine  years  rector  of  St.  Mark's,  Lima,  left 
in  October  to  take  work  in  Rhode  Island.  His  place  was  supplied  by  the 
rector  of  Howe  Grammar  School,  Rev.  C.  N.  Spalding.  Rev.  S.  Rosevelt 
resigned  Bristol  to  accept  the  rectorship  of  St.  James's,  Goshen.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Rev.  J.  G.  Miller,  received  from  North  Dakota,  who  has 
charge  also  of  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  and  in  both  of  them  is  doing  acceptable 
work.    Rev.  Mr.  Llwyd,  resigned  St.  James's,  South  Bend,  and  was  transferred 
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to  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  in  November.  The  Rev.  Frederick  Towers, 
from  Diocese  of  Maine,  succeeded  to  the  rectorship  in  April.  Rev.  Frederic  C. 
Jewell,  from  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  at  the  beginning  of  Advent,  entered 
upon  the  rectorship  of  St.  Paul's,  J effersonville,  where  he  is  rendering  ac- 
ceptable service.  During  the  long  interregnum  of  nearly  a  year  in  this 
parish,  the  services  of  the  Church  were  carefully  kept  up,  and  Sunday  School 
maintained,  by  the  Senior  Warden  and  Lay  Reader,  E.  W.  Fitch. 

On  ihe  1st  of  October  last,  Rev.  L.  F.  Cole,  from  the  Diocese  of  Minne- 
sota, succeeded  to  the  rectorship  of  Holy  Innocents,  Evansville.  This 
church  had  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  a  new  roof  of  slate  put  on  by  its 
founders  and  benefactors,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Viele.  On  the  1st  of  May, 
the  Rev.  F.  N.  Luson,  by  appointment,  took  charge  of  the  mission  of  St. 
Luke's,  Frankfort.  On  the  third  Sunday  after  blaster.  Rev.  Dr.  Kemp,  of 
Colorado,  accepted  the  vacant  parish  of  St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth,  and  entered 
upon  his  duties.  He  will  also  care  for  the  missions  of  St.  Andrew's, Warsaw, 
and  St.  Philip's,  North  Liberty.  On  November  1,  1886,  Rev.  Montgomery 
H.  Throop,  Jr.,  resigned  the  mission  at  Crawfordsville,  and  was  transferred  to 
the  Diocese  of  Chicago.  Services  and  Sunday  School  here  have  been  main- 
tained by  the  Junior  Warden  and  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  J.  G.  Bell.  The  mission 
is  still  vacant  Rev.  Dr.  Reeves  has  notified  me  of  his  resignation  of  St. 
Matthew's,  Worthington,  and  of  his  intention  to  remove  to  the  Diocese  of 
Michigan,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Delafield  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St. 
Stephen's,  Terre  Haute,  and  taken  letter  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 
Rev.  R.  S.  Eastman  has  also  resigned  St.  Paul's,  Laporte,  and  accepted 
the  rectorship  of  a  parish  in  Pennsylvania.  From  all  these  brethren 
we  shall  part  with  great  regret.  The  supplying  of  vacant  missions  and 
parishes  with  proper  clergy  occupies  much  of  the  time  of  the  Bishop  and 
is  a  matter  of  great  anxiety.  It  is  desirable  in  all  cases  that  the  interregnum 
should  be  as  short  as  possible.  The  additions  to  our  clergy  during  the  past 
year  are  of  a  character  from  which  we  have  reason  to  expect  good  work,  and 
they  are  all  worthy  of  a  hearty  welcome  to  our  Convention.  We  greet  them 
as  faithful  co-workers  and  hope  they  have  come  to  stay. 

Rev.  Dr.  James  resigned  the  mission  at  Connersville  in  June  last,  and 
was  transferred  to  Missouri,  lie  was  succeeded  in  August  by  Rev.  Dr.  Mor- 
gan, from  Southern  Ohio.  Rev.  S.  T.  Brewster,  of  Plymouth,  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  in  July,  and  A.  DeR.  Meares  to  the  Diocese 
of  Pittsburg,  in  September. 

CHURCH     IMPROVEMENTS. 

These  have  been  so  numerous  in  all  our  older  parishes  and  missions  that 
time  will  not  allow  of  their  mention  in  detail.  In  St.  James's,  Vincennes; 
St.  John's,  Bristol;  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka;  St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth;  St.  Mary's, 
Delphi;  Grace,  Attica;  St.  Paul's,  Jeffersonville  ;  Grace  and  Holy  Innocents, 
Indianapolis;  St.  John's,  Elkhart;  Trinity,  Peru;  St.  John's,  Crawfordsville; 
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Trinity,  Logansport,  and  Holy  Innocents,  Evansville,  improvements  of  a  sub- 
stantial character  have  been  made  showing  a  <:are  for  the  House  of  the  Lord 
that  is  delightful  to  behold.  The  purchase  of  and  payment  for  the  mission 
property  at  North  Viucennes,  and  its  being  deeded  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  is  worthy  of  special  mention. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

This  is  a  subject  that  may  well  claim  the  careful  consideration  and  best 
thought  of  Churchmen.  The  Church  has  always  taken  an  active  interest  in 
Christian  education,  and  if  she  considers  her  own  well-being  she  will  continue 
to  do  so.  Columbia  College,  New  York  city  ;  Hobart  College,  Geneva  ;  St. 
Stephen's,  Annandale,  N.  Y.;  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  are  all  noble  Christian 
colleges,  founded  and  maintained  by  Churchmen  of  the  East.  Sewanee,  in  the 
South,  Kenyon  College,  Ohio,  Racine,  Wisconsin,  and  Griswold,  Iowa,  are 
also  noble  foundations  in  behalf  of  Christian  education  in  the  West,  whilst 
in  nearly  every  Diocese,  East  and  West,  North  and  South,  Grammar  Schools 
for  boys,  and  Seminaries  for  young  ladies,  testify  of  the  interest  of  Church- 
men in  Christian  education  for  their  sons  and  daughters.  It  can  not  be  that 
in  a  Diocese  so  large  as  Indiana,  with  a  population  of  two  and  one-quarter 
million  of  souls,  we  can  afford  to  neglect  this  very  important  aid  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Church.  It  is  true  there  have  been  attempts  and  failures 
in  the  past,  it  may  be  the  time  was  not  ripe  for  them  then.  However  it  may 
have  been,  we  are  not  to  be  discouraged  by  the  failures  of  the  past.  If  it  is 
desirable  to  have  schools  where  the  Church  of  God  is  recognized,  where  the 
immortal  soul  is  considered  as  a  factor  to  be  educated,  as  well  as  the  intel- 
lect, then  we  may  not  fold  our  hands  and  do  nothing  toward  forwarding 
this  matter.  We  must  make  the  effort  to  found  such  schools  where  our  sons 
and  daughters  may  be  educated,  and  not  thrown  under  influences  where 
they  are  liable  to  be  estranged  from  the  Church  and  probably  led  to  accept  a 
corrupt  Christianity.  Hence,  I  have  been  on  the  alert  since  I  came  among 
you,  to  establish  schools  where  the  Church  might  assert  her  rightful  influence. 
The  Howe  Grammar  School,  begun  in  faith  two  years  ago,  has  more  than  ful- 
filled our  expectations.  Its  full  capacity  has  been  reached  the  second  year, 
and  we  are  now  engaged  in  devising  ways  and  means  to  more  than  double 
iis  capacity,'  and  hope  to  have  it  in  readiness  by  the  opening  of  the  school  in 
September.  We  can  conscientiously  commend  the  school  to  parents  who  de- 
sire their  boys  under  the  best  possible  moral  influences,  together  with  the 
best  intellectual  culture.  The  healthfulness  of  its  location  must  make  it  al- 
ways a  desirable  place  for  a  school. 

CONVOCATIONS. 

An  interesting  session  of  the  Northern  Convocation,  under  Dean  Faude, 
was  held  in  Michigan  City.  The  Central,  under  Dean  Bradley,  at  Rich- 
mond, and  two  sessions  of  the  Southern,  under  Dean  Scott,  have  been  held; 
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one  in  Madison,  and  one  in  connection  with  the  consecration  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Eransville.  At  all  of  these  I  have  been  able  to  be  present  and  to 
profit  by  the  discussion  of  important  subjects  presented.  They  are  valuable 
in  bringing  the  clergy  of  the  same  section  of  the  State  together  to  confer  in 
regard  to  their  common  work  and  interests,  and  to  discuss  subjects  that 
sharpen  the  intellectual  vigor,  and  call  forth  the  best  thought  of  clergy  and 
Laity.  One  session  of  the  Northern  and  Central  Convocation  was  omitted 
this  year  to  enable  the  clergy  to  attend  a  Retreat,  in  Indianapolis. 

The  Reverend  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  realizing  the 
importance  of  Christian  education,  opened,  last  September,  in  the  basement 
of  his  church,  a  school  which  has  had  remarkable  success  through  its  first 
year,  numbering  seventy-five  pupils,  and  requiring  the  cire  of  three  efficient 
teachers.  A  liberal  parishioner,  Mr.  John  H.  Barker,  seeing  the  opportunity 
and  the  need  for  better  accommodations  for  the  school,  came  nobly  forward 
and  is  building  a  splendid  hall,  at  liberal  cost,  for  its  accommodation,  mak- 
ing it  a  memorial  of  dear  children  taken  to  Paradise.  The  rector  of  St. 
John's,  Lafayette,  by  the  assistance  of  his  daughter,  has  had  a  parish  school 
of  twenty-five  pupils.  I  thank  God  for  this  beginning  of  better  things. 
And  now  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  I  have  perfected  arrange- 
ments for  the  opening,  on  September  16,  in  old  St.  Anna's  Hall,  erected  by 
my  predecessor,  The  Indianapolis  Institute  for  Voung  Ladies,  having  secured 
the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Lyon,  from  New  York,  both  accomplished 
educators  of  large  and  successful  experience,  to  undertake  the  work,  and  who 
will  bring  to  it  a  consecrated  enthusiasm  and  desire  to  build  up  a  noble 
Christian  school  that  will  be  an  honor  and  blessing  to  our  See  city  and  Dio- 
cese. Of  course,  its  success  will  depend  upon  the  co-operation  of  Churchmen  in 
the  city  and  Diocese.  All  that  we  ask  is  that  Churchmen  will  patronize  their  own 
when  possible,  and  co-operate  with  their  Hishop  in  his  efforts  to  build  up  credita- 
ble Church  institutions.  In  our  efforts  so  far  to  establish  schools  we  have  not 
asked  Churchmen  to  contribute  money.  It  has  not  been  because  we  have 
not  and  do  not  need  it,  but  because  we  have  found  an  utter  faithlessness 
among  Churchmen  that  good  schools  could  be  built  up  and  maintained  in 
Indiana,  and  a  preference  to  patronize  anything  else  rather  than  their  own 
institutions.  We  have  been  content  to  use  our  own  means,  hoping  and 
praying  that  a  better  day  shall  come.  It  is  the  intention  uf  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lyon  to  begin  simply  as  a  day  school,  but  to  make  provision  for  boarders 
from  the  start,  and  to  have  it  grow  into  a  boarding  scho  1  as  soon  as  the 
demand  shall  have  been  created  for  it.  Believing,  as  I  do,  that  there  is  need 
for  such  a  school ;  that  there  is  room  for  it ;  that  it  will  be  a  blessing  to 
homes  and  to  the  Church  of  (rod,  and  that  Churchmen  of  Indiana  will  appre- 
ciate it,  I  have  not  hesitated  to  guarantee  the  support  of  the  principals. 

DIOCESAN    rilURCH    TEMPERANCE   SOCIETY. 

Our  Diocesan  branch  has  undertaken  no  special  work  in  behalf  of  tem- 
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perance  the  past  year  except  to  encourage  the  preaching  of  an  annual  sermon 
in  all  our  parishes.  I  had  hoped  to  have  with  us  Mr.  Graham,  the  Secretary 
of  the  General  Church  Temperance  Society,  but  circumstances  have  rendered 
it  impossible  at  this  time.  The  moral  influence  of  having  such  an  organiza- 
tion under  the  auspices  of  the  Church  is  good. 

WHITE   CROSS   MOVEMENT. 

I  had  hoped,  also,  to  have  had  with  us  at  this  Convention,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
DeCosta,  an  active  mover  and  representative  of  what  is  called  the  White 
Cross  Movement,  for  the  promotion  of  personal  purity.  I  regret  exceedingly 
that  circumstances  will  also  prevent  this.  This  is  a  movement  that  will  com- 
mend itself  to  the  good  sense  of  the  clergy  and  laity.  They  should  make 
themselves  familar  with  its  details,  and  as  opportunity  offers,  organize  paro- 
chial branches  that  shall  ht,  efBcient  factors  in  showing  that  the  Church  is 
alive  to  the  immense  importance  of  this  movement. 

SOUTHERN   OHIO. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  Southern  Ohio,  I  have 
given  several  week's  of  visitation  to  that  Diocese,  confirming  there  393.  I 
rejoice  that  at  last  accounts  their  Bishop  was  improved  in  health  and  expected 
to  return  to  his  work  in  the  autumn. 

LAY   READERS. 

I  have  licensed  thirty-one  Lay  Readers.  Most  of  them  have  done  duty 
and  been  of  great  service  in  keeping  open  vacant  churches,  and  assisting 
their  rectors  in  mission  and  Sunday ^5chool  work. 

GRACE   CHURCH,    INDIANAPOLIS. 

In  coming  to  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  and  looking  over  its  church  pro- 
perty in  this  city,  it  was  to  me  a  sad  sight  to  find  this  consecrated  church 
desecrated  by  being  rented  for  a  gymnasium  to  a  seculiar  school.  I  resolved 
that  as  soon  as  the  lease  expired  I  would  reclaim  it  for  the  Holy  uses  to  which 
it  had  been  consecrated  and  strive  to  re-gather  its  scattered  flock  and  to  win 
others  to  share  its  privileges  of  Holy  worship.  Accordingly,  after  restoring 
it  to  comparative  decency  and  order,  on  the  1st  of  October,  1884,  I  appointed 
a  Priest  to  the  work,  personally  guaranteeing  his  support.  Quietly  and  un- 
obtrusively for  a  year  and  a  half  the  work  has  gone  on.  A  new  centre  of 
healthful  Church  influence  has  been  created.  Slowly  but  surely  a  devout  and 
interested  congregation  and  Sunday  School  has  been  gathered,  the  pretty 
church  more  than  re^tored  to  its  pristine  beauty  by  its  worshipers.  I  have 
been  called  at  three  visitations  to  confirm  33  souls,  and  it  now  numbers  75 
communicants  and  as  many  Sunday  School  scholais.  The  reports  of  the 
Diocesan  Treasurer  will  evidence  that  its  congregation  are  coming  up  cheer- 
fully to  the  full  measure  of  their  ability  in  bearing  Diocesan  burdens.  The 
Holy  Communion   is  celebrated   weekly  and  on  Saints' days ;  its  courts  are 
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open  daily  for  morning  and  evening  prayer  as  well  as  for  private  devotions; 
its  praises  are  led  by  a  vested  choir  of  men  and  boys. 

The  request  of  the  rector,  wardens  and  vestrymen  of  St.  Paul's  parish  of 
this  city  for  the  abrogation  of  the  agreement  made  with  my  predecessor,  and  this 
Convention,  by  which  that  church  was  designated  as  the  cathedral  of  the  Dio- 
cese, having  been  acceded  to,  left  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  without  any 
proper  home  for  the  celebration  of  those  functions  which  belong  to  his  office. 
Fortunatety,  in  Grace  Church,  the  property  of  the  Diocese,  its  seats  free  to  all, 
its  affairs  not  controlled  by  an  independent  vestry  but  by  a  committee 
selected  from  the  congregation,  and  its  Priest  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  is 
found  that  which  could  supply  just  what  was  needed.  I  have  no  hesitation, 
therefore,  in  adopting  it  as  the  Bishop's  Church.  Though  modest  in  its  appear- 
ance and  capacity  it  will  answer  every  purpose  for  the  present,  and  in  God*s 
own  time  we  may  hope  that  educational  and  benevolent  institutions  may 
grow  up  around  it  that  will  make  it  a  real  blessing  to  the  city  and  Diocese. 
Here  already,  during  the  past  year,  we  have  been  able  to  gather  our  clergy 
in  quiet  retirement  for  three  days*  communion  with  God  in  a  pre-Lenten  rt- 
treat,  conducted  by  Rev,  Prof.  Riley,  of  Nashotah ;  here,  also,  we  have  in- 
vited the  Christian  women  of  the  Diocese  to  meet  us  for  a  quiet  day  of  de- 
votion and  medita  ion  ;  here,  also,  to  have  conducted  a  two  weeks'  Mission 
by  Messrs.  Prescot  and  Gardner,  full  of  blessed  s  iritual  results.  It  is  not 
the  intention  lo  revive  the  old  organization  of  wardens  and  vestry,  but  its 
congregation  should  be  allowed  representation  in  this  Convention,  and  we 
ask  that  the  committee  on  cinons  present  a  proviso  for  such  representation 
adapted  to  this  special  case.  • 

FAMILY    TRAYER. 

The  conrirmalions  the  present  year  are  more  than  a  third  greater  than 
in  either  of  the  past  two  years.  For  this  increase  we  are  indebted  lo  the 
faithful  ministrations  of  our  clergy  and  the  blessings  of  God  upon  their 
abundant  lal)ors.  There  is  great  need  -of  a  deeper  and  increasing  spirituality 
on  the  part  of  our  comnniicants.  We  need  to  be  drawn  by  Christ's  love  to  a 
more  entire  consecration  of  ourselves  and  of  our  substance  to  God.  I  deplore 
what  I  fear  is  a  fact,  my  brethren,  that  family  prayer  is  greatly  neglected  in 
the  homes  of  Churchmen  throughout  the  Diocese.  There  are  far  too  many 
homes  in  which  the  family  altar  is  not  erected,  where  the  word  of  God  is 
rarely  read  and  the  blessing  of  the  Heavenly  Father  sought  at  the  throne  of 
grace.  Is  it  too  much,  beloved,  for  the  Bishop  of  this  flock  of  Christ  to  plead 
that  this  may  be  corrected,  that  his  people  will  make  their  homes  truly 
Christian  homes  by  honoring  their  Lord  and  Saviour  therein,  and  daily  gather 
their  loved  ones  at  the  family  altar,  to  invoke  God's  grace  and  guidance  upon 
them  and  tt>  remember  your  Bishop  and  your  Priest  and  the  Church  of  God. 
Sure  we  are  that  it  will  bring  a  blessing  on  our  homes  and  on  God's  Holy 
Church   and  prove  a  blessed  effect  on  the  Christian  nurture  of  your  children- 
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ENDOWMENT    OF  THE   EPISCOPATE. 

Agreeable  to  the  request  of  the  Convention,  made  by  a  resolution  at  the 
last  meeting,  that  the  Bishop  at  his  discretion  should  canvass  the  parishes 
and  missions  of  the  Diocese  on  behalf  of  the  Convention  in  the  interest  of  the 
Endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  I  have  made  a  beginning  in  the  work.  I 
realize  that  no  more  important  work  for  the  Church  in  Indiana  can  be  under- 
taken than  this.  I  have  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the  kind  and  generous 
reception  the  effort  has  already  met  with.  I  believe  the  Diocese  is  abundantly 
able  and  that  it  will  cheerfully  do  it.  I  shall  not  cease  my  effort  until  it  is 
accomplished.  My  plan  is  to  call  upon  every  Churchman  to  do  his  or  her 
share,  to  divide  it  into  fourteen  semi-annual  payments,  and  to  raise  in  each 
parish  and  mission  the  capital  that  produces  its  present  assessment  at  six  per 
cent,  interest. 

With  returning  business  prosperity  in  our  State,  I  look  for  rapid  pro- 
gress in  securing  pledges  to  this  fund.  Already  I  have  good  assurance  that  in 
Trinity,  Michigan  City  ;  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany  ;  Grace,  Muncie ;  St.  Mark's, 
Lima ;  Trinity,  Connersville ;  St.  Matthew's,  Worthington  ;  St.  Luke's,  Can- 
nelton  ;  St.  James's,  New  Castle;  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka;  St.  John's,  Bristol; 
Grace,  Indianapolis ;  Trinity,  Lawrenceburg ;  Gethsemane,  Marion ;  St. 
Mary's,  Delphi ;  St.  James's,  Vinccnnes;  St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth;  St.  James's, 
Goshen ;  Grace,  Aitica  ;  St.  Andrew's,  Warsaw  ;  St.  James's,  South  Bend, 
and  St.  Paul's,  Jeffersonville,  the  whole  amount  of  their  principal  will  be 
subscribed.  The  whole  amount  assured  already  is  not  far  from  $16,000.  It 
may  be  well  for  the  Convention  to  approve  and  recommend  the  plan  adopted 
and  to  urge  all  our  people  to  assist  in  making  it  a  success. 

BOOK    ANNEXED. 

The  approaching  General  Convention,  which  convenes  in  Chicago  in 
October,  promises  to  be  an  important  one,  and  subjects  of  great  interest  to 
the  Church  will  occupy  its  attention.  Of  course  the  Book  Annexed  will 
receive  careful  consideration.  I  have  not  been  of  the  number  clamoring  for 
change  in  our  dear  old  Prayer  Book,  or  for  shortened  services.  For  more 
than  thirty  years  I  have  used  it  in  parish  church  and  mission  chapel,  in 
country  school-house,  in  the  rude  log  cabin  of  the  frontier  settlement,  and  in 
the  camp  of  hardy  lumbermen,  and  among  the  Indians,  and  have  always 
found  it  well  adapted,  in  all  these  situations,  to  public  worship.  Since  com- 
ing to  the  Diocese  I  have  had  occasion  to  use  the  service  in  a  hundred  towns 
for  the  first  time  and  with  entire  strangers  to  its  use,  but  have  never  failed  to 
secure  a  hearty  response.  I  shall  not  mourn  if  the  dear  old  Prayer  Book  is 
left  to  us.  I  have  thought  well  of  the  suggestion  of  my  Right  Reverend 
brother  of  Western  New  York,  Bishop  Coxe,  that  the  alterations  suggested 
be  provided  in  a  primer,  and  their  use  allowed  for  a  time,  and  that  those 
changes  or  additions  which  commend  themselves  to  the  common  sense  and 
approval  of  the  Church  be  incorporated  into  the  Prayer  Book. 
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MISSION  SERVICES    BY    RECTORS. 

In  view  of  the  vast  unoccupied  territory  by  our  Clmrch  in  Indiana,  and 
the  limited  means  at  our  command  for  placing  missionaries  in  the  field  to 
occupy  it,  I  have  heretofore  advised  that  every  rector  of  a  church  have  some 
town  in  which  the  Church  is  not  represented,  where  he  should  hold  at  least 
occasional  services,  and  seek  to  make  the  Church  known,  and  gain  a  perma- 
nent foothold.  From  personal  experience  in  a  long  Ministry  I  have  seen 
blessed  results  from  such  effort.  Some  few  of  our  Clergy  have  acted  on  the 
suggestion,  and  with  good  results.  I  do  urge  thc^  Clergy,  one  and  all,  to 
attempt  it.  It  will  not  add  to  their  burdens,  but  rather  prove  a  profitable 
recreation.  It  needs  to  be  persistently  and  conscientiously  prosecuted,  and 
with  a  determination  to  make  a  permanent  lodgment.  I  have  such  faith  in 
the  Church  that  if  this  mission  work  be  wisely  and  prudently  done,  it  will 
result  in  founding  many  a  new  mission,  and  the  building  of  many  a  church, 
and  doubling  the  influence  of  our  clergy. 

CHRISTIAN    UNITY. 

We  can  not  be  oblivious  to  the  reaching  out  toward  organized  Church 
unity  throughout  our  land.  For  a  long  time  the  drift  has  been  toward  the 
Church.  One  by  one  the  ministers  of  various  denominations  come  to  us,  until 
they  average  two  a  month,  whilst  in  every  confirmation -class  are  those  who 
have  received  their  religious  training  in  other  Christian  bodie-^,  but  who  are 
seeking  a  home  in  the  old  historic  Church.  Still,  as  organized  bodies,  there 
is  no  approach  toward  unity.  Though  the  tone  and  temper  of  mind  has 
greatly  changed  in  regard  to  it,  and  instead  of  our  division  being  regarded 
as  a  blessing,  they  are  beginning  to  be  looked  upon  as  an  evil ;  and  the  day 
seems  to  be  approaching  when  there  should  be  some  effort  made,  some 
advance  from  the  Church  to  consider  differences  and  obstacles  and  see  how 
they  can  be  removed.  What  shall  the  Church  do  to  forward  this  ?  Plainly 
she  should  be  ready  to  make  some  advance,  to  grant  some  concessions.  She 
has  her  organized  commissions,  who  have  hitherto  done  nothing.  Has  not 
the  time  come  for  them  to  move  ;  to  seek  the  mind  of  the  Church  ?  Should 
not  the  Church,  through  these  commissions,  set  forth  an  address  to  Chris- 
tians, of  all  names,  explaining  her  own  principles,  her  desire  for  unity, 
what  she  is  willing  to  concede,  how  all  can  unite,  and  asking  for  a  conference. 
It  is  a  subject  worthy  of  consideration  by  our  own  Convention,  and  by  the 
General  Convention  of  the  Church,  how  best  to  bring  about  what  all  are 
beginning  to  concede  is  desirable,  and  which,  with  each  progressive  year,  will 
be  the  theme  uppermost  in  many  hearts,  and  continue  to  be  such  until  the 
prayer  of  our  Dear  Lord  shall  be  answered  "that  they  all  may  be  one,  that 
the  world  may  believe." 

THE  CHl'RCH  WORKER. 

Three  thousand  copies  ot  the  Church  Worker  have  been  scattered  broad- 
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cast  every  month  into  the  homes  of  Churchmen  in  Indiana.  It  is  doing  a 
good  work  in  makirfg  known  the  needs  of  the  Church  in  our  Diocese, 
and  on  every  hand  we  hear  expressions  of  appreciation.  As  one  instance  of 
its  good  work  I  nr  ay  say  that  a  friend  outside  the  Diocese  in  reading  the  plan 
and  efforts  for  endowment  recently  made,  was  moved  voluntarily  to  send  a 
donation  of  $200  to  that  fund.  Notwithstanding  it  is  acknowledged  to  be 
a  most  excellent  Diocesan  paper,  less  than  a  third  of  those  to  whom  it  is  sent 
value  it  sufficiently  to  send  fifty  cents  annually  to  meet  the  expense  of  print- 
ing  it.  If  the  clergy  would  take  the  trouble  to  aproint  some  proper  per-on 
to  call  upon  tie  list  of  persons  in  their  parishes  receiving  it,  at  the  beginning 
of  any  year,  for  this  small  donation,  it  would,  I  feel  quite  sure,  greatly  increase 
its  revenues.  The  smallness  of  the  sum  required,  and  the  trouble  of  sending 
it  to  the  editor,  is  an  obstacle  in  the  way  that  would  thus  be  overcome. 

PRAYER  BOOKS 

• 

During  the  past  year  we  have  received  generous  donations  of  Prayer 
Books  from  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  at  New  York,  and  the  Bishop 
White  Prayer  Book  Society,  of  Philadelphia,  and  a  number  of  our  missions 
have  been  supplied  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Thos.  S.  Cunningham,  of 
Chicago. 

POLICY. 

We  have  been  asked  at  different  times  to  define  our  policy  as  Bishop  of 
Indiana.  If  this  has  not  been  clearly  enough  manifested  by  the  work  in  the 
two  and  a  half  years  we  have  been  among  you,  we  shall  despair  of  giving  ex- 
pression to  it  in  words. 

1.  To  regard  this  whole  State  as  a  grand  missionary  field  for  the  Church 
of  the  Living  God,  and  unfurl  its  standard  in  every  county  and  bring  it 
within  the  reach  of  as  many  as  possible  of  the  population  of  our  State. 

2.  To  found  here  Christian  schools  where  the  children  of  Churchmen 
can  be  educated  in  its  sacred  principles  and  under  its  guardian  influence. 

3.  To  create  as  soon  as  possible  benevolent  institutions,  the  Hospital, 
Orphanage  and  Home  for  the  Aged,  under  the  care  of  the  Church,  in  minis- 
tering to  which  and  generously  sustaining  them  Churchmen  may  imitate  their 
Divine  Master,  who,  during  all  His  earthly  Iffe  went  about  doing  good. 

4.  To  carefully  instruct  the  children  of  the  Church  in  our  Sunday 
Schools  in  Church  principles,  and  to  look  upon  them  all  as  candidates  for 
confirmation,  to  be  presented  to  the  Chief  Pastor  for  that  Holy  rite  on  their 
arrival  at  years  of  discretion  and  after  careful  instruction. 

5.  To  enjoin  upon  all  Churchmen  that  it  is  a  blessed  privilege  to 
consecrate  of  their  substance  to  the  work  of  Christ's  Holy  Church.  That  it 
is  their  bounden  duty,  and  will  bring  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  upon  them. 

6.  To  conform  to  the  requirements,  expectations,  and  custom  of  the 
Church  in  the  Endowment  of  the  Diocese. 

7.  To   make   of  the    Diocese  of  Indiana  a  grand   working  Diocese  in 
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which  every  member  of  the  Church  shall  take  his  or  her  part  in  accordance 
with  their  Baptismal  covenant  to  be  Christ's  faithful  seedier  and  servant  unto 
their  life's  end.  I  thank  God  today  for  the  hearty  co-operation  I  have  found, 
for  the  spirit  of  peace  and  unity  that  has  prevailed,  and  I  pray  that  we  may, 
one  and  all,  more  and  more  consecrate  ourselves  to  this  blessed  work,  and 
that  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  may  be  more  and  more  poured  out  upon  us* 
My  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  we  have  a  glorious  field  in  which 
to  labor.  The  fifth  in  population  and  wealth  of  the  States  of  our  Union.  It 
is  an  immense  empire,  far  beyond  the  feeble  capacity  of  one  man  to  admin- 
ister. We  have  only  thus  far  skimmed  over  the  surface.  Let  us  patiently,  per- 
sistently and  indefatigably  labor,  each  one  doing  all  he  can  for  his  dear 
Lord,  leaving  results  to  the  Master  for  whdm  we  labor.  Sure  I  am  that  if 
we  work  on  and  faint  not  we  shall  in  due  time  reap  a  glorious  harvest.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDIMO  COKIIITTES. 

Mr.  Isaac  H.  Kierstcd  submitted  the  following : 

Ihe  standing  committee  of  the  Diocese,  elected  at  the  last  annual  con- 
vention, organized  June  4th,  1885,  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Edward  A.  Brad- 
Icy,  President,  and  the  re-election  of  Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  as  Secretary. 

On  the  same  day  action  was  taken  upon  the  testimonials  of  Rev.  J.  P. 
Derwent  Llwyd,  candidate  for  priest's  orders,  and  consent  was  given  to  his 
ordination,  to  take  place  on  the  following  Sunday,  June  7th,  as  he  would 
reach  the  canonical  age  of  twenty-four  years  on  that  day. 

July  16. — (ieorge  Washington  Cobb,  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  on 
proper  testimonials  submitted,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  a  postu- 
lant for  deacon's  orders  only. 

May  24,  1886. — Passed  upon  the  testimonials  of  the  Rev.  Edwin 
■Gardner  Weed,  Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Florida,  and  gave  consent  to 
his  consecration.  Respectfully  submitted,

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REPORT  OF  TR178TEB8  OF  THB  DI00B8E. 

Mr.   Isaac  H.  Kiersted  submitted  the  following,  which  was- 
accepted : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  elected  at  the  last  annual  convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese was  organized  on  the  18th  of  June  following,  by  there-election  of  Isaac 
H.  Kiersted  as  Secretary. 

Mr.  Walter  Vail,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  was  also  elected  Treasurer  of 
the  Board.  It  is  deemed  advisable  that  hereafter  a  member  of  the  Board 
should  act  as  Treasurer,  and  that  the  Trustee  funds  should  be  kept  entirely 
separate  from  those  of  the  Diocese  proper. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  acts  of  the  Board  : 

June  18. — The  net  income  from  rents  of  church  properties  in  Blooming- 
ton  and  Cannelton  were  appropriated  to  the  support  of  missionaries  at  those 
stations  respectively. 

October  19. — The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  was  authorized  to  pay  to  Mrs. 
Richard  L.  Talbot,  residuary  legatee,  a  note  given  to  the  late  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  in  settlement  of  arrears  of  salary.  Also  to  negotiate  a  loan  for  a 
sufficient  sum  to  pay  off  mortgages  held  by  Mrs.  Spiers  and  Mrs.  Forgus  on 
Grace  Church  property,  at  not  over  seven  per  cent,  interest. 

The  Board  authorized  Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  to  exe- 
cute a  lease  to  Rev.  Charles  N.  Spalding  of  lots  three  to  eight,  inclusive,  in  block 
fourteen,  in  Williams's  addition  to  Lima,  for  school  purposes,  for  a  period  of 
nine  years,  from  September  1,  1885,  in  accordance  with  a  verbal  agreement 
between  him  and  the  Bishop.  The  lease  was  drawn  by  the  chancellor,  care- 
fully guarding  the  interests  of  the  Diocese  against  possible  reversion  of  the 
property,  and  was  duly  executed  by  Mr.  Kiersted,  and  only  awaits  the  sig- 
nature of  Mr.  Spalding. 

June  4,  1886. — Bills  presented  by  the  Bishop  for  repairs  to  the  roof  of 
the  Episcopal  residence,  for  window  screens  and  papering  of  a  room,  amount- 
ing to  $100,  were  approved  and  ordered  paid. 

The  Treasurer  of  Marion  county  having  presented  a  claim  for  arrear- 
ages  of  taxes  against  a  part  of  Grace  Church  property,  Indianapolis,  from 
1880  to  1885,  inclusive,  amounting  to  $446.88,  alleging  that  it  was  an  omis- 
sion of  the  assessors  to  list  it,  the  Board  directed  the  chancellor  to  investi- 
gate the  matter  and  make  report  thereon. 

The  Treasurer's  report  will  show  a  balance  in  the  Itinerant  and  Super- 
annuated Clergy  Fund  of  $700  in  bonds,  and  $630.50  in  cash. 

The  action  of  the  Bishop  in  opening  Grace  Church  as  his  chapel,  for 
regular  Church  services,  was  approved,  and  at  his  request  the  school  building 
in  rear  of  the  church  was  placed  under  his  control,  free  of  rent,  for  one 
year,  from  September  15,  1886,  for  the  use  of  a  Church  school,  about  to  be 
established. 
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John  Sanderson,  agent  in  charge  of  Church  property  in  Cannelton,  re- 
ports total  receipts  for  the  past  year,  ending  March  16,  1886,  amounting  to 
$120.00.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bradley  submitted  the  following : 

I  have  but  a  brief  report  to  make  this  year.  Very  few  books  have  been 
borrowed,  and  therefore,  I  have  not  considered  it  best  to  buy  any  new  books, 
or  to  have  any  bound.  Last  year's  appropriation  of  $50  and  the  balance, 
$27.50,  of  the  previous  year  still  remain  in  the  Treasurer's  hands. 

Within  the  past  week  the  Library  has  been  cleaned,  the  books  dusted, 
and  borrowers  reminded  to  return  those  not  in  use. 

I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  fact  that  the 
books  are  not  insured.  We  have  nearly  2,000  volumes,  and  many  are 
valuable. 

Possibly  some  of  the  clergy  do  not  know  of  the  Library  and  its  priv- 
ileges.    I  have  placed  catalogues  on  the  Secretary's  desk  for  distribution.

BOOK  ANNEXED. 

Mr.  I.  H.  Kiersted  submitted  the  following,  which  was  con- 
curred in  : 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  to  report  at  this  von- 
vention  what  action,  if  any,  should  he  taken  on  the  Book  Annexed,  with  a 
view  of  instructing  our  delegates  to  next  General  Convention,  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  : 

The  subject  submitted  to  u>  is  of  the  gravest  importance.  Began  six 
years  ago  by  a  unanimity  of  desire,  amounting  to  almost  an  inspiration, 
gravely  and  prayerfully  considered  for  three  years  by  a  committee  of  our 
wise>t  Churchmen,  submitted  to  the  last  Cieneral  Convention  with  a  solemn 
invocation  for  Divine  guidance  ;  discussed  by  both  houses  with  great  ability, 
and  after  three  weeks'  deliberation,  adopted  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote. 
We  are  admonished  not  to  |)ress  any  hasty  judgment  upon  what  has  been  ca 
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nonically  submitted  to  the  Church  for  a  second  thought.  All  Churchmen 
love  the  Prayer  Hook  as  it  is.  A  century's  use  has  endeared  it  to  our  hearts, 
and  won  the  profound  respect,  if  not  the  admiration,  of  other  bodies  of 
Christians,  so  that  now  it  is  generally  regarded  as  the  rallying  point  of  a  di- 
vided Christendom.  Yet,  as  much  as  we  love  it  as  it  is,  may  we  not  love  it 
still  more,  when  under  the  direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit  its  use  may  be  made 
more  flexible  ;  its  ritual  enriched  without  affecting  its  doctrinal  integrity, 
and  its  adaptability  to  the  age  and  the  people  of  this  land,  is  more  pro- 
nounced and  hopeful  of  good  ? 

When  this  work  of  the  last  Convention  was  concluded,  no  one  expected 
that  it  would  be  Bnal,  and  it  may  be  truthfully  said  that  few,  if  any,  desired 
it.  The  conservative  spirit  of  the  Church  makes  hasty  legislation  impossible. 
It  is  therefore  the  judgment  of  this  committee,  that  our  delegates  should  go 
to  the  General  Convention  untrammelled  by  instructions.  It  would  proba- 
bly be  unseemly  in  this  committee  to  pass  judgment  in  detail  upon  questions 
which  can  only  be  rightly  determined  after  a  free  and  full  discussion  of  the 
subject  in  the  great  representative  council  of  the  Church.  All  we  can  ven- 
ture to  say  now  is,  that  we  do  not  approve  of  the  Book  Annexed  as  a  whole. 
After  three  years  discussion  and  criticism  of  its  merits,  we  feel  sure  that  the 
proposed  alterations  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  which  will  meet  with  the 
general  approval  of  the  Church,  and  we  trust  that  whatever  revision  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  coming  Convention,  the  final  ratification  will  not 
be  made  till  188t». 

As  we  have  committed  this  work  to  God's  guidance,  let  us  not  fear  to 
trust  Him.  God  will  take  care  of  His  own  ark.  The  old  Prayer  Book  is  in 
no  danger.  It  will  come  out  of  the  crucible  more  refined  of  whatever  is  hu- 
man, and  transfigured  into  that  which  is  more  spiritual,  as  well  as  helpful,  in 
the  evangilization  of  the  world,  and  the  restoration  of  a  divided  Christianity. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  8  p.  m.

The  Treasurer  reported  a  balance  against  the  Diocesan  Building  Fund* 
and  it  was  resolved  to  appeal  to  the  people,  through  The  Church  Worker^  for 
contribMtions  to  this  fund. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Board  was  in  Indianapolis,  at  the  Episcopal 
residence,  October  10,  1885,  with  a  large  attendance  of  the  members. 

Reports  from  nearly  the  whole  field  were  most  encouraging,  and  showcti 
the  work  to  be  advancing. 

We  heard  with  regret  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Orpen  had  left  the  Diocese. 
He  was  an  efficient  and  faithful  worker. 
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The  stipend  appropriated  to  Lima  was  transferred  to  Rev.  J.  G.  Miller, 
who  had  just  taken  charge  of  Bristol  and  Mishawaka. 

We  learned  that  Rev.  R.  B.  Phelps  had  also  left  the  Diocese. 
The  stipend  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Throop  was  increased  $50. 
The  following  new  appropriations  were  made  :

Regarding  The  Church  Worker  as  an  active  and  able  missionary  force  in 
the  Diocese,  the  editor,  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond,  who  had  hitherto  worked 
gratuitously,  was  allowed  $160. 

The  spring  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  Kirby  House,  Muncie, 
April,  27  1886. 

The  Bishop  reported  the  following  appointments:

At  this  meeting  the  hearts  of  all  present  were  gladdened  by  the  receipt 
of  a  telegram  from  that  altogether  remarkable  and  extraordinary  parish. 
Trinity  church,  Michigan  City,  announcing  an  Easter  offering  of  $600,  for 
Diocesan  Missions.  Would  we  were  all  able  to  follow  such  a  glorious  ex- 
ample. 

The  report  made  of  work  done  all  along  the  line  was  most  encouraging. 

The  Bishop  stated  that  he  had  pledged  "$250  from  the  Diocesan  Building 
Fund  to  St.  Philip's  Mission,  Kennard ;  to  Rockville,  $600;  Greencastle, 
$300,  additional  to  what  was  allowed  in  October ;  to  Frankfort,  $100,  addi- 
tional ;  to  Marion,  $100  ;  and  to  Warsaw,  $26.  All  of  which  was  allowed  by 
the  Board. 

The  appropriations  made  from  this  fund  in  the  past  year  are  as  follows.

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We  have  been  able  to  meet  these  large  demands  upon  this  fund  by  the 
Bishop  generously  supplementing  the  offerings  of  the  Diocese,  and  by  the 
aid  he  has  secured  from  eastern  friends. 

During  the  year  some  places  have  been  left  vacant,  the  missionaries 
moving  away,  and  the  appropriations  having  been  changed  accordingly. 

THE    CONDITION     OF    THE  FIELD 

At  the  time  of  this  present  writing,  is  as  follows : 

Elkhart — Rev.  Samuel  F.  Myers,  missionary  of  General  and  Diocesan  Boards. 
The  church  here  has  been  relieved  of  a  small  debt  for  improvements,  and 
is  in  good  condition.  The  missionary  is  in  hopes  of  building  a  rectory  this 
present  year,  the  erection  of  which  will  relieve  the  Board  of  the  care  of 
this  station. 

Goshen — Rev.  S.  Rosevelt,  missionary  of  General  and  Diocesan  Boards.  The 
work  done  here  is  most  satisfactory,  and  the  outlook  encouraging.  The 
missionary  has  baptized  nearly  thirty,  and  presented  fifteen  for  confirma- 
tion. He  has  also  visited  Warsaw,  where  the  prospect  is  hopeful.  Here 
they  expect  to  get  a  rectory  this  year,  through  the  liberality  of  a  former 
parishioner,  which  secured,  the  parish  will  become  self-sustaining.  This 
point  is  now  served  by  Rev.  Dr.  Kemp,  in  connection  with  Plymouth. 
Mr.  Rosevelt  has  also  visited  Albion,  where  there  area  few  communicants. 
He  believes  that  this  will  in  time  become  a  flourishing  mission.  In  Gar- 
rett he  reports  the  church  building  is  in  bad  condition  and  the  outlook  not 
encouraging. 

Columbus  and  New  Castle — Rev.  W.  D.  Engle,  missionary  of  Diocesan 
Board.  The  missionary  visits  these  places  on  alternate  Sundays.  There 
has  been  a  decided  advance  in  the  work  in  Columbus,  as  shown  in  the 
number  contirmed  and  the  more  liberal  support  of  the  missionary.  The 
growth  at  New  C'astle  is  (juite  remarkable.  A  neat  church  has  been 
completed,  with  the  aid  of  the  Building  Fund ;  they'have  a  flourishing 
Sunday  School,  a  vested  choir  of  men  and  boys;  nine  adults  and  six 
infants  baptized,  and  thirteen  confirmed ;  Lay  Reading  on  the  Sundays 
the  missionary  is  away  and  during  the  week.  The  organ  was  donated  by 
Christ  Church,  Indianapolis;  communion  service  by  St.  James's  Church. 
Boston ;  altar-linen  and  surplice  by  All-Soul's  Sisterhood,  Philadelphia. 
The  church  here  was  consecrated  October,  1880. 

Kknnard — The  plantation  and  growth  of  the  Church  work  in  Kennard, 
a  station  eight  miles  from  New  Castle,  in  charge  of  Mr.  Engle,  is  most 
interesting  and  encouraging.  The  corner  stone  of  a  suitable  church  wa> 
laid  June  1,  and  the  building  will  be  finished  in  sixty  days.  The  Church  i> 
the  first  to  occupy  this  place,  and  the  people  are  loving  her  holy  ways  and 
services  as  they  learn  them.  It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  when  the  Church 
entered   this  place  there  was  only    one  person  found  at  all  familar  with  her 
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services ;  showing  that  the  Church  can  win  attention  and  a  following  even 
in  communities  hitherto  ignorant  of  her  character  and  principles. 

Wilkinson — The  outlook  is  hopeful  here.  A  lot  and  $100  have  been  pledged 
for  a  church.  Mr.  Engle  has  also  given  occasional  services  at  Cadiz  and 
Seymour. 

MUNCIE — Rev.  J.W.  Birchmore,  missionary  of  General  and  Diocesan  Boards. 
Here  a  beautiful  church  has  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $1,400,  paid  for  and 
consecrated.  The  missionary  has  held  regular  monthly  services  in  Hartford 
City  and  Anderson  with  not  much  encouragement* 

Worth INGTON — Rev.  A.  Reeves,  M.  D.,  missionary  of  General  and 
Diocesan  Boards,  has  maintained  the  services  here,  with  occasional  services 
in  Bloomfield.  The  missionary  has  resigned  the  care  of  these  places  to 
take  work  elsewhere.  He  will  carry  with  him  the  respect  and  esteem  and 
good  wishes  of  the  Board  as  one  of  our  oldest  and  most  faithful  workers. 

Delphi — Rev.  H.  L.  C.  Braddon,  missionary  of  Diocesan  Board.  Here  the 
work  has  prospered  most  satisfactorily,  and  the  outlook  is  a  cause  of  re- 
joicing. Nine  adults  have  been  baptized  and  twenty-eight  persons  con- 
firmed, more  than  doubling  the  number  of  communicants.  The  church 
building  has  been  repaired  and  improvements  made  in  the  interior.  As  one 
result  of  the  prosperous  work  here  the  parish  has  determined  to  have  the 
entire  time  of  the  missionary.  Mr.  Braddon  has  also  held  occasional 
services  in  a  neighboring  rural  district.  Walnut  Grove,  with  prospects  of 
success. 

Cannelton — Rev.  E.  G.  Hunter,  missionary  of  Diocesan  Board.  The 
Church  prospects  here  are  reported  as  most  pleasing  and  encouraging. 
The  church  building  has  been  improved  and  refurnished.  There  is  a 
flourishing  Sunday  School,  a  Parish  Aid  Society,  and  a  Young  Ladies's 
Guild,  all  showing  great  interest  and  doing  good  work.  The  missionary 
has  baptized  eighteen  and  presented  a  large  class  for  confirmation.  He 
has  also  visited  Hawesville,  in  the  neighboring  Diocese  of  Kentucky. 

Connersville — Rev.  P.  B.  Morgan,  M.  D.,  missionary  of  General  and  Dio- 
cesan Boards.  The  revival  of  the  work  here  in  this  old  station  of  the  Board 
is  most  encouraging,  with  strong  assurance  of  future'  prosperity.  The 
missionary  has  held  services  in  Dublin  and  Cambridge  City,  but  reports 
little  encouragement. 

AiTRORA  AND  La\vrenckhur<; — Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey,  missionary  of  General 
Board.  The  work  in  these  two  parishes  has  prospered,  with  steady  ad- 
vance; quite  a  number  have  been  confirmed.  Mr.  Ramsey  visited  during 
the  year  Greensburg  and  Shelbyville,  finding  a  few  communicants  in  each 
place,  but  with  no  disposition  to  have  the  services  continued. 

Marion — Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond,  missionary  of  General  and  Diocesan 
Boards,  has  visited  this  place  six  times,  held  nine  services,  and  celebrated 
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Holy  Communion  twice.  He  reports,  *<  interest  in  the  work  is  gradcudly 
strengthening  among  an  increasing  number  of  people/*  They  expect  to 
have  a  church  soon.  Mr.  Raymond's  work  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Innocents',  Indianapolis,  and  as  editor  of  The  Church  Worker^  has  been 
prosperous  and  encouraging. 

Peru — Rev.  Mr.  Burk,  missionary  of  General  Board.  The  church  has 
been  improved  in  the  interior,  and  the  services  maintaine(\  regularly. 
The  missionary  has  also  visited  Huntington  nine  times  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  We  have  twelve  or  fifteen  communicants  here  and  in  time 
we  must  have  a  church. 

Bristol  and  Mishawaka — Rev.  J.  G.  Miller,  missionary  of  (General  Board. 
Here  the  work  has  gone  on  with  remarkable  prosperity  in  the  seven 
months  of  Mr.  Miller's  residence.  Twenty-three  have  been  baptized  and 
twenty-one  confirmed.  There  has  been  a  steady  and  healthy  growth.  The 
missionary  has  also  visited  and  opened,  with  favorable  prospects,  a  mission 
at  New  Carlisle. 

Greencasti.e — Rev.  R.  C.  Talbott,  missionary  of  General  Board.  Here 
there  is  a  beautiful  stone  church  in  course  of  erection,  at  a  cost  of  $2,500, 
with  aid  from  Diocesan  Building  Fund.  Two  Sundays  in  each  month  are 
given  to  this  place,  and  two  to  Bloomington,  where  we  have  a  small 
church.  These  are  two  important  points  for  Church  work,  because  each 
place  is  the  seat  of  a  large  and  flourishing  educational  institution.  The 
missionary  reports  having  held  services  in  Bedford  and  Brazil,  where  not 
much  can  be  looked  for. 

Frankfort — Rev.  F.  N.  Luson,  missionary  of  Diocesan  Board,  has  recently 
taken  charge  and  good  work  is  looked  for.  A  debt  of  $600  on  the  church 
has  been  paid,  with  aid  from  Building  Fund. 

RocK\  ILLE — Has  l)een  served  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  by  Dr.  Dela- 
field,  rector  of  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute.  Here  a  beautiful  church  has 
been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $2,100,  the  Diocesan  Building  Fund  assisting. 
The  prospect  here  is  most  satisfactory. 

North  Liheriy — Rev.  R.  S.  Eastman,  missionary  of  General  Board.  The 
church  here  has  been  repaired,  repainted  and  consecrated,  receiving  bi- 
monthly services — with  two  Sunday  services.  The  outlook  here  is  encour- 
aging. 

Crawfords\  iLLi: — This  parish  is  vacant,  Mr.  Throop  leaving  last  fall. 
Mr.  Braildon  has  ministered  to  them  occasionally  and  acceptably.  We  hope 
to  have  this  vacancy  tilled  at  an  early  day. 

STAI  IONS  MINISTERED  TO  MY  THE  PAROCHIAL  CLERGY. 

New  Harmony — Rev.  L.  F.  Cole,  rector  of  Holy  Innocents',  Evansville, 
visited  this  place;  found  twenty-six  communicants;  interest  was  revived.  He 
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reports  the  church  building  as  needing  repairs,  which  the  people  are  trying  to 
accomplish  before  cold  weather.  The  congregations  are  not  large  but  reg- 
ular and  interested.  Mr.  Cole  visits  them  monthly  and  consideis  the  aspect 
hopeful.  He  has  also  visited  Mount  Vernon,  where  he  found  a  few  commu- 
nicants. He  has  also  opened  a  Mission  at  Erskine,  a  mial  neighborhood 
about  six  miles  from  Evansville,  where  he  found  quite  a  number  of  Church 
families.     He  has  organized  a  Sunday  School  with  about  twenty  scholars. 

Walkerton — Visited  by  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman. 

Centreville — By  Rev.  Mr.  Hallam. 

Martinsville  and  Tipton — By  Rev  Mr.  Prentiss. 

Decatur  and  Huntington — By  Rev.  Mr.  Webbe. 

Corvdon  and  Salem — By  Rev.  Dean  Scott. 

Newport — County  seat  of  Vermillion,  by  Dr.  Delafield. 

Attica— By  Rev.  Dr.  Pettis. 

Cambridge  City  and  Connersville — By  Dr.  Bradley. 

Plymouth — Was  visited  by  Dean  Faude  whilst  the  parish  was  vacant. 
There  was  a  revival  of  interest  and  spiritual  life,  and  good  work  was  done. 

MisHAWAKA,  Bristol  and  Lagrange — By  Rev.  Mr.  Spalding. 

WiNAMAC — By  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson. 

Petersburg,  Washington  and  Palmyra  Township— By  Rev.  Mr.  Mac- 
farlane. 

North  Vincennes  Mission,  under  Mr.  Macfarlane's  charge  is  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition,  with  a  most  promising  outlook. 

St.  George's  Mission,  Indianapolis,  is  successsfully  worked  by  Dr.  Bradley, 
and  his  active  corps  of  lay  readers. 

St.  James's  Mission,  by  Dr.  Jenckes  and  his  lay  co-workers.  Dr.  Jenckes 
has  also  visited  during  the  year,  Frankfort,  Muncie,  Bloomington,  Frank- 
lin, Kennard,  and  New  Castle,  holding  services  at  each  place. 

Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  Missionary  of  the  Diocesan  Board  to  the  deaf  mutes 
in  the  Diocese,  reports  that  during  the  past  year  he  has  held  services  for 
his  silent  brethren  in  the  following  places  :  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis, 
and  the  State  School  for  deaf  mutes ;  St.  Paul's,  Evansville  ;  St.  Paul's, 
Jeffersonville  ;  St.  James's,  Vincennes  ;  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne  ;  St. 
Mary's  Delphi;  and  at  a  fair  ground  near  New  Castle.  These  services, 
whether  **combined"  or  for  deaf  mutes  only,  have  been  largely  attended. 
Mr.  Mann  reports  that  there  are  about  2,000  deaf  mutes  scattered  through- 
out the  Diocese,  who  are  dependent  upon  him  for  the  ministrations 
of  the  Gospel.  With  fourteen  Dioceses  on  his  hands  these  ministrations 
must  be  irregular  and  infrequent.  He  distributes  prayer  books  and  tracts, 
which   exert   an   influence  beyond  the  deaf  mute  circle. 

The  Bishop,  the  untiring  and  almost  ubiquitous  chief  missionary  of  the 
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Diocese,  has  visited  Knighlstown,  Centerville,  Rashville,  Covington,  Green- 
field, Albion,  New  Carlisle,  Crown  Point,  Ellettsville,  Bradford*s  School 
House,  besides  all  regular  aud  former  stations. 

In  this  review  of  the  field,  dear  brethren,  find  the  natnral  results  of 
steady,  loving  work  done  for  Christ.  We  may  say,  without  boasting,  that 
under  (iod*s  blessing,  something  has  been  done. 

The  Bishop  has  given  himself  unreservedly  to  the  work,  and  with  a  zeal 
which  has  inspired  the  whole  working  force  under  him,  clerical  and  lay. 
They  have  not  been  idle.  And  it  is  with  unqualified  thankfulness  to  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  that  we  observe  a  growing  interest  in  the  Church, 
in  her  services,  her  principles,  her  work,  her  influence,  throughout  the 
bounds  of  our  Diocese,  as  shown  in  the  revival  of  interest  and  attachment 
everywhere;  in  the  large  numbers  confirmed,  not  only  in  the  established  par- 
ishes, but  the  old  and  hitherto  lifeless  mission  stations;  in  the  opening  of 
new  missions,  and  in  the  increased  activity  and  interest  of  lay  workers. 
But  how  small  it  all  looks  when  we  consider  the  size  of  our  great  Diocese, 
and  the  great  barren  waste  areas  about  us.  What  can  we  do  ?  Yes,  this 
one  question,  — what  can  we  do  for  the  mission  work  of  the  Diocese — should 
be  the  one  central  and  absorbing  thought  of  this,  and  of  every  council  of 
the  Church. 

We  need  a  larger  and  closer  realization  of  personal  duty  in  this  matter 
of  mission  work  among  our  laity.  It  luoks  as  if  they  were  failing  to  un- 
derstand the  matter  and  their  personal  relations  to  it.  Dear  brethren,  the 
work  of  missions,  of  extending  the  knowledge  of  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord,  is 
the  loork  of  the  Church.  For  this  cause  is  the  Church  upon  earth  ;  for  thi> 
cause,  we  of  the  clergy  are  set  apart  and  ordained,  and  for  this  cause,  you 
of  the  laity  must  rouse  up  to  a  realizing,  active  sense  of  your  personal  duty 
in  this  work. 

It  is  now  fifty  years  and  more,  since  the  Church  in  her  (ieneral  Conven- 
tion— it  was  in  1825 — declared  that  she  is,  and  must  be,  of  necessity  and  of 
her  very  nature  a  missionary  church.  Indeed,  brethren,  so  thoroughly  i^ 
your  Board  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  this  work  is  the  one  work  of 
.the  Church  of  Christ  that  we  would  urge  that  it  be  made  the  subject  of  con- 
stant prayer,  of  unflagging  personal  efforts,  and  of  self-sacrificing  liheralliy 
on  the  part  of  every  member  of  the  Church. 

To  do  this  work  more  thoroughly  and  effectively,  then,  we  must  have 
the  active  aid  of  our  laity.  The  laymen  of  our  parishes  must  come  forward 
and  offer  themselves  for  this  work.  They,  single  and  together,  must  go  out 
into  the  waste  places  within  their  reach  ;  go  and  assemble  the  peopie,  in  a 
school  house,  in  a  private  house,  in  a  public  hall  ;  establish  regular  services 
and  lay  reading,  organize  a  Sunday  School,  carry  out  Prayer  Books  and 
plain  tracts  on  the  Church,  and  the  mission  is  begun.  That  there  is  an  im- 
mense power  for  good  work  in  this  lav  agency  has  been  demonstrated  right 
here  in    this  city.       Look   at   the    noble   band    of   lay   preachers    in  Christ 
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Chnrch.  Let  me  read  out  their  names ;  they  deserve,  for  their  work's  sake, 
to  go  upon  record.  They  are:  Messrs.  R.  R.  Parker,  I.  H.  Kiersted,  G.  W. 
Cobb,  Lewis  Rowland,  Chas.  E.  Sudiow,  and  Fletcher  E.  Marsh.  Their 
rector  writes  thus  of  them  :  •*  They  do  all  the  work  of  St.  George's  Mis- 
sion, except  the  sacramental  work  ;  keep  the  church  (Christ  Church)  open 
during  the  summer  ;  they  hold  services  in  the  public  institutions ;  they  go 
out  to  mission  stations  ;  they  superintend  the  Sunday  Schools."  Was  every 
parish  in  our  Diocese  a  center  from  which  such  a  band  of  lay  missionary 
workers  went  out  into  the  surrounding  country,  then,  indeed,  would  this 
annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  be  a  flaming  thing,  and  our 
hearts  would  be  rejoiced  beyond  expresssion.  Brethren,  it  can  be  done,  by 
God's  help,  if  you  will  it  so. 

Again,  to  do  this  work  more  thoroughly  and  effectively,  we  need  at  least 
three  associate  missions  ;  one  centrally  located,  in  each  Convocational 
District,  from  which  the  workers,  priests,  deacons  and  lay  brothers  may  go 
forth  to  tend  the  mission  stations  already  established  and  to  open  new 
ones.  An  Associate  Mission  is  no  longer  a  tentative  thing  in  this  American 
Church  ;  where  they  have  been  established  they  are  working  most  success- 
fully. 

Furthermore,  we  need,  to  help  us  do  this  mission  work,  CHURCH  schools, 
parochial  day  schools  and  boarding  schools  for  boys  and  for  girls.  A  good 
Church  school  is  a  great  force  in  the  missionary  work ;  not  only  in  the  Dio- 
cese, but  for  the  whole  land.  Look  how  the  girls  trained  in  St.  Mary's,  Bur- 
lington, N.  J.,  grown  up  and  married  and  settled  away  from  home,  have 
been  just  so  many  earnest,  true  missionaries.  Yes,  to  come  nearer  home, 
what  a  good  work  has  been  done  by  St.  Mary's,  Knoxville,  111.,  in  sending 
out  Its  girls  as  missionaries.  We  can  have  these  schools  here  in  Indiana,  if 
the  Church  people  will  it  so. 

But  some  thoughtful,  prudent  man  will  say,  "  Where  is  the  money  for  all 
these  things  to  come  from?  "  Yes,  dear  brother,  true  it  is,  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  any  work  in  this  world,  as  it  is  now  constituted,  we  must  have 
money.  And  in  this  warfare  against  sin,  ignorance  and  error,  as  in  all  wars, 
we  must  have  money  if  we  are  to  do  any  effective  work. 

And  the  more  money  we  have  the  more  work  can  be  done.  And  al- 
though the  spirit  of  liberality  seems  on  the  increase,  and  the  offerings  for 
missions  in  the  last  three  years  have  been  larger  than  for  many  years  before, 
yet,  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  work  where  it  is  now  established  and  lo  ex- 
tend it  into  new  places  ripe  for  our  gathering,  we  must  have  a  still  greater 
increase.  The  sum  total  contributed  by  the  Diocesan  Missions  for  the  past 
year  is  $2,180. 8L  How  small  a  sum,  when  you  consider  what  a  rich  and 
prosperous  State  Indiana  is  !  How  small  a  sum,  compared  with  the  needs 
and  opportunities  of  this  great  missionary  field  I  Something  more  than  this 
must  be  done ;    we  can  not  hope  to  extend  our  work  with  less  than  $5,000. 
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Hence,  we  have  determined  to  appeal  to  the  representatives  of  the  parishes 
here  assembled  for  pledges  of  certain  amounts. 

But  in  addition  to  these  and  not  at  all  interfering  with  the  regular  offer- 
ings, may  we  not  ask  for  and  hope  for  special  gifts  for  missions?  Surely 
there  are  men  in  this  Diocese  able  and  willing  to  give,  some  $100,  some 
$50,  and  others  less,  per  annum,  for  this  specific  purpose.  But  the  cry  is, 
**  the  times  are  hard  and  money  scarce,"  and  yet  money  can  be  found  for 
the  business,  the  pleasure,  the  show,  the  social  demands  of  the  world ; 
then,  shall  the  Kingdom  of  our  dear  Lord  languish  and  fail  because  they 
who   have   the   means  are  not  willing  and  loving  enough  to  give  to  Him. 

Men  and  Brethren,  to  sum  up,  the  work  all  along  the  line  calls  for 
laborers  and  means  ;  a  revival  spirit  prevails  everywhere.  New  fields  are 
being  opened  which  promise  well;  the  outlook  is  cheering.  Let  us  strive 
for  increased  personal  efforts,  for  greater  self-sacrifice  and  self-denial.  I 
ask  God's  blessing  upon  our  labor  for  His  dear  Son's  sake. 

REPORT  OF  DEAN  OF  SOUTHERN  GONYOOATION. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Scott  submitted  the  following : 

There  have  been  two  meetings  of  the  Convocation  in  the  Southern  Dean- 
ery during  theyeir;  one  in  Christ  Church,  Madison,  November  11th  and 
12th,  and  one  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville,  March  2d  to  5th.  The 
Bishop  was  present  and  preached  at  both,  and  presided  at  most  of  the  meet- 
ings. 

The  convocation  at  Madison  was  cordially  received  by  the  Rev.  John 
Moncure  and  his  faithful  people,  and  the  attendance  and  interest  were  good. 
Tuesday  evening  Rev.  D.  B.  Ramsey  preached  on  **  Church  Extension." 
Wednesday  the  Bishop  preached,  and  an  able  paper  was  read  by  Rev.  E.  d. 
Hunter  on  *'  Parish  Work."  A  children's  service  in  the  afternoon  and  a 
missionary  meeting  at  night,  addressed  by  Revs.  Cole,  Hunter  and  Ramsey, 
closed  this  interesting  meeting. 

We  were  so  fortunate  as  to  have  the  next  meeting  of  Convocation  in  St. 
Paul's,  Kvansville,  at  the  time  of  the  consecration  of  the  new  church,  the 
finest  yet  erected  in  the  Diocese.  Everything  was  done  by  the  rector  and 
people  to  render  the  occasion  worthy  of  its  high  purpose,  and  all  present 
could  testify  that  it  was  good  to  be  there.  Sermons  were  preached  by  the 
Bishops  of  Springfiehl  and  Indiana,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Delafield  and  Jenckes, 
and  Rev.  Messrs.  Eastman  and  Ramsey ;  papers  read  by  Revs.  E.  G.  Hunter, 
L.  F.  Cole  and  John  Moncure,  and  addresses  by  other  clergymen  present. 
No  more  significant  and  impressive  week  of  services  was  probably  ever  held 
in  the  Diocese,  which  we  trust  is  prophetic  of  the  rapid  advance  of  the 
Church  in  the  near  future  to  a  more  commanding  position  in  the    Southwest. 

In  the  Southern  Deanery  of  Indiana,  are  included  the  counties  of  Sul- 
livan, (ireene,  Monroe,  Brown,  Bartholomew,  Jennings,  Ripley  and  Dearborn, 
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and  all  that  part  of  the  State  lying  south  of  them.  This  includes  thirty-one 
counties,  just  one-third  the  number  in  the  State,  about  one-third  of  its  ter- 
ritory, and  nearly  a  third  of  its  population.  It  contains  fourteen  parishes  and 
organized  missions,  and  about  fifteen  other  points  where  services  are  held 
regularly  or  occasionally.  There  are  sixteen  church  buildings  and  about 
1,180  communicants.  There  is  but  one  strong  parish  in  all  this  territory 
and  only  five  others  are  self-sustaining.  But  little  aggressive  work  can  be 
done  at  present  outside  of  the  places  where  church  buildings  are  erected,  but 
that  little  the  clergy  are  forward  to  do.  A  feeling  friendly  to  the  Church  is 
springing  up  in  many  places,  and  our  work  can  be  permanently  established 
in  these  as  fast  as  we  have  the  men  and  means  to  inaugurate  it. 

I  have  assisted  the  Bishop  in  services  at  Salem  and  Corydon,  and  also 
held  service  at  the  latter  place.  With  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cole,  I  assisted  the  rector 
in  holding  a  week's  service  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cannelton,  May  11  to 
17.  The  attendance  was  good  and  increased  to  the  end,  and  I  trust  much 
fruit  will  be  gathered  in  this  growing  and  well-worked  parish,  occupying  as  it 
does  a  position  remote  from  other  Church  communities,  among  a  most  interest- 
ing people. 

The  parishes  and  stations  in  the  Southern  Deanery  are  filled  by  a  zealous 

band   of  clergy,  and  the  Church  is  making   steady  advances  in  the  face  of 

many  difficulties.

REPORT  OF  DEAN  OF  MIDDLE  CONVOCATION. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bradley  submitted  the  following : 

looking  over  the  central  portion  of  this  Diocese,  with  a  view  to  mis- 
sionary work  already  done  and  possible  for  the  future,  I  begin  natually  at 
Richmond,  where  the  convocation  was  held  early  in  the  conventional  year. 
The  convocation  was  one  of  the  best  I  remember.  The  priests  and  the  lay- 
men who  had  been  appointed  to  preach  and  read  and  speak  came  prepared, 
and  the  subjects  selected  received  the  most  vigorous  handling.  The  parish- 
ioners and  rector  entertained  us  with  very  courteous  hospitality.  The  mis- 
sionary aspect  of  the  convocation,  however,  A^as  emphasized  in  the  effort  to 
stimulate  the  parish  to  organize  and  push  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
and  the  missionary  enrollment.  In  addition  to  these  efforts  the  plan  was 
inaugurated  of  holding  services  in  places  adjacent  to  the  parish  in  which  the 
convocation  meets,  with  a  view  to  opening  new  points,  and  encouraging  feeble 
flocks.  The  Bishop  reached  in  this  way  Centreville,  of  which  he  has  given 
you  an  account.  The  services  appointed  for  Rushville  failed  on  account  of 
a  delay  in  sending  notices,  but  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morgan  met  us  at  Cambridge 
City  and  a  delightful  service  was  held.  Arrangements  were  made  to  have 
other  services  there.    Connersville  has  been  constantly  supplied  with  services 
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bj  Dr.  Morgan.  I  have  been  called  there  twice  for  special  services  and  the 
burial  of  Mrs.  Mary  Helm,  the  foundress  of  the  church  there.  BrookviDe 
and  Liberty  should  be  reached  from  this  point. 

Winchester  is  nearest  to  Muncie.  Muncie  has  been  under  the  care  of  Mr. 
Birchmore,  whose  zeal  and  taste  and  skill  in  architecture  have  given  the  parish 
a  beautiful  village  church  in  place  of  the  dreadful  old  shed.  I  had,  as  Dean, 
the  great  pleasure  of  preaching  the  sermon  on  the  occasion  of  its  consecrt- 
tion.  With  Anderson  and  Winchester  as  stations,  Muncie  ofiFers  an  inviting 
field  for  labor.  New  Castle  comes  next,  and  stands  first  on  the  list  of  towns 
Rev.  Mr.  Engle  has  in  charge  on  the  I.,  B.  &  W.  road.  The  work  on  this 
road  is  new  and  specialy  cheering.  At  New  Castle  an  unusually  at- 
tractive church  filled  with  people,  is  now  doing  excellent  work.  I  have 
held  several  services  there  and  trained  the  male  choir  for  the  missionary. 
Mr.  Engle  has  secured  a  lot  for  a  second  church  on  this  line,  at  Kennard, 
where  the  Church  is  first  on  the  ground.  I  was  to  have  laid  the  corner-stone 
there*  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  last  month,  but  the  storms  washed  out 
the  railroad  bridges  and  prevented  my  reaching  Kennard  on  my  way  from 
Dayton,  where  I  had  been  called  to  make  the  address  at  the  burial  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Webster.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes  kindly  went  for  me  and  laid  the 
stone,  when  a  second  time  had  been  set,  and  I  was  detained  at  home  by  a 
marriage.  A  special  service  was  also  held  at  night,  when  the  claims  of  the 
Church  were  fully  explained.  Mr.  Engle  has  also  held  regular  services  at 
Wilkinson  where  a  lot  has  been  secured,  and  has  also  opened  Cadis  for  ser- 
vices, and  held  occasional  services  at  other  points.  Tipton  has  had  services 
from  Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss.  Noblesville,  on  the  same  road,  should  be  under  the 
same  care.  From  Indianapolis,  south,  I  find  Martinsville,  Franklin,  Edinburg, 
Shelbyville  and  Greenfield  ;  and  these  places  can  only  be  reached  by  an  ad- 
ditional working  force  located  at  Indianapolis.  Dr.  Jenckes  has  done  what 
he  could.  Arrangements  are  being  made  by  which  I  hope  to  have  another 
clergyman  located  here,  who,  besides  giving  his  Sundays  to  Brightwood  and 
St.  (George's,  can  give  one  evening  each  week  to  the  points  named.  The 
lay  preachers  of  this  city  had  heretofore  been  tied  up  with  local  work.  I 
am  increasing  the  number  now,  and  hope  in  the  fall  to  have  two  who  can 
give  one  Sunday  a  month  at  least,  to  work  outside  the  city.  The  shops  at 
Brightwood  are  opened  agaiuf  and  the  superintendent  of  the  Terra  Cotta 
works  reports  that  there  are  twelve  families  who  will  give  about  $20  a  week 
towards  the  support  of  this  clergyman.  Kaysville  and  Knightstown  are  still 
under  the  care  of  Mr.  Shaw,  our  faithful  lay  preacher.  He  reports  cottage 
services  held  often  in  his  own  house  and  the  residence  of  Mr.  Casely;  one 
service  at  Spiceland,  one  at  Elm  Grove,  five  at  Kaysville,  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  a  series  of  services  in  the  hall  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  which 
was  granted  free  for  our  worship.  There  are  nine  communicants  in  his  dis- 
trict, and  he  reports  that  a  few  more  arc  beginning  to  see  the  importance  and 
value  of  an  educated  ministry,  and  the  reasonableness  of  a  regular  system  of 
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public  worship.  Tracts  and  pamphlets  have  been  freely  distributed.  It  was 
doubly  pleasant  to  read,  in  an  earlier  monthly  report,  these  words:  "By 
reading  in  the  Church  XVorkcr  what  others  are  doing  for  the  cause  of  Chirst, 
we  feel  it  our  duty  to  do  something  for  the  ministers  of  Christ-  The  best,  or 
most  convenient  articles  we  could  send  from  Raysville  would  be  a  box  or 
barrel  of  fruits  and  vegetables  from  the  farm  and  garden.  Would  a  barrel 
containing  such  items  as  potatoes,  onions,  s(|uash,  sweet  potatoes,  and  canned 
tomatoes,  peas,  and  jellies,  etc.,  be  acceptable  at  your  rectory."  I  would  only 
add,  the  barrel  came,  and  the  Dean  and  his  family  for  a  while  lived  on  the 
fat  of  the  land. 

Dr.  Pettis  has  helped  the  work  on  in  Frankfort  and  Attica,  but  the  mis- 
sionary at  Crawfordsville  ought  to  look  after  these  places,  and  leave  the 
rector  at  ,l.afayette  free  to  open  Williamsport  or  some  town  in  the  Northern 
Deanery  where  they  need  missionary  work.  Last  week  I  went  with  the 
Bishop  to  Greencastle  and  made  an  address  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone 
of  the  stone  church  soon  to  be  completed  there.  Dr.  Jenckes  also  made  an 
address.  The  devoted  rector  of  this  parish  has  Bedford  and  Bloomington 
also  under  his  care.  Brazil  and  the  missions  in  Terre  Haute  will  present  the 
field  for  the  rector  of  St.  Stephen's.  Other  places  not  mentioned  might  be 
opened  for  the  Church  if  we  had  more  men,  which  means  if  we  had  the 
money  to  support  them.  Kvery  rector  who  honestly  wants  the  Church  to 
grow  in  Indiana  will  put  a  Woman's  Auxiliary  at  work,  mite  collectors  at 
work,  mite  boxes  at  work,  take  up  the  quarterly  collections,  do  some  or  all 
of  these  things,  or  something  else  more  effective,  and  raise  more  missionary 
money.  Then,  when  we  have  put  as  many  men  into  the  field  as  our  money 
will  support  we  will  see  that  the  only  way  to  meet  the  further  needs  of  the 
work  is  to  suppelment  the  clergy  by  lay  preachers.  Pick  out  earnest  laymen 
and  keep  at  them  until  they  are  willing  and  ready  to  hold  the  service  in  the 
home  church  while  the  minister  goes  to  a  mission  station  on  a  Sunday  where 
he  can  do  the  most  good ;  or  go  himself  to  some  point  opened  by  the  Bishop 
or  the  rector,  in  the  name  of  Christ  and  His  Church.

CANONS. 

The    Rev.   Dr.    Pettis   submitted    the   following,    which   was 
adopted : 
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The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred,  among  other  matters, 
the  proposal  to  change  Section  1,  Canon  III,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  committee  deem  it  inadvisable  to  change  the  Canon  in  relation  to 
the  election  of  wardens  and  vestrymen  from  Easter  Monday. 

In  relation  to  the  legality  of  a  vestry  being  duly  elected  where  the  clerk 
of  the  election  failed  for  more  than  ten  days  to  file  with  the  County  Re- 
corder  a  certificate  of  election,  the  committee  having  carefully  investi- 
gated the  matter,  report  that  such  failure  in  no  way  renders  the  vestry  il- 
legal, but,  on  the  contrary  such  vestry  would  not  only  be  legal  but  canonical. 

With  reference  to  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  relating  to  the  repre- 
sentation in  the  Convention  of  the.  congregation  of  the  church  taken  by  the 
Bishop  as  his  church,  would  respectfully  report,  that  Section  4  of  Constitu- 
tion V  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz  : 

Section  4.  Every  parish  and  canonically  organized  mission  in  union 
with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  congregation  of  the  Bishop  s 
church,  not  excluded  by  the  operation  of  some  Constitution  or  Canon 
enacted  at  a  previous  convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented,  etc. 

And  that  Section  5  be  amended  as  follows,  to  be  brought  into  accord 
with  this  amendment  of  Section  4,  viz.  : 

Section  5.  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  vestry  of  each  parish 
and  canonically  organized  mission,  and  by  those  members  of  the  congrega- 
gation  worshiping  in  the  Bishop's  church,  who  would  be,  under  the  Canon, 
<iualified  to  vote  for  wardens  and  vestrymen,  after  public  notice  such  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  case  of  elections.  Respectfully  submitted,

Whereas,  The  marital  relation  has,  from  the  earliest  times,  been  hal- 
lowed by  the  most  sacred  sanctions,  and  is  productive  of  the  highest  moral 
and  spiritual  development,  and  replete  with  the  largest  measure  of  happiness, 
both  for  this  life  and  for  the  life  to  come  ;  and 

Whereas,  Statistics  are  showing  that  within   the  next  decade,  at  the 
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present  rate,  the  divorces,  in  one,  at  least,  of  our  large  cities,  will  equal  the 
marriages;  therefore, 

Resolved ^  That  we  hereby  re-affirm  the  plain  and  positive  position  of  the 
Bible  and  the  Church  upon  this  vitally  important  subject,  and  enjoin  upon  our 
clergy  and  our  people  to  impress  the  sacredness  of  this  Divine  institution, 
and  to  enforce  the  Divine  injunction  that  **  Whom  God  hath  joined  together, 
let  no  man  put  asunder." 

Resolved,  That  we  send  fraternal  greeting  to  the  conventions  of  other 
Dioceses  which  have  acted  or  may  act  upon  this  important  subject,  and  ex- 
pressions of  cordial  sympathy  with  them  in  their  efforts  towards  the  abate- 
ment of  the  abuses  and  the  removal  of  the  evils  incident  to  the  laxity  ot 
views  which  obtain  in  respect  to  the  institution  of  marriage.

CHURCH  UNITY. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bradley  submitted  the  following,  which  was 
concurred  in : 
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We  tre  grateful  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  cftlling  the  atttntion  of 
the  Convention  to  this  grave  and  living  issue.  We  indorse  most  heartily 
the  words  of  the  address,  and  believe  that  by  their  wide  circulation,  we 
can  best  promote  the  object  in  view.  Such  an  utterance  from  the  Bishop  of 
Indiana  will  assure  our  brethren  of  other  names  of  our  Christian  good  will 
towards  them,  and  of  our  fraternal  desire  to  reach  a  basis  for  organized  union 
with  them.  In  this  connection  we  commend  the  Church  Unity  Society, 
lately  organized  in  Illinois,  **  to  foster  a  desire  for  the  unity,  and  promote  the 
same  by  circulating  Church  literature  among  the  ministers  of  other  Christian 
bodies,  and  the  students  of  their  seminaries."  We  do  not  feel  equal  to  further 
recommendation  at  this  Convention,  and  beg  to  be  continued,  with  power  to 
report  to  next  Convention,  begging  our  deputies  to  favor  any  effort  look- 
ing towards  Church  unity.

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  and  two  laymen  be  ap- 
pointed to  co-operate  with  the  Bishop  in  making  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Convention  of  this  Diocese,  being  its  semi-centennial,  commensurate  with 
the  occasion  ;  and  that  earnest  efforts  be  made  to.  secure  a  full  representation 
from  all  our  parishes,  a  payment  of  all  delinquencies  and  a  generous  offering 
to  our  missionary  funds.

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 


The  constitutions  and  canons  are  as  published  in  the  Journal  of  1884, 
i^ith  the  following  exceptions : 

Section  1,  Constitution  III,  reads : 

**  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  assemble 
annually  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  at  the  place  appointed 
by  the  preceding  annual  Convention." 

Section  3,  Constitution  VI,  reads: 

•*The  direction  of  Divine  service  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention 
«hall  rest  with  the  bishop  alone.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  services  shall 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee." 

PROPOBBD  AMENDMENTS. 

It  is  proposed  to  amend  sections  of  constitution  V,  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  4.  Every  parish  and  canonically  organized  mission  in  union 
with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  congregation  of  the  Bishop's 
church,  not  excluded  by  the  operation  of  some  constitution  or  canon 
enacted  at  a  previous  convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  one 
lay  delegate,  unless  the  number  of  its  actual  communicants  shall  exceed 
twenty-five.  If  it  has  more  than  twenty-five,  but  not  more  than  fifty  commu- 
nicants, it  shall  be  entitled  to  two  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  more  than  fifty, 
but  not  more  than  one  hundred  communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  three 
lay  delegates.  If  it  has  more  than  one  hundred,  but  not  more  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  four  lay  delegates. 
If  it  has  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  communicants  it  shall  be  entitled  to  five 
lay  delegates.  Every  lay  <lelegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in 
the  convention. 

Section  6.  Lay  delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  vestry  of  each  parish 
and  canonically  organized  mission,  and  by  those  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion worshiping  in  the  Bishop's  church,  who  would  be,  under  the  canon, 
qualified  to  vote  for  wardens  and  vestrymen,  after  public  notice  such  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  case  of  elections. 

These  amendments,  approved  by  the  convention,  may  be  finally  adopted 
at  the  next  meeting,  by  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  and  a  three-fourth  vote 
of  both  Orders,  voting  separately.

REMARKS  ACCOMPANYING  REPORTS. 


BRIBTOL-ST.  JOHN'S  C»URCH-Rev.  J.  (;.  Miller. 

The  improveuients  of  the  past  jear  are  represented  chiefly  bj  the  beautiful  cathedral- 
g1a»s  vrindows,  memorial,  and  otherwise.  The  apparent  shrinkage  in  the  number  of  com- 
niunicant«  is  occasioned  by  dropping  a  numt>er  of  old  names  from  the  roll.  There  has 
been  an  ai-tual  gain.    The  sttatistical  report  covers  a  period  of  little  over  seven  months. 

GOLUHBUB-ST  PAUL'S  ("HURCH-Rkv   Willis  I).  Enolk. 

There  has  been,  though  not  a  great  impntvement,  a  perceptible  advance  in  the  work  i>f 
the  Church  here,  for  which  the  faithful  few  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

BVaHBVILLE-CUURCU  of  the  holy  INNCK'ESTS-Rkv.  Lbww  F.  Cole. 

It  gives  me  sincere  pleasure  to  report  my  work  during  the  eight  months  since  1  came 
into  the  jurisdiction.  Beside  my  work  in  KvanMvilte,  I  have  visited  and  held  service  seven 
times  in  New  Harmony,  four  times  in  Mt.  Vernon,  three  times  in  Erskine,  organising  in 
the  latter  place  a  Sunday  School  of  about  twenty  members.  I  much  desire  to  visit  other 
places,  and  shall  do  no  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  alito  have  had  the  pleasure  of  assisting  the  liev.  Dean  Scott  in  a  mimion  with  the  Rer. 
Mr.  Hunter,  at  Cannelton,  Mr.  Flagler,  I^y  Header,  taking  the  services  in  Holf  Iiino> 
cents'  during  my  absence. 

FRANKFORT— ST.  LUKE'S  CHURCH— Rkv.  F.  N.  Luson. 

I  have  had  charge  only  five  weeks  from  May  1.  The  mission  shows  the  evil  of  doing 
without  a  rector  (for  over  n  year),  but  begins  to  put  forth  signs  of  reviving  life.  The  report 
of  the  condition  of  the  mission  in  particulann  can  not  l>e  given,  owing  to  the  fact  of  its  not 
having  a  register,  and  that  tlie  trea.sun'r  kept  no  separate  aca>unt  of  ditferent  expenditures. 
The  jM^ople  of  this  mission  deserve  ureal  credit  for  the  amount  raised  during  the  past  year. 
considt'riiiK  tliere  wa.s  no  re<tor,  and  which  amount  came  only  through  great  ."(elf-sacrificf . 
The  churcli  interior  is  not  <|uitw  finished.  There  is  no  proper  desk  Bible,  nor  is  there 
projKT  prayer  b*»oks  or  hymnals  for  the  chancel  ;  aid  is  sadly  needed  to  secure  the«e — who 
will  ^ive  them  ?  It  must  be  added  that  this  mission  has  suffered  8<»verely  since  starting  by 
the  removal  and  death  of  some  of  its  very  hct  worker i. 

INDIANAPOLIS-<JIl.\CECIirRCH— Rkv.  A.  Pkbntiss. 

The  assessment  for  endowment  of  the  EpiN<-opate  is  all  pledged,  being  Si. r>00. 

INDIANAPOLIS— cur RCI I  OFTHK  HOLY  INNOCF.NTS-Rkv.  W.  W.  Raymond. 

The  labors  of  the  rector  during  the  year  ju^t  cl«»sed  have  been  directed  by  nec«»«ity  in  a 
spe<ial  niaiiner  to  a  gathering  up  (»f  the  fragments  that  remain  that  nothing  may  be  lo^t. 
It  has  not  been  altogether  an  unsuccessful  work  in  that  direction,  and  there  hasi  l>een  en- 
c<»uragement  in  some  valuable  a<lditions  to  the  ranks.  All  permanent  interests  are  V»ecom- 
ing  more  thoroughly  esthhlixhed,  and  the  general  work  o!  the  Church  ha.s  been  taken  Int*) 
recognition,  and  assistance  rendered. 

The  rector  has  undertaken  the  care  of  a  Sunday  School  at  Woo<lside,  just  l»eyond  the 
citjr  limits, on  the  Irviugton  street  railway  rmite.  Mr.  .1.  H.  Bennett  is  suiierintendent.  and 
the  outl<M)k  is  encouraging. 

JEFFBRSONVILLE-ST.  P.\rLSCIirK<'H-KKV.  F.  (  ..Tkwki.l. 

The  alM»ve  is  the  rejMjrt  of  the  parish  for  the  entire  year.  The  parish  was  vacant  for 
eleven  months— from  .January  to  December.  1S<^5  —yet  during  that  time  services  were  main- 
tained through  the  a-«si8tance  of  neighboring  clergy  and  lay   readers.    The  present  rector 
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enumed  chai^  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  6, 1885,  and  all  of  the  baptisms, 
confirmations,  niarriagei,  and  barials  have  taken  place  since  that  date.  The  sermons,  lec- 
tures, and  addremes  are  the  report  of  the  present  n  etor.  Of  the  services,  he  has  performed 
104,  and  of  the  Eucharists,  he  has  celebrated  thirty-one.  The  details  of  the  report  of  com- 
municants can  not  be  filled  out  because  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  records — those  only  are 
counted  as  communicants  who  have  communicated  at  least  twice,  or  are  kept  at  home  by 
infirmity  or  old  age. 

KBNNAItI>-ST.  PHILIP'S  church-Rev.  Willis  n.  Enolk. 

The  first  services  of  the  Chuich  were  held  here  on  August  15,  1883,  in  the  school  house, 
and  they  have  been  continued  since  at  intervals  of  two  weeks,  on  week-day  evenings  ;  first 
in  the  school  house,  but  since  the  24th  of  November  last,  in  a  hall  fitted  up  for  the  purpose. 
A  lot  has  been  secured,  and  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $500  have  been  made  toward 
building  a  church  thereon,  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  by'Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes,  on  June 
1.  As  yet,  the  town  is  without  church  accommodation  of  any  kind,  and  the  Church  will  be 
the  first  to  supply  its  needs  in  this  direction. 

Bi-weekly  services  have  been  maintained  on  week-day  evenings  at  Wilkinson,  where  a 
lot  has  been  secured,  and  a  small  subscription  made  toward  a  church  building.  We  are 
indebted  to  Grace  Church,  Mnncie,  for  an  organ  for  use  at  this  mission. 

Services  have  also  been  held  at  Seymour,  and  at  Cadiz,  Henry  county.  For  mtterial 
assistance  in  his  work,  the  missionary  \a  indebted  to  the  women  of  St.  Steplien's  Church, 
Providence.  R.  I.,  who  sent  casnock,  surplice,  and  stole :  to  the  Female  Tract  Society,  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  also  to  many  other  friends,  known  and  unknown,  for  Sunday  School  papers, 
and  other  help. 

LAPORTB-ST.  PAUf/SCHURCH-RKV.  R.  S  Eastman. 

The  report  contains  the  services  actually  performed  by  myself  alone,  personally,  in  the 
limits  of  the  parish. 

UMA-ST.  MARK'S  CHURCH-Rev.  C.  N.  Spaldino. 

Tbe  report  of  this  parish  is  necessarily  very  imperfect,  as  I  have  not  the  full  data  from 
which  to  report  as  to  that  part  of  the  year  which  passed  before  my  rectorship  began ;  and 
also  owing  to  the  absence  of  one  of  the  ofiicers  of  the  parish,  I  have  not  the  means  of  reach- 
ing .some  other  data.  I  have  been  so  occupied  with  the  school  tliat  my  time  for  the  pari.-h 
has  been  limited.     We  hope  to  give  a  lietter  report  next  year. 

LOOAHBPORT-TRINITY  CHURCH— Rev.  Harry  Thomp.s<>x. 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report.  After  a  severe  struggle  during  the  past 
year,  1  am  able  to  report  our  parish  free  from  debt.  Were  it  not  for  the  losses  from  re- 
movals during  the  past  two  year^  we  should  be  one  of  the  most  flourishing  parishes  in  your 
Diocese.  The  great  wonder  is  that  the  parish  has  been  able  to  bear  up  against  these  los.<«e8. 
and  yet  to  pay  ofl*  an  indebtedness  of  ^1,100.  Our  faithful  people  will  do  all  they  can  both 
for  the  parish  and  Diocese. 

MARIOH-CJETHSEMANE  CHURCH-Rkv.  W.  W.  Raymond. 

It  is  hop*Hi  that  the  people  of  tliis  mission  may  have  a  lot  in  possession  and  a  church 
building  on  it  before  the  next  annual  report.  The  departure  of  the  faithful  warden,  Mr. 
Frank  E.  Fo.««ter,  to  the  West,  brings  a  serious  loss  to  the  workers  of  the  mission. 

MUHCIE-GRACE  CHURCH— Rev.  J.  W.  mR(  iimork. 

During  the  twelve  month's  services  have  been  sustained  at  Muncie  in  Grace  parish,  and 
in  missions  at  Hartford  City  and  at  Anderson.  During  part  of  the  year  the  Church  family, 
at  Hartford  Ciiy,  who  arranged  the  services  was  al»sent,  which  fact  rendered  the  services 
not  so  frequent  as  during  the  previous  year.  At  Anderson  they  wore  held  every  two  weeks 
till  the  cold  weather.  They  were  not  resumed  in  the  spring  as  no  suitable  place  could  lie 
[irociircd.  Durii  g  the  winter  much  ettbrt  was  made  to  get  money  for  a  church  lot.  There 
were  needed  $400  and  only  ^Vi^  in  suhscriptions  c*ould  lie  obtained  and  the  bargain  was  at 
an  end.  One  rea.son  given  by  the  people  at  Anderson  for  not  taking  hold  of  the  work  was 
this  :      They  had  raised  in  a  few  years  nearly,  or  quite,  :*100,000  to  pay  for  three  churches.

Roman,  Methodist  and  Presbyterian.  At  Muncie  a  church  has  been  built  bj  an  addition  to 
the  former  buildioK.  It  is  now  worth  82,000.  Since  the  addition  the  congregations  hare 
more  than  doubled.  Recently  ten  have  been  confirmed.  The  prospect  in  Muncie  is 
encooraj^ing. 

MBW  CABTLE-ST.  JAMES'S  CHURCH— Rev.  Willis  D.  Enolk. 

The  church  building  was  opened  for  services  on  June  24.  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brad- 
ley, Dean,  assisted  by  several  of  the  clergy  and  the  vested  choir  of  Christ  Church,  Indian- 
apolis. The  church  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  on  Sunday,  October  4,  at  which  time  the 
services  of  a  vested  choir  were  introduced,  which  have  been  continued.  The  church  is  fully 
carpeted,  the  lot  enclosed.  A  bell  was  placed  in  belfry  last  fall.  The  furnishings  of  the 
altar  and  chancel  are  largely  the  handiwork  of  the  women  of  the  mission,  who  have  been 
zealous  hel|>ers.  We  are  also  blessed  with  a  few  faithful  men,  who  are  unwearying  in  their 
efforts  to  promote  the  Church's  interest. 

PLYMOUTH -ST.  THOMAS'S  CHURCH->Rkv.  T.  B.  Kemp,  D.  D. 

The  present  incumbent  coiumen>ed  his  duties  on  the  second  Sunday  after  Easter  <16th 
Inst.),  and  hence  has  had  to  depend  almost  entirely  on  reports  gathered  from  the  officers 
of  the  parish  and  its  various  auxiliaries,  aside  from  the  official  acts  recorded  in  the  parish 
register,  during  the  vacancy  in  the  rectorship.      As  far  as  my  observation  has  extended,  I 
think  the  people  have  a  mind  to  work. 

VIHCEHNBB-ST.  JAMES'S  CHURCH— Rev.  P.  Macfarlaxk. 

The  North  Vinccnnes  Mission  property  has  l>een  entirely  paid  for  and  the  title  con- 
veyed to  the  Diocese. 

MIBBION  TO  DEAF  MUTEB-Rev.  A.  W.  Mann. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  Buel  Knickerbiicker,  D.  !>.,  BUkop  of  Itidiana  : 

Since  the  date  of  my  Ust  annual  reix>rt.  published  in  the  appendix  of  the  Convention 
journal,  I  have  held  services  for  denf  mutes  at  the  following  places :  Christ  Church,  and 
in  the  State  School  for  deaf  mutes,  Indianapolis;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville;  St. 
Paul's  Church.  Jeflersonvi lie;  St.  James's  Church,  Vincennes;  Trinity  Church,  Fort 
Wayne  ;  St.  Mary's  Church,  Delphi,  and  at  a  fair  ground  near  New  Castle.  The  services, 
"combined,"  or  for  deaf  mutes  only,  have  been  largely  attended.  The  service  at  Fort 
Wayue  was  hold  during  an  encampment  of  the  military,  when  the  rates  on  the  railroads 
were  reduced.  Ncjirly  forty  deaf  mutes  living  within  a  radius  of  tifty  mile!<  were  preseot. 
This  shows  how  scattertMl  these  silent  people  are. 

The  services  at  the  State  St  h<K)l,  at  Indianapolis,  have  been  attended  by  t  he  350  pupil> 
and  most  of  the  teachers.  Once  in  a  while,  the  older  pupils  have  received  permission  to 
attend  service  at  Christ  Church. 

I  baptized  an  adult  at  Christ  Cliurch.  Indiana|>oli8,  who  was  confirmed  by  you  shortly 
afterward.  At  Delphi  I  baptized  throe  children  of  deaf-mute  parents,  who  brought  them 
.seventeen  miles  f«»r  the  puri)Ose.  Within  the  Diocese  there  are  not  le.««  than  two  thousand 
scattered  deaf  mutes  of  all  ages.  A  little  over  one-half  have  been  to  schoid.  They  greatly 
need  more  fre<|uent  services.  At  present  I  am  the  only  minister  they  have.  My  tiold  l»eing 
extensive — comprising  fourteen  diocese* — the  division  of  lal>or  enables  me  to  visit  each  mis- 
s<ion  at  somewhat  long  intervals.  I  need  several  assistants.  Within  my  missionary  fioKl 
ther«'  is  adoaf  mute  p4>pulutlon  of  V»,(>00,  of  whom  I  reach  one-third  with  the  Church's  st-r- 
viees  in  sign  language.  In  a  little  over  a  decade,  327  deaf  mutes  and  their  hearing  children 
have  been  baptized.  Two  hundred  and  seventy  deaf  mutes  are  communicants.  I  have  dis- 
tributed prayer  lMx»ks  and  tracts,  which  have  exerted  an  influence  outside  of  the  <leaf  niui<? 
circle,  a>  several  of  their  hearing  and  si)eaking  fri«'nds  have  been  led  into  the  ct>mmunion 
of  the  Apostolic  Church. 

In  closing.  1  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  brethren  of  the  clergy  who  have  kindly 
furthered  my  etibrts  in  reaching  deaf-mule  brethren  with  the  Church's  liinistrations,  and 
to  the  officers  of  ihe  railway  lines  for  their  generosity  in  providing  special  facilities  fur 
travel,  without  which  it  is  certain  the  work  could  not  \>e  pursued  to  its  present  extent  and 
useful  nex-^. 
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HOWB  GRAMMAR  BGHOOL->Rf.v.  C.  N.  Spaldino. 
lo  Bt.  Sev.  D.  B.  Knitkerbacher,  D.  D.: 

In  addition  to  my  report  of  the  parish  at  thia  place,  it  la  proper  to  report  upon  the  con- 
dition of  the  "  Howe  Grammar  SchtM)]." 

This  school  was  opened  on  tlie  2d  of  September,  1884.  It  was  enabled  to  begin  its  wcMrk 
by  aid  from  you,  and  by  gifts  from  Mrs.  Frances  II.  Howe,  and  by  a  subscription  from  the 
citizens  of  Lima.  It  opened  with  two  pupils  proper,  and  with  two  young  men  who  were  to 
pursue  theological  study,  under  the  guidance  and  instruction  of  its  rector.  From  that 
beginning  it  has  had,  in  all,  under  its  training,  during  the  nearly  two  yearsof  its  existence, 
nineteen  pupils.  During  the  first  yeur,  one  theological  student  was  prepared  and  ordained 
to  the  Dioeanate. 

One  postulant  is  now  in  attendance,  and  one  younger  pupil  who  expects  to  become  a 
postulant. 

At  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop,  in  April  last,  there  were  conflrnied  four  from  the 
school,  three  of  whom  were  pupils.  There  are  now  in  preparation  for  confirmation  on  the 
first  Sunday  alter  Trinity,  three  more  pupils,  one  of  whom  must  be  previously  baptised. 
There  are  now  in  attendance  thirteen  pupils.  The  rector  has  two  assistants,  one  in  claiuics 
and  one  in  modern  languages.  It  i.n  designed  to  combine  business  education  with  the  best 
classical  training.    Every  pupil  will  learn  l)Ook-keeping  and  German. 

The  entire  property  given  for  the  use  of  the  school  has  been  much  improved,  and  there 
are  now  about  to  l»e  added  to  the  present  acconiiuodations  room  for  thirty  pupils,  with  all 
the  necessaries  and  comfort.s  which  school  life  requires. 

The  parents  of  our  pupils  have  uniformly  expressed  themselves  as  more  than  satisfied 
with  the  improvement  of  their  sons  in  moral  and  literary  attainments.

RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Adopted  June  10,  1886. 


Rule  1.  After  Divine  •service  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and 
call  the  convention  to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  of  the  convention,  if  present,  if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall  call  the  names  of 
the  clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those 

present. 

Section  2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of 
the  parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him. 

Rule  II.    The  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  credentials,  con 
sisting  of  one  clergyman    and   two  laymen  to  receive,  examine  and  report 
upon  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rile  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates 
as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  adopted 
by  the  convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  IV.  A  quoium  of  both  orders  being  found  present,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  declare  the  convention  organized  for  business. 

Rile  V.  The  convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  convention. 

Rule  VI.  The  President  shall  appoint,  in  accordance  with  Canon  I, 
the  following  Standing  Committees:  (1)  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Busi- 
ness. (2)  A  Committee  on  Accounts.  (3)  A  Committee  on  the  Admission 
of  New  Parishes.  (4)  A  Committee  on  Canons,  (o)  A  Committee  on  As- 
sessments. And  in  addition  the  following  committees  :  (6)  On  the  State  of 
the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  parochial 
and  mission  reports.  (7)  A  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund, 
and  other  funds  of  the  Diocese.  (8)  A  Committee  on  Sunday  School  Work, 
consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  who  shall  report  from  time 
to  time  such  matters  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  require  the  action  of  the 
convention. 


94  Rules  of  Order, 


Rule  VII.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing ,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rule  VIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IX.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining  him- 
self strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house. 

•  Rule  XI.     While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  convention  ;  and  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the  name  of  the 
presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  post- 
pone it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ;  and 
motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein 
named. 

Rule  XIV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Rule  XV.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if  unqual- 
ified, shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XVI.  Xo  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unless 
it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  reciuired. 

Rule  XVII.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  convention,  and  shall  rot  be  again  considered  during  the 
session  ;  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the  consent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one  of 
the  majority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rii.E  XVIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIX.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending 
or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  convention,  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XX »  The  daily  business  of  the  convention  shall  be  called  up  and 
acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote  of  the  conven- 
tion :  (1)  Communications  from  the  President.  (2)  Reports  from  Standing 
Committees.  (3)  Reports  from  Special  Committees — in  order  of  appoint- 
ment.    (4)   Petitions  and  M*;morials.      (5)   Motions  and  Resolutions. 

Rule  XXI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in 
the  first  instance,    but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision ;  and  on 
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such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the 
Convention. 

RuLK  XXII.  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  not  en- 
titled to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the 
journal,  on  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  of 
taking  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXIII.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necessary, 
and  approved. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  XXV.  The  above  shall  be  the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  conven- 
tions, unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  journal  of 
each  convention.

WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  TO  THE  BOARD  OF    MISSIONS. 


Rt,  Rev,  President  and  Dear  Friends  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  : 

As  I  present  to  you  to-day  the  record  of  our  second  year  of  work  since 
becoming  a  Diocesan  organization,  I  feel  that  you  will  unite  with  me  in 
thanksgiving  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  who  has  so  abundantly 
blessed  our  efforts  to  comfort  and  help  some  of  His  ministering  servants  and 
the  little  ones  of  His  Kingdom,  and  to  arouse  and  stimulate  interest  in  mis- 
sionary work  among  the  Churchwomen  of  Indiana. 

The  growth  of  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary,  and,  in  consequence, 
the  growth  of  the  work  itself,  is  most  encouraging.  Three  parish  branches 
have  been  organized — Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis;  St.  Paul's,  Laporte, 
and  St.  Paul's,  Evansville  ;  and  the  total  amount  raised  in  money  and  boxes 
is  double  that  reported  last  year.

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St.  Paul's,  Laporte,  sent  a  ChristmAs  box  to  Rev.  Mr.  Unswoith,  at 
Ogden,  Utah,  value,  $60. 

The  President  of  the  Ladies'  Guild  of  St.  Makk's  Church,  Lima, 
sent  $2  for  Japan  Hospital. 

Miss  Mitchell  and  Sunday  School  class  19  Trinity^  Peru,  sent  a  boa  of 
Christmas  gifts  to  an  Indian  school,  value,  $6. 

The  Children's  GuaD,  of  St.  John's,  Lafayette,  sent  box  of  articles 
for  a  bazaar  to  missions  in  Florida  and  Montana,  value  $5.60 ;  contributed 
to  Diocesan  missions  $1L 64;  for  the  organ  in  Grace  Church,  Attica,  $5; 
total  cash  and  boxes,  $22.14.     Mrs.  W.  M.  Pettis,  Superintendent. 

Mrs.  Winn,  an  aged  Churchwoman  in  Crawfordsville,  sent  me  a  pack- 
age of  clothing,  value  $20,  which  I  divided  between  the  Indian  box  sent 
from  Christ  Church,  and  the  Freedmen's  box,  sent  by  St.  Paul's,  Indi- 
anapolis. 

During  Miss  Carter's  visit  $31.77  was  collected  at  the  various  meetings 
and  sent  to  domestic  missions.  This  is  the  year's  work.  Total,  20  boxes, 
value,  $857.20;  cash,  $827.78. 

Such  touching  responses  have  come  from  the  recipients  of  these  gifts, 
that  I  have  copied  a  few  to  read  to  you.  On  the  occasion  of  Miss  Carter*s 
visit  last  September,  eight  ladies  of  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  subscribed 
$5  each  towards  salary  of  a  teacher  in  a  Church  school  for  the  education  ot 
Mormon  girls.  Bishop  Tuttle  writes,  **I  beg  to  return  you  loving  thanks 
for  the  money  received."  From  the  same  branch  a  package  was  sent  tot 
Church  hospital  in  Portland,  Oregon.  The  matron  writes,  **You  can  not  tell 
the  good  you  have  done:  may  you  be  abundantly  blessed." 

Christ  Church,  Madison,  received  this  from  Rev.  Mr.  Nicholson,  a 
missionary  at  Vancouver,  Washington  Territory  :  **The  box  was  a  total  sur- 
prise to  me  and  highly  appreciated.  I  have  been  too  long  on  the  frontier 
not  to  appreciate  such  gifts,  and  I  know  how  to  use  them.  For  a  time  I  had 
a  missionary  stipend,  but  for  the  past  seven  years  I  have  been  trying  to  get 
along  without  it.  It  is  up-hill  work  but  we  manage  to  live."  The  secretary 
of  this  branch  writes  of  this  and  a  previous  box  so  gratefully  acknowledged 
by  the  Diocesan  missionary,  to  whom  it  was  sent:  **When  we  find  how  lit* 
tie  labor  and  effort  they  cost,  and  how  much  they  were  to  .the  recipients,  we 
can  but  feel  we  deserve  not  praise  for  having  sent  them,  but  censure  for  not 
having  sent  others." 

My  sisters  and  co-workers  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  we  have  accom- 
plished something  this  year,  and  I  ask  you  that  if  in  doing  the  work,  your 
own  hearts  have  not  been  blessed,  your  mental  horizon  widened,  and  your 
ability  to  do  increased,  and  do  you  not  realize  the  tiuth  of  the  words  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  **It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive"?  Has  this  work 
n  any  way  hindered,  or  taken  either  time  or  money  from  your  parish  work? 

As  yet  only  about  one-third  of  our  parishes  have  organized  branches  of 
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the  Auxiliary,  and  are  working  with  us.  Is  there  not  a  Churchwoman  in  some, 
if  not  all  of  the  remaining  two-thirds,  who  will  become  a  missionary  in  her 
parish,  to  tell  her  friends  of  the  Auxiliary  and  its  blessed  work,  and  inter- 
est  them  in  it.  The  Diocesan  Secretary  will  be  glad  to  correspond  with 
such  an  one,  and  give  information  and  supply  leaflets,  and  will  at  any  time 
visit  a  parish  desiriixg  help  in  organizing  a  branch  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  be- 
ginning work. 

At  each  meeting  of  convocations  this  year,  there  has  been  a  meeting  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  at  each  I  have  been  privileged  to  be  present. 
The  first  was  held  during  the  session  of  the  Northern  convocation  at  Michigan 
City,  on  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  October  21,  in  the  parlors  of  Mrs.  J. 
H.  Barker.  The  death  of  one  of  the  most  beloved  and  active  ladies  of  the 
parish.  Miss  Sophia  Bowes,  had  cast  a  gloom  over  her  associates,  and  her 
funeral,  which  occurred  at  an  earlier  hour  the  same  afternoon,  prevented  the 
attendance  of  some.  Beside  the  ladies  of  the  parish  branch  there  were 
present  three  from  Laporte  and  one  from  Plymouth.  After  collects  and  ad- 
dress by  the  Bishop,  I  read  some  missionary  letters  furnished  by  Miss  Emery, 
and  had  a  pleasant  conference  with  the  ladies  on  Auxiliary  work. 

The  Central  convocation  met  at  Richmond,  Octo])er  28.  There  is  no 
branch  of  the  Auxiliary  yet  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  but  a  number  of  ladies 
gathered  in  the  basement  of  the  church  Wednesday  afternoon,  despite  the 
pouring  rain,  and  much  interest  was  shown.  The  Bishop,  after  reading  Auxil- 
iary collects  made  a  brief  address,  as  did  also  the  Dean  of  the  convocation, 
Dr.  Bradley.  I  read  some  letters  from  missionaries,  and  explained  the  origin 
and  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  Mrs.  Hansford,  a  delegate  from 
Christ  Church  branch,  spoke  for  a  few  moments  on  mission  work  and  its 
claims  on  us. 

Tuesday,  November  10,  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  Southern 
convocation,  held  in  Madison,  the  members  of  the  Auxiliary  and  others 
gathered  in  the  parlors  of  Mrs.  Garber.  The  Bishop  not  having  arrived,  the 
rector.  Rev.  Mr.  Moncure,  opened  the  meeting  with  appropriate  collects  and 
hymn.  Papers  had  been  prepared  by  the  President,  Mrs.  L.  E.  Taylor  and 
Mrs.  F.  C.  Brooks,  both  beautifully  written  and  very  interesting.  After  a 
little  talk  about  the  Auxiliary  and  its  methods,  I  proposed  to  them  some 
practical  work,  which  they  undertook  at  once. 

By  invitation  of  the  rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Evansville,  Rev.  Mr.  Morris,  I 
visited  that  parish  at  the  time  of  the  consecration  of  the  new  church.  A 
meeting  of  ladies  was  called  for  Friday,  March  5,  at  2  r.  M.,  in  the  church, 
to  organize  a  parish  branch.  The  opening  service  was  conducted  by  the 
Bisho  \  who  also  made  an  address,  followed  by  Revs.  Messrs.  Hunter,  Cole, 
and  the  rector,  Mr.  Morris.  I  gave  a  short  history  of  the  Auxiliary  and  what  it 
had  accomplished,  and  a  parish  branch  was  organized  with  Mrs.  Walter  Viele  as 
President,  and  Miss  Annie  Runcie,  Secretary,  from  which,  knowing  the 
ability  of  its  members,  we  look  for  a  good  report  next  year.     For  the  kind 
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reception  and  cordial  hospitality  received  on  all  these  occasions  I  return  my 
sincere  thanks. 

In  closing  the  record  of  the  year's  work,  we  must  acknowledge  our 
indebtedness  to  Miss  Sybil  Carter  for  the  increased  interest  in  missions 
which  has  brought  forth  this  good  fruit.  Her  graphic  dc-.cription  of  the 
need  and  suffering,  calling  for  aid  in  every  department  of  the  mission  field, 
awakened  sympathy,  and  her  practical  suggestions  were  of  value  in  showing 
how  best  to  give  the  needed  help. 

Our  thanks  are  aho  due  to  our  Bishop  for  his  strong  and  constant  sup- 
port and  encouragement,  and  to  the  clergy  for  kindly  interest  and  co-opera- 
tion. 

Let  us  turn  now  from  the  record  of  work  done  and  consider  what  there 
is  for  us  to  do.  The  Bishop  has  called  upon  the  clergy  to  pledge  a  fixed  sum 
from  their  parishes  for  Diocesan  missions  for  the  year.  By  regularity  in  giv- 
ing and  gathering  systematic  offerings,  we  can  help  our  rectors  to  fulfill  these 
pledges. 

During  the  summer  months,  as  we  have  leisure,  let  us  remember  the 
useful  things  needed  when  the  Christmas  box  is  to  be  packed,  and  put  a  little 
time  and  thought  into  the  preparation  of  them.  The  General  Secretary, 
Miss  Emery,  asks  the  Indiana  Auxiliary  to  do  something  in  the  way  of  sup- 
porting scholarships,  mentioning,  especially,  St.  John's  School  for  Indian 
Girls,  in  Dakota,  and  a  medical  scholarship  in  Africa.  She  also  asks  that 
each  member  of  the  Auxiliary  provide  herself  with  a  mite  box,  and  into  il 
drop  such  sum  as  she  can  daily  or  weekly,  and  on  the  20th  of  August  open 
the  box  and  send  its  contents  to  help  the  Board  of  Missions  fulfill  its  engage- 
ments for  the  year,  which  closes  September  1st. 

During  the  session  of  the  General  Convention  in  Chicago,  next  October, 
the  general  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  will  be  held.  Due  notice  of 
time  and  place  will  be  given  in  our  Church  papers.  We  hope  the  Indiana 
branch  may  be  well  represented.  This  year,  in  consequence  of  the  postpone- 
ment of  our  Diocesan  convention,  we  meet  on  the  Festival  of  the  Son  of 
Consolation,  St.  Barnabas,  the  companion  of  St.  Paul  on  his  missionar) 
journeys,  and  the  one,  specially  mentiojied  by  name,  of  those  whose  hearts 
touched  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  sold  all  their  possessions  and  laid  the  money  at 
the  Apostles'  feet,  for  the  relief  of  the  needy  and  the  extension  of  the  Church. 
Let  us  hold  this  coincidence  as  a  happy  augury  forthe  coming  year,  and  pray 
that  the  same  Holy  Spirit  may  touch  our  hearts,  and  that  we,  the  inheritors 
of  their  blessings,  may  be  also  inheritors  of  their  zeal  and  self-sacrifice,  re- 
membering Who  has  said,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of 
these,  My  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me."

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  WORK. 


Right  Rev.  Father:  For  the  third  time  I  have  gathered,  at  your  re- 
quest, reports  of  the  parish  work  of  the  Chiirchwomen  of  Indiana,  as  follows: 

St.  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville,  the  Industrial  Society  has  eleven 
members  who  have  raised  this  year,  $193.50,  and  have  expended  it  in  papering 
the  church  and  providing  for  the  music.  Mrs.  V.  Q.  Irwin,  President ;  Mrs.  R. 
Robb,  Secretary. 

St.  Mary's  CnukcH,  Delphi,  has  three  Parish  Societies,  Rector's  Aid 
Society,»with  fifteen  members,  has  raised  by  a  social  and  supper  $30.  This 
society  was  only  organized  in  the  latter  part  of  April  to  aid  the  rector  in  parish 
work;  nothing  has  been  expended.  The  rector.  Rev.  H.  L.  C.  Braddon,  Presi- 
dent;  and  Miss  Lou  Holmes,  Secretary.  St.  Mary's  Guild,  of  seventeen 
members,  has  raised  $166.52,  expended  for  church  furniture  and  improve- 
ments necessary  and  charitable  purposes,  $198.24.  The  members  meet 
once  a  week  and  pay  five  cents  each  per  week.  They  are  out  of  debt 
and  treasury  empty.  The  officers  are:  Mrs.  Jane  Walker,  President;  Mrs. 
Mary  H.  McReynolds,  Secretary.  Last,  but  not  least,  in  good  work,  comes 
the  Children's  Sewing  Guild,  which  has  twenty  members,  and  has  raised 
$80;  expended  for  church  furnishing  $63,  and  donated  to  the  Ladies' 
Guild  $10.  They  have  furnished  for  the  church  a  Bishop's  chair,  a  prayer 
desk  and  stall,  a  black  walnut  alms  basin,  and  a  set  of  red  hangings,  em- 
broidered by  Mrs.  Braddon.  The  officers  are  Mrs.  Braddon,  President;  and 
Miss  Nannie  Rogers,  Secretary. 

Trinity  Chirch,  Fort  Wayne,  in  the  Rector's  Aid  Society  has  eleven 
members.  They  have  raised  $183.57,  and  expended  $173.70  for  improving 
parish  properly,  floral  and  other  decorations,  care  of  vestments  and  altar-linen. 
Officers,  Miss  Minnie  B.  Kemp,  President ;  and  Miss  Ollie  M.  Falls,  Secretary. 
Ladies'  Association  of  same  church,  has  twenty-three  members,  has  raised 
$519.57,  expended  for  church  debt  and  convention  expenses,  $510.37. 

St.  John's,  Lafayette,  Children's  Guild,  have  raised  and  expended 
$71.45.  Of  this  amount  $34.56  was  used  for  putting  a  new  floor  in  the  Guild 
House;  $5  given  to  the  Orphanage  Fund;  $5  Christmas  offering,  and  the 
remainder  for  mission  work.  They  have  in  hand,  cash,  $25.90,  articles  for 
vale,  $15,  materials,  $25.    Mrs.  W.  M.  Pettis,  Superintendent. 

St.  Lukl's   Mission,  Frankfort,    in  their  Ladies*   Guild,  have   nine 
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members  ;  have  raised  $50,  and  paid  $30  toward  the  church  debt.  Mrs. 
Jennings  is  President,  Miss  Kramer,  Secretary.  This  parish  has  been  with- 
out a  rector  for  some  time,  but  since  the  arrival  of  their  new  rector,  the 
Guild  has  re-organized  for  effective  work. 

St.  John's,  Greencastle — St.  John's  Guild  numbers  25  members;  have 
raised  $170,  and  expended  $25  for  Bishop's  salary  ;  $61  for  improving  road 
next  to  the  church,  and  $53.15,  miscellaneous.  The  ladies  had  subscribed 
$100  towards  paying  for  the  church  now  being  built,  and  were  lo  furnish  it, 
though  it  seems  a  difficult  undertaking  with  so  few  working  memberi«.  Mrs. 
James  B.  Goe,  President;  Mrs.  Robert  Ingle,  Secretary. 

St.  James's  Church,  Goshen — Ladies'  Aid  Society,  number  of  mem- 
bers not  given,  has  raised  $89.32,  and  expended  for  church  expenses  $82  }*C. 
Mrs    C.   B.  Alderman,    President. 

St.  Luke's,  Cannelton — Parish  Aid  Society,  of  twenty-one  members,  has 
raised  $92.80;  expended  it  for  coal,  minister's  salary,  and  a  box  to  St.  Ste- 
phen's Hospital.  Lizzie  May,  President ;  Hattie  J.  Dromby,  Secretary. 
Young  Ladies'  Guild,  with  eleven  members,  have  raised  about  $95,  and 
expended  for  parish  purposes,  $76 ;  for  missions,  $17.  Mrs.  E.  G.  Hunter, 
President;  Miss  Lillian  Shallcross,  Secretary. 

Christ  Church,  Ini)IANAi»olis — The  Christ  Church  Guild  has  thirty-one 
members;  has  raised  $76.29,  and  expended  $36.29;  of  this  amount  $24  was  used 
for  the  church,  the  rest  for  materials.  Mrs.  A.  A.  Cady,  President ;  Mrs. 
John  Love,  Secretary.  The  Young  Ladies'  Guild  has  seventeen  members; 
has  raised  $128.53  ;  expended  for  altar  linen,  $18.13;  given  to  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  $2.  The  money  raised  by  the  Guild  is  to  be  spent  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Christ  Church  chancel,  and  building  a  guild  house.  Miss  Laura  1>. 
McDonoughy  is  President;  Miss  Caroline  H.  Ilowland,  Secretary.  The 
Industrial  School,  has  one  hundred  and  one  scholars,  and  ten  teaLher>; 
cash  donated,  $23;  raised  from  scholars'  penny  collections,  $4.93;  from 
teachers,  $5.75.  Kxpended  for  goods,  $20.09  ;  258  yards  of  goods  were  pur- 
chased and  220  garments  cut  and  given  out.  The  school  was  limitetl  thi> 
year  on  account  of  lack  of  teachers.  Mrs.  J.  R.  Nichols,  President;  Mr>. 
E.   A.   Bradley,  Secretary. 

St.  GKnR(;E's  Mission — (Ueaner's  Guild  has  twenty-two  members:  hx^ 
raised  $85.  Expended  for  mission  debt.  This  society  has  but  four  mem- 
bers, besides  the  teachers,  who  are  over  twelve  years  of  age.  Mrs.  R.  R. 
Rouse  is  President,  and  L.  E.  Andrews  is  Secretary.  The  Mothers' 
Meeting — Twenty-two  meetings  have  been  held  with  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  women  in  attendance  ;  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  garments  have  been 
made;  one  box  of  underclothing  for  Orphan  Asylum,  and  six  nightshirts 
for  City  Hospital :  $22. 03  was  collected  from  mothers;  $18.25,  donated  by 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  from  the  church  and  other  sources,  $26.26.     Total 
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contributions,  $75.85 ;   total  expenses,  $74.02.     Mrs.  R.  R.  Parker,  Super- 
intendent. 

St.  Paul's,'  Indianapolis,  Parish  Aid  Society  has  twenty-five  mem- 
bers ;  amount  raised,  $215.88 ;  expended  for  church  debt  and  decorations, 
$165.13.  Money  raised  principally  by  church  socials.  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes, 
President ;  Miss  Laura  M.  Bingham,  Secretary. 

Grace,  Indianapolis,  St.  Mary's  Guild,  had  eleven  members  and 
raised  $108.87;  expended  for  altar  cloths  and  improvements,  $108.87.  Mrs. 
M.  J.  Schmuck,  President;  Miss  Lina  Bario,  Secretary.  St.  Agnes' 
Guild,  had  eight  members;  amount  raised,  $173.64;  expended  for  carpet, 
$156.64;  private  communion  service,  $17.  These  guilds  have  disbanded 
and  are  consolidated  into  Grace  Church  Guild.  Mrs.  J.  O.  Cooper,  Presi- 
dent; Miss  Mattie  Madison,  Secretary. 

Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis,  Rector's  Aid  Society  has  seventeen 
members ;  has  raised  $15.06,  and  expended  it  in  parish  work.  They  have 
only  met  once  a  month  till  the  beginning  of  Lent,  since  which  time  they 
have  met  every  week  and  hope  to  accomplish  much  more.  Mrs.  Anna  M. 
Stilz  is  F*resident ;  Mrs.  Isadora  Reed,  Secretary. 

St.  Pauls',  Jekfersonville,  Ladies'  Guild  has  twenty-one  members, 
has  raised  $143.75;  expended  for  parish  improvements,  $10.75;  carpet  for, 
and  freight  on  Christmas  box,  $24.08;  material  for  work,  $43.25. 

Trinity,  Lawrencehurc;,  Ladies'  Aid  Society  has  nine  members, 
has  raised  $68.%  and  expended  $<n.31.  Mrs.  Val.  Koehler,  President;  and 
Miss  O.  C.  Broad  well,  Secretary. 

Trinity  Chirch,  Lo(;ANSPORr,  Ladies'  Aid  Society  has  twenty-one 
members;  has  raised  $:J4.3.52;  has  ex[)ended  $100  for  carpet,  $155  on  rec- 
tor's salary,  have  been  called  upon  to  pay  out  their  money  in  various  other 
ways  for  the  church,  until  the  treasury  is  about  empty.  Mrs.  Fanny  R.  Sny- 
der, Secretary. 

(Jethsemane  Church,  Mario.v,  Ladies'  Aid  Society  has  fourteen  mem- 
bers; has  raised  $171.50;  of  that  amount,  $13  has  been  used  for  church 
expenses,  $6.54  for  material.  President,  Mrs.  Charles  Hamilton  ;  Secretary, 
Mrs.  F.  11.  Armstrong. 

Trinity.  Mrhican  City,  Ladies' Aid  Society  has  fifty  members;  has 
raised  $800  and  expended  it  for  parochial  indebtedness.  Mrs.  John  H. 
Barker,  President;  Miss  A.  C.  Ilartwell,  secretary. 

Grace  Chirch,  Muncie,  Ladies'  Ciuild  has  twenty-seven  members; 
amount  raised  not  known  ;  has  expended  for  carpeting  and  seating  church, 
between  $175  and  $200.  Mrs.  C.  McCulloch,  President ;  Mrs.  Lettie  L. 
Green,  Secretary. 

St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  has  two  societies;  the  Ladies'  Church  Aid, 
with  seventeen  members;  they  have   raised  $50,  expended,  sexton's  wages, 
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$40,  and  $10  toward  Endowment  Fund.  The  Secretary  says,  further: 
**  Within  two  years  we  have  paid  $93  for  carpets  for  our  church,  $14  for  re- 
pairs on  the  walls,  $2»5  for  various  things.  We  have  raised  and  expended 
$200since  April  16,  1884."  President,  M:s.  E.  A.  Jernegan;  Secretary,  Mrs. 
D.  C.  Eggleston.  Altar  Guild,  twenty  members,  ten  of  whom  are  new, 
raised  $51.72  ;  expended  for  festival,  $26.71  ;  cloth  for  choir  railing,  $5.85; 
paid  Ladies's  Society,  $10  ;  total,  $42.56.  Remarks. — We  have  done  very 
little  during  the  year  specified  above  ;  have  had  a  rector  only  a  short  time ; 
organized  April  19,  1884;  up  to  October  28,  1885,  had  raised  $160.72;  paid 
lor  altar-cloths  and  chairs,  $159. lU.  Sallie  L.  Eberhart,  President;  M. 
Nellie  Eberhart,  Secretary. 

St.  James',  New  Castle,  has  no  organization,  but  the  ladies  have  raised 
$27.50  and  expended  it  for  a  carpet. 

St.  Paul's,  New  Albany,  Ladies'  Church  Aid  has  eighteen  members, 
has  raised  $16.75,  expended  for  papering  three  rooms  at  the  rectory,  $14,  the 
paper-hanger  charging  for  only  a  portion  of  his  work.  We  have  in  the 
treasury  $47.15.  When  all  back  dues  are  collected  we  hope  to  have  enough  to 
paint  the  rectory.  Mrs.  Margaret  Newland,  President ;  Mrs.  F.  D.  R.  Magin- 
nis,  Secretary. 

St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth,  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  twenty-four  members; 
$308.93  has  been  raised  and  expended  for  parochial  work.  The  President, 
Mrs.  Ci.  Cleaveland,  writes:  The  work  of  the  church  has  received  a  new 
impetus  since  the  coming  of  our  rector,  Dr.  Kemp.

R.  M.  Blume,  President ;  Mrs.  G.  W.  Schaffer,  Secretary.  Total,  $6,189.04. 
This  is  the  report  of  only  twenty-seven  out  of  forty  parishes  and  ten 
missions.  If  all  had  sent  in  reports-  the  total  would  have  been  greatly  in- 
creased.

Indianapolis,  June  7,  1887. 

The  Fiftieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Indiana  assembled  in  Grace  Church,  and  after  evening  prayer,  said 
by  the  Revs.  James  D.  Stanley,  Sherwood  Rosevelt  and  Franklin 
W.  Adams,  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Secretary  then  called  the  roll  of  the  clergy,  and  a  quorum 
was  found  in  that  order.  The  Secretary  then  called  the  roll  of  lay 
delegates. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  Rev.  Willis  D. 
Engle  and  Messrs.  Isaac  H.  Kiersted  and  David  E.  Snyder  as  the 
committee  on  Credentials,  who  reported  (see  page  7). 

Upon  roll  call,  a  quorum  was  found  in  the  order  of  the  laity. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Bradley,  the  ballot  was,  by  unanimous 
consent,  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle  was  re- 
elected Secretary. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  fourth  annual  address,  as  follows  : 

Again,  dear  brethern  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  I  am  glad  to  meet 
you  in  Convention  to  take  counsel  with  you  in  regard  to  the  interests 
of  Christ's  Kingdom  entrusted  to  our  care. 

In  the  Church  at  large  during  the  year  just  passed  three  of  our 
venerable  brethren  in  the  Episcopate,  after  having  done  long  and 
faithful  service,  have  been  gathered  to  their  fathers — the  Bishops  of 
New  York,  Mississippi  and  Delaware.  The  first  was  especially 
dear  to  myself.    I  was  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  his  Diocese  at 
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the  time  of  his  election  to  the  Episcopate.  I  was  present  at  the  Con- 
vention that  elected  him,  at  his  consecration,  at  his  first  consecra- 
tion of  a  Church,  at  his  first  confirmation  and  ordination,  and  he 
ordained  me  to  the  Diaconate.  When  at  my  ordination  I  asked 
'the  privilege  of  engaging  in  missionary  work  in  the  far  west,  he 
gave  his  cordial  consent  and  God  speed,  and  always  afterward 
manifested  a  deep  interest  in  my  welfare.  He  was  a  wise  and 
godly  man  who  administered  the  affairs  of  his  great  metropolitan 
Diocese  with  the  greatest  prudence.  His  long  Episcopate  witnessed 
great  changes  and  great  development  in  his  Diocese. 

The  saintly  Bishop  Green  was  beloved  and  respected  wherever 
known.  He  was  the  father  and  friend  of  his  clergy,  the  gentle 
guide  and  counselor  of  his  people,  who  loved  and  trusted  him. 

Those  who  witnessed  the  feebleness  of  the  venerable  Presiding 
Bishop  in  the  last  General  Convention  were  not  surprised  to  learn 
that  he  had  been  called  to  his  rest.  He  was  a  godly  and  well- 
leamed  man,  who  had  rendered  long  and  faithful  service  to  the 
Church  in  the  Episcopate. 

Yet  while  the  ranks  have  been  thus  mowed  by  death  the  places 
in  number  have  been  supplied  by  the  consecration  of  three  strong, 
comparatively  young  men  who  have  been  added  to  the  Episcopate, 
Rev.  Dr.  Gilbert,  assistant  to  the  venerable  and  beloved  Bishop  of 
Minnesota,  Rev.  E.  S.  Thomas,  assistant  to  the  Bishop  of  Kansas, 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Talbot,  to  the  Missionary  Episcopate  of  Wyoming 
and  Idaho.  I  was  permitted  to  assist  at  the  consecration  of  each 
of  these. 

The  ranks  of  our  own  clergy  have  again  been  broken  by  the 
death  of  one  of  those  who  was  with  us  at  our  last  Convention.  The 
Rev.  F.  N.  Luson  died  suddenly  at  Frankfort  in  July  last.  He  had 
been  with  us  only  a  few  months,  but  long  enough  to  secure  the  con- 
fidence of  his  Bishop  and  the  love  and  regard  of  the  flock  to  whom 
he  ministered.  He  had  done  good  service  in  the  Church  dur- 
ing a  ministry  of  twenty-five  years  and  when  the  summons  came 
was  doing  faithfully  the  Master's  work.  From  his  bereaved  widow 
I  received  his  library  to  be  disposed  of  at  my  pleasure.  I  divided 
the  books  between  our  Diocesan  Library  and  that  of  the  Howe 
Grammar  School. 
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A  number  of  our  parishes  have  sustained  severe  loss  in  the  death 
of  faithful  communicants.  Among  them  I  recall  Mr.  Samuel  Pratt, 
of  Cannelton,  a  faithful  vestryman ;  Mr.  George  S.  McKieman, 
vestr>'man  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  New  Albany,  a  frequent  delegate 
to  our  Annual  Convention ;  the  venerable  Mrs.  Sophia  L.  Bowes, 
for  forty-two  years  a  communicant  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan 
City,  and  Mrs.  Adelia  Bond,  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  a 
faithful  mother  in  Israel,  whose  heart  and  soul  were  deeply  interested 
in  doing  what  she  could  for  Zion's  welfare.  Death  has  entered  the 
home  of  one  of  our  clergy,  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  this 
city,  and  taken  a  beloved  and  only  daughter.  He  and  his  good 
wife  have  our  sympathy  and  prayers  in  their  deep  bereavement. 

The  month  of  October  was  spent  in  attendance  at  General  Con- 
vention, always  an  interesting  gathering.  It  was  especially  so  at 
this  time,  as,  being  the  first  time  that  this  great  representative  Coun- 
cil of  the  Church  had  met  in  the  West,  except  that  of  1850,  in 
Cincinnati,  and  the  cordial  and  generous  hospitality  extended  was 
noted  and  appreciated  by  all  its  members.  Important  subjects 
were  freely  and  ably  discussed,  and  the  results  attained  meet  with 
the  cordial  approval  of  the  Church.  The  changes  made  in  the 
Prayer  Book  and  the  allowance  of  shortened  forms  of  evening  serv- 
ice were  made  in  a  conservative  spirit,  and  met  what  seemed 
to  many  a  great  want.  The  question  of  Christian  unity  was  met  in 
a  deep  spirit  of  brotherly  charity,  and  in  the  hope  of  furthering  the 
great  object  of  drawing  together  the  scattered  and  divided  Body  of 
Christ.  May  the  fondest  hopes  of  every  lover  of  Christian  unity 
be  more  than  realized  by  the  results.  The  attention  given  to  the 
missionary  work  of  the  Church  and  the  deep  interest  manifested 
therein  was  a  marked  and  hopeful  feature  of  the  Convention.  The 
great  discussion  on  the  change  of  name,  pro  and  con,  has  placed 
the  subject  fairly  before  Churchmen  for  their  thoughtful  consid- 
eration. I  did  not  think  the  time  had  come  for  the  change.  The 
Church  was  not  ready  for  it.  A  step  so  important  should  command 
the  general  and  hearty  assent  of  the  great  body  of  the  faithful,  and 
not  until  there  is  substantial  unity  of  sentiment  in  regard  to  it 
should  it  be  determined  upon.  It  is  not,  in  my  judgment,  of  suf- 
ficient consequence  to  be  secured,  if  it  shall  tend  to  stir  up  strife 
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and  alienate  and  separate  brethren  of  the  same  household  of  faith. 
Glad  as  I  should  be  to  see  it  accomplished,  I  am  willing  to  wait 
patiently  until  there  shall  be  substantial  accord  to  the  wisdom  and 
desirability  of  it.  All  realized,  I  think,  the  grand  and  noble  mis- 
sion our  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  has  before  her  in  this 
great  country  to  do  the  Lord's  work.  The  triennial  statistics  are 
full  of  encouragement  and  hopefulness.  Institutions  for  Christian 
education  are  multiplying  and  growing  stronger.  Those  for  the 
amelioration  of  suffering  humanity  in  its  various  forms — ^hospitals, 
homes  for  the  orphan  and  the  aged — are  increasing  and  drawing 
forth  the  generous  bounty  of  Churchmen.  Churchmen  to  whom 
God  has  given  large  means  are  consecrating  their  wealth  more  and 
more  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  their  fellow  men.  No 
death  that  has  occurred  of  late  has  drawn  forth  more  eulc^  and 
commendation  of  the  life  than  that  of  the  noble  philanthropist,  Miss 
Catharine  Wolfe,  of  New  York.  For  all  these  tokens  of  God's 
blessing  upon  His  Holy  Church  in  this  land,  we  thank  Him  to-day. 
In  this  great  work  we  would  have  our  Diocese  of  Indiana  take 
an  honorable  part.  We  would  have  Indiana  Churchmen  awake  to 
their  responsibilities  and  their  obligations.  We  would  have  their 
vision  enlarged  to  realize  their  relationship  to  the  Holy  Catholic 
Church  throughout  our  whole  land  and  throughout  the  world.  We 
would  have  them  take  a  lively  interest  in  the  general  mission  work  of 
the  Church,  doing  their  part  as  God  has  blessed  them  in  contributing 
to  its  funds.  It  is  not  too  much  to  ask  in  view  of  what  Indiana  has 
received  from  it  in  the  past,  that  in  all  our  parishes  an  offering  be 
made  annually  for  the  different  departments  of  the  General  Board 
of  Missions.  Upon  you,  my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  devolves  the 
obligation  to  make  known  this  work  to  your  people  and  to  give 
them  the  opportunity  of  aiding  it,  and  I  might  say  the  same  of  the 
General  Church  Building  Fund  and  the  Enrollment  Fund.  The 
people  will  be  ready  to  respond  in  some  measure  if  you  inform 
them  of  the  needs  of  the  work  and  give  them  the  opportunity.  I 
rejoice  to  day  that  the  interest  is  an  increasing  one  in  this  Diocese 
and  that  there  has  been  a  steady  advance  in  our  offerings  for  the 
General  Board.  We  are  greatly  indebted  for  this  to  the  interest 
aroused    in   our   parishes   by   the  organization  of  branches  of  the 
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Woman's  Auxiliary.  They  are  doing  much  in  awakening  an  intelli- 
gent interest  in  mission  work  and  should  be  encouraged.  It  were 
well  if,  at  least  once  a  month,  a  Missionary  meeting  should  be  held 
in  all  our  parishes  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  intelligence 
and  deepening  the  interest  of  our  people.  The  report  of  the 
Diocesan  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  read  to-day  is  a 
record  of  good  work  done  of  which  we  may  well  be  thankful.  In 
many  of  our  parishes  and  Missions  the  part  which  the  women  of 
the  Church  take  in  furthering  its  work  is  a  most  important  one.  In 
many  cases  they  assume  a  good  share  of  the  Rector's  support,  and 
the  furnishing  and  improvement  of  the  Church  building,  and  are 
the  greatest  encouragement  to  the  clergy  and  the  Bishop.  In  many 
cases  it  would  be  impossible  to  maintain  the  services  without  their 
co-operation. 

To  me  it  is  a  sincere  pleasure,  dear  brethren,  that  at  this, 
our  fourth  Diocesan  Convention  since  I  came  to  you,  I  am  per- 
mitted to  bring  you  a  good  report  of  the  progress  of  our  beloved 
Church  in  this  Diocese.  In  no  year  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese 
have  there  been  so  many  confirmations  nor  a  greater  number  of 
Mission  Churches  built,  nor  more  liberal  offerings  made.  Not- 
withstanding many  changes  of  the  clergy,  we  are  able  to 
keep  up  the  number  and  to  supply  all  the  vacancies  as 
fast  as  the  parishes  or  Missions  are  ready  for  them.  True, 
we  have  not  secured  yet  all  we  need.  If  we  could  receive  a 
dozen  single  men  of  earnest,  self-sacrificing  spirit,  who  would  allow 
themselves  to  be  sent  by  the  Bishop  to  favorable  openings  in  pros- 
perous, growing  towns,  for  the  establishment  of  the  Church,  we 
would  gladly  accept  them  and  assign  them  to  duty  where  we  feel 
certain  they  would  be  cared  for,  and  where,  in  a  comparatively 
short  space  of  time,  they  would  gather  congregations  and  build 
comfortable  Churches.  There  can  be  no  more  favorable  Mission- 
ary field  in  the  whole  American  Church  than  we  have  right  here  in 
Indiana,  and  it  is  high  time  the  Church  assert  herself  more  boldly, 
and  go  forth  determined  to  win  and  conquer  for  Christ  and  the 
Church.  The  experience  of  the  last  four  years  has  demonstrated 
that  there  are  no  obstacles  to  the  Church's  progress  in  Indiana  that 
may  not  be  overcome  by  patient,  persevering  and  wise  work,  and 
that  there  is  no  diocese  that  will  make  more  liberal  return  for  work 
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bestowed  upon  it.  It  was  a  matter  of  since 
view  of  their  opportunities  for  Church  extens 
eral  Board  of  Minions  should  have  felt  it 
tbcir  appropriation  to  Indiana  last  year  from '. 
hard  to  make  the  Board  realize  the  Missionai 
in  this  Diocese  and  the  openings  for  the  C\ 
counties,  and  the  need  of  liberal  appropriati 
enable  us  to  recover  lost  ground  and  nt 
Here  the  towns  are  built,  populous  and  weal 
lished. 

By  the  Church's  early  neglect  in  sendi 
occupy  this  district,  they  were  allowed  to  gri 
istrations  of  the  Church.  Her  own  children 
istration,  and  were  compelled  to  seek  religioi 
and  thus  were  lost  to  the  Church.  Throug 
territorial  history,  from  1800  to  1816,  whe 
were  pouring  in  here  for  settlement,  no  Mi: 
was  sent.  From  1816  to  1835,  eighteen  yc 
State,  and  when  her  population  had  increase 
not  a  single  Missionary  was  sent  to  look  aft 
in  this  wilderness.  Not  until  18:!5  was  tht 
not  until  lH3ii  the  first  Missionary  Bishop,  \ 
with  the  care  of  Missouri,  Indiana,  Wis' 
Northwest,  with  his  residence  in  St.  Louis, 
means  and  with  only  a  small  company  of  M 
a  few  of  the  principal  cities.  Is  it  any  won 
of  Ohio,  should  say  to  Bishop  Kemper  whet 
Indiana  loe;t  to  the  Church  by  the  Church's 
Church  at  the  East  was  weak  during  that  ea 
sionary  spirit  had  not  been  cultivated  and  ai 
suffered.  Hut  now  that  the  Church  is  strong 
aroused,  is  there  not  the  need  in  some  great* 
that  long  ])eriod  of  neglect  and  indifference,  ai 
lost  ground  and  to  win  back  the  descendants 
to  the  Church  by  that  neglect?  They  can  be 
can  be  established  in  many  a  town  if  we  have  I 
living  messengers  to  make  her  beauty  knc 
strangers  to  it.     \Ve  shall   not  cease  to  pn 
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Board  the  needs  of  our  work,  and  of  more  liberal  appropriations 
for  it. 

I  will  not  stop  to  speak  of  the  beautiful  Churches  completed  dur- 
ing the  past  year  at  Rockville,  at  Greencastle  and  at  Kennard,  and 
of  those  projected  at  Wilkinson,  Marion  and  New  Carlisle,  nor  of 
jthe  many  towns  where  favorable  openings  await  their  occupancy  by 
the  Church.  This  will  more  properly  come  under  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  to-morrow  evening  to  which  we  invite  your  care- 
ful attention,  and  for  the  same  reason  I  will  not  speak  in  any  detail 
of  the  work  of  our  faithful  band  of  Missionaries,  than  which  I  be- 
lieve it  will  be  hard  to  find  within  the  bounds  of  our  Church  any 
more  devoted  workers  for  the  Master.  Several  of  the  parochial 
clergy  are  doing  a  Mission  work  outside  of  their  parishes,  which  is 
more  than  duplicating  their  work.  In  several  of  our  larger  parishes 
assistants  should  be  supplied  to  aid  in  doing  Mission  work.  The 
abundant  return  for  the  labor  of  the  Missionary  should  stimulate 
the  Diocese  to  do  all  in  their  power  and  to  the  full  measure  of  their 
ability. 

The  steady  increase  of  offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions  and 
Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund  has  been  most  encouraging,  and 
the  part  the  children  of  the  Sunday  Schools  have  taken  by  devoting 
their  Lenten  ofierings,  has  not  been  an  unimportant  one,  exceeding 
that  of  any  previous  year.  I  have  in  mind  to  suggest  to  the  Con- 
vention a  different  mode  of  securing  adequate  funds  for  our  Mission 
work  than  by  voluntary  offerings  or  by  pledges  made  at  Convention 
— a  method  which  I  have  seen  used  in  one  Diocese  with  the  best  re- 
sults. In  my  own  experience  in  parochial  life,  I  have  found  that 
parishes  and  Churchmen  prefer  to  know  what  is  expected  of  them, 
and  if  reasonable  they  will  try  to  meet  it  when  properly  educated 
and  trained  in  the  Church.  In  Minnesota,  for  many  years,  the  An- 
nual Convention  would  determine  the  amount  that  should  be  raised 
for  its  Diocesan  Missions  and  then  its  Committee  on  Assessments 
would  fairly  and  equitably  apportion  it  upon  the  parishes  in  the  same 
manner  the  Diocesan  assessments  were  made,  as  the  least  that  would 
be  expected  from  them.  It  worked  well  in  Minnesota,  one  of  the 
foremost  of  our  Dioceses  in  its  contributions  for  Missions,  and  the 
system  educated  them  into  devising  liberal  things.  These  appor- 
tionments were  not  enforced  by  any  penalty,  but  each  parish  and 
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mission  felt  a  pride  in  meeting  the  expectation  of  the  Church  of 
which  they  were  a  part.  I  believe  it  would  have  the  same  effect 
here.  I  suggest  it  for  the  consideration  of  this  Convention.  In 
view  of  the  greatness  of  the  work  we  have  before  us  we  should  de- 
termine upon  a  sum,  one  entirely  in  accord  with  the  ability  of  our 
people,  and  then  work  with  a  will  to  secure  it. 

CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

The  work  of  Christian  education,  which  I  consider  one  of  the 
most  important  branches  of  our  work,  has  made  decided  progress 
the  past  year,  and  is  full  of  promise  for  the  future. 

By  anticipating  the  income  of  the  Howe  trust  fund  for  a  couple 
of  years,  the*  means  were  secured  to  greatly  enlarge  the  capacity  of 
tfte  Howe  Grammar  School.  The  old  parish  Church,  donated  by 
Mr.  James  Howe  and  Mrs  John  B.  Howe,  was  moved  over  to  our 
school  property  and  converted  into  commodious  school  and  recita- 
tion rooms  on  the  first  floor,  and  dormitories  for  twenty-five  boys  on 
the  second.  Mrs.  Howe  put  in  bath  rooms  and  a  furnace,  and  pre- 
sented the  school  with  a  piano.  She  has  also  built  a  suitable  gym- 
nasium. Besides  this  generous  expenditure  of  their  means  for  the 
proper  equipment  of  the  school,  they  and  their  friends  have  pro- 
vided several  scholarships  for  deserving  boys,  two  of  them  sons  of 
the  clergy,  so  that  now  we  have  accommodations  for  from  thirty  to 
forty  boys.  The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  the  past  year  has 
been  twenty.  The  management  of  the  school  by  Mr.  Spalding  has 
been  entirely  satisfactory.  The  patrons  of  the  school  have  ex- 
pressed their  delight  with  the  progress  of  the  boys.  I  can  honestly 
recommend  the  school  to  the  parents  of  the  Diocese  as  a  safe  place 
for  their  boys,  and  in  all  its  arrangements  above  the  average  of  sim- 
ilar schools. 

The  Young  Ladies'  Institute,  of  Indianapolis,  alluded  to  in  my 
address  a  year  ago,  was  opened  in  our  Diocesan  school  building  by 
Prof.  James  Lyon  and  wife,  in  September  last,  as  a  day  school. 
The  attendance  for  the  year  was  beyond  our  expectation,  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lyon  have  given  entire  satisfaction  to  its  patrons.  Thirty- 
two  pupils  have  been  in  attendance,  and  the  income  for  tuition  left 
a  comparatively  small  balance  for  the  Bishop  to  meet.  The  prom- 
ise for  the  second  year  is  encouraging.     The  house  adjoining  the 
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school  building  has  been  leased  by  the  Principal,  and  will  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Bishop  in  time  to  receive  twenty  boarding  pupils  in 
September,  and  the  Principals  have  engaged  an  able  corps  of  teach- 
ers to  aid  them  in  their  work.  We  ask  the  generous  patronage  of 
Churchmen  in  this  effort  to  provide  a  Christian  school  for  the  train- 
ing of  their  daughters  in  our  midst.  It  is  a  bold  venture  of  faith 
to  attempt  this  work,  but  its  importance  to  the  Church  and  society 
warrants,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Bishop,  the  venture.  It  will  be 
a  grand  success  if  Churchmen  will  entrust  their  daughters  to  its 
care  in  preference  of  sending  to  other  institutions,  where  it  may  cost 
more,  but  the  advantages  and  opportunities  for  intellectual  and 
moral  training  will  be  no  better,  if  as  good. 

BARKER    HALL,     MICHIGAN    CITY. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  in  this  connection  to  mention  the  con- 
tinued success  of  the  venture  in  Christian  education  of  the  faithful 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City.  He  opened  a  school  a 
year  ago  last  September  in  the  basement  of  his  Church,  and 
was  agreeably  surprised  to  receive  seventy-five  children,  requiring 
three  teachers.  He  has  made  it  a  first-class  school  in  every  respect, 
and  the  community  have  appreciated  and  patronized  it.  A  gener- 
ous layman  of  his  parish,  to  whom  God  had  given  the  means,  no- 
ticing the  cramped  and  unsuitable  character  of  the  accommodation 
for  the  school,  was  moved,  as  a  memorial  of  dear  children  taken  to 
Paradise,  to  erect  beside  the  Church  a  splendid  school  and  parish 
house,  completely  equipped  and  furnished  for  its  work,  at  a  cost  of 
$10,000.  This  I  had  the  pleasure  of  dedicating  on  the  first  Sunday 
in  Advent,  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  by  the  parish  of  the 
semi-centennial  of  its  organization.  The  school  now  enrolls 
ninety  pupils,  with  a  corps  of  four  competent  teachers.  In  the 
Master's  name,  I  thank  him  for  this  consecration  of  his  means  for 
the  blessed  work  of  Christian  education.     It  is  worthy  of  imitation. 

I  take  especial  pleasure  in  mentioning  another  school  which, 
though  of  a  somewhat  different  character,  is  none  the  less  doing  a 
blessed  work.  The  parish  of  St.  James's,  Vincennes,  last  year  se- 
cured a  valuable  property,  located  in  the  north  part  of  their  city, 
in  the  midst  of  a  large  working  population.     A  Sunday-school  and 
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Industrial  School  was  gathered  by  the  hard-working  Rector.  Ma- 
jor W.  P.  Gould,  Q.  S.  A. ,  seeing  the  opportunity  for  a  useful 
work  in  behalf  of  the  children,  offered  to  provide  the  entire  sup- 
port of  a  day  school  in  the  Chapel  building.  The  offer  was  ac- 
cepted, and  a  most  interesting  school,  enrolling  fifty  pupils,  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  with  marked  good  effect  upon 
the  pupils  and  the  neighborhood.  All  praise  for  this  wise  devo- 
tion of  means  to  a  noble  purpose. 

Miss  Pettis,  of  St.  John's,  Lafayette,  has  also  taught  for  the  year 
an  interesting  parish  school  in  the  large  and  comfortable  vestry- 
room  of  the  parish  Church.  For  this  enlargement  of  the  work 
of  Christian  education  let  us  give  God  thanks. 

IMPROVEMENT   IN   CHURCH    PROPERTY. 

In  many  of  our  parishes  there  has  been  a  care  manifested  in  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  Church  buildings  and  furni- 
ture that  is  delightful  to  observe.  Christ  Church,  Madison^  has 
spent  $1,800  in  putting  their  entire  Church  property — Church, 
Chapel  and  Rectory  in  first-class  condition.  St.  James's,  Vincennes 
spent  several  hundred  dollars  in  building  a  parish  room,  enlarging 
the  Rectory  and  refitting  and  repairing  their  Church  and  are  about 
to  purchase  a  new  pipe  organ  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.  Grace  Church, 
in  this  city,  has  spent  several  hundred  dollars  in  the  improvement 
of  its  building.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Viele,  of  Evansville,  be- 
sides maintaining  Holy  Innocents'  Church  among  a  large  working 
population,  have  just  built  a  beautiful  stone  chapel  at  a  cost  of 
$5,000  beside  their  elegant  parish  church,  and  have  expended 
several  thousand  dollars  in  rebuilding  the  house  adjoining  the 
church  property  for  a  rectory,  all  of  which  is  freely  given  to  their 
parish  church,  making  with  church,  chapel,  rectory  and  com- 
modious parish  buildings,  one  of  the  finest  church  pro|>erties  in 
the  country.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  mention  the  beneficence  of 
this  devoted  Church  family  to  the  Church,  and  it  is  worthy  of  imita- 
tion in  its  degree  in  other  places. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  M.  Latta,  of  Boston,  but  still  retaining  their 
summer  home  at  Goshen,  have  built  a  pretty  and  admirably  planned 
Rectory,  furnished  with  furnace  and  bath-room,  beside  St.  James's 
Church,  and  deeded  it  to  the  vestry.     It  has  cost  $2,500.     Our 
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gratitude  is  due  to  these  friends  for  their  generous  remembrance  of 
their  former  parish. 

There  has  been  a  great  revival  of  Church  life  in  St.  John's, 
Elkhart,  under  the  ministrations  of  Mr.  Adams,  culminating  in  a 
united  effort  to  build  a  rectory  on  their  eligible  lot  adjoining  the 
church,  and  resulting  in  the  sum  of  $1,500  secured,  and  a  com- 
fortable rectory  is  now  being  built.  This  substantial  gain  to  these 
two  parishes  of  a  home  for  their  clergyman,  and  the  saving  of 
heavy  rent,  must  render  them  soon  independent  of  Missionary  aid. 
There  have  been  great  improvements  in  the  church  building  of  St. 
Thomas's,  Plymouth,  and  the  earnest  and  devoted  Rector  has  been 
greatly  encouraged  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  his  people.  Christ 
Church,  in  this  city,  has  put  in  new  furnaces,  re-carpeted  and 
cushioned  their  church,  and  put  beautiful  tiling  in  the  vestibule  at 
a  cost  of  $1,500.  St.  John's,  Lafayette,  are  about  to  build  a  new 
chancel,  organ-room  and  vestry-room,  and  greatly  improve  their 
church  building,  at  an  entire  cost  of  $3,000,  which  has  been  secured. 
I  might  mention  many  other  cases,  but  time  fails. 

Substantial  reduction  of  church  indebtedness  has  been  made  in 
Trinity.  Fort  Wayne ;  St.  James's,  South  Bend ;  Trinity,  Logansport ; 
St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute ;  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort,  St.  Paul's,  Rich- 
mond, and  St.  Paul's,  this  city.  New  churches  are  projected  at 
Jeffersonville,  Crawfordsville  and  New  Albany,  and  a  rectory  at 
Fort  Wayne. 

ENDOWMENT   OF   THE   DIOCESE. 

At  the  request  of  the  Convention  I  undertook  the  work  of  the 
endowment  of  the  Diocese.  In  the  plan  I  adopted  I  allowed  seven 
years  for  its  completion,  and  every  parish  and  mission  to  do  its 
own  full  share  by  subscribing  the  capital,  which,  at  6  per  cent., 
produces  the  present  assessment  which  it  is  to  do  away  with.  The 
progress  made  thus  far  has  surpassed  my  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions. Wherever  it  has  been  presented  its  reasonableness  and  de- 
sirableness has  been  admitted  and  the  method  of  accomplishment 
commended.  The  Treasurer  reports  at  this  date  $5,000  to  the 
credit  of  this  fund.  I  am  able  to  report  that  about  one-third  of  the 
parishes  have  subscribed  their  full  proportion  of  the  entire  capital, 
about  one-third  more  have  made  a  substantial  beginning,  whilst  in 
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about  one-third  more  nothing  has  been  done  as  yet,  and  the  Bishop 
has  had  no  opportunity  of  personally  presenting  it  to  them.  I  feel 
confident  that  within  the  time  set,  this  grand  object  will  be  com- 
pleted, an  object  which  all  lovers  of  the  Church  in  Indiana 
should  wish  well,  and  do  what  they  can  to  further.  In  a  number 
of  paris'hes  it  has  not  been  presented  because  the  Bishop  does  not 
deem  the  time  opportune.  They  have  been  engaged  in  parish  im- 
provements or  payment  of  indebtedness  which,  when  paid,  will  pre- 
pare the  way  for  this.  There  have  been  some  generous  offerings 
made  of  which  I  will  mention  only  one  at  this  time.  Mr.  James 
Howe,  of  Lima,  paid  in  cash  the  whole  quota  of  his  parish,  $800. 
On  all  amounts  paid  in,  previous  to  this  Convention,  the  parishes 
will  be  entitled  to  a  discount  of  6  per  cent,  on  their  annual  assess- 
ments, and  so  on  at  each  Convention. 

The  following  parishes  and  missions  have  substantially  completed 
their  share  of  the  Endowment:  Grace,  Indianapolis,  $1,700;  St. 
Mark's,  Lima,  $800 ;  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka,  $350 ;  Grace,  Mun- 
cie,  $500 ;  St.  Paul's,  Jeffersonville,  $800 ;  St.  James's,  Vincennes, 
$800 ;  St.  John's,  Crawfordsville,  $500 ;  St.  Mary's,  Delphi,  $350 ; 
St.  James's,  New  Castle,  $200 ;  St.  Thomas's,  Plymouth,  $863 ;  St. 
James's,  Goshen,  $500 ;  Gethsemane  Marion,  $200 ;  St.  Lukes. 
Cannelton,  $250;  St.  Matthew's,  Worthington,  $200;  Trinity,  Con- 
nersville,  $200. 

The  following  parishes  and  missions  have  made  pledges  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent,  many  of  them  through  their  Rectors  or  ves- 
tries, assuring  the  Bishop  that  at  an  early  day  the  whole  amount 
assigned  them  will  be  completed :  Trinity,  Michigan  City ;  Trin- 
ity, Fort  Wayne ;  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis ;  St.  James's,  South 
Bend;  St.  John's,  Elkhart;  St.  Stephen's,  Terre  Haute;  St  John's, 
Lafayette;  St.  Paul's,  Richmond;  St.  Paul's,  New  Albany;  Trin- 
ity, Lawrenceburg ;  St.  Andrew's,  Warsaw;  St.  John's,  Bristol: 
St.  John's,  Rockville;  Grace,  Attica;  Trinity,  Logansport:  St. 
Stephen's,  New  Harmony;  Trinity,  Bloomington.  The  cheerful- 
ness and  cordiality  with  which  the  Bishop  has  thus  far  been  met  in 
the  progress  of  this  work  has  been  most  encouraging,  and  made  the 
task  laid  upon  him  a  comparatively  easy  one. 
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DIOCESAN    ORPHANAGE     FUND. 

In  my  address  last  year  I  was  able  to  report  that  the  children 
and  some  friends  had  contributed  $175  as  the  beginning  of  a  Dio- 
cesan Orphanage  fund.  The  dear  children  of  our  Sunday-schools 
have  increased  this  sum  the  present  year  to  $363.  The  fund  is  on 
deposit  in  the  Savings  Bank  at  Terre  Haute  at  compound  interest, 
Mr.  L.  B.  Martin  being  special  Treasurer  of  the  same. 

The  fund  for  the  endowment  of  a  Child's  cot  in  St.  Stephen's 
Hospital  has  increased  from  the  children's  offering  of  $126  last 
year  to  $170.42. 

The  Enrollment  Fund  begun  last  year  amounts  to  $520,  and  is 
held  on  interest  at  5  per  cent,  in  the  Savings  Bank  at  Terre  Haute 
until  the  final  completion  and  disposition  of  the  fund  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1888.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  greatly  added  to  pre- 
vious to  that  time.  An  itemized  account  of  these  three  funds  and  the 
sources  from  which  they  have  been  derived  will  be  furnished  for 
the  Journal  by  the  special  Treasurer  of  the  same,  Mr.  Lewis  B. 
Martin. 

I  call  at  this  time  the  attention  of  Churchmen  to  the  proposed 
Orphanage.  God  has  blessed  many  of  our  people  with  abundant 
means.  Is  there  no  one  who,  for  Christ's  sake,  could  donate  a 
suitable  house  in  which  to  begin  a  foundation  for  the  Orphanage, 
under  the  direct  care  and  responsibility  of  the  Church  ?  For  this 
we  are  working  and  praying,  and  we  have  faith  that  God  will  put  it 
into  the  hearts  of  His  children  to  do  this,  and  sure  we  are  that  the 
loving  gifts  of  Christ's  people  and  the  dear  children  of  our  Diocese 
would  abundantly  care  for  it. 

BIBLKS  AND  PRAYKR  BOOKS. 

As  in  past  years,  we  have  received  generous  donations  of  Prayer 
Books  and  Hymnals  from  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society  ot 
Philadelphia,  and  Prayer  Books,  Hymnals,  Bibles  and  Tracts 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  James  Pott,  of  the  New  York  Bible  and 
Prayer  Book  Society.  The  Bishop  is  indebted  to  the  loving  and 
generous  offerings  of  individuals,  parishes  and  Sunday-schools,  out- 
side the  Diocese  for  the  means  to  aid  in  church  building,  mission 
work,  and  sustaining  our  schools.  For  these  he  is  devoutly  grate- 
ful and  implores  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  generous  donors. 
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ST.  Stephen's  hospital,  Richmond. 

From  the  Secretary  of  St.  Stephen's  Hospital  we  learn  with  great 
pleasure  of  the  continued  usefulness  of  this  institution.  It  has  not 
had  as  many  patients  as  they  have  been  able  to  care  for,  but  they  have 
turned  no  sick  or  needy  person  from  their  doors,  and  they  stand 
ready  to  receive  patients  from  any  parish  in  our  Diocese.  The  com- 
munity in  which  this  hospital  is,  have  contributed  generously  for  its 
maintenance,  and  the  remembrances  that  have  come  from  many  of 
our  parishes  have  been  thankfully  received,  and  the  donors  held  in 
grateful  remembrance.  I  bespeak  for  this  institution  kindly  remem- 
brance at  Thanksgiving  or  Harvest  Home  Festivals.  During  the 
past  year  17  patients  have  been  treated  to  whom  178  days*  care  was 
given,  141  being  on  account  of  charity.  $762.17  has  been  contrib- 
uted in  Richmond,  $105  has  been  received  from  board  of  patients 
and  $83. 23  has  been  contributed  from  the  Diocese,  a  total  of  $940. 

The  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  of  the  Diocese  now  amounts 
to  $1,1)20.66  it  is  steadily  increasing  against  our  future  needs.  The 
canons  of  the  Diocese  expressly  direct  that  an  offering  shall  be  taken 
at  Christmas  for  this  fund.  Many  of  our  clergy,  I  regret  to  say, 
neglect  it,  making  no  offering  at  Christmas  or  any  other  time.  It 
s  hard  to  account  for  this  disobedience  to  the  canon  and  this  neg- 
lect of  a  very  important  fund. 

CANDIDATES    FuR    ORDERS. 

Joseph  Shaw  and  George  W.  Cobb  have  requested  to  withdraw 
from  candidateship  for  Deacon's  Orders  only,  and  their  names  have 
accordingly  been  dropped  from  the  list.  We  have  at  present  two 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  William  H.  Wooley,  pursuing  his 
studies  in  the  preparatory  department  of  Seabury  Divinity  School, 
Minnesota,  and  William  G.  Woolford,  received  from  the  Diocese 
of  Easton  and  just  about  to  graduate  from  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York,  and  soon  to  be  ordered  Deacon  and  to  be 
assistant  to  Rev.  C.  N.  Spalding  in  Howe  Grammar  School.  We 
have  two  postulants  for  the  Ministry,  John  Beamish  and  Frank 
Ramsay,  pupils  of  the  Howe  Grammar  School. 

I  have  had  applications  from  a  Baptist  minister  and  a  Presby- 
terian minister,  both  in  good  standing  in  their  respective  denomina- 
tions, to  enter  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  but  as  both  had  families 
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and  would  require  a  considerable  outlay  of  money  for  their  support 
during  their  period  of  candidateship,  and  having  no  means  at  my 
command  to  furnish  this,  I  was  obliged  to  decline  their  applications. 
In  this  connection  I  would  call  attention  of  the  clergy  to  the  great 
importance  of  making  an  annual  offering  to  assist  worthy  candidates 
in  their  preparation  for  the  ministry.  The  report  of  the  Diocesan 
Treasurer  will  show  how  few  of  them  have  regarded  this  request. 
I  would  also  earnestly  enjoin  upon  them  the  importance  of  direct- 
ing the  minds  of  intelligent  youths  toward  the  sacred  ministry.  We 
should  more  and  more  seek  to  educate  and  train  men  from  our  own 
Diocese  to  supply  the  increasing  need  we  shall  constantly  have  for 
more  clergymen.  A  little  careful  attention  to  this  matter  we  are 
sure  will  furnish  them.  Parents  could  desire  no  better  thing  for 
their  boys  than  that  they  should  be  trained  to  become  faithful  and 
devoted  ministers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

LAY    READERS. 

We  have  in  this  Diocese  at  the  present  time  a  band  of  licensed 
lay  readers  and  preachers  numbering  twenty-seven.  Their  annual 
reports  to  me  indicate  that  they  are  performing  effective  service  in 
maintaining  services  in  vacant  parishes;  in  aiding  Rectors  at  mission 
chapels  in  the  parish  church,  and  as  Sunday  School  teachers  and 
superintendents.  There  should  be  some  godly  laymen  in  every 
parish  and  mission,  willing  to  give  themselves  in  this  way  for  the 
turtherance  of  the  Church. 

SPIRITUAL  PROGRESS. 

It  is  my  sincere  conviction  that  the  spiritual  progress  of  the  Di- 
ocese is  keeping  pace  with  its  material  progress.  I  have  been 
delighted  with  the  character  of  the  confirmation  classes  and  their 
earnest,  careful  preparation  for  the  Holy  Rite,  and  I  note  with  pleas- 
ure that  the  number  of  parishes  in  which  there  is  a  weekly  celebra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Eucharist  is  steadily  increasing.  I  trust  this  may 
go  on  until  it  becomes  the  rule  throughout  the  Diocese.  To  me  it 
is  also  a  cause  for  thanksgiving  that  the  seats  in  the  great  majority 
of  our  churches  are  free  and  their  support  secured  by  asking  every 
man  to  give  as  God  has  blessed  him  for  the  support  of  the  sanctu- 
ary. 
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BROTHERHOOD  OF  ST.  ANDREW. 

I  have  been  glad  to  learn  of  the  organization  of  Chapters  of  St. 
Andrew's  Brotherhood  in  nearly  all  our  larger  parishes,  drawing 
young  men  together  for  instruction  in  Bible  classes,  to  influence 
them  to  come  to  the  house  of  God,  and  to  let  their  influence  be  felt 
for  good  among  their  fellows  and  for  the  Church.  I  know  of  no  more 
important  work  than  to  enlist  young  men  in  the  service  of  the 
Church  and  to  surround  them  with  healthful  moral  influences. 

WHITE   CROSS  MOVEMENT. 

The  interest  in  what  is  called  the  White  Cross  movement,  for 
the  promotion  of  purity  of  life  and  conversation,  has  been  greatly 
stimulated  in  our  own  city  by  the  visit  of  Dr.  DeCosta,  of  New 
York,  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Society,  and  the  enthusiastic 
meetings  held  by  him.  Our  clergy,  I  feel  sure,  will  give  their  in- 
fluence as  they  have  opportunity  for  the  promotion  of  this  worthy 
cause.  The  preaching  of  an  annual  sermon  in  all  our  parishes, 
calling  attention  to  the  evils  of  intemperance  and  the  duty  of 
Churchmen  to  practice  temperance  and  soberness  of  life,  must  aid 
in  keeping  before  our  people  their  obligation  in  this  matter  and 
their  duty  to  further  in  every  way  the  promotion  of  temperance  in 
all  things. 

Several  of  our  Missionary  Bishops,  both  foreign  and  domestic, 
have  been  welcome  visitors  to  Indianapolis,  and  their  stirring  ad- 
dresses and  accounts  of  their  work  have  served  to  increase  the  in- 
terest of  our  people  in  the  great  work  of  missions.  They  will  al- 
ways be  cordially  welcomed  to  our  Diocese. 

I  have  the  great  pleasure  of  welcoming  to  this  convention 
Judge  L.  Bradford  Prince,  who  is  giving  a  year  of  his  time  to 
awakening  the  interest  of  the  Church  in  the  General  Church  Build- 
ing Fund.  I  feel  sure  it  will  be  a  great  pleasure  to  you  to  hear 
from  him  concerning  the  work,  and  I  trust  our  zeal  in  its  behalf 
may  be  quickened  thereby. 

SF.Ml-CKNTEN'NIAL. 

The  preliminary  steps  for  the  organization  of  the  Diocese  of  In- 
diana were  taken  at  a  convocation  of  the  clergy  summoned  by 
Bishop  Kemper,  at   Evansville,  June  0,    1888.     The  actual  organ- 
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ization  was  completed  at  a  special  convention  held  in  the  city  of 
Madison,  August  24,  25,  27,  1838,  and  the  Diocese  admitted  to 
union  with  the  General  Convention  in  October  following.  It  will 
be  well,  I  am  sure  to  celebrate  this  important  event  in  our  history 
in  a  suitable  manner,  by  reviewing  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  con- 
sidering what  God  has  wrought  and  gathering  fresh  courage  for  the 
great  work  we  have  before  us.  I  recommend  that  a  suitable  com- 
mittee be  appointed,  and  that  the  celebration  be  in  connection  with 
our  next  convention,  and  that  it  be  held  in  Christ  Church,  in  this 
city. 

1  have  received  from  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  an  invita- 
tion to  attend  the  third  meeting  of  the  Pan  Anglican  Synod,  at 
Lambeth  Palace,  in  the  summer  of  1888.  If  the  affairs  of  the  Dio- 
cese are  in  such  condition  as  to  be  able  to  leave  them  for  a  season, 
I  shall  hope,  if  spared,  soon  after  our  next  convention,  to  go  over 
to  attend  this  great  gathering  of  the  representatives  of  the  Anglican 
Branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church,  and  shall  look  forward  with 
prayer  and  hopefulness  for  the  good  results  which  must  accrue  to 
the  Church  from  such  a  brotherly  conference. 

MISSION  IN  INDIANAPOLIS. 

A  ten  days  Mission  was  held  in  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  be- 
ginning Septuagesima  Sunday  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Courtney,  of  St. 
Paurs  Church,  Boston,  that  did  very  much  to  quicken  the  devotion 
of  the  faithful  and  arouse  the  lukewarm  in  our  midst.  The  whole 
community  felt  its  blessed  influence,  and  none  who  were  in  attend- 
ance will  forget  the  earnest,  encouraging  words  of  the  preacher. 
Dr.  Courtney  showed  himself  a  master  workman  in  this  important 
and  increasing  instrumentality  for  furthering  the  work  of  our  Church. 
I  wish  we  might  have  an  able  godly  evangelist  to  devote  his  whole 
time  to  this  work  of  awakening  to  new  life  and  devotion  many  of 
our  old  parishes  and  missions.  In  the  meantime  we  have  clergy  in 
our  midst  who  are  well  qualified,  or  who  could  prepare  themselves 
for  such  work  and  could  greatly  aid  their  brethren  by  holding  at 
least  two  missions  a  year.  I  shall  be  glad  to  have  our  clergy  offer  for 
this  work  and  will  cheerfully  co-operate  in  arranging  for  the  Mission. 
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SOUTHERN   OHIO. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  Southern  Ohio, 
whose  Bishop  has  been  prostrated  by  sickness  and  is  abroad,  I  have 
held  a  number  of  services,  preaching  twenty-six  times,  confirming 
203,  laying  one  corner  stone. 

I  have  been  glad  to  have  the  strength  to  render  this  service  to  a 
sister  Diocese  in  its  time  of  need.  I  believe  no  interest  of  the 
Diocese  has  suffered  from  the  absence  required,  except  that  I  have 
not  been  able  to  hold  mission  services  in  some  towns  which  I  had 
intended  to  do. 

It  is  with  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  that  I  acknowledge  his 
mercy  in  the  preservation  of  life  through  great  perils  and  some 
sickness  the  past  year,  and  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  courtesy 
and  kindness  extended  to  me  throughout  the  Diocese.  I  bless  His 
Holy  Name  for  the  spirit  of  love  and  peace  that  prevails  through- 
out our  borders,  for  the  devotion  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  to 
their  great  work,  and  that  their  hands  are  upheld  by  an  increasing 
body  of  earnest  and  intelligent  Christian  laymen.  May  the  good 
work  ^  on,  blessed  of  God,  until  our  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic 
Church  shall  be  known,  respected  and  loved  in  every  town  and 
county  of  Indiana. 

Invoking  the  blessings  of  God  upon  your  deliberations,  it  re- 
mains for  me  to  read  the  summary  of  my  official  acts  for  the  con- 
ventional year  and  to  append  to  this  address  for  the  journal  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  them.

The  Standing  Committee  elected  at  the  last  Annual  Convention  was  duly 
organized  on  the  3d  day  of  July,  A.  1).  188G,  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Edward  A.  Bradley,  President,  and  Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  Secretary. 

The  following  is  a  summary,  in  brief,  of  its  official  acts: 

Consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  Rt.  Rev.  Daniel  Sylvester  Tutile, 
S.  T.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Idaho  and  Utah,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Missouri,  and  also  to  election  of  Rt.  Rev.  Ozi  W.  Whitaker,  I).  D.,  Mission- 
ary Bishop  of  Nevada,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 
Rev.  Clarence  Estelle  Brandt  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  advance- 
ment  to  the  Priesthood.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  Rev. 
Elisha  S.  Thomas,  Assistant  Bishop  elect  of  Kansas,  and  William  H.  Wooley 
was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.

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Mr.  Isaac  H.  Kiersted  submitted  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese,  as  follows  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  submit  the  following  report — 

The  Board  of  Trustees  elected  at  the  last  Convention  was  organized  by 
re-electing  Walter  Vail,  Treasurer,  and  Isaac  H.  Kiersted,  Secretary. 

Mr.  John  Sanderson,  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Cannelton,  reported  rental 
receipts  for  past  year  $120.00,  which  was  balanced  by  $12.75  for  insurance 
and  $107.25  paid  on  minister's  salary. 

Mr.  R.  M.  Wylie,  of  Trinity  Church,  Bloomington,  reported  a  balance 
of  $142.10  on  old  rental  account  subject  to  the  Bishop's  order. 

The  property  known  as  477  North  Pennsylvania  street  was  rented  to 
Prof.  James  Lyon  for  one  year  from  June  1,  1887,  for  use  of  the  Diocesan 
School  for  Girls,  at  thirty  dollars  per  month.  No  charges  were  made  for  his 
occupancy  of  a  part  of  the  premises  for  March,  April  and  May,  and  a  rebate 
of  forty  dollars  was  allowed  to  former  tenant  on  her  rental  account. 

Lot  No.  54  in  Morrison's  Second  Addition  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
was  sold  to  W.  S.  Howell  for  $2,000.00,  he  assuming  taxes  on  same  and 
street  improvements  for  1887,  subject  to  satisfactory  papers  to  be  drawn  up 
by  the  Chancellor  fully  protecting  the  interest  of  the  Diocese.  This  sale  is 
virtually  completed. 

Several  offers  were  since  made  for  the  other  four  lota  at  a  little  over 
$8,000.00,  but  were  declined. 

rhe  Board,  at  its  last  meeting,  ordered  that  in  future  all  fire  insurance 
policies  on  its  property  should  be  placed  in  the  charge  of  its  Secretary. 

The  personal  bond  of  Wm.  H.  Morrison,  deceased,  for  $5,000,  heretofore 
held  by  the  Trustees  as  part  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  upon  which  several 
years'  interest  had  been  paid,  was  filed  as  a  claim  against  his  estate,  and  upon 
trial  of  the  cause  at  the  present  term  of  the  Circuit  Court,  the  bond  was  held 
to  be  an  invalid  claim  on  account  of  the  peculiar  conditions  attached  to  it 
by  Mr.  Morrison.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Willis  D.  Engle,  the  ballot  being  by 
unanimous  consent  dispensed  with,  Miss  Emily  L.  Upfold  was 
re-elected  Diocesan  Librarian. 

The  Bishop  nominated  to  the  Convention,  for  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese,  Messrs.  David  Turpie  and  \V.  A.  Van  Buren. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Van  Buren,  the  ballot  being  by  unani- 
mous consent  dispensed  with,  Mr.  David  Turpie,  was  elected 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  H.  B.  Payne  presented  a  memorial  from  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Richmond,  in  regard  to  the  mode  of  reporting  communicants, 
which,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church. 

The   Rev.    Sherwood   Rosevelt  submitted  the  following,  which 
was  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  School  Work,  appointed  to  consider  the  work 
of  Sunday  Schools  within  the  Diocese,  and  to  bring  before  the  Convention 
such  matters  relating  thereto,  as,  in  their  judgment,  require  the  action  of  the 
Convention,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report — 

The  subject  is  of  the  deepest  importance,  a  subject  which  your  Commit- 
tee believes  has  been  overlooked  in  the  counsels  of  the  Church  heretofore, 
not  purposely,  nor  through  ignorance,  but  partly  because  of  the  necessitated 
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consideration  of  matters  demanding  the  prompt  attention  of  the  Church,  but 
nevertheless  the  fact  remains,  the  work  of  Sunday  Schools  has  not,  to  any 
great  extent,  been  brought  before  the  legislative  bodies  of  the  Church,  in 
order  that  wise  and  timely  counsel  may  be  had,  seeking  for  more  systematic 
training  of  the  young  Christian  and  a  uniformity  of  modes  of  work.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  in  the  truth  of  the  statement,  that  the  future  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese  depends,  to  a  very  great  extent,  upon  the  children  who 
are  now  being  trained  for  their  respective  work  in  he  Lord's  vineyard.  In  a 
very  few  years  comparatively,  those  of  us  who  are  bearing  the  burden  and 
heat  of  the  work,  will  have  been  called  to  our  rest,  and  our  places  largely 
supplied  by  those  now  being  trained  in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  our  Diocese. 
What  is  that  training  ?  Is  it  such  as  to  make  them  full  rounded  churchmen, 
those  who  can  take  their  places  among  men  as  intelligent  churchmen?  Your 
committeee,  feeling  that  there  is  not  time  at  this  convention  to  fully  consider 
so  important  a  matter,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved^  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  clergymen  and lay- 
men, be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to  formulate  a  course  of  study  for  teachers, 
and  to  report  to  the  next  Convention.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes,  in  behalt  of  the  Committee  on  Unfin- 
ished business,  reported  as  the  only  item  of  unfinished  business,  a 
report  from  the  committee  appointed  last  year  on  Christian  Unity. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes,  the  following  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 
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Resohed,  That  this  Convention  deems  it  expedient  to  reckon  the  bap> 
tized  persons  in  the  respective  parishes  as  members  of  the  Church,  rather 
than  the  communicants,  as  hitherto. 

The  Secretary  submitted  the  following  : 

The  Secretary  respectfully  reports  that  he  caused  to  be  printed  and  dis- 
tributed five  hundred  copies  of  the  journal  of  the  last  Convention,  together 
with  the  reports  of  work  of  the  women  of  the  Diocese.  He  also  made  the 
usual  triennial  report  to  the  General  Convention,  and  issued  the  blanks  for 
parochial  and  other  reports  to  this  Convention.

Rfsokfd,  That  the  subject  of  the  development  of  lay  work  in  the 
Church  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  act  during  the  recess  of  the 
Convention,  consisting  of  five  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  with  the  Bishop 
as  chairman. 

/^c-sahfJ^  That  to  this  committee  be  specially  referred  the  work  of  the 
Lay  Helpers"  Association  of  England. 

The  ballot  was,  by  unanimous  consent,  dispensed  with,  and  the 
Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  Rev.  Drs.  Bradley  and  Remp,  Rev.  F.  Hallam, 
and  Messrs.  F.  E.  Marsh,  E.  \V.  Fitch  and  I.  H.  Kiersted  were 
appointed  such  committee. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pettis  submitted  the  following : 
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The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  would  respectfully 
report — 

That  from  the  evidences  of  Church  work,  and  growth,  as  found  in  the 
Bishop's  address,  the  parochial  repo^'ts,  and  in  other  reports,  the  progress  of 
the  Church  in  various  lines  of  development,  such  as  the  improvement  of 
church  buildings,  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  the  increase  of  the  different 
permanent  funds,  and  the  large  number  of  persons  added  to  the  Church,  is 
most  gratifying  and  assuring.  The  onward  movement  of  the  Church  thus 
commends  itself  to  the  consideration  and  active  aid  of  every  member  of  the 
same. 

It  is  only  by  the  united  effort  of  every  member  of  the  Church  that  we 
may   hope  to  extend  the  knowledge  of  the  Gospel  as  taught  by  the  Church. 

In  relation  to  the  matter  presented  by  the  memorial  from  the  vestry  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Richmond,  the  committee  would  respectfully  state  that 
they  think  this  subject  does  not  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Conven- 
tion. 

On  the  matter  of  reporting  the  number  of  baptized  persons  in  a  parish, 
rather  than  the  number  of  communicants,  as  committed  to  this  committee  on 
the  resolution  of  Dr.  Jenckes,  the  committee  will  state  that  the  general 
canons  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  Diocese,  require  the  number  of  communi- 
cants to  be  reported,  but  will  suggest  that  if  it  be  the  will  of  this  Conven- 
tion that  the  number  of  baptized  persons  be  reported,  it  might  be  so  stated 
in  the  parochial  report,  and  that  a  proper  heading  be  provided  in  the  blanks 
for  the  same.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bradley  submitted  the  following  : 

Whereas,  The  cause  of  Church  Unity  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church,  and  being  wonderfully  fostered  by  His  overruling 
spirit ; 

Hesolved,  That  this  Convention  adopts  the  suggestion  of  the  General 
Church  Unity  Society,  and  will  proceed  to  elect  a  Diocesan  Secretary. 

Jiesolved,  That  a  Diocesan  meeting  be  held  under  direction  of  the  Secre- 
tary during  the  month  of  October. 

By  unanimous  consent  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Rev. 
Dr.  Bradley  was  elected  Diocesan  Secretary  of  the  Church  Unity 
Society. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  S.  Rosevelt,  it  was 

Resohed^  That  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  be  appropriated  to  the  Secretary 
of  this  Convention,  and  ten  dollars  to  the  sexton  of  Grace  Church,  Indian- 
apolis. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pettis  submitted  the  following,  which,  on  his  mo- 
tion was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  : 

Resolved^  That  Section  2,  of  Canon  III,  be  amended  as  follows:  Strike 
out  the  words  '*and  all  other  male  persons,'*  and  substitute  the  followmg, 
**  and  all  other  baptized  persons."  Also  in  the  last  clause  of  the  section, 
strike  out  the  word  *'  or"  and  substitute  the  word  **  and,'*  so  that  the  section 
shall  read  thus : 

Section  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  description  of  persons 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  to  wit : 

All  communicants,  members  of  the  parish,  in  regular  standing  and  not 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age ;  and  all  other  baptized  persons  not  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  been  habitual  worshippers  at  the 
public  services  of  the  parish,  and  regular  contributors  to  its  support  for  six 
months  next  preceding. 

Rev.  Dr.  Bradley  submitted  the  following : 

Rsokfd,  That  this  Convention  will  elect  annually  a  cleiical  and  lay 
trustee  of  Kenyon  College. 

Resohed^  That  Rev.  Dr.  Jenckes  and  Dr.  Irwin  be  and  are  hereby  elected 
trustees  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Swan,  the  resolutions  were  laid 
upon  the  table. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bradley,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  re- 
ported in  favor  of  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section 
2,  Canon  III,  which  was  concurred  in. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  D.  E.  Snyder,  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Sunday  Schools  was  constituted  the  committee  under  the  report  of  . 
that  committee. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  until  7:30  o'clock  this  even- 
ing, the  meeting  to  be  held  in  Christ  Church. 
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Wednesday,  7:30  p.  m. 

The  Convention  reassembled  in  Christ  Church,  and  after  col- 
lects said  by  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude  submitted  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  as  follows  : 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Diocese  is  **  of  age,"  having  been  created 
by  the  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  A.  D.  1866.  Ot 
the  two  Bishops,  three  clergymen,  and  two  laymen,  who  were,  under  the 
Canon,  made  its  first  members,  four  have  been  translated,  we  trust,  to  the 
Paradise  of  God ;  two,  while  no  longer  with  us,  are  still  in  the  Church  Mili- 
tant; and  one  is  still  active  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Previous  to  this  there  had  been,  of  course,  some  missionary  efforts,  but 
no  organization.  In  the  Convention  of  1866,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
reported  disbursements  from  a  **  Mission  Fund,"  to  thirteen  different  clergy- 
men, each  receiving  the  rather  meagre  sum  of  $25,  and  this,  too,  in  the  face 
of  war  prices,  when  the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  was  scarcely  half 
what  it  is  to-day. 

In  the  first  Convention  after  his  translation  to  this  Diocese,  the  late 
Bishop  Talbot,  in  his  Convention  address,  laid  great  stress  upon  the  Missions 
of  the  Diocese,  and  urged  the  creation  of  a  Missionary  Board,  predicting 
greater  interest  in  the  work  of  missions,  and  making  the  definite  prophecy 
that  it  would  result  in  the  Diocese  receiving  five  times  the  amount  of  mis- 
sionar>'  offerings.  A  missionary  canon  was  adopted,  and  under  its  provisions 
the  first  Board  was  elected,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  L.  W.  Russ,  the  Rev.  J. 
V.  T.  Ingraham,  the  Rev.  James  Runcie,  Mr.  Isaac  L.  Beach,  and  the  Hon. 
Ballard  wSmith,  with  the  Bishop  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  as  members  ^;c-^t-iV>. 

Earnest  appeals  were  at  once  put  forth  by  the  Board,  while  the  Bishop 
made  special  visitations  to  present  the  subject  of  missions ;  and  although 
some  of  the  parishes  engaged  in  the  custom  of  making  pledges  which  they 
did  not  redeem,  there  was  still  raised  the  sum — munificent  for  those  days  of 
few  and  small  parishes — of  $1,760,  according  to  the  Treasurer's  report. 
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About  $3S0  of  this  amount  seems  to  have  been  sent  directly  to  several 
mission  stations,  so  that  while  only  $1,760  appears  in  the  Treasurer's  report, 
there  was  really  given  $2,186.77. 

Such  missionary  giving  shows  what  can  be  done  even  by  a  few  small 
parishes.  Here  were  several  parishes,  no  one  of  which  had  200  communi- 
cants, giving  for  missions  by  tfu  hundreds  of  dollars.  In  addition  to  this,  it  is 
due  to  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  to  say  that  she  gave  that  year  for  her  own 
mission,  which  has  since  become  the  church  of  the  Holy  Innocents',  Indian* 
apolis,  the  sum  of  $2,564. 

There  was  a  falling  off  in   each  of  the  next'  four  years,  reaching  the 
lowest  amount,  $1,150,  in  1871.   But  the  next  year  noted  an  advance,  $1,200, 
and  the  next  after  that  $1,800.     Then  came  the  panic  of  1878,  so  that  a  fall- 
ing off  to  $1,400  was  not  surprising.     But  $2,000  in  1875  was  surprising,  and 
still  more  that  it  was  repeated  in  1876.     Then  came  dark  days  for  missions, 
$0*20,  $776,  and  $370  are  the  several  reports  for  the  next  three  years.      This 
meant   disaster  to  all  our  Church  extension,  and  to  all  the  weaker  parishes 
helped  by  the  Board  of  Missions;  depression  in  the  spirits  of  all  the  men  en- 
gaged in  such  work;  an  exodus  of  clergymen,  and  a  languishing  of  the  whole 
Church  in  Indiana.      During  these  years  and  the  next   four,  which    were  but 
little  better,  no  advance  was  made;  not  a  new  parish  was  added,  nor  a  mis- 
sion developed,  although  the  State  was  growing  at  the  rate  of  80,000  people 
a  year,  and   our  clergy  list  fell  from  thirty-two  to  twenty-two,   the  vacant 
pari.^hes,  with  two  exceptions  being  those  that  had  been  helped  by  the  Board 
of  Missions  to  the  last  hundred  dollars  or  two  of  their  Rector's  salary.  These 
clergymen  were  obliged  to  seek  elsewhere — not  work,  there  was  enough  of 
that  in  Indiana,  but — support,  bread  and  butter  for  their  wives,  their  children 
and  themselves.     Add  tu  all  this  the  fact  that  work  once  begun  and  after- 
wards abandoned  is  harder  to  resume  than  it  is  to  begin  new  work.     The 
few  Church  people    in    such   places  become   discouraged,   the    floating  cle- 
ment indifierent,  if  not    suspicious,  and  our  enemies   triumphant   over  the 
failure. 

In  the  year  18HJ>  came  our  present  Bishop,  with  a  hopefulness  based  on 
deep  faith,  a  zeal  tempered  by  long  experience,  and  the  aggressiveness  which 
so  often  makes  the  children  of  this  world  wiser  than  the  children  of  light. 
All  Church  interests  were  at  once  stimulated  to  new  activity,  and  missionary  of- 
ferings for  the  Conventional  year  of  1883  and  1884  reached  the  sum  of  $2,167.98. 
In  1886,  including  the  Church  Building  Fund,  which  is  really  missionary  aid, 
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$2,558,  and  in  1886,  $3,707.38.  The  weaker  parishes  were  at  once  aided  to 
rise  again  upon  their  feet ;  new  fields  were  entered  upon  ;  and  we  now  have 
forty-one  parishes  and  thirty^four  mission  stations,  seventy-i't  e  places  in  all, 
where  the  Church  is.  known  and  felt.  The  reflex  action  of  all  this  is  being 
felt  all  along  our  work  in  the  increased  offerings  for  all  purposes,  in  larger 
confirmation  classes,  in  an  augmented  clergy  list,  and  in  a  strong  confidence 
in  ultimate  success  which  is  so  large  a  part  of  every  battle. 

In  these  twenty-one  years  since  the  Board  of  Missions  was  organized  about 
$33,000  have  been  raised;  our  parishes  and  missions  have  increased  from 
twenty-eight  to  seventy-five;  our  clergy  list  has  grown  from  twenty-one 
to  thirty-seven.  With  one  exception,  these  additional  parishes,  missions 
and  clergymen  would  never  have  been  added  but  for  the  missionary 
aid  which  has  come  from  the  General  and  the  Diocesan  Church.  How 
much  greater  might  have  been  the  increase  had  it  not  been  for  the 
sad  falling  off  in  missionary  zeal  between  1876  and  1883,  we  can  never 
tell,  but  let  us  thank  God  for  what  has  been,  and  take  courage  for  the 
luture  work. 

During  the  past  year  the  offerings  have  amounted  to  $2,404.34;  to  which 
should  be  added  the  Church  Building  Fund,  $761.27,  making  a  total  of  $3,- 
165.61.     The  contributions  for  missions  alone  are  the  largest  in  our  history. 

The  state  of  our  missions,  so  far  as  figures  and  statements  can  disclose  it, 
is  as  follows  : 

The  work  at  Emmanuel  Mission,  Garret,  a  station  of  the  Diocesan 
Board,  has  been  revived,  and  most  vigorous  work  is  being  done  by  the  mis- 
sionary, the  Rev.  Hubert  E.  Jephson.  The  church  building  had  long  been 
unused,  and  neglected  to  such  an  extent  that  it  seemed  liable  to  destruction. 
Services  have  been  resumed,  the  building  restored,  nineteen  adults  and 
nineteen  children  baptized,  nineteen  persons  confirmed,  a  Sunday  School 
of  eighty  children  is  maintained,  and  the  number  of  communicants  has 
increased  from  four  to  thirty-five.  The  same  missionaiy  holds  services  in 
a  rented  building  in  Auburn,  a  town  of  2,500  people,  and  semi-monthly 
services  at  Albion,  a  county  seat,  where  St.  Matthew's  Mission  has  been  or- 
ganized with  nine  communicants.  The  Ladies'  Guild  at  this  point  is  doing 
good  work.     In  both  these  places  the  services  are  well  attended. 

At  Elkhart,  a  station  of  the  General  Board,  there  has  been  a  great  revival 
of  interest  and  activity,  thirty-two  have  been  confirmed,  a  rectory  is  to  be  built, 
the  church  is  filled  at  both  morning  and  evening  services,  and  the  Rev.  F.  W. 
Adams,  the  missionary,  reports  over  800  pastoral  visits. 

At  Goshen,  which  is  aided  by  both  Boards,  the  attendance  at  all  the 
services  has  been  more  than  doubled,  the  attendance  at  the  Holy  Eucharist 
is  three  times  as  large  as  it  was  when  the  Rev.  S.  Rosevelt,  the  missionary, 
took  charge.  A  rectory,  costing  $2,600,  and  a  chapel  costing  $400,  have 
been  built.  Contributions  for  missions  have  increased  one-third.  Mr.  Rose- 
velt has  also  held  occasional  services  at  Garrett,  Albion,  Auburn  and  Warsaw. 
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At  South  Bend,  a  station  of  the  Diocesan  Board,  under  ttie  Rev.  F. 
Towers,  84  have  been  con  firmed,  and  $450  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  parish 
have  been  raised. 

Great  gains  are  reported  at  Mishawaka  and  Bristol,  stations  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board,  under  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Miller,  who  also  holds  services  at  New 
Cat  lisle.  At  this  point  two  lots  have  been  purchased,  and  it  is  hoped  soon  to 
build  a  chapel.  New  Carlisle  has  recently  been  consigned  to  the  charge  of 
the  Rev.  Walter  Scott. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kemp,  of  Plymouth,  reports  services  at  four  surrounding 
stations,  under  the  General  Board.  At  Warsaw  many  discouragements  have 
faced  the  faithful,  who  are  gradually  paying  off  their  embarrassing  debt.  At 
North  Liberty  semi-monthly  services  have  been  held.  Here  the  church 
building  has  been  much  improved,  and  lay  services  are  now  re-established  for 
Sundays.  At  Walkerton  three  adults  have  been  baptized,  and  one  confirmed. 
At  Rochester  occasional  services  have  been  held,  but  there  is  little  en- 
couragement. 

The  Rev.  W.  B.  Burk,  missionary  of  the  General  Board  at  Peru,  reports 
semi-monthly  week  day  services  at  Huntington,  where  three  have  been  baptized 
and  three  confirmed.  There  are  at  this  station  thirteen  communicants,  and  an 
effort  is  making  to  have  a  clergyman  for  at  least  one  Sunday  in  the  month. 

The  Rev.  W.  N.  Webbe  has  held  one  service  at  Decatur,  one  at  Bluffton 
and  two  at  Poneto.  The  latter  is  a  hamlet  containing  from  400  to  600  in- 
habitants. The  church  building  of  the  United  Brethren  was  rented,  and  was 
tilled  to  overflowing  at  both  the  services.  The  people  are  willing  to  give  $100 
per  annum  for  the  services  of  a  clergyman  one  Sunday  in  the  month.  Mr. 
Webbe  thinks  there  is  a  good  opening  for  a  missionary  on  the  road  from 
Bluffton  to  Muncie,  with  a  prospect  of  support. 

Marion  has  been  cared  for  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond.  Lots  for  the 
church  have  been  purchased  and  paid  for  at  a  cost  of  $1,000.  A  store-room 
has  been  rented  for  services,  at  $200  per  annum,  and  has  been  nicely  fitted 
up.  A  good  Sunday  School  has  been  gathered  and  maintained.  This  station 
has  need  of  a  clergyman  located  there  at  once,  and  will  soon  build  a  church. 

Grace  Church,  Attica,  has  been  cared  for  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pettis. 

The  mission  at  Frankfort,  a  station  of  both  Boards,  met  with  a  great  loss 
in  July  last,  in  the  death  of  their  faithful  missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Luson. 
The  Rev.  W.  S.  Hayward  took  up  the  work  in  November,  and  all  has  gone 
on  encouragingly.  The  people  are  now  engaged  in  providing  for  their  in- 
debtedness of  $7t30,  and  hope  soon  to  report  themselves  clear.  The  mis- 
sionary at  this  point  also  has  charge  of  St.  Mary's,  Delphi,  where  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Braddon  closed  a  successful  rectorship  of  three  years  at  Easter,  having 
presepted  twenty-seven  for  confirmation,  secured  the  pledge  of  the  whole  a>- 
sessment  on  the  Episcopal  Endowment,  and  greatly  improved  the  church 
property.  Mr.  Hayward,  besides  his  services  in  the  jails  and  poor-houses, 
has  also   held  occasional  services  at  Lebanon,  Boylestown,  Michigantown,

Thorntown,  Colfax  and  Jefferson.  In  the  three  last  named  regular  services 
are  desired. 

Crawfordsville,  a  station  of  both  Boards,  has  been  supplied  since  July 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jenner,  and  is  doing  well.  The  people  have  pledged  their 
share  of  the  Episcopal  Endowment.  Mr.  Jenner  has  also  given  one  Sunday 
and  one  week  day,  monthly,  to  "Rockville,  where,  since  our  last  report,  a 
beautiful  church  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $2,500,  and  consecrated. 
There  is  great  need  of  more  regular  clerical  services  at  this  point. 

At  Greencastle,  a  station  of  the  General  Board,  a  beautiful  stone  church 
has  been  erected,  at  a  cost  of  $^{,000,  and  the  missionary,  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Tal- 
bott,  reports  a  large  congregation  gathered,  the  number  of  communicants  in- 
creased from  twenty-eight  to  seventy-two;  Bfty-six  baptized,  forty-four  con- 
firmed, and  a  well  tilled  church  at  every  service.  He  also  reports  better  pros- 
pects at  the  hitherto  unpromising  field  of  Bloomington,  where  four  have  been 
baptized  and  one  confirmed.  A  number  of  the  faculty  and  students  of  the 
University  are  among  the  atiendants  at  the  services.  Regular  Sunday  services 
at  this  point  would  undoubtedly  accomplish  much. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bradley  reports  services  at  Brightwood,  Raysville,  Knights- 
town,  Greencastle,  Plainfield  and  Shelbyville.  At  Brightwood  the  outlook  is 
good,  and  at  Knightstown  very  good,  regular  services  having  been  held  there 
by  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Engle  for  four  months.  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis, 
besides  maintaining  St.  George's  Mission,  has  opened  another — St.  Philip's 
— for  colored  children.  A  hall  has  been  rented,  but  it  is  hoped  to  erect  a 
chapel  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hallam  has  held  three  services  at  Centreville,  where  the 
congregations  have  been  large  and  interested  enough  to  give  encouragement 
for  regular  services.     There  is  one  communicant  here. 

The  Rev.  W.  I).  Engle,  a  missionary  of  the  Diocesan  Board,  reports 
from  ten  different  places,  as  follows  : 

St.  PavlS,  Columbus. — The  work  moves  rather  slowly,  as  it  must  in  a 
community  where  the  Church  has  for  many  years  just  managed  to  exist. 
Still  there  has  been  substantial  progress  made.  There  have  been  three  con- 
firmations and  a  net  increase  in  the  number  of  communicants  of  three.  To- 
tal twenty-five.  Sunday  School  officers  and  teachers  five,  scholars  forty.  The 
necessary  funds  have  been  pledged  to  pay  a  resident  minister,  and  so  soon  as 
one  can  be  secured  the  present  missionary,  after  three  and  a  half  years  of 
sowing,  will  relin(]uish  the  field  which  it  is  hoped,  says  the  Missionary,  will 
prove  a  fruitful  one  under  the  constant  supervision  of  a  competent  overseer. 
The   Woman's  Guild  has  done  successful  work. 

St.  Jamks's,  Xewcasti.k. — The  work  has  been  prosperous,  although 
just  at  the  present  suffering  somewhat  from  the  removal  of  eight  communi- 
cants and  the  decease  of  two  others,  while  the  gain  by  arrivals  during  the  year 
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has  been  nil.  Eight  have  been  confirmed,  seven  adults  baptized.  Communi- 
cants twenty-four — a  decrease  of  four.  Sunday  School  officers  and  teachers 
ten,  scholars  one  hundred.  The  Woman's  Guild  has  been  revived  and  re-or- 
ganized and  is  doing  well.  The  surpliced  male  choir  still  leads  the  singing 
acceptably. 

St.  Philip's,  Kennard. — The  Church  was  completed  and  occupied  for 
the  first  time  July  26,  last.  It  is  a  neat  gothic  building,  20x60  feet,  capable 
of  seating  one  hundred  and  forty-five  people,  built  at  a  cost  complete,  in- 
cluding lamps,  bell,  font,  etc.,  of  $690.00.  The  altar  and  tectum  were  pre- 
sented by  St.  John's  Church,  Lafayette ;  the  organ  by  Grace  Church,  Muncie, 
and  the  altar  cross  by  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis.  The  first  baptism  was 
administered  on  the  day  of  the  first  Sunday  service,  August  15.  There  have 
been  twelve  baptisms — seven  aoults  and  five  children — two  confirmations. 
There  are  four  communicants.  This  work  begun  August  15,  1885,  in  a  com- 
munity where  the  Church  was  entirely  unknown,  has  been  greatly  prospered, 
and  promises  much  for  the  future.  Our's  is  the  only  place  of  public  worship 
in  the  town  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  inhabitants,  although  the  Methodists 
purpose  building  this  summer.  A  Sunday  School,  run  strictly  on  Church 
principles,  is  in  successful  operation,  having  a  membership  of  fifty-five.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  summer  the  church  lot  will  be  enclosed  and  sidewalks 
made. 

St.  Mary's,  Wilkinson. — The  work  here  is  of  much  the  same  nature 
as  that  at  Kennard  and  was  commenced  soon  afterwards,  though  in  actual 
visable  results  it  has  been  somewhat  slower.  The  Chuich  building  is  under 
way  and  will  be  completed  in  a  few  weeks.  It  will  be  similar  in  style  to  St. 
Philip's,  Kennard,  though  four  feet  wider — capable  of  seating  two  hundred 
people.  The  money  to  pay  for  it  is  secured.  The  town  has  a  population 
of  about  three  hundred.  The  only  place  of  worship  in  the  place  is  a  (Quaker 
meeting  house. 

Knk.histown. — We  have  a  dozen  communicants  here;  a  hall  has  been 
rented  for  our  services,  and  a  Guild  organized  which  is  laboring  industriou:»ly 
to  raise  the  necessary  funds  to  buy  an  organ.  One  person  has  been  confirmed, 
and  another  one  is  "ready  and  desirious."  Our  people  are  quite  poor  in 
this  world's  goods,  but  we  hope  to  labor  perseveringly  that  a  Church  building 
may  be  erected. 

The  services  at  Messick,  Mooreland,  Hagerstown  and  Seymour,  as  well 
as  at  Willow  Branch,  have  been  in  the  nature  of  reconnoitering.  There  are 
some  six  communicants  at  Seymour  and  iwo  at  Mooreland,  but  there  does  not 
seem  to  be  any  promise  of  an  opening  for  permanent  services  at  present.  SX 
Willow  Hranch  there  is  a  population  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  without  any 
church   building  nearer   than   thce-(iuarters  of  a   mile.     The   services  of  the 
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Church  have  been  warmly  welcomed  (I  have  held  but  three  services  yet),  and 
a  choir  organized  which  renders  the  chants  in  a  very  nice  manner. 

The  Rev.  J.  D.  Stanley  reports  moderate  success  at  St.  Luke's  Mission, 
Terre  Haute. 

St.  Matthew's,  Worthington,  has  been  without  regular  services  during  the 
past  year,  but  there  is  hope  of  reviving  the  work  soon. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Llwyd,  of  Michigan  City,  has  held  one  service  at  Valpa- 
raiso, without  substantial  encouragement. 

The  Rev.  L.  F.  Cole,  of  Holy  Innocents',  Evansville,  has  held  services 
at  a  number  of  points,  and  reports  as  follows: 

RocKPORT. — Visited  twice.  We  have  no  congregation  here,  and  but  one 
communicant. 

Chrisney. — A  station  on  the  L.,  E.  &  St.  L.  R.  R.,  twelve  miles  north 
of  Rockport.  There  is  an  opening  here,  with  a  desire  to  have  the  services  of 
the  Church.  A  new  place ;  have  visited  once ;  would  be  a  mission  point  and 
ought  to  be  looked  after. 

New  Harmony. — Have  held  service  monthly  here.  There  is  a  revival 
of  interest  in  this  old  field.  A  Guild  has  been  organized,  and  weekly  meet- 
ings are  held  ;  the  church  has  been  repaired,  a  new  roof  put  on,  and  a  deep 
determination  to  advance  has  been  manifested.  A  fair,  lately  held  by  the 
ladies,  realized  $17').  The  prospect  is  good  for  a  substantial  increase  at  this 
place. 

Mt.  Vernon. — Is  being  visited  monthly,  with  a  good  prospect  of  future 
growth.  A  (iuild  has  been  organized  here  also.  Our  services  are  held  in  a 
**Campbellite'*  church,  with  good  attendance. 

Washington. — 1  visit  this  place  once  a  month,  and  regard  the  work  as 
most  hopeful.  Good  congregations  and  a  devoted  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
few  communicants  give  promise  of  growth,  and  that  in  the  near  future. 

PETERsnuRr;. — Visited  monthly.  Services  in  the  Presbyterian  church. 
Good  congregations,  and  a  good,  live  interest.  There  are  no  men  openly  ad- 
vocating the  claims  of  the  Church  at  this  point,  though  several  are  in  sym- 
pathy. When  they  come  forward  and  publicly  take  a  stand  as  Churchmen, 
as  they  probably  will  ere  long,  there  will  be  a  good  work  done  at  this  point. 

Inglefikld. — Trinity  Church,  monthly  visits.  Church  all  run  down  ; 
windows  broken :  bullet  holes  from  side  to  side  ;  roof  decayed  ;  completely 
neglected ;  (ierman  community ;  few  Church  folks.  Not  much  hope  of 
resuscitating.     There  is  talk  of  changing  the  service  to  McCutchanville. 

Erskine. — Occasional  visits.  A  Sunday-school  is  in  operation  here  of 
from  twenty  to  twenty-five  scholars.     There  are  some  six  or  seven  communi- 
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cants.     This  place  is  only  six  miles  from  my  home  parish,  and   I  can  %*isit  it 
readily. 

I  also  hold  service  once  a  month  at  the  **Home  for  the  Friendless,"  an 
institution  here  in  the  city  of  Evansrille.  where  no  clergyman  save  myself  is 
at  present  holding  religions  service.  I  have  been  invited  to  %'isit  Fort  Branch, 
Poseyville,  Booneville,  Hnntingsburg  and  Elberfeld,  but  have  not  yet  seen 
my  way  clear  to  do  so. 

My  home  parish  of  Holy  Innocents,  is  really  a  mission  work,  and  it  has 
not  been  altogether  neglected.  There  is  a  vast  field  for  labor  in  this  part  of 
the  Diocese,  where,  I  believe,  a  good  work  may  be  done  for  Christ  and  ^^^> 
Church ;  but  we  need  workers  here. 

The  mission  at  Muncie,  we  are  glad  to  report,  has  become  self-sustaining. 

The  Rev.  E.  G.  Hunter,  missionary  of  the  General  Board,  presented  a 
class  of  sixteen  for  confirmation  at  Cannelton.  He  has  recently  removed 
to  Holy  Innocents,  Indianapolis,  Cannelton  being  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hynes,  a  diocesan  missionary. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  visited  Shelbyville,  Greensburg,  Green- 
field, Knightstown,  Columbia  City,  Centerville,  Argos,  Walkerton,  Albion, 
Bluffton,  Decatur,  Huntsville,  Spencer.  Attica,  Auburn,  and  other  places 
besides  his  regular  visitations  for  confirmation. 

The  field  is  larger  than  ever  before,  which  requires  more  fnm  than  ever 
before,  and  this  means  more  money  than  ever  before.  We  need  at  least  two 
general  missionaries  to  add  their  labors  to  those  of  the  Bishop  in  reconnoitor- 
ir»g»  ill  giving  Sunday  as  well  as  week-day  services  to  entirely  new  places,  ir 
getting  a  firm  hold  where  an  occasional  visitation  only  would  do  little  or 
nothing.  The  increased  amount  required  for  next  year  is  not  an  impossi- 
bility. If  1,700  communicants  in  ISfiT  could  raise  $2, 18'>,  why  can  not  4,-MXi 
communicants  now  raise  $5,000?  If  oOO  communicants  in  Terre  Haute. 
Indianapolis,  P^vansville  and  Lafayette  could,  in  early  time>,  contribute 
$l,'>00  for  missions  in  one  year,  may  we  not  look  for  something  better  than 
has  been  done  in  this   Diocese  in  the  decade  past? 

In  addition  to  the  great  needs  of  the  field,  a  greater  et^brt  may  reason- 
ably be  expected  from  us  in  view  of  what  the  general  Church  has  done  f«^r 
Indiana,  as  shown  by  the  annexed  table  of  payments  to  this  Diocese  by  the 
General  Board.  The  sum  of  $120,000  against  our  own  $38,000  in  the  sair.e 
period,  ought  to  arouse  both  our  gratitude  and  our  energy.

Resolved^  'i'hat  the  Deans,  being  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions  it  shall  be  their  duty  in  person,  or  by  appointment  of  substitute,  to  go 
to  each  parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese  and  in  consultation  with  each 
rector  or  minister  in  charge,  to  take  such  means  as  they  deem  expedient  for 
raising  the  amount  of  missionary  offerings,  giving  fullest  information  possible 
as  to  this  important  duty. 

Resolvedy  That  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  needs  $5,000  for  its  missionary 
work  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Resohed^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  notify  each  parish  and  mission  of 
the  minimum  amount  expected  from  each. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Faude,  the  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Addresses  were  then  made  upon  the  subject  of  Missions  by  the 
Revs.  Lewis  F.  Cole,  F.  Hallam  and  Charles  N.  Spalding. 

The  offerings  of  the  congregation  were  then  received  for 
Diocesan  Missions. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pettis,  it  was 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  hereby  expresses  its  thanks  to  Mr.  Walter 
Vail,  the  late  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  for  his  prompt,  efficient  and  faithful 
administration  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention  is  hereby  requested  to  convey  to  Mr.  Vail,  in  writing,  this  expression 
of  our  thanks. 

On  motion  the  rules  of  order  requiring  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  were  suspended. 

The  Bishop  in  a  few  appropriate  words  expressed  his  thankful- 
ness for  the  spirit  of  earnestness  and  faith  that  had  characterized 
this  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

The  Conventidn  then  closed  with  collects  and  the  benediction.

ATTICA— GRACE  (III  RCH. 

Rev.  Dr.  Pettis  has  held  occtisioual  week-day  serviceH  here,  and  reports  the  condition 
of  things  as  not  very  encouraging.  The  Bishop  in  about  to  place  here  a  lay  reader,  a 
theological  student,  who  is  an  active  worker,  and  who  will  doubtless  raise  up  the  parish 
to  a  much  better  condition. 

BRISTOL— ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH— Rey.  J.  (Jorton  Millek. 

The  matter  of  Diocesan  endowment  will,  it  is  hoped,  receive  due  attenti(m  at  an 
curly  date ;  also  arrearages  due  on  Diocesan  assessment.  The  congregations  are  large 
and  attentive.    The  Sunday-school  is  growing  in  numbers  and  interest. 

OANN ELTON— ST.  LUKE'S— Rev.  Enwi.v  «.  Hl'NTER. 

The  above  report  is  incomplete  in  a  very  few  particulars,  owing  to  the  hurry  and  con- 
fiLsion  attendant  upon  my  removal  from  the  parish,  and  preparation  for  the  visitation 
of  the  Bishop.  Offerings  were  made  for  general  missions,  but  the  amount  was  not 
obtained  for  record  from  Treasurer;  also  the  amount  (12  or  15  dollars)  sent  to  aid  suffer- 
ers by  earthquake  at  Charleston. 

CRAWFORD8VILLE— vST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH— Rev.  A.  GEO.  E.  Jenner. 

My  report  is  for  six  months  only,  tis  no  record  was  kept  previous  to  this  since  the 
last  rector  left.  Under  (fO<rs  blessing  the  parish  in  making  slow  but  steady  progress, 
and  a  bright  future  is  confidently  expected.  This  old  but  unfortunate  parish  will  ere 
long  be  once  more  in  line  with  the  spirit  of  progress,  observable  throughout  the  Church. 

DELPHI— ST.  MARY'S  CHURCH— Rev.  W.  S.  Hayward. 

The  report  Is  as  near  corrwt  as  may  be,  the  lute  rector,  the  Rev.  H.  L.  C.  Braddou, 
who  resigned  the  parish  April  14, 18H7,  giving  a  portion  of  the  same.  The  present  mis- 
sionary took  charge  May  1, 1887.  in  connection  with  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort,  holding  ser- 
vices in  each  place  on  alternate  Sundnys.  He  has  held  on  Sundays  nine  services :  on 
other  days,  five:  total,  fourteen  :  administered  the  Holy  Communion  three  times,  with 
an  average  of  fourteen  communicating:  and  has  attended  one  funeral  and  burial  at 
Pittsburgh.  Besides  pastoral  work  in  that  placi>  he  has  lK»en  enabled  to  visit  the  scat- 
tered members  in  the  township  of  Tippecanoe,  all  of  whom  are  counted  in  this  report. 

ELKHART— ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH— Rev.  Franklin  \V.  Adams. 

The  parish  was  without  a  rector  from  the  close  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  until 
October  1  of  last  year.  This  report  is  therefore  comprised  within  eight  months  just 
pa.ssed,  the  parish  not  having  other  than  occasional  .•services  during  the  preceding  four 
months.  A  congregation  fills  the  church  at  both  morning  and  evening  service.  A  guild 
has  been  organized  among  the  women  of  the  parish  for  work,  and  is  proving  very  effl- 
clent.  A  rectorj'  is  in  pnKH?ss  of  erection.  An  early  celebration  of  Holy  Communion  on 
Sundays  and  Saints'  days  has  been  introduced. 
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EVAN8VILLE— 8T.  PAUL'S  CHURCH— REV.  CHARLES  MoRRIS, 

It  will  ttv  obsen-eri  that  although  nineteen  have  been  couflrmed,  and  eleven  added 
by  removal  to  the  parish,  that  number  of  Communicants  have  not  increased  from  l«$t 
report  but  two  In  number,  this  owing  to  the  fact  that  we  have  lost  by  removals  from 
parish. 

EVAN  8VILLE— HOLY  IXNOCENTS— Rev.  Lewis  F.  Cole. 

At  Mount  Vernon  there  are  nine  communicants.  At  Inglefield  there  are  ten:  ai 
Petersburg,  eight ;  at  Washington,  seven.  There  is  a  Sunday  School  at  Erskine  Station 
of  twenty  scholars,  maintained  by  a  devoted  Churchman,  Mr.  William  Hornby.  The 
services  at  these  missions,  numbering  sixty,  are  not  included  in  the  above  report. 

FORT  WAYNE— TRINITY  CHURdI— Re\-.  W.  N.  Webbe. 

Of  the  above  total  of  contributions  there  was  contributed  as  follows :

The  enc(mraging  financial  condition  of  the  parish  is  largely  due  to  the  energy  and 
activity  of  the  women  of  the  congregation  and  to  the  efficiency  and  untiring  real  of  the 
parish  Treasurer.  Mr.  H.  W.  Mordhuret.  The  growth  of  the  parlsli  during  the  pa.'it  year 
ha.«i  been  very  gratilying. 

FRANKFORT— ST.  LUKE'S  CHURCH— Rev.  W.  S.  Havwakd. 

The  Rev.  V.  W.  Luson  died  suddenly  on  July  9. 1886.  just  a.s  all  hearts  l>eHt  high 
with  anticipation.  It  was  a  serious  disaster,  and  only  shortly  after  a  cyclone  t<x>k  oft 
one  of  the  chureh's  chimneys,  which  caused  extra  expense.  The  alwve  report  dates 
from  the  last  of  October,  1886,  when  the  present  missionary  took  charge.  We  would  it 
were  more  accurate.  Monthly  services  are*  held  at  the  Clinton  CoiintA'  Poor  House,  and 
alw>  at  the  fninkfort  jail.  The  nii.»*,«<ioiiary  has  visited  Lebanon.  Thorntown.  Colfax, 
.lefforson.  Micbipintown  and  Hoylosion.  in  each  of  which,  save  the  last,  an'  st'atlore'l 
memlKTs  of  the  Church.  He  contiiuuMl  to  devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  this  mission 
till  May  2.  1SS7.  when,  at  the  desire  of  the  liisliop.  and  the  unanimous  call  of  the  vestn 
at  Delphi,  he  moved  thither,  takinjr  the  work  there  in  connection  with  Frankfort,  for 
tlic  reason  that  they  nii^'lit  be  ai«lcd  in  raising  the  church  debt:  that  the  rector  midil 
be  snpplied  with  a  bouse,  and  that  the  Diocese  might  be  siived  a  sti|M'nd  to  devote  to 
."^onie  other  mission.  The  missionary  and  ]K'ople  have  Vn^en  enable<l.  by  the  gnn*e  of 
<iod.  to  raise  over  $^t<K)  in  pledges  an«l  cash,  with  the  ]>roviso  that  the  I'hureh  debt  K- 
]);;i<l.  which  would  be  a  joyful  consummation. 

QARRETT-HMMANUKL  ClirKCH— Kkv.  Hi  hkht  K.  Jeimison. 

1  was  appointi'd  to  this  parish  on  .binu.iry  21st.  so  that  the  al)Ove  represeuts  the  work 
of  about  four  months. 

GOSHEN— ST.  .IAMESS("HrKCII--KKV.  S.  R(.skvki.t. 

It  gives  nie  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  re]K>rt  the  completion  of  a  handsome  and 
j-onifortable  rectory,  at  a  cost  of  S2.. '»<»(>.  the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  ,1.  M.  I^tta.  of  Ho>tor.. 
Mass.  .Vlso  the  erection,  by  the  ]>arish.  of  a  very  neat  and  useful  chapel  a<ljoining  the 
church  building.    In  every  particular  the  outlook  for  the  pari.'^h  i.s  most  enc«>uraging. 

QREENCA8TLE— ST.  .loiINS  (  lHHru— A.  F.  Arnold.  Warden. 

I  have  no  specific  data  for  tin.incial  statement,  but  estimate  to  best  of  knowlnlpe. 
Think  it  is  about  correct. 

HUNTINQTON-CHKISTC  HUH(  H-Kev.  Wm.  H.  Bl  RK. 

The  work  is  quite  encouraging.  There  isconsi^ierable  desire  to  have  Sunday  yrvices. 
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INDIANAPOLIS— GRACE  CHURCH— Rev.  G.  E.  Swan. 

This  report  is  not  as  perfect  as  it  might  be,  owing  to  change  of  rectorship.  The 
ri'gular  public  services  closed  early  in  October,  1886,  and  were  not  resumed  untilJanuar>' 
f».  1887,  by  a  rector. 

JEFFER80NVILLE— ST.  PAULS  CHURCH— Re\'.  Frederick  C.  Jewell. 

At  Easter  a  committee  was  appointed  to  procure  a  lot  centrally  situated  for  a  new 
church  building.  They  have  had  several  meetings,  but  have  not  been  able  to  determine 
upon  the  site.  Without  doubt  a  few  months  will  see  a  lot  bought,  and  then  the  work  of 
building  the  church  will  be  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  There  exists  in  the  parish 
the  greatest  zeal  and  interest  in  this  matter,  which  in  connection  with  the  business  re 
vival  in  the  town  gives  an  hopeful  outlook. 

LAQRANQE— ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH— Rev.  C.  N.  Spaldino. 

I  desire  to  report  as  to  the  work  at  Lagrange  that  during  the  time  for  which  a  mis- 
sionarj*  appropriation  was  made  for  that  place,  and  I  was  able  to  utilize  there  the  ser- 
vices of  a  lay  reader  who  was  assisting  me  in  the  Howe  Grammar  School,  services  were 
maintained  every  Sunday  and  a  Sunday  School  established.  I  am  unable  in  the  absence 
of  the  lay  reader  to  give  a  detailed  report,  llie  results  have  not  been  great  a.s  there  are 
many  drawbacks,  but  it  is  believed  that  when  a  clergyman  can  be  obtained  for  the 
work  and  more  attention  paid  than  I,  with  my  other  cares,  have  been  able  to  give,  good 
fruit  can  be  obtained.  It  is  now  arranged  that  I  am  to  have  the  assistance  of  a  young 
clergjman  next  year  and  I  hope  by  his  means  to  make  in  time  a  l^etter  report. 

LAPORTE— ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH— Rev.  Walter  Scott. 

The  parish  wa.s  vacant  from  June  10  to  Nov.  1, 1887,  when  the  present  rector  took 
charge.  Lay  services  were  maintained  during  the  vacancy  and  the  above  report  con- 
tains the  .statistics  for  the  entire  ccmventional  year,  so  far  as  they  could  be  learned. 

LOQAN8PORT— TRINITY  CHURCH— W.  A.  Bell,  Warden. 

The  parish  has  l>een  without  a  rector  since  December  1, 188<».  The  warden  has  read 
ser\'ices  nearly  every  Sun<luy.  The  Sunday  School  has  also  been  maintained.  The  parish 
!i«is  just  called  to  the  rectorship  Rev.  B.  J.  Miller,  of  St*ifford.  N,  Y. 

MADISON— CHRIST  CHl'RCH— Rev.  John  Mon(  ire. 

The  rector  is  happy  to  rei)ort  encouragingly  in  regard  to  the  Interest  manifested  bt 
his  parishioners  towards  the  Chun'h.  and  also  from  the  fact  tjiat  the  numbers  have  un- 
usually increased,  so  that  notwithstanding  many  removals  a  decided  advance  has,  with 
(iiod's  ble&King.  been  made  during  the  conventional  year  just  gone. 

MISHAWAKA— ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH— REV.  J.  G.  Miller. 

This  mission  may  be  rejM)rted  as  growing  financially,  numerically  and  spiritually. 
To  say  nothing  of  the  number  confirmed,  and  the  average  attendance  at  holy  com- 
munion, the  aggregate  of  contributions  for  the  past  year  ($r>l«.«9  Including  $1(K)  for 
dlcK'csan  endowment)  Is  a  remarkably  good  showing  under  all  the  circumstances. 

M U NCI E—(f RACE  CHURCH— Rev.  F.  W.  Henry. 

Entered  upon  the  rectorship  of  this  parish  .May  24, 1887.  In  the  above  report  baptisms, 
confirmations  and  ftinerals  of  the  entire  year  are  entered,  al.**!)  financial  statement  for 
same  period  of  tinie  and  number  of  public  services  for  time  I  myself  have  been  In 
ptirlsh.  The  official  acts  of  my  prcMlecessors  other  than  recorded  in  parish  register  arc 
not  given. 

NEW  ALBANY-ST.  PAULS  CHURCH— George  A.  Bicknell,  Warden. 

This  parish  has  been  vacant  since  Novcnilwr  1,  1886.  The  Rev.  C.  C.  I/cman,  lately 
of  the  parish  of  St.  James.  Marietta,  (icorgia,  has  accepted  the  rectorship.  He  will  be 
here  on  the  2Gth  Instant.  During  the  vacancy  senices  have  been  held  every  Sunday 
morning  by  the  lay  reader  or  by  clergymen  from  abroad.  Services  were  also  held  on 
Thanke^iving  day  and  on  Christmas  day.    The  Sunday  School  and  several  church 
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fiOC'IetlcN  have  been  kept  in  oi>eration.  Our  ehunUi  bniklinfr  wa«  erected  tinenty  years 
Ago,  A  a  eu8t  of  ten  or  twelve  thowuind  dollars ;  its  present  value  U  uncertain ;  it  hai< 
been  lately  enlarged  and  repaired.  Our  rectory  building  could  be  rented  for  $ao  or  fti'». 
a  month.  The  salar}-  of  our  laxt  rector  was  SI ,000  and  the  iwe  of  the  rectory.  I  hiivc 
Ijeen  rt»cently  elected  warden  and  have  no  knowledge  of  the  matters!  specified  in  the 
blank  form  for  a  parochial  report,  but  I  am  informed  by  our  treasurer  that  the  rectorS 
8ahir>'  wa8  all  paid  l^efore  he  left  us,  and  that  this  parish  is  not  in  debt  except  for  the

This  mission  has  one  of  the  neatest  little  church  buildings  in  this  part  of  the 
Di(X*ese,  and  the  few  earnest  meml^ers  are  to  lie  commended  for  their  caR»  of  the  ma- 
terial temple,  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Dioce.sc  has  exhibited  the  most  consummate  wiv 
dom  in  giving  to  them  the  services  and  sacraments  of  the  Church,  In  due  time  we  shall 
reap  if  we  faint  not. 

PERU— TRINITY  CHCRCH- REV.  W.  B.  BlRK. 

This  report  does  not  give  a  correct  idea  of  the  finaucial  condition  of  this  parish.

VIN0ENNE8— ST.  JAMES'S  CHURCH— N.  F.  Dai.ton.  Warden. 

At  present  without  a  rector.  The  Rev.  A.  A.  Abtx>tt,  of  Minnesota,  has  accepted  a 
■call,  and  will  take  charge  of  the  parish  July  1, 1887.  at  a  salary  of  81,000  per  annum  and 
rector>'. 

WARSAW— ST.  ANDREW'S  CHURCH— Rkv.  T.  B.  Kemp,  D.  D. 

The  indifference  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of  this  parish,  it  is  not  easy  for  the 
missionary  to  account  for;  at  the  Sunday  .services,  morning  and  evening,  once  a  month 
not  more  than  one-fourth  the  members  attend  and  some  of  these  attend  but  one  service. 
There  are  two  or  three  faithful  men  and  perhaps  ten  or  twelve  devoted  Christian  women 
who  have  done  and  continue  to  do  all  they  can,  and  there  are  four  or  five  young  men 
who,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  i\.  R.  Taylor,  organist  and  chorister,  are  a  credit  to 
her  and  a  choir  that  she  and  the  little  flock  may  well  be  pardoned,  if  in  them  they 
shall  feel  a  little  pride.  We  re-organized  the  Sunday  School  last  summer  and  the  out- 
look was  most  encouraging.  Tlie  Superintendent,  however,  was  compelled  to  resign  on 
account  of  duties  incident  to  an  appointment  in  the  post-office.  The  senior  warden,  sex- 
ton and  steward  of  the  parish  then  took  charge  and  continued  with  fidelit>' to  discharge 
the  duties  in  addition  to  those  of  lay  reader  until  left  alone  with  two  or  three  faithful 
women,  and  with  poor  health  and  a  cold  winter,  and  a  building  which  they  were  unable 
to  warm  for  school,  they  reluctantly  gave  up  the  work  though  full  of  promise.  This, 
dear  Father  in  God,  is  a  brief  recital  of  the  condition  of  St.  Andrew's  Mission ;  it  is  a 
gloomy  picture,  but  then  the  pnmiise  holds  good,  that  in  due  time  we  shall  reap  If  we 
faint  not.  We  will  do  our  dut>'  as  far  as  i>ossible,  and  will  leave  the  rest  in  His  hands 
who  has  promised  that  His  word  should  not  return  unto  Him  void,  but  (in  His  own 
xood  time)  shall  accomplish  the  thing  whereto  he  «»/»/  it 
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To  the  Rt.  Rev.  David  Buel  Knirkcrbacker,  D.  i).,  BMuop  of  Indiana: 

During  the  year  ju»t  closed  I  held  servieas  for  deaf  muteH  at  the  following  placvs: 
< 'hrist  Church  and  the  State  Schools  for  Deaf  Mutes.  Indianapolis;  St.  Paul's  Church. 
Kvansville ;  St.  James's  Church,  Goshen ;  and  Grace  Church,  Muncie,  with  good  con- 
gregations and  much  encouragement. 

Last  August  the  graduates  of  the  Indiana  institution  held  their  first  reunion,  and 
organized  an  association,  of  which  I  was  chosen  President.  I  had  an  opportunity  to 
hold  a  Her\ice  In  the  chapel  of  the  institution,  where  the  reunion  was  held. 

Following  is  a  report  of  baptisms :  Christ  Church,  Indianapolis,  nine ;  St.  James's 
Church.  Goshen,  one;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Evansville,  two.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Braddon  bap- 
tiztHl  a  deaf  mute  girl  at  St.  Mary's  Chui-ch,  Delphi.    Total,  thirteen. 

Confirmations:  At Indianai>olis,  nine:  at  Goshen,  one;  total,  ten.  C'andidates an* 
uwAiting  confirmation  at  different  points.  The  number  of  deaf  mute  communicants  in 
the  Diocese  is  thirty-two. 

I  have  worked  in  other  Diocese;*  of  the  northwest  iK'sides;  and  la.st  summer  made  a 
trii»  to  the  Pacific  coast  in  company  with  Kcv.  Dr.  Galhiudet.  We  held  serv'irt^  uii  tlic 
way  out  to  San  Francisco  and  back,  at  Denver,  Colorado  Springs.  Salt  Lake  City.  Oak- 
hin<l.  licrkclcy.  Los  Angeles  and  i^anta  Fc.  .Vt  the  hitter  ywint  I  baptized  a  littk-  irirl.  a 
pupil  of  the  now  territorial  scliool  for  deaf  mutes.  We  went  to  California  to  attend  a 
national  <'ouvention  of  teachers  of  the  deaf.

the  work  cner  so  large  an  area  among  a  jH'o]tle  of  small  meatis.

Rt.  Rev.  D.  B.  Kniekerbacker,  D.  D.: 

In  addition  to  the  report  due  from  Kt.  Mark's  Church,  I  send  also  the  following  of 
the  "  Howe  Grammar  School"  : 

We  have  had  this  term,  twenty  pupils.  Of  these  five,  perhaps  seven,  will  finish 
thier  preparation  here  and  enter  college.  Two  are  looking  to  the  sacred  ministry. 
The  rest  are  preparing  for  business  life.  Xo  pains  is  spared  in  thoroughness  of  instruc- 
tion. BcNidc  myself  are  three  competent  musters,  whose  specialties  are  the  classics  and 
music.  In  addition  to  careful  grounding  In  their  English  studies  for  all,  and  prepartion 
for  a  successful  college  course  ^or  those  who  will  avail  themselves  of  it,  we  intend  that 
every  pupil  committed  to  us  for  a  sufficient  time,  shall  be  conversant  with  bookkeeping 
and  German. 

Besides  the  attention  of  the  mtt.sters  in  the  clas.**- room,  our  lx)ys  prepare  their  lessons 
under  a  master's  eye,  and,  if  need  be.  with  his  tissistance  in  study  hours  appointed  for 
this  purpose. 

The  matter  of  healthful  exercise  Is  fully  attended  to.  The  gymnasium,  presented 
to  the  school  by  Mrs.  Howe,  has  produced  excellent  results.  The  games  of  base  ball, 
cricket  and  foot-ball  are  organized  and  played  at  regular  intervals. 

It  is,  perhaps,  owing  to  this  attention  to  exercise,  as  well  as  to  the  exceeding  health- 
fulness  of  our  locality,  that  iu  the  three  years  of  our  school-life  we  have  had  no  sick- 
ness.   Our  boys  all  improve  In  health  and  weight  after  a  short  residence  with  us. 

Apropos  of  this  subject  I  report  that  I  have  nearly  completed  the  commission  you 
gave  me  for  the  purchase  of  about  thirty  acres  of  land  near  the  school.  It  is  covered 
with  a  beautiful  grove,  and  is  on  the  shore  of  a  lovely  lake.  Besides  tlie  other  ends  for 
which  you  design  It,  It  will  add  vastly  to  the  athletic  enjoyments  of  our  boys. 

Though  I  speak  of  it  last,  the  moral  and  religious  training  of  its  pupils  is,  of  course, 
the  chief  thing  in  a  Christian  school ;  and  is  made  so  here.  It  is  not  ronflned  to  the 
formal  times  assigned  to  it  in  the  pursuit  of  sacred  studies,  nor  the  instruction  given  in 
church,  which  all  attend.  But  it  is  sought  to  make  Christian  obligation  the  motive  of 
all  acts  and  the  mainspring  of  life.  It  is  believed  that  from  the  sense  of  this  alone  can 
a  truly  honorable  life  be  hoped  for,  and  the  character  of  a  gentleman  be  formed.  • 

In  conclusion,  it  gives  me  pleasure  U)  report  that  all  our  patrons  have  been  satisfled 
with  the  progress  of  their  sous,  both  iu  intellcctiuil  attainment  and  in  Christian  deport- 
ment

supported  by  some,  the  school  met  with  discouragement  on  the  part  of  many  ('hun*h-

men.  I  am  pleoflod  to  report,  as  a  most  important  part  of  my  work,  that  there  has  been 
a  continuous  decrease  of  that  indifference,  and  that  on  all  sides  there  is  growing  up  a 
desire  to  forward  the  important  work  you  have  so  wisely  begun. 

During  the  pa.st  year  the  school  has  been  conducted  as  a  day  school.  Four  teachers 
have  l>een  employed,  instructing  thirty-two  pupils.  The  work  done  has  been  sacisfar- 
tory  to  me,  while  from  parents  1  have  received  many  assurances  of  satisfaction  with 
their  daughters*  progress  in  studies  and  improvement  in  manners. 

No  uncertain  sound  has  gone  forth  as  to  the  character  of  the  religious  teachings. 
The  success  of  the  school,  however,  has  depended  upon  the  work  done  in  the  school 
room  ami  not  upon  the  fact  that  it  is  a  Church  school.  There  is  in  this  great  railroad 
center  no  boarding  school  for  girls.  What  an  opportunity  for  the  Church  to  enter  and 
possess  the  tteld !  That  the  Church  may  avail  itself  of  this  grand  opportunlt>*,  plaD.« 
have  l>een  iwrfected,  through  your  liberality  and  that  of  others,  to  begin  the  boarding 
department  in  Si'pteraber.  The  school  will  open  the  coming  fall  with  nine  experience<i 
teochers.  and  will  offer  advantages  equal  to  the  best  schools  in  the  countr>'.  That  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  English  branches  which  has  characterixed  the  school  in  iho 
past.  For  ai-quiring  the  accomplishments  exceptional  facilities  will  be  afforded,  the 
following  specia]i8t<t  having  l>een  engaged :  Mile.  Irma  (vrandjean,  a  native  of  Paris, 
an  accomplished  teacher,  recently  from  Europe,  to  take  charge  of  the  French  classes: 
Mrs.  Hattie  A.  Prunk,  Boston  School  of  Oratory,  to  give  instructions  in  elocution  :  Mrs. 
A.  E.  Ferr>',  to  teach  drawing  and  painting:  Mrs.  Lyon  will  continue  in  charge  of  the 
musical  dei>artment.  A  complete  and  comprehensive  course  of  study  has  been  arranged. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Churchmen  in  Indiana,  an  opportunity  exists  to  estib- 
lish  i)ermanently  in  Indianapolis  a  successful  school  for  girls.    Very  repoctfully,

L.  H.  Martin, 


CONSTITUTIONAL    AMENDMKNTS. 


The  constitutions  and  canons  are  as  published  in  the  Journal  of  1884, 
with  the  following  exceptions : 

Section  1,  Constitution  III,  reads: 

''There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  bo  assemble 
annually  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  at  the  place  appointed 
by  the  preceding  annual  Convention." 

Section  8,  Constitution  VI,  reads : 

**The  direction  of  Divine  service  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention 
shall  rest  with  the  Bishop  alone.  In  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  services  shall 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee." 

Sections  4  and  5  of  Constitution  V  read : 

Section  4.  Every  parish  and  canonically  organized  mission  in  union 
with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  and  the  congregation  of  the  Bishop's 
church,  not  excluded  by  the  operation  of  some  constitution  or  canon  enacted 
at  a  previous  convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  one  lay  dele- 
gate, unless  the  number  of  its  actual  communicants  shall  exceed  twenty-five- 
If  it  has  more  than  twenty-five,  but  not  more  than  fifty  communicants,  ii  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  more  than  fifty,  but  not  more  than 
one  hundred  communicants,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  three  lay  delegates.  If  it 
has  more  than  one  hundred,  but  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  communi- 
cants, it  shall  be  entitled  to  four  lay  delegates.  If  it  has  over  two  hundred 
and  fifty  communicants  it  shall  be  entitled  to  five  lay  delegates.  Every  lay 
delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  convention. 

Section  5.  Lay  delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  vestry  of  each  parish 
and  canonically  organized  mission,  and  by  those  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion worshiping  in  the  Bishop's  church,  who  would  be,  under  the  canon,  qual- 
ified to  vote  for  wardens  and  vestrymen,  after  public  notice  such  as  provided 
for  in  the  case  of  elections. 

Canon  III,  Section  2,  reads  as  follows: 

SiXTioN  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  description  of  persons 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote,  to  wit : 

All  communicants,  members  of  the  parish,  in  regular  standing  and  no: 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age;  and  all  other  baptized  persons  not  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have  been  habitual  worshipers  at  the 
public  services  of  the  parish,  and  regular  contributors  to  its  support  for  six 
months  next  preceding. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

Adoi>ted  June  10,  1886. 


Rule  1.  After  Divine  service  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call 
the  convention  to  order,  when  the  order  of  proceedings  shall  be  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  of  the  convention,  if  present,  if  not,  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall  call  the  names  of  the 
clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those  present. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  delegates  of  the 
parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates  shall  have  been  pre- 
sented to  him. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  credentials,  con- 
sisting of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  receive,  examine  and  report  upon 
the  credentials  of  lay  delegates. 

Rule  III.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  delegates  as 
shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  and  adopted  by 
the  convention,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  IV.    A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  found  present,  the  President 
*  shall  declare  the  convention  organized  for  business. 

Rule  V.  The  convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  convention. 

Rule  VI.  The  President  shall  appoint,  in  accordance  with  Canon  I,  the 
following  Standing  Committee :]  ( (1)  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
(2)  A  Committee  on  Accounts.  (3)  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New 
Parishes.  (4)  A  Committee  on  Canons.  (5)  A  Committee  on  Assessments. 
And  in  addition  the  following  committees :  (6)  On  the  State  of  the  Church, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  parochial  and  mission 
reports.  (7)  A  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  and  other 
funds  of  the  Diocese.     (8)  A  Committee  on  Sunday  School  Work,  consisting 
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100  Rules  of  Order, 


of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  who  shall  report  from  time  to  time  such 
matters  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  require  the  action  of  the  convention. 

Rule  VII.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rule  VIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  IX.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President,  confining  him- 
self strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

Rule  X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house. 

Rule  XI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention  ;  and  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the  name  of  the 
presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be 
made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ;  and  motions 
for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named. 

Rile  XIV.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  de- 
bate. 

Rri.K  XV.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if  un- 
qualified, shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

RiM.K  XVI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unle&f^ 
it  be  seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XVII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  during  the  session  ; 
but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  ma- 
jority on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XVIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIX.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  entered  on  the  minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or 
requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  convention,  they  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XX.  The  daily  business  of  the  convention  shall  be  called  up  and 
acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  a  vote  of  the  conven- 
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tion  :  (1)  Communications  from  the  President.  (2)  Reports  from  Standing 
Committees.  (3)  Reports  from  Special  Committees — in  order  of  appointment. 
{4)  Petitions  and  Memorials.     (5)  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

RuLK  XXI.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in 
the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision ;  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the 
Convention. 

Rule  XXII.  Clergymen  of  the  Prostestant  Episcopal  Church,  not  en- 
titled to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the 
journal,  on  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  of 
taking  any  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXIII.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the 
minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necessary, 
and  approved. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  rules  of  order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rule  XXV.  The  above  shall  be  ihe  rules  of  order  of  all  future  Conven- 
tions, unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  journal  of 
each  Convention.

CORPORATIONS — CHIRCHES. 
ARTICLK    H — PROTKSTANT   ElMSCOPAL   CHIRCH. 

8604.  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  Incorporated.  1.  The  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  of  any  parish  or  congregation  of  any  Church  in  this  State, 
duly  chosen  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  usages  of  said  Church,  after  a  record  of  such  election  shall  have 
been  made  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  deemed  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  of  "Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  ...  .  Church  .  .  .  .  ;  " 
and  by  such  name  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  with  like  effect  as  other  persons  and  corj>orations. 

3005.  NiMiiKR  AND  Tkrm — Rec  T(^R  ;  A  Mkmher.  *2.  The  number  ti> 
be  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  nine;  but  the  rector  of  any  p>arish,  church,  or  congregation  shall 
be,  i'x  offiiioy  a  member  of  the  Vestry  of  the  same,  according  to  the  rules, 
rej^ulations,  and  form  of  government  of  the  Church.  The  members  of  the 
Vestry  so  elected  shall  severally  hold  their  othces  until  their  successors  are 
duly  chosen,  according  to  the  rules  and  usages  of  said  Church. 

3000.  CiRTiFlCATK  OF  P^.KCTION.  3.  At  the  first  and  every  sub- 
sequent election,  the  officers  appointed  to  take,  count,  and  make  a  full  list  of 
the  votes  given  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  deposit  in  the  Recorder's 
office  of  the  proper  county  a  certii'icate,  setting  forth  the  notice  of  such  elec- 
tion,  the  time  and  phice  where  the  same  was  held,  and  the  name  of  the 
person  elected  ;  and  the  Recorder  of  such  county  shall  immediately  make  a 
proper  record  «>f  the  same. 

3007.     Vacancies.     4.    When   any   person   so   elected   shall  refuse   to 
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serve,  or  shall  die,  resign  or  be  removed  from  office,  the  remaining  members 
of  the  Vestry  in  which  such  vacancy  may  occur  shall  be  authorized  to  ap- 
point another  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  regular  election. 

3G08.  Change  of  Name,  and  Number  of  Vestrymen.  6.  The 
peculiar  name  of  any  church,  parish,  or  congregation  may  be  altered  or 
changed,  as  also  the  number  of  members  of  any  Vestry  (so  that  the  number 
be  not  made  more  nor  less  than  the  number  specified  in  this  Act) ;  but  the 
name  chosen  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  assumed 
until  a  record  has  first  been  made  of  the  fact  in  the  Recorder's  office  of  th^ 
proper  county.  Such  changes  shall  not  affect  the  rights  or  liabilities  of  the 
Vestry,  parish,  or  congregation,  or  of  other  persons  or  parties. 

8601>.  Powers.  6.  The  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  any  church, 
parish  or  congregation  may  establish  By-Laws  to  carry  out  the  objects  of 
their  organization.  They  shall  have  power  to  receive  conveyances  of  lots  or 
lands,  by  purchase,  gift,  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  and 
to  hold  the  same  to  their  successors  in  perpetuity,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
benefit  of  such  church,  parish,  or  congregation,  and  for  the  uses  declared  in 
such  conveyance  or  grant.  They  may  erect  and  hold  buildings  for  religious 
worship,  for  parsonages,  or  for  educational  or  benevolent  purposes.  They 
may  lay  out  and  establish  suitable  grounds  for  a  cemetery  or  place  for  the 
burial  of  the  dead,  and,  after  the  plat  thereof  shall  have  been  duly  recorded 
in  the  Recorder's  office  of  the  proper  county,  they  shall  enjoy  all  the  privi- 
leges necessary  for  the  preservation  and  protection  of  such  cemetery.  And 
they  may  appoint  trustees  or  committees,  to  take  charge  of  any  school, 
hospital,  or  cemetery  which  they  may  establish,  and  give  directions  concern, 
ing  the  management  of  the  same :  Provided,  however,  that  such  appoint- 
ment shall  not  relieve  or  release  such  Vestry,  parish,  or  congregation  from 
any  legal  liability  to  which  they  may  be  subject. 

3610.  Personal  Proi'ERTY.  7.  Such  Vestry,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  may  also  acquire  and  possess,  for  the  use  of  any  such  parish,  church,  or 
congregation,  personal  property  not  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  may  appropriate  the  same,  and  the  income  or  interest 
thereof,  and  all  other  funds  and  incomes  in  their  hands  as  such  V^estry,  to 
the  maintenance  of  religious  worship,  schools,  libraries,  or  other  puri)Oses  not 
inconsistent  with  the  trust. 

:{r)ll.  Power  to  Sell  or  Lease.  S.  Such  Vestry,  to  more  effectually 
carry  out  the  objects  of  their  trust,  may  sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
their  corporate  property.  Any  conveyance  thereof  by  such  Vestry,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  in  behalf  of  such  church,  parish,  or  congregation,  shall  vest 
in  the  purchaser  of  the  same  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  thereto ;  but  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  any  gift,  bequest  or 
devise  to  such  parish,  church,  or  congregation,  or  to  the  Vestry  thereof  for 
its  use,  nor  to  defeat  the  intentions  of  the  grantor,  donor,  or  testator. 
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3612.  Certificate  as  Evidence.  9.  As  between  such  parish,  church, 
or  congregation,  the  Vestry  thereof  and  all  persons  claiming  under  them, 
and  any  person  granting  real  estate  thereto  and  all  persons  claiming  under 
him,  the  certificate  of  election  provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  this  act 
[sec.  3606]  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  matters  and  things  therein 
recited ;  and,  as  between  such  parish,  church,  or  congregation,  the  V^estry 
thereof  and  all  persons  claiming  under  them,  and  all  other  persons,  it  shall 
be  presumptive  evidence  of  such  matters. 

3613.  Vestry  Dissolved — New  One  Elected.  10.  Whenever  any 
parish,  church,  or  congregation  shall  have  elected  a  Vestry  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  dissolved  by  the 
death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  its  members,  a  majority  of  persons  entitled 
to  vote  may,  within  five  years  after  such  dissolution,  proceed  to  elect  a  new 
Vestry,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  herein  contained  ;  and  such  new 
Vestry,  after  a  record  of  the  election  shall  have  been  made,  as  required  in 
the  before-mentioned  third  section,  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  may  do 
and  perform  all  other  acts  and  things  which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  law,  a 
Vestry  may  do  and  perform.

Sec TION  1.  Be  it  enacUd  hy  the  Genera!  Assembly  of  t)u  State  of  Indiana, 
That  George  H.  Dunn,  Abner  T.  Ellis,  Joseph  M.  Moore,  /ebina  Gould  and 
James  Morrison  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
the  Diocese  of  Indiana,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  may  purchase  and  receive  any  property,  real  and  personal,  and  have  and 
hold  the  same,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  sue  and  be  sued  a< 
natural  persons :  Proiided^  /Kru'd'er,  That  the  property  of  said  corporation 
and  the  funds  thereof  shall  never  be  applied  to  any  other  purpose  than  the 
support  of  a  Bishop  of  said  Church  within  said  Diocese,  and  to  aid  itinerant 
and  superannuated  ministers  of  said  Church,  their  widows  and  children. 

Skc  2.  That  said  Trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  ensuing 
annual  convention  of  the  said  *•  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese 
of  Indiana,"  and  until  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  appointed  and  <juali- 
fied,  at  which  lime,  and  at  every  annual  convention  thereafter,  Trustees  shall 
be  appointed  pursuant  to  such  rules,  by-laws  or  canons  of  the  said  Church  as 
may  be  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  appointment,  which,  however,  shall  not 
be  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State.

Sec.  4.  Any  future  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  repeal,  alter  or 
amend  this  act,  but  such  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal  shall  in  no  case 
•divest  the  property,  money  or  rights  acquired  under  its  provisions,  nor  divert 
them  from  the  purposes  herein  expressed. 

^EC.  5.  This  act  shall  be  taken  and  construed  liberally  as  a  general  act, 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  supplemental  loan  act  entitled  "An  act  to  autnorixe  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  State  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  support  of  a  Bishop,  and  to  aid  itinerant 
and  superannuated  ministers,  their  widows  and  children,  approved  January  15, 1844," 
and  to  enlarge  the  corporate  powers  of  the  Trustees  therein  named. 

[Approved  April  2,  1881.) 
Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana^ 
That  in  addition  to  the  corporate  powers  conferred  on  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  by  the  act  creating 
them  as  a  corporation,  said  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  receive,  by 
conveyance  from  the  Bishop  of  said  Diocese  of  Indiana,  or  any  other  person  or 
persons  now  or  hereafter  holding  the  same,  Any  real  or  personal  property  in 
trust  for  any  parish  or  parishes  within  said  Diocese,  and  to  hold  such  property 
upon  the  same  trust  as  the  same  may  have  been  held  by  such  Bishop,  or  other 
person  or  persons,  immediately  before  any  such  conveyance. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation,  viz :  The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  is  also  hereby  empowered  to  take 
and  hold  in  trust  for  any  such  parish  or  parishes,  or  for  Dioscesan  purposes 
and  uses,  any  property,  real  or  personal,  which  may,  by  gift,  devise  fr  dona- 
tion, be  conveyed  to  it,  and  to  execute  the  trust  concerning  the  same,  which 
may  be  expressed  in  the  conveyance  thereof  or  implied  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  is  subject  to  repeal  or  amendment,  and  nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  power  of  the  General  Assembly  to  repeal, 
alter  or  amend  the  act  incorporating  the  said  Trustees,  approved  January  lo, 
1844,  as  reserved  in  the  fourth  section  of  said  act. 


THIRD  ANNUAL   REPORT 


OF    THE 


WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  TO  THE   BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 


Right  Rev.  FatJier  and  Dear  Friends  of  the-  Woman's  Auxiliary  : 

The  third  annual  report,  which  I  present  to  you  to-day,  shows  a  health- 
ful  increase  of  interest  and  effectiveness  in  some  of  its  branches.  It  is  a  mat- 
ter of  regret  that  from  three  branches  I  have  no  report  at  all ;  only  two  new 
parish  branches  have  been  organized,  but  these  two,  Grace  Church,  Indian- 
apolis, and  St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  have  begun  work  with  great  zeal  and  prac- 
tical efficiency. 

Meetings  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  were  only  appointed  at  two  of  the 
convocations  this  year.  The  first  in  Si.  Mary's  Church,  Delphi,  during  the 
session  of  the  Northern  Convocation,  I  could  not  attend.  Mrs.  J.  R.  Nichols, 
Vice-President  of  the  Central  Convocation,  was  present  and  made  an  address. 
The  second  was  held  in  Grace  Church,  Indianapolis,  during  the  session  of 
the  Central  Convocation,  on  the  afternoon  of  All-Saints'  Day.  The  Bishop 
conducted  the  opening  service  and  made  a  brief  address,  introducing  Bishop 
Walker,  of  North  Dakota,  who  gave  some  details  of  his  work,  closing  with 
an  earnest  appeal  to  us  to  hold  up  the  hands  of  our  own  good  Bishop  and 
work  first  of  all  for   Indiana. 

This  meeting  brought  together  a  good  representation  from  the  city  aux- 
iliaries, and  a  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  there  should  be  some  social 
reunions  of  the  branches  in  the  city  during  the  winter.  The  first  of  these 
was  given  by  the  ladies  of  Christ  Church  at  the  residence  of  their  rector, 
Dr.  Bradley,  on  the  evening  of  December  Ki.  This  date  was  both  a  pjrish 
and  diocesan  anniversary^ — that  of  the  consecration  of  the  first  Christ 
Church  building,  in  IH'AH,  and  the  consecration  of  the  first  Bishop  of  Indi- 
ana, in  1849.  The  presence  of  Mrs.  Boone,  wife  of  the  Missionary  Bishop  of 
China,  added  interest  to  the  occasion.  The  offering  gathered  amounted  to 
$7. »)•'»,  and  was  devoted  to  diocesan  missions. 

The  second  missionary  tea,  as  these  gatherings  were  called,  was  given  by 
the   ladies  of  the  St.  Paul's  Branch,  at   the  residence  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Winters,

February  16.  An  interesting  paper  on  **  Church  Missions  Among  the 
Indians"  was  read  by  Mrs.  George  C.  Duy,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Swan,  of  Grace 
Church,  gave  an  account  of  visits  among  the  Indians  in  Minnesota.  The 
offering,  $6.50,  was  devoted  to  Indian  mission  work. 

The  Indianapolis  branches  of  the  Auxiliary  have  adopted  the  plan  of 
making  their  stated  monthly  meetings  social  gatherings,  and  this  has  proved 
most  successful.  The  attendance  has  greatly  increased,  and  also  interest  in 
our  missions  and  information  concerning  them.  We  have  been  especially 
favored  in  this  city  this  year  by  opportunities  of  meeting  three  of  our  Mis- 
sionary Bishops  and  hearing  from  their  own  lips  of  their  work  and  its  needs — 
Bishop  Paddock,  of  Washington  Territory ;  Bishop  Walker,  of  North  Da- 
kota, and  Bishop  Boone,  of  Shanghai,  China. 

Miss  Julia  C.  Emery,  General  Secretary  of  the  Auxiliary,  visited  Indian- 
apolis October  19,  and  addressed  the  city  auxiliaries  gathered  to  greet  her 
in  Grace  Church.      She  also  visited  Richmond,  All-Saints'  Day,  and  there 
organized  St.  Paul's  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

The  beginning  of  March  we  enjoyed  a  visit  from  Miss  Sybil  Carter,  who 
met  with  the  Grace  Church  Branch  at  their  regular  monthly  meeting,  Tues- 
day afternoon,  March  1,  and  made  an  address  in  Grace  Chapel  the  same 
evening.  Wednesday  afternoon  she  spoke  in  Christ  Church,  Thursday  in 
Holy  Innocents',  Friday  at  St.  Paul's,  and  Friday  evening  again  in  Christ 
Church,  at  a  gathering  of  all  the  parishes. 

The  triennial  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  which  took  place  in 
Chicago  during  the  session  of  the  General  Convention,  was  a  most  interesting 
gathering,  bringing  together  representatives  from  nearly  every  Diocese  and 
missionary  jurisdiction  in  our  land.  Indiana  was  represented  in  the  meeting 
of  diocesan  officers  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Central  Convocation  and  the 
Diocesan  Secretary,  and  in  the  general  meeting^  by  delegates  from  Christ 
Church,  Holy  Innocents'  and  St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis,  St.  Stephen's,  Terre 
Haute,  and  St.  Paul's,  Jeffersonville,  eleven  in  all — the  largest  number  from 
any  one  Diocese  except  Chicago.  It  was  a  great  pleasure  and  benefit  to  meet 
so  many  Churchwomen  earnest  and  zealous  in  extending  the  bounds  of 
Christ's  kingdom,  and  ministering  to  His  needy  and  suffering  ones,  and  to 
confer  with  them  as  to  the  best  methods  of  doing  the  work  to  which  we  are 
called. 

For  the  first  time  since  our  diocesan  organization,  we  are  called  upon  to 
record  a  death  among  our  members.  Mrs.  Adelifi  L.  Bond,  for  many  years 
President  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  died  in 
that  city,  January  27,  18H7.  A  devout  Churchwoman,  a  Christian  lady,  lib- 
eral and  active  in  missionary  and  charitable  work.  Of  her  it  may  truly  be 
said:  "Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord;  yea.  saith  the  spirit, 
that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow  them."  May 
we,  following  her  bright  example,  be  also  ready  when  the  Master  calls  us 
from  earthly  labors  to  eternal  rest. 
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At  our  last  annual  meeting,  in  response  to  a  request  of  the  General  Sec- 
retary, $80  was  pledged  toward  the  support  of  a  medical  scholarship  in  Africa, 
and  $27  to  supply  a  special  need  of  a  Colorado  missionary.  The  amoaots 
subscribed  have  been  collected  and  sent  to  the  General  Board,  and  will  be 
found  credited  to  the  parish  branches  to  which  the  subscribers  belong. 

I  have  received  two  quilts  from  Mrs.  Ann  Walker,  of  Evansville,  her 
own  work.  These  were  sent  to  two  of  our  diocesan  missionaries  and  were 
gratefully  received.  I  also  sent,  at  Christmas,  a  package  to  a  diocesan  mis- 
sionary, in  value  about  $5.  The  contents  were  given  me  by  members  of 
Christ  Church  and  St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis.

St.  James's,  Goshen,  has  contributed  to  Diocesan  missions,  $13.25;  to 
general  missions,  $13,  and  to  Diocesan  Church  Building  Fund,  $1.50;  $*2  for 
Mr.  Worthington,  Colorado;  total,  $29.76.  Mrs.  Julia  L.  Latta,  President; 
Miss  Lottie  Henschel,  Treasurer. 

Trinity,  Fort  Wayne,  has  prepared  and  sent  two  boxes  to  the  Rev.  0. 
E.  Osienson,  Ouray,  Colorado.  The  first  sent  December  15,  li^8^^  value 
$*25.05  ;  the  second  April  2,  1887,  value  $3.04 ;  cash  contributions  Diocesan 
missions,  $')0 ;  box  expenses,  $11.04;  A.  dues,  $1  ;  Old  Ladies' Home,  $1.'^»"; 
total  money  and  boxes,  $111. oO.  The  Lenten  work  was  exclusively  devoted 
to  the  preparation  of  articles  toward  furnishing  a  room  in  the  Old  Lidics' 
Home  of  Fort  Wayne,  which  is  being  established  here.  This  was  entered 
into  very  enthusiastically  as  a  memorial  to  our  late  President,  Mrs.  A.  L. 
Bond,  to  whom  the  work  was  very  dear.  Mrs.  H.  F.  Guild,  President:  Mi?** 
Alice  P.  Dryer,  Secretary. 

St.  Pail's,  Laportk— No  report. 

Christ  Chirch,  Indianapolis — The  Christ  Church  branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  have  held  during  ihe  past  year  nine  meetings,  with  one 
yet  to  occur  in  July,  at  which  time  the  annual  election  of  officers  takes  place. 
At  the  closing  meeting  of  last  season  a  committee  of  three  ladies  was  appointed 
to  draft  a  course  of  work  for  the  present  year.  A  programme  was  arranged 
and  published,  and  has  been  strictly  followed.  Seven  of  the  meetings  have 
been  held  in  parlors,  which  were  generously  tendered  the  auxiliary  by  ladie> 
of  the  parish  ;  one  at  (irace  Church,  during  the  Convocation  in  November 
with  the  other  city  branches.  The  parlor  meetings  have  embraced  papers 
upon  topics  connected  with  missionary  work,  interspersed  with  music,  recila- 
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tions,  conversation  relating  to  the  paper  read,  select  reading,  etc.  Frequently 
light  refreshments  have  been  served,  and  social  as  well  as  profitable  afternoons 
have  resulted.  The  papers  have  been  upon  the  following  topics :  **  Bishop 
l^oone  and  Mission  Work  in  China,*'  "Two  Ends  of  a  Missionary  Box," 
•*The  Dark  Continent,  or  Mission  Work  in  Africa,'*  **  Church  Missions 
Among  the  Indians,**  "Church  Missions  in  Mexico,'*  "Our  Girls  and  Mis- 
sions,*' "Church  Work  among  the  Freedmen." 

Three  boxes  have  been  packed  and  sent  to  the  western  field — two  at 
Christmas  to  Rev.  Mr.  GilfiUan,  White  Earth,  Minn. ;  total  value,  $120;  and 
one  prepared  during  Lent  was  sent  to  Miss  Barr,  city  missionary  at  Salt  Lake, 
for  distribution ;  value,  $75.  Grateful  responses  have  been  received  in 
acknowledgment. 

During  the  past  year  an  annual  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  has  been  assessed 
upon  each  member  of  the  auxiliary  to  defray  the  expense  of  printing  pro- 
grammes, shipping  boxes,  etc.,  leaving  the  systematic  offerings  intact  for  mis- 
sionary purposes. 

The  Treasurer  reports  cash,  for  Diocesan  missions,  $131.75;  African  med- 
ical scholarship,  $10;  individual  subscriptions,  $21.25;  total  for  this  purpose, 
$31.25  ;  Colorado  missionary,  $10  ;  individual  subscriptions,  $12  ;  total,  $22 ; 
Mexican  missions,  $5  ;  Mormon  scholarship,  $20 ;  a  member  of  the  Auxiliary 
for  Missionary  Deficit,  $4 ;  subscription  to  Spirit  of  Missions^  $26.  These 
were  solicited  and  collected  by  a  personal  canvass  of  the  parish  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  branch,  Miss  Biggs.  St.  Luke's,  Frankfort,  for  quilt,  $20. 
This  was  a  beautiful  knitted  spread,  made  by  a  member  of  this  mission  to 
be  sold  by  subscription  and  the  amount  raised  to  be  applied  to  the  payment 
of  their  Church  debt.  Mrs.  Bradley  gathered  by  subscription  the  above 
amount,  and  the  quilt  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Knickerbacker.  Express  on 
two  boxes,  $9.65;  miscellaneous,  $1  ;  annual  dues,  $1.  Looking  back  now 
at  the  close  of  the  year's  work  we  feel  that  we  have  reason  for  congratula- 
tion, and  also  feel  nerved  for  greater  efforts  in  the  future.  Total  in  money, 
$264.65;  boxes,  $195;  money  and  boxes,  $459.65.  Mrs.  J.  R.  Nichols,  Pres- 
ident ;  Mrs.  F.  R.  Hale,  Secretary. 

Grace  Church,  Indianapolis — The  Grace  Church  branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  was  organized  August  27,  1886,  with  the  following 
officers:  President,  Mrs.  A.  M.  Boggs;  Secretary,  Miss  Madaline  Madison  ; 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Curtis.  They  have  held  meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  each  month,  beginning  October  5.  These  are  held  in  private  houses, 
the  Secretary's  report  is  read ;  also  missionary  letters  and  articles  from  the 
Spirit  of  Missions,  Light  refreshments  are  served.  At  the  November  meeting 
arrangements  were  made  for  sending  a  box  to  Miss  Jennie  Collins,  a  teucher  of 
an  Indian  school,  at  Anadasko,  Indian  Territory.  This  box  was  sent  Decem- 
ber 9,  1886,  and  contained  useful  articles  and  gifts  for  a  Christmas  tree, 
value,  $10,  cost  of  sending,  $1.85.     At  the  February  meeting  a  paper  was. 
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prepared  and  read  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Cooper  on  missionary  work  in  Florida.  Two 
Easter  boxes  were  prepared  and  sent,  one  of  secookl-hand  clothing  to  Mrs. 
Gertrude  Wilson,  Cedar  Keys,  Florida,  value,  $60.50,  and  to  Thos.  M.  Van 
Dever,  a  student  for  the  ministry,  in  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  a  new  trunk  contain- 
ing clothing,  nearly  all  new,  value,  $51.90.  The  cash  contributions  were  for 
African  Medical   Scholarship,  $20.     Annual  Dues,  $1.00. 

Holy  Innocents',  Indianapolis — This  branch  holds  its  meetings  the 
last  Thursday  of  every  month.  They  have  given,  for  the  past  year,  $8  to 
Diocesan  Missions;  $10  to  African  Medical  Scholarship ;  $5  to  Domestic 
Missions;  paid  $1  Annual  Dues  and  have  $1  in  treasury.  They  have  also 
made  a  quilt  as  an  Easter  offering  which  they  are  ready  to  donate  for  the 
comfort  of  some  Missionary.  Mrs.  Bassetr,  President ;  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Gray, 
Secretary. 

St.  Paul's,  Indianapolis — Have  held  parlor  meetings  the  first  Monday 
of  every  month  beginninj*  in  December ;  these  have  been  well  attended  and 
greatly  increased  the  interest  in  missionary  work.  Carefully  prepared  and 
interesting  papers  have  been  read  and  conversation  on  the  topics  followed. 
Light  refreshments  are  served  ;  a  box  of  second-hand  chothing  was  sent  in 
December'  to  James  Russell,  Lawrenceville,  Va.,  valued  at  $10.  The  cash 
contributions  are  as  follows  :  African  Medical  Scholarship,  $10  ;  individual 
subscriptions,  $o  ;  Colorado  Missionary,  individual  subscription,  $3 ;  annual 
dues,  $1;  Diocesan  Missions,  $112;  $10  of  this  amount  is  in  memoriani 
Mrs.  Ariana  A.  Holliday.  (leneral  Missions,  $30.

Chrlst  Church,  Madlson — Woman's  Auxiliary  prepared  and  sent  a 
box  to  Miss  Maggie  C.  Barr,  for  her  work  among  the  Mormons  in  Salt  Lake 
City  ;  value,  $-jO.*2.").  Cash  contributions,  $40  for  Diocesan  Missions  being 
the  amount  pledged  by  the  Society  last  May  to  the  Missionary  Hoard  of  the 
Diocese;  $10  of  this  was  donated  by  Mrs.  Reid's  infant  class  as  an  Easter  of- 
fering.    Miss  Helen  Sanxay,  Secretary. 

Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City — The  Secretary  writes:  »*  As  the 
ladies  assumed  the  indebtedness  for  improvements  on  church  property,  we 
have  not  been  Kble  to  do  anything  for  the  Auxiliary,  but  trust  to  make  a  more 
favorable  report  the  coming  year."  We  doubt  not,  however,  the  members  of 
the  Auxiliary  contributed  a  good  share  to  the  noble  Easter  offering  of  thi> 
parish  for  Diocesan  Missions.

Total  amount  contibuted  boxes,  $479.76;  cash,  $635.58;  total  money  and 
boxes  $1,115.34. 

Another  years'  work  is  ended,  what  shall  be  the  record  of  the  new  one 
which  now  begins,  the  jubilee  year  of  our  Diocese  ?  For  fifty  years  we  have 
been  pensioned.  Shall  it  not  see  many  more  parish  branches  formed  and  in- 
creased activity  in  those  now  organized  ?  Will  not  the  clergy  interest  them- 
selves in  this  matter  of  organization,  especially  those  who  have  been  re- 
cipients of  the  gifts  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  ?  We  can  assure  them  they 
will  find  a  live,  working  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  their  parishes  a 
stimulant  in  all  parish  work,  educating  its  members  in  knowledge  of  the 
Church  and  in  love  and  loyalty  to  it  and  its  Divine  Head. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  asks  not  a  spasmodic  giving  when  the  sympa- 
thies are  aroused  by  some  eloquent  appeal  or  moving  tale  of  suffering,  but  a 
steadfast  interest,  showing  itself  by  prayer,  by  systematic  offering,  by  work 
done  for  the  dear  Lord's  sake,  and  as  in  His  sight.  And  is  there  need  for 
our  work  ?  Ask  our  Bishop  ;  read  the  constant  appeals  in  the  Spirit  of  Mis- 
sions. Everywhere  fields  white  unto  the  harvest,  shall  we  not  be  numbered 
among  the  reapers  ?  Everywhere  immortal  souls  hungering  and  thirsting  for 
the  bread  of  life,  the  living  water,  shall  we  not  help  to  supply  the  need  ? 

Everywhere  faithful  missionaries,  everywhere  suffering  women  and 
children  into  whose  homes  our  gifts  can  bring  comfort  and  blessing.  Let  us, 
dear  sisters,  awake  to  our  responsibility  and  do  faithfully  our  part.  Freely 
we  have  received,  let  us  freely  give. 
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The  following  is  the  report  of  parish  work  accomplished  by  the  Church- 
women  of  Indiana  since  the  last  Convention  : 

St.  John's  Church,  Bristol. — St.  John*s  Guild,  with  eighteen  mem- 
bers, has  raised  $61.88.  Expended  for  last  payment  on  windows,  $2o;  cur- 
rent expenses,  $14.88.     Total,  $39.88.     Balance  on  hand,  $11.50. 

St.  John's  Church,  Crawfordsville. — St.  John's  Industrial  Guild, 
Sarah  Haviland,  Secretary,  with  seventeen  members,  has  raised  $194.05. 
Expended  for  Bishop's  salary,  rector's  rent,  insurance,  pay  of  organist, 
Christmas  tree  and  altar  cloth  from  St.  Agnes's  Guild.  The  Secretary  writes : 
**  For  so  small  a  band  of  workers  we  feel  ourselves  deserving  much  credit, 
and  are  quite  proud  of  our  showing,  hoping  much  from  the  future  as  reward; 
Mrs.  V.  Q.  Irwin,  President;  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Robb,  Secretary."  The  rector 
adds,  the  Ouild  of  St.  Agnes  for  girls  has  raised  from  $25  to  $30  during  the 
last  five  months,  and  the  Guild  of  the  Holy  Innocents  for  children  has  been 
reorganized  and  begun  good  work,  which  was  only  temporarily  suspended  on 
account  of  serious  illness  in  the  family  of  the  directoress,  Mrs.  Engle.  As 
soon  as  possible  this  large  Guild  of  Utile  ones  will  get  to  work  again,  and 
doubtless  accomplish  much  good.

SERMON  OF  THE  REV.   L.  S.  OSBORNE 

Before  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  t«  the  Board  of  Missions,  Diocese 

OF  Indiana,  June  7,  1887. 

The  kingdom  of  hoaveii  in  like  unto  a  grain  of  mustAnl  seed,  which  a  man  took 
and  fw>wt.Ht  In  his  field :  whieh  indeed  is  less  than  all  seeds ;  but  when  it  is  grown,  it  i.«» 
greater  than  the  herl>s,  and  ]>ecometh  a  tree,  so  that  the  birds  of  the  heavens  come  and 
lodge  in  the  branehes  thereof.— Matt,  xlii,  31-32. 

To  a  student  of  the  Bible  and  a  historical  scholar,  the  assertion,  upon 
the  part  of  any  professing  Christian,  of  a  disbelief  in  missions,  appears  a 
piece  of  impudence  positively  monumental. 

Foretold  by  a  millenium  and  a  half  of  prophecy,  solemnly  commanded 
by  Jesus  Christ  Himself,  illustrated  by  His  choicest  parables,  verified  by  eigh- 
teen centuries  of  human  history,  made  the  very  foundation  of  the  Church 
itself,  its  nnly  reason  for  existence, — analogy  and  illustration  fail  to  furnish 
anything  in  the  line  of  cool  assurance  comparable  with  a  disbelief  in  that 
missionary  effort,  upon  wiiich  depend  the  extension  of  the  Christian  religion, 
and  the  coming,  in  all  its  fullness,  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  and  of  God. 
And  yet  men,  and  Christian  men,  too,  tell  us  that  they  are  *'  conscientiously 
opposed  "  to  missions.  Now  such  a  statement  as  this  is  the  sheerest  non- 
sense, because  conscience  is  always  at  one  with  God  ;  for  it  is  God's  voice, 
for  it  is  that  **  spirit  of  man,  which  is  the  candle  of  the  Lord."  God  be- 
lieves in  missions,  because  He  ordained,  foretold,  commanded  them,  as  the 
only  conceivable  human  method  of  "  making  His  way  known  upon  earth. 
His  saving  health  among  all  nations." 

Conscience  never  leads  a  man  to  act  or  speak  or  think  wrongly  ;  but  nine 
men  out  of  ten  confound  conscience  with  judgment — two  vastly  different 
things.  Our  judgments  are  often  wrong;  our  consciences  never.  Those  are 
human,  these  divine. 

An  honest  doubter,  a  candid  skeptic,  may  decry  missions  and  yet  com- 
mand our  respect  and  charity.  But  an  anti-mission  Christian  is  a  flat  contra- 
diction of  terms  ;  quite  as  unthinkable  as  a  four-legged  biped,  a  pious  atheist, 
a  republican  despot. 

Even  were  there  no  appreciable  results  to  show  for  missionary  work  in 
all  these  centuries,  the  man  who  professes  and  calls  himself  a  Christian,  is 
bound  to  sustain  it,  and  for  these  reasons :     Because  Jesus  Christ  died  for  ail 
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men ;  because  He  commanded,  **  Preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,  going 
out  into  all  the  world ; "  because  the  Church  is  built  upon  the  foundation  of 
Prophets  (preachers)  and  Apostles  (missionaries,  persons  sent  or  commis- 
sioned) ;  because  our  prayer,  **Thy  kingdom  come,"  is  only  sincere  as  we 
help  the  coming;  because  this  is  the  known  will  of  Him  in  whose  likeness 
we  are  made ;  because  this  all  falls  under  the  universal  law  of  development, 
operative  alike  in  the  natural  and  in  the  spiritual  worlds,  finding  its  parallel 
in  the  growth  of  nations,  in  the  progress  of  civilizaiion,  in  the  physical  and 
intellectual  increase  of  the  individual,  in  the  hatching  of  the  bird  from  the 
^g*  i^^Xi  in  the  tiny  seed,  which,  planted  amid  favoring  environments,  spite 
of  its  microscopic  insignificance,  becometh  a  great  tree,  within  whose  cool 
and  shady  boughs  the  glad  birds  warble  their  thankful  carols. 

**The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard  seed" — A  great 
many  excellent  people  read  thus  far  and  stop,  and  begin  to  wonder  why 
heaven  and  mustard  are  alike.  And  it  is  just  such  wiseacres  and  exegetes 
as  these  who  **  don't  believe  in  missions."  The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is  no 
more  like  a  mustard  seed  than  it  is  like  a  turnip  seed,  or  like  a  verbena  seed, 
or  like  a  clover  seed.  A  mustard  seed  on  a  shelf,  under  a  glass  case,  in  a 
lump  of  ice,  lying  on  a  bare  rock,  does  not  resemble  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven 
in  the  least.  But,  **The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is  like  unto  a  grain  of  mustard 
seed  taken  siud  planted  by  a  man,  in  ayf//c/,"  placed  amid  propitious  surround- 
ings, and  then,  in  the  sprouting  and  growing  and  increasing  of  this  life-germ 
from  seed  to  shoot,  from  shoot  lo  blade,  from  blade  to  stalk,  from  stalk  to 
bough  and  branches  and  twigs  and  leaves — here  is  your  true  parallel  of  ihe 
Kingdom  of  God. 

The  seed  must  be  taken:  that  is,  the  gifts  of  God  must  be  used  to  yield 
their  blessings;  and  it  must  be  taken,  not  by  a  brute,  nor  by  an  angel,  but  by 
a  man^  a  being  of  hitman  instincts,  reasonings,  sympathies.  And  even  the 
man  is  not  to  speculate  or  theorize  or  philosophize  about  the  seed,  but  lo 
plant  it  :  that  is,  to  place  it  under  the  conditions  favorable  to  growth.  And 
yet  again,  the  man  may  take  and  plant  the  seed,  selfishly,  in  some  narrow 
little  flower  pot,  for  his  own  personal  gratification.  One  thing  more  is  need- 
ful; the  seed  is  not  to  grow  into  a  poor,  weak  litle  sapling,  and  so  it  must  be 
planted  in  th  field ^  where  Crod's  own  free  air,  and  rain,  and  dew,  and  wind, 
and  sunshine,  may  help  to  shape  and  develop  it  into  a  great  tree  which  shall 
be  a  blessinjj  and  an  abiding  place  for  His  creatures.  From  all  of  which  we 
learn  that  God's  truth  must  be  apprehended  and  used,  thoughtfully  and  gen' 
erously,  if  we  would  see  it  vindicate  the  divinity  of  its  origin. 

Now,  it  seems  to  me,  there  are  four  principal  reasons  why  all  the  fair 
promise^  of  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  throughout  the  world  are  yet 
apparently  so  far  off;  and  the  first  of  these  is  a  lack  of  faith,  and  the  second 
is  a  lack  of  intelligence,  and  the  third  is  a  lack  of  system,  and  the  fourth  is  a 
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lack  of  liberality.  In  other  words,  a  mental  and  spiritual  apprehension  and 
a  large  and  generous  use  of  God's  truth  are  wanting. 

Doubt  or  ignorance  or  carelessness  or  selfishness  are  present,  and  so  the 
*'  taking  "  or  the  **  planting/'  or  the  "  man  "  or  the  '•  field,"  one  element  or 
more  is  lacking,  and  thus  the  Uw  of  the  seed's  growth  is  violated,  and  our 
** great  tree"  is  not  there  to  refresh  us  with  its  welcome  shade. 

There  are  some  things  God  can  not  do.  He  can  not  make  two  and  two 
five.  He  can  not  put  two  things  in  the  same  space  at  the  same  time.  He  can 
not  force  His  truth  upon  men  whose  brains  and  hearts  willfully  oppose  it. 
He  can  not  make  a  reasonable  saint  out  of  a  man  who  deliberately  elects  to 
be  a  fool  and  a  knave. 

The  very  Light  of  Life  could  not  shine  upon  those  who  *' loved  darkness 
rather  than  light."  Ommipotent  Christ  could  not  perform  His  gracious  mir- 
acles in  the  midst  of  stolid  infidelity. 

And  the  first  and  principal  obstacle  to  missionary  success  is,  a  lack  of 
Faith.  Indeed,  to  speak  strictly,  this  is  the  arch  foe,  the  very  Goliath,  that 
stands  in  the  way  to  dispute  the  advance  of  the  armies  of  the  living  God. 

The  obstacle  of  doubt,  **  like  Aaron's  serpent,  swallows  all  the  rest,"  for 
ignorance,  carelessness,  selfishness  ran  not  live  where  real  faith  abounds.  All 
the  great  epochs  of  history  have  had  their  rise  in  this  faith,  which  is  the 
*' substance  of  things  hoped  for,"  which  *'seeth  that  which  is  invisible." 

**  By  faith  Noah  prepared  an  ark  for  the  saving  of  his  house,"  and  while 
the  skies  were  fair  and  the  winds  gentle,  saw  through  the  vista  of  a  ceniury 
the  prodigious  deluge. 

By  faith  Abraham  left  his  comfortable  home  in  Mesopotamia,  and  under- 
took a  nomadic  life,  his  spiritual  eye  seeing  the  gospel  blessings  millen- 
niums hence,  as  piesent,  visibly,  before  him. 

By  faith  **  Moses  set  his  affections  on  things  above,  rather  than  on  things 
below,"  and  made  visible  and  real  the  future  glories  of  his  race,  rather  than 
the  present  affliction  of  the  moment,  for  which  he  forsook  the  treasures  of  the 
court  of  Egypt. 

**  By  faith  the  walls  of  Jericho  fell  down,"  because  Joshua  and  his 
soldiers  saw,  in  their  mind's  eye,  those  mighty  bulwarks  and  towering 
bastions  laid  low,  a  week  before  their  seven- fold  march  began. 

By  faith  Peter  and  Paul  preached,  toiled  and  died,  glorious  martyrs  in 
Rome,  because  they  saw  through  the  mists  of  centuries  the  Cross  towering 
above  the  palaces  and  temples  of  the  eternal  city. 

By  faith  Augustine  laid  the  foundation  of  Christian  civilization  in  Eng- 
land. 

By  faith  Luther  planted  in  Europe  the  seeds  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty. 

By  faith  Cranmer  and  Latimer  and  Ridley  lighted  the  candle  of  Protest- 
ant fire,  which  was  never  to  be  put  out. 
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By  faith  Columbus  braved  the  raging  of  the  sea  and  the  madness  of  its 
waves,  and  opened  up  a  new  world  for  Jesus  Christ. 

By  faith  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  reared  on  the  bleak  coast  of  New  England 
the  fair  temple  of  piety  and  education. 

By  faith,  Washington  drew  his  sword  for  independence  and  popular 
government. 

By  faith,  Lincoln,  with  a  pen  mightier  than  the  sword,  wrote  the 
magna  charta  of  universal  emancipation. 

By  faith,  Livingstone  traveled  thiirty  years  in  Africa,  and  died  upon  his 
knees  in  prayer  for  the  benighted  children  of  that  dark  continent. 

By  faith,  Franklin,  and  Hayes,  and  Kane  and  Greeley  endured  the 
rigor  of  the  Arctic  zone  in  their  quest  of  the  frozen  pole. 

By  faith,  every  enterprise  of  business,  discovery,  religion,  every  thing 
that  is  truly  great  in  letters,  arts  and  arms,  is  done  to-day  because  those  who 
do  it  enlarge  their  mental  and  spiritual  hoiizon  and  look  beyond  the  bounds 
of  present  time  and  space,  bringing  the  distant  future  near  to  them. 

And  it  is  precisely  the  same  faith  that  conquers  foes,  discovers  new 
coasts,  promotes  education,  improves  the  individual  life,  that  will  win  the 
world  to  Jesus  Christ. 

A  thorough,  unequivocal,  implicit  belief  in  the  authority  of  Jesus  Christ, 
a  steady  purpose  to  obey  His  commands,  is  able  to  convert  the  nations  of  the 
globe  in  our  lifetime,  so  that  we,  in  the  flesh,  can  sit  under  the  grateful 
shadow  of  that  tree  of  life,  which  human  care  and  nurture  and  reason  and 
liberality  are  able  to  make  grow  from  the  tiny  seed  sown  in  Palestine  cen- 
turies ago. 

If  Missionary  effort  be  an  apparent  failure,  the  blame  is  upon  the  hu- 
man agents  in  whose  hands  it  has  been  placed.  Yet  many  a  simple  soul  has 
a  sort  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ — dares  not  disobey  His  commands — and  so  gives 
to  the  work  of  Missions  in  a  perfunctory,  blind  sort  of  way,  believing  that  this 
is  all  right  and  proper  because  Christ  says  so,  who  yet  relegates  this  whole  mat- 
ter to  that  unknown,  mysterious  sphere  in  which  lie  those  inscrutable  things* 
which,  like  the  peace  of  God,  "pass  all  understanding."  Of  course,  such 
faith  as  this  is  better  than  nothing ;  but  we  are  commanded  to  have  a  **  rea- 
son for  the  hope  that  is  in  us."  A  blind  faith  is  unsatisfactory.  To  work 
gladly  and  enthusiastically  we  must  have  a  iiting^  itrrmg^  inUUig^tti  faith. 
And  so  we  find  another  lusty  foe  to  all  missionary  progress  in  ignorame^  a  lack 
of  Intelligence  concerning  the  work. 

Every  now  and  then  we  hear,  even  from  people  who  profess  and  call 
themselves  Christians,  pratings  about  the  "small  results"  of  missionary 
efforts,  babblings  concerning  the  •'  vast  sums"  squandered  in  heathen  lands. 
Regularly,  (ince  a  year,  in  the  newspaper,  we  make  acquaintance  with  that 
venerable  Christian,  now  well  striken  in  years,  who  gave  $1.0r>  to  foreign 
Missions — five  cents  for  the  heathen  and  a  dollar  to  get  it  to  them.     Such 
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dense  ignorance  would  be  amusing  were  it  not  so  sad,  laughable  were  it  not 
so  nauseating. 

No  progress  in  Mission  work?  Ask  the  redeemed  millions  of  Asia,  Africa, 
the  Islands  of  the  sea  this  question.  (lO  to  the  simple  Fijian,  within  our  life- 
time a  naked  cannibal,  to-day  clothed  and  in  his  right  mind,  adoring  the  same 
God  and  serving  the  same  Christ  as  ourselves,  if  he  thinks  there  has  been  no 
progress.  Talk  of  **  no  progress"  to  the  Sandwich  Islander,  to  the  dusky  child 
of  Madagascar ;  to  the  self-sacrificing  Burmese ;  to  the  gentle  Esquimaux, 
praying  in  his  hut  of  ice,  and  they  will  laugh  you  to  scoro,  or  set  about  to 
find  some  missionary  of  their  own  race  to  convert  you. 

No  progress  in  missions  ?  Shades  of  Paul  and  Peter  and  Augustine  and 
Patrick  and  Columba  and  lona  and  Loyola  and  Xavier  and  Livingstone  and 
Selwyn  and  Pattison  and  Hanningion,  defend  us!  Perhaps  there  has  been 
no  progress  in  trade  and  transportation  since  the  journey  from  New  York  to 
Chicago  of  a  month,  by  stage-coach  and  canal-boat,  has  been  reduced  to 
twenty-four  hours  by  a  limited  express  train  ;  or  since  the  weary  weeks  con- 
sumed by  the  storm-tossed  Mayflower  in  crossing  the  surginij  Atlantic,  have 
now  shrunken  into  a  holiday  trip  of  six  short  days  in  those  ocean  grey 
hounds,  the  Etruria  and  the  Umbria. 

If  you,  as  a  sane  and  truthful  being,  can  make  this  amazing  assertion  of 
**  no  progress  in  missions,"  all  I  can  say  is,  that  the  dictionary  you  use  is  dif- 
ferent from  mine,  or  else  that  the  word  "progress"  in  Indiana  means  some- 
thing quite  the  opposite  to  its  generally-received  definition. 

And  then  about  these  "vast  sums"  that,  like  an  Amazon  of  mercy,  have 
been  overflowing  the  wastes  of  heathendom.  What  are  they?  Who  has 
given  them?  How  vast  have  been  the  benefactions  of  any  person  in  this 
congregation,  for  instance,  to  preach  Jesus  Christ  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  ? 

Do  you  know  of  any  Christian  in  Indianapolis,  or  in  Indiana,  who  has 
given  any  **  vast"  amount  to  missions?  Have  you  ever  met  such  a  man  in 
your  travels  ?  Have  you  ever  read  of  more  than  a  few  dozen  who  have  been 
what  you  might  call  "  lavish  "  in  missionary  giving  ?  Come,  now,  and  let  u* 
reason  together.  Do  you  know  the  largest  amount  ever  given  by  all  Protest- 
ant Christians,  in  a  single  year,  for  the  conversion  of  the  heathen  ?  Well,  it 
was  ten  million  dollars;  not  so  **vast,"  by  a  good  deal,  as  the  private  fortunes 
of  numbers  of  English  and  American  millionaires;  only  about  one-ninetieth 
part  as  "vast"'  as  the  annual  liquor  bill  of  this  nation.  And  the  vast  love  that 
evoked  all  this  munificence  cost  the  hundred  million  Protestant  givers  about 
ten  cents  each  that  same  year,  and  carried  to  the  thousand  million  heathen, 
sitting  in  darkness  and  hopelessness  and  savagery,  (lospel  light  and  life  to  the 
mercantile  value  of  just  out  single  cent  for  every  soul  for  whom  Christ  died. 

In  the  face  of  facts  like  these,  any  talk  of  the  '*  vast  sums  "  wasted  upon 
heathen  peoples  seems  like  a  refinement  of  sarcasm. 

Such  statements  as  these,  I  say,  are  especially  deplorable  from  the  lips 
of  men  who  call  themselves  believers  in  and  followers  of  Him  who  died  for 
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all  mankind,  and  who.  to  bring  all  to  the  knowledge  of  His  great  love,  com- 
manded His  people  to  '<go  out  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  tc 
every  creature,  baptizing  them  into  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 

Aside  from  the  absence  of  real  faith  in  Christ  and  Christianity,  all  these 
statements  betray  a  lack  of  knowledge  concerning  the  past  and  the  contem 
porary  history  of  the  Church  and  of  the  world.  So,  if  you  want  to  commend 
your  religion  as  a  reasonable  thing  to  thinking  men.  don't  sneer  at  Christiar 
missions,  for  scientists  and  literateurs  and  foreign  ministers— men  like  Dar 
win  and  Lowell  and  Agassiz  and  Benjamin — have  gladly  testified  to  tb< 
value,  utility,  permanence  and  progress  of  the  work  of  missionaries  in  th< 
countries  wheie  they  dwell. 

Have  theologicil  doubts,  if  you  must;  have  ecclesiastic a.1  notions,  i 
you  will.  This  is  a  free  country  and  a  broad  Church.  No  man  can  abso 
lutely  disprove  even  a  quite  extravagant  theory.  But  don*t  jeopard  your  repu 
tation  for  sanity  and  truth,  by  denying  plain,  hard  facts,  familiar  to  ever)'  his 
torian,  geographer,  discoverer,  explorer,  statesman,  of  average  observation, 
Inform  yourselves.  *'Read,  mark,  learn  and  inwardly  dige-it'*  the  campai^r 
of  the  armies  of  God,  as  told  in  the  fascinating  biographies  of  the  great  mis 
sionaries.  Subscribe  for,  and  ready  a  good  missionary  magazine.  I  would  i: 
soon  think  of  employing  a  lawyer  who  never  read  Blackstone  and  the  car 
rent  law  reports,  or  of  consulting  a  doctor  who  confessed  to  not  taking  \ 
medical  journal,  as  to  accept  for  a  spiritual  adviser,  or  a  church  warden, 
clergyman  or  layman  who  does  not  keep  abreast  with  the  latest  news  froir 
the  battle  field  of  the  army  of  the  living  God,  the  missionary  stations  o 
the  Church. 

And  thii^  leads  me  to  say  a  word  about  the  third  foe  to  the  Lord's  work, 
and  that  is  lack  of  sy<tem,  to-wit :  Carelesstiess.  No  nation  could  surviv< 
a  year  were  taxes  and  duties  managed  in  the  same  loose  way  as  are  '^ur  mis 
sionary  collections.  The  affairs  of  a  business-house,  thus  conducted,  wouk 
plunge  it  into  bankruptcy.  Household  economy  after  this  wise  would  seel 
relief  in  a  j)oor-house  or  in  the  divorce  court. 

It  is  related  of  a  little  London  newsboy,  that,  during  one  of  the  grca 
annual  meetings  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Forcigi 
Parts,  he  was  seen  one  day  in  a  state  of  phenomenal  cleanliness  walkinj 
briskly  toward  the  place  of  meeting.  And,  on  being  asked  by  one  of  hi 
brethren  in  trade,  where  he  was  going,  gave  as  a  reply:  **  Oh  I  just  down  t 
the  missionary  meeting.  Vou  see  I  gave  a  six-pence  to  missions  last  year  an^ 
I  want  to  liear  what  they  did  with  it,  a>^  I'm  a  kind  of  partner  in  the  concern. 
Thus  ha«l  this  poor  lad,  by  a  happy  intuition,  grasped  that  truth  whici 
all  members  of  this  communion  have  heard,  many  of  us  too  often,  alas!  i: 
vain,  that  "  e\  ery  baptized  member  of  the  Church  is,  ipso  faito^  a  mem 
ber  of  her  missionary  society."'     Are  you   baptized,   my   friend?     Then  voi 
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are  "a  partner  in  the  concern,'*  built  and  made  by  (iod  for  the  saving  of 
the  race,  and  for  **  filling  the  earth  with  the  knowledge  of  dod  as  the  ivaUrs 
cover  the  sea." 

Called  to  be  a  **  fellow-worker  with  Him,"  a  "partner  in  your  King'^ 
business,"  if,  through  neglect  or  carelessness,  you  put  no  capital  into  this 
divine  concern,  what  share  of  the  profits  are  going  to  be  yours  in  that  day 
when  all  the  true  workers  and  honest  partners  shall  *' shine  as  the  sun,"  and 
they  who  have  helped  "  bring  righteousness  to  the  many,  as  the  stars  for  ever 
and  ever  ?  " 

When  we  read  that  barely  half  our  parishes  even  so  much  as  recognize 
the  stated  offerings  for  the  work  ;  when  we  realize  that  a  beggarly  thirty  dol- 
lars from  each  congregation  would  absolutely  meet  the  largest  demand  made 
by  our  general  board  for  Foreign  Missions,  methinks  many  an  angel  of 
many  a  church  ought  to  shudder  lest  his  candlestick  be  removed  out  of  its 
place,  and  there  fall  upon  his  ear  those  direful  words,  embodying  that  "wrath 
of  the  Lamb"  once  provoked  by  careless,  indifferent  Laodicea:  "Because 
thou  art  neither  hot  nor  cold,  but  lukewarm,  I  will  spew  thee  out  of  my 
mouth." 

The  very  strongest  argument  that  occurs  to  me  in  proof  of  the  Divine 
Presence  in  the  Church's  missionary  work,  is  this:  That  the  cause  has  sur- 
vived and  progressed  and  developed  ;  that  the  heavenly  seed  has  sprouted, 
and  cast  root  downward,  and  borne  any  fruit  upward,  in  the  face  of  all  these 
centuries  of  carelessness,  stupidity,  apathy  and  neglect. 

Some  systematic  plan,  however  poor,  crude,  imperfect,  adopted  and  well 
stuck  to,  in  every  diocese,  parish,  Sunday  school  and  family  in  the  land,  for 
regular  missionary  offerings,  is  the  only  antidote  1  know  for  this  criminal 
carelessness  and  iniquitous  indifference. 

And  the  last  of  these  arch-foes  that  contests  the  advance  of  (lod's  hosts, 
is  Selfishness;  hideous  enough  in  Jew,  Turk,  Infidel  or  Heretic,  hut  gro- 
tesquely so  in  one  who  calls  upon  Hiin  who  said  :  "Do  unto  others  as  ye 
would  they  should  do  unto  you  ;"  -"  PVeely  ye  have  received,  freely  give." 

The  diocese,  that  glorifies  only  itself  by  multiplying  institutions;  the 
parish,  which  makes  personal  extravagance  and  local  pride  an  excuse  for  de- 
clining its  debts  of  honor  to  the  mission  field,  and  points  to  its  ecclesiastical 
paraphernalia  as  a  proof  of  its  regard  for  "  the  beauty  of  holiness,"  crying, 
as  did  those  hypocrites  of  long  ago,  "  the  temple  of  the  Lord,  the  temple  of 
the  Lord,  the  temple  of  ihe  Lord,  are  these;"  the  individual,  whose  annual 
waste  upon  the  merest  luxuries,  not  to  say  vices,  exceeds  his  gifts  to  help  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  to  come — all  these  need  that  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  fire,  that  conversion  to  knowledge  and  love  which  shall  show  them  that 
ecclesiasticism,  whether  in  the  form  of  diocesan  pomp,  parochial  vainglory, 
dainty  and  refined  personal  worship,  is  a  somewhat  different  article  from  that 
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Christianity  taught  by  Him  who  was  born  in  a  stable,  lived  homeless  and 
hungry,  and  died  upon  a  cross,  just  because  of  His  love  for  this  whole  world, 
in  which  the  soul  of  the  naked,  black,  degraded  savage  of  the  Australian 
bush,  is  just  as  precious  as  yours  or  mine,  my  brother,  in  the  eyes  of  "  Him 
with  whom  we  have  to  do.'* 

Therefore,  don't  groan  at  the  calls  made  upon  you  by  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. Rather  feel  insulted  that  they  place  so  small  an  estimate  upon  your 
faith  and  love  and  loyalty  to  Jesus  Christ,  as  to  dare  ask  of  you  no  more 
than  this  pitiable  amount  of  thirty-odd  cents  a  year. 

Of  course,  I  am  well  aware  that  there  are  many  believing,  intelligent 
Christians,  generous  to  the  last  degree  toward  the  needs  of  their  own  parish, 
and  ferociously  systematic,  who  tell  us  that  they  approve  of  missions  and 
believe  in  their  liberal  support,  but  that  it  is  **  unbusiness  like  "  to  send 
money  abroad  so  long  as  there  are  parish  obligations  to  be  met.  Now  this 
has  a  right  honest  sound,  and  because  of  the  large  element  of  truth  in  it,  is 
the  more  dangerous  sophism. 

In  the  first  place,  parish  needs  are  an  exceedingly  variable  quantity. 
What  one  church  calls  an  '*  absolute  necessity"  is,  in  the  eyes  of  another,  an 
extravagant  luxury.  Ostentatious  display  is  just  as  poor  an  excuse  for 
parochial  &s  for  personal  withholding  of  benevolence. 

Again,  a  parish  is  a  purely  human  device,  a  mere  conz-enien^e  of  religion. 
The  Church  and  Kingdom  of  the  living  God  is  a  divine  and  eternal  institu- 
tion. The  command  of  the  Head  of  the  Church  to  ''go  out  into  all  the 
world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,"  must,  if  religion  mean  any- 
thing at  all,  take  the  precedence  of  merely  local  rules  and  customs  of 
diocese  and  parish.  Again,  the  faith  and  love  and  interest  that  can  project 
itself  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  is  more  than  able  to  respond  to  any  nearer 
call ;  just  as  the  arm,  strong  enough  to  hurl  a  stone  a  furlong,  is  amply  pow- 
erful to  throw  it  a  rod,  a  yard,  or  a  fool. 

And  further,  I  contend  that  a  parish,  large  or  small,  whose  interests  and 
sympathies  are  the  largest  and  widest  and  farthest  reaching,  is  as  much  more 
•*husiness-like''  than  the  one  whose  petty  ambition  is  satisfied  by  seeing  *'both 
ends  meet,"  as  the  great  merchant-prince  of  the  metropolis  shows  more  busi- 
ness talent  than  the  keeper  of  the  smallest  village  store.  Taking  and  giving 
of  credit,  assuming  reasonable  risks;  these  are  elements  of  success  which 
stamp  a  business-man  as  "broad-gauge,"  in  distinction  from  the  penny-wise 
policy  of  the  more  timid  trader. 

Quite  so  with  the  church.  Are  the  temporal  affairs  of  your  parish  un- 
satisfactory ?  Are  its  finances  in  bad  condition?.  Is  it  a  little,  weak,  strug- 
gling concern?  Let  me  tell  you  the  best  tonic  in  the  world  for  it:  start  a 
goo(.l,  live  Missionary  society  ;  rouse  faith  enough  to  literally  obey  Christ's 
command    "Convert  the  nations"   and  He  will  take  care  of  your  finances,  as 
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He  has  promised  to  give  all  needful  things  to  those  who  '*  seek  Brst  the  King- 
dom of  God  and  His  righteousness."  And  then,  finally,  there  is  another  easy 
fallacy  which  men  repeat  as  an  absolution  for  their  sins  of  neglect  in  mis- 
sionary giving.  They  tell  of  the  "multitudes  of  heathen  at  home,"  right  in 
their  own  city,  who  need  to  be  converted.  But  remember,  my  friends,  your 
business  is  not  converting,  but  "making  known."  Thank  God!  all  we 
ministers  have  to  do  is  to  **  preach  the  word."  Conversion  is  distinctly  the 
work  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

The  first  apostles  were  bidden  to  '*  preach  the  word  in  Galilee  and  Jer- 
usalem," but  ere  the  number  of  converts  in  the  Jewish  capital  exceeded  one 
hundred  and  twenty,  came  the  wider,  larger  commission,  **  Go  ye  into  all 
the  world ;" — **Be  my  witnesses  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth."  It  is  unutterably 
base,  this  making  our  neglect  of  the  work  at  home  an  apology  for  our  cold- 
ness toward  the  work  abroad.  This  is  like  the  miser  who  starves  his  family, 
refusing  bread  to  the  hungry  stranger  because  of  the  expenses  of  his  own 
household. 

I  see  by  the  last  annual  report  that  the  Churchmen  of  this  city  contri- 
buted through  the  Board  of  Missions  about  three  hundred  dollars  to  the 
general  Wi  rk  of  the  world's  conversion.  In  other  words,  the  thousand  com- 
municants of  this  place  gave,  on  an  average,  thirty  cents  each  to  Foreign 
Missions ;  not  that  we  in  Chicago  gave  much  more  in  proportion,  for  I  con- 
fess with  shame  that  we  did  not. 

But  just  let  us  reason  together  a  moment,  brethren.  This  amount,  you 
say,  is  so  small,  because  you  have  so  many  calls  to  supply  the  spiritual  needs 
of  the  heathen  at  home.  We  will  call  your  population  here  about  100,000. 
Your  four  Episcopal  churches  report  about  1,000  communicants,  which  means, 
by  the  usual  reckoning,  about  2,000  adherents,  or  about  500  souls  to  each  parish. 
Now,  there  are  in  this  city  about  100  churches,  chapels,  missions,  preaching 
places  of  some  sort  or  other,  which  must  average  about  the  same.  So,  at  the 
very  least,  there  are  probably  fifty  thousand  people  who  profess  and  call  them- 
selves Christians,  and  at  the  wildest  calculation  not  more  than  fifty  thousand 
infidels,  atheists  or  pagans  among  you. 

With  the  present  low  price  of  Bibles  and  the  modest  salaries  of  preach- 
ers, can  any  one  in  his  sober  senses  declare  that  it  would  cost  you  fifty  thou- 
sand Christians  the  least  bit  of  self-denial  to  bring  the  Gospel  message  to 
every  soul  here  who  knows  it  not  ?  A  dollar  a  year  from  each  one  of  you 
would  do  it.  Do  you  raise  $-30,000  for  city  evangelization  ?  And  if  you  do, 
does  this  so  cripple  your  means  that  you  Churchmen  (after  you  have  given 
each  his  special  dollar)  have  but  thirty  cents  left  for  the  larger  and  broader 
work  of  proclaiming  this  same  glad  tidings  of  joy  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth  ? 

"Brethren,  be  not  children  in  understanding,  but  in  understanding  be 
men."      When  we  consider  that  a  penny  a  day  for  the  conversion  of  the

nations  from  the  2,000  baptized  of  the  Church  in  this  single  city  means  over 
$7,000  a  year ;  when  we  realize  that  a  penny  a  day  from  each  one  of  the  mil- 
lion adherents  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  means  over 
three  millions  and  a  half  of  dollars  each  year,  and  this  with  an  amount  of 
sacrifice  and  self-denial  scarcely  appreciable  even  in  the  poorest,  imagination 
fails  to  picture  the  scene  in  the  dark  places  of  the  earth,  as  the  armies  of  the 
Lord  God  Omnipotent,  increased  in  number  thirty-fold,  blow  the  Gospel 
trumpets  and  wield  the  sword  of  the  Spirit  with  lustier  courage,  while  on 
every  hand  the  forts  of  folly  and  strongholds  of  ancient  error  sway  and  totter 
and  fall.  Like  the  germinating  and  the  growing  of  the  grain  of  mustard  seed, 
so  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And  had  -^^  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed, 
we  could  say  to  all  these  hoary  mountains  of  sin  and  error  and  superstition, 
"  be  ye  removed,  and  be  ye  cast  into  the  fathomless  sea  of  God's  knowledge 
and  love,"  and  it  should  be  done  for  us. 

Members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Indiana,  be  it  yours  to  take  and 
plant  this  heavenly  seed  in  that  field  whose  metes  and  bounds  are  nothing 
less  than  the  circumference  of  the  world.  Be  it  yours  to  water  and  nurture 
and  watch  and  guard  this  divine  germ,  that  it  may  indeed  grow  up  into  that 
'*  great  tree,"  whose  branches  shall  be  wide  enough  to  bring  the  cheer  and 
comfort  and  refreshment  of  Christ's  own  unmeasured  light  and  love,  to  every 
home  and  every  family  and  every  congregation  and  every  parish  in  this  vast 
Diocese. 

Organize  a  crusade  against  doubt  and  ignorance  and  carelessness  and 
selfishness,  and  all  these  giants  of  evil,  that,  in  the  shape  of  priest  or  layman, 
dare  defy  the  armies  of  the  living  God.  Pray,  work,  teach,  give,  rest  not 
day  and  night,  to  tell  men  that  too-oft  forgolten  truth,  the  very  A.  U. 
C.  of  Christianity,  that  "God  so  loved,"  not  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  no* 
the  American  continent,  nor  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  but  "God  so  h)ved  the  worlds  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son.  " 
who  says  to  every  child  of  man  that  believes  in  him,  **  Go  ye  out  into  all 
that  world  for  which  I  died,  and  make  Christians  of  all  nations,  for  there 
is  not  a  single  poor  sinner  among  them  all  who  is  not  a  subject  for  My  great 
salvation,  and  to  whom,  with  all  the  mysterious,  fathomless  yearnings  of  a 
j)atient,  pitying,  loving,  sympathizing  (iod  and  Father,  1  do  not  say,  'Come 
unto  Me,  O  weary  and  heavy  laden  one,  and  thou  shalt  find  rest  unto  thy 
soul.'  " 

Merciful  Christ!  so  give  to  these  narrow,  cold,  dull  lives  of  ours,  some- 
thing of  Thine  own  world-embracing,  race-including  life  and  light  and  love; 
so  quicken  our  feeble  faith,  that  with  joy  unutterable  we  may  help  obey  Thy 
commands,  fulltilThy  prophecies,  and  do  Thy  gracious  will,  that  Thy  glorious 
kingdom  may  indeed  soon  come  in  all  its  blessed  fullness,  hastened  by  our 
prayers  and  words  and  works  and  alms.  That  so,  when  the  inefl'able  day  shall 
come,  be  it  far  or  be  it  nigh,  when 
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•*  Ten  tlioiiMind  times  ten  thousand 
In  sparkling  ruiment  bright. 
The  armies  of  the  ransomed  8aintf>, 
Toil  up  the  Klopi»s  of  light ;  — " 

as  we  stand  on  some  celestial  vantage-ground  and  behold,  as  the  doves  flying 
to  their  windows,  that  *'  great  multitude  which  no.  man  can  number,  of  all 
nations  and  peoples  and  kindreds  and  tongues,"  ours  may  be  the  royal  bless- 
ing of  a  smile,  a  look,  a  word  of  gratitude  from  some  redeemed  and  ransomed 
pagan,  whose  eternal  happiness  we  have  helped  make  possible,  because  We 
planted  in  his  soul  that  seed  of  the  Heavenly  Kingdom,  which  blesses  us  who 
gave  and  him  who  received  it,  and  gives  us  each  the  right  to  the  tree  of  life 
and  to  enter  in  through  the  gates  into  the  city,  where  all  God's  true  sons, 
from  east  and  west  and  north  and  south,  are  bidden, — Oh !  blessed  spirits! — 
to  sit  down  at  the  Marriage  Supper  of  the  triumphant  Lamb. 
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
